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PREFACE 


T he Unt rolume of the Selections from the Letters, Des¬ 
patches and other State Papers in the AILlitary Depart¬ 
ment of the Gorernmeut of lodia, 1867-58, contained the 
docurnents from the first oiitbmik of disaffection to the siege 
and storming of Delhi by the English troops. These volumes 
contain in a similar foim : — 

jUI papers relating to the mutiny at Lucknow and the 
defence of the Hesidency hy the garrison ; General 
Eayeloc^’s march from Allahahad and the first 
relief of Lucknow: General Outram's defcaec of 
Lucknow: Sic Colin CampheU’a relief of Lucknow 
in Noveinbei'lSaT : Outram’s defence of the Alimi- 
hngh : General Windham's defence of Cawnpore : 
Sir Colin Campbell's storming and capture of 
Lucknow. All documents relating to the outbreak 
at Cawnpore, the do fence of the rntrenchnient, and 
the massacre of the survivors. 

As the letters and despatches do not, however, furnish 
an unbroken narrative of events and are somcwlmt full of 
technical detail, i have thought it advisable, as in the case 
of the previous volume, to construct from, these official mate¬ 
rials a continuous story and to prefiii it as an. introduction. 
Since the publication of the first volume seven years have 
elapsed, but the labour of investigation bas Ijeen very grejit 
and the ytyirs which t have devoted to the work have been 
none too many for so delicate and dillicnlt nn enterprise. Tbe 
documents in the two present volumes illustrate a larger num¬ 
ber of important episodes than did the previous calendar. 
The introduetion to the Delhi volume contained one di^itinct 
narrative. The present introduction, it will beaeeu, contains 
eight distinct and complete narratives, and it lias not always 
been easy so to arrange them that the course of events sUouliL 
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erer be clear and distinct and the reader be not too frequently 
called npon to break off, and resume, the threads of different 
opeiatlons in different parts of tlie empire. 

It is on the sure ground of official documents that I 
have mainly relied, but they have been fortified by the cou- 
temporary literature which is both varied and abundant. A 
large number of private letters and diaries have been placed 
at my disposal and it bas been my anxious care to draw from 
them nseful material by separating facts and just inferences 
from matters and opinions honestly given as testiGcd liy the 
senses of the writer, but which in truth ore founded on the 
current statements and warped feelings of the hour. Besides 
the printed matter and the uuuniscript documents, I barn 
had the advantage of actual conversation with many who 
witnessed, the transactions. 

military operations however extend over bo wide a 
field that no actor con have a personal knowledge of all the 
circumstances. By putting together fragments of inf or urn* 
tion which I have received from several witnesses, marking 
where they agree and whore they differ and comparing them 
with the whole collection of written statements, I have 
endeavoured to arrive at a complete and correct conception of 
the combination of scenes whioli a battle or the storming of 
a fortress presents. My own conceptions have been corrected 
by the technical and sagacious criticisms of military experts, 
and the work of a civilian on the operations of war is there¬ 
fore offered "ivitb less fear. In order to strengthen the text 
and to enable the reader to form his own judgment of the 
evidence, ahnndant citations from the original antliorities 
have been inserted os footnotes; 1 have also incorporated 
extracts from the despatches and letters in'the text of the 
introduction with the object of bringing the reader Into 
touch with the actors. 

The story of the defence of Lucknow, one of the most 
dramatic incidenta in our national history, is told in tlie con¬ 
temporary narratives of the nmn who did the fighting rmU the 
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n'omen whose uoimi^e Dever ftiitered; and they aie fertile 
in tragedy. I disoovered that the diary of Captain George 
Fulton, whose cheerful bearin" and noble temper iogpired 
ofHcers and men with his own energy and oool detertninatioji, 
was in Austmlia. In response to roy appeal his sons kindly 
seat me a copy, and of this I hare made free use in the intrO' 
duetion. The fine and modest temper of the man to whom las 
comrades gaye tho proud title of •' The Defender of Lucknow/' 
is soon in bis plain narrative of facts. Sir Joseph Fayrer 
lias also given me leave to gnotc from Ms manuscript diary. 

The story of Cawnpore, a tale of disaster and unutter¬ 
able woo illumined by gaUantry and patient, heroic courage, 
is told in part from the narratives of Captain Thomson, 
Lieutenant Delafosse and Mr. Shepherd, the three male sur¬ 
vivors, and from an account written for me by one of the two 
ii'omen wdio escaped the massacre at the bank of the river. 

Her name, for tlie sake of her family, cannot be disclosed. 

Her story has been minutely compared with the voluminous 
evidence before me and of its substantial accuracy there is 
no doubt. The depositions of sisly-three witnesses, natives 
and half-caates, taken under the directions of Colonel 
Williams, Commissioner of Police in tho North-Western 
Provinces, have been consuItcEl, but their evidence is full of 
discrepancies and must be treated with extreme caution. The 
confidential reports from officials, petitions from pnvale 
persons, depositions of witnesses, unofficial examinations, have 
heen studied with care. They show that although tiio 
tiarkest thifs predominate, the picture is not so black as it 
has been painted. As Colonel WUliama states; *'• The most 
searching and earnest enquiries totally disprove tho unfounded 
assertion that at first wtts so frequently made and so cur¬ 
rently believed that personal mdignity and dishonour were 
offered to our poor suffering eonutrywomen,'* The evidence 
also proves that the sepoy guard placed over the prisonei's 
refused to murder them. The foul crime was perpetrated 
by live ruffians of the Nana's guard at the instigation of a 
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coiutesan. It in iia imgenerous iis it is imtrue to charge 
upon a nation that cruel deed. 

The sketuli of Sir Colin Campbell’a relief of Lnekno’^v 
in NoTember 1857 is drawn from Sir Colin’s o^v^l despitcli 
and other primary soui'ccs. The journal kept in Ids official 
capacity by Captain George AMgood, c.b., who iiecompaiiied 
Sir Colin as ABsistant Quartermaster-General with heacl- 
qujvrters in the campaigns of 1857, 1858 and 1659, arc now 
printed for the first time and tUej" have been of grKvt use to 
mo. Sir David ilaird, who was one of Sir Colin’s Aidee-de- 
Canip, at my urgent request sent me a short nnirative of 
what occurred when he, Lieutenant Roberts and Captain 
nopkins planted under a shower of bulleta a regimental 
colour ou one of the turrets of the mess-house. 

The narrative of ilajor-General ST'indham’a operations at 
Cawnporo has been written with an anxious regard to state 
facts without unduly raking the ashes of an ohi controversy. 
The draft of the narrative wns read by the late Sir John Adye, 
who was Windliam’s Brigade-Major, and pronouuoed by him 
to be accurate and impartioL I pointed out to Sir .Tohn that 
bis semi-official defence of General WintUiam’s strategy printed 
in 1858 is mainly hatted on the W'ord “ outside " w liicli is not in 
the original manuscript of the " ilemorandum by the Chief of 
the Stall for the guidance of Major-General Windham,'’ 
Colonel Lewis Jones (SStli llegimentj, who captured the 
enemy’s guns ou the 2Ctli November, has conferred upon me 
a favour hy sending to me a brief account of what took placn- 
on tliat day. General Chomier, who commanded with nu 
much distinction the Madras guns on the 2Sth of November, 
when Brigadier Carthuw was forced hook into the intreneh- 
ments, has, by imparting to me much valuable information, 
helped me to understaud the true nature of that conflict. 
But of all the matRcinls on which I formed my account 
none has been of more vaEue to me than the original draft 
dE Brigadier Carthew’a ** Detailed report of the operations 
of the Forces placed under my command, on the 26rh, 27th 
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iiTifl 28th ultimo." As the rqjort came into my private 
possession from a private source, nnil is not to he found in 
llie Militaiy Records, I am precluded from treating it as 
an ofllcial document which ought to be printed in tliese 
volumes. General Cliamier vouches for its accuracy. 

The account of the march of tbe three columns from 
the eastern frontier of Ondh to Lucknow has been mainly 
constructed from the despatches of tboli* respective cora- 
mauders- lifuch useful infoimation relating to the march 
of General Tranlis's force has been supplied to me by Geueral 
McLeod Innes, vx., who accompanied it as Engineer 
Offleer, anil showed hovv great proftssioual skill und calm 
judgment eau be combined with valour of no ordinary order. 

A detailed account is given of the opemtions on the 
plain of Alumhagh, by which Outmm held the armed hosts 
of Lucknow in check uutil the Comiuander-iu-Cbief mis in 
H position to undertake the capture of the city. It has been 
luainly based on Out ram's own re porks, which bear in every 
line the stamp of the man who impressed himself upon all 
the eveuts with which he was oonneeteil and shajmd them by 
the force of Ids individiml cbariicter. He lives in the hearts of 
those who kumv him, and from his comrades 1 liave meet veil 
many st rikin g reminiscences of his courage [ind chivalry. 

Tlio sketch of the siege and captunj of LiUcknow, an 
operation which wiU always be considered a strikiug illustra¬ 
tion of the art of war. is dmwn from Sir CoUn Campbell's 
despatch and Outram’s memorandum of the opemtions car¬ 
ried ou under his command. The “ Reports on the Engineer 
ing Operations at the Siege of Lucknow in ilarch 1S58," by 
Major-General Sir R. Napier, k.c.jj., Colonel Ilarnesjs, c.b., 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Lennox, Royal Engineer, liave 
enabled me to trace the daily progress of tiie siege. General 
Sir J. J. M. Gordon, who took part in the stem conflict at 
the Kaiser Bagh which again made us ma.sters of Lucknow', 
has assisted me to reconcile many discrepancies hi the eon- 
temporary naj'rativea. 
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Fielil Mavsliiil Efirl Roberta, whoso luimo k often men- 
tionetl intbi! despntche'«, baa conferred on mo nn importani 
favour bv wadinir the introduction and fiirnisbiiig aome im¬ 
portant suggestions and correctxona. Finally, 1 have to 
express my deep thanks to General Sir Ilcnry Norman, o.C!,b., 
for bia kind supervision of the proofs of the State papers 
and for giving me by bis notes au opportunity of availing 
invself of his knowledge and study of the subject. Some of 
the official papers were iTrittcn by him, and in most of the 
scenes he played an important and gallant part. 

The sources of the narrative are State doeuments, hut 
the introduoiion has no official character or authority. My 
earnest endeavour has been to state salient autlicntio facts 
in a spirit that will not revive the virulent race animosities 
which were aroused by bloodshed and carnage and perverted 
ihe history and criticism of the hour. There have been 
tongues and pens enough to narrate the excesses which have 
raised the Indian Mutiny to the rank of a world-wide 
tragedy. It is useful that these crimes should be reraem- 
liered and freshly pondered, but it is equally wise to study 
the opposite picture. The brave and turbulent population 
of Oudh with a few exceptions treated the fugitives of the 
mUng race with a marked kindness. Not only the loyalty 
and the courage but the calm heroic spirit with wliieh the 
sepoys in the Luckuow Residency endured dangers and 
trials is worthy of all honour. The devotion and fidelity of 
bumble native attendantfi and loyal sepoys, the patient 
endurance and calm courage of our countrymen and country- 
women, the high energy and valour of the British soldier, 
afford some relief to the most terrible featTires of a tale of 
wrath and fury.

mTRODUCTION 


0» the 13th of FebruAiy 1S56, the Piovince of Oudh was annexed 
on the righteous ground tbnt "the British Govern men t would be gm'ltj tu 
the sight of God and nmo, if it were any longer to aid is sust&iningby 
its eonDteiuuice an adnunistration frnnghi with roHering to millions." * 
Tho ooimtiy was constituted; into a. Chief Commissionqrahip, and 
Major-General Sir James Outram was appoiutod Chief Commieaionor. 

Four years after Waterloo was won James Oqtram arrived in India, 
and was appointed an Enaign in the 33ni Rr^tuent of Nativa Infantry 
He soon proved hiinsolf an active and daring soldier, nad after dx 
ycaie’ service, he was appointed, notvrithatandbg his youth, to com¬ 
mand a corps which was to be mcmited from the Bbils, the wild, 
marauding, aboriginal tribes who formed the chief inhabitants of. the 
proviucD of Khandesh. Here he reaped his first karels, and acquired 
conriderable Eoiebiity, Ho commenced his operations by attacktng with 
a few troops the Bhils iu their mountain fortresacs, and, after a short, 
stubborn contest, having destroyed their ittongholife, and taken tuany 
priwjuera, he proceeded to form his corps by enlisting the captivea A 
laim of iron nerve, ho won the confidence of the ckaa by firing among 
them nnarnicd. and tresllng to their rough sense of jitstice and honour. 
He was the leader of hU wild companions in eveiy baitly sport, and in all 
the countty round there was no Bhit whn could throw the javolin, ride 
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at a tenl*peg, or a tiger to hie like Jumes OutraaL* Twelve 

yearfl did he iSpifm] Lti reclaiming the wild tri'bcs of Weat-enL and Ctfntnil 
IndiiL, nod teachiDg mce^ the moat savage and degrwlefJ to become peace¬ 
able, n&efuk imd faithful serrantfi of the State, He held the high and 
impertaat office of Political Agent when the first Afghan War broke the 
long peace in which India had reposed ; and he sacrificed nmk^ m\d the 
fairest prospect of civil advancement to join, in a comparntivoly subor¬ 
dinate poailioQ^ his cxunnides in the field. But be awm found opportuni* 
ties of showing hiis skill and daring in war* The day before Ghazni was 
taken by storm^ he mut^d a large body of the enemy, who had occupied 
a flirong position on the hilla commanding the camp; and when Dost 
Mahomed fled from his capital Outrara was appointed to lead an erpedi- 
tion sent forth to capture him. Ha pursued the rojiil fugitive along 
tortuous channek, and uver lofty pu&as i but the es-Amir of Afghanis to 
mafic good kis escaf>e across the Oxm. On hts return to Kabul Ontmm 
was employed in tranqiiiilining the diEafleetcd Ghibm tribes between the 
capital and Kandahar, and with a small fereo he scoured the wild region 
from Kabul to Quetta, seizing forts^ and suMtiing chiefs At the siege of 
Khelat he distinguish&d himself, and, disguis-ed as an Afghan, ho carried 
a general deeijutch through the enmuy'B country, by an unknown and 
difficult route. 

For the importunt he had reudem] widi the nmij Out- 

rani wns promoted to the rank of Breveor, nud wm appointed Poli- 
tiiail Agent In Lower Sindf Here again ho manifeeted id various waja 
his great udmintstrativo oapu*ity, and hie iJower of dealing with savage 
mcefl ami winning their cuniidonce. When (he Amir of BaldaratNul 
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Wft 3 cjb bia dcathborl he suinmDitt'd Oatraro, and opnfided his brother 
juid his GCiii to bifl protection, saylug " No ono hns known so great tnith 
(ind friendship as I have foimd in jon.” The energy, aeal and ability 
he displayed in Lower Sind led to hia being appointed Political Agent 
tor all the States which occupied the Fi-ontier between Sind and 
Afghanistan. The confidence with which he inspired wild tribes who 
came under hia iofluence was of great service to General Nott m Im 
proparationa for a second advance on Kabul, and when the British 
troops retomed to India, having revenged the murder of our Envoy, 
Oulmm, with his snvage auxiliaries, protected the^ line oi march 
through the Bolati Pass. For his " xeal and ability '* he received the 
c hanks of the Government of India; but owing to Sir Charles Napier 
having been invested with full diplomatic and military power in Smd, 
bis political office was aboliahed. and Oiitraui was remanded to his 
regiment. Eis departure was lamented by men of all and 

creeds, and at a public bannuet to his honour Sir Charles Napier pre- 
poficd his h&dth in the following terms—'■ GentlcmeEit I givn you the 
• Bayard of India.’ iwna p«ar tt satin reproc/ie, Major Jmiiea Outram. ot 
the Bombay Army;" and the epithet will always remain linked with

The aeitt yesir James Outram returned to Sind onhemgapiKuntcd, 

at the special request of Napier, a commisBionor for the anange- 
I116D b of the details of a reviaed treaty with the Ainiw. On the 12th 
of February the Amira reluctantly signed the treaty at Haidarabad, 
and three days afterwards the Besidency House was attacked by .r 
force of eight thousand infiiriatod Beliichis with six guns. Outmm, 
with a bodv-guard of one huudred men, defended it resolutely. After 
four hoW sharp fighting he was, however, compelled, owing to 
wantof ominiinition. to withdraw his small band to a steamer anchored 
in the river ; he than, under a heavy fire, proceeded some miles up the 
Indus. 

On the Iflth of February Outram joined Napier some antoon 
miles above Haidarabwl, and was immediately sent by him to 
clear the forest around the village of Ileaaee. where was posted the 
army of the Amir. Whilst bo was engaged in this operation wai^ 
fought the bloody battle which made us masters of Sind*

tration/' Ltjrd DalhoosJe wTobe, '^may be wrought, and the prosperitv 
of the people nmj bo secured, without resorting to ao extreme a uioairnre 
as the annejcation of the territory, and the abolition of the throne, i, 
for my part^ therefore. do net recommend that the Province of Oudh 
should he declared to be British teiritory.*' * Bu t the Court of Directors 
and Her Majesty a Ministty, after carefully weighing the opinion of the 
Governor-General and his CouuciL decided to assume the Qovem- 
luent of the country, 

Oudh wofl annexed^ and the first cfForta of British administratioii 
were directed by the leuieiit and geaotx^us hands of Out ram. But his 
health luiforLunat'eiy broke down uader the heavy strain of w^ork^ ami 
in April I 85 fi he waa obliged to reiiigu the nile of the province and 
return to England. 

Outramb Euecessor waa Mr. Coverley Jackson, a civilian from the 
North-Weat Provinces He had ability of a certain kind* and that aort 
of industry' and exaetuefls which would make hfrra au eiport in the tech¬ 
nicalities of revenue adminLstnitiqn: but he had oo capacity for groat 
aSairti, and the govemuitfnL of uieiL He was incapable of making 
his officers give eSeet to the benevolent intentions declared in the 
procEaniation, which announced to the chiefk and |^>eople of Oudh the 
annexation of the Province* That State paper promiaed that ^ the

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base; juatiw Bhull bo tneaaured out with an equal hand; protection 
ahull be given to life and property; and every man shall enjoy hence- 
forth hia just fight without fear of inolestation/’ In munj parU i-f 
the Gountij the aasessnicnta were imule in the first Lnsrance at too 
high a rate, and the revenue officers, “ Ifludably aniions to promote to 
the utm-wt tho welfare of the great body of tha pgricultursl clusaes, 
were not anSjejeQtly regnnlful of the intercsta of the great lauded 
proprietora " and ignored their acquired rights, altboogh, nnijuestiou- 
ably, persons in poasossion at the time of the annexation of tho country, 
Slany of these large landholders mny have ofatained posaession of 
these holdings by means of violence and frand; but, as Lord Stanley 
remorfeed, *■ the British Government was nt>t answemble for this, and 
tu attempt to niter what arose out of a stale of things antecedent 
to onr assumption of the administration was undoubtedly nn eixur/ 
It cronted a feeling of profound discontent, not only among the 
chiefs, but among the eluneraen, who sympathised with tbs wrongs of 
their liege lord*. The UDgeneraua treatment of the collateral mem¬ 
bers of the royal family, and the many persons holding high office 
connected with the Court and the public departments, also embittered 
the foetingB of the orderly middle clasa against the Government As 
in the case of Government servants of other deecriptiunn, the 
oompenaation awarded to the military classes was inadet|Uftte, and 
a very large nnmber of porsoua trained to the use of arms, and 
habituated to the commission of acta of lawlcssneafl and violence, 
were let loose npou the countiy, with the means only of temporary sub¬ 
sistence, and with every diapoaitlon to become on the first fitting 
opportunity the enomics of tho St^e which hod deprived them of 
their employment Thus the natural tendEney of the IntroductioD of 
an alien rnl® to embitter the feoliugsi of the influential classes was 
increased by indiscreet ami unwise measoTes. Lord Canning beaunc 
to a certain degree aware that a griovons state of discontent had began 
to Bpteiul through the province, and when it was known that Ontium 
would not return to Oudh. having been appointed to command the 
expedition against Persia, tho Oovemor-Geocral determined that his 
permanent successor should be—^not Mr Coverley Jacksoo, but Sir 
Henry Liwrence, 3it> man was better fitted' to orgimiso a newly 
annexed kingdom, fallen into oxtremitj of disorder, 
lloiirT Twfinty-Bvo years previously Honry Lawrence, having been appointed 

to the Bengal Artillery, hod landed at Calcutta, Almost immediately 
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afttr liifl amrnl at Dum-Dtim, the head-quarterti of that lUustfioua 
corps, he began to work diligently at his profession; bttt he longed 
impatiently for the period when the irkaome routine of garrison 
duty should be exchanged for the substantial delight of war. The 
time soon camc^ He had been at Dum-Dmn a year when war was pint 
declared with BnrmaH and Henrj' Lawrence sailed with hia battery for 
Chittagong. He accompanied Geneml Morriaon'a force in its march 
through the Bonneae diatriet of Aiukan^ and took an active part in 
the brilliant and snccesafnl attack on the fortified heights and capital 
of the province. The long nnd barasaing march through a mialarioua 
countT 3 % however, told on his eonstitntionj and a severe attack of 
runloriid feVer compelled him to return to England, Ho remained at Lc^teta 
home for two years and*a*half, but the active and impatient spirit 
of the fulUTO adminisljrator refused to corrode in distasteful repose. 

He joined the Trigominietrical Survey, in the Xorth of Ireland, and 
acquired an espcrienca considerable service to him in 

hia future career. 

On the 9 th of Februaiy 1830j Lawrcuca returned to Calcutta, and 
was po^ttfd to the Foot Artillery at Kuttmub then a fkmtier station 
of the Empire, During the next eighteen months he sedtikusly 
devoted him^telf to acquiring a ^und knowledge of the native languagCt 
so essential tea groat and UBefiil career in India It was his Irkh 
esporicuces, and his proficiency in the vernaculars, which led to hia 
being appointed*^ io lS33t ^ Aseietant in the Revenue Survey Depart" 
fuent^ About that time he married the peerless woman w'ho waa to 
him so perfect a helpmeet 

In when preparations were being made for thn First Afghan First ai- 

Campaign, Henry Lawrence, like Oiitram, placed his services at the 
disposal of the military authorities. Ho waa appointed to a troop of 
artillery which formed part of the Army of the Ludus; but when the 
invading forces advanced it was left, to hia sore disuppointmciit, to 
gnard the frontier Kis eager spirita^ however, found congenial work 
in the oiBce of Asaiatant to the Frontier Agency* to which he waa atiiitint 
appointed. Living in the open air, and accessible at all hours to tho 
people^ he gained an insight into their cufitoms and their Lemper, and 
acquired a strong influence over them. After the disastrous retreat 
of the British troops from Kabul iti the winter of 1841-42 it was by dint neSi* 
of his great tact and courage and through the confidence reposed in his 
character, that the Sikh contingent which acoempanied Gcneml Pollock^B ^er uf Siitji 
army was kept loyal, aod made to render good service* Ab their 
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commander he took part in the battle^ of Tezeea and Haft KhotoJ. anti 
entered Kabul with the retribubory forco, 

For bb Berricofl in the fioid Henry Lawtenoe waa miMle a Breret- 
Major, and appointed; hy tbe Goremor-Goberal to the important post 
of Resident at the OouTt of XepaitL The o6Soej though it demands 
condderahle diplonmtio akilb does cot mrolvo much hard work: the 
Enibafisy at Khatmandoo is a medimToI pmon, from which the Resident 
watches the enirents and eddies of Kepuntese poUties. Alwayi fond 
of stndj, the British envoy fonnd at the Gonrt of NepanI more 
teisiire ^oo he bad previous!/ enjoyed to devote to books^ ojid from 
a full mind he poured forth those papers by which he act] aired a 
oonmderabie Htomry celebrity. 

His on the government of subject TaceSp upon the dangers 

of a mercenary army, upon our relationi with native states, proved hiin 
to be a ikr-Meemg and sound statesman. Hie papers upon barrack life, 
and the hard Lot of the soldier's wife and cbild^ revealed the noble, 
iDodest, and generous spirit of the man- But Heciy Lawrence and kia 
wife were not aatkfiod with merely pleading the cau^ie of the soldieFs 
wife and child. In their home m tho Himaiayos thay first began the 
noble work of founiiing and qndowing—at oonsLdemble Bolf-sacrifice— 
those asylums for the soldiers' diildren which are inseparably oobo- 
ciatol with their names. 

The papers which Lawrence published on the Punjab appeared at 
an opportune momeutj for war witb the Sikhs ^Gmed inevitable ^ and 
they attracted the attention of the Governor General by the fresh and 
clear information they contained* and the wisdom they di9|jlayed. 
When the Kholsa Army crossed the Sutlej^ and dE^ath on the battle* 
field deprived the Qovcrnor-Ooneral of the servicca of hia chief 
politieal officer, Major Broadfoot, he summoned the Resident at the 
Court of Sopanl to take the place. The summons reached him 
late one evening, and next day he left hia mountain retreat te hasten 
to the tented camp of war* He Eirrivqd in time to be present at the 
deolsive oontest of Sobraon, jind accompaniod the victorioTis troops to 
Lahore. 

The battle of Sobraon placed tbe Punjab at our fret ; but Lord 
Hardinge would not annex it, and the conquerors gTonted to the 
tanqnishoii eiiay tefma of peace. The young sovereign inode a formal 
subniUrion, and it Wiia arranged that tho cxistiiig Sikh authority was to 
be maintained under tbs protection of a British anbsidiaTy fortse, the 
nau of which was to terminate absolutely at the clcae of the yeor^ The 
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Cis-Sut-lty Stilittia wer^iuincjtoilpas well aa tJne Jullaadur DtKjab, with the 
Alpine region cho Beoa and Sutlej^ and ^ fine waa loriaJ to meet 

tbt; cost of the war. But the whole suin the Lnhure Darbir could not 
pay, and by a queatlotuibie atruk& of poLi-^j trhe valley of Qi^nieJTe wiia 
bandfMl ovar to Uol&b Siiigp ik Rajput Sikh Sirdar* upon his paytnenE of 
tile balance of the eicponses of tbi^ campaign tt wa^i abo atijiukteJ 
that a Britiiih Resident should be established at Lahore and Heiirj* 
Lawrence svm ap^jointed Agent to the Oovemor-Geneml fur the affairs 
of the Punjab, After the treaty had been ffUfued the Governor of 
Cash til ere, suppurted by the Prime Minist^ at Lahore* and the 
Sikh Durbar, refused to hand over Cashincro to Gokb Sing* Henry 
1^1 wrenoe displayed hia promptitude mill vigoor^ Eighteen montha 
had not piascd since Sobmon had boon fought; but bv sheer force of 
will he comjjelled the Sikh Oovet'imiedt to adhere to their engagement. 
He placed himself at the heiid of the ten tboiumad Sikh troops with 
which they reluctantlj supplied him, and supported by Brigadier 
Wheeler with a amall Eriti.sh force lie entered Cashmere- The 
Governor surrendered bimsdf personally to Lawrence, and the province 
was transrerred * On retumLog to Lahore the Agent to the Governor- 
General took prompt steps to bring the Primg Minister to jnstice fjr 
his tareodiery to the British OovenuneotL Ijil Sing wa^^ tried and 
found guilty by his peers, deposed Iroin office, and reinored to BiiLiab 
territory^ The question was now raised respecting the withdrawal of 
the British troops. But such a measure would have led to bloodshed 
and anarchy, and the question was settled by a fresh treaty being made 
which prolonged the independence of the Punjabj subject to the 
continuod ocCLipaition of the capita] by Britioh troops. Tbus^ in the 
beginning of tho year 1847, Hemy' l«awrence became, in all but nmuQt 
the ruler gf the kingdom. To aid him in the duties of administratioti 
he selected bis assistants men of tho stamp of Herbert Edwardes, 
Nichobon, Bey no! Taylox, who, like the Puritans, endowed with a 
strong enthusiasm, and a living faith in an over-ruling providence,

and militiuy nSnira, "Each," he wrote, ” was a good aidn: the tnoat 
wore ujcellent offioeri/'* Men of all truth and all courtesy* fcho 
brotherbood of the Puujab whii^h Gurrounded Heury Lawreoeo wielded 
power, not for lore of rtiling, but to curb iho wild and kwk^, aud to 
protect the poor. 

Long sojoum iu ludiaj iocessEmt lAbour* and the aumety caused 
by the bomfi^g intriguea of the Durbar, told on the health of 
Beuij Lawrouce, and in October 1847^ he proceeded utx sick leave to 
England He reached home iu March* and soon afber was appointed 
to the rank of K, C- B* 

Sir Henr}' spent his holidays between England snil Ireland^ in the 
society of relatives and friends; and he w'as enjoying hh well earned 
repose when tidings reached him of tho new outbrcjik iu the Punjabj 
which ended in the Second Sikh War, He hud not regained his health, 
and he dotermtofid against the advice of his physiciauB to retom at once 
to IndLiu 111 Kovetnber he and lib wife sailed from England, and 
reachiug Bombay the following month he proceeded at oocc to Multan, 
and w’aa there during the last days of tho idego of the town. Ho then 
pushed on to the camp of the ComTuander-m-Chief and arrived to 
witness the hard fought, but dbastrouBi brittle of ChillhmwaltBh. 
When night closed the Sikbs were left upon the field to stnjngtheii 
their positiozL We hod captured twelve guns, but they had been gained 
at tlie loss of more than two thousand kilied and w'ouuded^ and the 
colours of three regiments with four guns were in the possesaiou of the 
euemy^ After the battle Lord Gough proposed to withdraw hb army 
some four or six miles from the scene of actioUp for the sake of obtain- 
ing better fodder for hia cattle; but Sir Henrj* Liiwrcnee pointed out 
that this might be regarded by the Sikhs as an evidence of our defeat, 
and It would be better to hold his ground. These aignments happily 
prevailed. 

On the let of Febnmiy 1S4&, Sit Henry rwmtnetl bis duties aa - 
Eeaident at Lahore, and twenty days after the crowning victory of

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Gujnrat decided the fate of the Punjab. He expressed a sticng dislike 
to anncie^tiDn; but Lord B^lhousie declared that the Sikh domiuioTi FEbrasF^ 
had come to an end in the land of the Five Rivei^, and would ®nnci!b™ 
hi} replaced by Britiah rule. The kingdom of Runjeet Sing was to be 
governed by a Board of AdmmiBtnitioti, and Sir Henry Lawrence was jeti, la+t, 
appointed Presidentn and Mr. Mansel and John Lawrence, L^ltmbors. 

Penrft sind order were swiftly restored; and a auinmary and eqnitatblo twtlim 
settlement of the hmd revenue increased the content and prosperity 
of the ryot. A ainiple code far oriminal offences and for civil suits 
was dra^vn np and proraulgated, Barbarouu cnatoins like infanticide 
were suppressed; toleration wria enforced ■ the currency wm simplified. 

Roada were made, works of irrigation commencedr and forests and 
grazing tracts preserved. In five short years a wonderful change was 
efiected ; but these results were not attained without considerable Iric* 
tion between John Lawrence and his elder brother Henry, the Presi¬ 
dent of the Board. Henry thought that the feudal nobility of tha 
Punjab should be treated with considemtion and kindness because 
they were down, and he regarded that policy as ju&t in itself, and the 
best for securing fneuds to the new government* John regarded their 
claims ai^orbitant, thoir tenure nominal, and thought that the necoe- 
sities of the new government destroyed old customs. His sympathy 
with the tilkre of the soil made him somewhat blind to the validity 
of ancient titles. Disi^reeing oa such a vital point, it was impossible 
for the two brothers to remain members of the same administration. 

Both Bimultaneously tendered their resignations: that of Sir Henry 
was accepted, and early in 185^ he left Lahore to aeauine the Govemor- 
Gencmra Agency in Bajputana, He did not live to see the justification 
of his policy of wise ceneiliatiom 'Pba maguificeut snocesscfi of John 
Lawreuce'a govermnent. of the Punjab during the Mutiny must in a 
large degree be attributed to the measure carried oat by Sir Henry 
for upholding the jaghirdora in their ancient rights The chiefs, for 
whom he had interceded and aanrificed his post^ east in their lot with 
their retainera on our auk, snd euabled John Lawretico to send our 
troopa out of the Paujab to Delhi* 

Sir Henry, on rcochiug Rajputana, was soon busy supervising the Go¥i!r!ii;|<r* 
affaini of eighteen mitive states and Bcttling their jealoimes md quar- 
tels. He strove hard to obtain the suppression of suttee and infanti- 
cide I but Bajput prejudice and force of caste were too strong for him^ 

While thus occupied in Kajpulana he was ofiered by Lord Dalhouaie 
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thL. blii^ ribbon of the Indkn Foreixn Office-the Residency of 
UaifiATHbod i bin be deetmca the po^st, beoiitge he wna dfrtud that on 
account of theatutc of his health ho ouald not do jiietico to the worh* 
The time at band tthen his ’H-ork in life hwf to be done alone by 
EFenry Lnwrence, for, on the 15th of Jannaiy IdW, death rclensed 
the high-mindef] nnd noble-hearted ^ctntin irho had shared his toils 
and troubJeft. Sit months after hi? life'e companion had been taken 
from him Sir Henry attained the rank of Bravet-Cnlone(, und on the 
aOtJi of June 1854 he wiia aitpointod Honorary AidcKle-fl’anip to the 
Queen. AJwava a strenuoua labnurer. he attempted to dml relief 
from sorrow by an aihJttionaJ devotion to liierarr and ofiSeial work; 
but the strain proved too mneh, and he was prvf'poring to leare for 
England when Lord Canning oflhrad him the post of Chief Gommia- 
^ioimr and Agent to the GoTemor-fienenil in Otidh. His health was m 
a critical state: he was worn in body and weary in spirit f but the pmeiwct 
of being able to oiganiso a newly anneirGd kingdom, as he had organised 
the Punjab, put freah life into him, and fae aoceptet! the otfer. His 
phyBioian wrote that he “only consented to his going to Luefeuow on hw 
promising to go home in November 1S57/' By that time the chiralraua 
stjtil af Henry LfkWTMce hud gone hoaio to itf'flt. 

At the ctoae of March Henry Liiwrance entervd on his new duties 
at Lucknow, and the object with which Lonl Caaniirg sent him to Undh 
that he might conciliate the hearts of the inhabitants by hts justice ami 
gracious tact seemed in & fair way of sceomplishmenL Ho mingled, ns 
was his wont in the Punjab, with all clasaes of the oitizene. and every- 
wbora hk peraonal rjunlitiea and MJMerw tuntiner prodirced their natural 
affect. He met th* feudal barons at frequent flurbfirH, and the Rnfer, 
spare in figure,plain in manner, benignant bnt hagganJ of eountefiamje^ 
woo their rodent by the courte^ whit^ he luanifrated to their grievances 
Peasants and prominent nobles began to look up to him with confidence^ 
ua a^uQt of tho homsst endeavoara he made to redraw their grievancM. 
During the month of April he laboured hard to improve every branch 
of the adinimatrative macbineiy, and to inspito hie subordinates with 
hm own conciliatory policy ; and Lis efforts apiwared likely to be 
crowned with suoeesa The revenna was collected with quick eiwcj mid 
II uipto COD too tod feeling soemeil to pervade the proviaco. 

But ovenb wi^b rapidly rolling togethor from eveiy quarter, and 
-ccumalating to a oriwa A ehiver of impending evil, of distm^t.’ and 
of fear ran through the whole continent of India Hetuy Lawnnee 
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was one of the fpw prominent mf'n ^ho gnoged the stjite of poblic 
feelingp and had a at^vte&nian'a knowledge of the foreea which tended to 
profiitce it. He hAd for yeara pffLqt: mtfied a note of ut the 

rfjioger^ which niuBt attend tho growth and prepondcTating strength 
of h merccnarT army, the relasation of disci pi und the absence of 

generoTia trcatinent. He had warmly pleeided that the only pormaDent 
bjisift of our pnwer lay. as it will alwri}^ lie, in the aofdiom' and pea.^nLs‘ 
absolute belief in the genemsity, wisdom, and honour of the Govern¬ 
ment. Ho realised how^ that belief had begun to be iindenimied by a 
^rics of impolitic oieasonea, etilminatiQg in the unfortnnate distribution 
of the greased cartridges. 

The tnotinous spirit wSiieh began to manifest itself by overt acta in 
the Native Anny was li matter of supreme importance to the ruler of 
the native province of some three-fourths of onr Bengal sepoj’e. He 
wrote freqnontly and lulty to tho Govemor-General on the subject. A 
letter, dated the I?^th ApriEp convoys to Lord Ct^nning the news of the 
fiiTBt outward manifestation of discontent. A clod had been thrown at 
him whilst ilriviiig. It had also been reiKirted eo him that the mm of 
the selduni, or never, saluted an officer not of their owu corp^. " It 
W'onlil porhfips, be well if the 4?:ilth were sent to another province/' The 
GoveniijT-OcncraJp in his reply^ acquiesces in the projxjsal:"—'‘the 4»8th 
Regiuient, or any other which you may wish to get rid of, may be 
moved to Meerut, Let the Conimunder-m*Chief know if you find it 
necessary to send it away, but do not wait for any other suthority. 
Should you have to dispose of a second, it can go Cawnpore In the 
drat matauco; but f hope ihiB will not be nocessaiy. It is very desir¬ 
able that utir mistrust of a parfcicufar regiment should not be made 
TiDtoriouSp and the removal of any corps from Oiidh to a place where 
troops are not wanted would be understood at once Of coiuwjf if yen 
have rcginitints which are really untrustworthy, there must be no deli¬ 
cacy iu the matter ; but I hope there are not two of that sort to be 
sent away.” But though Lord Canning expressed the hope that the 
regiments really untrustworthy were limited in numberj he had ganged 
tho situation. for he Added—" I trust bo your keeping me informed of all 
that passes in regnn.! to the sOf>oys, for wa are very fur from being out of 
tho wood yet/^ * The Chi of Commissioaer kept the Govern ijr-Gencfintl 
well infbmiefJ of all that paeaecL On the lat of May he wrote—‘ I have 
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lifTRODUCnO^ 


received nijiny Icttere oo the state of the anoy; mofft of them attribute 
the present bad feeling not to the cartridga* or any other spBcifin 
qiie^tioQt but to a pretty general rEiHAatislkction at many recent acta 
□f Govemment, which have been sldJ billy played upon by incen-^ 
diaries This ia mj opinioix^’ Among the many recent act<a^ he 
mentioned the General Service Enlktnient Oath^which h moot dia- 
taatefub many oiit of the service^ and frightens the old sepoySp 
who imagine that the oaths of the young recruits affect the 
regiment/* A native officer of the Oudb artilleiy, a Brahmin of about 
forty years of age, of excellent character, mformed Henry Lawrence 
** that Europeans were eipcnsivej and that, therefo^^c, we wished 
to take Hindoos to flea, to conquer the world for ns," On his remark¬ 
ing that the aepoyt though a good soldier on shore, is a bad one at 
sea hy reason of his poor fcHjd^’* That is just it/^ w^as hi& rejoinder: 
'^jon w^ant us all to eat what yon like* that we may be stronger^ and go 
anywhereThe Post Odico reforms, itiistitiiled by Lord Dalhousie^ 
which haye done so nmeh to promote the happiness of the Indian 
people^ are cited as bitter grievaneea* thus conveying the lesson toe* 
often forgotten, that the best reforms in the oonservativo East arc- 
pregnant with danger, Eegarding the refortns which had been intro* 
duced in the administmtiau of the Post Office, Heniy I^wrciice wrote^— 
'■ Indeed the native cemmnnity generally suffer hy them ’ but the 
sepoy^ having hero special privilegeg^ ffeele the deprivaiion, m addition 
to the general uncertainty as to letters: nay* Tother, the positive 
certainty of no( getting thom-^ The Chief CommissioDcr added ^—^ There 
are many other pmnts which might with great advantage be redressodj, 
which f if Tour Lordship will permit me, I will submit with extracts of 
^tue of the letters 1 have received from old regimental officers. In 
the words of one of them—If the Sepoy i& not speedily redressed, he 
will redress himself * " ” I would rather any unless some new openings 

to rewords are offered to the laititary, as have been to the native civil 
aervantfi, and unless certaiu matten are righted, ws shall be perpetually 
subjected to our present condition of affairs^ The sepoy feels that we 
cannot do without him ■ and yet the highest reward a aepuy can obtain, 
at bixtyi and sev^ntj years of agCj is about one hundred pounds a 
year^ without a prospect of a brighter career for his bou. Surely this is not 
the iudiicement to offer to a foreign soldier for special fidelity and lung 
Bcrvioe^*' In a letter written on the fallowing day, he returns to the im* 
portant and deiicato problem — which still awaita solution—of the career

and rewards which can bc'oF"«^ the soldien of a morcentity army. 

<’ We meastuv " he wrote," too much by English rules, and expect, contrary 
to experience, that the energetic and aspiring among immense military 
mafises should like our dead level, and our arrogatioit to ounselvcs, even 
where we a« notorions imhecilefl. of ail authority, and o?i emolnment. 
These aentinients of mine, freely expressed during the last fifteen years, 
have done me injury, and I am not less convinced of their soundness, anJ 
that until we treat natives, and espcciaUy native fioldiem, as having much 
the flame feoHngs. the same ambition, the same iiercoptioas of ability 
and imbecflity aa ouiselves, wc shall never be safe." In this Jotter to 
the Governor-General. Sir Henry Lawrence incidentally mentions the 
following Two hours ago Captain Carnegie came to tell me that there 
has been a strong demonstration against cartridges in the 7th Oudh 
Irregulars this morning. I hope and expect the report he hears is 
exaggerated ; but I tell it for his commentarj'. He also told of an 
intended mefetiug of traitors to-morrow night, and asked whether he 
might put prisoners taken at such a meeting into jad, as the hot wall •is 
not safe" The report did not provo to bo exaggerated. On the 
following day Eeniy' Lawrence wrote" Ham eony that the report 
I mentioned in my letter of yesterday is too true; the 7th Oudh 
Infantry positively refuse to uso the cartridge. I enclose a noW of 
yesterday evening, from the Brigadier, and 1 have now been for ^veral 
houni investigiiling the circumstiBices of a letter sent from thn 7th 
to the Vith, saying they had acted for the Faith, and waited the 48th s 
ordera" On the 4th of ^y. an official letter from .the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of Oudh iuforaicd the Governor General " that'on the 2ud inatoiiti 
tht 7th Oudh Eegimcnt, stationed seven milw from the Lucknow 
Cantonmente refused to bite the cartridge when ordered by its own 
officera. and again by the Brigadier. It was oniered to parade on the 
4tb. On the fird, several symptoms of difiaffection appeared. At 
4 p'm. the Brigadier reported it in a v«y mutmons state. Instantly 
a field battery, a u-ing of Her Majesty’s 32nd, one of the 4ath and 71 at 
Native Infentry, and a squadron of the Tth Cavalry, the 2iid Ondh 
Cavalry, and 4th Oudh Infantry marched against it. The regunent wna 
found perfectly qniet, formed line from column at the order, and 
exiitessed contrition. But when the mon saw guns drawn up against 
them.'half of the body broke and fled, throwing down their armfl. The 
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although hin report was moagrep it was not so meompleto na to make it 
neceaaary to delay the assurance of that support." The letter to the 
Chief Cotumissiaiier also stated that the length to which disbandmetit 
should be carriedp together with the aattire of any further ponishtaent 
ID indiv^idual eases found necessary *'can be taken into eonaidtration 
only when Government ia in the pusaeseion of the full onqiiiiy^ which 
it is presumed has been instituted into the citcumstancea altendnnt 
upcip the oecuiTencea of the 4 th instant/^ 

The presumption was correct. Immediately after the oocamrnce a 
Court of Enquiry sat* to invcatignte the causes and partieulara of the 
mtifcmy i but they were nnwble to elicit any important iacfeB- The Enro- 
poan office worp^ however* abb to indicate those men who took the 
most eoTispicnous part in the outbreak, and these wore put in iruti^. 
Sir Henry Lawrence, having vigoroosly imd ]^inptlj enisbed the first 
overt act of mntiuy, attempted to maintain the JuyaJty of the sepoys by 
bestowing every attention and consideration upon thsm. He knew 
even'thing pincticable was gained by delay, and by avoiding to draw 
them into prenuiture violence. He had Hympathj with their well 
founded gtievaiiceB,and he hoped against hope as regarding their fidelity. 
To preserve tbeir aliogionce he frequeuLiy visitEfd the native lines 
and hospiuls, eon versing familiarly with the men, and attempting to 
disabuse their minds of the apprehension which had seized them re¬ 
garding the safety of their caste* Ho determined to reward in as im¬ 
pressive a manner ns posaEbla asejmy who had shown marked fidelity 
by denovioeing some oiimsaries of the conspimkirs^ and the native 
officers and men of tto 4 Sth who bad surrendered the seditious letter 
addressed to the regimeut by the mutineerB of the 7 tb Oudh Irregular 
lufaiiLry. A public durbtvr was held, at which alt bho native officers of 
the garrisons were present* Sir Heoiy Lawrsnee, aurroimdcti by a 
brilliant European stall'and the prominent nobles of the city, bestowed 
dresses of honour upon the soldiers who had th us morited reword. He then 
delivered to the nati ve officers on eloquent addreaa in their vulgar tongue. 
He reminded them of thu paternal esare with which the British Govern¬ 
ment hor] alwaj^H treated them and the solicitude it had aiwaya displayed 
in avoiding all interfereuee with their religion, iruasulmun miere at 
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Ddlki buTD per&eouted HindooSj** aaiid SirHemy: “ Hindoo mlera flt 
Lahore hare pergccoted the Mtissiilmfins; but the British GoTeniioent 
has ever eitended equal toleratioja to alL The history of a hundreii 
yearn/' said he^ aheuld tench thetu the falsehood of those who would 
now deceive thefa with nsaertionB that the Government entertainetl 
derigna ngsjnst their ■costu." He spoke of the vast power of England^ 
and he begged them not to endanger the glory'' and good nam e borne 
by the Bengo] army for a himdred years. The effect of the dijgcourse 
on the officers was not to bn mlstniken; when the Hurbar broke up they 
^g^riy daclored their attachment to the Goveminent. A number 
of sepoys^ however, w'ho worn stOrDdliig on the outskirts of the grtiund 
atbrTbnted the whole proceedings to onr fcJirs. 

But Sir Henry Lawremie knew not fear* He ti^ns performing one 
ot the most difficult taaks which is reserved for natures endowed with 
the highent wisdom and courage* Though he was attemptiDgto refresh 
and keep green the loyalty of the sepoy^a^ he was not w'nuting in gene¬ 
ral appreciation of the reality and greatness of the danger which threa¬ 
tened the Empire* He hod at once to take precautions against a 
tremendous peril, certain in its character^ and uncertain iu iLi^ timo and 
features, and at the aime tinifi not to exhibit, even m those moat in his 
confidence, his real sense of that periL When the storm, which ho 
hail years before foreseen was gathering, had burnt at Meerut and 
Delhi, he did not under-mte its violence, or its strength, or its umgui- 
tudn. He knew it would sweep across the vast and various continent 
But the greatness of the peril did not cau^e him to alter his policy of 
retaining by conciliation and trust the loyalty of os largo u section ns 
possible of the native aoldiujy. He rejected the obrious policy of brtiad 
disarmament so urgently pressed upon him, beennse it would HTtveep 
away the friendly aa welj iifl the htaliile sepoy. He adopted the 
and mare coorageoUB course of summoning from their honiea two 
bodies of pondonora, one of old tmined British sepojTs, and ono of 
Oudh Arti^eryinen. They proved themselves worthy of the eoufidunce 
he pkeed in thorn by their loyal juid staunch couduet thronghont the 
siege. As Sir Henry Lawrence foresaw, that aiegc could never have 
been sustained without the aid of the native aoldier^’; and the bydty 
they displayed was chiefly due to hU personal infloenee and the 
generous txiigt he plnci^d in ihcrnF

Perched 
on a natnml eminence, and surrounded tv a high and btiLtressed wall, 
it could he easily converted into a suitably place of refuge against an tion. «r 
ordinary JImutf.

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Tho Bouthtini bonodnfjr of the ^vido ostat-o skirted an iron bridge, over

Bogiment:, and the officers' qnarters. The positron which Sir Reniy 
• Lawrence chose for the aventual atmgglo was, therefore, in clew con* 
necticn with three important iJOSta,.nnd tho situation and features of 
the extensive grennd around it made it capable of being made defen- 
Bible id the case of a siege even by a force equipped with ^U'l^iiery^ The 
sloping ground oommonded tho river face and the adjacent eountiy for 
hair a mile, and nowhere was it commanded by artllleiy sites. On the 
anmmit stood the spacious residence of our Envoy to the Court of 
Ondh,and clustering round itwero other large and substantial honses, 
which could nfTord shelter to a good number of people. The site had 
also the further advantage of having an ample water supply, and of 
being foirly healthy. The RMidency may not have been an ideal 
position, but it was the best that Sir Henry Lawrence oould have 
ebosen in Lucknow. 

The wisdom of his choice has, however, been impugned, both by 

Lord Clyde and Sir Henry Havelock. The former wrote:_“ 1 have 

also been of opinion that tho position token np by the lamented Sir 
IIcQiy Lawrence was a fidsfc one; and after heconimg acquiuntcd with 
the ground, and w'orked my troops upon it to reti&ve the^irrisoD. that 
opinion is confirmed. I therefore submit that to commit another 
garrison in thisumnensc city ia ta reiieat a militiuy error and I caimot 
consent to it, I conoeiro that a strong movabla division outside the 
town, with field and heavy artillery in a good military porilion ia the 
real manner of holding the city of Lucknow in check according to our 
practice with the other great cities of India. Such a di virion would aid 
in flijbduing the country hereafter, and its position would he quite suffi¬ 
cient evldenca of our intention not to obandou the provineo of Omlh." 
Lord Clyde doea not snggest the good military position which should 
have been Ghoflen, Sir Henry LawrEuce was not the master of a strong 
militoiy division, but of a small force which only by heroic ejccrtioos 
was able to protect the women and chili Iron in an eutrenched poeitlun. 
The removal of the women and children, which Lord Clyde with a strong 
and vietoriouB oniiy found a difficult anddellcato task, would have been 
an impoariblo one for Sir Henry Lawrence, Qeneml HaveltMik oonsi* 
derod that Lawmico should hnve moved to Cawnpore; but he oxpressed 
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this opiJiioii before be fLiund hinuself, wilb a atreng^r force than Sir 
Henry ever had at hia cKnzmiatid^ a priaoiieT an the TUhsidency, The firaL 
eitt'P taken from Lnckno^^ would innreover not only have decided the 
waveriiig loyalty uf the native soldiers who remained tme and did 
bplendid Sfindee for nst hot would also have been the sigujd of n 
universal revolt among the masses: and our scanty force, oppressed by 
miillitudes whose valour bad been kindled by the cunsciousne^ of 
sucoessj ttmst have perished long before Cawnpore was reached* 

WliDii the preparations for sheltering the families in tba Miichee 
Bhawna had been completed and the operations lit the Besidenej com- 
Qienced, Sir Henry assumed an offensive attitude by sending out detach¬ 
ments of troops lo keep the country open. On him now rested the full and 
entire i^iwnsibility of all military operations. He had on the 18th uP 
May telegraphed to the Governor-Geneml r —** All k well hero : give me 
(ifotiary mllitan^ power in Oudh ; I will not use it unnccessaTily/■ And 
ever mindful of others he stated:—** I nin sending two tDKjps of cavaliy 
to Allahabad: send a company of Enropenus into the fort there/' Doter- 
^Lncd to trust to the loyalty of the satlvo aoldiore to the tost be added 
“ It will be good to raise regun ents of irregular horHC under good nfficera.*' 
Tho nnhwer swiftly cjwiie back You have full militoiy powers : the 
Govonior-tleneral will support you in everj*thing you think neeesi^siry" 
The Governor-Oeneral added —"It is impossible to aond au Europcjin

On the £2nd of M^y Lcrd Canning 
wrote to Jiis trusty lieutenant;—" 1 lake the opportunity to send you 
one word of earnest thaiiLks feryour invaluable service, I onnngt expreaa 
the satisfaction I feel in having you in Qudb," * 

For some days liiwrence refeaiasd ftono answering the kind 
and generous letter fet be "lind nothing pleasant to say—and, 
indeed, little more than a detail of daily alarms and hourly reports. 
Our three positiona are now strong. In the cantoumont nhere I 
reside the 270 or ao men of Her Majesty’s 3and. with eight guns, could 
at any time knock to pieces tbo four native regimenU j and both the 
city. Residency, and Muchee Bhawun portions ore safe against a|] pro¬ 
bable comers—the latter trite ao. But the work is harassing for all; 
now that WB have no tidings from Delhi my onteide perpJeiitieg arc 
hourly inoreosing This day [2{ith May) I had tidings of the murder of 
a tahsutdnr t in one direction, and of the cry of Xahitn and the raising of 
the green standard in another. I have also had reparfa of disaffection 
iu ihnae seveml irrcgiiliu-corps. Hitherto the couctiy has been quiet, 
and we have played the irregulars against the line regiments.; but being 
constituted of exactly tha Bame materials, the taiut is fiist pervading 
theiu^ and in a few weeks, if not days—unless Delhi be in the interim 
captured—there will be otic feeling throughout the army; a feeling thnt 
our prestige is gone—and that feeling will be more dangerous than any 
olhoi. Religion, fcAr, batrotli. one and all have their iatliiencesi hiit 
there is still a reverence for the Companys IKJiAL, (prestige)—when 
it» gone we aholl have few ftiende indeed." So for Henty Lawrence had 
written: while the pon was in hia hand a mesaage reached him ihni; 
the long-talked of peril waa at the door. 

On the evening of the 30th of Hay. Sir Henry Lawrence and his 
staff were dining at the Government House in the cantonmentB. He had 

II wnriiing that there would be a rising that eveoing, but he had grown 
Rccuatomcd to doily reports of ft BiniilariiRture. When the nine o'clock 
gun WBfl fired Sir Heniy Lawrence turned to the sioff oftcor who had 
informed him of the report, and anid, with a laugh—" yonr friend a are not 
punctualno sooner wore the words uttered than was heiird the rattle

deorateps, mpaticDtly aweitiug his chaiger. The moon had risen with 
a elenj sky, aud by the light of it could be perceived the giiaid drawn 
ti|i! by the imtive officer. Hu ndvruioed, and saluting, said to one of the 
staffs" Am I to load I " The officer turned to the Chief, and repeated 
the queatioa Henry Ijn^xence answeredOh, yes, let him load/' 
The order was at once given, and the mrarod fell mth that peculiiur 
dull sound on the leaden bullets.” believe," wroto one who was 
present, Sir Henry was the only man of all that group whose heart 
did not beat the quiekor far it. But ho, as the men brought up their 
muskets with the tubes levoUed directly agamst ns, cried out—" T am 
going to drive tb^se scoundrels out of cmxt^^nment: take care while I 
am awjvy that juu remain at your posts, and allow no one to do any 
flamago or to cater my house, else when I return I wiU hang yon/ 
Whether through the effect of the spcccb, and Sir Honiy'^s bearingp I 
know not, hat the guard rcuipincd steadily at its post, and with the 
bunga^lows blaziDg and xhets bring all round, they allow'ed no one to 
enter the house; and the TCSidence of Sir Henry was the only one that 
night in the cantonincnt that was not either pillaged or burnt/' * 

Sir Henry Lawrence and his staff proceeded io the English camp^ 
where about 300 men of Heir Majesty'a 32nd» with some Artiileiyp were 
drawn up reiuiy for actiom He immediately took two gnna, and ei 
company of the 32nd with him, on the road leading to the h:>wn, and 
there took post blocking up tho midj. and effectually cutting off all 
occci^s to the city ami guns* The 32nd were posted on the extreme right 
of the 71st linefl—tho whole front of w'hich they awept—and, m ihii 
sepoys of that regiment advanced out upon the parade, and fired upon 
our mtin* the order was given to open with grape. A rush was moiJe 
by the mutineers to the rear, and as they paiiscd the miiin picket situa¬ 
ted in tha centra of the contoimienta, they Tnunlcred a Lieuteinmt 
Qnint^ one of their own officers who commauded itf CapLuiu Hardinge,

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H Bjiteudid ^Idieri in the hope of having his commdes and dispell¬ 
ing the miitinetre, led a fair horso several times throogh the burfniug 
eantoDmcnts and a multitude of mutinaera- One shot at him mthin 
a foot, cmd thou hn.y(>neted him through the fleahy part of hh? arm. 
tii-irdiDgo shot the fello^r dead, and. wonoded ns he was, continued 
t-o [mtrciL the linen ^ hut he had not a force sulheieolj l-o prevent the 
general contlagtatianp and plundering of the officers' houses. Sir Henry 
Lawrence* in returning to the Rogidency Bungfdow, which had eseaped 
deatruetion, pirvoed gtinji at the entmneo gates. The 32nd did not 
move from Iheir poffition* for they hod been ordered to await the advent 
of the uativo regiinenta. A remnajiL of the 13th Native Inlhntry, 
aliout 200 men, with colours and trcairore, came up and fell in on their 
right* A Small portion of the 71st followedi aud took post next to 
tham. Of the 4^th uothmg was hoard till the uest day, A few ahot^ 
were amit into the Enropean airapt and a atray bullet b truck Brigadier 
JlaTi'isoombCj who fell dead from his horae he reao^d the flriFit: nf 
the 33x111! no serious attompt was, hoa^ever, made to atlock the position 
and lUi the nJght advanced nil grew quiot^ and the trixips bivouacked 
on the grouutk At the break of dawn the force under tho command 
of Sir Henry Lawrence advanced down tho parade iu frant of the 
Nativi> Infantry llnaa. News, however, reached them that the innti- 
neeVH hSd pnxieeded to the cavalry lines at Moodkepore and had burned 
them. Leaving a portion of ilia 32nd in position in the cantonmentfl. 
Sir Henryk foliowod in person* and found the enemy drawn tip on an 
of^cn and levt?l plain. As sunn os our cavalry camo in sight, a horse¬ 
man rcHle out of the miitiiicor mnks, and waved hbswrjrd Lowanla them. 
IhiLiy of our troo|>t?rfl folli>wed hii beckoniug^, and gallopeLl ovet a£ 
once to the inaurgcutai The Infantry halted and the guns having 
opeutd with muiid shot, tfie rebels, after n few dischargeSp broke cuid 
lltnl precipitately. Elnrdinge, liotwitL^tanding hip wounded lumi, was 
pre^ut with a few staunch axibres, and pursued the mutineers some 
M% miles into the c□unL^)^ Near the pivrofJe w.ts dbeoveroJ the body 
of GuTKjt Bfdeigh* who* owing to iicknesf^j Imd remained in the liuea 
during the night. In the morning just as ho mountctl hia horBC* he w^oa 
attacked by the mutiueom*. mid aavagely cut to pieces, Tho body was 
still warm when enr men found it^ and blood was ooring from the 
wounds. A lock of hair —" only a woman^a hair "—w™ found round his 
neck* He was but a Irui of seventeen, and had jt>LDed the regiment 
three day's before *

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Sir Henry L&Tfrence concladed hia intemipted letter to Lord 
Cuonirg BS follows:—" Press of work stopped mo here: wo have biqoo 
had the /moufe, which I have lately suppressorl. We are now jwsi- 
tively better off than we were: we now know our friends and enemies, 
Tlie latter boggnis hate no stomach for a light, though they arc capital 
inceadiflrica. We followed them on Sunday morning nith the guns six 
miles, and only once got withia range * I wont with a few home- 
men four or five milpa rorthor. anti Mr. Gnbbina, with only four home- 
men, headeti them four mUea We got eiaty prisoners in alL"f 

Abtrut noon the txwps, eihausted by the burning beat itud their 
long niniob, retnnied to the cantonments, where they were encamped 
in the same ppeition they occupied the prerioas night; the remnants 
of the Native Infantry and Hatdmge'B IrfeguJar Cavalry being on the 
right of the 32nd ajiil the guns. In the evening itp outbreak took 
place in the town, and the standard of the Prophot was raiaetl: but 
the inBQrgents jyere completely defeated and diaperaed by the city 
police, onder tl^cooimjind of Captrdn Carnegie. 

Sir Henry Lawrence having stationed a force in the cantonmonts, 
in order to iTia ra>J^m the comtaunicatians with the conutry'. and keep 
the neighboniidg dislricta giUGt. romoved hia own head-quarters to tho 
Besideiicy. where bia presence was required to auporinteud the numer- 
oiia measures being token for its defence. Ab he entered within the 
Beaidency walls, a loud cheer burst forth from tho men, and " long 
life to Sir Henry '1 Umg live Sir Honry” rosoimded from all sidc^ 
His high tempered nature had nttrtmted the attachment and confidenue 
of the soldiers. He possessed tho gohtlonesa which coiiituands obedi¬ 
ence. and the divine gift of sraipathy which wins love, “ All loved

He directed and inspected 
all things j his energy and activity were nnaiirpassed*^—Night and 
day seemed all the aame to hiiiL* " Often would he pally out in diagniaep 
rind visifc the most frequented parts of the native town^ to make 
peniODiil obeervationSp and see how his orders were carried out. He 
eeveral timea had a thin bedding spread ont near the guns at the 
Boiley-guard Gate^ and retire^! there among the artilleriirLe, not to 
sleep, but to plan and meditate undisturbed.” f 

But for Sir Henry Ltiwreuce there were few undisturbed moments. 
Though the rising at Lucknow had been quelled, affairs in the 
provinces grow more trilicnL Daily some fre$h ill-tidings reached him. 
On the 2 nd of June came the news that Captain Hayea and his parly 
had been miiKlerefi b_v their own cseart 4 

L-kte at night on the 20 th of May^ a meaaage otnue to Sir Henry 
LnwreneSp from Sir Hugh Wheeler, aakiug for maiiint aid, Puat- 
cfLiriagcfl ware promptly eollected, and by dawn fifty-four men of the 
32 iid were on the road to Cawnpnre together with abont 240 troopers 
of the Oudh Irreguliir Cavalry under comnmnd of Lierutenant BarboT.| 
Mr, Fayrer who had beeu rceontly appointed tu the Otidh Irrcgiilut 
Cuvalry accompanied the squad roo as a volunteer. AnxiouSp no donbtp 
to know the esact state of affaire at Cawnporo, Sir Jlcfory despatched 
with the force his MiliE«ary Secretary* Captain Fletcher Hayes, who woe 
to return after a conference with Sir Hu^^b Wheeler, Hayes wag a man 
of great ability* rare connigei and unboundeil ambition. An Oxford 
grodnatOp he luid since hia sojourn in the East mode his mark in the

As an Aaai^Uint Ee^iiLoriL nL the 
Court of Oudli before the annejcatiori he had iirovod hinuelf an able 
and elcilful diploiuivLijt, and bo had sboivn hnnse] f to be prrunpt md 
brave in action* On maebrng Cawnpore Haj'etS found that theeipeetf^l 
riidug had not taken place: a!l waa qdietj and there was no tieod of 
cavalry to protect th^ jfarrigcuj. But be eonjddered his fuiiaU Imud of 
iroDperd might be ofsorvioe in keeping open our coinmutkicfiliou aith 
the Xorthem Pn^viuees. He therefore proposed to Sir IIonTy Law¬ 
rence that he ahouJd be adowod lead them along the great Itonijin 
highway • which the C^ompany had coturtr^cted m far as AUyghur, 
It woe d daring enterpriao, aonceived in the epirit which has cniricrl 
Enghuitl safely through many a great trial In tho last letter be wn^te 
Hayes declartui that a boUl front and daring would bert iLsrist the 
cause of orderJ' PermiBaioii for bim to conduct the expediuon w'os 
granterlj and on the 2Tth of May iTayca marcheJ from Cawiij>ore wiib 
the two troops of Imjgnlar Cavalry, acconipaisii-ri by Lieutenant 
Barbnr. the? Adjutant of the Regiment, Mr. Fayrcr, and Lien tenant 
T, C^eyi of the ITth Xativc InfsUiLryv who wits pruecyfjing to Xotthem 
India* On the 3let of May, Lbe day of the outbreak at Lucknow, 
Hayes hfid by forced niarcbe^ left Cawnpoce a hundred miles behind, 
when tidings reached him that a Eajah in the neighbourhood had aoL 
our rale at defiance^ He ennauiped his men on the miyrihidep nzii\ 
accompanied by licntcnant Carc3" rode to the citil station of Mynpotme^ 
about eight miles distant, in order to consult the magistrate ns k? 
attacking the rebel Chief. 

After their conference with the ciril nuthoritica Hnyea and Carey 
on the morning of the 1st of Jime left ^lynpoorieto rejoin the dotaoh- 
ment, which had bcMjn instnieted to contmuo its mamb up the Tnink 
Road. They CEintcrcd across the coitnfcr}’', talking of how they would 
©pen the road to Alljghur, xmd carry all before them. After riding 
about eleven miles they came in sight of the men nimuhing along tba 
road quit© orderly* They were ©u one m»d^ we on nnobher I said, 
* Let Ufl cTTosB the plain nnd iiie€t them.* Ah we approached they faced 
towards us and halted, and when we had cantered np to within about 
fifty yards of them, one nr two of the native oHiceni rode out to meet 

and said in a low voice ' Fly, Sahibs^ fly.' Upon ihis poor Eayes 
aaid to mo sa we whooled round our horscH ^—* W&llj. wo must fly now for

time than I have to relate it On they tdl fame ahoiiLiug af[er me 
and every now and thou "pitig' camo a ball near me. ludeec!, I 
thought mj moniEutg were ntin»bered, but as I neared the road at Lhe 
enfl of the maidan^ a ditoh presented itself. It was but a moment 
I thought, dug toy spurs hard in, and the mare flow over it, thoiigh 
she nearly foil on the other sido ; fortunately, I recovered her, and in 
another moment I was leaving alt behind, but tw^o Bowars, who fidloweiJ 
me and fHH>r Hay css' hoTm tearing on after me* On seeing this 1 put 
my pktnl into my bolster, having rcflervcd my faro until a man wivs 
actually upon me^ nud took a pull at the imvrKi, as I hurl still a long rifl«‘ 
fiir it, and knew my filling mUBt now stand me a good turn; ao I eased 
the mare as much as I rouldi keeping thoflo friouds ahouti lOQ jiuds 
in rujir^ and they. 1 fluppose* seeing I was taking it msy, and not 
arging my borsa. but merely turning round everj' now and then to 
watiih them, pulled up, after chlining mo two good niilcs. Never did 1 
know a happier niouiunt, and moat fervently dai I Lbiitik G<ri] for 
aaving my life. Hayes's Arab ertmo dashing along, and passed me; 1 
still cuntiniied to ride on at a strong pacG, hfarful of being liikon and 
iiuirdercd by somo who had taken a short cut unknown to me. Thus 
up to the MSLlh luilo from home did 1 continue to fly^ whoHj fkiding my 
mure completely done up, iind meeting one of our a]wars, i iiniocdintely 
stopped him» jumped up behind* niid or^lcroil him to haaten back to 
Myn]M 5 oric. Aftor going about a uiilo on this beast, we came up to poor 
Hayes's hotse, which bad been caught, sti on him I apmug, and ho boro 
me bark safely to cantonments*’' 

were iniTnediatuly st^nt to look for the body of Civptnin Hayes, 
nnd ascertain the fate of Biirln>r and young Fayrer who wore knaw^n to 
hnvfl left, thetr last encampment with their men. It efterwanb trans¬ 
pired I tlmt a short lime before nnyes and Carey came in sight of the

He 
ottempLcd to cot o Jane through them, but their Bwetda battered on 
him like hail, aud he wa^ hacked to pieeeg. 

And worse smd worw' came the news from the firovideas. On the 
■Rh of June* Sir Henir Lawrence heard of the tnutinj at Sitnpiir, n 
large and important station fifty-one mi las frotii Lucknow which wns 
gairi-^oneJ by the 4Ul Begiment of Native InfnntTy, the Plh and lOth 
Hogimentf^ of the Oodh Irregular Infantr)'. and the 2nd Hegiment of 
Military PoUce, II wwj the old ntoiy. Early in the iiiorning of the 
3rd of June, Mftjfir Apthorp of the 4let Regiiuejit infortnad Mr. 
Chiifitiaii, the Commissioner of the division| that grave syaiptoms of 
disaffection had appeared in the corps, Mr* Chnstian proceeded to 
inform the Cbmmaiidaiits Colonel Birch, n firm and resolute soldier; but 
the latter clung to the belief in the loyalty of his men. Two days before 
ho had showti hia trust in them by leirdiiig them out againit the fqgi^ 
tiva mutineers from Lucknow. Aj^i a precautinmuy measure the flth 
and 10th were paraded. A strong gniud of militoiy poUeo wore 
stationed at the residence of the ConiDiissionert where the women 
and children had collected, and frnr loaded gumi placed between 
it and the lines of the 41 at. These arrangemonts had hardly beep 
completed when n company of the 41st left their qiiartera, and pro¬ 
ceeded to the treasury, with the intention of plundeiHiig it They were 
promptly fullowed by Colonel Birch, Lieutenants GrEcne and SmaQey, 
and the Sergeant-Major When the Colonel overtook his men, he

The mutiny awl ft 1y sfiniad to the Irregular Kegi- 
iiioots. who after Ehooting down their officers rushed to join the 
Militarv Polh*, who had nponed fire on the Comiuitsioner’a mauaion. 
The rest umy he told in the words of one who was present. *■ Behind 
the hoose fiowod a small Hoop river, ond heyoud was a thick jungle 
of cypress and brushwood: all agreed to cross and hide in the jungle J 
the house was aurrauuded, the poUoa were in the garden, And had 
occupied a small temporary hTidge acroea the river, where they shot 
a number of men, women, and children. Some eseaped by a ford; 
as for me, I followed in the roar, and came up with Mi’s Cbriatian, the 
wife of the Commiseioner, Btrtiggiing to get on with her little child 
in hor arroH, a girl twQ-and'a*half years old, and her huaband with her 
earrying a hoy about sis months old, 1 took the child from her iitins, 
and with the aid of QuartEtnittater-Sargeant Morion, nf my regiment, 
got it away safe and sound j all three eBcaihng unscathed through 
the fearful eliowor of bullota sent after ue ns we eroeswl the river, 
nnd hid miraekee in the friendly jungle " * No sooner had kir. Christmn 
ernsaed the atream when a hullct atruck him and he felt dead. 'I'ho 
widow took the hobo, and eat down by her huslwid'a corpse. It 
WAS hut a moment, and mother atid child joined the fellier. 

Tho BBiMB telegram which informed Lord Catming of the mu Liny at 
Sitapur also stateil Fifty of the 84tb arrived this rooming." Sir H ugh 
Wheeler had not only returned the fifty men of the aSml. which Sir Henry 
Lawrencci had lent him. hut had also, dd hearing that considenihle nneasi* 
ness prevailoil at Lucknow, sent, wkh noblo uniielfishness, from hie smaU 
force, two officers and fifty men of net Majesty’s 84Ih. The brave old 
soldier telegrephed to Lord Canning This leaves me weak, but I 
iru-it to holding my own until more Eumpeana arrive.” Two days 
after, before more Europeans could arrive, the stonn which had long 
been gathering bnrst at CnwufKjre, and it soon becama known at 
Lucknow that the Nana of Bilhoor had leoguod with the revolted 
troops, and woa besieging Sir Hugh Wheeler in his entrenchment. 
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Evflj^' diiy was now luarkeif by n geDCjal nnd terriblis ejtplostoti,- 
shattering ts pieoa the stnictm^ of onr Civil Guvermnunl. On the 
3nl ol JnnCi the ITth N^ntivc Inlhntfy stationed at Aziingiirh luuti* 
niwi • and, seizing thti trenanij nnil two guns, marcheil with them 
towonls Oodh. The fnlkniviDg day the aepoya at Bonaxea fullowied their 
eiainple, imil nttfo proceeded in the same dirExtioo. When the two 
bands of mutlneciii approached Fyzabad, uns of the most import<ciiiit 
cities in the pmvmee, the regiments staliDned thert * threw off their 
allegiance, stating that they were sti^ag ennngh to tom the English, 
out of the country, and intcaded to do it: they, hewover, did not stain 
thfiir hfliuls with blood. The men of the 22b<l, after tbtowiug off their 
allegiance, aut only guarded their ollicein but also thedr houses. They 
ploccil sentries ou the magozities and public offices, and sent out 
pickets to prer-ent the townspeople nnd scn'auta (rata ptundeiing. 
They held a council of war at which tho tiXHTpcm proposed Ln kill 
the officeraj but tho men of tho 22iid objectwl, and informed ilio 
officers that they would be allowixl to leave, and might toko with them 
their prhftito anus aud property, but no public property, as that all 
belonged to the King of Oudh, Their officers naked for buatfl: tho 
rebel CotniniEssionary-Gencral, a resHalildr, was ordered to provide 
ttieiii. Ue did so; but ho pruouicd such small bouts f tliat the fugi¬ 
tives could only bring aw.ay a sianK buudJn each; and when they Wi to 
on tliu point of embarking they were presentad with DOO rupees, w hich 
the rcbola hod Uaken fron» the treasury chest to give thorn. Hie 
officers made ono lost effort to recall thdr nieti to thoir duty j but they 
respectfully namred them that they were now under tho oirJein of their 
native officera, and that the Suhadar Major of the aSnd Regiment 
had been apjxiiQtcd to tho command of the atatinn, and that eiuih 
corps hrwl appointej one of its own ufficerfi to be its ctiief

After many adventures only one aurvived t-o tell the tale. 

The crew of the third boat consislmg of five ofiioers, put in at 
Ajodhja ; but here they exehfkngGd thoir boat fi>r a Ijtrgvr erufl, manned 
by twelve native rnwers. Hidden from view by the ijlraw ruof they 
passed the mutineciia unmolested and reached Dinapom in safety.* The 
civil officers at Fyzabad joined their fftmilies who a short time before 
the outbreak had been placed undnr tho protection of Mivim Bingj a 
well known and powcrfol chief. He sihettarod them for n short time la 
bis fort at Shahgunge ■ but as the niutlncers insisted on his flurreoder- 
ing the offioers he deidrcd then] to dopui't. He* however, promised to 
provide boat3 to toko them tlown the river,f That night they [tft tlie

The heat waa ten'ifio, and there was no food. Eight hours later they 
reuehed (v narrow channel coiumanded on each htiuk by a fort. The 
boat wna stopped by a band of miitinccm. Death was before their eyes, 
and “ the ladies/^ wrote one who was in the boat, "got ready to 
throw their children into the river, and jump after them " However, 

Ood w illed it olbcnvuic, and .Mahdu Peraad, the Borpor Baboo, camf; to 
the reBcue, entertamed ns hospitably for five or mx days, aud then 
tbrwardcd ub to Gopalpore. Here they were treated with great hind- 
DCfiB by a loyal baron, and through hia aid were able to reach Diiiaporo 
in safety.* 

Simultaneously with the rising at Fpsabod took place the mutiny 
at Diirreab*iii1, a flmall stati'ni on the high road that leads from Fyzabod 
to Luck MOW. Here wiia tjuartered the nth Oudh Irregular Infantry, 
commanded by Ciiptaiu W. H. Hawes, a young officer, active and zealous, 
who waa greatly bLdoved by his men. At the station, there was a targe 
amount of treasure, and kuowing the temptation it olTered the troops 
Captain llnwes attempted to remove It to Lucknow. On tho 0th of June 
the treasure was placenl in carts, and escorted by the regiment des- 
patched to the capital. It, however, hod not proceeded Ibr when the 
nialcontents of the corps maistod on the treaBure being taken back, and 
ojKjned fire on their officers. Some marksmen miide an timmccessfi]] 
effiirt to aboot their Comramider, and then a volley was fired at him ; 
but Captain Hawes ntiBcatbed put spurs to his horse and galloping aa 
fast as it eonld carry him across cfiunliry, joined the other fugitives 
frutn the attttioic The party were proteetcnl and treated with kindness 
by n friendly zemindar and reached Lucknow without disaster. 

Sultanporo, no the river Goomtoe, lies on the direct road to Luck- Mntlnj 
now, iind w’aii at the time commanded by Colonel S. Fisher, a keen 
sportsman, end sploinlid rider, who won the hearts of all by his frauk. 
manly nature.* His regiment, the 15th Irregular Cavalry, consisted of

Police rose revolt, and Colonel Fisher, iti returning froni the lines 
where he had gono to attempt to reatoce order, wad fthot in theliack by a 
man of that eorpa. He managed to reach his own lines where ho was 
met by his two officers, C-aptain A. Gibbings, second in command, and 
Lieutenant C, AV, Tucker, the Adjutant. They succeeded in phtcing 
him in a dooley . Feeliog that the wound was inortal, Fishe r comiuau dod 
them to learc him, and seek their own safety. The Atijiitaut tiiwl to 
persuade the regimont to come near their wounded Colonel, but no ono 
would obej' any ordent* A party of them modo a rush at Captain 
Gibbings, who wag on horseback nt little diiUinoe, and killed him. 
The men theo shouted to Xieutonant Tucker to go, and, " finding it 
waa all over," be rode off, Cruasiiig the river ha found shelter in the 
fort of Roofitum Sab, at U(;}Tnh.t Roostnm was one of the talookdam 
whoee acquired rights Lnd Iwcu ignored by our Government, and who 
bad been deprived of villagiifl whieli ho slionld have been pemiitted I'O 
retain. Colonel Fisher had, a few days before the outbreak, sent «.'ff 
the ladies and families to the Knjah of Anieytbee, who also loyally 
shelLercd them till he was able to escort tbeui to Allahaba d.^

Thus, in the eouiae of ton divjH, EogliHh ottministniLioD in Oudh 
had vflTkiMhcd like a droam, and not left a wrack behind. Ihc troops 
mutink'd, and the ppiplo tbrnw off their allegiance i but there was uo 
revetigo anti no cruelty. The brave and turbulebt popiilntiiiu, with a few 
oxcoptioos, treated the fugitives of the niling race with marked kind¬ 
ness, and the high courtesy and ehivaliy of the Baxonsof Uudh was cou- 
apiciioiiB in their dealings with their fallen roaatera who. in the day of 
their power, had from tho best motivaa iniiictod on many of them a grave 
wTong. There have been tongues and pouB enough to tifurate the ex¬ 
cesses which havo raised tho Indian Mutiny to the rank of a world-wide 
tragedy. It is Ufioful that these Crimea should be reinembered and 
freshly in>ndered ; hut it is (wpially wise to study the oppu&Lto picture. 

Ill the liegliiming of Jimo, there nrriveil daily at Lucknow neW'S of 
flomc fcaah revolt in the Prevince, and the health of Sir Henry Lawrenca 
broke down under the rapidity with which disnsters were piling them- 
aelvrt upon him. Feeling that the strain might prove too much for his 
frail bdiy, he desiifttebed to the Guvornor-Hcneral, on the dth of June, 
the following characteristic telegramIf anything hapiious to me 
during present distntbanccs, I earncatly recomineud that Major Bunks 
succeed me as Chief Commissioutr, and Colonel Inglm la command of

He also determined to vigorously press m the Bmd proy^km- 
LioiiSj. necesfijirv to make the Residency and its surrounding b^illdings^ 
fit to sUiid a siege; and on the day he resnmed J work.Sir Henrj^ w^i\>te 
Ui Cubnnl Inglis:—am decidedly of opinion that we ought to 
have only mi a jioatbu, and tbatp though wo mtial; hold all three— 
cantonments and Muehao Bhawiin — aa long as we can, all arrangements 
should ho made with rcfifrence to a sudden coiicentration at the Resi* 
doncy " In purauance of this policy, the engiEieers bcgati to construct 
dcfencos, capable of resisLiugtho assault ofartilleiy- On tho north side 
a strong battery of heavy guns, afterw^unJs called the Rcfian, wn^ begun, 
and the first step taken Tot eonstmeting, on the south side, a battery 
called the Cawnpro Batt-ery, from its pciaition comnmnding the nmd 
from ihat station.

(Jn tbe sanie day Sir HenTj Lawrcmce wote to hia old friend and com* 
panion Havelaek* 1 am Tery^ glad to hear you are ci>iidng np: iOO 
Europeans with four guns, 300 Sikbs with 300 cavalry will eeaiJy beat 
everything at Cawnpore, m fis TTAre^or holth Ak but if 

he k destroyed, your game will be difficnlt, I have a long letter frero 
biiji, €>f the 24 th ; bo had then provkioiis for tight or Ida riap. I am 
ofFeiing large bribt^ to pEmties to supply him, but am not sanguine of 
success. It k, therefore, imporkmt that yodr detachment ^honld 
not loec an hour. This is importmit on your own account, sind of vital 
Lcnportanco on Wbaeler'a.'* He added: — '* Endeavoura h^ve been made 
to induce me to send 200 Europeans tro Cawnporc, which would have 
been sLiuply sacrificing the wholcj and eRdangering Locknow. *' In thu 
meinorandum which aecompmiied thk letter, Henry Lawreneoako wrote i 
Would that we could succour Wheder-" But the time for succouring 
Wheeler hod passed. The moruing after ho wrote thus. Colonel

Bajft of Bithoor hn* offered to furword as in safety to Allnhabad and ite 
General h(w accepted his terms. ” Sir Henry lawrenise, on being 
infonned of what had occotted, staled that ho feared the Nana mudi- 
tated treachery : that evening bis evil foreboding was confirmed. Two 
eossidfl who had been sent with a despatch to Ciiwnpore brongbt il 
liack, for they had reached there only in time to antiiicsi the massacre 
of General Wheeler and hu garriflon * Nejt tnoming scoatfi brought 
tidings that the mulineera assembled at Kuwabgunge, twenty miles 
froni the dty.hiui, on hearing of General Wheclor’a capitulation, at once 
begun the march on Lucknow, and that an ndvanoed guard hntl arrived 
at Cbinhut, » town on the Fyzabid road, within eight miles of iho 
Residency. The CJornmiBsiouer oidored Captain II. Forbes with the 
Sikh Cnvnliy to TccoimoitTO their ]w>flition, and on his returning at sun¬ 
set, and confirming the intelligence ho immetliately commanded the 
forces in cantonments to he quietly withdrawn, and moved into the 

Residency aud the Huchce Bhawim. 

When Henry Lawrence beard that Delhi had fallen into the hands 
of the mutinocTS, he hndat once realuwsd howesMontiiil the maintenanco 
of our possession of Lucknow was to the preaervat ion of our Empire, and 
with rare pluck, tact, and tenacity lie had prevented an outbreak, and 
kept his hold on the city. He now detonnined that it should not hdl 
into the hands of the enemy without a struggle If he failed, he had made 
every preparation which foresight could enggeat fur the defenou of the 
Eeeidency, in the case of a siege. He foresaw the horrom of that siege, 
that it would he a long and deadly alniggle against fearful odds: be. 
therefore, felt that their only hopes of delaying it till '’k-tter times/’ 
as he called them, should arrive, was by taking the offensive. He had 
been a olose stodent of onr Indian annals, and knew how victories hod 
besD won bv a compact and disciplined force against great bodies of 
Indian ndv«t»riea.+ He also knew the martial qualities of the 
European soldiera, and he wanU;d to test the tempar and fidelity of the

The 30th of June* at daybrefik, the troops bad assembled on the Chlahul 
iron bridge; bnt the snn bwi risen before they ware joined by the iiarty 
at Muohee Bbtiwun, and the luaiTh began. They reached the bridge 
which cruaaed the Kokmil atresm about half way from Chinbnt without 
adventure of any hind. Here the force vvaa halted, in order to rest and 
gat an early meal. Sir Henry, with a few cavalry and the atnif, rode 
about a quarter uf a mile furthor on. to a piece of rising gropnd shaded

orders for the Farce to advaiice,t The cemmaad was proiupliy_too 

promptly—obeyed and the force pushed forward without any refreshment 
being served to the luea^ many of whom were already beat by a long

The road, after learing the Kohrail hiidge, wiia a uiere hmvj etiibsuik- 
metit, constmcte<l of loose and i^mely &oiS, through which the wfeury 
twi^in had to plough their under a boming Him. The advimoc 
giuLrd consisted of our scanty cavalry, with vidcttcs thrown out. Alixsr 
it the 8“inch howitzer led, followed by tho Europeim artillery, and Alex¬ 
ander's gims* The 13th Native InlkntrY Brigade's two guns, the 32nd 
l!ifuntT>> and lostty tho 43th Native Infanti^'^ followed. The column 
had mlvimced about u mile oud-a-half, when, on noanTig tho vilbge of 
tmailgunge on our left, tho vitJettea were received by muakotry from 
the houses. They retired, and the ftdnch howitzer—^which tho imin 
heui christened " Turk'"—waa ordered to the irout.. Round Hhots now 
began to lob into the colanm: one of tho artillery drivers hud hie 
head taken o3, and several of the ambulance men were killed, Almoat 
immedintely cho Adllagc of Chiiilnit, aituated on tho bmka of a very 
mrtcnaive jbetd^ or shallow lukcp came in sight, and thu w'hole force 
of the enemy was found drawn up in (i>mi of it—” not four or five 
thousand, as the spies hod reported, but Dumberiug at leogt fiftetm or 
giateen thousand men, with not luorely two hiilturioa of fiold-pieuos, but 
aix or ueveDp consisting of more than thirty-Bix cannon of varioufl 
calibre.” 

Our line was instantly deployed, The howitzer remained on 
the road, and Cunliffe's European guns took grouud to the right, and a 
little in advunci^ of it. The 32ud men were posted on the loft^ betw een 
tho village of lemailgungo and the road, iind the Native Infantiy wore 
placed ID front of a amall hamlet on the right. Tui*k " cetumed tho 
enemy's fire with ehect, mid the field-piecea pkyod vigorously. Tho 
centre of tho enemy was Been to give way: the day fieemed ours. Cap^ 
tjiriii Wileon galloped up to the gunnora, and arged them with shouts of 
^^Thnt is it: there they gol Keep it iipt"* But it w^ns the lull btdbre 
the huratiiig of the storm. In an instant the w ide plain swelled and 
an iron stream swept down upon oijr smali blinds und puffs of smoke 
ariiinglrom everj'hoUnw and tuft of grass spread Aivund our llanka 
like wandering fiekk of foam. Tho field-pieces aent forth showers of 
grapes but onwatil it eamt! till it swept the Sikha fiuiu the village, 
on to the 32nd who were in the act of deploying on the right. When

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the epemy who had stcailLhiiy tidvmiecd from tree to tree were seeo np- 
proachipg the village of liaipailgtiiDige *" Aleiandcr^a guns were ordered 
over from the right to the left to Htcm them; the movemopt, 
however, wosj effected partklly aad fllowlj. The bankfl of the rood 
were Bleep and very heavy, mid Lhe Oudb RTtillcrjoien tmd drivera 
Imimcd tmitoiaThey overtiimed the-guns into dJbehes, cut the 
tracefl of their horses, and abandoned thenip ^^^ga^dlei^a of the remon- 
strances mid exertious of their own officers, and of thoao of Sir Hemy 
Lftwrenecfi staff, hefoled by the Brigadier-General in person, who 
himself drew his sword upon these rebek^'t Eveiy effort to induce 
them to stands howeverj proved powerleffli^ 

The cavalry were ordered to charge, Tho volunteer! undor 
Captain Radclitfe obeyed the command, and drove back the foremost of 
the infontrj' j but the Sikhs turned their hordes and led. A murderous 
crods-firo from tho two villiigeg mked our troop. Tho c^>llltuami 
waa given for the 32nd to take Istnailgungc* The regiment wjis 
fonixed. and with a loud cheer the men bounded forward, but they 
were met by a atreani of firo i their galknt lender, licuteiianlrColoiiiil 
Case, fell mortally wounded, c|ad many were dashed to the earth. 
Captain Slovens a^unied command^ but all attempts to dialodge the 
enemy from their pcwition were in vain ; and the men having lc>st half 
their number began to fall back. The enemy presBcd on more cloeoly; 
they uulknberod their guns, and swept the colainn with grape and 
canister, while the swarming skiituisheiiB poured in from ail sides a 
k^dep shower. Where the buUets rained like bail was to be seen 
the Bpitre form of Henry lawreacc, cnjcoUKiging bis men. But no 
longer eonld he mam tain the brave battle; he was outflanked and out- 
ntimbereri The order was given to rotraat j and as they fell back the 
32Tid still kepi op a htkk fire. Captain Bossano, of the 32nd. as he 
rotracetl iiis steps, diflcovorod his womided commander lying on the rtoad^ 
aide. The tueP had iiaased on, and he was desirous to bring flome 
back to earry tbeir Colon el away, but the heroic Casa would not anffer 
him Finding ordinary remonstrojice unavailing, the goJlaot soldier 
issued his last command i — Leave me. sir/* said he, “ and rejoin youi

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Company"* Thootder Tpaa ratuctantly obeyedt The retreat beromo 
gcDonil, and all trace of fqrnifttion and discipline was lost. ParcRwi 
with thirat. weak from want of food, worn by csertion and fatigue many 
fell down, and wore sabred by the enemy: many fell stnick byftpopleiy; 
some crowded on the gun timbcra and wngons; the rest kept together 
ns well as they oonld. Thus they retired, their steps closely pursued by 
the encroy4 Mingled with the roldicrs of the 32«d were some of the 
seitors of the 13th—"noble fellow's who were seen cfutying wounded 
soltliere to the gun-cnrriagea, abanduiiing their own wounded comrades 
on the ground.” § 

When the relJHit was ordered the Eiirepwn artillery Jimbercd tip, 
and went to the rear, and Sir Homy Lawrence comraanded Ueiilenant 
Bonham to retire with the S^-inch how-iteor; tbs olophnnt, however, 
which wfts attnehod to the limber, fnghtened at tho firing, had bolted 

withiL Lieutenant Bonham spying near him the limber of a wagon 

monuted the leailing burse, and brought it to the howitzer ^ but, as he 
dismounted, the rideft galloped off with it. The elephant with the 
propoT Umber was now breugbt up, but all attempts to yoke him with 
the drag rope were in vain. The enemy’s cavalry were close on tho 
howitzer, and Lieutenant Bonham called on Captain Iladcliffo to protect 
it t four of hia squadron fell in and charged the adranciag foc'. As he 
rode off a sowar fired his carbine at Lieuteiumt Bonham, and wtmnded 
him in the arm. As the howitzer could not be moved it was resolved 
to siiike itl but there was no spike at hand. Sergeant Scuttle broke

prompt and daring deed. Seeing it abnnibDod ho gaJlepod up Uy it, 
dbinoQiitedp iind making over hia horae to n comnido. ho Juiij|>ed on ono 
of the artillery horse^p and safely withdrew it* 

As the retreating coLutun nf?aTcd the Kokroil bridge the insuigenta' 
cavalry were aeen gathering in the fitr rear to the left of them* Then wai 
fieiml the fitontoriun voice of Captain RadcliEe—Threes* right! Trot I” 
The fiinoll sipimlron swept oat of the trees^ and off the road, and ivere 
within a tpinrter of a mile of tho foe* Two light guns opened on tliorn; 
but above the whmling of the round shot fnng the word “ Ghargo 1^' ^ 
The inimpels blared fnrthp and that handful of mah rodo straight ou the 
moss before fchetn : but tt bided not the shock, and—4^ mvalrtf andiTm 
wm-6 bf S5 It was a huee^rpfoit "The guuS 

got untlar the shelter of a regimant of the liuep which we <larefl nnt 
charge^ for the firKt volley they gave us emptiod two aaddles J so, sabriiig 
Tip the scattered skirmisherap we wheeled and galloped to the toot of our 
slowly moving column.** f 

The enemy a infantry prosiied nearer and nearer, and under a 
shitightering fire the bridge wag ronehed. Henry Lawreucc drtiw rein, 
and with hat in hand—a fcorgtst for all—mltied his troops for a la^fc 
stautl. But the animnnition had nm out* He orderad the guns to 
bo halted, and the portfires to be Lighted : the onemy were cowed, and 
tho column oto^^cd the bridge in safoty* The retreat was continued* 
and it wtis tnado less try ing to our men by the generous kindness of 
the nativG women, who* ns they passed their houses, siipplicij them 
with water and milL Thr imn bridge over the Qoomtee at \mt wag 
reached; but we hud lust, during the disastrous day, 118 Eumpeym 
oflScers and men killed, and 182 natives kilknl and niiseing: 54 
Europeans and 11 natives returned wDiradod4 

Sir Ueniy Lawrence, aeeompanicd by hia abofif, bad galloped 
through the rebellioua city without any escort, and on rt!iU!hiDg the 
BesModcy had emkred Ga].iiai£i Edmcinstene's conipojiy to hold the iron

effectually chocked the arlvaocing foe. Tlic gima on live river face at 
Miichee Bhawun, which, in dehiolt of iirtillery oflicera, were worked by 
Major Francis autl Lieu tenant HuKham, prswented the prun^ge of tho 
itone bridge by tlie enemy.* They, however, planter I their guns 
nei^as the river^ and with astonish Lug mpidity and well'direoted aiiu> 
they sent ahowena ofshut and fehell on the KH3sidH3ncY: then CTiJssing 
the river below the two bridges they boldly aitvaticefl^ seized the 
houaes round, swiftly Ipopholed thetn, and iMured their mii:sketry fire 
it!to the entreuchnients. The moniorable siege of the Residency at , 
Luoknow hnd now commenced. 

At daybreak (1 fit July) uuder cover of a heavy iiiuaketry anil 
cannonade the enemy lUFwle thoir first attack, but were repulsed on oil 
rides with constdemble loss Ah the aiego hnd cQinincnced Sir Henrj' 

Tillwrenee decided that it would he no longer aafep or wise, to mniDtain 
tho Hepainte position of the ilnehce Bhaivuu, and attempts were made 
to open cromiiiiufication with thcit jMJst, MesaeDgorai were Bent across^ 
but as it W£Lfl doiibifid whether they would ever reaeh their destination 
it was deteniiined to work the semnphrire, ■which had been erected on 
the rvjof of the RcsLdoncy. It vi-os a primitive miichinc, cousiatidg of 
one pnfit, with a bar at the top from which were .itispended, in one row, 
black stuffed bags^ each having its own pulley to w^atk il Captain 
Fulton, of the Eagmeers, accompanied by Mr C, H. JjiVWTence and a 
thinl officer, Ewcended to the roof to convey the meaaage.f As soon og 
tihe mutineers c&pied their figures they opened n furious fire friuu 
every window and loophole. The bullets cut [he atriogg and the 
pulley a became clogged. Twice it was ereeled, luid twice it felL Then, 
ftftor three hours" work, careless of the shower of musketiy which was 
rattling upon them, anil ihe burning sun which was pvtiring upon 
them, tho three bnive men erected it for tho third time, and the mi^ 
sage was sent—“Spike the guns well, blow up tho Fort, and retire at 
midnight." J On receipt of the raessiigc CobncI PalmeFt tihe 4ath

The troaps w'ere paraded in the wide courtyard of the iluchcc Bhawua, 
and each man fell into his appointed place. As the clock struck twtjlve 
LiWTence'^a company of the Siinl bond i ng tlie coin mu marched out of 
the Eo-stom Gate and reacberi the Water (lat^ of the Residency^ with 
»Tich silence and celerity that the enemy know uothlng of the march. 
Finding the gate clt^eed the lending men of the column shouted "Open 
the Gate F Guns loaded with grape covef^^d the cntnuice® The 
artillerviuen mistook the wonis for ** Open wdtb grape/* and were 
already at the guns when an oflicer put them right. The cohimn 
bringing their treasure^ and two lUDre O-poundcr gnus with thenji 
mnrehed into the Eesideucy without Lhe iosa of a man.* Then a 
fountain nf Hre leapt op to the eky^ the earth rocked, a terrific report 
rent the air, and a coronal of bhick smoke hung over the ruins of 
Muchee BhawTimf A superb sight was shat psploaionK** To hold the 
citadel aa long as by so doing there whu a hope of ovemwing the 
turbulent population of Lucknow was bold, oomprehensive, and militofy, 
and to completeTy dnstroy it when his Ibree had been weakened by 
the disaster at Chinhut was a wise and strategic measure” If it hod 
not been/* writes Brigadier loglis, for this wise and staitegic measure, 
HD member of the Lucknow ganiMon* in all probability, would have 
Hundved tro tell the tale; for, as hag already boon statod, the Muchee 
Bhawuu was commanded from other parts of the town, and was

now coucentmtedj covered about sixty acres of ground, and consisted of (ranch- 
a number of detuclied liouses, standlDg in gardenSp public odLfice^^ out- 
housesj and casual buddings netted together, and welded by ditebesr 
parapets, stockades and batteries, into one consentaneous whole of 
refiiitauce. On the siimuiit of the plateau stood tbo EEcsidenej proper, rtw 
the official residence of the Chief Commisgiontr; a lofty building throe 
storeys in hoight^ not without grace and dignity* A superb portico 
gave a considerable degree? of gnmdeuc to tlie Einstem entmuL-e, aud a 
wide and lofty colonnade Tcrsndah extended along the western froutp 
On the ground floor and two upper stories were fteveml spaeiens apart- 
incpts, mid on the south aide tindeigryiiiiJ roonia, lofty and welt 
arranged. They had been built to tihelter the residents at the Court of 
Lucknow from the extreme heat of the day during the summer 
Bolstice, and were now occupied by the womeu of tho SSiui On the 
ground floor were the soldierSj and the rest of the commodious house 
was fllled with officers, k^lies, and children. But tha building with its 
wide and lofty wmdows was ill qualified for dcfoncej and the upper 
stories had to be abaudoncfl soon after tho siege began. Inside two 
little turrets in the north aud south sides spiral staircases led to the 
broad torraca of the roof, from whence could be seen Lucknow^ its 
temples and mosipes f its cupolas gUsteniDg in the sun Like dumos of 
gold, in fkniastic aud unique drehiteeture; its river lined with stately 
palaces, not as in Europe residences of the soverelgji only, but centres 
of govern ment, miniature towns surmunded by embattled wnlls^ con¬ 
taining long lines of buildings occupied by chief miniatera of atate, their 
harems and their attendants, and s|>aelous courts surrounded by stone 
cloisters plmtod with orunge and lemon trees ^d flowery shrube 
watered by fountains. Tho wide grounds of the Kcsidency were first 
protected by high boundaiy walls, a line of pampet and a ditch aeroaa 
it, and a strong battery knoAvn os the Kedun waa constructed in i% 
comer of the gnrden. 

Xoar the Residency atood another large pile of building called the 
Banq lie ting Hall^ where lofty and spacioua apartments had been built

available matxcriflJ* not a few were struck ius^ule it iluring ihe siege*^ 
A battery of three gkina—ao 18-poimder, a l3-ineh buwilier, and a 
9-poiiiirler — w as placed between the Water Gate and hospitaJ, The 
right wiiig of the hospital served as a Libofiitory for making fusos 
and ciirtridge^^ and fronting it was placod a battery of three mortora.f 

Ininiediately below the Banqueting Hall, and built on the same 
ground, wa^ imother substantial buildingp a jwrtiou of whicb w as used 
m a store-room* trm^ory, and bitiracks for the native Boldtcr^p who, 
under the coiumaod of Lieuteimut Aitken, guarded it. On accuuut of 
the Treasury’ kept there, it was known as the Treasury Post. 

To the left ef the Trciisury front waa the Bailey Ciuml GatCi a 
handsome ^tmettue whose lofty archw'ay was bnnked pp on the inside 
with earthy imd two 9-pDundcn$ and an S-inch howitzer were bo placed 
that they could shower gmpe and canister on any ast^ilartLa who 
succeeded in forcing it. 

Close behind the Baiky Guard Outo wo* the eitensive onei-storicHi 
hoii^j occupied by Dr Fayren Here u^aoy kdies found a hotipitablo 
shh^ltcr and It had the advantage of having underground rooms to which 
they iwuld retire when the fire of the enemy bocame very heavy. Along 
the Hat roof were placed sandbags^ and fiheltered by them oor nieu 
were able to keep up a worm iiro on the enemy. An iS-po under and a 
if-pounder k^cd with grupe were placed in a north-OEistern direction 
to coiomand if [jo^aible the Hailey OuarrJ Gateway. The post wiia 
commanded by CapLuin Weston and Dr. Fayrorj a keen eport^ap and 
a lirsl-rate sbot^

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Behind Dr, Fayrtr^a house was the Rcgnni Khoteej fto ealled from 
Imvmg botfii tha dwolling-placc ef n griLHil-iiAiJghtt^r of a furmifr Klug 
of Ouilh* it consisted of au exteiisive quadrangular ranger of buildings, 
entorud by a lufty gateway, Sumo of these contained a few' fine and 
lolly ajiartn^opts, but the maJuriLy were mere etnall and domostic 
offices. Tho house itself of the Begum was ** a moat uninyiting look‘ 
ing ptacci having neither a punkah to ccn^I the air, nor a scrap of fiimi- 
ture to set it off ; hut ws liad to make the best of it.” It wns, however^ 
one of thy scifcst splits in the cuirouchments, and provided shelter for 
some of the officer^' wives, sind the women and children of the garrisori. 
Atj upper-storied huu6e within the square was used by the Commissariat 
to contain their shores. 

Directly below Dr. Fayrer's house, on the east front, was the Finan¬ 
cial Coinmisgiouor'H office, a largo two-storied house whose enclosure 
Tvafi formed our line of defence. It wns commanded with groat ability 
and courage by Captain SaunderSp XSth Native InlbiiLry,t 

Separated lh>m Saunders' post by u narrow bmo w^os Sago^s houBOp| 
a small due-storied building, the eoelotiiiig walls und ground of which 
wereabandontid, and the dofenco confined to the house itself A unri ow 
passage^ to tra-versc which proved Ihhtd to many during the siege, led up 
te the Jiidicml Cunimi^iuner's ofiicei a large double^turieil building 
situated on high ground. Here the outer wall^ owing to tho slope of 
the gTQUud, had to be nbundoued, and a struag borricado of fciseiries and 
eanli coostructed. This important positionj. which was greatty oxpoaod 
to the eaemy^fi fire from the cast, was commanded by Captain Cermon, 
13th Native Infantry. Next to tho Judicial CommisBioiicr'a office came 
Captain Anderson’s post, w hich marked the southern boundoiy of the 
extern front. Eitending from the huspital front to Andorson's house, 
ill Gonsigted of a Berios of hunaes situated on two tiers; on the nppor 
were Fayrer's house* the Post Office and the Judicial GommissioneFfl 
office; on the lowers immediately in front of themi wore tho Bailey 
Cuurtl* the Financial officoi and Sago's house.

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The Post Office, oae of the mo^t impart^t positions in the 
uptrenchmeotfl, wm naed sifl the bamack-tDOfn of a gi*eat portion of the 
6oldioT^ Beaidea affording shelter to aovoral families it waa tho head- 
quarters of the Elngineers, and a Trorkaliop was attachoil to it fur 
the umnnfacture of tools, and the preparation of shelli and fuses. In a 
sheltered comer of the Post Office* at its eitTEtmty on the right, was 
a batterv^ which swept the front of the Bailey Guard GatOi and in a 
measure protected Saunders' post, and Sago^a garrisoiL* 

Captain Andersau's amall house, two stories in height, aituat^ed on 
rising ground^ formed the aouih-^eaHtem angle of our xioaition, and 
from it to Gubbios' house eitended the south front. When the 
Residency was being put into a state of defence, the wall of the enclo¬ 
sure round the house was thrown down, and a stwkads erected in its 
place. Within the stockade waa a ditch \ then a mound of about five 
feet ■ then another deep ditch, with pointed bamboos placed at the 
bottom.t By the little QUtpU5S.t ran the Cawnpore road, and having 
the enemy only a few yards from the house on the left, and in front, it 
was fine of the moat exposdl outworks of the whole Residency posi¬ 
tion, The guns of the enemy were in position so as to keep an 
incessant fire on it night and day.+ The garriBoo coaMated of uiuo 
privates and a sergeant of Her M^yosty s 3‘2ud Foot, eight volunleerSt 
a subdltem officer, and Captain Anderson, the gallant oommaiider^ 
Amung the voluntesrs were Signor Barsotclli, an Italian, Mnasieur 
Oeoffre. a Frenchman, who displayed coaspicuoua' coumge during 
the sioge, and Hr. ^\\ Capper, of the Bengal Civil Service, "who 
went maufully to work with firclook and pouch, and did rejgular 
duty as a common soldier^ and a prodious good and attcDtivo one

Below Cnptnm Andetsoti's house and communicatmg with it bj a 
hole m the wall was the Cawnpare Battery, iutenJed^ by enfilarliiig the 
CawTijKire road, te be a barrier to tb& approach of mutineers fri^m that 
towUi. aad alao to be th^ €ank defence of the eeiitiaMoiis lioe of build¬ 
ings which fiinued the son them front. 

The first of these buildings was the house of Mr, Depiut, a French 
merchant* who did right gocMl service during the siege^ It was a 
siuglc-fltoried building with a vemudahp which was new protected by 
a mud Wail about sin feet high, two aDii-a*hair feet thick^ and pierced 
for musketry. 

Opposite Deprat^fl house, a few yards from the road, was Johnniiea' 
house, called from the Armenian merchiint who owned iL It hnd 
been intended to utilise it if possible, and If not, to blow it np at the 
last tnomenL But the untoward event of Chinhut brought on the 
siege ao rapidly that this waa negieeted to be done, and it was dceupied 
by the enemy, who^se riflemen cguld commojid from its upper stories 
not only the Cawnpom BJittery, but Anderaon^g garrison, the pnjl, 
bamets* post ofticCj and the entmnee to the Begum Khotee,’’ J 

The wall before Jlr. Depmt'g house pcirtly protected by a jialisado 
was eontiuned till it joined the next bnilding, which waa a native bouae 
belotiging to a local iHinktng firm. Here wore located the bop of the

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Martiuiere SchooL* The house wna singlc-ntoned, hut Lb formctJ iv 
g«nU |Kimpet protecting its gloss rriof, and its strong brick walla needed 
BO further strengtheniiig- A strong stockade had, however, been erec¬ 
ted ill front of it, which eitended^bejond the broad road that separated 
it fifotn the Kings Hospital, a spacious and eotnuiandijig building, whose 
lofty and well protected tertflce ovort^ppod all the npighhourlng build-' 
Ing a The house was nacd as a mess by the offioers of the Ondh force 
and Native Infantry regimcDts, ntid was known during the siege as the 
Brigade Mess.! It was under the corninand of a gallant old soldier, 
Colonel Master, who, on account of his habit of constantly hailing 
from the top. got the name of ** the AdtnifBi.**J Being a lofty buildLBg 
our best rifle shots wore able from the roof to cause the enemy consider^ 
able annoyance, and hen: General Iitgiis had hia hoad-t^narters- Behind 
the main building and beyond its enclosure were two smalien enclo- 
auro, known as the first and second sr^ttarea. The two inner courts 
wore encloscpii by low, flat out-houses, wbows small rooms afibrded shelter 
to many families, 

Next to the Brigade Mchs, and niuiost in a direct line with it. was 
a broad aiiiare euciicliid by flat-roofed buildings, which, on account of 
its being occupied by the Sikh Cavalry, under Lieutenant Haidinge, 
was known as the Sikh S(|uare. Little had been done to strengthen 
tbeae ont-hoUBCS, and to eiiablc the garrison to fire from the roofs it was 
necessary, after t he siege had begun, to erect a Beriee of protections of 
sandbags, and boerda. 

Behind the Sikh Square was a laigo parallelogram, known as the 
second Sikh Square, where the artillciy' bollocka wore kept, and further 
on was another square where the honieanf the 7 th Light and of the Sikh 
Cnvaby were tothered.g A broad road olosed new its eastera extremity 
by a bank of eartb and aoroo polSsatlea. with a a-t-pound howitzer 
placed so as to sweep any who forced the obstructionSj, aoparated the

At the 60nth-west corner of the ontreDcbmeuts, where the out* 
houses which covered the grtmodB of Mr, Gubbina' houRc niude a r&- 
entering angle, was erected* on a lower level* n battery, pmJeoLing aome 
distance beyond the boundary, and Lhns Banking the tm sides of the 
enclosure^ and miroacing the whole Fuirmunding area. A pusaage led 
fmni the battery to the grounds* in the centre of which stood the house, 
two atoriee in height f and ^aQlidly built of muBonry, On the southern 
side a spacious and hntidsomo [Mjrtico niiiiked the principal frant, and 
beyond it soared a lofty forest tree, covered in spring with iwile yellow 
blooms. During the siege its coluasal trunk and luassive branches 
intcmipted many a round shot: day by day the boughs were shot away 
till little but the stem remained. As a huge branch came crashing 
down* an old Sikh Msldier remarked; 'Ut has repaid all the Company's 
saIl" The battered tmnk of the old tree still stands before the 
mins of the honsc* a striking memorial of the great siege. 

At finit it was hardly anticipated that Itr. Quhbins" outpost could 
be held, and the EngineerH constructed a wooden bridge* by which the 
inmates mighl retire to the grounda of Mr. Ommaoney's house, across 
the URTrow lame which eeparated the two estates, Gnbbijis' house waa

shelter. On the west facijj whore tho rmlbuiliiinga of Gubbin^' reai- 
deneo endad, the defeDce eonsistod of only a 9-pouuder g^tin^ with a low 
bank in front of it * The defotice from thence consi-^ted of the outer 
wails of three ranges of quadnmgiilar buildings, the abughLer^henKg, 
the »heep“housei and the aer^’ftTite' quarter^ and at either end of the 
mnge, two batteries bad been eonetmeted* btit had not been finisbed 
wh^n the siege began. The bowever, tbe least espgjsed, owiug 
to the nature 'if the ground, w hich was broken and nigged, and sloped 
right down to a ravine which the enemy never dared to erosa. 

Some little distance below the north-west angle of the eheephonse 
on a wide expanse of ground dotted with lofty trees mid a wall 
around it, stood the Church, a building fnsbiooed after the tnudel 
of the Koyal Chapel at Eton, The close had not been used as a place 
of interment, but the sacred enclosure wa$ destined to be soon filled 
with the reuiauis of some of England's noblest dead.f 

W^hore tho ruitd began to descend to the Cfatirch wae erected a 
battery of three gnos^p visi, one ISl-poiiiider aud two 9-|KJtmdorJij whicb^ 
from haring been commantkri daring the siege byCapbnin Evans, waa 
known as Evnns" battery4 It protected not only tho Ghuneb aiid its 
enclosure, but it also fianked the so nth aide of Itines" Fust, and prorid- 
cd a good frntital dofonoe. 

Immediately beyond the Church and cemetory, connected with the 
main position by a neck of Lmd, was Inn os' Postj which fornicd our 
extreme otilwoi k on the £i'jrth*west. Tho house wm ringle-storied, with 
n flat roof and had once bsMi the retiidonee of Lieu tenant Mcl^eod Innea 
of the Engineers, whence its name. A portion of the front was defended

; Captain ETHOi waa, wbun tIvA l^r^be not, Ilupplj CumnLiiakici-r of Vmn. 
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bv a pnlienflc, tinfl on the narth a low lautj wall separated it from 
the enemy’s position. Beyond the walls lay fioiae bw-lying gromiil, 
oovercd with long grass and plantain trees, where the enemy had their 
Garden Bntteiy. To the right, almost within a stone throw, was a 
lofty natural mound, covered with trees, and old tombs, where the 
enemy also planted some guns. The fire from Innes' Post was, however, 
only musketry, for it waa conaidered too exposed for a battery to 
be constnmtMl there with any security, and the gum of Evans, and 
the Redan battery, afforded it ronsideKible protectiotL 

On the north face, not far froui Evans’ guna, in a corner of the 
Residency garden, waa the Redan, the most strongly fortified anil 
complete battery of the whole entrenchment Erectned on an o|»eti 
space of high graimd, and conotmeted in the form of a hulf-moon, its 
three gutia commanded, not only the river faco, and the hotisca in 
the Captnltis’ Bazaar, but Ranked the whole north front.** A line of 
earthworks, aurmuiinted by sandbagfl, witli a ditch inride, connected 
the Redan with the Water Gate, where two D-poundor guns were 
placed, thus completing the line of defence. It consisted, as we have 
seen, of four fronts, each extending for about a quarter of a mile in 
length, and it wns continuous; for wherever there was uot a wall, or 
a building duly loophotod, there wore scarped revetments and parapets, 
with ditches fronted by obstructions. But in many places there waa 
no ohatniction sufficient to bar an enemy, if ho had possessed 
sufficient intropidity to storra it in the face of a heavy fire. The 
extent and feohlfliiess of the fortifications made a large ^niaon 
necessaiy, but the gamsoti waa even weaker thrm the defoncea. It 
cDDsbted of only 1,720 fighting men and against them was the vast 
population of a turbulent city, and a largo force of highly trained

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fighting men.* The Redun aJid Cawnpore batteries were the only two 
ontpoEtd entiirlv garrisoned by Snliiih soMietv- The HHjspitiil, the 
Trejtaiiry Garrison, anil the Sikh Squarost were held by Native troop^if 
and never did a body of men diffplay mom conspicuous Bmvery and 
hearty loj'nlty. The garriftons in the other posts were eorapci^ of About 
eqtiiil ntimbem of British soldiers, sepoya, and voluntccfs* The volim- 
teersp chiefly clerks unaccustomed to the use of firelocka^ were men of 
all ageSj sizes and figures; and the novel sitaation of a greater part of 
them was often the aotune of merrimeni to their profe^onal ci^mmdeSL 
A stout Eorasian volunteer of middle age* in some distress of mind, 
asked his oommander:—What are we to do sir, if we am charged by 
elophonts V* The startling and difficult question was vrisaly answered 
® Whether able to keep off such huge animals or not, Govemoient 
expected each individual to make the attempL*" A ymins volunteer was 
in a great state of anxiety how to present arms when his post was 
virited by Grand Ehamds Signor Bareotolli however consoled him by 
fiaving: ** Never mind, sirt inake n noise; who is to see in the dark f” 
Another night when the brave Itaban was suddenly called out from a 
sound sleep he oxetaimed I think these grand officers do this for 
their own amusement,'" Nothing however kept the Signor from the

latter part of the Signor’s military equipment was rather in Ina rtwy 
than otherwise ; hut he did not ejcaetlyknow where else to put it;and he 
was not a little pkased when told that the pouch of the English soldier 
ifl worn at the hack What with a gun in both hands and a huge 
swottl constantly getting between his legs, he hod tpiite enough to do 
without the extra anxiety about the horrid cartridge pouch, which con¬ 
tained some sixty rouuda of balled ammiinitieu Into the bargnin," Laid 
under discipline, and taught the elements of the military art. the 
majority of volunteera proved jvotent soldiers. All ranks, and all 
classes, civilians, officers, clerks, and soldiers, bore an equal part in the 
fiitigne and labours of the siege. All together desceniled into the mine; 
all together handled the shovel for the intcrinent of the putrid bullock: 
and all accoutred with musket and bayonet relieved each other on 
seutiy, without regard to the distinctions of rank, civil or miUtmy.* 
All were acliuited with the «amo spirit and determination that they 
wonld mlher perish than anrrender tho place. 

After the two gfurisons had been concentmtod without any loss in 
the Residency Entrenchment, Sir Henry Ijiwteiice pracerjded personally 
to superintend the furoaigeuients for distributing and jKisting tho Jluchee 
Bbawun force, and placing tho field-ptecBa in position. He visited eveqr 
post, however exposed its poaiticiu, however hot the lire ilirectcd agaiiiat 
it, and impttsaed ujuin tho garrison what it had ta do, and encauraged 
the men by kiodly speech. 

The dny had wcU advanced before he returned to his quarters, and, 
thoniughly worn out by forty boura'centmuouii strain andauilety, threw 
himself on his bod to rest. But no amount of toil or weariness could 
diminish bis forethought, and from his cooch he naquested Captain 
Wilson, the Deputy Aflsistaiit Adjutant-General, to draw up a memo- 
randnm as to how the mtiuna were to be distributed. The Beaidcncy 
had DOW become a special target for tho enemy, aud on the previous

withciit injury to either. Ris atafl' now entrented Sir Efeary to remo^’e 
to a more shelfeared spot. He Iflughinglj sairl that fiailors always coa* 
fiidered the safcnt pliice in a uhip to be tlmt where the shot had last 
made a bole, and he did not consider that the enemy had an artillery¬ 
man ao good a marksamm as to put artofehet- shell into that amall rcHcan. 
I^ater in the day, howeverj tome more Hhot having entered the top 
storey of the Residency, hia staff again preissed Sir Henrj* to remove to 
the apcurtinenrs belaw, and to allow hia |japerH to he tnove?U 
promised that he would next day* When Captain Wilooti wt» leaving 
the roam to write the momomodam, he reminded Sir Henry of this 
promise "* He said he was very tired and would real a couple of hoort, 
and that then he would have his tblnghi moved^' Captain Wilson, in 
about hfdf an honr, retuJtied with the memorandum. Standing by 
the bed of Sir Henry be proceeded to read what he hod written. It waa 
not quite in accordance with the Chiefs wishes: ha began to oxpiaia^ 
but the sentonce waa uever tinisheA A ahell came whixzing and 
ahricking into the roonOj a sheet of flame rose into the air and a ahowtst 
of iron descended stretching Wilson stunned to the earth. When he 
arose he could ^e nothing owing to the air being full of smoke and 
dust. He cried out—**Sir Henry, ara you hurt!" All wjiia atilL 
Twice he called : then faintly the answer camo—** 1 am killcA^' 
When the sulphurous cloud rolled away^ Captiiin Wilson saw the white 
coverlet on which his chief lay crimson with hloud. Some soldierB of 
the 32nd now ruahed in to the anaiatsnee of Sir Henry. A nuesaaiLger 
was sent jxjst'hasto for a surgeon^ whoi on arriving, found him laid 
on ft table in the drawing-room, liurroiiiided by several oflicem. The 
atriekeii man npened his eyes, and aaked—" How long have 1 to live 
Dr* Fayrer replied he hoped for some time ; but on moving ihe torn 
clotbcB and examining the w^ound, he knew that it was fatuL A piee& of 
shell hfld pzissed through and torn to ahredu the upper part of tlm left 
thigt Afirt^r the esaroinaLiou was over. Sir Henry asked again how 
long he had to live, and prcssecl for a reply. The atiigeon answered i 
^He thought about forty-eight hours." Then, owning to the increasing 
fire of the enemy I they removed him to Dr. Fayrer*^ house, which was 
more Bheltered fhiin iheir artillery. They laid him in the norlhern 
verandah. A consultation wob held, and the medical men decided that 
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even ampnt^ition at the hip joint CiHiercol no hope of saving life.* 
Nothing could be done but to allc^note suffering. The rebels had Isamt 
'ivhat hod occurrwl. and wbithci- tho Chief bud been removed, mi'l 
thev smote the house with a sin ashing fire. 

Aa his time drew heut, Sir Hearj' asked to receive the I>jrd’a 
Suppisr; and in the open verandah, with the sheila hissing thrungh 
the air, aud the pillars craahiug to the stroke of the bullets, the holy 
rite was performed. When it was ended, with s, calm fortitude which 
excited the admiration of those about him, he appointed his Bucoessor 
and gave detailed instructions to the conduct of the defence.! iie

the spirit of the garrison, to ne%er treat with the encinj% and on no 
aceotint to surrender. He expressed hie wishes with regard to his 
childrear sending loving mcssitgea to them. The ehildfen of the 
British soldiers, who had bean the special object of \m charity, 
he recommended to the cure of his eonotry. Sis fancy then reverted 
to the happy days of his own childhood apent with hifi mother. 
He spoke often of the devoted wife who had gone before huDr and 
ho repeated the sacred testa which had bean their guide and theii* 
comfort. In tho hour of rebellion there came home to him^ whtJ^e 
heart, waa full of cotnpasaion and charity for all hnnumity—the words 
inscribed on her tomb ^ To the Lord mt God belong mordo^ and 
forgivenesaea, though we have rebellod against Him/* He exprcaaed a 
wifih to be buried ^ without any fuss ” and to be laid in the same grave 
09 the British soldier; and he desired that no epitaph ahould be placed 
on his tomb, bnt this: Here lies Henry Lawrence, who tried to do 

his duty. May God have mercy on him.’* 
th flf During the firwt clay he was woniulcd Sir Henryks mind waa dtrar 
ood he spoke a great deal. On tho following marning he had to be 
removed to a less exposed spot in the house** aiul in the foraiiDoii^ 
theugh suffering intense agony, he often repeated the psalms and pra vm 
read to him. Then his strength began swiftly Uy ebb away, and he 
scarcely spoke at EdL Oa Saturday! the 4th of July, as the sunrise 
broadened, “ the shadow of death ia turned into the momiDg " f and the 
happy release was expressed on the weaiy but Jojfol face. '^1 came 
into the room,'’ wrote one who attended him in his last moments, 
a nimnto after he heyJ breathed his last; his expresrion was so happy 
ono could not but rejoice that his pola woa over." 

Thus dosed the life of a noble and matetJeas genticmim. Homy 
I^wrencfe was obove all a devout cnaTi, From hia ttiist in a loving 
God he derived guidance through life, and support and consolation In 
the dark hours of its cloee. But while hia soul was full of piefcy^ he

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WM no norruw, morbid fcmiitic; but n mau of thft sunnioal cheorfuhiesfl 
whoao pure ootirtwns nature was not without the imponous spirit 
that fila a ruler of men. The wise iifecantioDS ho early took to lay 
in pcovirions, and aoncfintruto the militaiy stores in ihu Residency are 
witnesses of his strong luoscnliue sense. He hiul n stnteamana quick- 
nesa of pereeption, and a pmfiTnnd knowledge’ nf hiiuion nnture, which 
enabled him to govern with anceeaa great provinces, aid to win the 
love and confidence of alien subject rocea. His intellect was chiefly 
diatingnisbed fur its rigour and actirity t and though be was prone to 
draw his conclusions somewhat lapidly they geuernlly proved correct. 

He was a atatesmaa soldier, and he possessed the soldier a great 
virtues—unfailing courage, ooiwloney in disaster, devotion to duty, 
and hojjefuLaesij in defeat. 

A few houro after the death of Sir Henry Lawrence four soldiers 
were anromoued to niova the oouch on which the corpse lay. Bofure 
they lifted it one of them ruiaed the wverlot, and sto.*pin« down kissed 
the forehead of hiii dead Ooaeral, and all the real did the same. 

In the evening they carried him to the churchyard, lOid obeying hi a 
last behest they laid him in a mde grave, side by side with some 
private fioldieiu, who alao hud given their lives for then- counlty. 

Ainidat the booming ef the enemy a cannon, and the rattle of their 
umskeLrj', a hurried prayer was read by tho chaplain, who alone could 
be present, for the stem neccosity of the hour simred no nuldter to ls*y 

militaiy honours to the lost leader.

Bill the gnrriflon had scarcely recovered the Joss of Sir Henry 
when it hod to inouiri the death of Major Bonks who received a bullet 
ihrr>ngh his head whilo examining a critical outpost nn the 2lflt 
July, nod died wilhout a gromi,- "CniMible of nndeigoing uices«uit 
fafigite," wrote a tnembOT of the gumaon. "both of mind ami body, 
he gav© confidence to all, os much hy hla bodily presence where danger 
Was most Imniuieot, na by hia soond, finn, and judicioiis orders." f 
acneral loglis now declansd the military authority to be paramoant 
ami no BucoeBaor was appointed to Major Banka in the office of Chief 
ComioissioDor. 

Ucutenaot-ColoDcl John Inglia who now ssBitmed chief command 
hod five and twenty yeafs before joined the 32nd Begiment at Quebec 
OB an Eastgn, and hia whole servine hod bcea iiossed in the regiments 
He first saw active ecrvtee during the Canndkn msnnnotioti in 1837 
and WU6 preseot at the action of St. Denis and St. Eustnehe. Aocom- 
panying the gnlLuit corps to India ho was present ciuring the two Bieges 
of Mooltan. ond in the attack (12th September 1840) on the cnomy's 
position in fmut of the breaches ho commanded the right ooliunn and 
did on important service. Ho commanded the 32od at Soijkhoond 
and tock a conspicnoua pari in the final atomi and capture of Mwillnn. 
He was present at the action of Gheniolo and at tho Wtk of Qoojniat. 

For his services in the Funjab campaign ho waa mode a Bmvet- 
Ueutceoiit-Cobncl, and he was in command of the 32dd when that

bin unnsauniitig denicunoiir and wanuLh uf heart. It waa due to hi a 
tact and personal infiuence tliat the diverw elemenlfi of which the 
gatfifion WHS compoeed were kept in hfninomona working order, 

sooner hfid G^eml IRglia token the ohief militiory conimuud 
than he proceeded to provide for the order and defenrja of the entrench- ^iugfl 
tnent. All onpiblo of bearing orms were distributed among the differ* 
ont gomBoiiB, Commnndnnta were appointed^ and no man was aUowod 
to leave hia post without special permission^ and he was strictly enjoined 
to keep nndur cover, alwajs to be on tho alcrtp and never to fire a shot 
unless he could aee hia roan. Bnt it was a diMcidt task to prevent the 
men from exposing themaelves. As a scldier of the SSiid remarked^ 

•Its not in the way of Euglishers to fight behind woIIel' It was oLsa 
conunnnded that a eantiniioim jtiifl sharp watch should be kept at every 
garrison^ and a special post of obaervation was established at a high 
storey of tJie Residency« whence every jnnvement of the cnemy^s Lruopa 
oonld be seen^ and promptly reported, f^pacjal officorfl were ap[iointit>d 
to assist the Commissariat officers in doling out supplies of fi>Dd to 
every membeF of the garrison. Loose animolB maddened by hnnger oc 
thirst bad to be secured, and those that were wonnded bad not to be 
killed but suffer a wor^e &to—driven out of the entrEmehmento. ** One 
poor horse of minep** wrote the bravo cammander of Andc^on's post 
bod his leg broken \ I hod, thererorc, to nroep upon my bonds and 
knees to cut the mpe be waa listened by^ and then 1 found the poor 
brute <^uld not walk* However, do- time whs I-d be tost ; so I got a 
por^D to prick him iip in the rear, whilst onotbor pulled at the head- 
rope I thus on three tegs;^ and actnally bopping along, this poor horaa 
was driven out of the plocoi All we dreaded Was tboir dyingK and our 
having no meims of removing them " * The stench from the horses 
and bullocks that died became so pestilential that fatigue parties w SFa 
told off to bury their eoioases, and officers who had been oirposed to a 
fcarfal sun in the trEHchcs all day were often out till twelve and one in 
the morning engaged in the iciaLhaome task **My cold” writes one, 

”Ib worse. Qmbbing about in wet boles making receptooles for dead 
buJh:»cks and dead horBes doea not Donduoe to its iinprovement. Pretty 
emplo}’Uient this for the educateil youth of the nineteen Lb century*

The operafciotia now eommencod in eatneslk The beaiegera began 
bj hd^titering the uulposta. On the first <lay three of the houses FolL 
Mr. Capper was in the act of firing out of a loophole on the vemndah 
of Anderson's post when a shot struck one of the pillms and down it 
cftTpe burying him under some three or four feet of mssoary* The 
garri^oii hearing the orash rushed to the naaifitonce of their com-^ 
fade. A low voice was heani (saying "FmaUvel Get me out. Give 
me tur for Ood"s It is impoesible to save him !!” cried one, A 

voice cti'ine from the tombi It is possible if yon try*'* " Wo set to 
work at emc^, and a long and tedious affiiir it was. First wo had to 
displace bnge pieces of maBonry# and, m wo did LhiSp tbo broken bricks 
and lime kept filling np tho little air-holcsi and poor Mr, Capper waa 
constantly obliged to call out for " more air.* During this timo, bo it 
remembered, the enemy kept up an incosaant fire of round shot and 
musketry on tho apetp knowing that we were working them \ and all 
we had to protect ua w^s abont silt inches of the wall, that just cohered 
our beclies, as we lay fiat on our stomachs, and worked away with both 
hands. After labouring for thre^-quorters of an hour, and when we 
were all quite e?thaiistcd^ wc managed to get the whole of Mr* Capper's 
body partly frae | whereupon we^ Eiet to work to get hie legs out* and it 
was some little time before we could enable him Uy move his lower 
limbs. Throughout all this* a coiporal named Oxeuham, of Her 
Maj«sty*s 3ind Begiment, behaved most nobly, and exposed himself 
roiiBiderablj, aa as to expedite the work of digging out our unfortunate 
volunteer, whose apjwarance amongst uo seemed like os if one had 
risen from the gmvc—we fully expected, at to have found that 

all Ills Umbs had boon broken ; whereas, on the contrary, he had merely 
a few brubesK and felt faint." 

The cannonade on Anderson's house grew more and more BSTsm, 
A round shot carried away almost the greater part of the ijarapet 
round the roof, and went clean through the body of a Sikh who 
was in the act of tiring. ” The poor fellow never moved, the shot had 
made a hole of four inchea in diameter in his chestt and had passed 
thmngh his back/' As round shot and shell began to sweep the top 
riiicttis fraiu end to end the garrieon had to abandon the upper defences

Uiiring a abort time the j.'amsoti. the majority of whom Lad never 
hoard fl ahot fired, seemed to he diacomposed by tbe rear of the artillery 
nnd the craah of foiling hpqaes. But fomiliarity with danger and 
horror produced in a few daya the nfttnml effect. The women began 
by keeping watch in tnre, 'being very nervous and OKpectmgaomo 
dn^idfiil cataatrophe to happen,’ but they soon got bmver, and voted 
there w'aa no necesrity for anyone to keep awake who had not aomcone 
to watch over.' The children began to phiy ^*>0 buUeto m with 

marbles, laughinglyl dropping them when too hot and had to be driven 
buck from the periloua poaitiona into wbicb they loved to run, 
little fellow got 60 need to the cannonade that on bifl way home 
when theehipa’ gnna wore fired, and all 

frightened, he cUpped hU han^b and hurrah^.* The heart of the 
Karriflon was not only Steeled to resistance but they had the spint ofto

made U wna directed against Jobannea boose. The turret of tbat 
building had boon occupied by a body of the enemy's nOemen who 
bv Ihot fire rendered not only the Cavmpore battery useless, but 
littered death for and wide, their bnlfets frequent^ entering even 
Lhehoapitol windows. The commander of the band was one of the 
otviccray'a African eunnehs called by the Britfob seldiere " Boh the 
Nailer ■* on account of the unerring certainty with which he oaed his 
doublo-barreUed rifle. About noon our gims opened a beay ^ on 
the beriegere to detract their attention. A hole was made in the wall 

near the Martini^re only suffieientlj large to admit one man getting 

nut at a time. SUently fifty men beloi^ng to the 32iid and twenty 
^ikhs crept through it- The party eommanded by Captain Lawrence. 
32nd. Captain Mansfield, Ensign Green, I3th Native Infantry, and

Studily formed beneath the wall*. Then led by Stnddy they 
dflfthed acrofiti the khuI •, awiilly were the powder bagn thrown before 
the door of Che bouee, a load oKpIcwJoD and blaxmg splmCem were sent 
Hying through tha air. The rebeia tahea by snrpirise attemptod Hight 
but twenty-two were killed However, before the Engineer could 
arrange the powder bogs for the complete deipolicion of the house the 
enemy letumed in each foirce that the Brigadier who could not afford 
lo diminiHh his eeatity garrison recaJlad tho party. 

Four were wounded, one only* Private Cnnoy of the Baud, scvcmly, 
Brave to recklessness, Ouaey was eager for every daring outbreak and 
every perilouB adventure. Ajcscoiupanied by a sepoy who adored him 
he used to creep out of the entrenchment, and bia espeditions were os 
remarkable for their suocesa aa for the daring with which they were 
accomplishad He. noeom ponied by his faitbfid oomponion, on one 
occdiaion crept into a battery of the enemy’s, and spiked their guna. 
On Mb return ho was confined in. the gnaid-ioom for having left hia 
post without orders, but they bad bo let Cuney out when there was 
fighting to be done. The bullet did not aeem to have been cast that 
could kill him. He wua often wounded, hut he used to leave hia bed to 
volunteer for a aortia, Cuaey’a work of fighting with the rebob was 
only over after the supremo danger had passed, and the garrison hnd 
been relieved. Ha wm killed in a sortie made soon after Qenenl 
Havelock’s arrival — a moUncholy but fitting end for such a mac. 

The aucceas of the first sortie produced a good effect on the troops, 
Two days after a few fresh soldiers of the 33nd made another ^ly, 
Bpiked & gan and killed many of the baidegcii. Tha siege had now 
Isfibcd ten dnys and the heavy eanuonoda and musketiy fire of the enemy 
had never ceoBod night or day. "Itiflod to wonder.” wrote Oaptein 
Fulton, " how one got off in such a continued firo as waa kapl up, and 
though one did not see much yet a doMKn comialtica ocemred daily and 
OUT Etiropeana dwindled off fast. A number of blood thirsty Muflsulmen, 
and the Africans who lost so much in the annexation, have kept the 
cloaeiit watch and killed all who exposed tbemBelvea in their neighbour¬ 
hood- Some moat wonderful shots there ore among them, and many 
an officer's hat shows the doge sbooting of these chape &11 around with 
double rifles." Many of the soldiera in passing from one side of the 
ELbtrcnchmoni to the other were hit by the rebel marksmen, and mEmy 
of the oook’boys who had to take the moo's dinners to the various 
garrisons were shot No spot was snfo. The Rev. Mr. Polehompton 
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wad wounded iu the hoApiLal unti Palmer, the dnughter 

of Colcnel PaJmEiT, wbh ahot ia the leg in the Eeoideuc^. The limb 
hud to be ampatated^ and ahe survived the eperatioa only a few 
days. She waa perfectly calm and resigned. Hcr&ther eeerand to bo 
her only caro. '*Poor girl, ihe had ocrnio out from England bat a few 
months before, and was thw, at bright sevcTiteeiip looking forward with 
vivid hopofuinete to her Indian lifo/* Major FronoiSp 13 Lb Native In¬ 
fantry, who oommanded the Brigade 3i!ess, had both bislep smashed by 
around shot. ^'Tho catni manner in which he bore hie misfojrtune 
gained him the eyrnpatbius of all^ Not a murmur escaped him, his 
niily oukiety being a hope that the anthoritieg would bear t^sLiituiiiiy 
that he had performed his duty," * Biysen, formerly Safgennt-Major of 
the Idth Lancers, a braro soldier greatly respected, was shot throogh 
the head while endeavouring to stroagtheu his post . Just outside the 
portico of tho hoepital a lad of sixteen belonging to the Artdlefy fuivmg 
his leg hit by a round shot called out, Oh Lord, my poor log^^ 
Ho however grew too weak to eiidnie amputation and his young life 
swiftly ebbed away. A number of other gallant fellows were also laid 
each night in the chnrehyard^ " A coverlet formed the wrapper in which 
the body was □ommibted to the earth. As you approach the gravoyrkrd 
you obsar^'c probably half a dozen other unhappy mdivfdaals all waitiDg 
with fA«V dead for burial. The ckrgjTnnui has now completed the 
service and the bodies are laid in rows and soon follow the awful words 
' Ashes to ashest dust to dust."” f 

The enemy had now erected their batteries and name twenty or 
twenty-fivo guns of large colibro encimled the entrenchment and din?ctod 
a seai^hingfire on it. Owing to their extreme proximity, aome being 
within 5fty yards of the defence, it was impossible to silence tbem by 
shells and they were established in places where heavy guns could not 
reply to them. Barricades erected with nuieh ingenuity and perseve¬ 
rance also prevented thoir being silenced by musketry^ and narrow 
tronches so cftbctually conoeiiled the gunners that their hands could 
only be seen in the act of loading. The batteries of the enemy w^ore 
not only well placed hut their fire was generally precise. At the 
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CAfitmunAintiiit of tHe ilfige the rebcla were mmwwhftt ahuft of Rimiiii-

But before help could tiooh th«A ono of the btAtu repoya 
hod been killed Bailey htinrelf waa dongereuily wounded A luuikel 
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bull bis chin, anti efftcttnl iin eiit throiij^b bis netk.* Find* 

ing their efforts nwlwa the cneTny fell back, and contented themselvc* 
with throwiiig in a terrific storm of niiisketry fiom which the men wei* 
Bbcltered oa much as possible by being kept under the defences. 

Almost at tbo same time an attack was made on the Cawnpore 
battery. The enemy adTanced bravely led by a fanatical iireaclicr 
bearing the green standard of Istamiam in his hand, but he was shot in 
the ditch of the battery, and Boeing him drop his foil owe is swiftly 
letreatcd from the wann fire paired on them. Tho attacks made on 
Germoo’s and Gubbioa* post were abo repulsed hy the withering fires 
of their respective gairiaonfl. - The 13th Native Infantry at the Bailoy 
Guard gate with Lieutenant Aitkeii behaved Bjdendidly. their own com¬ 
rades being among the assmlantB.” About 3 P.M., the enemy ncascd 
their attempts to storm the place hot for some hours their guns cooti- 
nned to toar around the entrenchment- The uijmlxjr of tebela who 
perished m the assault can only be conjectured, but it Hiust have been 
very Uige. Of the besieged only four were killed and twelve woundeAt 
The garriscins wero in high spirits at having repulsed with so 
small a loss the first great attack ami the following day their joy wna 
increased by the first glenio of hope. Late at night Ungiid, the me*- 
wnger who hud been sent forth at the end of June to bring tidings of 
the Kana, crept through the encmy'B linefl ami nrrivcrl wdthin the 
enttencbinent. In a low oh amber dimly ill utui tinted by a solitai^'^ oil 
light carefully Bcreenod so as not to attract the bullets of the enemy, be 
told bis tale. Around him crowded the men with brown «renther- 
bcaten faces, and standing at tho doors anxious to catch each worrl were 
wouHJU who had rushed from their beds iu their night-attire. "Had 
Nana owssed the river and joined the besieging force!" is the qneetioD 
asked with bated breath. “ No. Havelock Sahib had beaten the Nana 
in three great Lurais (battles) and was now naoster of Cawnpore” A 
cheer buret forth from the men, and drowned the sound of the patter of 
the rain outeido. But Ungud must depart, for it ta the storm and dork- 
y ,PM the night which will enable him to poes uunoticed the sentinels 
of the enemy. A letter in Greek characters giving a brief sketch of the 
positron of aSaiii lu the cntranchrocnt was written on a tiny scrap of 
paper Xt eoncladed m follows:—"Aid ia what we wont, and that

at both ends wiia handed to Ungud, and a handsoms reward wua nffersd 
to him if he awiflly brought ao answer to it Five nights after he 
again crept into the entrenchment bringing a reply fruia Colonel 
B. Fraser Tytler, Assistant QuartermastGr-Oeneral to General Havelock's 
force. It contained tidii^s of great joy, *' have, he wrote, L«^t<r 
" two-thirds of our foreo ncroas the river and eight guna in position cp”Bu,t 
already. The rest will follow immediately, I will send over more Tyctkr 
news to-night or to-morrow. \\’e have ample force to destroy all who 
oppose ua. Send us a sketch of your poaition io the city* flJiil any 
directions for eotering it or turning it that may strike you. In fira 
or srit days wb tuetilL You muBt threaten thft rear of the enemy 
if they ciome out, and we wiU smash them/^"^ Ths following night 
a reply wa& sent giving such iuformation as Genera] IngHs possessed 
and effering such Bd^eations as to the route to bo taken by the reliev- 
ifig force. The letter concluded as follows—'* If you have rockets with 
yoUp senJ up two or three at S p.m. on the night ^ before you icteud 
entering iho citv, by way of ivaming to us, at which signal wo will 
begin shelli-Ug the hou^s on bath sides of the road^ Ignomnt of the 
strength of your force and of ita formation^ 1 can only o^er these 
giig^Ev^rio na with the asaursnee that the utimost our weak and harassed 
garrison Is capable of shall be done to causa a diversion in your fevour 
as soon ua vou are sufficiently near/' f

with he&Tj hearts and anxinua eyes, watch ecc those rockets rise in 
the sky. Expectation was now at itfi height, and droTcsoiDQ wild. On 
lha evening of the 29 ih of Jiily;p an officer on the look-oTit turret 
hearing hcaTy firing in the dircctioa of Cawnporc rushed down, stud 
infonnod the gamaon that the relieving force had arrived and were 
fighting their way into the city .1 The news spread like wilJ-fire; 
men in hospital, who were only just able to moTfij jumped up and ^id 
they must help the poor feibwi coming in. The ladies in the biigade 
mess-room ran to the top of the honfie to see the force approaching, and 
were Tcmniiiing there in a most exposed poaition until ordered down in 
no very courteous terms* The firing turned out to be a salute from the 
Memj* in honou^of Boino national evenh^* 

On the 30th of July a peacock came and settled on the ratnparlia 
(md there plumed its radiant feathers^ It remained a short time and 
then flew acrosa our poeitioiL Some guns were aliTic<| at it, but were 
turned Bwaj when the men were told not to destroy a bird of good 
omen^ and the gay viaitor flew safe away. 

July paased awmy; August arrived and still no sign of the relieving 
force. On the Sth a sepoy of the 1st Oudh Iiregtikr In fantTy, orderly to 
Brigadier Gray, who had been sent out with despatches, returned to tho 
entrenchment. But ho brought no letter, A quUl despatch he stated 
had been given to him hut in omssing over broken and flooded ground 
ici evade the flentinebi of the enemy it hod unforturiatoly boon lost* He 
however reported that Havelock Imd fought two flucceasful engagemenU 
on the Lucknow side of the Ganges, but had been obliged to halt at 
Mungulwor^ Half an hour later a Hopoy of the +Sth who had been sent 
into the town two days previously to try and gain int^-Uigence roturned 
and in a great measure corroborated the statement of the sepoy of the Ist 
Oudh Irregular Infan try .f A few days of feverish joy and expectation

distniat aaoccedL'd tb* first vivid glcmn of hope, *' At uo time," wrote 
one of tho beaieged on the Tth of August, ‘’did I feel bo strongly as this 
the tmth of the proverb ' Hope deforred maketh the heart sick.' Aye, 
indeed it does! We were bo BftiJgnine befora that the natural reanlt of 
our disappoiutment ia that we boUeve in evil tidings aud demht nil good 
aewB.^’ The exuttunt foe brought them intelligenoa of every freah disoster 
to our forces and no tTick, no lie which was thought likely to discourage 
them, vfds spiiiE?il When the nows of Baveltsck's first advance was 
teceived with loud hurrahs they were told, " So you think your rcin- 
fiircetiiente have come, do yon? KeinforcenisJiits forsDoth 1 W hy we 
have hcatou them long ago. and wa have crowned our king, " A grand 
ealute was fired that night at eveiy post of the enemy in honour of 
their victory. 

Outside the walls the enemy kept high festival and from the houses 
around came each night sounds of revelry, music and daucing which 
greatly roused the irc of the British soldier: " I say Bill, cxclaiiiied 
one, “I am blowed if these here Btidmashes {rascaht} don't yell like su 
many cats-" BiU replied; "Yes. they do, and I only wishes I wm 
behind them with a tin pot of hilinj iratcr as they opens their d—d 
moiitha'* Another comrade who was close at hand and had been quite 
distracted hy the incescant noise of one of their war clarions remarked, 

“ I only wish 1 had a hold of the black luscal as plays that : I'd not 
kill the vagabond. I’d only break that infernal hinetram^t over the 
bridge of his nose.” Within the entrenchments the monotony of 
fniSering, and the continued proseiice of death had produced itsuatural 
eftbet. The ejEcitement had died down, the jests had become rare. As 
the iiiega wore on the condition of the atmosphere was day by day gniruga 
becoming more frightful. The dead could not be put by: the task of 
burying the bodies of men and animals might bo diligontly executed 
but in that narrow space the work conld not bo effectually done. The 
corruptness of the air generated a plague of flies. They swarmed in 
millions and the Martinifcrc lads " who go about the garrison mora 
filthy than others and apparently more neglected and hungry even than 
we are '* were incessantly employed in trying to brush them away from 
the sick in bospilnL" Now Bmallpox and cholera filled the hospital as 
much ns the bullets of the enemy. Tot the fire was aharper and more 
constant thnn ever. " Everywhere wounded cfBcera and tnen were lying 
on couches covered with blood and often with vermin. Many of the 
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vrounded lying gromiiiig upon nmttTesaes and nlfmka odlj^ Er^ry* 
wh&m ciii^ of agony were hear^l; piteous oJ^durnJi-doiii for wa.tdt and 
aaai&tance. All the oasi^liinca that eDuld be rendered was rendered but 
iihe hospital staff waa nocessurily smalL''^ Noble women little £tted to 
take part in such sceneg osaumed eheftrfiill)\ and diacliatgEd eamestily, 
the tagk of charity in tninii^tering to idckneaa and pain.* But on the 
Biege wore on^ the atmosphere of the hospital became ho foul that tbs 
medical oflicere insisted on their leaving the building. The diiHctors 
with untiring energy employed their beat art^f hqt the air wjia so 
tainted that complete recovery from wounds or siclcLeaa wm next to 
impoBsible and ampututioii wras certain death. Tbo medical officers were 
greatly o^abted in their work by the sedulous alientiou given to the

Polehampton^ imd the Reveredd Mr, Hama, The former hAd been 
sgrorely wmmdtid in the hospital at the commoDceinent of the siege, and 
hia enfeebled coiiBtitntinn Hiiociunbed to an attack of cholera on the day 
of the firat great attack* 

The enemr now tmniifcrred the nonteat to the hoireta of the earth, 
and frequent were theslruggleB within rhirk and narrow galleries. After 
the afisaiilt of the 20th July thfij Iregan their snbterfauean aitank by 
tegular approachea. As fust, howerer, as the rehob mined, tha garrison 
counterrained^ By the hand of heaven or destinjj, or whatever men 
may call it., in the entrenclmienl at Lueknow waa t-lie one regiment in 
the British Army most likely to have a few Bkilled miners. The S2nd 
being a Cornish regiment, eight f men were found who bad in their nati ve 
nQinea acquired some esperience of the business and they were employed 
under the command and gnidanfia of Captain Fullou to instmet the 
respective garrisons in the work. Every communder of an ontjjost was 
required to tell off saine of his men tn listen at short intervals for Bounrla 
of mining. Tliey laid their eais to the ground, and if any suspicious 
sound was heard a report was madn.ond a countoirnine promptly a hirted 
Shafts wore at once sunt, and galleries begun at the vulnerable points 
in the poets mo^ exposed to this new danger. The enemy had 
the advantage of a plentiful supply of kbotu, having among them a 
large number of the Pasee tribo who were expert miners, but they 
lacked GcientiBo guidance. The besieged bad the advantage of baring 
thoroughly trained officers to guide and superintend the operations, but 
they lacked men to carry out the operations. During the early part of 
the Biege they had working patties of Her Majesty's 32ud Regiment, 
** The ioldieru^ however^ had ulher duties to perfonu they were expend 
to min^ and were very often underarms, which prevented their having 
a proper amomit of rest. They could therefore have little phjBical 
j^trength left to work in the trenches, and as the siege progressed, their 
nnmctical strengrh became bd much reduced, that it was neceseaiy^ to

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up European workiog parties almost entirely* and to depetiii on 
the wp«>vs. The latter catne forward moat willingly and I cannot 
epoak too highly of the way in which they worked* They have also 
been of matflrial assistance in our miniug operations; and a party of 
the 13th Native Infkntiy, thanks to the good management of Lieutenant 
Aitken, have oansttucted a battery for an IB-pounder, worked the gun, 
and dug a shaft and galleiy at their own puatNot only the loyalty and 
the courage, hut the calm heroic Hplrit w4th which the sepoys endured 
dangers and trials, is worthy of all honour. Without their aid the 
mluing operations of the enemy could not have been baffled* aud the 
labours of the garrison brought to a succeseftil bsua 

Overall these labours Captain Fulton exercised a careful auperin- 
tendouce. Aided by Sergeant Day ho determined the details which tho 
garrisons of the sevoral posts had to cany on, and he made the rounds 
constantly day and night to see that all wt»a well, and the work was 
being properly done. He wiis always on the spot where his presenoB 
was needed. His eye never seetnad to slumber, nor bis ear over 
to fail to catch the slightest sound. Ho cheerfully performed many 
of the dnties of a soldier as well as of a comniandar. One day 
Captain Fulton detected a mine the euemy bad driven a certain 

distance_ he ran a short eountormino to meet it, and ho thou eat 

patieutlj, revolver in hand, waiting for the unconscious cnomy to 
break through, ''Some one looking for him asked one of the 
Europeans if he were in the mine. ' Yes Sir,' said the Soigcant, ’ there 
ho has been the last two hours like a terrier at a rat-bole, and not 
likely to leave it all the day.’" 

Not diflheartened by their unaacoossfid effort to blow up the 
Hedou, tho enemy continued their miniDg efforts- They wore heard 
working at a gallery near the Cawupore battery and our men began 
to countermine but passed them at eighty foot. « Thoir galleiy was 
so near the surfaco its roof fell in, and we saw into it. They hoarded 
it over, and worked on with the ntmoat dotermiuntion. We turned 
our gallery towards them, and meanwhile got a mortar aa near as wtr 
could, and Bonham dropped a shell into their gallery blowing all 
the roofing off* and thus they were done. We then mined on, put 
a charge and have left it for future use if they hegm. At tho 
same time as the above, we beard picking at the Sikh lines and began 
to counter. 1 superintended. Wo bud not gone ten feet when we 
broke in fair on them at work. They bolted, Snog into their 
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galifiiy, "SVe found the mndb alighip withdrew^it; ^ sergoant and 
self crept ociws thdr gallery to Lh€ Bhoibj found they had bolted^ 
got powderi and deE^tsfoyed the whole with great eclat and enjoyment 
of the futi and excitement, to say nothing of the sucee^ 

** Tho jolly old ilajor,* half in camestj threatened to quod me for 
going across their gnllcry into their shafts Hal Haf But having 
once doiiE this and seen the coast clear, I placed Outcbinson with a 
revolver to keep it so^ while I got powder, etc: 

■^Whati Uming again E Yes. They were at w'ork under Mr. 
Sbilling'^a beuse, and in ten minutes we had gat at them alaOp and 
a hand greoMle thrown in killed one* woandci] aDotheCj and they 
dropped that.

Flyt *, when such a scufHc and bolt took place, 1 could not leave for 
laughing. They dropped it for good, that's the best of the joke/'-f' 
Not only were the mines of the enemy checked, but tho eouuter- 
mines of the l^osicgcfa were drivon w^cll outside thoLr line of dofence. 
The Deprat Cawnpore gallery waa driven out thirty feet, and protective 
trenchea, whoso extrcmitiess were charged and kept ready for explosion, 
wore advanced right and left* The Brigade Jless mine wag driven 
eight feet further than the Depmt gallery. 

Besides being busy driving mines, the enemy were most active in 
constructing fr^^h batteries. They planted on a piece of rising ground 
hieing lunes' post a 24'^ounder gun with which they did great damage 
Dot only to the house at Innes' post, but also to the church and the 
ReaidencyH So much harm was done by it that on the night of the dth 
August a batteiy for an IB-pjandcr gun was begun at Innes^ post. All 
worked hard, and, having got the battery ready^ the gun was taken dow n 
and in position by day Lights when it commenced firing and soon Eileiiced 
iho enemy*s gun. General Inglis however CHjnmdercd the poaitiqii too 
esqMsed and the same night withdrew our gun after it hod done its 
work, 
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The 7th Angttet wna a white letter dray in tho anDidB of the dego. 
This wafl tbo first day on which we had aa caeufllty." 

On the morning of the lOth August a body of wpoys vroa seno 
behind their trenches marching with two gnna np one left tttuih, imd 
acnw the Cnwaporc roatL A Ifligo force wiw also noticed approaching 
the bridge of boats from cantoDmenta, Iho poala were instantly 
nionncd. About 11 A.M. the enemy fired a shell into tho Begaro'a 
Khotoo. Then, a load clap like a peoJ of thunder, and the grotind shook 
far and wide. The enoiny had oiploded two mines directed respectively 
against the Mnrtinihra on the smith bca, and Sago*s post on the east 
lace. The former entirely destroyed our defences for the space of twenty 
feet and blew in a, great portion of the outside wall ot tha hooso occu¬ 
pied by the Martini&re bnya On the dust clearing oway. a breach 
appeared, and a fow of the onanij came on with the utiaost detennin- 
atiop, hut ware met with such a withering fiauk fire of musketry from 
the officers and inea holding the top of the Brigade Moesj that they 
heat a speedy retreat, loai.^ tho more adventuroos of thoir number 
lying on the crest of the breach,* 

While this operation wi« going on the enemy nlao mode a niah on 

Sago’s house, bdt were soon driven back with considerable loss. At 

lunes' house and Mr. Gnbbiufl’ post large hordes advanced bringing 
Ecaliag ladders with them. But they were dislodged by Laud grusodcs 
and os they retreated tho bBsieged’s marksmcB slew many. 

At the Cawnpore battery the stormera rushed np with extroonli- 
pory swiftness and reaching tho ditch sheltered themselves from fire in 
it. Captiun Fulton '* ftMind the enemy led by a nuui in pink whom I had 
ii.!ticed sovemi times directing them aa they came up, 1 pot a rillo 
ball through him nnd then sent Tulloch to order haml grenades^ the 
eecoud of which well thrown cleared tha ditch." 

At Aroleraou s post a few reboU with a mighty effort ptishod 
through the stockade and reached the mound in front of the ditcA 
No were they seen thrm they were ass^ed by a tranmndous firo 

which laid them low. Yet otb^ anocceded Lhoac who fell, A Moslem 
fouatio with tbo green standard of the Prophet led tho ranks, and 
ammattfl tho cournge of his Inllowcrs by religious appeals. He fell 
riddled with bullets. A corarede seized him by the belt ami threw 
himself with tho body of the wounded stnudaid-bearer over tho

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fitockado. The rebel tnasa pushed eu through the storm, nud planteil 
the eciiling Itiddere ngainst the wallt But hwe aa cleewbete they M/ere 
met with the meat indouiitiible reoolutioii.* AsnuiU baud ftnimated by 
a single apirtt mode good their stand tigaioal the overwbElnuug odila 
of numbers Every mati fought net anlj for hie own life, but for the 
lives of the women and children, for defeat they knew meant oertidii 
death to every soul in the garrison, FTanl and stem was the contlict. 
Above the roar of tainnoa Mid the rattle of miisketiy rose the oty— 

*• More moo wanted this way," and ofif vrauld rush two or three to 
snptMirl their comnidca more closely pressed. From the loopholes the 
Volunteers nnder the dirootion of “thfl truly breve and heroic “ Mr, 
C.appcr and a Bubnltem officer poured forth a steady and coostant 
fire of mnsketiy, Li the heat of the fight Mouaienr OoaffroL heard 
oue of the rebel chiefs say '* Ceme on, brothers, there's nobody here;" 
upon which he replied in the vornamilar '■ there are plenty of us hen?, 
yon rastaiL” And na pKwf of hie assertion he shot tho leader dead, and 
also sent a bullet into n comrade who was close behind him. Other rebel 
chiefs rushing to the front shouted “ Come on, come on, tho place ia otiis, 
it is taken," and reaponding to the call tho man ^uin and again 
returned to the assault, but they were received with deadly muaketry 
and driven back with loaa Finally, the leaders being slain, the rest 
staggered hack to their batteries and loopholed defences, troai whence 
they kept up an unusually heavy cannonade and musketry fire. After two 
hours the Btornv began to gubiiide,but, as the sun was setting, the enemy 
made a andden and dotennined ruah on Captain Sivudore' poet. They 
got clofio to the wall and a daring foe, who tried to wrench ofl* a bayonet 
piutrmling from a loophole, was instantly shot. After a aecond fuaillado 
which lasted for about thirty minutes the enemy again fell back baffled 
to their trenchea Thtm was a second assault made by an ovorwhelraing 
furee signally repelled by the besiegers. The number of rebela who 
porished in it can only be conjectureA But it must have been very 
Iwge._

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The heav)' loss which Lhe beaiegerg hcid ni^tomed did not cause 
them tn relax their Rffbrts ftiid wkh the first streak of light they 
opened a heavy i::aanDuade and during the thiy the play of artillery waa 
inceiisaiitv Many of the round abet atruek the Rejddency^ already much 
shattered, and about noon a great portion of the kfb wing felf btiiying 
ail men of the Sjhid in the ruim Two were got out alive lifter very 
great exertious, but the remaining four had to bs left tinder the ruiiui. 
ImiQcdiatG arrangeiucnta were made for the removal of the few 
European women and ebildron who atill occupied one of the rDunrs on 
the ground-floor* 

The same oftemiDcn died Major Anderson, tho Chief Engineer. He 
had coDtracted dyaeatery a ahort time bclbre the revolt^ but iintwith- 
standing bis ill health bo had the first days of the siege worked night 
071 d day unremittingly. Labour and anxiety bad told on his enfeebled 
frame and after the first w'cok he was nnable to leave bis house. Then 
he grodtizdly sank rrom his old oilmeot. “ He died in ponce. We 
wore all much sdfectod in taking leave of him. He said ‘ Well, Fnltoa, 
it must have come at lost. If I hod lived to go home^ we might never 
have moti agoin^ He prea&eii and pTeBsetimj hand and said * Ood bless 
you." 1 helped toBtiteb up therowio (quilt) bi which he was buried and 
laid him in his grave, and inEirked it with a stick;” ilnjor AnderHqa*a 
death deprived tho gurrirton of a bravo oRicer and the General of 
a safe and wise councillor.^ He woa succeeded by Captain Fulton, who 
had won the confidonco of every man in the garriSDn by his coolnesa 
and courage. 

On the 12tih of August the enemy o^iened iit daylight a tremen-* 
doiiB cannonade and musketr}' fire on the Cawnpore battery and so 
rakof] it from Jtihannos^ Hmioe thal it wan Impe^ssible to work our guna 
ot re main in it. Orders were therefore issued to withdraw id! the 
garrison except tho sentry. He stayeLh ntid later in the day w^ kdlecl 
by a round shoL Al dusk working parties of Europeans removed from 
the hsttery a ^-pounder gan w hich had been disabled by a round shot 
of the enemy, and they worked hard to repair the ckninge which had 
been done to it. 

A sally of discovery by n party of Eurojxyaiis under Erigaditir 
IngUsp attended by the Engineer, was also made ou the same day into

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tho Goondah lidea, where a long deep treUGhj no doubt iateuded Lo act 
Bs a gheker trench from musketry and axtiller^' fire^ was found directed 
towards the enclqanre. TJiia having been rendered useless and Kniia 
of the walls of the endoanre having been dog down, the party returned 
unmoteated. 

The enemy having returned to work at tho mine close to Sago's 
house, i\ sortie waa made with twelve men of the 32nd under Lieuten¬ 
ant Hutchinfion of the Engineers. They faund a latgo and strong 
covering jjarty well on the alert to defend their miners and were met 
w ith such a deatructjve fire that they had to retire* which they did 
happily without Ioes. As the garrison ef the fort w as unable to meet 
the enemy by a sortio, it was determined to drive a gallmy from a 
start which had already been prepared, and ail through the nighti the 
engineers and miners worked hard to huiuh it with the greatest 
pDEvuble speed. " Eveiy poaaibie means was atlopticd by the enemy 
prevent oiir mmers working, and aa only a wall and a few feet of gmuud 
divided the two parties, they resorted to Hjmbs, rockets, brickbats and 
lights at the end of baiiibocfl to annoy our workmen. As the latter 
were thrust forward with the hoi>t! of setting fire to our tiled houses, 
the ends were sncce^vely cut off." 

The 13th, shortly before Id A.M., the engineers reportifHl the counter¬ 
mine to be ready, and the neighbouring Dutjiudts having been duly 
wcimed, the Hignal to fire it was given. A colntnn of earth roes 
high in the air, and the brick house, from ivhich the enemy hod 
started their miuc and m which they were at the time hard at work, 
settled down burying all inside. After the Bound of the eiplogion 
and the crush of the falling buildinga hod die43 away, the groans of 
those who were buried were plainly audible* For some time Sagiys 
past remamed utmioleeted. 

As signs and BCuiids mised a suspicion that tho enemy were busy 
constructing a mine * against Andersuii's poflb it w as determined to drive

On the Ifith at night UnguJ i^ia crept into tho Residency bring'' 
ing a letter lulih'iiMwed to Mr. Onbbinn by Colotiel Fmaer Tytler. 

“ Dear Sir. — We mnivh to-niDCKiw tnoming for Lucknow, having beea 
mnforced. We shaJt pnuh on as speedily aa potsible. We hope to rtmch 
you in four dap at farthoat. Ton must aid lis in cuei^ irasr, ewn to 
cutting your nxiy ou/^ if tea ean*t force our way in. We are tmly a 
mnaU Force." * 

The letter was dated from Mungulwar, 'Itb August. Uognd stated 
that he had been made a prisoner fay the enemy while endeaTouriog 
to rctuih the Residency. On being releasetl ho had rolinaed his 
steps to Mungntwar and found that place hod been abandoned by our 
force. Proceeding to the banks of tho G ongea he discoverod that Gcotsnd 
Havelock had rocrowed the river to Cawnporo which hod been threat¬ 
ened by the Nana. The Gonoral, he stated, hod ofivancod a oecuod 
time to Bnaheenitganje and had engaged and riefeatod the enemy, but he 
had retired after muting them.. These tidings naturally caused the 
besieged grave anxiety, for Havelock had evidently once more 
attempted to relieve thetn and been foiled. “ Alueh aa uaual,” wrote 
one of tho garrisen, " thn heart aches while watching for relief, 
but none cotnes. Will Cawnpnre bo repeated at Lucknow f Alas, it 
seems BO 1 Our number is visibly decreastug. Aa for death, it stores 
ua constonlly in the face." And it appeared in many a ghastly ahapn. 
“ One of the gntmers was shut dead in the vomnckh this morning,^' 
wrlt^ a lady in her diary. " When I came upstairs to dress, I mw the 
poor fellow lying there in a pool of blocoLt A widow “ wna standing by 
the door with baby, looking out into the courtyard at a little girl playing 
with a round shot, whenshc was stniek on tho head and killed instantly. 
It gave me such a shock that T fiiinted awny at the time, luid I con 
never think of that poor little child without a ahudder.” The deatlis 
from the dread discaaes engendorod by foul air and iimufficiant noniisb- 
roen t far on Inumbered those inflicted by the enemy’s hand. The women 
and children fell awiRly before thorn. " Five babes were buried one 
night.'' The fiitheta who had tu fight and to continue under arms all day, 
and work and watch all night, could aflford no aid to their stricken fami¬ 
lies. An officer of tho gomson spoke to a comrndo of his wife being

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feverish aud quito overcome with the life aha liod to lead. "And then he 
talked to Hia of hia boy Herbert; how ha wwa attacked withcholom and 
fciuod ho waa very ill \ and how instead of being able to watch by his 
bedside he had bean all night digging at Captain Fulton's miqii.'’ 
He vowed he had naither medicine nor attendance nor proper food for 
the boy. “And to-day he told me with toart in his eyes that yesterday 
the poor child was taken away, ' God's will be done,' said he,' but it 
ifl terrible to think of At night we dug a hole in the garden and 
there wrapped in a blanket we laid him. Oh my God, This was no 
mcm episode, for many a parent endured n similar tortore. There 
was a widow whose only eon wits smitten with cholem. "We did all 
we could for him. The poor mother was frantia during his illness, but 
perfectly calm when nil wns over. She had nothing to bury him in 
and tiskorl os for n boi, but wc hud nothing large enough." The stench 
in the churchyard had grown so foul that the ohnplain was compelled 
to read the Burinl Service in the porch of the hospital, aa the bodies 
were being carried away. At this time the gaunt spectre of Fnniiuo 
olflo rose before them. Under those circiimstauces it ia hardly a 

matter of surprisB thot the Brigadier despatched on the IGlb Augiiut 

ihc following letter to General Havelock

kly dear Geoerol, 

A note from Cobnel Tyller to Mr. GubbinS readred me last night, 
dated Mungolwar, 4th instant, the latter port of which is os foliows— 
■■You must aid us in every way. even to cutting your way out, if wo 
can’t foieo our way ia; wc have only a small force." Thia has caused 
me much uneaflineas, os it is quite impossible with my weak and 
shattered force that 1 eon leava my Jcfonccs. You must hear in mind 
how 1 am hampered, that 1 have upwards of 120 sick and wounded 
and at luast 220 women, aud about 230 children, and no carriage of 
liny description, besides sacrificing 23 lokha of trensiiro and about 30 
guns of sorts. In consequence of the news received, I shall soon put 
this force on half rations until 1 hou agom from you. Our provisions 
will last ns tbeu till about the 10th of Septembor. If you hope to 
save this force, no time must be lost in pushing forw&id. We ore daily 
being attacked by the enemy who ore within a few yards of our 
dcfcnccH. Their mines have already weakened our posts, and I have 
every reason to believe they arc carrying on others. Their IS'puunders 
arc within 150 yEirds of Eome of our batteries, nod from their position 
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and our inability to form working parties wo cannot reply to thcrii» 
luiil therefore the damage! hourly i* very great My atreugth now in 
EuropcAo^ h 350» tmd 300 Natives^ and the men dreadfully hurasaefl, 
and, owing to part of iho Roflidoncy having been brought djwo by 
round Hhot, many ore witfaout ahelfeer. If our Native force, who arc 
living confidence, leave us, 1 do not know how the dofenco are to be 
manned Did you receive a letter and plan fiuin me ? Kindly atierv."er 
thiB qiiestiocL

In Btating that, after tbo force hjwi been put on half rations, tho 
pro visions would then loal only till about the 10th of September, 
General luglis was expressing the apinion of bjs responsible advisers. 
But a Betious error was made, as after even ta proved, in the desertpliou 
of the fiwd supply, and the account no doubt led General Havdoek anil 
the Govenior-Gencral to form a strong impreasion as to the 
condition to which the garrison must be reduced after the lOtb of 
September* The error was due to the stores having been collecteil 
both by the military dcfHiTtiaent and the dvil nntbnritiea. At tho 
battle of Chmhut Captain Jaiucs> the head of the Commissariat, was 
Heverely wounded^ anil the subordinate officials employed on the stomgo 
of the food supply deserted as soon as nows of Our disaster rtiachcd thei 
Resiliency. When the siogo coiuinonced^ officera were appointed U> 
fisuperin tend, imdor Captain Jomea^ the control and distribuLion of tho 
rations, but it was impcffiiible for tbcui to know without tho reeonb 
of the anbopdiDate officials the location and quantity of the foal 
stored, and they had not tho IciHuro Lo lunko an accurate mvontory. 
General Inglia made an error in bis I^sti□late of the f™l au[jply, 
but ho was right in impressing on the mind of General Havelock 
the necessity of epeedy relief* It was high time that sucKour eamo,

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for the enemy"* ** mincB were daily beecuning tiiGre duDgaroti^ and 
thfl fidelity ef the Native aoIdkrB miglit have given way under a iHare 
prolonged fljid severe triali and without their lojal aid it would have 
been to hold the position, General IngUs wrote:—If 

our Native force, who am loaing canfidence. leave US|I do not know how 
the dofencca are to be uiannetL"* 

Two days after the lotter toGeitoml Tfavelosk had boon d^spatehed, 
Lientonant Mechnm, 7tb Ondh In-egnlar Inlkiitiy, Capfaiin Adolphe Orr 
of the Slilitary Police, and two sentries were at tlajlighfc on the buk 
out from a Kouho on the aouth-wed^t comer of the 2nd Sikh Square, 
whon one of the aen tries ejrclaiined * Mind, Sir,* No sooner were 
these words uttered thati a crash of thunder followed, and oflicera 
*md sentries were blown into the oir+ The cfBcers and a drumnior 
deeceuded inside the square, and though stunned escaped without 
^erians injury^ Band-Sergeant Curtain of the 41 at Xntivc Infimtiy 
fell outside the works and next day his headless* tmiik was seen 
on the rwvi. When the smoky (^inupy drifted away, a wide chaism 
of thirty feet revealed itself, and the houses across the street werct 
seen to be filled with the enoTny. Then a mutineor waving hie 
swonl 33 iid ualling on his brethren to follow boundc^l up the hrejuerb. 
Ho was struck dead by a iiii:LBket ball. Anmher took his place and 
shareil his fate. The enemy bad not the heart to face the Htoroi of 
musketry from the Brigade Mesa and make the hoTnu thrust which 
would have made them masters of the Iteaidenay, They preferred to 
mniutaiii from their shelter a heavy fire on the yawning breach. 
Sharper than the singing of the musket balls were the cries for 
assistance of the seven men buriod benoatb the minB of the house, but 
it wm iijfipossible to sncoour them and several were wonnded in the 
attempt.

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The mument Lhe roar of the esrplodoti Tvas hbaurd, the garrison 
were under nfins, and fltraightwny the Brigadier taking with him the 
reserves of the a4th (eighteen n 1 en^ hunietJ to the Sikh (Kiunies anJ 
pLtced iheni in fi poritiou TThich comnuinded the breach on the right. 
Boiee, doorH. pbnka and tente were swiftly brought down nnda 
temponuy oorer erected A house between the two aqiiares was pulled 
down, a road timde to it» and by stiff work a fl.ponnder got into a 
position which commanded the whole breach. The enemy by means 
of the barriesadtd lanes had in the mennliine contrived to creep up 
and gain pofisesaioD of the right flank of the first square; but the lire 
from a mortar and a 24-poiindcr howitaer drove away the main body, 
and at m»n a euddeu and gallant rush pushed bach the rest The 
Brigadier now determined to take back the breaeb. Soldier-like, in 
no flurry, mnahetry raining all the while. Brigadier, officers and men 
advanced, coeh holding a half door in front of him, till they reached 
the end of the square and a barricade waa hosLity oocsbnicted acroea 
the breach. But it was too late to save those buried in the ruins, for 
they had long since died of euflbention and thirst. AH the grouud 
lost in the morning was regained- But the gallat.t Brigadier was not 
mtisfied. Accompanied by Fulton and tho Engincem, he headed a 
sortie from Gubbiua' bastion and occupied the houaefl between it 
and the Sikh square. Xo time was lost in dcBtroying them, and by 
flonset 400 Ha of gunpowder dust had cleared away many of the houaea 
from which the enemy had most annoyed us. By this time the broach 
WHS securely barricaded against any sudden niah and At night a work¬ 
ing party completed it . , . Nothing could eitceed the «ml with 
which afi Natives worked to isecure the breach and made a read 
for a gun. The day which began so darkly was brighbmiod by encoeas 
before the sweltering sun wink behind the horiaon. 

On Anguat Uth it had bden decided to untlermiiie and blow uti the 
premlfiee of Mr- Johamiee, which consisted of two mawiiry buildiitgs, 
a house with a tower and ati adjoining shop, and the samo ullemoon a 
shaft was sunk and the mine started from the shops which abutted on 
the Mewtmi^re. European miners were the only men employed on the 
work, aud they were strictly enjoined to labour with as little noise ua 
posable, Cnpluin Fulton planned the mciMiire, which was pushed on 
with uuroniitting eaertion by Lieutenant Inncs,*

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On the evening of the 2Qih the miEie was eoniplcted nnd it was 
fiTmnged to fire It the following morning. At the first streak of dawn 
II sharp lim of luuekntry was directol on Johannes' house and the 
buiUh'ngs aronnd. The enemy eipeoting an assault swaimed into them 
and their tamps could be seen flitting like fire-flies here and there. 
When siiflScietit light broke, the hose was fired direct from the shaft; 
the earth shook and Joliatmefl' botise, with its tower from which the 
African eunuch ['^ Bob the NaileTr bo called by the soldiCTH hccanse he 
tiailed every man he fired at with his sporting rifle) used to fire with 
such deiuhy egent " collapsed like a house of card^/' and many of the 
enetny pcidihed beneath tbo mins.* 

When the dust and vapour had cleared a way p fifty Europeans under 
Captain McCahet and Lieutenant Brown sallied forth; the latter 
with a few men attacked the enemy's hattecyp drove them from the 
two guns and spiked them.J 

Meanwhile Captain McCabe and his party had reached the 
verandah of the shop, where they were foimd by Captain Fniton and the 
reserve unable to get into the be use by the route intended, and firing 
and being fired on.'^ “ 1 tried the doors,'* says Captain Fulton; " 1 found 
one I could move, got a peep of the enemy inside through the ehinka, 
and then, calling the oflieer in charge^ we got our backs against the 
barricade, our feet against the cAoheirf^ and " Heave 1 Once I Twice, 
Thrice/ in went the door and I, too, head over heels down eight feCL of 
a ncUTCiw trench^ got cut to find only two men firid yet followed in, got 
two of the enemy shot, then on at the breach where they had gone on 
ft former occasioa, got four grenadiers to follow me, and some others, and 
w e fired into the breach ” The enemy retired sulkily, not fasL* Captain 
Fulton, after pssting men to guard the approaches, got chswder

I rtmoved the porrt-fiie^ hut] the M^ord passed, and firefl the trmii and 
loft the bouse, happy to be the lost oat and the iirst in/* The orplo^ion 
wna perfect and completely levelled the ehopH The dcBtructiqu uf the 
Jubannes biulilijiga euabled the Cawnpote battery to resume ita duty oF 
protecting the soiith-CEiatemrtngie of onr po^iition and its adjacent faces. 

The enemvi how ever, did not relax their efforts to desfttjy ihm 
imporUmt post oud their guns nuctaiaiegly plajed ugatmat it and the 
Erigudo Mesa. Tbo lower storey of the latter vraa sndieientlj solid 
withstand the heavy shot lired at the distance of seventy or eighty 
yards, but the guards' houses at the top were ctunpletely wrecked and 
there was no longor any cover for our mngkotry to tire froiiL The 
Kosidency was so battered by round shot that tbo verandah on the west 
side came entirely down, and the whole biidding biul become so unsafe 
that all the stores had to bo rexneved Groin the lowei' storoy. The 
Judicial OortiEcm bod ulao been so j^verely duiziaged that it was found 
necessary to remove tbe women (ram it into the Eegum KatciL 
Anderson's and Deprat's posts wore now a mass of mius and Oubbius* 
Uonse biid been rendered almosl uninhubitobic by a new battery-which 
had been erected in a lofty enctusure known ai tbo Baku cl Eagb"" 
situated about five hundred yards from the south-west angle bastion. It 
censkted of a 24-pouniler and u 12-pouDder gun and opened fire on the 
2titb of August The heavy sdaot went cmsluDg Ihrough the hcubc and 
the bastion had to be quickly evacuated, for against auch heavy metal 
ihc 9-ponnder with which it was armed was of no avail. Lieutenant 
Eunhanip however^ who had with cmiMiderable ingenuity mounted 
An eight-inch mortar us a howitzcTj used It with considembb edect 
against the new batte^y.^•^ But the battery was of considefablo

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fftri^ngth and required heayier metal ta dp it any permanent injury. 
The buttery &t the bostiuu wag therefore altered, and by dint of hnni 
work ib was completed on the last day af the month and an la’-poimder 
gun dragged iQt^> it and put into poaitioiL Twp days pre%ioiiflly tlm 
upper rooms of Oubbins* hnnse hiid to be nbandoned owing to tlm 
nunihoti' of lyjund shut sent t'lin>ugh them from the S4HpN>imdt“r balteiy 
whioh iho enemy Isiid conirtructed opposite In nos* post. The ladies 
were reinovod but mneh difficulty was e^perteneed in finding quarters 
lor them. Every ptaco was cfosvded and they wore already huddled 
four and five together in small badly ventilated native buildings. 

We all islejifc tthab in eleven kdles and seven children) on this 
floor of the Tye Ehana, where we spread mattrogaca and got into eucli 
other like bitfl in a pLizde so as best to feel the punkah. The gentle* 
men slept upstairs in a long venuidah sort of room on the side of tho 
hoiige least e:£pa^ed to fire. My bf^d consists of a purdah and a pillow^ 
In tho morning we all roll up our bedrling and pile them in heaps 
againnt the wall. Wc have only room for very few chairs down therOp 
w hich arc asaigned to invalids, and moat of ua take our mcnia Beated 
ciij the floor, with our plates on our knees. Wo are always obliged to 
light a candle tar brcakfiist and dinner, as the room is perfectly durkr 
Our usuol Ihrc consists of stew as being easiest to cook ; it 18 brought 
up in n huge deckger * so as not to dirby a dish end a portion ladled 
out td each person. Of coursa W'c can get no bread or butter so 
chapatth ics ere the disagreeable substitute." 

The deficiency in many arlitrles of food grew serious as the month 
of August advanced^ Tho tea and imgar, except a siuall at ore kept for 
invalids^ were exhausted* Tha tobacco f was also gone and Europeans 
and Natives sufleretl greatly from ihe wont of it. The spldicra 
yearned for a pipe afLer a hard day's work, and smoked dry leaves as 
the only substitute they could obtain, A few casks of porter remained 
to bti guarded m a treasure. SlxteoD pounds were paid for a dozen of 
brandy and seven pounds for a dozen of beer* The price of a ham 
was seven pounds j four poands were given for a quart buttle of honey, 
four pounds for two giimll tins of preserved soup aud three pounds 
for a cake of chocolate^ Soap was not to be purchased with money.

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StiaDge null iiDwholeflome diet and the etcnch wifitng from thu drains 
and the huLf-bnried bodiee of men, lioraefl tuid bullockB, iuorBawd the 
Sictneas. Three hiitidred Eimipcanii had perished from the ciiuituence- 
ment of the siege. Daily some went into ndleuce. On Atiguat 23rd: 

There wns Dlvioc Service and ihe Holy Communion in the Mc-ss Room 
thin morning. It was a melftficholy Sunday indeed ; three more men 
hilled.'’ " It waa TCjry affecting” mya another, '' to see ao [Uflny 
newly-mndo widows nssanibled together j there were five in the saino 
TOonn" In the afternoon the enemy fired heavily from their guns 
and did conflidernble damage to the defenew. It had now bticome 
difficult to find from the weak, harnased and daily diminishing garrison 
fcligno pirtiea to repair them, *' The Europeans were cajable of bat 
little eiertion, as from want of sleep, hard work night and day, and 
cpBstant exposure their bodily strength was greatly diminished.’' 

The mining contest airained the powers of our few Engioeors to the 
utmost and unceasing hud to be their exertions iu watching the listening 
galleries and driving ahafta. On tho 28tli of August the enemy were hard 
at work near the Brigade Mean. " They worked day, we worked nights, 
they got alarmed, I think, and I, boring and working olune, broke into 
their gallery. I wont in and touk their lantern aud oil and eandle, 
great loot! got powder and went up tlieir gallery'; the bruLea l^rd me 
aud I rather feared to follow up 50 to 60 yards of mine, so going about 
15 yards I blew np their gallery and destroyed it. Well, 1 admit it b 
exciting, and mud and dirt and water did not cool my ardour, but I got 
the whip hand of my enemies and defeated a very serious attempt on a 
most important jwst filled with Indies and children.” * 

That same night the feithful Ungud again crept into the entrench- 
ment bringing a letter from General Havelock dated Cawnporo, the 
2kth instant. He wrota: “I have your letter of tho I6th. Sir Colin 
Campbell, who came out at a day’s notice to command on hearing of 
General Aneou's death, promises me fresh troops and you ahull be my 
first care. The rsinforcemonia may reach me in about twenty to 
twenty-five days, and I will prepare everything for a march on Lucknow. 
Do not nfigotinto, but rather perish aword In hand." 

It was a gUnjmy prospect to have to wait for another twenty-five 
days. "It la a long period," wrote a membGr of the gaiTiBon, * to 
look forward to, hut still it serves as a bright beacon to lessen the 
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of de-ipflir/' Mcmiwhile, fcho eneiny eonttnuifd uiteeasingly 
hiH min jog efforts nnd dioir iron ring piftyed day and night agrrinat 
the defences which fall away in flakof?. On the 31st uf Augnat a 
32^[)0ijuder which they had got into pof^ition at the Lntkina Durwaia 
nr Clock Tower—about one hundred yards frons the Bailey Guard Gate— 
plunged directly into them, smashing two am munition waggons with 
which they were barricailed^ The saprpy^H of the 13th Native Infaa- 
tr/j under the Euperintendence of the Engineers, at once eet to work 
tmdng a fresh battery between the Ttetisiiiy' and the Bailey Guard 
Gate, 

Thoa August wore away, September lai was a fiae breezy morn¬ 
ing* " Here wa are/" writes ono^ the partridge shgoring season of 
merry England, but hers in India we shoot black men instead/" 
Uiigud again went forth with n letter from the Brigadier for GeiiemJ 
Havelock. He wrote * I rouat ha frank anti bell you that my Ibrce 
is daily diminishing fmm the enemy's musketry fire and out defences 
are daily weaker* Shcjidd the enemy make a really detennioed effort to 
storm tho plaee, I jjhall find it fiithcult to repulse them, owing to my 
paiimty in nuiuber?fj and to the weak and harassed state of the force. 
Our losses since the commeneoTriont of has till ties here have been^ in 
Europeans only, upwards of 300. We are coutiimally hara^d ia 
countCTTpining the enemy^ who have about twenty guns in position, 
many of them of large calibre. Any 0 dvancc of yours towards this 
place will act beiicficiany in oar favour, and greatly mspirit the native 
part of my garriBon, w^ho have up to this time behaved Like faithful and 
good soldiers* If you con possibly communicate any intelLigenco of 
your inteiidod advauee, pray do so by letter. Give tho bearer the pass* 
word '* Agra " and tell him to give it to me in porston/' 

With maTVEllous tenacity aud perseverance the insurgents continued 
their mining operatioiiiL On August Eho 23rd they wqre heard again 
at work near Andetuuu’s post and two galleries were driven out to count* 
emet their eSbffcE. Six. days afterj souudsand signs indicated that they 
htid again commenced operations not far from Sugo’a po^t. A gallery 
was therefore promptly started fram its extreme salient^ and on Septem¬ 
ber 3rd a thini, from its north-eaEt end. Their specud ohjeet however 
was to breach Saundcre* post, for by so doing they hoped to gain po^s-^ 
sjon of the Bniley Guard, and, that importaut post once in their hando, 
they declar^si they could withstand any force that might como to tho 
relief of tho gorri^om The aame day jhat they began operations against 
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Sfigo^a post thaj were he&tA at work opposite the Ufi comoT of thg 
Efkilej Guard Gate. A shaft had alrcfuiy been sunk here anil a j^^alleiy 
^tartei]. It woi promptly adv’nnc&d* But on the 26th Augui^t, as all 
sound of work hud eeoscii, the gallery was atopiied- However, the 
enemy had relinquished the work only for a perifid, ooeI on tbo 31st of 
August the sound of the pick disclased that they hud begun again on 
tho right, and were driving sEontwiee ocrosa tho front of the poat and 
acniss onr mine. Our gallery was oontirjiied and its direction so lient 
m to intercept the enemy. On the ISth of September their working 
party was heard to be approuehing aud the gallery wiia loaded eiziiI 
fired. The same evening they were however again heard working lu a 
tnine coming direct towards the middle of Hniinders'' post. It waa fired 
and destroyed the folio wing day. But the enemy were nut deterreid 
by fiueceeaive faUuTes, Again they were heunl working at the old 
gallery, and a fresh shaft had tohi:^ sunk by ottr engiueerH and :i gFillory 
driven out west. On the “i^th Septarober they had driven twenty-two 
feet, reached brickwork, and picrcod through it Wc heard tho 
minerfi driving onwards in onr direcrion, so wo halted 1 and then it 
apjwarcd shortly that they were not coming quite straight^ only very 
close to 00. It then struck out engineer that the enomy oti rt^uching 
this brickwork would think it waa the wall of the anil wouM 

immediately atop work, in order to armngo to load and expl^slc the 
mine. Ttiis proved to be the case. On mnoting tho wall they ceased 
working. We picked quietly into the minep enlarged the openings and 
found tho gallery fiill of light at the other end, with one of the miners 
seated in it Before he could be shot or captured, one of our party 
sneesed; the Ughta were at once put out and the miner had disap* 
peered. But we had gained possession of the mine j ua, how ever, tho 
enemy cominanded its entrance, we GsplcKjod it^ usmg a double charge 
todegtruy mcr^ uf the ground ; a safe opemtion, aa it was at a consider- 
ikbic distance from our own line of defence/^ • 

The new battery in the Treasury post wa.? now nearly eompEeto 
and an IB-poimder id tended for it Was got down and put in 
positioiLf The buttery was sixteen Teot thick besidesi the wall in

the sepoys at having completed their heavy task wae marred by the 
losa of their gallant Commanderj Major Bruere* A brave soldier and a 
splendid shot he bad done goKKi service by picking off the €De[)Qy*fl 
giinnera. This a/tenioon (4th September) bo was on the top of the 
Brigade and in bis anxiety to get a shot at some of ihe rebel 

fiffenien ho isomehow rcchlesely exposed himself and waa ahot hy a 
rifle ball through tho ohest, which almost immediately proved fa tab 
*' Those who brought his body down had to crawl on hands and kneoa.^ 
Thoy brought it to "Ids poor wifts who had Been him only a few 
mioutes before,'^ **She hod four childreiij and had lost one during 
our troll blea.*’ Iq the evening they took the father away, I'ho 
Hrahiuiu sepoys to whom the touch of a corpse involved tho terdblo 
]K!nalty of loss of easto insisted on carrying the remaina * of their 
bidoved coinmfindcr to the grave, and around it stood every man of the 
coiyia who could he spared IroESi the trcDches^ 

All day the heavy guma of the enemy battered the outpost and in 
the evening the moai^ivc under-wnll on the top of the Meaa-flouso fell 
with a loud crask No one was hurt, though the women aud children 
had a narrow escape. So vend of them however refueed to abandon the 
shattered building, prefaniiig the chanco of a round shot or muskot-ball 
to the fetid, closo atmosphere of au already over-crowded hove! in the 
interior of our positiou which, after all, was perhaps imrdly any saler 
from the fire of tho enemy. 

The 5 th at daybght tjie bessicgcra^ firo w^aa rosumed with great 

violence, and when the sun rose huge masses of the enemy wore 

scon movmg round the Resideney as if they meant to atonn, Evoiy 
tnan of the sinaU garrison wms aoou under arms^ and for some 

hours thoy jiatiently awaited under an unremitting fire of cannon the 

enemy H onset. At tep o'clock a low rumbling sound wm heard' 
the earth quaked; tba housns were shakon; jind u huge doud of 
amukc shrended Gubbins* BoatioEL The garrison scixiug their amis 
mahed toward It expecting to find n yawning cha&iu* Tho enemy had 
however miscalculated their distance and the bastion w^as safe. When 
the whirling clouds of smoko and dust had rolled away, the yelling 
BssaihintB ruahed forth and swarmed around its base. Applying a huge 
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ladder with a double row of rungs Lbej speedily began to moimt. 

A few reached Lbo ontiunoc of the gun, when they were atruok down 
by haiit] grenciileo, and a concentrated fire of inuaketry dashed them 
to earth, Agsdn and again they attempted to clatobor up tho ladder. 

It, v¥j« all iu vdo. After an hour they retreated in (Lirk groups to 
the houses frotn whence they had come, leaving at the foot of the 
bck^tlon a pile of thifir dead. 

Aioirk Bi. Shortly after the exploaion of the minft at OuhbiiiB* Bastion 

till-Hritfidii eufiuiy srpniiig another niine cLoso to the Brigade Moss and 

'™ advanced boldly, •‘ but ooon the corpses strewed in the garden front of 
the post bore teatimoay to the fatal accuracy of the rifle and musketiy 
lire of the gnlhint incmbeFS of that garriwni, and the enotny flssl ignu- 
miitioiiBly leaving tbeir leader, a fine looking old Native oflicer, among 
the siniu/* At other pouts they nia*le similar attiicke but with less 
resolution, and eviTywht-ro with the aaino want of success, A third 
niiue no doubt would have beun sprung bj(f them at Saundeiu post 
if it had not been destrijycd tho previous day, for when the assaults 
began the enemy opened out fpim the battery at tho Lulkua Diirwazit 
oppisito tha kuey Guani Gate. The now IS-pounder battery 
which had been eroclod on the Treasury post wam unmaaked and boldly 
answered. Eight seiKiyi of tho 13tb Native Infantry, proud of rhe 
battery whkh had been solely constructed by them and was entirely 
under their charge, naaisted by three artillerymen, loaded and wurke<l 

the la'pcunder. and after three or four rounds ancoeeded in silencing 

the IS-poiindcr oppi^sod to thorn. Before miiiBat the firing had censed, 
but long after tho action tho cnotiiy could bo seen carrying iiway their 
killed and witunded over the briilgcs. 

The daw'n found them unusually tjuLut. ** We were sti accustomed, 
wrote one, “ to the constant unceasing crack of the enemy's musketry 
that we felt iiQCumfortablc if we did nob hear it” Soon after noon 
Captain Fulton with a few aopoys made a aortic to blow up a house 
near Iniies'tt post which, owing to the cneniy having loopholod it, bad 
become dangeroiia. Descending the wall which formed our defenoa 
by a ladder. Captain Fulten and a few men captured the house by 4 
gAllant rush. ” I put two barrels of powder in it and retired, and to 
my disgust fimnd some of the people who had gone with me loitering.

Tho conaequrnce waa, J was delayed, and the powder going off, hnff 
buried ni^ in ruina A sepoy by my dde waa buried up to his waists 
iibd I got a very seveine conttisiuci, wbioh 1 thought, mlherthe Doctor 
thought, had broken my nrnij btit it is mending fust, so eon Id not have 
been broken/' * In these few simplo words a brave soldier records 
o genamus and noble airt. After the barrels had been placed in the 
houae Fulton» as he tellSp ordered the sepoys to retire. He then fired 
the train and ran back to moont the ladder^ but foimd hia command 
had been disobej^cd, for the sepoys hod loitered to gather somo wuod^ 
Not a momeiit was to be lost. A few yards from him was the house 
containing two barrels of gunpowder. The train had been fired. The 
danger was imminent. But tho sepoys must not perish fur their 
dis^jbedience. He bid them iduunt swiftly. But before the last man 
could place his foot on the lowest rung tho eKploeion took place 
buiydng him to the waist, and a piece of timber sLnick Fulton. His 
escape was itiAfVellous, for the wall which was blown down was not 
ten feet diFstant from where he stood.'' 

Four daj^ later Fulton, undeterred by hia wonncl, went forth on 
another voyage of discevery* ^ At one o'clock,” he wrotej "I went to 
a suspected spot, and after fading, owing to my arm, to got on a cross 
wall to get a hit of a pep, I got a clever little corporal to go, and we 
discovered another mine under fcbc church wall. We want down, broke 
into the house, the enemy bolt.ed leaving one Scpoy*s jacket^ throe 
pairs of shoes and three baskets^ They bad pnigrossed twenty-five 
feet. We destroyed the bouse, with their works^ with two bfvrrels of 
powder." J 

This ia the last entry in tho Diary of Capioiu Felton^ Ou the 
14.th September while rceonnoitring from a bntte?y in Mr, Gubbins* 
post he was struck dea^i by a round shot, Ho was lying at full 
length in one of tho embrasures, with a tetescope in big hand. He 
turned his face with a ™il 0 on it and aaid, ' They are Just going to 
fire;/ fnid sure enough they did. The shot took away the whole et 
the back of Captain Fulton's head, leaving hia face like a mask still on 
his neck. When he was laid on his back on a bed we could not see how

On the 16th of September Ungtidp the penaionfir, was again sent 
forth with a [otter, done up in a plecx) of quill, to take to General 
Havelock at CawnpoTC. General Tnglia wrote, *' Since the dote of my 
laat letter, the enemy have continued to persevere uuceasmgly in Lhcir 
olTori^ against thb position, and the firing haq never ceased either day 
or night * * * I aball be quite out of min for the mon for eight 
days^ but we have been living on reduced rattens^ so 1 hope Lo be 
able to get on pretty well uutil the iSth pro vim ou If yon have not 
roUered ua by that timer shall have no meat left, a$ I must keep 
some bulloeka to more my guns abonli the position ; as h ig, I have 
had bd kill nearly alt the gun bullocks, as my men could nut perform 
the hard work without animal food. I most anxious to hour of 
your Old ranee to reoasure the uative ^Idiors." 

An impression had ariscu among the natives of the garrison, and 
was growing stronger day by day, that further resistance was ho|>e]eEi8L 
The belief was current amoug them that Uugiid's stories were fidso 
and that no relieving force was nigh, Somo officers also had theb 
Tuisgivings as to the pn^bility of relief. Havelock might draw near,

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bill would Fio be able with a smalt farce to cut his way through a 
labyrinth of atreeta atontly barricaded and held by a large and dia- 
dpliued beidy of men? Indeed it would have been etmnge if there 
hfli.1 been oo moments of despondency. The dlEaixiiJtive gamaon waa 
exhausted by want of proper food, continued watching, aud *crue! 
anxiety 7 and it woa no auiall aggravatioti of fcbeir audering^ that no 
shelter conld be obtainefJ from the autumnal rains which were iiniiaujiUy 
heavy, Eigbtj-^rtyur days of canstunt batteriug had dealroycd tho roafa 
of the hr^iif^g, " The shot fired by the enemy were jcsterdJty {September 
7) collected and 280 roimd ehot^ varying in die from a 24r-pounder to a 
3-pounder* were gathered from the roof of the Brigade Mess ubne,”’* 
The buildings were dismantled on all sides by the eucmy^a can non, aud 
tuauy breaches were opened. But os the works began to give w'uy, the 
nmre detemiiucMl were the garrison to rely on theb own bravery and 
fTtrength. It was tcboIvenI that when the outer fortifications had 
crumbled to piecea they would retire to the inner posts and do fond 
them to their lost brealh. Ko man or woman or child should full alive 
into the hands of the robela. 

The conmge of the women had never faltered, Ent the heart of 
the nujet Kuuguine grew aick with hope deferred. '"Oh these sad 
scenes of de®Lth ard sorrow/* wrote one of them, "when are they to 
romc to ou end ?” On the 18tb there was a partial eetipae of the suu* 
To many of our W'eary hearts, sunshine has beon ecHpaed for a long 
long time: who knows how soon it may appear ugninL” Now after a 
long night of sorrow the day of rejoicing was approachiog. On Sunday 
morning, September 20th, the garrison as was their woot a^Bemblod for 
the service of God at the Brigade Hfcaa. That holy day there came 
home to tho captivos the heart of the raeatiing of the noble Psaliii^c 
appointed to be read^ and out of their rouIh^ travail went forth the 
appeal; " Hiile not thy Gice from me in the time of trouble 5 iuclmo thine 
car unto me when I call; Oh hear me uud that right soon ” And they 
weru reminded that ^"Tliia shall be written for those that-coiue after.'^ 
Out of the heaven did the Lord behold the earth: That he might 
heed the mournings of such as are in captivity and deliver the children 
appointed unto deathThe Lord hecLrd their mouruinge and He 
pitied them aeccuding to the multitude of His merciea. On Tuesday, 
September 22 od, there came to the chOdron appointed unto death '' 
glad tidings of delivorauce.. 
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Ungud crppt into the cjitrenchmEOt Isite fit mghfc briaging triih 
kiln a letter from Geaeml On tram, elated September 20th. ** The anny 
tjro9?ed the rivEf yiaterdayp’^ he wrote* “and all the mftterial being over 
DOW, numihea towards joii to-morrowp and W‘ith the hhjsaiTig of Gii<l vnW 
now believe you* The rebels, we hear, intend making one dt'stierattj 
os^uit on yon m we apprt^oH the cibj^and will be on the waleh m 
expectation of your weaketiing yonrgarriaon to make a dirersioti in oiir 
fiivour as wa attack the city. I beg to warn yon againat boii^ enticed to 
TQHtTire far from year works^ ’When you ace ua eugaged in year vieinitjp 
such diverpian as you could make without in any way rakitigyiiiir 
position shonld only be attempted." Hope that they ihonid soon be 
eared filled the hearts of all with glodne^ 

Next moroidg, September 23rd, the min cca^, the sun came out 
and the clouds rolled hwjlj^ and Hie sound of distjmt gitna in the direc¬ 
tion of Cawnporc was heuTiL Aa tho day wore on, tho reports beenmo 
louder and more frequent* " Each boom seeaicrl to say. Wo are coming 
to save you." Expectation grew more intense. Several imagined thoy 
beard musketry. Great was the joy and exultaliutL *'Tho fire keeps 
appmochlngi Hurrah I" The sepoys whose fidth and loyalty had been 
sorely tried bc^n to realise that the re fief 0 h> often foretold ruid 
^pecied was now at haufl Ungud litcmllj danced with joy, exclaiming 
aa each shot was hoards “Our troops have arrived (Humara kum}>Do 
figeea)p'^and jeering and SDapping his fitigem at his incrednlons comrades 
he naked, Who ia the liar now Till eunflot the distant cannonade 
could be heard from time to time, and then all was quiet thniiighoiit 
the night There woe however but little sleep in the garrison. 

In the meming the distant cannonade was again heard, and Large 
bodies of the enemy were seen moring through the city to tho right and 
left. No news of any kind however hod reached the gurrison^ and as 
the day advanced their anxiety grew more intense. Sonic argued that 
the advancing force must have met with a checks The natives ag^iin 
began to lose, hope. Ungud was silentn So liatcaing, scmtiijbljcig and 
guesaing, they spent that long day. When evening Ml the fiosbos of our 
gnus could be seen in the for distance like the beacon that glitterebh 
above the dark ocean and giveth hope and oourage to the storm- 
toesed mariner. 

On tho 2fith at dawn of day the gorrbou again heard in the distaoce 
the growl of cannon^, and by sunrise it bod grown into a loud suilen

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roAT. At lO A,M. ft sepoy penetrated into Gutbins' po3t, imd as the 
suTlirified seutrj tvas akxit to floor him with hk muakat, ho prodoceda 
Iftlter and was rerogiiiwd as a frieudlj mesaenger. Th^ letter was from 
General Outram. but it had been writusn before bk of the 20th, and 
it only aimoimced bk iatentwa shortly to proas the Ganges. The 
messenger ooiitd gko no acoouiit of the advancing foroe beyond its 
having reached the outskirts of the eity. 

About 11 A,». the ciitinoiiiMie died away, but in a few minutes two 
Ini-ga fires were seen blazing in the airy and crowds moving to and fro 
in the atrecte. The muttered mttle of tonsketry fell on their caia and 
voUiidcs of black smoke were seen rolling over the bouse-topa. All the 
garrison was on the akrt, and thu excitement amongst these brave men 
was pauiful to behold. About 1 P.U- fugitive families were seen like a 
swartn of ants passing across the bridges wUh bundles cm their beoda. 
Soon after armed men and sep^yB acooni|Mniisd by large bodies of 
(^vnlry were descried following in their footbteiia, and from every 
gun and mortar that could ba bronght to bi3ar a cooatant shower 
itf heavy missilea was poured upon tho flying troopa. But the 
nbjmiliiuts were still in activity nnd dctermineil not to relaise tho 
ontreuchment from their iron grasp. The breaching batteries oU around 
coutinued to pky with aatemnding rapidity, and from eveiy loophole 
there streamed a sjvifL discbaige of imiaketiy. Then, as a Bight efbulleta 
swept over the head of tho gairUon a whistling aoaml was hoard and 
a cry arose frem the isuldicrs. “It is the Miuk," At once they umJer- 
fitood that friends were near and they guaed Boocdungly about the lints, 
but they could only ece the enemy firing swiftly and heavily from the flat 
roofs of the housea Then, after the lapse of five long minutes they 
beheld our wldiora tlghtiug their way through one of the main atreeto. 
Many fldl at every ste[i, but straight on they caiaio fighting miin to 
man. Now at the sight of thorn ** from every pit, trench and battery, 
from behind tho saadbags piled on shattered boaaes, from every post still 
held by a few gallant spirits rose cheer on cheer." Mtvny of the wounded 
cmwled forth from the hospital to join in that gallant shout of welcome. 
And when darkness came near. Havelock and Oulratu uccompftnied by a 
ft!W Highlanders and Si kb a were at the Bailey Guard Gate, It bad been 
barricaded and a bank of earth thrown up in--iide, aud ao tho GeneraU 
entered in by the embrasure at Aitkena battery, which, having been 
well knocked about, aduiittad them, the staff, aud many of the aoldiera 
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wh.i hud kejit pace with their tnounted Icadora " Wc hardly eipectcfl 
you in before to morrow/' said BH^wdicr laglis, Gmeml Havelock 
noswcrcH. *■ When I saw yoar battered gate, I detemiaed to be in before 
uightihlt,” 

Soon after the earth-was reoitn^od, the battered gate was thrown 
open, and thiough the archway of the Bailey Guard Gate atruatnod 
Hiir'cTock'a furcc« Men, and women with their chlidren were there to 
wslcorao them. The big, roitgh-bcarded aoldiera seised" the little 
children out of our arms, kisaing them with tcara rolling down their 
eheeka, and thanking God they had mine in dine to save them fiom the 
fate of Cawnpora. . . Everyone’s tongue Boemod going at once with tio 
much to asfc and toll, and the faces of attar strangers beain Lci upon each 
other like those of donreat blends and brothuiK" * Fur eighty-aevon 
ilaya the garrison had lived in utter ignorance of all that hsd 
taken place outaide. Wives who had long moumoiJ their hnsbanda 
as dead were again restored to them; otheiB, fondly looking forward to 
glad meetings with those near and dear to them, now for the firet timo 
learnt that they wore ao toote. A woman who endured the nnuttemhlo 
ntiguisb of that moment has told us how on hearing ^the cheering her 
Brat thought was of her husband : whether he hod accompanied tho 
roinforcemciit, “ And I waa not long left in Bimponae, for the firet 
officer I flpnko to tohl me he was coming up ivith them, and dint they 
hml shared tbo aama dootie on the previons night. Jly firat impulse 
WHS to thank God that he had come; and then I ran oat with baby 
amongst the crowd to see if 1 could tini him, and walked up and down 
the road to the Bailey Guard Gate, watching the face uf evx<iy'one tliut 
came in; bat 1 looked In vain f jr the one that I wanted to sec, ami 
then I was told that my husbniid was with the heavy iirtlirety ajul 
would not be In til] tho nest moming, so I went back to my own room, 
I oftiiTd not slwp that night.’* At dawn she dressed heraelf ** and baby 
in the one clean dress which I had kept for him throughout the siege 
until bia father should come/* She then took him out imd met a 
friend who told her that her bufibund was Just coming in, that they 
had been oharing the same tent on the march and that he was in hieh 
spirits at the thought of meeting his wife and child agnim •' 1 waited 
expecting to tee him, but he did not come/’ All that day she sat at

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the eJpar watching for him "again full of happin€»ia." " I felt ha was 
BO near to me that at any moment we might be together again." In 
the evening she took the babe ujj to the top of the Re&iden^ to look 
down the road, “ hut, I could not flee him coming aed returned back to 
itiy room disappointed.” Dawn found her watching for her husband, 
and still be came not, and my heart was growing very sich with anxiety." 
In the oftomoon a friend came to see her. " He looked so kindly and 
so sadly in my fees and 1 said to him^ ' How strange it is my husband 
does not come in ? * Yeabeflaid. * it is stronge t* and turned round and 
want out of the room. Then the thought fltruck me : Something has 
happened which they do not like to tell me I But this was agony too 
great almost to endure, to hear that be had been struck down at our 
very gates." And there burst from ber the same cry that Helen 
wailing with deep aoba spake among the women of Troy : “ My poor 

little fatherleaa boy ! who is to care for tu now.'* 

The story of the defence of the Lucknow Beaidency is a tale 
which will alwap alir the hearts of Englishmeu and Englishwomen, 
for there does not stand recorded in the annals of war an achievement 
more truly heroic. The scene of that momorahle defence was no 
fortress atrong by nature and art, no walled city like Saragossa and 
Laudonderry manned by its own inhabitants, but a range of fragilo 
buildings encircled by auoh entrencbmentB as could hastily be thrown 
up in a few days. The garxiaon consisted, not of a brigade or 
European regiment but of a portion of one British regiment, some 
hundred and fifty loyal sepop, and a motley gathering of civilians. 
Day by day they dwindlai away, worn out hy wounds, disease, and 
insuAicietit food, heat by day and cold by night, beart-aickiieas and 
the insufferable stench of putrefying corpses. The steady waste of 
precious ItvoB is illustrated by the following figures. Of the 927 
Europeans and East Indian (hen present on the Ist of July, only 577 
remained alive on the day of relief (25bh September), and of these 
many were sick or wonudod. Of 765 Natives, 130 were dead and 230 
had deserted. Thus, in S7 days the garrison had fallen from 1.693 to 
1,179, and this included many sick and wounded- The casuaitieo 
among the ArtilloTy officers bear testimony to the severity of the loesea. 
Oo the 1st Jaly there were nine office™ present, of these five were 
killed or dial of wounds. One was three t im es wounded and survived; 
two were once wounded and recovered | and one alone remained 
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during al[ hia busy, mllitaiy anieer he itadJed the rntyeslio works of tho 

Old World.

The 
letters to hb wife and children exhibit the tendemeaa of dispciaiiion 
possessed by the resolute and Htrict Puritan soldier, whoso chief 
chonLctoristic was faithful, single-hearted devotion. Three things 
occupied hia heart—his family, hb religion, and hb profeBSion. He did 
not allow his piety to detract from hb miljtaiy duties. A holy 
anibitkm guided hiim The day after hb fimt victory he wrote: " One 
of the prayers, often repealed throughout my life, since inj school days, 
has been answered, and 1 have bad to command in a euccesafnl action.'^ 
But he had to w'ait in patience fur the atoiiiug hour to Gome. 

The year 18 S 0 may be regarded as the tummg«point m Havelock’fi 
career; for it was then, after twenty jearu* service, ho obtained, at tho 
age of forty-three^ the rank of Captain, and the war with Afghaubtan 
gave the cppertiinity of again showing his militoiy capacity m the field. 
The two moat fitrlkiug inoidents in that unfortunate campaign, and the 
ours which moist rivet the imagination, ore tho stonning of Ghazni, 
and the heroic defence of JellalabacL In both Havelock played a 
subordinate, yet not obscure, port. He bos given us a vigorous socoimt 
of how the "forlorn hope'* at Ghuzni **won gradually their way 
onward, till at length its comnmndEiB, and their leading files, hcheid, 
over the heads of their infuriated oppouents, a small portion of blue sky, 
and a twinkling star or two, and then^ in a moTnent^ the headmost 
soldiers found themselves within the place/" * 

After the ocenpation of Cabnl, as the conntry seomed fairly tran¬ 
quil, the army of the Ludiis was broken up^ and only a small force left 
to maintJain order. Sir Willoughby Cotton, who commanded the divi¬ 
sion, pres^ Havelock who was his aide-de-camp to stay with him, and 
offered him, in addition, the post of Persian interpreter. But Hav&lock 
hod kept careful notes of the campaign, and was anxious to pnblbh 
them before the interest in the war should abate. “I am too old 
for fame " he wrote; “ bare lucre for my boys' education m the only

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object.*^ He therefore declined the offer, und hastened to Serampore^ 
whore he qiijekly moulded his notos into form, working from night to 
murn at the laaL The work was aet iqj in tj'pc at that station and 
de^putched ^ith all speed to England, where it was puhlishcK] in two 
dnodfseimo velnmes: hiit it brought the author neither fame nor lucn?. 
The WET bad ncTcr cieited any enthiiairy^m in Englund^ and all iuterest 
in it bud censed after the Dccnpation of Cahnk The hook had no salc^ 
anil wad little read, thungh it deserved a better fate» It is a clenr 
and impiirtial fifirmliTe, containing scenes not unworthy to mnk with 
the account of the storming uf Badjijoz^ and ilie dark retreat fruLu 
Astorga to Conmna. 

Disappomted at the reception of biabook, Havelock's thoughts jiguin 
Llimed to Aighanistaii, and in the beginning of 1341 he returned to 
Cabnl aaPetsianiuterpreterau tho staff of Geneml William Elphiu^tonep 
who Lad succeeded General Cotton. A few months after hie retiini! 
the wild tribcB began to nmku niidSp and block the possei^ and 
the 13th Boginicnt and 3oth Native Infantry, nndcr Brigadtefdjqnenil 
Sir R, Sale^ had to be sent to punish them, and open the mad. Havcr 
lock obtained iejive to accompany his own regiiaeul On onteritig the 
Khuord Cubul Pass the brigade was so vigoronsly attacked tliat Sale+ 
who had been severely wounded, leaving iiu udvaneed guard to wntob 
the niQiith of the Piiss, fell back to Puthkak, the camping-ground, one 
march from Kabul in the direction of JelloJabaiL He sent Havelock 
to Kabul to bring supplies and troopa, who after a week returned with 
(sheuu Sale's force, now considerably Btrcngthened, pushed its way by 
sheer hard fighting—iu which Ilavolock had his share—through the 
Pass till it reached Cundauiiikj thirty miles on the KahTil side of 
Jellahubfid.'*' Here tidings reached them of the insurrection at Cabiih anij 
Sale was asked by our Envoy to return through the Passes^ On receipt 
of the request the General summoned a Councii of War, at which 
Havelock wan present. Not being a Commanding OfificciT ho Lad no 
vote, but he took part in the diseu^on, and urged many cogent reasons 
fur not retrafling their steps^ Five or his thousand men at Knbub well

Salewa brigade wiia 
siiiaM. and it had been weakened by every step in advance* It had 
been bareJy able to fight ite way to GundamtiF;^ and new it would 
have to fight every' yartl of the way back throagh the moiintams,, 
amidst appalling difEetiltiee. The supply of cartridges was scanty* 

Tile hhow was on the mountains; the cold was intense ; the forca badly 
clothed ; and the deficieney in traniiport would compel ihem to abaxidDn 
their teiita. The sick and wooaded, amounting to three hundred, 
most be placed in a position of safety.- To leave them at Gnndaoiuk 
mejuii cerLuin destmetiau ; in Jcllalabod they would be safe. The 
oceupatioii of that fortroEs would give the Kabul force a point on 
which to retire, and aacure a fortified poiiit on the read to 

India, to which a rclioving force niight ndvaueeH Tho councU resolved 
to THOTO on Jcllabbad* 

On the I2th of ^^ovomber Sale's brigadca encamped under the of 
w'alts of Jellatabad* During the siege the aoimd judgment of Havelock 
Wild of tho utmuat semen in tho Council of War, his sound knowledgo 
of his profeBsion, in repatiiag the workF, and his coolnc^ and caumge, 
in leiLdmg thn sortie*. He firmly, though nnoetcntationsly, Bupportetl 
Major Broadfoot in preveutitig the capitalation^ and in persuading 
General Sale to make the decisive attack on the besiegera nti 7th April. 

A w'onnd prevenEed Major Eroadfnni from taking a part in tho eugugc- 
meut, and his miafortune "brought conspicuonsiy forward otio of the 
best officers in the servicej—^CapEmu Havelock of the ]3th, who thiff 
day, to the public ad van tage^ took my place.'* To Havelock was given 
the eommund of tho thinl right eolumn, and it waa in n groat measure 
duo to his skill and dariog that a complete victory was won. Nine days 
lifter Oepnmi Pollock reached Jellulobadn and the relieving foree wag 
played into camp by the band of the I3fch, to the tune "Oh, but veve 
bin lang o* ceminV' Havelock was informed that he had hfim uppomted 
by the Commandei-^in-Chief in India Deputy Adjutant^General of

ing army to KaboL He was present at the clearing of the Jiigilakk 
Pass, and at Terin where the Afghans roaiie their fianl stand ♦ On 
September the 16th Pollock marched unmolested to Kabah Havelock 
accompanied the expedition promplly sent to succour the captives, 
and after their release he pitMseeded aa Deputy Assistant Adjn- 
tant-Gcneral with the forte sent under the command of General 
lIcCaskell to take the virgin fortress of lalahff. To Havelock the 
success of the expedition and the brilliant victoiy gained were mainly 
duo-t On the 17th of Dccembon 1S42. the Govemor-Genefal rweived 
with considerable t»™P wat^wora regiments from Afghanistan— 
the ■■ iUustrioua garrison- of Jelklabad being the fimt to maich aciwa 
the bridge of boats over the broad watera of the Sutlej. " I cmaaed it. 
wrote Havelock, “ in the suite of Sir Robert Sab^boirowcd for the hour 
„ ■ part of the triamphant pngeaut with which India's ruler greeted 
him who was truly regarded as. under Providence, its preserver. Thus 
auspidously terminated my fonr yearn’ connection with Afghanistan.- 
For his Mfvicea in Afghanistan Havelock was made a C,B. He 
bad begun the campaign as a Captain, and a Captain he came out 
*t its close; and as his staff appointment terminated with the war 
he returned to the command of a company of the ISth Light lofontry. 

On the 30th of June 1843. Havelock got his majorily + withnub 
paKhase, and soon after hb promotion ha waa made Persian inter¬ 
preter on the staff of the new Commander-m-Chief. Sir Hugh Gough, 
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camp he Juiti^d ai Cawnporc, m time tn take part id the Gwiiliok^ 
Campaign. On the 23th of DeccmUer, 184?, nt Mahamjpore, tha 
, Ecgliab dncis mare cnceuntered the 3lahrat.taa 7'Jiey fought mth alJ 
their aneicut valour, but hfidg after adeapenUe renietMccp tojield to 
BdllBh bri3'onet& In the very erisia of it^ soceesa Havelock tallieti 
the !Xative Infantry that vere ad^aticiag at too slow a pace* 
rGmindod Ihcm tkat they wore fighting udder the very' eye of their 
Coniujander-in-Chief, nnd placing himself at their head led them, 
ainid&t a stonn of ahob, against the batteries of the enemy. For 
^taharAjpl^re he received hia Brevet Lietitenant-Coianelcy, Kvheii lie had 
been a sddior twedty*eight year*. 

Two yeara after the Gwalior Cadipaign the firat Sikh War b^an* 
and Uaveloek waa by the aide of hia Chief wherever peril woa gneateat# 
At Moodkee he had two homeg shot uoder him. Mis old chargeri Ferose, 
which had C4urrled him through the Afghaa Campaign twiiig killed by a 
round shot, Uroajdfwt nsmoiiutod him on a pony belongiog to one of 
hi» escort wiiicEi^ before he hod proceeded fafj waa woutided by a 
miiaket-bnEI in the moiitL Broadfoot again nionntod him with the 
reTiiark that it "appeared to be til little use to give him koraea, oa he 
was sure to lose them/' At FeroieaJiah fell the galhmt Braadfoot/ 
and the same confiict deprived Havelock of azi^>ther friend—kis old elili-f, 
iiiSLr Boberb Sale, who ch.»aod a ioitg career of gSery by that death which 
be csoveted^^—death on the field. Haveloek was-preseabat the crowning 
victory of Sobraon, and again had a horae aho-b tinder him Ib waa a 
hair-breadth escape, as the ball struck the smldle-cilDtili and ptk^^sed 
within an inch of his thigh. The ehatger feJI^ hut Ha^elMk escaipeJ 
lUiLurt. 

At the cloflQ of the First Sikh War Havelook, on the reoaiiiTueial- 
-atioD of tho Governordjeoeraf w'oa Appciiited Deputy Ai^utatrb- 
■Genenxl of the Quccta'a injups at Bombay, by the Duke of AYellingtop* 
Lord Hardmge nieDlio-Dcd to the Duke his extniornlinaiy nulitary 
inerita; but Havelock never used his abilities bo uiagni^ himself. 
He regarded the campaigQ merely aa a maeful sdicol for learDing the

that I knew nothing. Well 11 am even yet not too old to leom/' 

When the Second Sikh War bntke out Havelock obtained [K^rmiaaiou 
from Sir Willittui Cotton, who commiiuded the Btpmbay Army, to vacate 
liisatafrapiioiiitmeiit.audloiiithcS3tTl, to which he now belonged.* 
It had been forwarded to the front, and Havelock atartcil with full speed 
for the Punjab. But on hb journey be Tccetvod a perempb^ order 
to return to bia po«l, and a reprimand fur having left it without orders 
bom the Communder-ia-Cbief in India.. Havelock neknowleilgeii that 
he had oatad wrong, and keenly felt the reprimand, " But now am I to 
sit down in despair? Not T, by Oud'a blesssing. If health and life be 
spared I hope bo rotriove all," 

The time had now come for bitu to quit the trying climate, which 
he hiid braved Bix-and^twenty years. In November, 15+9, ho arrived 
Ui England, and ibo next two yeare were spent renewing hb health 
and hb intercouree with the friends of hb youth. Then bo retnnied to 
hb old post at Bombay, which ho held till the spring of 1834, when 
Lord Hardinge appointed him Qunrtemiaster-OcnoniJ of the Queen's, 
troops in India. On the 20tb of June of tbu same yrur he obtained 
hb regimental Lieutcnant-Colonelcj. and brevet Colonolcy, and a few 
months later the office of AdjnUmt-Gepend of the Qneen's troops in 
India having become vacant he was transferred to thot post. Two 
years after when war with Persia was dcclartHl (Ist November, 185G), 
Havelock was appointed, at the cwiiiest of Sir Jamea Oulraoi, to com¬ 
mand a divbion of the force which was about to proceed under thu 
comuiond of that ofiicer to ibo Persian Oult Havelock juined OuLram 
at Bushlro after the first blow had been struck at the Persiana, iiud 
their army routed at Knahab. Outium determinod to follow up hia 
Buccosa by an advauoa to the Persian Capital, and diroatod Havelook tu 
prepara for an attack on Mobainerab. a strongly fortified town on the 
Eiiphintca Havelock drew up tho plan of operntinna which were in 
the main adopted by Outram, and provod completely suceeaafnL On 
the 20th of Mateh the fnrts were occupied, but all further advance waa 
stepped by news reaching tha emnp (oth April) that pence with Persia 
bod been signed at Parb. 


* tl« but exdiwtBiiJ from «i® ISlli int* Ills 3fllh RKsimEDt bafora Itui 
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Q^ the 15tli of May, H^veloek saiM for Bombay, and reached 
that capital OQ the 2Gth, when ho heard the aatoimding intelligopce ** 
tiiiat the Native regiments had tiiutiuied, and that Delhi woa id the 
hands of the rebelfl.

On the 12th of June ha emhorked in the Bteamship Erin for 
Gaile. The vessel wits wrecked on the coast of OeyloUp and for bo mo 
honra it was uiomentarily expected to go to pieces; and during that 
time it wn^ mainly due to Havelock that order was kept among the 
{uvnic-stricken crew^ At dawn all were safely lauded, and on reaching 
htiorcj Havelock called un all to do what the little company of Pilgrim 
Fathers did» when they landed op the baaren coast of Maseachiiaetta— 
return thuuka to Alrnighty God. “ Tbe folly of man/' he wrote^ “ throw 
us on shore; the mercy of God found as a aqfii place near Calturn,"' 

^run Cultiira Hav elock hastened to Galle, and embarked on. the 
Fm which ruachod Madras on the l-ith of June, Hero he 

h^arnod that Genoml Aiisou had died [27th of May) and Sir Patrick 
Grout, Goiiiuiatidcr'iii'Chief of the Madras Army, (loii been anmnioned 
to Calcutta- Grant was an old comrade of Havelock'Sj and they hod 
riildcn «do by side at Muhaiajpore aniJ Jloodke ; and the two Generals 
went together to Calcutta, airmug there on the ]7th of June, On 
the following moniing Grant introduced Havelock to LoH Canning'^ 
" Y"our ETccIloncy^ 1 have brought you the man," Lord Hardingo hadt 
mmi* years before, paid—'' If India ia ever in danger, the Oovemineut 
have only to ]>ut Havelock in command tif rtii anny, aud it will bo 
&avod.” India was now in danger, and Havelock was put in command, 
not of an army, but a ^mall oolumn of troops^ It wna to be fonned 
at Allahabad, and was to conslstr in adtlition to floine urtilleiy and a 
few other troops, of the 64th and TSth HighEanders, whom he had com* 
inanded on the £upli rates, Havelock was rc-commisaioniKj BrigadicT^ 
Gcneml * and recoivc^l instnietioiLS that after quelling all disturbances 
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at AUahabftd he should not lose a moment in supporting Sir ETeory 
Lawrencte at Ltieknow, and Sir Kngh Wheeler ftt Cawnpote; and that 
he shoiiLd take prompt tneasares Tor dispendng and utterly destroying 
all motinceis ant] msurgeutaH^ There was to l>e ns little delay tia 
po^ble in cajrj ing out these measures. It was not po^ible at the 
moment to give him any more preeiBe or dejiuite ins true tie tij», but he 
must ndceasarily be guided by circiHusUnces ^ and the (Jonimander-in- 
Child' had entire eenfideiice in bis w&ll-ktiown and often proved high 
ability( yigaar, and judgment ” 'ITie eonfidence of the Cominaiiderdtir- 
Chief was not, howervet, shared by aJL Marolock^a appointnietit was 
sharply criticiaed, and he wat called ^ an old foaaib ting up an<! only tit 
to be tnmed into pijfa-elay/ '^Genf ral Havelock*'* wrote Lv^dy Canning* 
"is notin fashioi], hut all the samie we helieve he will Aj well N& 
doubt ho is fussy and tiresomei but bia iiltle, nld^ stiff Hgiire looks as 
active and fit for use as if he were made of ateel.^ On the 25th of 
Jutie that"' little stiff figure “ weol forth from Calcutta to prove him- 
irelf a great military leail'er and win the gratitude of his eoimtiy.

A HHin of uiiLiring seal and activity, 
before noon his men were transferred to fiats on the river, ready to

every iiian ho could spare. On the 2Ist of May, Lady Canuiog 
"^Somo of tbo Queoi/a Mth go by fast dawk in anmll 
detaohnieiita to Bonares: eighttfon a day unly al hrst, and afterw&nb 
twenty-five n day; but they travel fast. The biilloek-train * cairioa a 
hundred, thirty mi lea a day faster than marching, but deplorably slow 
for Hiioh long disLanoes. Tlic river m of little use, for it m rmeesnary 
to go round by the Sunderbuiid, now that it is so low^ and the distance 
so immense.'^ 

It was delttruiLnod to send a portion uf tbo Mnuiius FuetHor&on 
steamers by the river ronte^ and iR»iiie wer& to be entrained '* by 
detathtnents. The railway terminus was on the bsink of the rivor^ 
alninst the fort at liowmb:—" I’hero is a landing place and 

jettywrole Neill: " the train w^ao to aUirt at 8-110 p*m. My men wyro 
all on board Hats in the river, where they were cool and comfortable, 
and out of the wjiy of iniBehiof. When a party of lOO itmo wore 
intemk'd to go hy train the flat on which they were was haulod into 
the jetty. On the night on which the seconEl jmrly loft, the flat weis 
lunihul in^ but there was a Sf|tiall, ami ct>iiset|Ue£it ilelay^ Th e mi I a ay 
people on shore gave nu ossistauce. As we neared the jetty, a Jack-in- 
ofBci^ StaliiTu-mjurtier called out to me veiy' iiisoleutly that 1 w^is kte, 
;itid that the train would not wait for me a moment. He would send 
it off wjthniiL me. A little altercation ensned. Our men wore landed 
by their otlicers and went making the besL of thoir way up U> the 
carriages. The fellow was still insolent, and thrrrntoned to HlJixfc the 
traiTi^ flo I put him under charge of a Scrgeftnt^a guunl^ with orders not 
to alhiW him to move until I gave penulQsiOb. The othor oQiciuIb wom 
equally threatening and impertinent One gcfilteniau told me 1 might 
command a regiment, but that 1 did not commonrl t hem; they had 
nutihortry iher^?, and thjit he wfiiihl start the tndn witlumt tny men.

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1 then placed a gnftrd over tho engineer and stoker, gnt all my men 
aafely into t ho tniin, and then relcnaed the mil way people :—off went 
the iTfiiUn only ten in in uteri after time. * * * ** I told 

the geiitlcriicn that thidr eouduct wuo that uf tiniloTH and rebels^ 
lorUiimte it was for lliein that 1 had nvl to deal with Lbeiii. The 
nnitter h\m been brnnght Ll> tho notice of Government. I have heriMl 
nothing more than that Lard Cunning Lhinkg I did what was right* 
and the raibvay people are now luost painriilly civil and polite/’ 

On the 3rd of J into Gilonel Neill nrrivEd at Etinares with a detach- 
mcdtoflilri regiment, and found nixty of hia men mid three ofticers 
who had preceded him there; Ho had arranged to start with a detaeh- 
inont of his corps for Cawtipore the fullowing :irk-qrmjon± hut in the 
course of the day^ the 4th, tivw^ arrived of the n to tiny at Aziujglmr, 
'I'he Native garrison at Honares cansisted nt the time of the 37 lH 
Native Iiifantryi, the l 4 UCK]jimiili Sikh regiment^ which was couipist'^l 
only very partially <.sf Sikhri and largel}^ rif tfindustaueee, nutf n part of 
a regiment of Irregular Cavalry^ Brigadier Ponsonbyp ** whf^^ gallantry 
bus never been riurpisried even in the iitiiialri of old Bom an heroiHin/** 
coruiiianikd the station, and he at once consulted Colonel NllII ;is ici 
the expiLuliancy of dLsariniiig the tilth, ^*who had been inspected dF 
dhuOectiou fur riome time." ^ He proposed waiting until the ful lowing 
morning to do this: f iiiged its being doim at once, to which he 
agreed, and left my quarlets to mako hifl arrangements, directing me 
to be present with the Eixropeimri at 5 F.Ai:[ The Lthidianjdk regiment 
in which LieiitenanL-OaloiieE GuttJon placed mueh confidence, and a 
party of about flevcnfcy of the IiTcgiihir Cavalry* were to join the 
Buropconsi in their demujiatratiun.'' 

Tbn lines of the ^7th were iti the centre of the parade, almost 
inidwaj" between those ucenpied by the Sikhaond by the Artillery, At 
the hour apjKiiiik^d Brigadier Ponsonhy am veil, "but I observed that 
ho appeared far from well, and perfectly unable b>act with energy or 
the vigour reL|Hired of the omoigeiicy,^ The Eiimpeanfl luid Artillery

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TTpre (urdetied to advance from t.he left t th« Sikh and Irregular Cavafiy 
from the rights “Oo approaching the hells anna of the S7th 
the sepoy's of that corps aaized their anna, loaded them and oponod 
fire upoii us."* Some of our men fell wnimded. The Europesna 
promptly retiiroed the fire, and Captain Willinin Olpherts poiirrd in n 
shower of gm^K and the aepoya fell back on their lincR, Brigadier 
Ponaodby was now atruck down by the nm and begged that Snill 
would at once naauinc the command, “ which I accordingly did, and 
directed a dash on the lines with the Europeana and SLkha in line 
on each flank of the Artilleiy, But the Sikhs did not move from their 
position, for they were startled by a shot being fired in their rear. 
Captain Guise, cominanding the Irregtilar Cavalry', had been shot bv a 
fiepcjj of the 37 th, while going to parade, and Captain Dodgson, the 
Brigade-Mrijcr, Wins onicred to take command of the corps. No sooner 
bail he riildcn up to them, and called upon Ihcm to follow him, when a 
trtn^per fired at him, and att.emptcd to cut him down. On hearing the 
tihot and tunnoil in their rear, the Sikhs, apprehensive of treachery 
turned round and begun to fire at their DfficersL A sepoy levelleti his 
musket at Colonel Gordon, the gallant and popular commander, and n 
Sikh stepping forward held hia arms in front of (he Colonel, and 
received the bullet Ibcn another Sikh aimed ot his Commander, hut 
was promptly shot down by two of hia comrndea. Shouting and yell¬ 
ing frantically the Sikhs now began to fire ,yildly in all direction3,'tuid 
wrae of their bulfots went whiHtlmg through the Engliali batterj', 
Olpherla, after tho British lufantiy had gone in pursuit of the 37tb 
Native InfiiDtry, thinkinj his work was done, began to limber up hi* 
guns; but on hearing the tuundt in hia rear he promptly ordered 
them ti> be imlimbered again ami swung them round. In a wild storm 
■of rage, panic, and madtieas, the Sikhs surged forward, and OlpherLs 

opened fire. Twice, thrice, they made impetuous charges to capinra 

the half battery uf three guns, manned by 30 Engtishmea; but storms 
of grape Hhecired them away, and, recoiling, they brake and fled in n 
chaotic manner towards tlie Infantry line. And with them (vent the 
Irregular Cavalry. Olpherts hod done his work right well; and Ncifl 
completed it by driving the mnlinecrs out of cantoBmeuLf. By their 
daring and prompt aclion they saved Benares and Uie ratontiou 
of our niuhonty at that iiiipurtant base enabled Nalll to aacoour 
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All oil abaci,^That pointy** iw Lord Canning wrote, “ the moat precioua 
in India nt the present moment." 

On the 5tb of June news of tho mutiny at EenarToa reached 
Allahabad. '^The same day an order c^me from Sir Heaiy Wheeler, 
Brigndierat Cnwnpore^ “to miLO the fort with a very available Enropesin, 

* and make a good PrepamtiDDfi were instantly made ; nil the 

Indies and all uon-comlKhtauts were ordered into tho fort! many of tho 
tatter ciibeyod, and were formed into a Votanbeer company, under the 
ufficor oommimdiDg the gnrrbon j but a laige nmnberj, beheviog it to be 
a fake olonzi, remamed outaide« The garrison now comisted of tho 
Hixty artillery pensioners sent from Chnzmr^ h few Commissariat and 
Magazine SergeantSj and the Toluntecn^ nnisteriog about one hundred 
men. There were also four hundred men belonging to an IrregnLor Sikh 
regiment Under Captain Brauyer„ and eighty of the §th Native Infantryi 
the ruuiaiiider being cantoned in tho station about two miles away. 
But on receipt of the intelligcneo from Benares a company wa^ scut 
down with two guns under the camniand of LieDtenant Horward 
of tho Artillery to the bridge of boats to pFOTont the rebek from 
crosamg^ At the same time Lieutenant Alexander, with ] &0 troopers 
of tho 3rd Ondh Irregulars, was also sent to occupy the Alopi Bagh, 
a garden bctwceTi the fort and bridge of boats which comniantled tho 
approaches to the station..

Promptly 
came back the reply - — ' The thatika of the Oovoruoirmeneral in Ooimcil 
to the fith Begiment of Natlvo Infitntry, their declaration of loyalty and 
soMia- like olfer to march to Delhi win be aonoiincod in the GaE^tto. 
Inform the regiment of this/' Oa the 4th of June appeared the General 
OnliiT, thanking the whole regiment of the 6th Native Infantry, and 
tliG three companies of the ;i4th regitneut of Native rnfioitry* at 
Earmckpore, who had "e!tpressed themselves in the same soldicrdikc 
tiirintih?rfor this mark of their devodoop siud direct that this tender 
Ilf their seiw^iceSj at a tiiirie w'hea ao many misgiiidod soldiers of the 
Iteligal Anny havei ftw'crvad frcHU their allegiauce to the SLatOp flhnll 
lie placed anuing the records of Govanirncnt, and shall he read at the 
heOJil of every regimont and company^ at a psirade ordered for the 
pnrpoae** At siir o'clock on Saturday evemngp the 0th of June, the 
Cth Native Infantry were paraded to hear the mci^sage from the 
tIovenior'Oenenil- They received it with lead ^" Europeikn cheers/ and 
declared their rcadinesa to die for the " Kaiupane Bahadoor/ 

Throe hoiir^ later the officers of the ** loyal 6th Native Iiihiu try 
wei-e seated around their mess taWe^ discussing the foregoing event 
of the d&Yj when the bugle aounded the alartOp and iu the far 
dbtauce WTia hemii the rattle of musketry. Now they thought the 
miiiineers from Benares had arrived^ and that the coMpoay of the 
lith were keeping the bridge ogaimt the rebels. They ruahed forth 
fruia the roomp ** ea^ich eager to take the bead of his company* and 
coniliict it against the rel>eltt" Ou arriving at the panule they ftiund 
one of their eompimiea drawn u[>. They cailied am to the men r ihe 
answer wa? a volley which laid five of them dead on the grouuiij Then 
the sepny-^ spread fii and wide, alaydng every Eurnpean or East Indian 
th^^y met. Seven young Enaignsj who had been prjsted to the model 
ikh Native Infantry* to loam their drill before joining their respective 
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regiments, werasliot deiid outside the Afess-hduso. One of the mw 
inecrnita, ci lm\ of sixt^eOp who hw\ nmved at Calcutta opiy in iJay, 
woa left for dead ou tha field ; but he nmuoged^ though ^pveToIj 
woundiLHlp, to drag hiiuaclf Lu a neighbduriug mvino. At^ the bidtotii 
fiowed a riv^ifot* imd rliirieg the day he cuncealef] tiiipBclf in thii 
bushes which Liuod its banks, and at night he cxuitrived to Rcranihte 
int^■3 a tree, to sa¥e himseir ffiun the wild beasEs. 8n pnsseil five duja 
aod plghts. Then he woe diflcoTered and takeri before &u insurgent 
leader^ who ordered him to be con£inod in a camvanserfli* Ois fellow- 
prOHjaer woa Clopiiiatti. a native catechist. The jming lad wan dtifioring 
exeruoiatiDg |>aui fruiii his uegleoted woutids^ and cmei fever racket! 
hipbones. *'Nottho bioat of his sufFeriiigg wa=? from thirst, and all 
night and day he waa calling out for wnter^ In tho midst of all hia 
sufferings ho ojiborted Gopinatt to stand firm^ ssiyiug:—^ Padre Sahib^ 
hold on to jour foitbj don't give it up/ When the Mohaintnedans saw 
Gopinatt trymg to show kitidiiesH to Check, they put him at a distanoe^ 
and tried to prevent ail further iutercourae between them/"^ On the 
Idth of June Gopinatt and his youth ful couipanfon were brought into 
the fort; but “ poor Cheek died in the fort thk oveniugj from 
eyposnro and tho long neglect of hiB wounds,^" Thus the gallant liid 
Avoa cut os HDon os he bad denned hia first uniform, but not before 
he bad won his way to glory. At the time ail England rang with the 
storjt and of all tho most glorious actions which make the Indiivii 
Mutiny the epic of our ntce, none better deserves a pince in ita 
ouiials. 

When the garrison in the fort heard the discharge of firearms* 
they raced up to the roiuparta in breathless silence* to oi^certBia the 
cauae. "^The firing grew heavierj and we all thought that the 
insurgeutB had cuter^ the station^ vvere belug beaten off by the 
regitaenfc. So steady the nitjsketrjv regular file firing ; on* on it 
coutinu(?d* volley after volley. Then the firing grew fainter in the 
for distance, as if they were driving a force out of the stationBut 
soou the truth was known. In about half-an-hour Harward rode up to 
the glacis of tbo forl> and euLlcd out that the eepoya of the 6th Regi^ 
nient hod mutinied^ and tnkeu tho gona away. H^vard had done his 
beat to save them. On finding that the sepoys refused to take the guua 
to the fort as they had been commandedj but were determined to niturch 
with them to the cantonments, he baateued to the Alupi Bogh io 
briug up the Irregtilaf Cavalry* ^'AJeaaudor iinniedijitely had iiia 
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bortki ready aad gi^'ing one to Harwnrf got ^evciril men into thei^dle 
(IS stum fta posaible, and started. They appronehed the parly with the 
gun^ near the large tank jiiat befure Mr. thorns house on the fort rwid- 
There Alexander made an attempt to charge them in the rear. He 
robbed on at a gallop^ and had just raised himself in his sruddic to striko 
a sepoy down with his sword, when the man raised the xnazzle of his 
musket to Alexander's breaet and idiat him through the heart/' He 
iuBtantly fell from his horse ■ most of tho Native cavalry deserted, md 
joined the mutineers and Harwarrl, hnding resistance bopelosSp turned 
tuH hoTsOj and ** old Smuggler daahed through the sepoya like an old 
trump aa ho hj and brought his rider safe to the fbrL'^* 

In the fort the danger was extreme—a hundred men of the mutinoo^ 
Bth held the main gate. It was irnpemtive to disarm them ut once: 
them was a grave appreheusion whether the 400 Sikhs^ who had heard 
of the punishment lueted out to their countrymen At BeuareSp would 
afford any aid to the handful of BuglishraeUp or even retmiin neutml. 
Happily they ware comiaunded by Captain BjTuyer, a man whose active 
oourago was combined with tbose rare qualities which attract the 
admiration and conhdence of soldiers^ and qompels tbeni to submit to 
the restraints of military discipline.^ And never did they appear moro 
conspicuous than at this grave and imminent crisis When news of 
the mutiny at Benares rcachfjd the fort^ two guns* loaded with grape, 
bad been placed in a position commanding the miiin gatop to guard 
against an attack of the rebels from that Gtation hourly expected As 
eiMiiL as Harwanl had braught news of the revolt of the 6th* and it 
was dctormiaed to disami their comradeSp tho Volaatoers wore drawn 
np around the guns with loaded muskets cocked, and hngers on the 
triggers," In front were the Sepoy guard, ‘'with muskets capped 
coolTury to ordcra.^* A fuse having t>aen lighted* the command wag 
given to the guard to “Pile arms."* A momout'a hesltatioa, and it 
wna obeyed. Then eomc^ more daring thau the r^t, rushed forward 
to &eke them again. At this critical moment the Sikhs wavered : 
pride, ambition * and revenge impelled them to throw in thefr Jot with 
tbi± sepoys. But under the spell of Brasyeri whos« presence had

im iirtaiatible power, Uiey stood qmo% tilt the words were quickly 
passed : The Sikhs are atncmcb” The Eiep^yB, seeiug the Sikhs 
firm, fell bock, and tKioped through the gate to join tliedr commdcB^ 
The fori WAS saved: but all else Wiis lost, 'I'he mtiLinoer^ rekaiied the 
prtsoiurs. sokic two tlioutiatidkin nambar, from the gaola* and Allahabad 
became a E$eeno of wild and desperate wickednega. The rabble wimked 
their vGngeunce not only on the Europcaiiij, but peaceful Iliiidu pil¬ 
grims who had corae to the sanred city to wash their ains away wero 
savagely robbed, and the houKea of wealthy natives were gutted and 
set on Ere. All night long the Europeans saw from the lumiJarts the 
lurid glare qf tlio condagmtioju 

“Morning otmie" e^ya one- "‘such a dismal morning 1 have 
seldom seen," It w^as Sunday, and Divine Service was held on the 
verandah of the barmcksj at nnom “ The service was very short, and 
attended by few. Most of the gentlemen were engaged in watching 
the fort, and Bcvcml ladies were overwhelmed with grief at the recent 
loss of their husbands; and ai£ of them bad just been reduced ton 
state of beggary.'^ The burning and plundering of the city went on 
during tho day. Towards evoaing the garrison was chccrcd by the 
arrival of fifty Fusiliers, under the command of Lieutenant Arnold, 
who had been sent forward by Neill. Two dap after and auolher 
detachment arrived; but those within the fort wrore still in considemblo 
danger. They were threatened without by the uiutmears, who had 
begun to invest the place; while tho fidelity of the Sikhs within was 
doubtfuL There was great ioardty of food, and for several daj^ famine 
seemed to staro them in the face. The arrival of Neill on the eleventh^ 
however, swiftly altered the aspect of fiflkirsL Oa the evening of tho 
9 th, iiecomponied by i\ party of 53 men and au officer of tho Maiims 
FusiliurUp be started from Benares. It was the mot^t trying season uf 
theyeorj and mneb delay was occaaioued by the roads being deserted 
and all the post-horses taken awny by the insurgents. After two daj^ 
und two nights of strenueus labour Ndll arrived near Allababad, and 
found it elosely invested, tbe bridge of boats partly destroyed and 
m the puss^esEiion of the enemy. It was a blaring afternoon, and four 
v( big men had idrendy perished by Eunstruke. He maimged to bribe 
some natives to bring a bout over to the left bank of the GangeSp in 
which he embarked part of bia meti. ** The people in the fort, having 
by this time seen us, tfcnt over boats some way down ; by these means 
wc all got into the fort^ aLmoet coniplstely eriiuusted from ^ over-lung 
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night jmTGh, ntid the int^msc heat."* As Neill entered ih^ gate, th& 
sentiy isaid—" Thank God, air j you ’ll aa^e yetJ" 

Neill took immotJiate meastirea for re-eetablighing authority at 
Allahabad He was exhausted by his dnali from Benares, but no 
bodily TTcaknesa could irSeet that Intnffpid spirit, *" I enulrJ only 
itand up for a few minuter at a timer ho wrote to hia wifo; 

and when our att 4 icka were going on 1 was obligo^l to ait down iu 
the batteries and give mj orders and directions,"* The attj«;kfl were 
downed with enocesa. The day after his arrival ho reci>verBf] the 
bridge, and secured a safe passage for another detaehuiout of n huuilred 
men of tlie I'lisilieTB, iroin Benares. On tha 13tb lie atttiekefl the 
insurgeuts in an adjaeant villagepf on the toft bank of the Jninna, 
and drove them out with loss. ^-On the Hlh I eoiild do little or 
nothing. All the soldiers, Europeans and Sikhi!^ were drinking to 
^xoeESL Total disorganiMiliou would soon have ensued mid tBe conse¬ 
quence to us and the safily of iho fort been fatal"' By the aid of 
Bmsyer the Sikh corps were moved out of the fort, and the hquor 
destroyed, or handed over to the Commissariat. Active operatious 
were re^iumcd and the iuBurgenta driven from the surrounding hamlets 
On the I7th of June the English magiatrate resumed his duties in tbo 
city I and British ndmioistmtion was again established in Allahabad, 
Neill now set to work witJi iiupetuoun energy to equip a aumd 
force to send forward to the relief of Cawnporp. On the 13rd of 
June ho telographed io the GovernmcTit of lEidia : — Lightly equip¬ 
ping four hundred Europeans, ami twn 9-pounders with veteran. Euro* 
pean soldiers : three hundred Sikh a with all the cavalry heroT taking 
twenty days" rations to move by march os on Cawnpore. It will be four 
days at least before I can starb,—caiyiago and pruvbioua difficult as 
yet to get: things improving.^ 

But things did not impreve He aiviftly as tho sanguine Neill 
expectel On the 2Sth he had to telegraph to Ooverniuentr — "The 
column will cerLainly march from this on tho 30th, towards Cawo pore; 
htojor Benaudj Madras Fudliei^^ will eummaud. I have the utmost 
confidence in him. They are well Eumpeanedi and must get on welL'^ 
On the SOth of June, the day on which the siogo of the Lucknow 
Beaidency began, Havelock arrived at Allahabad, and took over

A ateamer 
with 100 Europeans anned with Minic rides and two fi-poundeia start 
to-morrow to endeavour to reliever Wheolcr, or co-operato with the 
column under Major Renaud, 1st Matiras Fuailiers,” * At one o’clock 
A-M., cm July 3rJ, Lieutenant Chalmors rode in from Renaud’s 
cotuom with the news of the destraotion of Sir Hugh Wbcolcr’a 
Force; and at dawn Havelock telfitp^phed to the Comnuinderdn- 
Iho nowa of the entire destruction of the Cewuporo fbreo 
confiriucrl by c<»stud who, carrying letters from Lucknow to Allahabad 
witnessed f The answer came bach If yon are satistied of the 

truth of the account given by tbo fflxsaid you should halt Renaud'a 
force until Havdocka colufUD mu support him "+ The message was 
addressed to the ofGcer conimaoding at Allahubad, and Neill replied: 

“I feel confident Wheeler still holds out. General Havelock has 
halted Renauda force. I would not, as it is atrung enough for 
anything that could be brought against it; and if tho report U true 
ahonld move on steadily to Futtehpore, to bo there to ho overtaken 
by the General" Neill also informed Sir Patrick Grant that the river 
steamer, with 100 Fuslliere and two guns under the command of 
Captain Spurgin of that corps, had started that murning, and be 
addcd-‘>The steamer, besides the groat effect it will produce on the 
Ganges, will cooperate with the advance by land, If the rivor is oiHso 
we can li^sjiort troops and storeg. and have much land carnage. My 
opinion is we ought never, if poeaibio, to stand, but always be 
advancing, if only three or four miles n day/ | Havotook hod sent bock 
lieutcniiiit Chalmers 6u Major RQimud. with an acknowledgment of 
his letter of tho previous day, which, os the General remarked, 
appeared to leave no doubt of the destruction of tho Cawnporo force!

~had a note from Sir H. Lawrence of 28th ultimo. All wall 
then; I but ho says ho bos toobod to boHovo General Wheeler and his 
force hod been destroyed by treachery, and directing Benaud to atand 
hist on the ground his note reaches him. or according to the number of 
the onerny. fall back on this, I still do not beliovo that Cawnpuro 
hos fallen- Rennud has. I regret to say, not only bulbed but sent in 
[for] reinforeemQnte, and has written to Captain Spurgin to join him. 
I only hope Spurgin will not obey him. Immediately I hoard this 
I Mprossed my eitremo disapproval to Genend Havelock, .He 
premised to send out an order that Captain Spiugin should not leave 
the steainer. I wrote at the samo time to Reuaud by eorpresa, sind trust 
it wiU reach him in time." f At Lohangu Major Bennud had reccivLiI 
instrections not only from General Havelock but also, as Neill stated, from 
Sir Henry I^wlence thus pithily expreeaed ; *' Halt where you now 
stand, or, if neeeeaaiy, fall back." He also received orders diametrically 
opposite, forwarded by Calcutta from Sir Patrick Grant, who, no doubt, 
infiuetK^ed by Neiira telegrama, osanmed “ that the fall of Cnwopora' 
ia a fabiicaLion. and tharefore bo pnah on thither." The next day 
Major Reoaud marehod to Hntinghee. eevon miles, where he opened 
oommunication with tho steamer. On the lOth July he hatl pusbed 
Oil to Arrahpare, about ton miles from Futlehpore, when nows 
reached him that Havelock waa within five milea of him, and would 
join him next moraung. Rcnand waa, however, anxious to enpturo 
Enttchpore before the General reached him. Ha hod been wrongly 
informed that it was defended by only a few matchlock men; but tho 
Nona with a large foreo woa making down upon it in the hope of anni¬ 
hilating him, and, if ho had mode tho attempt, not a mnn of his force 
would have lived to toll the tale.

UaVtiluok’s force, mchidiu^' Ronaud's party, amounted to l.DGi men, 
all told. Of these 1,9G4 men 1,403 were Britigh, and 5S1 Nntivea.^a 
handful of man to imrch through n hoatile country, held by a host nf 
well-iiacipliued aoldiers. But no disparity of nmubera, no diaadvantagaa 
of Benson, could hold book these chivalrous spirits. The weather had 
Hot in with torrents of min. which had uttorly iioaked touts and 
baggage; and it waa hilling heavily os the columti marched through 
the native city of AJlahabfid. *‘Tha inhabitantiB lined the streets, and 
swarmed an to the honsetopa in gloomy silence, ciirions to behold the 
first really oSenstve demonstration of their Feringhee masters, einoo 
the commencement of the outbreak." That night the column camped 
io a anipo awamp, with tho rain ^ill ponriag on them. 

The moming wag fine, "The rain ceased. The sun came out and 
dried out draggled feathera. The amnd Trunk Road, along which our 
route lay, was in gpleudiid order, and the force moved briakly on through 
a faenutiful. flat, fertile, well-wooded couutiy, like the Weald of Kent 
without the hedgea*' f For three days tho force proceeded by regular 
marches, the Geuoral not earing to press his men till they had hcTOino 
inured to marching and tho intense heat. On the lOth instant, however 
news reach^nl Havelock that Major Eenauds position hud become 
critical^ He therefore determined to push forward and overtake Jiim, 
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No time w&3 to be iDSt. Accor Jinglj" the coluioq prossod on ward along 
the same noble roadj which Daihouaie had made, till it reached Syaneej 
fifteen miles distant. ELshnnsted by a frightfiil ?iiii the men, rested 
for n few houTS, and resumed their oonTBa at eleren at night; and in the 
dim grey of the moming of the 12th of July they joined Major 
Renaiid on the reacL ” We drew up in Line by the ^dde of the road to 
receive tbenL We ahall net (need we say) soon forget the scene. Up 
came the brave band^ the 7Sth Highlanders plapng on their bagpipes 
the " Campbells are eoruing/ while all along ouc line a cheer ^qsq rb we 
welcomed them.^^ The united force marched some seventeen milca 
morej and reaching Botinda, four miles from Futtehpore^ halted to 
encamp on a fine open ploim ** Arms were piled in line, graiind waa 
taken up for each corps^ and the weary, wayworn maiij overcotne by 
the oppressive heat jind biillinnt sunshine^ lay down tn groups, a little 
in the rear, anxiously expecting the arrival of the tents and haggiige, 
which were close behind."' * 

Havelock, having tiiken up hig position, sent out Lieutenant- 
Colonel Tytler, with the volunteer cavalryp. to. inveetigate a little, 
Tytler piighed forward close to Futtebpore* and wog taking a good 
survey of the place, when a awarm of the enemy's horse ruahotl out on 
him and his few sabres, and he was obliged swiftly to returhj with the 
enemy in full pursuit. As goon as their whito uuiformB were scon 
emerging from eome tr^ea on the edge of the plaiu, the assembly was 
sounded, the toil-worn men sprang to their feet, tmpilod arms, fell in, 
and stood all ready%f 

The rebels thinking they had only Major Heuaud's force In front, 
insotenLly pushed forward two guns and a force of cavalry and 
infantry, cannonaded our front, and theatened our danks. Havelock, 
caruestly wishing to give his harassed soldiers rest* made no eounter- 
dijsposition beyond posting 300 EnJicid ridemen {04th) in an advanced 
copse. '* But the enemy moJntaiued Wa attack with the audacity 
which his fiiab supposition had inspired and my inertnesg fostered. It

Htg diapositbiv^ were quickly mode. The gnrtg, eight in number, 
were farmed in the centre under Captam Maude, R.A,, protected and 
aided by one hundred Enfield rifiemen of tba 61 th ; the infantry were 
formed ill quarter diatanco calumng at deploying distance behindr wbilnt 
tho VqlnnteoT Horse and Inregular Cavalry guarded the donka. And 
poTvtho word to advance being given, the artillery piiahed on in line with 
the Enfield riflefl, and goon oame into action with the enemy's gtma« 
Maudo^o fira electrified tbom. Wo could aeo tha round shot ploughing 
them up, and the grape falling on aU aides^ and sheik bursting 
over their hoads. It was moat refi^hing^ They could not stand 
And the rifie fire reaching them at an unexpected distanco 
increased their dismay^ They lied from their guns and retreated to a 
second batteiy placed on the road in the rear. Here they a^in mode 
a £t^d« Maude piish^ his guns on through fiimking swam [is, in 
which the wheck sank deep, till after much pulling by tired bullocka 
and gunners they sunnminted the difiicnlLi^s of the groundj and 
arrived within point-blank range. Then the guns on both aides agoin 
exchanged salutations. In the rear of the enemy's principal battery 
waa a large body of infantry^ and moving to and fro among them^ 
giving orderflj could be seen the Leader, on a richly caparisoned elephant. 
Maude dismounted, laid the gun at line of metal,and tho first 
abut striking the poor beast in tha rear camo out at the ehest, and 
the Xonak general's fighting w'ob auddeuly iilJ done,^ The TcbelSj 
^on seeing their tcodor fall, abandoned their guna and rctreated. ** In 
succession they were driven by skirmishers and coUimns from the 
gsTden euclosiurea, from a strong barricade on the roadj, from the town

nmicing signs to them to come over to their side. We could not dneh 
out upon them, wo were only four to their thirty; and when our 
nsen hung bach, a dash out would only have ended in our heing gut up* 
One or tivo camo in at and one or two blows were exchanged. 
Pal[i!ier was unseated by his horse awerviiag si.icldeTilyp luid then the tow 
oomtnonced^ The 2iid Cavalry tried to get at him, and hia Native 
nfiicera alused round him to save hinip and they certainly fought like 
good men and true—»the few of them/^ While the scrimruage wiin 
proceedingp Palliser'a rear men turned their horses and galloped bauk 
aa hard ae thoir horsea oonld go,, and the whole body of the one my % 
cavalry appearing from behind some trees^ the small band had to do 
the same. ^'*1 never roda bo hard in my Uf& It was a rogtilAr ruti 
for our neckif for the whole of the fellows were behind our stuall pnrty^ 
tldreting for our blood I had a couple of fellows just behind me, hut 
my old horwg managed to carry me along* 1 write this W'ith shame 
and gnef ; hut it was no fen It of Fnlliser'a, or own If the nmcals had 
not left ufl flo ahamefulJyj wo could have ridden over the thirty men^ 
and have returued steadily before the rest of the eavaliy came up* 
They had au ioLmonso number of regulars and irregulars. For the 
moment I folly believed that onr men were about to Join the 2itd 
Cavalry I and leave ns to their mercy: you may imagine how jolly I felt 
The poor ressaldar of Hardinge's regiment, Xajub Khaiip a tall, fiue 
fellow, with a black heard p after saving Palliser, fell with hia home on 
croisaing a ditch we had lo pass, and was cruelly cut up.” 

ileanwhiJe the guns and riflemen wero again with great labour 
pushed to the front. Their fire soon put the enemy to final and 
lire trievable Bigh ts and my force took up its present podtion in 
triumph, and parked twelve captured guus.*' f

But away with vainglory 1 Thanks to Almighty Ond, who gave ma 
the victory, I captured in four hours eleven gunSp and scettered the 
eneniy^fl whole forca to the winds,^ * 

Next day the force baltod for a much needed resfcj and to secure 
Olid destroy the caimon and ammunition which could not be carried on 
owing to want of bullocks. On the 14fch of July the force marched \4ih July, 
agnioj and on reeK^biag camp in the evening the cppportunity waa taken 
of c:|nieliy digmoautiug aud disarinlng the Irregulfira, who, m addition iuthuJ 
to their misbehaviour before the nnemy at Futtohpi'^ro, had, on the 
maruh^ attempted to drive away Havelock's baggage. The Qcncral^ 
howcvecj kept thecu on public diityr and informed them that every 
doserter would be punishe<l with death. Their lior^ee were given to 
the volunteer cavalry,! 

On the ISth the column started at dawn, with the knowledge July, 

that the village of Aong was strongly occupied by the enemy ■ that he 
WEIS entrenched across the roadp and had two garrlBon guns in positiom 
Havelock there foie reinforced the advanced guard, iindor Lieutenant* 

Colonel Tytler, by attochiug to him, in addition to the small 
body of volunteer cavalry, six guns of Maude's battery, aud the 
detachment of Her Majesty's 04-th Begiment. Directly the voinntocr 
cavalry came within range of the two guns behind the iutrenchmeuli, 
they open-ed hrci and the mutineers poured forth from the village and 
garden enclosures in perfect skirmisliiTng order. A party [mshed 
boldly forward and took po^gession of a hamlet, two hundred yards in 
front oJ their podtien. Both sides were soon hotly cEigagefl ^ but 
owing to the country being thickly wooded the rebels were enabled to 
maintain thomselves for somo time against our firo, during which 
interval large bodies of cavalry advauEi^cd on ths honks and rnmlE 
repeated attempts to cut into the main col u inn, Havelock^ having 
only twenty horse* was compel led to protect hi^ danka with the

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infantry in accond line and by artiJJery fire * and thie he did with anch 
enooeas that the enemy finding all their attampta fniitldaa rode away 
the rear, and made a Inet atrenuons effort to capture the baggage. The 
hospital sjorgeanfc of the 25tb Native Infantry, however, coUwting all 
the iovalida and straggle re La the rear, formed a small rallying square of 
about a hundred men, and received them with such a fire of muaketiy 
that they rode off discomfited, Icaring many dead behind them.f 

Meantime the Madras Fusilieni had, under the gallant Renatid.f 
carried the hamlet with a rush ; Maude's guns and the withering fire 
of the Bharpahootere began to tell, and our men gradually advancing 
eaptnrad the entrenchment and drove the rebels back upoa the villaga 
Hero they fought fiercely; but they were thrnat forth at the point of 
tbs bayonet The artillery (jaased through, and the troops were halted 
for rest beneath the welcome sholter of some fidondly mango groves. 
“ Most grateful was their abode, inviting to reposo after recent 
niposura to the fiery Bunbeams, which seemed literally to pieree and 
aeahhe the brain. The relief was unimaginable.'' § 

But the rest was of short duration. Authentic informatiDn reached 
Havelock that the bridge over the Paudijo river was not destroyed, but 
defended by entronchmeute, and two guns of garrison talibre. Ho also 
heard that the enemy intended, na a lost raaourco, to blow it qp, and, aa 
the river was iu flood, the destruction of the bridge would seriously 
retard his advance on Cawnpore. Not a moment was to bo lost The 
assembly agalu sounded j the soldiers resmned their anna, and a Btirring 
British cheer which made the welkin ring, marked then- appreciationTf 
their General, and his readiness again to engage the rebels. The heat 


Vnm arig*dl.,-Gaictil Hweloeli, c.d., U* tho Deputy AJjutuit-GBiionil til tfaa Aubt. 
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wa3 inteoae, tut the oxcitemenl: of battle kept them op. After march - 
injj two miles they suddenly, by a bead in the roadjoame in sight of the 
river, swollen by the rains, and atill spanned by a narrow atone bridge. 
Two white puffs of smoke meo from a low ridge, a loud report followed, 
and a nouple of 2 4-poiindcr shot crashed right into the coin mn. Anolh er, 
and another, followed in rapid sueeesaion. Several fell wounded, and a 
stalwart Highlander was shot dead, '* half of his head having been taken 
off by a round shot" * 

Our disiKiaitioiis were soon nmdo. Fortunately, tho bridge was at 
n salient bend of the river in our diroction, and Captain Maude at once 
suggested to the General his desire to envelope it with his artillery fire, 
by placing three guns in tho road, and three on either flank. The 
whole of the Madras Fuailien, being the most praetised marksmen in 
the force, were extended as Eulieid riflemen | they lined the banks of 
the stroain, and opened a biting Are. As the column marebed along 
the road, the enemy kept up a continuous and eflbctive cannonade, and 
it being found impossible for the troops to preserve this furmation they 
deployed, and advanced ?rith great steadiness, in parade order, in 
support of the guns and riflemen. Animated by hia oectiatumcd daring. 
Maude's buttciy inoied resolutely up to within three hundred yards of 
the bridge, unlimberod, opened fire, and cjuickly silenced the heavy guns 
of the enemy. Then a vast cloud of smoko and dust rose from the 
bridge, and a loud crash, like the clatter of falling bricks, was heard. 
From the Chief In the private soldier, all thought the bridge had fallen, 
and they wore batfled. But when the cloud rolled along the river, they 
saw the parapet walla hod gone, but the arch atoed sound; and at this 
critical moment the right wing of the Fusiliers suddenly closing threw 
themselves upon the bridge, cairied it, and captured both giioa The 
day was won. Havelock pushed bis force a mile beyond tho bridge, 
a halt WAS mode, and the men utterly eathausted threw themselves on 
the grniind. 

*' During twelve houra our troops had been under arms and 
twice engaged, and their endurance tested to tho uttermost. The 
scorching sun glarod down ita unpitying rays upon their arms, which 
glittered with intolemble radiance, till the brain reeled and eye-balls 
ached with the intensity of that dazzling sheen, 

■■ Tet, their indomitable energy rose superior to every trial — instinct 
with the digni^ of manhood, they uttered no cbmplaipt, but bore on

noblj^. Night had aguia closed, when their long faat was teminnLL^ by 

Late that night a nimour spiiead through camp that a heavier 
fighb awaited them on the raorrow. The General hod aaeertained that 
the Naua* ** with a large force hmloome down to meet him, and had taken 
up a Btrong poflitlou at the village of Aherwo, about four mi lea from 
Cuwnporo, whore the Grand Trunk Koad pnites with that which lead^ 
direct to the military cantoument of Cawnpore, Ho had also learnt 
that a large party of women nod ehildren were prisDiiora at CawnpoTCj 
and they mnet be issued at all ha^rds^ Time wob of the utmost 
value, ao, adoo after daylight, tbo bugle sounded, the ranks foil in, and 
Lho cainmti again began to march. After proceeding fifteen miles the 
village of Maharajpore won reached, and the troops bivouacked iq some 
mango grovea, to cool, and gain shelter from a bnrmng sun. On tho 
arrival of the baggage food wag cooked and eaten^ and the baggs^e 
beiug kept back under proper escort, at 1-30 p,m- the column wag again 
on the march. In Lha full midday boat of the worst season of the 
year did the troops gtort; each man fully armed and accoubred^ with 
his siEty rounds of ball ammunition on him. The gun gtruck duwu 
with frightful force. At every step a irmn reeled out of the n\iikg, 
ntid threw himgelf fainting by the gido of the road ; the calls for water 
were incessant all along the lino. On they trndgofl till they reached the 
junction of the two coorti, and found the enemy posted ahoufc rt milo 
behind the fork. “His entrenchments cut and reuderod impassable 
both rofuJs, and hid guns, seven in number, two light and five of siege 
calibre, were dispi^ed along his position, which coiisistcd of a s^rieg of 
villages ; behind these his infiintiy, consisting of mubiDcerB and hig 
own armed followers, was diftpugod for defence." It waa evitkat that 
au attack in front wonld ospnsa Havelock's force, numbering only IJOO 
Brilish and SOO Sikhs, to a niurderoug fire from Lho enemyheavy 
guns sheltered in his entrenchments. The General resolved therefore 
to monceuvre to turn bis left. He had been a close studont of the 
great Frederick's canipaigng, and he determined to pumuo the tactice

milea fotitid, baa uothing that could bo called a hill ; it la definable aa 
a bare^ wide-vraving ahampaign, Yritb slight bumps on it^ and inoedy 
merq;^, or mires drained in our day. It is dotted with hamlets of tho 
usual kind,” * In frnnt of the rebels" left, and nearly paraDel with it, 
mn A lino of mango groves^ which acted as a screen for Havelock^ as 
the Scheuberg Borne Kiaedid for Frederick PUciog bis cayaliy and 
Kome skimsishenii near the fork* to attract the Attention of the enemy, 
Havelock -changed the directLon of the mmu coliima^ and his troops 
defiling at a steady pace, and screened by the clumps of mangOj, began 
to circle round the enemy’s left. For some time the rebels knew not 
w'bat he was about' but when tho column did again come in sight they 
understood the object of the march, and the u tip pet ex-citement 
prevailed among thorn. They pushed forward on thoir left a largo body 
of home, and opened hre from the whole of their gum. Not a diet waa 
fired in return ^ but through a storm of round shot and ahmpnol^ led 
by their General, our troops marched in silen-d^ breathing coumge, 
eager at hoart to give courage, man to man. Many fell struck by the 
enemy’s bullsEa; but more fell struck by the burning sum But on 
they tramped, till the cnemy^a left w^aa w'holly opened to tfaeir attack. 
Thev theu swiftly fonned I me, and advanced in direct echelon of 
regiments and batteries fre™ the right: a wing of the Fusiliers again 
covered the advance extended as ride men. Now tho British guns 
replied to the nsbda" eulhoou, and tho skinnisbers were soon hotly 
engaged. But ifaude’s light pieces could not silence their hea%y guns, 
strongly posted in a lofty hamlet well entrenched, from behind whoso 
cover the infantry kept up a bickering firo, Tho opportunity for 
which the Genem! had long anxiciusly waited of developing tho 
prowess of the TSth had arrived. He gave the order to advance and 
tnke the TiUage. The HighUndGnij led by their old csommandor Colonel 
Hamilton, moved forward with sloped arms and measured tread, 
regardless of the hsll of grape that fell thick and fost among them. 
Bearing onwards, with the pipes sonnding the pibroch, they approached 
within a hundred yards of the hamlet: when the word to charge vvm 
given, a cheer^ loud and long arosoj and the Hlghtaoders with level 
baj^onets plunged Into the village^ The etruggle was fierce, and the 
slaughter great. The enemy, driven forth^ fell back t-o the eeutre of 
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their pofiilioD, aBd rallied round a howitzer placed there, Hrt’^ulock 
baviog halted his men quite breathlees bj the niah, wjis now jojood 
bj Major Srirliiig with the 64thp who hadron the left, been ec|iiaHy 
euccessfal Agrua^t ADothcr vilLBge,, acid hod captured three grins. 
After A Bhort reiat, re-forming hih troops^ the General placed hljnself in 
their fronts and pointing to the dense maBsra of the cncmj and the 
frowtiiiig gan^ " Kow^ Highlandcrat Another charge like that wins 

the day," The soldiers damour€sd applause Then agoia Mighlunders 
and ti4th drove forward^ and Hayelock led them prcwjing straight on- 
wiijdfl till the centre and ita gtina were ©nm ^Cow the 78th| worn by 
the labonr of battle, halLtd; but the C4th| 84th, and the Sikhs 

sweeping on, mlJBil up the enemyrights and took the two guns that 
defended it. At this momeat the Volunteer Cavalry rode np. On ft 
tumbrel in their reai- was Captain BeatBon, the Deputy AHaiatant 
Adjutant-General, That maraing he bad beeti attacked with choleniH 
He was too weak to ride, but he would not lose hisstuLre of the fight, so 
he had himself carried into action. On seeing the retreating enemy he 
ordered the Volunteer Horse to follow them. Barrowp their brave 
coTomandcr, hiding his spurs, called out to hie little band—eighteen 
bahreSp all told—** Come on:“'and with a loud shout away thfy rode 
after him, liister and fnstcr as they neared tbc flying foe, A whole 
regiment of cavalry covered the enemy s and seeing their 

puiBueni, tboy stood to stop their way. But Barrow and his men giving 
their steedu their h^^BfJs^ rushed to the attaek, and the rebel horso 
turned and rode off at fiitl speed. ** Give pointy lads: damn cuts and 
guards," uhonted Barrow ; and agitin and again they goaded the retreat¬ 
ing mutineers till sis out of the eighteen being disabled ^ they were 
compelled to draw reim As they rode back the seddiers greeletl them 
with a cheer, and the old Oeiieml oioliiiujed—Well doue^ geatkmen 
Volunteeja ; I am proud to command you." 

The enemy were in full retreat^ but the victoiy was not won. 
After proceeding about a miloj the fugitives niUii^d,^ and with a couple

Aft the weaJied column 
pre^e^J forward the fire grew warmer, and many felL "Our noble 
General seemed gifted with iib^canity, as, scornftil of danger^ confront¬ 
ing death, and bumiTig with the lust of victory, he was pre»eut wherever 
most needed. * * * " Again, the clear tone of his peculiar voice 

raided to highest pitch the courage of his roen as ho turued bowaids 
the Mighlandeni, and said—" Come, who'll take this village—the 
Highlnnderflp or ti4Lh There was no pause to answer Abrefislj 

the two regimeiits raced ut the village, and drove the eneiiiy out of it; 
whilst the Madras FEisiliers cleared the plantation on the right. 

But the day'fl work was not done. Ko sooner had our tro^siv^ 
being re-formed, resumed their maroh, when, moat unexjiected^ they 
beheld u 2 i-pounder planted in the road, and behind ib, stretched on the 
phin in the form of n gentle creacent was the rebel infantry in buttle 
array, supported by numerous horaemen and guns on their HackB They 
were only some yards disEuiit, and an inimedinte coUiBion was ineVitjible. 
The scene wua magnilicent, and yet OMjmiviQg: banners were hying, 
bugles souudiug* drums beating,Ofl their General rode among the serried 
battalions of infantry and the gathering ranks of czavaJry opened t-o 
maka way for him* It was the Nana himself, who had come do^vn from 
Cawnpore to strike for victoiy. He had an army consisting of ten 
thousand bighly-tmined men; and opposed to him were nine hundred 
English saldiera, wom with marching and fighting during the whole of a 
bitming, Indian day. The artillery cattte, wearied by the length of the 
Tiiorcb, had not bronght up the gung: the Sikhs were in the rear. The 
bead of tho column had no sooner hedted than, all at once, lire 
from the S4-pounder wae opened, and in the next moment a round shot 
went tearing through the oolnmn. Our men were oniered to lie down. 
The enemy, Boeing tbeir fee on the ground, imiolently set their dm my and 
tmmpots lo Bound the advanoo, and their infantty* advanced, as if to 
envelop our flanks^ whilst their cavalry, galloping to the rear, cut up the 
wounded men. Their miBsileg foil fiisterand thicker. Six men of the 
64th were killed^ and Captain Currio* of the 94th^ vrita ^ruck by a 
rouud shot which carried away nearly the whole of hie back Ocher 
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poor fellows bad their legs taken off, aadotbeis their nirms,*' Havelock 
resolved thnL this state of thingsaboviM not last, Rifi charger had bean 
shot under him, but motmting a pony ha oppoared before the lucn^ 

“ the only man who dated raise his head—so oIobh and thick was tbo 
fire that, rained u[ma us. He instantly, with clear and firm tone, gave 
the Older—' The line will advance,'" Then the English line, not amount* 
ing to nine hundrod men, and led by theii Oeneral, went forward^— It 
WHS irresistible. The enemy sent round shot into our ranks, until we 
Were within three hundred yards, and then poured in grape with such 
preci.'don and determination as I have seldom witnessed. But the 64th. 
led by Major Stirling and by my Aide*de-Camp,* who had placed 
himself in the front, were not to he denied. Their roar showed the

After a humed fire of mtiaketry the eneinj gave way in total rout 
The HigblandeiH would have poured a withering volley on their 
retreating foe. but they had to caution each other not to firOi as their 
Ckneral who had led the determineil onelaiight was in front. Four of 
our guns, however, came up and oouipleted their dlsdOinfitiiTO by a 
heavy eanuouade^ and as it grew dark the imfless artilleiy barrackfl 
were dii^ovoped in the advance, and Hav^elock's trcrtps bivouacked 
that night without food or tenta two tuilea from the cantoament of 
Cawnpore, " I bivouaokod in good spirits," ho wrote, “ though wSthont 
dinner; my waterproof coat serving me for a couch on the damp 
ground.'* Such were the principal circumstances of the battle of 
Cawnpore, with its three diistinct actions^ 

In nine days Havelock and hia veterans had marched 120 miles 
under an Indian snn m the hottest season of the year, each man carry¬ 
ing B heavy weight of ammunition, and had won four pitched battles and 
sundry combats against highly disciplined troops fur exceeding thetfi in 
number^ During the fonr days' fighting they had killed or w^oiindcd 
Tnany hundreds of their enemies, and had captured twenty^three piecfCB

Battle after 
battle was won by desperate fighting; tho choleni and the Bnnfitmke 
i^tew motjy annivars of the combat, but on they went with uiifiinching 
roaoliition till the out^kirta of Cawnpore were reached. Then on the 
morning after their crovmiBig victoiy a* they were about to fall in, newa 
reached the men which i^uenched the hope that had burned clear in 
them through all the wcai^- marching and hnid fighting. And when 
they entered the city the evil tidinga were confirmed^ and they saw n 
acene which drove them mad with horror and excitement. But the 
finn hand of their commander held them in check 

The city of Cawnporei distant little more than mis. bundled mil+isi 
from Calcutta, two hundred and fifty mi leu aonth-caist from Delhi and' 
forty mi lea aoiith-we«t from Lucknow, indebted for its importance to 
tho commercial and atnitegical advantages of its position. Situated 
on tihe southern bank of the Gnages^ imvigahk for light craft downwards 
Ui the eea a thou Band niilea and up the country three hundred miles, 
no place La better fitted to be an emporinm of the traBBeof the rich 
plains of Bongftl and of that vast tract of open connlty which stretch e»i 
from Bengal north-westwanl to the Himalajm Moreover, besides 
being the natural highway, the Qangcfl formed from very ancient times 
the frontier defence of the people of Oudh and Bangal against their 
northern neighboum When Clive decided to maintain and etrengthen 
Oudh EU 3 a friendly state interposed between Bengal and Xorthern India, 
he selected Cawnpnro on oocount of its advanced and corruiandiBg 
jtosition as the best station in the Nawab of Oudh's dDiuInion ciint^NU 
the btigcide bnt to him subject to a aubsidy for the protection of bis 
fnmtier. In l^isOl the security of the eubsidy was eslabli-ihed on the 
solid basis of t-erritorinl possession, and Cawnporo b+iing comprehendeifl 
within the limits of tbu Company's power attained the prominent 
military p^ition of being the bead-quartern of the field couimand in 
Bcngaf a command which including the King's and Company's troops^ 
artillery^ cavalry and infantry, amounted to 40,000 effective * The 
advance of onr frontier to the north, however, occasioned a revisal of oitr 
tiiilitaiy position and Cawnporo was unwisely denuded by degrees of 
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ita entire Eqropoaii force.^* In tlie spring of 1857 siatj-nne Europcftn 
artillerymen with six guns were the only representatives of the 
English army at Cawnfuiro. The native Lroopa consisted of the 1st, 
6;4 it 1 and 56th Native Infatitiy, the 3nd Cavaby and the native 
gnuners attached to the battery : about 3,000 in number. 

The cantonmants lay in a seini-circDlar form along the bank of 
the rivor over a tract Extending six milEa from the uorth-west to the 
south-east and covered about ten miles of area. At the north- 
westeTTi estreniity about a mile fr^ra the river wore the priucipaJ 
houses of the civil officials, the treasury, the gaol and the museum, 
premisea. Not far from the gaol and close upon the Ganges stood the 
magazine, a spacious building sniroimded by lofty woMh. Three miles 
from the magazine going in a stiitight lies along the stream towards 
soulh-esst, on u slight elevation gently sloping down to the water, 
u'crc the aesouibly rooms and the church with its white tower soaring 
iiIkivc a clump of trees. Behind the church spread the Tuodern city, 
like Oatlipi;p]i with " narrow tortuous streets off tumble-down houses, 
densely packed with sixty thousand inhabitants," * Beyond the town 
to the south-east and sepanrted from it by the Ganges Canal were 
on a wide plain the old barracks of the European troops, the Uuea of 
the respective native rcgimenla with their military bazaar, containing a 
jTOjnilation of about fifty thousand, and the houses of the officers, 
standing in extensive eouipcuuds or paddocks. 

In May, 1857, the oJIieet in command of the Oiwnporedivision was 
Major-General Sir Hugh IVheeler, k-C.B., o soldier of noble Celtie 
hlood,5 whose long military ciirecr had been a serioe of noble services 
and cf military honours. He entered the Company's army in 180.1 aa 
Ensign in the 4»Sth and the folloa'ing year was present at the liant 
fought contest which inado Lord Lake master of Delhi. Rising sTowtv

aUhough then suffering from the wounds he energetically headed his 
brigade at the declaive and glorious action at Aliwal.^* He commaoded 
a diviaion of Sir Hugh Ooiigb^s army of the Ftinjabj li^+8-49, and for 
his eminent services in the Sikh campaigtia he was made a K.C.R in 
l8aS}, and four years later be beeatne a Major-OeneraUt At the time 
of the outbreak at Meerut he had for upwards of fifty years been 
attached to the Bengal Army, had served with it in quarters and in 
the field! ho had fought and bled in its raufcSp and he had a pride in 
the courage and devotion of the sepoy and a thorough knowledge of 
his language and his mode of iifdi He hud proved himself in the 
haur of danger &□ brave^ so resolute and so fertile of resource that Sir 
Henry Lawrence wrote to him—"* You arc a tower of strength to ua 
at this Juncture,” %

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On the T4th of Maj nevra reoohed Sir Hugh \VIiee1eT of the revolt 
at Meemt and the siihaequent erenta at Delhi. Two days after he 
telegraphed to theOoFGfQOr-ileneral of XniJia; — “As faraa I have mofiua 
of judging, the tiMps bore and at Allahabad are at present well dia- 
pi.'S&l; however there is much eieitement in cnnscqueEce of events 
placwhenj. On the Ifltli Ifay he inibrnied the Oovemor-Ocneral: "All 
at Cawnporo quiet, but exciteuioiit continuea among the people.'* 

He also forwarded a message received that morning ftoin Agfa *: _ " All 

goes on eicellently hera, Xtovies of light horse wilI soon clear the Doab of 
plunderers, Troops are hunying from the hilk and Punjab, nnd the final 
advance on Delhi will floon be mnde. The insurgents can only bo about 
3,000 in number, iind are said to tiing to the walla of Delhi, where they 
have put up a puppet king. I grudge the escape of one of them. 
Disorder has not cnuie below the Haijppor, and the country around 
^Icerut will soon be quite restored to order. In tmr lower dktricts they 
are watched, and calm and expert policy will soon re-nasure the public 
luifiii; the plague is in truth stayed." The Lleutennut'QoveTUur of the 
J^orth’W est Provincoa cotnmitted a grave blnndcr when he AtuteJ that 
the plague wnastayed,and timt hia message must have had an indiience 
momeuteiis in its conseqiieuccw on Sir Hugh Wheelers course of 
action cannot be doubtful. If a final advance waa anon to be made on 
Delhi^ held by only 3.000 men and if order waa about to bo restored in 
the North-West, it was incumbent on the Gencmt to pnoaene by the 
display of imshakon counigc and oonfidencG the loyalty of his troops 
till the famerl Imperial city had again fallen under our control. There 
was room fur hope that the fall of Deliti might shake the counsels oJ the 
dislnya! and iilLogetlieravcrt the catastrophe which threatened him. On 
Ibo oilier liand, the General hiwl to be governed by the pereeption of 
, the iieoesaity of providing ehelter fur tho EutopcaD residents against .-my 
mitbrcok Hue to a Budd^o gust of passion ami famittciBui. He knew 
that the religious mind of the Empires had been dangerously shocked 
and that tho Hindus although by nature a keen and good-humoured race 
were fierce in the Diattor of roligion. It waa atiggcated to him that he 
should occupy the magazine with its strong walls at once; po one would

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have* pnjvcntcd hini; they might hjive eaveti everything they had almeet, 
if they had ; and he haa been severely criticised for uot having gone there.* 
Blit again At this plmi there were i^vo cogent reaiiOiiB : it was ^tiiated 
six miles from the native lines and to withdraw the officers oo fur frorn 
their men was to deprive them of the moral force which alone coulil 
keep them loyalp and the reinoval of the sepoy giitird from the mngarine 
was affronting a great risk of prodneing the cjcplo^ion which he was 
attomptLiig to ftverti His decision was finally detenniood by a tetcgnim 
which he reoeivod from the Oovemment of India on the I9th of 
May :—■* Ton ore requested to begin immediatety to make all prepara^ 
tioes for the qj^wmiiiodation nf a Buropeaik force and to let it bo kiiawn 
that you are doing sq” The buildings mofit suitable for the aeconi' 
modation of a European force were Wo largo barracks.f formerly the 
hospital barracks of a Dragoon regimen tr and at the time oeoupiod by 
the depot of Her Majesty^a 32nd Eegimenfe couBistipg of the aickp 
inyalid women and children of the regiment. They were single-sfcpried 
buildings^ intendcfi each for the aeeomnaertladDn of a# company of 100 
me U p one of tbom was thatched and both wera surrounded by a flat- 
roofed arcade or verandah* The walla were of brick and the usual 
oiit-officea were iiLiached to the building*J In order that they might 
resist a snddon attack, a trench was dug around those barroeks and the 
earth throvm up on the outside so aa to form a parapet about five foot 
high^ and they were armed at their principal pointy by artilleiy. Ten 
guns constituted the sole defence by artillery of the entrenchinent 
and n mud wall not even bullet-proof at tbe crest was its sole bulwark. 
But General Wheeler had overj' reason to consider that they were 
needed not to withstand a siege but for the more uigent purposu of 
enabling the garrison to resist a sadden attack.

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On the very day Sir Hugh beg^D tbelr construction [20fch Mp-j) 
he telegTuphcd to the GovcmdieiiL of India j "All ifroll here and 
c 3 cciremcDt leea,*^ Me al&o forwarded aiiolher nieesnge from Agra which 
fleclared the tide had turned : “ V^ry few days will aow see the end

No Sooner had General Wheeler deapa(chod hia nicfiPage to the 
Govemtnptit thjin a good deal of eJEcitement and si>oie alarm wa:$ aronged 
by the condnet of the Snd Cavalry, “ThAtcorpsT aa he iufomied 
the Governor-Getieral nest day, ** had sent emiaflariea into the camps of 
the three Native Infantry corpe, asking if lliey would support them in 
the event of an oittrnge. Their avowed eanso of discontent wag their 
horsnSp arms^ were to he t^tken from tliem imd made over to tlie 
EiirnptaiiEf. 1 netnl not odd liow entirely wiihout foundation. But 
reports of the moat absurd kind are cons tan tJy circulated nnd are no 
sooner diFpcj^ied of than another takes place. The Unropeana shall be 
eared for^ no mention is made of the number or when they are cipeoted; 
the sooner the better,” The telegram closed with the ominous 
anuonnceinent: ^ Reports jipst received that a crisis Is approaching 

hers.'"^ That even mg the woiuea and children were all ordered into 
the barracks, the ofEcera still sleeping at the quarter-gnards in the 
Unes with their respective corpse “ Among oiir men,'’ wrote a yon tig 
anbaltcrn, ^ I believe wo nro perfectly safe and if they do mntiny,^ we 
should at. all evetilir have the ratlsfi^ction of being at our imts " 

On the following day (May 22nd) General Whcolcr informed the 
Government of India ^ mat Lam took a faTourable turn about half-past 
7 jeste rdaji Up to that time it nppeam that an outbreak was 

most imminent. I placed giing in jwsirion and made every preparation 
to meet it. Tho danger gave way before a qnict address to the men 
by their coinniantlaiit Ihrough aotnn Native officem. At 11 P.u. dftj- 
five Europeans of Her Majesty a 32nd Regiment and about 240 troopem, 
Oudh Irregular Cavaltjv arrived, sent by Sir Henrj^ Ijiwrence to 
my aid- This morning two guns and about SOD men of all anna were 
brought in by the Maharajikh of Bitheor Their being Mahrattaa, they 
are not likely to coalesce with othem Once the Europeans from 
Calcutta arrived, I should hope that all would be beynnd danger, I 
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hiivc iht nifist cordial co-ope?mtion from Mr, Hiller^loD, tho Magiatmtij, 
At |treflenfc thlugH sippoar qniet^ hill it iii LtupoK&ibk to eay what a 
monient may bring fyrtli/" *

Beji Kao'a troops were swiftly 
scattered, his forts were taken and he hiu^self waa so hotly piiryoed 
that he finally gtiTTendered upon the following ossnraneo; “ Baji TEao 
sh(ill receive a libcruL peimoa from the Company's Covemuient for 
the support of himself and Gknuly* The amoont of this penBioo will 
be fixed by the Goveruor*GGneral; but Brigadier-General Malcolm takes 
upon himself to eugrige that it shall not be lesa than eight lakha of 
rupocs yei aunum/* Ijyrd Hastings, the Govemor-Generak was annoyed 
at the prodigaiity of those tertnii, but folt himself ln^niid in honour 
to ratify them, A proclamation having been issued befuro the 
aurrendor that bis doiinmoiLS had Been forfeited ami that the Peshwa 
and bis family were for ever excluded frum the throne, Bnji Rao and 
his family were conducted to Bitkoor, r small town twelve miles up 
tho river from Cawnpore, 

Here ho lived in regal afatc, mid at his death in 1851 he left all 
hlfi property amDnotiiig to £28£l,OflfO to his adoptixl son Dhundu Fuiit,-!- 
The 0overrun ent of India acknowledged tho adopted sons title to tbb 
immense fortune^^ aud out of their own beneficence they conliiiTicd to 
him the jaghlr or gmnt of land on w'^hich Eaji Rao had resided in 
the North-Western Frorince. But tho annual sum of eight lakhs paid 
to Eaji Kao they dociiied was a mere life grant which ecas&d with 
hiiiu And them ennnot be a shadow of doubt that ih^ alk^wance was

The suggestion that 
Lord Dnlhousie ami to Wime extent rcBponaibb for the Mutiny in 
consequence of his ha rub action towards llie Sana is alw not warranted 
by the fects* Lord Dalhoueie niEirely carried out the views of the 
Local Government of the Nnrth-Western Province. 

The Nana appealed to the Government at homo against the decision 
of the GovcrmneTit of India and despatched his confidential man 
of business Azemoolsh Khan, a clever Muhomedan adventurer, to 
London to pritf^s hia claim.* His mission was, in vain On hw way 
back to India AzeiuonkU sutyed at, Coustantinoplc just after ths 
repulse of the allies in Lhcvr assault ou Sab^tApol. IfJth June, and 
he crossed over to the Critnoa in order to see els he suited “ those 
great Roostums, the RussiaoE, who have beaten French and English 
together." He paid, a visit to the trenches nod as he watched with 
marked iutcTcst the fire of the BubsLuib he reurnrhed laughingly; 
"I think you will never take that strung place/'f Asomoolah 
returned to hia disappointsd master fully convineed that the power of 
the Eugtish was on the wane.

struck tho la^tblow for Hiudii supreniac^* He was an exile, but the 
Feshw^a was the acknow!edged head of the MahrattPt coafedemc)?: he 
was the ehief of the race who had triumphed over tho Portuguese 
who had lunde the Moghul Emperor a prisoner, between whom atid 
the English lay the prize of ascendancyx The piower of tho Eugtisb 
he had boon told by his trusted agent had begun hy wane and it 
would bo straugc if ho did not think the time was opportune for 
striking another blew fir Hindu supremacy. General Wheeler made a 
fatal bluntlcr when he came to tho oonctiision that the rullc wei^ of l.lio 
Nana being " Mahrattas were not likely to coalesce with others." The 
Bengal sepoy ntsd !dahratta rreebootor belonged to diBerent races, but 
their hopes and fears and did ly habits represent tho creed and philosophy 
of Bruhiuamam. Among the many Icasons which the Iridian ^luLiny 
conveys to the histarian and admmktmtor none Is of greater imjio rtance 
than the warning that it is possible to have ft revolution iu which 
Brahmin and Sudra, JJahometnn and Hindu^ w ere united against UHand 
that it is not safe to suppose that the peace and itabiltty of oiirdominign 
in any great meusure depends on thccootincot being inhabited by many 
difTcrent mceawith lUffcrent religious sptems, for they mntuulty titider- 
staud and respect and take ft part in each other's modes and ways and 
doings. A shock to Hindu prejudice at Calcutta is felt at the tincrcd 
nhriuc of Sotnnath on the coast of Cambay We became the masters of 
India because we were received as tho welcome egmposers of jHjlilicaJ

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troubles, hut the Mutiny of 1857 reminds ua thut our doniinion rests on 
a thin cTU^it ever likolj to be rent by the fires of fiaolul change 

and religioiia revolutioii, 

Dhimdu Pimt wua at the time of Biiji Ilao*8 death about thirty-two 
years of age bTit he looked at; least forty. For hia personal appearance 
we are indebted to the aecoimt of a Europf^jm traveller who visited him 
four years before the ^futiny. “ Hia figure ia veiy fat* in fact tho 
very expression made naa of by his own moonahee*^ was that ^ hi3 
highness was a tight man’ ( tiing ailineo), Hm fiKSie ls roimd, his 
eyes very wild, brilliant and restless i his complexion as ia the ca^e 
with most native gcutlemeii in scarcely darker tl^ui a dark Spaniard 
and hb expt^s^ioii is on the whalo ef a jovial somewhat rollicking 
cliamcLer.*^ His rcpiitntion for gniotj of disposition and good humour 
was due not only to his outward nppearanee bub to the lavish man nor 
in which he entertained the European society at Cawnpore* Ho 
could not speak English hut he could t^ko a keen IntereBb in English 
Ufa and home nOsirs. '^Ho throngh hb moonshce asked me many 
questiomi about the Queen, the nobility of England^ particularly 
muntiojitog and asking after Lord Ellenborotigh (Burra, Bahiit Burra 
Li>rd Sahib—a great, a very groat nobleman) for whom—whether he 
know him or not—he seemed to have a great respect and yenemttod^ 
Whether thb was assnuied or not 1 caunot say+ He then asked uio 
many questions about the Hon^bl-e East India Company and appeared 
exhntiatloss in his queries about the Board of Control.*' 

The Nana whoao dcmeanQiir was sLagnljirly pteuaing had gmued 
the oonfideneo of ilr. Hilleradunt the htagiatrate at Cawnporc, by the 
tact ho displayed in business when wisdom enjoined concesfiion^ At 
the firat symptoma of discontent among the sepoya he commented 
on their folly in believing that the Government worci plotting against 
their craed. Hypocritical professions of friendship w'ero not sparodi. 
On the news of tho outbreak at Mcorut reaching Cawnpore the Naua 
met Mr, HiSiersdon and siiggesLi^d that his wife and the other ladies 
should he sent to Bithqor where he would protect them against any 
number of sepoys. He also undertook to protect the treasury in 
oanjunction with our own sepoy guard, Hb services were accepted, 
nud on tho S2nd of May 200 Mahrattas of all arms with two guns 
moved from Bithoor and took up their quart ere at the trcabury. The 
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attonddd by bis body-guftnl Jim)mpiinicd them nad took up hin 
resideoce in the eml qiiart^ir odjolnipg the canton meat. 
i4tlii W»T Oa the 24th of May, the day on which the many nitllions Iwnoath 

her ^TBcioiifi sway coninncniorBte the birth of Her Inipeml .^lajesfcy, 
no salute was firod at Cawnpore lest the natives ahould interpret: the 
roar of the gnns as a aigoal for revolt. In the evening Sir Hugh 
infumied Lord Canning j AU is quiet hem but it m ituposaiblo to 
any how long it will con tin no/' The message had no sooner been 
clefi|iatched when a report on very good authority “ reachtHtl the 
GcDora) that there would bo an outbreak that night or the foUowing 
day. All pwsible prepfirations wore mode to toeeL it. It was an 
awful da\\ full of agony and dread/'trrote a brave wnnuwi; **arid the 
night Was more than poor human nature^ unasHLstedT con Id endure, 
WTien my husband left rae that night to go Lo his post I never erpixsted 
to see him alive again, for some of hia men had been overheard tvildly 
tailcing of mutiny and murderpanej hnd made a proposal to de^roy Lhcir 
officers/ The next day *' acemod like heaven, for we went to our 
house and aiwnt the day qiiielly there—at least with anoh quietneBS 
as wm po^ible with the moot terrible rumours coming thronghout the 
day and reviving all our Eiarldcst apprcheilifioiia." To Lho t*eneni.l 
the position of things looked so propjtioua that he t^'legrapbfid on 

sgdiltij the 26th of May : All tnmqiiil here mid I think likely continne. 

Tho disaffected disconcerted by the efficient measures, curtly but 
determinedly taken to meet any outbreak ihut might be attempted, 
are sobering down^ I have har] a fucst auxious and tried time of it, nor 
13 it at an end.'* Sir Hugh ho-wever addeti/^ 1 have entrenched our 
pofiitioD, and can hirld it against any oddfi i but now I hope that I may 
preserve the peace of this very importaut station without hloiHiHliecl'* 
Vain deluiiDD! 

nil!] Four days later {3ffth Mjty) Sir Hugh informed Lonl Canning: 

'* The European 32nd Foot gent by Sir Henry Lawrence are preparing 
to return this evening In dak caniiiges to Lucknow where: conj^idernble 
uneasiness is felt; will be there to-morrow luoming. Seventj-one niep^ 
84 th Foot j arrived up to this time. All quiet here; but the pub lie 

Slit Wav mind very anxious with regard to Bclhi.'^ On the 3lgt of May he 
reported to tba Ooveruor-Gencriil; ** We arc right as yet and I hope 
may continue bo/* iVnd many n galLnnt soldier clung to the same 
belief* and conviction came too Into to he of any use- ** Thank God."* 
wTote an officer attached to tho 53rd Native tufiiiitiy to friends at 
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home, “ I am Doli one of the croakers here, ami have never been troubled 
vntli the nervoiimeaa some people have tshotm; but I feel utterly 
dingusted with the whole ormy, and I only wbh that I might get orders 
to go Out with my regiment or alone with nay company against some 
of these peopJo, so that wo eonld put the men to the trat, and see 
whether they really mean to stick to na or not. and end thk state of 
suspense. I must now leave off and send this. If there ia a row here, 
you may be sure I wiU stick to my compapy as long as we have any 
chance of their obeying ua. I would give a great deal to see you all 
again, but I would give tea times os much to have a fair fight with 
these Lucknow or any other mutiueerB and our own regiment standing 
to ua firmly, so that we might keep our good name amid all the 
disgrace the Bengal army has now fallon into." 

So the djiya of May rolled roimd Goaeral Wheeler visited the 
lines daily and had long canvenatioos with the men in the hope of 
maintaining their confidence and of allaying the feverish excitability 
which had risen on account of the belief that their religion was being 
endangered by the use of defiled cartridges. His son was hU Aidc-de- 
Cnimp and the Ist Native In&ntiy, which bora among many honourable 
additions won uqder lAke and Gough the name of Plassey, was the 
young soldier’s corijs. The Genem] soul him to the Native ofiieere to 
reason with them as to the folly and absurdity of the statements made 
regarding the cartndgea. The General also gave the Hindu commia- 
eariat oontnictor four of the new cartridges in order that ho might con¬ 
vince himself of the absurdity of the story. But Sir Hugh Wheeler 
knew not that the Bengal sepoy at Dum-Dum hod aubstantial grounds 
for beb'eving that improper fat had been used in their maout^turc,* 
and that they had " written letters to all the other regiments in the 
service. From read ing these letters the whole army were induced to 
believe that the time was come when the Goveinment intended to force 
them to Cbristinnity,” The nien conversed with the General and his Bon 
without reserve and without any sign of suIlcnnesB but their ftiara 
ware not allayed nor their anxiety lessened. On the 3 rd of June 3^1 
Oeneral Wheeler reported to the Govemor-aencral; "All quiet but 
subject to constant fits of eauntement." At a late hour that oveuing ho 
despatched another message to Lord Canning; *• Sir Henry Lawrence

This waa the last mesHage that reached Lord Conning from Sir 
flagh Wheeler aod it waa worthy of Ihe gallant soldier. He bad at 
a comrade's call denuded bis own scanty command, though every day 
brought him fresh reports of the mutinouB mteiitioDs of some around 
him. The very evening that be sent forth fifty men to the aid of 
Henry LavrTence. news reached him that an outbreak of the cavalry was 
imminent and ha issned orders that the womeu and non-combatanta 
should asaembte within the cntreuchmont And that night about 
eight hundred souls went to their priaon-grove. Of theM about 
four hundred were women and children. To guard them there were 
about two hundred English soldiers of all aruis, eighty ofiScers, a few 
drilianB, and a small hand of loyal sepoy a.* 

On the 4th of Juno proviaiona for a month hud been stored and 
ono Ittkh of Tupoes wna removed vrifehin the ontronehiacnt bat nine 
lakhs still remained in the treasuty. No steps had beon taken to 
rrmovo or secure the ammuuilion and stores which wore in the 
ordnance and regimental magazines, for coufidemie in the Nana had not 
beon lost and few helioved that any great danger was imminent. It 
had been brought to the notice of the magistnito that at dunk on 
the evening of the 1st of June the Nana and Lis brother had been 
for two hours in a boat holding a coDsultutioa with certain officers 
and men of the Sud CavaJiy, The Nana however plausibly accounted 
for the oftjniTcncc by stating that it was held for tbe'adoptioq of 
measures that should keep the troops firm and loyal. The sort day (Sod 
June] one of the troopers who was present at the coDSultution, whilst 
drinking at the Iiouae of a courtesan, intormed her that in a few days 
the Peahwa'a rale would be proclaimed and the Nana paramount at

He was 
tried by court-martial the neit day and acquitted on the pba of 
being mucoD^ious at the time froiii intodcatiom The verdictj oaii^ 
grfkve dissatisfaction among the men of the 2nd Cavalry. They 
mrittoipod angrily and openly that their own musket:^ might also Lo 
discharged by accident some dny^ 

It wae the epcirk which set fire to the maga^ine^ The following 
day the men of the 2nd sent their familios to the city and at one 
o'clock a Native officer who was on picquet duty with fifty sowars 
near the entrench moats led them off towards Nawabgunge, the north¬ 
west suburb of Cawnporc, where lay the treasury and the magazine- 
The whole ccrjjs followed their examplo taking with thorn horses^ amis, 
ooloura, and the regimental treasure chest, "^The old soubhadar-major 
of the regiment defouded the colmira and treasure which were in the 
c^iiarter-guard os long as be could, and the poor old fellow was found 
in tho mcnming eeverely wounded and tying in his blood at hia 
post." • Bhowany Sing was taken within tJie ontrenchincnts where 
ha was killeri by a shell during the siege. Like many a loyal aepuy, 
he gave hia life for the alien Oovernmeut he served. 

As the 2nd Cavaliy proceeded towards Nawabgunge^ they sent 
a message to the let Native lulantry ashing the cuase of their delay. 
The sepoys responded to the call and without molesting their ofiiecrs 
who were urging them to be loyal marcliod away to join the troopers.f 
The Adjutant of the 56th on being mformed by n Native commis- 
SLOued officer of what had oceurrod immediately came forth from hie 
tent and proceeding to the [mrade ordered the regirnent to form up

Linefl of the 5 drd Native In f an try, He was the hearer of a message 
from the company of their corps that guarded the treosuiy, to the effect 
that they would not allow it to he plundered until their corps joined,* 
Then the havimaiand private of the Light Cora pony shouted " Glocy to 
the groat God; be prepared yo braves," and a rash was matio to the 
quorter-guard for the oobure and tho treasure chest. The aubadar who 
conunauded the guard refused to play fidse and fell wounded at his post. 
Now when the General became aware of the meeting in the lines and 
heard the roar of the tumult be ordered Aahp'e batteiy to upon fire. 
Ah a runnd shot went crushing into the qunrtera of tho SSili a sopoy 
shouted that they would aU bo killed, on which tho entire curpi dis^ 
peroed and fled in disorder.

pered with by the cavalry and appeared deteruuned to go offlf The 
roar and tumult in the lineti eonbrnied the atatement of the Native 
officers^ amd the Geaeral feeling that it was no longer possible to prevent 
the men frain riaing daied two or throe round shot into their quarterSp in 
order that^the aepoya should disperse and join their rebcllloua comraden 
without attackiog him or plundering tbo cantonment^ Sir Hugh 
Wheeler's -polhy bad been based on the supposition that if the troops 
did mutiny they would at once march to Dulbi^ and that the Nana 
would not tato an active part against ns. The regimen la did move off 
towards Delhi» but at the lost huur the Nana was pcTsuaded to Join in 
an enterprise which would regain him a throne and restore the power 
of the Mohratta confederacy,

have I to do with the British ? I Am altogether yours.” Ho then laid 
his hands on the heads of tho Native officers and swore bo join theiu." 
The depiitation quite aatisfied departed to join their comrades at 
Kullianpore.*

On the depiitatJOQ leairmg a conatiltafciOQ waa hesld by the Napa^hU 
bmtbere^ nad Azemoobh^ whiin the ktter pnjcneded to pjiint out ihe folly 
of praceedini^ to I)g|]j[. Al Lha Irrip+?!rial oity they would ba ovot- 
fthftdoi^'ed by the. ilo^ghwl Court and thoir iDdividuni power and 
iiidDeiieo. It would be far wiHer for tho ^auii to aeize Cawuporc and 
extend hia power to the &ea. Azetooolrth reminded them that ho 
enjoyed HpeoiaL opportunitieH of judging * the reBourcofi of the Brltkh. 
The nutnber of Europeana in India Hcaree one-fourth that of 
the native amij and now that the gopoy had mu timed the power of 
the English had vaniahed/ * Hia sirgumentg convinced them aa to the 
proper courae to be pursued and the Nana with hia brother Baba 
Ehut and Azemodloh at once hastened to Kullianpare. By the offer 
of unlimited plumler and a gold bangle to each sepoy they gained the 
ready conaent of the troops to their plana. The Brahniin sepoys 
Ealu ted the ndupted son of the Peshwa as their Baja and Erohmia 
olhcers proTCcdcd to nfisiiMhe coniomnd of their rogpeotive corps. 
Subadar Teeka Slug became chief of the 2 nd Cavalry with the title 
of Genera I j Jemadar Dngunjuu Sing becain* Colonel of the 53 rd 
Native Infantry, and Subador Gungadeen, Cbloncl of the 56 tlL Native 
Infan tty. f 

On the morning of the 6 th of June the rebel force with the Nana 
at their head began their return diorch to Cawupore^ On entering the 
city their Hi^t act was to attack and pillage the bonseg of some leading 
Jlahomedans* hut as the day advanced the lost of plunder grew 
etrong^r and, all diatinctioD of sect and race being forgotten, many a 
Hindn goldsmith and banker endured cruel torment for refuemg to 
reveal his cherishctl treaaurcs, Hleantime detachmentg of cavalry 
were sent into the canto umetit, who gal toping hither and thithisr,

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Bome sfioudD^'* Victory to RjiJa Kmn CtumV othcra calling out 
** Shout ye railh/ul *nay, Allah has routed the Kaffirs," aet fire to 
the houesa. The wind was blowing furiously at iho time and the con- 
flngratioa spread with rapidity, house after bouse takiag firo. Aa the 
iomateB—European, East Indian, or natiro conrerta canio forth, they 
wets cut to pieces by the troopers mad with the taste of blood Four 
office clerks who lived together in a shop on the banks of the canal 
fighting with the energy of despair beat back their ferocioua assailaata. 
Bat ihii hoose was soon on fire and when driven fi>rth by the smoke 
they wero killed as they lied. Women, children and old men were 
slain and in a few houra ailenco settled over the charted ruins of the 
conboiiTqQnt of Cawnpore. 

The Nana proclaimed himself by bent of drgra Bovoroign of the 
Mnhmttas. Bapu Dhatu, hia brother, with twenty hdrgea hastened to 
Bithewr to announce tbo commcnoouient of Muhmttu rule. And the 
inauguration of the new govenuaeni was celebrated by the agent of 
the Peshwn’s widows and his family being blown away from the guns.* 
The Peshwa'fl brother*ln-law and many Mabiattaa obnoiioiia to tlie 
Nana were put in irons. The Nona himself took up his residence in a 
house situated north of the entrenchment where a gun bud already 
been plared, At 10 A-ii, tho fiiwt shot was fired on the besieged. But 
the mutineers were more intent that day on plundering than on fight¬ 
ing, Through the night the havoc iMtod in the city. Of aU tbo 
Crimea which men can commit whether from lust of plunder or in the 
frenzy qf passion Imrdly oDe oimttecllf 

On tbo morning of tho 6Lh of June Sir Hugh Wheeler received a 
letter from tho Nana announcing bis intention of at once attocking him. 
The annonneamoBt produeed a great sonsation and not withoat rcuflon, 
AH had cobsidered that the mutineers were well on their way to Delhi 
and that no grave danger now threatened them. They could easily 
hold their own against the city rabble till the European force, which 
they had been led to auppoae was on ita wny from Calcutta, had Arrived. 
Before the morning had fiiradvanced, the crack of muskeCxy^and the rmit 
of guns showed that the Nana'a wag no Idlo threat. At length the 
men and women gazing over tho low wall saw with sad hcarto the 
flames risiiig from their burning homos. Tbo sound of the appreoehiug 
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Wo*in, p,„, fiTonrit* form of p«ni.l.in«il wilt Jlaimtru 

^■#fT nkiA did whit cpiELft intii liii Dii.rj. 
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foe grew notuer BJid nearer. Lienieniint Ashe mtb abont tweaty 
or thirty valunteers took ont his guns to reoannoitre, hat they had hjirplj 
proceeded five hundred yards when they foubd the rebel troops arrayed 
in force On the canal bank. The moment they made the discovery 
they returned at a trot and no sooner had they got within the entronch- 
mont than, the first shot struck the crest of the mud wall and glided 
over into the smaller barrack.* The bngle soiiiided ''All kaod^ to 
yoor amis*" and every individual, from a drummer or writer to the 
regimental officer,^ look up his appumted po?t. 

Major Vihart of the 2i\d Cavalry^ who Hko Wheeler had been 
pre-Bent at the storming of Ghusmi and bad won by hi^ gaUatitry a 
bron!^ star at Punniar, held th@ Ttedau^ a frai] ear Lb work defending 
the whole of the northern etde. His second in command was Captain 
Jenkins of the some corps wbu had served at the siege of Multan, 
At the norlh-east batteijr Lien tenant A^he of the Oudh Iiragnlar 
Artillery^ who hud in the Burmese GamjmigD proved himself a capable 
and brave soldier commanded one twenty-fonr poundec howitzer and 
two nine-poundera, his serotid in command being Xaeotenimt Sotheby« 
The south side was entrusted to the charge of Captnin Emplaud, 56th 
Native Infantry, who+ too, had seen service in the Punjab artnyi Lieu¬ 
tenant Eekford of the Artillery, assisted by Lieutenant Burney of the 
same corps and Lieutenant Delafoose of the 53rd Native InfaiiLrryp 
eeinmanded the aouth-east battery. The main guard from santh to 
west was held by Captam TnrubuH. l*^th Native Infautry, who bad 
won his medal and clasp at the battle of Guzerat A little beyond 
the iiiftiEi giiarfl on the south was stationed a datiuehiment under the 
eommrmd of Major Prout, 56th Native Infantry, who had served with 
Sir Hugh Wheeler at Maharnjpore^ and here was placed the littlo 
rifled three-pouDtlor flunking the West battery, consiating of three 
nine-poundel's, which wroa oomimiaded by Lieutenaut Dempster, who 
had been presont at Cbillia-nwalleb and Gii^rat, 11 ig second in 
command was Lieutenant lilartin, Ou the north-west Captain 
Whitingr who, too, had seen service in the Sutlej Campaign, held 
the command. All tbo poBta were commanded by men who were

m batteries neitier marked nor fortifitKl in any way and were Dssniled 
aotonly front mid flank by die rebel battories br.t by a lautdermiB 
fire of imisketry from the adjacent honaea. At eneb of the bntteriea 
under cover of the mud wall barely four feet high were poated, fifrefin 
I^cea apart, the infantry. The atreagth of cveiy man wna needed at 
the nwment and Boldtera and civiliana each with hia rifle %ritb haymmt 
fired, and at le^t three loaded beaide bim, wore ready to take inatant 
part m repailmg aa assault., whoneter tbo need might occur. 
Snatches of troubled sleep under the cover of the wall was all 
the rest they could obtain. «The piag-pingof rifle bullets would 
break short dreams of home or of approaching relie f, pleaflaut vifiiotm 
made horrible by waking to the atate'of things around. As oftea 
aa the shunt of opr septincls was heard encli half hour soiiuding the 
■ Alls Well,' the spot from which the voieea proceeded bemino the 
tiontre for humJrcda ef bullet^/' 

Lookiitg out in the early morning—the morning of Sonday, the 
7th June, the besieged saw the enemy busy erecting new batteries. 
Before long they had brought three new uuu'j of larger calibre into 
position and with these some houre afior sunrise they opened fire. A 
2+*pouiider shot went tearing through the banocks and greater and 
greater e^’ciy tuoment was the bavrxi wrought. As often ns the shot 
struck the wnlls of the bortaeks, the shrieks of the women and childreu 
were temfie, " but after tha initiation of that first day, they had 
learnt silence, and never uttered a sound except when groaning from 
the horrible mutilations they had to endure."* Daily the nnmhcr 
of tha euemy'a guns incfeaAed and djtily they were brought 
nearer. Op the 11th they hnd playiog on the cntronchnient three 
mortars, two 24-pt>uiideT6, tliree Ifi-poundem, one or two IS-paundore, 
tha same number of St-poundera, and otm 6-pounrter, Day nod night 
they thuudercf! tnging agamst tha email prey. For the first few days 
thegiinucrB in the iiuprotected hatberica uuswered the storm, but then 
It was thought advisable not to exhaust the mugairmes and our iruiia 

otilj fired at iotervala. 

Not only by the strong and coneentmted fire of the guns were the 
g^m cruelly tried, but they were inceFsaontly plied by mmsketiy freiu 
* ^ jacent buildings, A small church eituntod on the BDuth-eaab whs

strongly occupied the fire from it vr^ most galliog- On the south' 
western frcmt the line of barracka, which were in course of erection, when 
the siege began, furniahed posts to cover the rebel Bkinnishori. They 
were constructed of red brick and each measured some two hundred 
feet in length The walls of No. 1 were bcteb feet high. No. 2 had 
been raised forty feet. No. 3 about the same height^ Net "t had a tempo¬ 
rary rtKjf over one of its verandahs. Nca. 5, fl and T were about seven 
or eight feet in height.^ Of these % 3^ and 4 were in dose proiimity 
to the eatrenchment, the entire extent of which they commanded. 
On this account a detachment of the scanty garrison was flUitioaed from 
the first day of the aiege in Bamick No, 4. It consisted chieHy of 
mil way engmeers, whose trained eharpueBB of vision and correct jndg- 
uionb of distances acquired in surreying made them invaluable oa 
marksmen. For three days did the small band without any professional 
comtu! 4 uder,by sheer skill and courage, hold the post,^ but at the end of 
this period as the onemy^ creeping up by hundreds under tho cover 
of the walls, began to proas heavily upon them, it was thought 
advisable to place it midor military command* Captain Jenkins of 
the 2nd Cavalry, conspicuous among brave men for his courage, was 
sent to head and guide these ciriliivti6."t sixteen in number, who hnd 
dockred the honour of England unto the rebcla. The enemy, foiled in 
thoir attempts to take them by surprise, ocen pied Barrack No. !. As a 
coiinter-iStroke, LiCTitenant Glaiiville of the 2nd Bengal Fusiliers was 
posted with a detachment of sixteen men in Barrack No. ^ As it waa 
only two hundred yards from th^ entrenchment, it beciuiie the key of 
our position and seventeen men had to hold that vital post *' againut a 
black Bwnrm conipasaing ns about like bees." Hour after hour they 
stood watching for the appreach of the rebek. By daylight they man- 
ngueJ to get El little rest, os one or two were sudiolent to keep watch. 
To avoid the bllstEring mys of the sun they used to '"squeeze down 
between the sharp edges" of the bricks and “got a nap sweeter ihnn 
thtit often ebtamed in beds of down." At night all hands were required 
for the look-out nud through the long and dead hours they stood with 
muskets at the charge peoriog out into tbo darkness, " and as soon as a 
flash from the adjacent barrack Indicated the whoreabouta of the foe,"

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thej lod^elJ their bullets in the same locality. But it wna deep silence 
Atiiidat the dtirlineBe which hilej them with the ^T'esitest apprehenaiUH j 
for when the guiiB eonaed firing, the enemy stealthily and eileully crept 
forth from the shelter of the aurroundiiig buildings nnd mode a pounce 
on the barrack; then out of tho vacant dnrknese English ritlea opened 
on them and sent theni flying back> 

Gknrillq, vrhik cnconraging the men. was dangprously wounded. 
The command devolved on Capboio Ehiiea, Ist Native Infantry, but as 
his wrt'icea were soon after required within the entrenchnienl, hisplat^ 
was supplied by Lioutenaut Mowbray Tbomaon of the 56th Native 
Infiuitry. His sixtijen men coiiBUted in the first instanco of Rtta igi r 
Hemleraon of the 56th Native Infantry, five or si* of the Madras 
Fusiliers, two plato-Iayers from the railway works, and eome men of tho 
8i.th Regiment. This firet instalment was Boon dibbled. Tho 
Madras Fusiliers ware armed with the Enfield rifle, and consequently - 
they had to bear the brunt of tho attack ; they were all slmt at their 
posts; several of tho 64th also falli but, in cooeeqnonce of the import¬ 
ance of the position, as soon as a loss in inj little corps was reported. 

Captain Moore sent me over a remforaciiicnt from the entrenchment! 
Sometimes a civilian, sometimes a soldier came. Tha ordore given us 
were not to surrender with our Uvea and we did our beat to obey them.'* 
Sir Hugh Wheeler with tho burden of seventy years on him 
being physicaily incapable of enduring the exposure and fatigue 
involved ij] looking after the minute details of the defeneo and inspect- 
ing the outposts, upon Captain Moore was cast the duty of guiding 
the energy and valour of the garrison. And no mau was more gifted 
by nature for the task. Ho was tall and fair with the joyous light 
blue eyes characteristic of his race and a bearing so frank and genial 
that men loved him, so detenu ined and self-possesaed in the midst 
of dangST that soldiors trusted him. Twice or thrice daily he visited 
every post and his robust and sanguine nature brought sunlight and 
hope to help the toil of the defenders. His tender aympatby bnmght- 
putience to the sufleriag women. He had an Irishmans love for b*rdily 
con^ct and though one of his arms had been severely injured at the 
beginning of tho siege bo never lost the opportunity of being in lb® 
midst of a fray. Wherever there appeared moat danger, he wna sure 
to be foremost with his arm in a sling u^d a revolver pistol in hia belt 
leading and direetiDg the men to act.* He placed aconts upon the top

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of one of the boirttcks to watch the niovumcntH of the onemy. When¬ 
ever the ngnol was given that they were atlemptiDg t-u advance nearer, 
■‘Cu|itaJu Moore would go oat with about a dozen EiiropcaDS in tJie 
midst of the most brisk firicig, cupelling them from their covert." 
Their bugles soundod tho advance and the charge, but no induoetnent 
could make them quit the safe side of Nca. I and 6. From the windows 
of these hnrraeks they poured volleys of musketry thick as bail upon 
the defenders and volley a of foal abuse. After each dischatge a din of 
hideomt defiance rose in the air and the rebels were seen at the windows 
brandishing tbclr swords and dancing a war dance. Some of these 
fanatics, under tho infiueRce of inruiiatmg doses of bhang, would come 
out into the open and jicrforiii, but at the mevitable cost of life." The 
combined picketa used to sweep through these barracks once, and 
sometitnos twice a day, in chose. The foe " scarroly ever stood for a 
hand to hand fight; but heaps of them were left dead as the result of 
thbae salijfifl,” • 

Life in the out picket was one of intense sufiering and foil of 
tlauger, but it had an advantage, “We wero somewhat removed fimm 
the sickening spectacles continual ly oocLiring in tho intrenchment. 
We certainly had no diminished share of the conflict in the barracks, 
but we had not the heaps of wounded sofferera, nor the crowd of help- 
Icaa onre whose agonies nothing could relieve, Man, women and 
children fell victims to the enemy's fire. But the survivore were 
luoro to be pitied than the dead. The pressure of fkmlne became 
every day more severe. " All were reduced to the monotonous and 
scanty allowance of one meal a day, consJsting of a handful of split 
peas and a handful of flour, certainly nob more than half a pint 
tc^Lher, for the daily ration." f Now and then the scanty fare was 
increased by some horse flash and it became a more cherished 
object to shoot a horse than bis rider.! " Our meal," writes one of

it fortunately, shared it amongst the children-'" However, m the siege 
advanced such was the estretnity of distress that a dog was eagerly 
hunted and greedily devoured. The b^leged were at the auiue tiine 
affiicted by thirst There was only one well within the entrenchment 
from which they could dr-iw water. The maSDniy at the present time 
hears marts of the inniinierftbte bullets which struck it, for the 
enemy invariably fired grape upon the spot aa eoan os any fverson 
mofk his appeamnes, or at night IT they heard the emchllng of 
the tackle. The framevrork of beam and brick w hich protected the 
drawers was soon shot aw^ay. The tnaclimery vreuL u^Kt and the 
bucket was thenceforward hauUd up baud over hand from a depth of 
more than sixty fort, It was hard and tedioua work fraught with 
irnniense peril. John Mackillop of the Civil Service, however^ gludly 
tmderlook it and has left hia name os a portent in the iFplendid culeu- 
dar of England'^a heroea. He jocosely said that ho was no fighting 
man. but would make hi in self uBofuf whore he coold, and aoeorclingly 
ha took this poat j drawing for the supply of the women and children 
as often aa he could. It was leBS than a week after ho haii undertaken 
thifl eelMenyiug scrvicej when his numerous escapes were followed by 
a grupe-ahot wound in the groin, and epeedy death, Blsintcrostefl e^eu 
in death, Ms last words were an earnest entreaty rhat somebody would 
go and draw water for u lady to whom ho hud promised iL*" The suffer¬ 
ings of the women and ehiyren grew more iu tense day by day as the 
pittance of water decreased, and the little ones tried to get a single 
drop of moisture upon their parched Ups by sucking the pieeea of old 
water bags, and putting dcrapa of cauvo^ and leather atmps into tha 
mouth. In silence the women bore their great agony, but the incessant 
crite of the babes for drink rent the hearts of the fioldicra and at the 
coat of many brave lives it was jirocuredp* 

Bwiiie the well within the intrenchment there was another about 
two hundred yards from the rajnpart close to Barmck N<x 3. We 
flrcw no waLef thorOj it was our comoteiy ; and in three weebE we 
buried therein two hundrcfl and fifty of our numbers-^ ^ Under the

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mvor of tiight with Bteiilthy step the bodies were throwa into it. 
•' J have B?eu the dead bqdi&a of offioers," wrote a survivor* " and 
tenderly brought up youug ladiea of rank put oiiUide the verandah 
mnongst the rujn* to nwalt the time when the fatigue party usually 
want routid to carry the dead to the well aa above; for there was 
SMroety room to shelter the living j the buildings were so sadly 
riddled that every safe comer availiiblo was considered a groat objoefc." 

Soon there wrvs no safe comer. On Friday, tho 12th of June 
shells wore proparod by an invalid subador of artilleiy and werQ heated 
in the barracks near the raoqnet court for the Nunkoy Xaivab's 
biUleiy.^t On the following evoning «the thatched barrack in tho 
intrenchnient was set ou Ere l>y a bid! from the Nuukey Nnwab's 
botteiy fired by Reaz Ali (son of Kurreem Ali, the one-eyed), an 
invalid subadur of artillery, for which ha received a reward of uidoty 
rupees and u shaw].“ All the wounded and sick wen? m it at tho tinio, 
also the families of the soldiers and drumraeta. The breeze being 
strong, the Samoa spresid ewiftly. The enemy poured their grape upon 
the burning maas, out of which fled woinon and chililrea. "The 
entreaties of the wnunded to be helped emt of the flames and from 
the fulling budding" writes a woiuim who witnessed the awfnl scene, 
"was more than one could bear, and their cries and dying groaj 
heartrendmg. for they were obliged to be dragged out without any 
regard being paid to their eaeniciatiitg pain occaaionod from wounds '' 
A few mure fortunate perished in the flames, for they were Bpartd a 
Imgermg death. In the burnt barracks all the medical stores were 
consomedand not one of the surgical instruments a-ns saved. From 
that time the agonies of the wounded beoame moat intense, "It

It was long post midnight when the rolling clatter of thq musketry 
ceased Then the enemy in hundreds stealthily and silently crept 
forward with the intention of taking by storm Ashe's battore L 
they came on, no movement was made that they were observed. 
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They ndvanced to wtthip yBnb and were pteparing to uisk^ a 
6 ual niRh, when Ashe and hiA g&rri^oii b ton ding np mEmirilly neiit 
forth ahowers of grape, and every miui taking up the loaded gum by 
hifl side poured into their midBt a fire of m Hake try. In half an hour 
aU had fled, leaving many slain on the field. 

Dawn broke afler a long night of fatigno and calamity, ** When 
the ashes of the consumed hartaek eooled the men of the 32 Dd 
Rogiment wholmd been stationed there, mkcNl them over with haTonet"* 
and aworda making diligent scoreh for their medals.'* * 

Deprived of the ahcltor of the barracks two hundred women and 
children eonght piutection behind the hreaatwotk and sat- on the 
ground twelve days and twelve mgbta'h It was June, aiide^urta were at 
first made to shelter theta from tho scorching i^ys of the sun by 
ereetiDg caavae Htretohers nvorhend^ hnt, ss often os the paltry cove Hog 
wns put up, it was fited by the eaemy^a ahelte^ l^ey had only the 
clothes on their backs, and at night they ahivered with agii# brought on 
by the damp ami Eteom of the ground, ^fany of the unfortunate 
camtnrcs ware sccustomod to all tbc indulgences of life, but they bore 
the hardships without complunt. Their courage never faltered and 
their energy was equal to the oecasiom They handed round the 
ainmunition> encouraged the men to the uttermost, and with tender 
solicitude atteudffd to the wounded.. Kindly death cams to inany. 
A single shell killed and wounded eeven of them who were seated in 
the ditch. Mistress Whito was walking with a twin child at either 
shoulder^ and her hosband by her side- The 8^1010 bull slew the 
fathor^ brake both elbows of the mother, and severely injnred ono 
of the children. *"1 saw her afterwards in tho maingoard lying 
upon her back with the two ehildrea twins laid one at each breast;, 
while the mo thorns bosom refused not what her arms had no power to 
adniinister.” * A email inoin was considero^I to be compamtively 
Two girls aged about eight or nine were left in it by their parents who 
went out in scorch of food. When they returned they found only 
Bcnttered remaiuB. A shell had entered it and bur^t. “The remefins 
were gathered up in aahoot and thrown into the welL*" §

".With the wception of four of the niimber* these Rne follows all 
penshed nt the batteries—nor were the guns themselves in much better 
condition; the howitzer was knocked completely off its canwe—one 
or two of them had their sides driven in, and one was without a 
muzzle} at length there were only two of them that could by any 
ingeiiuily be made lo carry grapo. and these were loaded w a most 
uwentnc manner. In consequence of the irregularity of the boro of 
the guns, through the damage inflicted on them by the eneniT’s shot 
the camater could not be driven homo, consequently the women euve 
ua their fttockings; and having tapped the canisters, we charged these 
with the conlonts of the shot caflea. a speciea of cartridge probably 
never heard of before^* The light guns of the garrison were of little 
avad a^iuBt the enemy’s heavy St-poundere, but however unequal the 
strife Ashe's little balteiy wrought great havoc among the rehela on 
account of the celerity and acourecy of its fire. The gallant commander

n the bunday Jnne Uth. every man was required at his post and mb W 
there no safe spot where the women rouid gather together to pray 
to tho Almighty. But the Chaplain.J who labour^] dnv and night to 
bring blcffleducBa to the wounded and dying, wont from port to post 
reading the Psalms and prayera while tho men slood at aruiB. « Short 
and interrupted as there aervicas were, they proved an invniuahb 
pnvulege,andtherewasa temble reality about them, since in each 

person of their matruclor was sure to be present for the last time." That 

8undaysTenmgat8y.ir., General Wheeler wrote to hJr. Gubbins at 

Ticknowr "We ba v^een besieged since the sixth by the Nana 
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Sahib, joined bj the whole of tlie native iroopsp who broke oiili op 
the uioming of the fourth. Tlie enemy have two *2-1, lunl jteveml 
otlierguns. We haye opiy eight 0-pouociera. The whole Christiajri 
popplation with us in a temporary intrenchmentj and our defence 
baa been noble and wonderful, our h™ heavy and cruel We want 
aid, aid^ aid 1 hlegardfl to Lawrence." The gallant old fK>!dicr adde<l a 
brief po^tacript: " If we had 200 mea, we euuld puniah the seoundreia 
and aid you/' Sir Henry I^wrence tumflelf answered the letter. He 
wrote on the IGth of Jane to General Wheeler: " I nto veiy eorry 
indeed to hear of your condition, and grieve tliat I cannot help you. 
I have eonfiulted with the chief officers about and, Mcept Qnbbina, 
they are tinanimoua in tMnking that with the eneiny^B command of the 
fiver, we could not possibly get a single man into your intrench men t. 
I need not say that I deeply lament being obliged to coneur in their 
apinion, for nur own safety ie as nearly coacerned eta youTB. We are 
strong in our intrenchmeutSj but by attempting the passage of the 
rivePp should be Bacrificing a large detachment withont a prospect of 
helping 3^011. Pray da not think me aeUi^h. I would run much risk 
could 1 sec a commensurate prospect o-f success. In thepreseni:; schemo 
I flcc none. Mr. Gubbina who docB not nndemtaud the di^cnUicB of 
the moBt difficult of military operations, the passage of a river in the 
face of an enemy, h led away by generous enthnsiELsm to desire 
itupCk^ibiJitied.^ 1 write not only my own opinion^ but that of many 
ready to risk their lives to rescue yon. Qod grant yon His protec¬ 
tion/' f Captain lloora by deeiro of Sir Hugh Wheeler acknowledged 
the receipt of the letters and expressed hk cumuninder''s regret that

We 
of coiirHc are prepared to hold out to the last It is needless to 
mentiion the names of thoae who have been killed, or died We trust in 
Ood ■ and if our exertions here assist yoor safety, it will be a consola* 
tion to know that our frienda appreeiute otir devotion, Any news of 
relief will cheer na” ^ 

No news of relief cheered the doomed garrison. But neither the 
confidence nor the resources of Moore were yet eihauated. The day 
after the burning of the hospital he determined to make n dash upon 
the enemy's guns in the hope of silcneiog some of them. Ah midnight 
putting himaelf at the head of fifty men he BalUed forth frutn the 
entreuchment. Silently they crept towards the church oncloaure and 
without firing a shot they leapt over the low wall and sprang at the 
gutiueTB with their bayooeta. The eucountor was abort and bloody. 
After spiking two or three guns they rushed onwards to the Meo^House 
where thov' aurprisad several of the rebel gunners asleep at their 
iKJSt, blew up one of the 2d-poupdetB and spiked two mor? guns. 
In an bout they returned to the entroiicbment leaving one of their 
scanty number behind and bringing back four wounded. Great was the 
relief of the garrison at their return. '“The siispetise of that night/" 
wrote a womaaj ** I cannot describe; we knew that the number of the 
sick and wounded was large, and the idea of seeing tho small number 
of our defeoders reduced by fcweoby including a firat rate oJEcer, threw 
ns into agonies of feor, every sound was hushed in no time, the atillness 
uf death, seemed to bo before us, aud the very ip Cant to undorsitand its 
danger- Capl 4 iiu Moore came back sooner than wa^ c?[|>cctcd, he 
was absent only an hour* but oh t that hour was eternity;" f 

It was ti brilliftnt, daring and suocscs^ful exploit But it availed 
little. The next day the Odemy brought fresh guns into poaition. 
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nUU Orders were also issued to prepare boatf Ibr tmosit of two reginiouts 

iwnforiTfd with attiller)* expected from Oudit Oti the 16th these regimeritis* 
home hotse anct ortiIbiy joined the reheb and boasted that they 
would take the entroiiobmeot in two days, They were consequeatly 
framOudb in gre4^t bTour with the N'aua, who directed thflm to be feasted with 
sweetmeats and t* be treated w ith distinction.'' A Coart composed of 
Babu Bhutr the Nanais brother, Axoenioalahg and two others was formed 
for the trial of cruniiinl cna^, and the old oriental method of ad- 
muiisteringjiiRttco and meting out pu&iflhnient was resumed. So^oral 
loading dtizetifl were pamdod through the city on donkeyB and their 
houses razed to tho ground for disreputable modes of livelihood, and a 
man of the fiauria caste had his handM cut off for theft. 
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On thfc 18 th June, a battery ereeted south of iha entTeuchincDt 
and coTntoaaded by ihe Meer Nawab opened lire with great violence, 
one more of the gnus in the entrenchnient wae disabled and many of the 
gnrnson wera killed. In the heat and fuiy of the eannonade au aasanll 
waa made, but after a brief tough etniggle the atermers wenj repulsed. 
■' The ooumgo of the British waa highly citolted and the mutiueera 
greatly dopraaii»ad at their repaated fnilurea ; those of them who had 
already acquired wealth by plunder sought opportunities for slipping 
away to their homes, while snob as had wives and faiuilins would not 
attend the batteries, nor willingly join in the assaults made on the 
Butreiichtnenbii. bat by far the greater number, the Kadaroe and Aktarw 
regiments eiocpted, took their ease seated in the ahopa along the banka 
of thg canal, plundering the supplies brought in. eagerly helping 
thcmaclveuto Inige quantities of sugar, and drinking sherbet to their 
hearts content." On the 10 th news reached the rebels of the apprrMch 
of the iTth Native Intantry with guns and treaBure from Aamgurh. 
A cnnsultation attended by Babu Bhut, A 2 emDDlah and Genera] Teefca 
bing was held the same day at tho Nana's at which it was suggested 
that stratagem ahonld be employed to induce the Europeans to leave 
the entrenchment when they might easily be masaacted- Fighting 
thoQi, It waa urged, only led to gtitiH hsing lost. As all present did not 

assent to the proposal it was suggested that another meetiog should be 
shortly held. 

(Jn Sunday morning, the 21 st June, it w'as proclaimed by beat of 
drum that the Peshwa'a Government had been established nt Poona and 
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thnt the rebels rqled the city of Lucjknow* Durlog the of^omooD t he 
enemy setit a fearful dLecharge of grape whistling through the entrench- 
uient- At midnight ]^[ajdr Viburt wrote to Sir Henry IjiwroQCQ i ^ We 
have been cannonaded for mu hours a day by twelve guns. Thia evening 
for three henrs upwards of thirty ah(^llii (mortars) were throwa into the 
entrenchmeDl Thia has occurrEd daily for the kat eight days; nil 
idea viay bn/farmed of our camaiii^, and how little protection the 
barracks afford to the women. Any aid to be effectivo must be 
immediate. In event of rain falling oiir poaildon would be uDteanbleK 
He assuTed Sir Henry I^^vrenea that accordkig to telegraphic 
despatches rBceivcd previous to the outbreak 1,000 Eiiropeanja ivere to 
have arrived on the 14th iusLant, This force may bo on its way up. 
Any oBsistance you can send might co-operate with it, Nim?-pounder 
ammunitioii, chiefly cartridges, is requirod. Shonfd the above farces 
arrive, we con in return ms urn the safety of Lucknow. Being simply 
a military mim^ General Wheeler has no |Kiwer to offer btibc^s in Ifind 
find money to the insiugonts, any mean& whatever of communica¬ 
tion with thocD. iou can asceitaiii the best means of crnsRuig the 
river. Nugoffgurh Ghanc is suggested. It is eameatly requested that 
whatever is done may be effected without a moment's delay. We have 
lost about a third of our original number The enemy are strongest 
in artillery. They appimr not to have more than 400 or 500 infantry. 
They move their guns with difficulty, by means of anhrokmi bullocks. 
The infantry are groat cowards and easily repulsed^ * 

On Monday, the SSnd of June, the rebels after much discuBsion 
plucked tip sufficient courage to determine to moke a general assault. 
That night a storming party from barrack No. 1 threatened barmck 
No. 2. Captain Thomson saw the rebels (wllectmg there from all parts 
and fearing that his small band would be overpowered by numbers sent 
to Captain Moore for more men. The answer was " Not one could be 
spared. Soon after the intrepid irishman accompanied by Lieutenant 
Deirtfoeae went aoroes and said to Thomson: I think I shall tuy a new 
dodge; we are going out into the open, and I shall give the word of 
command as though our party weru about to eommence an attack" 
Forthwith they sallied out, ^loore with u tiword^ Oelafos&e with an 
empty mnskefc. Moore in a loud voice gnvo the word of eommand: 
" Number one to the front." - And hundreds of ammunition pouches 
rattled on the bayonet-shoaths os our courageous foes vaulted out from 
the cover afforded by heaps of rubbish and rushed into the safer 
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iltiikrtere presented by tlis bjurack wnlk. We followed them with a 
vigorouK Bftliite and os they did not show fight just then, we hud n 
hearty langh nt the ingenuity which had devised and the courage 
which had eitccutod this successful feint ” * During the reominder of 
the night the rebels kept the iniall garriaon on the alert by perpetual 
aurjuises and mock chaigoa. At the firet streak of dawn they however 
advanced boldly up to the doorway of the barracks. No door but tmly 
hrictwnrk breast high with stout hearts behind it prevented their entry, 
Mnnwaring's revolver dcapatchad two or three. Stirling, with an 
Enfield rifle, shot one and bnytiUeted another. Moore with deadly 
effect emptied both barrels of his gun. "We were sevontoen of un 
ineide that barrack and they left eighteen corpflca lying oulaide the 
adach.t The galUmt band roust however have been overpowered 
by iiutnbein, if Moore had not, on seeing the banooks filled with tho 
enemy, sallied forth w'ith twenty-five men to the resene. Advancing 
under cover of No. 5 barrack, he sent a few volleys, then going ahead 
behind No. 4 barraok, he managed to drive them all into Nos. 1 and 
i, where a few ronniL of canister milted them out entirely, killing 
about thirty-five or forty of their number. 

At the same time an uasaiilt was being made on all aides of the 
ontreuchment by the robol host. It was the centenary of Pliiasty nud 
they vowed not to spare a soul that day, even if they should all die 
in the attempt. No iiooncr was the signal given than Regular and 
Irregular, Moaloiu and Hindu, rushed iinpetnotialy forward. loipatieut 
of delay the eavaljy charged forth from the riding-school at a hand gallop, 
but ere the entrencbiuent was reached their hoiBos became winded, 
their pace slacked, and as they came on they were awept away by our 
artillery. They wavered a. little; then, wheeling round, the feH'survivora 
fled. Mora cautiouiily the skirntiahera advanced relling before them 
for protection huge bales of cotton. When they had got them within 
a hundnoil yards of the wall, thu main body of the infantry in tho rear 
raised a loud shout and rtiBhetl boldly forward led by the Subadur- 
Major of the lat Native Infantry, a tail powerful man who had sworn 
upon the holy Ganges either to Uike the entrenchment or perish swoid 
in bond. A musket bull from the rampart laid him low, and round 
tdtrcr round of canister mowed his followers down, btaggered by the

Slauy and signal were the examples of bravery and devotion 
displayed that day. But among them one mm pro-eniinent. Il had 
better be told without comment m the words of one who saw it ^ ** This 

day I saw a very daring and brave act done in our ctuap. About 
midday one of our aramtiiiition wagons in tho north-east eomer was 
blown up by the enemy's abot, and while it was bluing, the batteries 
from the artiDeiy bammks ami the tank directed all their guQfi towards 
it, Out soldiers being tivuch exhausted with the moriiiug's work, ancl 
almost every artilleryman either killed or wouiided^ it was a difficult 
matter to put out the fire+ which endnugered the other wngtma near 
it. How ever, in the midst of the tamnouading n young officer of the 
.^3rd Native Infantry tLioutenant Oelaf^Hise) with unusual eoumge, 
went up. and laying himself down under the burning w^agon, pulled 
away froni it what loose splinteis, he could get hold of* all the 
whilfl throwing earth ou the flamos- Me was soon joined by two 
fuddler^ who farougbt with them a couple nf buckets of wuter^ which 
were very desterously thrown about hy the Lieutenatil-^ and while the 
buckets were tiiken to he replenished feota the drinking water of the 
meii close by, the procof^s of pitching earth was carried on amid a feArful 
caummuding of about six gum?, all firing upon the burning wagon. 
Thus* at kat, the fire was put out and the officer and men escaped 
imhurL*^ 

The little band of witmors bad mode iB™>d their stand against 
iho overv^heltning odds of numbers But the contest could not long 
eudiirc. The post was crumbling to piceo» add was hardly any longer 
tenable. Day by day the garrison became more worn by want of food 
and akap and wasted by disease aud the constant firing of the euemy. 
Here are a few iusUncea of what ttiok place, Lientenant Poole was 
struck by a musket ball and fell to the giound* Captain Thomson 
who went to support him was hit under the right shoulder blade. 
Mr. HiJfemden was standing in a verandah oonvensiug with hb wife 
who had been recently confined when a round shot complotoly dis- 
crahowelled him.* Mr. Heberden cniployed on the railway wa» handing

Lieutenant Kckford, more fortunate, was struck by a round shot in the 
heart cauairig instant death * Lieutenant Jervis, who always scorned 
tD mn, was calmly walking across the open in the midst of a shower of 
bullets when some of his comrades criod out to him; "Run, Jerpist 
Run!" but he lofnsed and was tilled by a bullet through the heart. 
Three young subalterns had their heads taken off by round shots in 
(he Redan.t The General atriokon ia age after spending three hours 
on the S3rd of June in the trenches cheering the meni‘* returned to 
find my fevourite darling son killed by a ^’pounder in the room with 
his mother and sisters.” J 

The following day (24th June) Sir Ungh wrote to Henry 
Lawrence. " British spirit alqno remaiBe, but- it cannot last for ever," § 
And from the brave old man was wrung the cry; "Surely we are not 
to die like rate in a cage." Poor Wheeler 1 it would have been welt 
for him if he had perished in the wrath and rage of buttle, it was in 
an ill day that he trusted the oath of a base Mnhratta. On the 
moming of the 25th a note was brought to him by an elderly penitm 
named Mm. Jacobs.ll who bad been captured while endeavouring te 
oeoape la native olothcs. The document was in the handwriting of 
Azomoofeh, bnt it was attested by no signature. The superamption 
was: •'To the subjeota of Her Moat Graebua Majesty Queen Victoria" 
and the oontents run as follows: "AM those who are in nti wav 
conaected with the acts of Lord Dalhoueie, and are willing to fey 
down their armn shall receive a safe passage to Allahabad." 

The General called his adviscra Moorn and WhUing round 
him to deliberate on the buBmeua. Hfe own voice was raised against 
making any terms, for he knew that with orientals treachery is ^ 
most fewftd act when it enables men to take vengeance upon an 
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Qn^niy and to s&tiatc their bcart^^ animo^tj, Moore knew little of Lha 
feeling? and paaaion? of the East imd wa? willing to treat Brave to 
reckles?ne?s* ready to lend hia men on every perilous adventure^ be 
thought not of himself but of the belpb:^ wounded and the women and 
children whoaa siideriiigs increased hourly. There wtvs no immediate 
pnofflpect of succour from Lucknow or Calcutta. In three daya their 
scanty stock of proviaioiis would be completely erhauBted Far him 
and the able-bodied there was still n eoldicr'e deaths for the dek 
and wounded, for the women and children sLarvatlou or capitulation 
was the only alternative, Elach day their eoudltion was becoming 
more critical. The toEtering defences ware wasting away under the 
inceessunt cannonade of the besiegers and the monsoon mins doily 
eitpected would complete their min. Great nnmhcis nob memlj of the 
soldiers but of the dviliona had been slaiiu Every comer was filled 
witJi the sick and woundeA The few who were still in a condition to 
do their duty were worn by long Tigils and excessive toil. Would it 
not then be wbo to make terms^ while the few could atill make resis¬ 
tance behind thoae mud walls, while the failure to take them by atorm * 
was etill fresh in the rnemory of the rebel? ? Whiting supported Moore* 
Long and anxious was the dehbemticin- At length the objections of the 
General wore overcome by their exhortations and at ugon Mrs. Jacob? 
went back to the rebel camp. On her return sho had an interview 
with the Xona^ A^emoolah^ and Brigadier Jwala Peishad, and when the 
conference broke up it was mmonred that on agreement had been made 
with the Eogliah who were to give up their guns and treasure and were 
in return to be provided with boats to convey them to AlJnhahad The 
rumour was confirmed by the Nam isBuing ordeis that boats should he 
provided to convoy them to that station. At sunset a consaltaUon 
was held in the Nana's tenL* wheu it was decided that the British 
should be muasaered at the Suttee Choura ghaut.* 

At half-past S PJf., Lieutemnt Q. Masters of the S3rd Native 
Infantry wrote to his father^ Colonel Masters of the 7 th Cavalry at 
Lucknow: " We have now held out for twenty-one days under a 
tremendous fire. The Rajah of Bithoor has offered to forwaid us La 
safety to AUahabad^ and the Geneml haa accepted hia terms, I am all

On Friday the 3Gth of Jano^ tho enemy ceoeed dring. "The 
roaring of cannon having a weight seemed taken off cnch hoortp 

the joy woB geoeral, and OTevybody appeared to have at Dnee fbrgutien 
their past aufferings. It was siieh happiness to quit a place franght 
with ^cb misery, and bo feorfnUy haunted with the groans of thnsr 
death bod snatched away^ tho soldiers wore oinging and dancing by 
boating time with dnini sticks on an empty cask* But the merrii^ worn 
the children. It was tho first rime aince we hniil entered tho^ fatal 
buildings that tho little ones were oHowed their liberty^ and they wom 
making up for lost rime," Early in the day Asomoolab and Brigadier 
Jw^aln Petslmd came within two hundred yards of the entrenchment 
and Moore and Whiting accoiripmiiQd by Mr, Bochop the postmnateTp 
went forth to meet them. The terms of the eapitnUtion were committed 
to paper. They were ^ honourable sorrender of our shatteretl boimcke 
and exit under ormap with eixty roimda of ammunition por man ; 
carriages to be provided for the conveyance of tho wounded, the womon 
aud tbo cbiJdron; boats furnished with dotir to bo ready at the glint. 
Some of tho nativo party added to the remark about lupplyiug ue with 
flour: * We will give yon sheep and goats also.'" 

Axemootuh relumed to the rebel camp wilh the nnilorstanding 
that ho would place tho draft ognoemeDt before the Nana, In the 
afternoon the document was famnght back by a trooper with a verbal 
message to the effect that the Nana agreed to all the coudtLions, but 
that tho enyrenehment must bo evocuati^ that night, It waa on 
imposEible and ominoiLS condition, and the draft was returaod with on 
mtlmatioD that the deporttire could not take place before the niotrow. 
Tho trooper swilllj rode back and bluolLy declared that the Nana was 
inllejdble on the point of immediate evacuation. If there were any 
delay his guna would ogmu open firs* He bade the garrison remember 
that he knew the desperate straite to which Limy hod bean reducodp that 
their guns were abnttered, and that a renewal of the bombardment must 
cud in their complete destruction. \^?biLLng with adnnirable coolneaa 
replied that they had do fear of the rcbek ever being able to enter the 
eotraDchment, Ail their asaauJtfl hod been repelicdL If they ever 
succeeded in ovcrpoweriiig tho gimrison by force of numberu there 
would always be suflicient men to blow up the mag aa^m e The trooper 
returned to the Nona and the firm deflunt language uf Whiting bud 
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the desirod effecii, for he agnin rode back with the verbal copaeDt that 
tho evOiCuati™ might be delayed till the morrow. Mr. Todd, who had 
fornkerly been the Kaua'a English tetorj now ventured to lake the 
iriBtrument to the Nona pid after about an absence of half on hoar 
Fetmned with it duly iigaod Three mea were aonl by the Natia 
into the eatncnchment oe bostagee, one of them being Brigadier 
Jwata Pershad. The uninjured giias and the treasure amounting to 
about £12,000 wcTO tbon made over to the Nana, Twenty-four boats 
lying at the Coetoms ghat were seized by conimaud of the Nana aud 
every exertion was made to prepare them for the reception of the 
British on the following day% They were moved do wo to the Suttee 
Cbonra Ghat and there inspected by a cetuaiittec of three officers 
who directed oertam alterations to be mada* 

111 the oveniNg TantLa Topee wo^ closeted with the Nana and 
wbca the conference was over he issued orders that before daybreak 
the troops should march to the Suttee ChouTa Gbat^ a landing place 
situated about a mile to the north-west of the oatrenchiaent. The 
feudal borctis w'iLh their followers were also warned to be in attondance 
at the gbat. A faithful native clerk via ted bis master in tho 
entrenchment and on being told to procure thirty pounds for the trip 
icvcaled to the meditatod treachery. He stated all be hod heard 
while wailing in the Nona's tent^ But his vuioe was unheeded. 

During the night an accident occurred which scemsKi likely to 
produce a renewal uf bostilitiea A eleepy rebel flcatiy dropped bis 
[iinskeb and sc caasod its dischaigCi. This olonucdi the whole rebel 
force who opened a* heavy fire he cntroiiehdDiieiits, but ceased on 
reed ving a message from Jwala Persbad^ 

With the first Ught of the momlng some two huadrod mutineers 
with guns marched to the Suttee Chuara Qhat< On a knoll overlooking 
and commanding the line of boate were the rums of a bouso lately 
burnt by the rebels. Here a body of sepoys with one gun were

of Hiddneera plaoed aad twenty-five men were ^e^otly collectdcl 
behind some timber. Abov© the ghat m Lha^ Fishertnaa'a temple.* The 
fane ia now fast fklUng into miua and it is hard for the tr-LiFellor seated 
on ita broken steps to realise that this is the scene of a great tragedy 
which eHBoted itself on this earth within the memory of man. All 
aioimd is so calm and peaceful. No sound breaks the stillness of the 
air and not a breath of wind mffies the broad waters of the Oangee. 
A country boat is Aoating down the stream and the wide brown sails 
catch the golden mys of the sun as it rbes above the horizon on n fresh 
December morning. Forty ycana ago, as the dawn walked forth fiery- 
footsd in the month of Jane» on a carpet spread hsfure the temple aat 
B&la, the Nana's brothaTj Azenioalah^ Bri^dier JwaLa Fershnd and TmUia 
Topee, busy giving their final iiLstrnctioiis and aoiioiislj awaiting the 
HitiviJ of their victims. A squa^imn of troops woro drawn op south of 
the Fiafaemian's Temple* A quarter of mile below it waa another smalt 
shrino at which a field piecN3 and a company of sepoys bad been posted 
during the aiegc to guard the ghat. The evening before they hod been 
withdrawn lq order not to raise the SDfq^icion of the officom when 
they visited the boats. At dawn the gun wag again put into posidon 
and a largo body of motineers guarded it, Abant eight hundred yards 
lower down w'oa another lAnding place. Here^ toOp a gun protected by a 
company was statioacii These two guns commanded Lhe river for 
some difitanoe above and below and could rake ihe boata as they Lay 
moored at the ghat or fioated down the stream. On the opposite bank 
of the stream directly facing the ghat were etationedp concealed behind 
a sandy ridge, two guns, the 17Lh Native lufantiy, and the 13th Xative 
Cavalry. They wens Intended to cut off the retreat of any that reached 
tho other aide and attempted to make their way to Lucknow. A party 
of horse and fool were also told off to follow the garrisonp aud they 
were ordered on reaching the bridge which apaoned the ravine and 
commanded the Suttee Ohouni Ohat to form up In line as a firiDg 
party. Tho design was to huteber every soul and tho rebel 
leaders at the temple made their amngemoQts with infernal skill 
Within the entrenchment men and women were busy all .the night 
making preparationa for their departure. Such wag their condlEJon 
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th^t tb&y did not diBail any miaerieg in the uEKknown futnro. The 
wDinen who hnd daily helped the men behmd the Ijattlemflatu 
bore traces of their prodigious snfierings and were soilsd with 
unremitting labour. But though they had laid aside the weaklier of 
their SOS they retained the fineneBs of their nature^ tittle relics of 
jewellery were secreted by some in the tattered fra^^ent^ of their 
droas. Some chcriBhed a Bible or a Prayer-Book; others bestowed all 
their care upon the faeirlooms whieh the dead had entrusted to their 
keeping to be t^aiisferred to surYivora at home«" Children, Bhadowg 
of themselves, dung to their motboTs" rags. The men cogtnmed in 
tomubed and tom uniforms presented a miserable figure. There 
were few ehoes, fewer atockingas and scarcely any shirts, these had all 
gone forbajidage8,“* t starved and battered band 

few could depart without the higheat regret from a spot where they 
hod suffered calamities too great for teora. “ They looked down the well 
and thought of the beloved ones consigned to ita keeping.^ But the 
Hick and wounded were more to bo pitied than those who had gone* 
More than two hondred of them bad to be conveyed to the river. 
There was no medicine to relievo their flufferioga and the most cautiouu 
handling of their comrades canaed them excruciating agony. In the 
grey of the morning of Saturday, the 2Tth of June, the carriage sent 
by the Nana for the transport of the sick and wounded and the worn on 
and children reached the entrenchment. The place was soon filled 
with rebel sepoys and when they saw the cnimbling wall and the 
shattered batteries they were loud in tbeir expresisionfl of wonder and 
praise at the long defence mailo by the garrfcson. They were told but 
for want of food it would have been held to the last man. A few 
enquired after their old officem whom thoy missed and Beemed much 
distressed on hearing of their death. Some were rough and insulting 
in their demeanour and were told by Moore that their triumpli 
would be abort and each man would have to answer for his evil 
deedsOne man bolder than tho rest said to a British soldier; 
"Give me that muaket'^and placed his hand upon the weapon. 
“You ahall have its contentSj if yon please, bnfc not the gun,"*

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was the dc&uik repl 7 . All waa finUhed at last and about G A.Sf. the 
garrison began to loflTe the entrenchment. Sixteen etepliants and about 
seventy palanquins canyitig the wounded led the way. After tbetn came 
the advanced guard egnsisting of some men of the 32ud commanded by 
Moore. Then followed a few more alophajito and a long line of bullock 
cairta carrying the women and childrciL All the men who were able to 
walk succeeded, and the procession ww brought up by Major Vibart {the 
last man to leave the entrenchment) eecorted by a large number of 
rebel flapoye belonging to his corpB.* The ooncoutse was swelled by 
thousands of natives of both sexoa who swarmed from ihcir dingy 
horaoa to witness the portentona pageant. Many were there to give 
vent to their vmdietive feeling j aorae to pay their respects to those 
they had known in happier daya, Servante were assembled to bid 
farewell to their old masteifl. Nnt a few had shared the dangem and 
privations of tho siege. Tlie examples of dUintoreatedness and hemio 
fidelity to bo gleaned from tho ovideuce recorded in the of&cial ijaperfl 
afFoid some relief to the most terrible fcaturea of that tale of treachery 
and eiionnnna wickodneea. Out of the number of illiiatrations it is not 
ensy to mako BelectioiiB. Hero is a striking instance. A servant of 
Colonel Williama who commanded the 50th Native Infantry hod 
great difficulty in reaching his mistress ns the party was surrouudcxl by 
eepoysL " 1 applied to AmiuudoedecD, the Havildar*Mttjor of the SGth, 
who said the thing was impossible. I appealed to him and be^cd him 
to lemembei the kladncsa ha had received from the Colonel. After 
persuasion, he said that he could not shovi bis face before the Colonel'a 
lody, but directed fourfiepoys to take me to my mistross and prevent 
my being disturbed." He was tohau to bia mistrees nud found her and 
her two daughters in wretched plight ecorebed and bliatered by tha^ 
sun, “ My mistress had a slight bullot*wouod on tho upper lip. She 
said that my master had died on the 8th of Juno." His mistress than 
told him toga and bring another sorvaot toacoonipnny her to Allnhnbad, 
Ho went And both arrived in time to wiLdcss the oiieuingof that great 
tragedy. The procession had not proceeded for when the sepoya showed 
that every other emotion waa lost in deailly hatred. A Jemadar, three

aalt had recnniqed with thair officers Lhroughnat the siego and loft the 
eatFenohnaent in their company wcto seked and carried ofT by their 
coturadea notwithatanding theeamcat remonatmacefi of thoif Adjntfint, 
Lionteannt Goad. They were tsikec before the oatlvo officer coniTnandiog 
a iMittery at the mct^houae of their eorpa He (add they should not 
have been taken prisoners having become Chruitiaps but ought at noca 
to have been slaiiL'" And they wore slaiiL Another murder revealed all 
the ferucity which the spirit of fanaticistn nnd revenge could inspire. 
A litter oontaining Colonel Ewart, eomimmding the 1st Native Infantry^ 
who had been severely woundedj fell into the real and when passing 
St, Jobn '9 Church w:is stopped by seven or eight men of his own 
regiment. The bearers were cornmanded to lay it on the ground. 
The sepoys then muckiugly aaked their wounded oomrnander s fa 
not thk n fine parade and is it not well dressed up?'* Two of 
them cut hiiu to pieces with their swords Turning to his wife 
who had walked beside the litter, the tnlsereants said: we 

will not kill you for you are a wotnrui, but throw down all you have." 
She threw down a small packet at their feet, and her they also slew. 

Meanwhile the ioug files had bent their way immoleeted to the 
wooden bridge and leaving it to the right filed down the ravine. When 
the hist man bad entered the gorge, tho troopers aocoidiug to their orders 
formed a line ncresa the entrance and allowed none of the crowd to 
pa£& The procQssioTi held ha oourse down the nullah till it came to 
the river where the boats were lying on thoir aides in the aand with 
about two feet of water rippling around them. The work of embarka¬ 
tion was long, tedious and difficult. Men and women had to wado 
knee-deop through the water and it woa no easy task to hoist the 
women and ohiidren on board. It was 0 A.M. when Major Vibart 
clambered into his bout and gave the word^^off"^—a welcome sound after 
a weaiy month of mcrediblo hardship and imprisonment. But the 
fx^mmand fell on traitoroui (Sira. The omiuoua hlaat of a bugle was 
heard and nt the aignol the crew leaped overboard and waded towards 
dry ground. Now* 03 if by magic, from the ruiaa on the boighta ami 
from behind the iimhor caine forth a tompeat of bullets and the 
guns on the h^uk threw unt * hail of diet aud grape which went 
through and through the boats. The firu was returned with spirit, 
and despamte efforts wen? made by our tnon to push off the boats. 
But nil cscept three stuck fast. Then above the ring of the 
bullets aud the hum of Lhe sholb was beard the crackling of fire, and 
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a dense claud of smoke burst forth from the thutoh noofe. Iti ti fevr 
iziinutea the aick anil wounded were burnt to deaths To €se 3 i]>e the 
ficorchiug domed men and woniea with tbeLr ehlldren jumped intu tke 
waten Some wnded {ax into the stream and were drowned; others 
eroudied behind the boats to escape the pitilesa storm of obeli and 
muskelrjt It was nil in vain. The 17th Native lufantiy with the two 
guns stationed on the opposite bank of the river began work and poured 
into them more gmp^ musketry. When few were left there waa a 
lull in the incessant fire and the troapar^ poeted near HiLideen's 
temple urged by Bala Bao and Tontia Topee catered the river smd 
sabred those who were alive« Whilst the massanm woe tjiktTig plooc at 
the ghat a trooper of the 2Qd Cavalry galloped to the Savada House 
w'hete the Nana was staying and informEd him that his enemies^ their 
iluating wivos and children were being slain. "" Yee, tbo news was truep ” 
temarked abptimder, '*fcnr an infant of a month old was se-en down the 
stream/' The Nana on^a^ered that for the destru^^tiozi of women and 
children there was no necessity, and directed the sowar to retum with an 
order to stay their slaughter- * The trnopef conveyed hu command, t he 
massacre ceased, and one hundred and twenty women and children were 
brought out of the river and coUected on the bank. Hero for dome 
hours they ^t beueath the pitiless sun guarded by the aapoys till the 
order came that they ware to be taken to the Nana And then they 
were led back by the ^me read they had comen But now: “There 
were no men of the party but only some boys twelve or thirteen yeais 
of age*” Many of tho women were wounded. “ Their clothes/' writes 
ana who watched tbom go by, “ had blood on them. Two were badly 
hurt, and bad their heads bound up with handkerchiefs* Some wero 
wat^ covered with mud aud blood» and some had their dreoaes torq^ but 
all had clothes, I aaw one or two children without clothes/*' Another 
witness states; The ladies' clothing wiia wet and soiled^ and some of 
them were barefoot. Many were wounded* Two of them f observed 
well as being wounded in the leg and under the nrni.*^ Thufip wounded 
and footsore, with their clothes drcnchad, aud dripping with blood, the 
forlorn victims of a cruel frenzy were lod before the Nana, and he 
ordered them to bo confinEsd in the Savada House. 

Three of the boats Routed door cf^thc ghat. Two being cripploii^ 
drifted op to the Oudb bank and their ipmatea were massacred by the 
17tb Native Infantiy with the exception of eighteon individuals sent 
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in priannera to tho Nun^i. The ttbird, Iflojor Vibart^s boat, being; 
of lighter druftn got into tte fiill force of the streoiiiK* A aho^ from 
the sontbarn bank etmck bet mdder and sent her gpinniag round 
but she on followed by some sturdy s^Tinfimera wbo attempted to 

orertcike ber. Among thoin was Mowbray Thomson who ^ throwing 
into the Gangea my fatherV Ghiiznee medal and ray mo therms portrait 
atmck out for the boat.t A dot&n men were beating the water for dear 
life* Cloea by Thom£?on's aide w^ere Ensign Henderson { 56 tb Native 
Infantry) and his brother who but recently landed Ui India, *'They 
both swam well for some distanoe when the younger became w eak, and 
although we encQumged him to the be w'ent down in our eight 

though not within our reach ; presently his Joirv^vorj T, W. Henderson, 
veas struck on the hand by a grape shot. He put the disabled arm over 
ray shoulder and with one arm eachi we ewam to the boat which bj 
this time had stranded on a bank close to the Oudh aide of the river." | 
Many a gallant life wiva lost in nttoraptiog to push off the boat, A 
ball pierced the intrepid Moore through the heart; Ashe and Bolton were 
also Btmek dead- Bumoy and Olanville were carried off by one round- 
shot j which also Bbattered Lieutenant Fagan^s leg to such an ext^t 
that from the knee downwards it was only held tegether by tho sinewa. 
His aufierings were frightful, but he behaved with wooderfiil patience,^" § 
Alternately drifting aud stranding the boat slowly proceeded down the 
stream. ^ It was impossible to etcer her. Her mdder was shot away ; 
we had no oars, for these bad all been thrown overboard by the 
traitorous boatTuon and the eoly implenienta that oould be brought into 
use were a spar or two and such pieces of vrood as we could in safety

I " Th* Stnry ot CaWnpere/' by Ciptwa hlowhray ThAtnJOQi paj£e 1 
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teni" away from tte flidca,“ Grape and raind-sh&t wit? poured upon them 
from either baiik« At timei they drifted within a hnadred yunift of 
the giiTia on the Ondh eidH of the river *^and saw them load^ prime and 
fire into our midst/'" Shortly after midnlay they got out of the range 
of the euemy^a great guns, ^*Thc aandy bed ou the river-bank had 
dianbled their artilleiy bullocks, but they ehaaed us the whole duyi 
Bring in volleye of musketry ineeaaantly."" 

Shot, ahell and musketry were bowevnr the least of the evils 
they had to enduTe that long lingering day. Blessed were the dead* 
For the living there wns no food in the boat and they had taken 
nothing before starting. ‘"The water of tho Ganges was alE that passed 
our LLj^, flare prayetfl, ahriekfl and groana,” The wounded and the slain 
lay entangled tfOgether in the bottom of the boat^ To extricate the 
corpses wafl a w'ork of oxtrome difficulty. But it tvas impgmtively 
D^^saary on ooentmt of tho dreaded oooseqtienees of tbe intenso 
heat„ and the importance of lightening the boat as much as pooaibte. 

The day passed. The boat had floated down the stream only 
aiE miiea when at 5 p.m. it once more stranded. All efforts to move 
the keol an inch were in vain- It was determined to wait there tilt 
nightfall when it was bc»pecl under the screen of darkness they 
would be able to rMsembark the women and ^ lighten the crafti- 
When darkness came the rebels sent a burning boat down tho stream. 
It drew nearer and was almost among them when “ providentially the 
thing glided past us^ though wuthin a yard or two/~ They also sent a 
flight of arrows tipped with lighted charcoal with the object of igniting 
the thatched roof, and the sole sfaetier frotn suu and ralu had to be 
thrown/overboard. By dint of hard work tbe boat was again got 
adrift but the work of pushing away from the sand-banks was inecfloaut. 

“ We spent aa much ef the night out os we did in the boat. There 
was no moon, however^ and although they did not cease firing at us 
until after midnight they did na little damage/' * 

When dftwn broke and the surrounding objects gradually emerged 
from the darkness nothing could be eeeu of their pumuejrs and they 
began to hope that tho rebels had abnudonod the pursuit. Thoyi bowoverp 
had mode only four miles in the night. Two hours passed by. Then 
^me natives were seen Imthiogby the bank and a native drummer was 
sent with five rupees to obtoiti provlBiGiLs. One of the batheru took

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the inoBcy und promised to prociira some flgtir leaving his brass 
driokiiig vcaggl as a pledge of his g&od Mth. He, however, Dever 
returned. Before going he iiifomied the dnimiuer that orders had 
been seet down to aei^e the fugitives and that a powerfiil laudlerd 
whose estates lay a Kfctle further down on the Oudh side had engaged 
that not a soul should escape. The newu gtunnod them. Now they 
fleemed odvaneing upon inevitable destriicliion. " Whiting peneillcd a 
few linea on a scrap of paper stating they had abandoned hope whieb 
he placed in a bottle and committod to the streancL^^ 

At 3 PhJT, the boat again got aground off the village of Ntijs^ruf- 
ghur and soon a multit^ide of men came dashing out of the hamlet 
and plied their mnsketiy with terrible and fearful rapidity. "Major 
Vibart had been shet through one ann on the previous day; neve-rthe- 
less he got out> and while helping to push otf the boat was shot 
through the other arm. Captain Athill Turner had both his legs 
smashed. Captain Whiting was Idibd. Lieutenant Quin was ahot 
through the arm ^ Captain Seppings through the arm ; and Mrs. Seppinga 
through the thigh. Lien tenant Harnson wns shot dead.'^ The rebels 
brought out a guUj but happily tho rain came down m such torrents 
that they wore able to fire only one shot. 

As the dusk elosed in a boat manned by mutineers 

thoroughly armed was seen coming down the stream. They had been 
sent to pursue and destroy tho fugitives. The pnrsuera, how^ever, 
mn on a sand-bank. The eneig^y and conmge of the Englishmen 
grew with danger. Eighteen or twenty leapt from their boat, charged 
tho enemy, " and few of their nnmher escaped to tell the stoty.” 

So posBod another day* The terrible agitation of the preeodiiig 
thirty-six hours, the wild oseape, the strenuous labour had not diminished 
the courage of the fugitivea but had exhausted the strength of their 
human frames, and they Ml asleep "expeotiug never to see the 
morrow/' A hurricane arose during the night and Bomi} of their 
number awaking found that they were again afloat. “Some freah 
hopes buoyed ue up again" Bot they sped swiftly* Whoa the great 
dawn came steaming up, they saw that the boat had drifted out of the 
navigable channel into a back-water. She again grounded. Their 
pursuers following like a pack of blood-hounds soon discovered 
them and their fire w^as shamefully and marcpe^ly continued. At 
9 x.M,, Major Vibsrt directed CaptaLn Thomson, with Lieutenant 
Dolafosae, Sergeant Omdy and eleven privates of the 84th and 32nd 
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Begimcnte to wade to the Hhorc and drive away the mntiDfsera while 
they attempted to cqbo the Imt:* Reaching the gihote aod “ maddened 
by desperation" they charged and drove back the foe for eome 
distance. Then being surroundad by a bwimto of natives armed 
and unarmed they foced about and out thoir way buck to the 
flpot where they had Undoti The boat had gono. “ Out firat thought 
wag that they had got loose again^ and wore farther down the utream ; 
and we followed in that direction^ but never saw either the boat or 
OUT doomed companionfl any moro/* t 

Separating to the dLatance of about twenty pacee apart these 
thirteen Englishmen pursued theit eonrse atop by step loading and 
firing upon the murderera behind them. Bareheaded beneath the 
huming aun, barefooted over rugged ground, they fought thoir way 
for three milea till they reached a temple on the bank of the 
river. A Iptrge number of men were in front waiting for thorn and 
the opposite bank was lined ndth rebels in ease they should attempt 
to awim acmea. No time for hesitation. They firod a volloy and 
made a rush for the gbriue. As he was entering ike temple Sergeant 
Onuiy fell de^ shot through the heacL Thomson ingiantlj set four 
of the men crDuehiug down in the doorway with bayonetif fixed 
and their muskets so placed aji to farm a ohei-at*de~ftise lU the narrow 
entrance. " The mob came on helter-skelter io such nn^ddeniug 
haste that some of them fall or were pushed ou to the bayenots- 
and thoir transfixed bixlles made the barrier impassable to the rost, 
upon whom we, from behind oiir novel defenoo, poured shot upon shut 
into the cro-^vA" The rebels unable te take the ehrine by siatm 
attempted to dig up ita foundationa. But tho walls of the old 
temple had been too fiubstantially hud. They then fetched faggots and 
piling them before the door set them alight,| A strong kindly 
breeze however blew- the smoke away, and the wood sank down to

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a pile of embers. A small hope beamed up tbat they would be able 
to endure their tortnia till aight—" appareutly the only friead left 

iia "_would euable them to mftke a dash for liberty. But the t^hadow 

of o hope soon vanished. The rebels brought bags of gunpowder 
and threw thorn upon the red-hot ashes. Delay would have been 
certain destruction. They rushed out, The bumiag wood terribly 
marred cur bare feet, but it was no time to think of trifles. Jumping 
the pampetj we were in the thick of the rabble in an ijifitmit; we Hred 
a volley and ran amuck with the bayonet Seven of our number 
succeeded in reaching the bank of the river and we hnst threw in our 
guns and then oujselvci^."' The ammunition in their pouches carried 
them under the water imd they escaped the first volley. Slipping 
off their belt$ they rose again and swam pursued by a yelling, howling 
multitude who from both banks smoti! them with n rapid lire of 
muflketry. Two were shot ihrongh the head. Private Ryan almost 
sinking with cithiiuation swam to a sand-hank and was bludgeoned 
by two ruffians waiting to receive him* For two or three houra the 
ofchem continued alternately swimming and floating, the sluggish 
Gauges slowly helping their progress. One by one their pur^uem 
ftbandoned the chase. A trooper ou horsebank was the last wo saw of 
them/^ They then turned to the shore, A fresh foe awaited them. 
Two or three tong-nosed alligators lay baling on a sand^bank. ** The 
natives afterwards said tliikt it wtus a miroele we hod escaped thair 
bottle-nosed brethren who feed on men.** 

The four sut down by the shore with the water up to their neck^ 
still doubtful of their safety. Theii they heard voices and approaching 
footsteps^ and even as some w'ater beast basking in the sun on the river- 
bank hearing a sound plunges &wiftJy into the strcoiUi so they again 
dived into the water. When they arose they heard '* Saheb, Saheh, 
^why awiiu away ? We are friends*** They replied! We have been 
deceived so often, that we ore not incLined to trust any one,” The 
natives volunteered tfO throw away their anus as a guarantee of their 
fidelity. Their limbs were loosuned hy their grievous toil* There woh 
a liim hope that the oativos would be true to their word and so they 
a warn to the shore. When wc reached the shallow water such was 
our cempkl^ proatraLion that they were obliged to drag us out ; we 
could not walk, our feet were burnt, and our framea famished. Wo 
had been swimming without a moment's intcriuiasiou a distance of 
tulles since we left Seerujporc,” Thom son hud m dolhing hut

After a short rest they partly walked '' supported by a native on 
each side of nnd were partly carried to the nearest village. 
ITtro they were hospitably Gntortained by the hea dmatv . The next 
morning an elephant and a pony were sent to conTfiy them to the fort 
* where Maharajah Diribljah Sing, an Oudh chief, residecL The old ni ftT! 
received them with kindneBS^ fed and protected hheni for three weeks, 
and provided for thoir escort to the camp of a detJ^bmcDti of Europeans 
proceeding from Allahabad to Cawnpore to join tbo force under the 
comtnand of Brigadler^General Havelock 

Meanwhile the boat containing their compauionB had been 
followed and, captured, and all who were in her made prbmera, 
and brought on shore* After a few dayg these eighty men, women 
and children were pot on carts and cscartod hack to tkwnpore. 
On the 30th of June they reached the city. The Xana who htid 
gone to Bithoor sent orders that the men were to be shot and the 
worn gh confined. It is said that one European lady was also killed 
Sho stood amongst the males with her child and was ordered to 
come out, but she said she would remain where her countrymen were* 
The child was asked of her but aho refuaed to give. This provoked 
the mutineers and she got the &t€ she sought/' * 

Then CD that same after neon the Nana took his seat on the 
throne ag Peshwa; the sacred marks were affixed on his forehead ■ ealutes 
were fired; and the city iUuinifiated at night in hotionr of the gccosidii.'' 

On the of July Bala Bao returned to Cawnpore aud there w as 
great dissatkfEiCtion among the mutineerg that he was not accampLinied| 
by the Nona. The pmonets were removed from Savada to a small 
hou&e in the grounds of the residence lately occupied by Sir George 
Parker* lli had bee a built by a former tenant for Mu native miatresa 
ttnd hence it was known as the Bibigarh. It comprised two principal 
roning about tw^ty feet long and ten broofl, a numhor uf ^mali dark 
roomi intended, for ihs o<;onpation of native serv^ants, and an open court 
some fiffeen yards square. A narrow VGrandab ran along the iront. In 
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tbifl building unfit for the occuprvtien of a eiugle Eoglbh fiimily wer^ 
placed for a fortpight in the month of JuJy five men nod two hundred 
and sii women and children.^ iinny were wounded jalJ worn with labour 
and grief In their pmon there wn^ neither furniture nor bedding nor 
fitraw and Iheir food was cokes of unleaTened bread nnd lentil porridge.t 
Soma escaped beyond the hands of their opprES^rs. From the 7th 
to the moriiing of the loth* twenty-eight people died:"' so runs the 
diary of a Hotive doctor. 

Two days after the removal of the prLionerfl to the Bibigarh 
the Xana returned and occupied a large hotel adjacent to it, and 
Dhimder Punth here apent his rime in drinking and toying with his 
fiivourite Sultana Adala^ and la the evening when " the wine WEia in 
he TO veiled in all the orgies of an oriental coutL But news had 
come which even in the hour of reveliy and debauchery haunted him 
with its fatal foreshadowing. The Britwh were advanemg from 
Allahabad. On the 8th the tidings became more procise. The British 
force consisting " of European, Madras and Sikh troopa ** had left 
Allahabad. The nest day Brigadier Jwala Pershad cemniaiiding 
the rebel anny went forth to check their advance. When his 
troops arrived the neit day at Aong the news of the approach of the 
British troopa was confirmed^ The Nanai's welkivishera and adherents^ 
however, confidently affirmed he would prove victorious over the small 
force that opposed him. Two days after, Bala Rao, bringing tidings 
of his own defeat, returned to Cawnporc wounded in the shoulder, 
A council over which the Naim presidEd was at once held at hia 
residence. A large number of leadmg rebels were present. Much 
dismay and vacillation prevailed. Some were for retiring and uni ting 
their forces with the murinccis of Fnttehghur, some for making one 
more desperutfl attempt to oppose the niaioh of their victoriouH foe. 
After much discnsaion it was resolved to make the last great stand a 
few nrilea aouth of Cawnpore. On one point all were nnanmouR The 
prisoners must be stain. The brutal resolve was mainly due to fear, the 
mother of all cruel ty, A stem retribution they know would be c,Tiic ted

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by the British troops for the innocent blood already shed nnd many 
who had aided and abetted their chief drcnded their recopiition by 
some of the priaonen who had long resided at Cawnpore, Having 
decided that all the captives should he put to death the assembly 

dispe^d.^^ the five men were told the Nana required their attend¬ 
ance. They well undoreiood the meaning of the summona But they 
walked forth with steady step: their lips moved as if in prayer. At the 
rate which led into the road they were shot dead by a body of mntmeets 
and theirbodies lay on the grass which bordered the highway. An hoar 
later the women and children were hacked to pieces by five ruffians of the 
Nana's own gnnrd * When darkness, -la darkness itself, and as the shadow 
of death feU, the groans ceased and “ the doors of the building were 
closed" Over the events of that wicked night « gloomy mist s^ll 
hangs unpenctrated and for ever unpeuctrable.t Three hours after the 
break of day. the doors were opened and tha bodies removed from 
the HtauBhl6T*bouBe and thrown into a well bard by. 

On the morning of the Utb of July Havdock's victorious troops 
entered Cawnpore. Their spirits had beensnstained by the excitement 
of action, by the hope of victory, by the fonder hope of saving the 
women and ehililren. When they saw the sbughter-house and the well 
their hearts sank within them. A deep gloom cast Its pall over the 
camp. The Bilonoe that pervaded it was only broken by the mournful 
wail of the bagpipes « the‘ buryiog parties carried to their giavea 
those who had fallen by the sword or pestilence. The General 
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coDbemplntibg his posit idu saw how vory bad it was* He had found 
comfort in the hope and belief that; he would reacuo the beleaguered 
in the Lli-jUtiow Kesidencj. He had written from Allahabad to Henry 
IjiwreLice that bo waa CQioing to bis rescue- When he entered Cawn- 
pore UogTiJ ihe spy ipformed hita that hia old Mend was dead-^ Hia 
small forte hiid bean greatly diminished by bard fighting and discaao. 
Could Lucknow be suecoured by the shadow of an snny Insuffident in 
itself to cover even Cawnporej deetitiite of cavalry, horae artillery or 
horse battery, and wibhuub a reserve hot ween Cawnporo and Calcutta. 
A report had reached him that the Nana was at Bithoor with 
forty-five guns and five thonaand men. He might at any time make 
an attack on Cawnpore. That cTcning the General giving himaelf up 
to his trials and sorrows sat silent at dinner with a thoughtful and 
somewhat glocmiy brow. But the fortitude of Havelock wfis that 
higheat sort of fortitude which la derived from reflection and Jrom a 
belief in a living faith and was not to be shaken by reveKaes or dangors. 
After renaming some time in deep thought the gloom vanished, hia eye 
brightened, and he oxebimed with his wanted fire :—^"If the wor&L 
comofi to the worst, we can but die with swords in our handa/' 

The next rooming, the 18th of July\ Havelock moved hia force to 
a well aolected site in the civil station of Nawabgunge ^ which he 
proceeded to entrench* The same evening spies brought him intelli¬ 
gence that Eithoor was ovacuated and that the Nana hevd fled into 
Oudh. He at once ordered Major StepheEBcn to march there with 
the Madras Fueilicrs, the Sikhs, tho Irregular Cavalry raised to sixty, 
and two guns, fin arrivmg at Bithoor the following day Major 
StephoDson found the town evacuateth On the 31 st of July Brigadier- 
Gejicral Havelock tetographed to the Commandeivi±i*Chief I am 
free to cross the Ganges. Nana Saheb^s force at Bithoor is entirely 
dispersed. We have brought from the place sixteen guna and a 
ijuaatity of animals; set fire to his palace, and blown up bis powder 
magazine. A portion of my troops and five giina arc already in 
position at the head of the road to jLucknow. The difficulties of a 
hwollenj broad and rapid riv6r> w^ith only one small steamer and a few 
boats^ are not alight; but the whole army is full of hope that we shall 
soon bo united on the left bank-'* 
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The position taken up hy the Gene ml was a motind on the 
bank of tLu river j^ufficicntlj' elevated to command the sniroiindin^ 
country ond capable of accommodating Mid boing defended in case i>f 
need byi a gnrrisDH of eotne three hundred meni About five hiindred 
yards from,the plateau there wna an island in the river partly Biib* 
merged at thJa ^aaon of the year by the river much swollen by the 
ineeiisaiit roia. Between tMa mbnd and the Oudh bank thera were two 
smaller islands now covered with water two or three feet deep and 
visible only ^ejm tbe reeda which sprung up upon them.* Elavelock 
Buw that the^e islunda would be of service to him if he had to recrDfia 
the river while the eDtreDchTiieat on the right bank would efiectuailj 
cover that operatioiL On the evening of the 20th the General was 
tiaUsfied that the entrenchment bad been mode Bufficiently sLrong for 
defence and he therefore determined to uend tho first demchment aoross 
the river nojct day^ iris decision was influenced hj the fact that Nedl 
with a reinlbreement of two hundred and twonty-sevea ineUj mostly 
young soldiers, and a etnall metal ment of am munition and stores had 
arrived that morning, Neill who had been made Brigadjer-Oenoml had 
been ordered to join Havelock os Becond-ln-comzuMid. On his arrival 
he was at onco met by the Oenernl who knowing bis man received liiiu 
with ftU courtesy hut firmly and promptly tnld him:—“Now, General 
Neill, let U 3 nuderatand each other; you have no power or authority 
here whilst I am here nnd you aro not to issue a single order.^ 

At midnight on the 20tb of Jnlj HaTelocls rode in a torrent of rtiiii 
from the comp to the entrenchmenti a distance of four iniles> to s^iper^ 
intend the embarkatioii of the High landers. When the fert)^ boats 
were filled they were sailed or tow'od ocroes by a steamer.. It w^oj 
long and tedious work, for each trip involved a passage of six miles and 
occupied four hours* But Havelock did not return to camp till ho had 
Been the Highlanders and three gnua oafely across. The Slth and 
throe additional guns were sent across the follow ing day» The Madras 
Fusiliers went over with the loBt detachment. On the 25tb of July 
Havelock, leaving Noil I in command of Caw^npore, crosBed the river 
himself. Three days after hia small force—l,20fi Europeauii all told^— 
its stores and munitions were coDoentmted at Alungulwarj a strong 
and elevated position about six milra from the river. 

At daybreak on the 2DLh of July, Havelock wdth ten light gnna 
and l^SfKl men again went forth on the desperato ent^mpriae of 
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relieving Lucknow. Wbea behcul marcbcd nbout three tuilee he found 
the enemy strongly posted near the town of Udro. " Bia right wa« 
protected hy a swamp which could neither he forced nor turned ; hia 
advance waa drawn in a garden encloaure, which in this warlike district 
bed purposely or nocidcntalJy asaiimed the form ofabostion. The 
rest of hia force was poated in and hehiud a village, the houses of 
which were loopholed. The possagE between the vilLtge and the large 
town of Unao is narrow. The town itself extended three-quortem of a 
mile to our right The flooded state of tho country preeludcd tho 
poasibility of turning in this direction. The swamp shut us on tho 
left. Thus nnattack in fronthccan>o unavoidable/’^ Havelock opened 
with a fire from the Enfield rtflemeu in skinniahiDg order, and before 
the guns came up the Highlanders and Fusiliers 'run in upon uud 
drove the enemy from out of the bastloued cneloaure. But when our 
men approached the village a deatructiva fire was poured upon them 
from the loophuled houses. The bullets began to fly thick and fosL 
Six Highlanders were struck down and Havelock's Aido-dt^Camp 
Lieutenant Satan, fell by his side. The e4th were brought np. For 
an instant the murderous fire checked the Briiish soldier. Then the 
heroin Patrick Cavanagh sprang forward, aud “ was cut literally in 
pieces by the cnea^y, whilst setting au example of distinguished 
galianlry," Lieutenant Rigle, 78th Highlanders, in an attempt to 
penetrate into a house filled with desperate fanatics of the Mussulman 
faith was badly wounded. Tho village was set on fire, but still the 
terrible fight continued " It was sod, very and, to aeo our men pulled 
out, fio to speak, dead aud dying from the entrance of the boueca they 
were trying iu detail to storm.'’ t The Hritiah soldier, however, woa 
not to be foiled. After a desperate hnnd-to'haud conflict, the guns 
were captured and, the enemy being driven from the village, our whole 
force debouched by the narrow passage between the village and tJie 
town of Unno and fomicd in line. 

It found tho enemy rallied and re-formed with a numerotm artilleiy 
hoateuing forward to occupy Hnno. Havelock whose military glance 
was sure saw that it was of vital iuiportauce that ho should push his 
men beyond the town before the euemy occupied it in force. Leaving 
ITnao on the right ho advanced till he roached a apace of dry ground 
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about half a nijle m extent. All around was awarnp except the higb 
K>ad that ran through the morass. The General drew up his for™ in 
Imo with four gona in the «„tro «d two on each wing. aU bearing on 
the high road in front down which the enemy were corning in majss to 
attack him.* He made no attempt to check them for he knew they 
had made a fatal mistake. On they advanced with dtuoie beating and 
banners flying till they came almost opposite onr lino when they halted 
and opened fire. Bfaudo’s guns at the closest range blazed out in tho 
face of the rebels and their front line was ehattered. They mode an 
attempt to deploy but guns and men were engulfed io the swamp. The 
British artillery and rausketa pinyed vehemently upou the dense dark 
ma^; it wavered, broke, and rolled back. Then our skirmishers 
wading throtigb the swamp lapped the rebel flank with their fire and the 
Tictoiy woe seeurod. The Oudb gudnera, highly tramod soldiers, how. 
ever maintamcd the eonfliet with singular oWinacy and perished 
fighting around their guns. The enemy lost about three hundred. 
Fifteen guns were taken, hut for lack of transport they bad to be burst 
Atid nbftadoQed 


The troops halted where they stood for a couple of hotira to cook 
and cat and then advanced towards Bushcrnignnge. eight miles ahead 
It m a walled town with wetditoh™, The gate is defended by a round 
tower, on and near which four piec^ of cnimop were mount.«l; the 
adjacent buildings being loopholed and otberwise strengthened. In rear 
of the town is a broad and deep inundation covered by a narrow 
chsn^fe and bridge." The guns pushed on in admirable order sup. 
ported by the lat Fusiliers skirmishing and the TSlh Highlandera and 
fiith Regiment in line. The enemy'a cannonade was well sustained : 
nevertheless our foioe continued to gain ground. ‘tThe 64th were then 
directed to turn the town by our left, and penetrato between it and the 
sw^p. thus cutting off the enemy from their chaurece and bridge "t 
All onr guns now opened on the earthwork and the mam gateway As 

r." ® town their fire began 

to Kfll ““d ^ 78th Highlanders and the Madras Fusiliers were s^t 
forward while the 84th and the Sikhs were held in reserve. As Z 

poured grape into their rank. 
ManyfeU. The men were ordered to lie down and our guns plied the 
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{gateway. Wheo tha enemy's fire was maatered the order was given to 
rise. The men sprang to their feet, and with n shout rushed at tlie 
earthwork. Lieutenant Dangerfield waa the first to mount the borricndoj 
and hia men were aeon by his side. FasiUere and Highlanders broke 
through the eutrenchinent and drove the rebels through the town to the 
causeway. But there was no 64th Regiment to cut off the enemy from 
it. Through having paused to return a fire from the walla aud to aome 
ijiistuke regarding their inatruotions the movemcDE had been delayed. 
The General sent hia Aidenle'Camp nt full gallop to hasten their 
advacue but the opporttmitj was lost aud the enemy escaped across the 
gauge way. The truops had been fighting fimm sunrise to sunset, the 
night was olosing, so the General did not think it prudent to follow 
the flying foe. 41 oreover, the gmund on both sidas of the rood was 
50 flooded that it was ini pass ihle for the cavoliy to act* Havelock 
however rode some diatance in advance to discover some suitable ground 
for hia advanced pic^iuots. 

Aa be rede Wk over the causeway thronged with weary soldicra 
leaning on their arms a cry was raised *' Clear the way for the GeneiaU" 
*' Ton have done that «reii already, men.'’ waa the prompt reply. For 
a moment there was silence: then thoir feeling found eapre^en and 
'■ God bleaa the Qenerel ” buret forth from them na he gulbped away. 

Havelock s skill and coun^e had won the confidence of hia men. his 
veiy peculiarities, their affection. Ho was firm in manner, imperious 
indiscipline, insisting that evoiy^ man ahoiild do bis duty and ondure 
hanlness without a murmur like a good soldier. But the soldiers knew 
that no man had a greater regard for their welfare and a greater 
admiration for their valour. They also knew that the little General 
could be very fiiauk and severe in his wrath. He waa always ready to 
ptaLae those who deaerved it but he never would condone any mis¬ 
conduct. That evening he wrote the following order of the day ^ 

" Soldiem, your General thanks you for your exertions to-day. 
You have stormed two fortified villages, and captured nineteen guns! 
But he is not satisfied with all of yon. Some of you fon£rht ns if the 
cholera has seiued your minds os well as your bodies. Th^ were men 
among you, however, whom he must prnlgc to the skie^. Privato 
Patrick Cavauugh, of the 64th, died glorioufily, hocked to piecea by the 
en^my when setting a brilliant example to his comrades. Had he 
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Burvived^ he should hnirij Ti'om the Viotoriii which never could 

have glittered on a. braiver breast, Bnl his Dume will bo rcm€mbered 
ns long as Ireland produces and loves gal Innt soldiera 

“ Lieutenant Bogle^ TSth Highlanders, was severely wounded 
while leading the way at Uniw into a loopholed bouse filled with 
desperate fanatice- A special report of his gallantry will be sent to 
His Boyzd Higknesa the CommandeT-m-Cbiefi The ' hero of Inhernian^ 
well knows how to appreciate heroee. 

Major StephexiSDD, in com maud of the regimenl; which the rebel 
ehiela know aud fear as^ the Blue Caps/ showed thronghont the day 
how the calmest forethought can be united with the utmost daring. 

** Lieutenant Drmgerfield * has merited the cross reserved for the 
brave. He was the fiiRt to mount the barricade at this plaee,^' 

Two victories had hisen won. But if the road to Lucknow was 
to he 90 roughly rontssted there was little chance of reaching the 
Kesidonej. What soldiers could do Havelock's men had fichicved. 
They could not fight against the pestilence of the tropica For some 
days cholera and dyaeutery hud done their deadly work among them. 

A si^tlL of his fores had perished i half on the battte-fieldp half by 
disease. Tbere was now barely sufficienL carriage to carry the sick and 
W'ouuded. His supply of arnmunitioii had been conBidcrably reduced. 
These considorations wore not however the only olemeuta in the diffi¬ 
cult and delicate problem before Havelock On the morning following 
bis victories ho received a message from Neill that the troops at 
Dinapore on hie communication eonth of Benares had mutinied and 
that the 5th Fusiliers and flOth Light Infantiy whieh ho had been diity 
expecting would romforce him could not now arrive for n couplo of 
months. Having given due weight to aU the cirnutustancea Havelock 
made up his mind to retire to hb strong position at Mnnguhvar till 
the sick Qud wonuded had retnmed fcoCawnpore and till reiufurcementa 
rmd ammunition should reach him. At Mungnlwar he was in Oiidh 
territory and would he able from time to time to strike a swufL and effec* 
live blow at the enemy and by so doing relieve the preaatire on the s 
Residency. At Mnngnlwar he was prepared if reinrorced to advance 
to Lucknow or to send over a detachment if needed to Cawnpor&t 
It W9B a wiee decision. But Havelock was cruelly cljeappointQd. The 
order wna issued and was most uawelcome to his tnen burning For 
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fresh (interprisg and panting to relicTo their counti^men. *' The very 
idea of a fetrugade raov'oment filled them with constemation ; ita 
present re&lity calla forth the first niTinnur I hare aa yet heard-'' * But 
their General had made up hia mind and waa not to bo moved by the 
muimurs of his soldiers. 

Ou tho Slat of Jaly Goiioral Haveloek telegraphed to the Com« 
n»aiidor*m.-Ghief r— 

*' >ly fores ia reduced by Biekness and repeated combats to 1,364 
rank and file, with ten ill-oiiuipped guns. I ooald not, thereforo, move 
oa agamsL Lueknow with any prospect of anccesB, especially as I had 
uu niEAjin of croBsiug the Sone or the canal. I have therefore shortened 
tny coaiDiunications with Cawnporo, by falling back two .short mamheSj 
hitherto unniolested by an enemj". If I am speedily reinforced by 
1,000 luiiie British auldiers and Hajor Olpherts* battery complete, I 
might resume my march towards Luckunw, or keep fast my foot in 
Oudh, after soctiring the Oiuier passage of tho Ganges at Cawnpore by 
boats and two steamers; or I uiiglit re-cross and hold the head of the 
Grand Trunk Road at Cawnporc/* 

From Mimgulwar Havolock also informed Neill that he could cot 
advance to Lucknow without further leinforccments and desired Neill 
to furnish workmen to form a bridge-head on the Oudh bank, to collect 
rations for his troops, and get ready two 24-pouadcrs to ncoonipauy big 
advance; and push acrogs any infantry aa soon as they might arrive. 
The newg of Havelcick’a retrograde movometit created ag bitter dia* 
appointment at Cawnpore as it bad done among his troopg. Neill ivng 
a dashing brave soldier, but ho wag by temperament totally incapable 
of taking the measure of Havelock'a cjourage or ability or of fathoming 
the high motivea of big couduct, A man of great ardour, of a strong 
will, consdous of the appknae bo had won by his descisive action at 
Benares and AlJBhabad.t smarting under his aiipersession by a soldier 
whose lofty nature ho could not gauge, Neill allowed his injured

" 1 deeply regret," he wmte, “ that jdu have ^leu baek cma Jeot. 
The effect on outr pn&atige i& very bad in deed..,. All manner of reports ara 
rifo in thia city—that you hod returned to get more guns, having lost all 
you took awnj with you* ** In fact the belief timung all Im, that yoti have 
been defeated and forced back. It haa been roost unfortunate ysmr not 
bringing back any of the guns captured &om the enemy. The natlvcji 
will not belie ve you captured one. The effect of your retrograde move¬ 
ment will be very injurious to our cause cvcTjwhera,*,You t^k of 
advsndng as Roon as reinforcements reach you. You require a battery 
and a thousand European infantry.,..(The guua) wdll detain you five or 
SIX dftVH. As for infiuitry they are not to he had, and if you wait fjT 
themp Lucknow will follow tho fate of Cawnpore...,Yoii ought not to 
remain a day where yoti are, . .Ton ought to advance agairipand not halt 
until you have rescued* if possible, the garrison of Lucknow,,,,Eeturn 
here sharp, for there is much to be done botwisea Lhia and Agra and 
DelliL” 

Havelock tent a severe reply* Aftor characteriaing the letter aa 
the most extraordinary letter heliml ever received, he continued^ 

** There must be an end to these proocedingH at once* I wrote to 
you confidentially on the state of affnirs. You send me hiick a letter 
of censure of mf measuros, reproof and advice for the future* I do not 
want aud will not receive any- of them Crain an officer under my 
command, be his experience what it may* Understand this distinctly^ 
and that a consideration of the ohstnictioii that would arise to the 
public service at this momeBt alone prevents me from taking the 
stronger stop of pinring you under arresL You now stand wamed. 
Attempt no further dictationJ' 

On the 3 rd of August Havelock was reinforced by a campsny of 
the S 4 th and Olpherts' halFbattery under Lieutenant Smithett^* "I 
enquired of him minutclj how tifl detachment had behaved. He 
told me that the conduct of aU had been irory good except his gun 
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laficRTR, Thojf harf, in April last, thfentcnod to spiko the j^uru! wheneTer 
they might be engaged with the enemy. At Betinrea Major Olpherts 
informed mo that they had condneted themaelvea ill on tho night of 
the mil tiny/' Havelock could not afford to have a single traitor in his 
camp. He therefore paraded tho detachment and spoke to them all, 
both British and Nativea “I congratulated the former on having 
come into a camp of heroic soIdieiB, who hod eix times met the enemy, 
and every time defeated him and captured his caunan, Tho laseara 
at this moment were facing tho detachment; I turned to them, and 
told them what miscrennts 1 had this moming discovered them to 
be, traitom in heart to their fostering Oovernnienti. I mode tho British 
soldiera disarm them, and ordered them out of the camp under a light 
escort, to be employed under Oeneral Neill in the laboura of the 
intrcDchment. He will look after them. If they attempt to d^rb, I 
have ordered them to be punished with death ; the same if they refuse 
to work with other eoldieins. They shall do no other duty till I am 
better iaetnicted,^* 

Havelock had been romforeed, but his column was hardly any 
stronger than when ho first storfceil for Lucknow, Ho could then put 
850 men in line out of a strength of 1,350, he now had 1,400 men. 
However on receiving mfonnatiou that the enemy bad re-occupied tho 
town of Busherutgunge he advancod upon It. « On nearing the serai we 
found our intclljgonoe of its being re-occupled oorrecL The two heavy 
guns (24*pouuder&) and two Sl^pounder howitzers were ordered to ***”’•«*■ 
advance by the read. Six guns, the 78th Highlandera. and the Sikhs 
under Colonel Hamilton, were to turn the left of tho village by our 
right; and the Isb Madrsa Fusilicra and the 84th Foot were to oover 
the turning colunin with the heavy guns. The movemont expelled 
the enemy early from the semi, but they held obstinately the vidlgeo 
immediately on the ether side of the atreot beyond the serai They 
were turned out of this by the guns; on advancing we met four 
guns, posted on, and to the right and left of the road; our heavy 
guns rilenced them, and they were withdrawn, the enemy retiring slowly 
forced back but not beaten. It was purely an artillery fight, thj 
infantij' only occupying the villages whoa the enemy were expelled 
The villages on out right and left were held to tho last by the enemy^ 
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«u» ro..ii«ne<l ta fire nt long cli^tanuea; sodiB went tn the ronr, we 
li'rttl t^> send the Sikhs with two gUM to hold the acrm fliid protect oor 

onemy lost ahoot 30t> men while oiir loss whs only two killed 
end twenty-three wounded, but men worn dying fct tom chole^ 
Olio night and o M hj«l cost Havelock m sick and wounded Ifl-l 
Europeans and a fourth of his gnn ammunition. It once more bo^me 
Tsunfully evident to him that he could never reach Lucknow with hm 
,resent column. He had throe strong positions to force defended by 
fiftv gnus and 30,000 men, and he had only 1.010 Enrop^ worn by 
mckneas, privation and endloas fighting to do the work, -* When I have 
overeome" he wroto. «'tho enemy’s artillery fire, my we^ed infantry 
can scarcely muster etrengih to capture their gnus, and as 1 huTO no 
cavalry, th; mutmeere resist os long a. they have the ^wers. and they 
«,.ire without feutol pursuit- Every village was held against him. 
l-hedav he made his second advance, ‘'resolved if i»ssible to wm. 
General ?.^cill sent him the most prying mpresentalaotm reganhng hia 
danger from the Saugor troops which were assembling at Eithoor m 
his front. Havelock therefore judged and rightly judged tUt ho 

was consulting the host intcrestsof the State by attompting only that 

which his foreo was capable of accomplislung, left os it was without the 
hope of reinfnrcemeut. He theteforo detormiimd to ngdn rttire to

The whole of my staff concurred in this view of tho case, t 
On the 6th of August, the day aftar the second battle of 
Busherutgunge. Havelock telegraphed to the Camiiiandcn'in-Cbief :~ 
“I must prepare Tour EaceUency for my abandonment, with great ^cf 
and reluctance, of the hope of roUeviug Lucknow. The only three

The loss of this force 
in a fruitlesa attempt to retieve Colonel logUfl wonlcl, of conrao, involvo 
hia ftilL 1 wili remain, however, till the lAtoat moment hi this posttion 
strength cuing it, and hourly improving my bridge'donimumcatjon with 
CawnpoTC. in the hciie that some error of the enemy may enable me 
to strike a blow against them, ond give the gfirrieon an opportunity of 
blowing up their >vorka and cutting their way out. 

Day and night, in sun and in min the Genera^ hjs uta£[ and 
engineere were employed iu improving his bridge commonieation with 
Cawnpore. The river had sunk and Lieutenant >!oor90+>[D with a large 
gitng of men woa hmy constmetiri ga road across the mhindM and swnmps 
and oonnectiug them by a bridge of boats. Fonr boats lashed together 
and covered with planks formed a Hoating platform capiblc of hold¬ 
ing a battery and intEuded to be towed acrosa the main channel by 
the steamer. The whole work was under the supervision of Captain 
Cromroolin of the Engineers who had designed and started it in opposi¬ 
tion to the views j os regards practicability and of nearly every 

officer of the force. Mainly owing to his indcunitabfo energy it was 
completed in the face of all ditliciilties on the 11 th of August.-J* That

Bithoor and LhxeaLen Ca?mpDro. I camciot Btand thk ; they will enter 
the towDf nnd our ^mmniiicatioTiB arc gone; if I am not supported I 
can only hold ont here; can do nothing bay odd oiif entrenchments All 
the coimtry beyond thin and AIlnhalKid will he up, and our powder and 
ammunition on the way up, if the steamer, m I feol a^urecl, doce 
not starts will Ihll into the hands of the enemy and we will 
be ID a bad way.^' Havelock on receipt of the meseage ^nt hLi 
mek and wounded, hie baggage and spare ammunition acroas to Cawn- 
pore and remained with bia fighting force hi light marching Djder 
detormined ^ that if them ohuuld be any considoraHe asaemhiage of 
hostile troop!! in my front, I would not await their attack on this strong 
poaitioD but take the initiative and strike a blow against theim'’ In 
the course of the day spies having brought him intolligencti that the 
rebels were again collecting in numbiiria at Bdaherntgunge, ho at 
QUca put hb force in motiom His advanced guard pushed the 
eneroy^a parties out of Umuj whore hm men bivouacked that night 
under trees. ** In the morning we advanced, the BmolJ, gaunt, core-worn 
remains of our force, the men almost dropping out id tens from chubnir 
but with counigo aa high and undaunted us of old" About a milc^and* 
a-holf in ad vanc^of the old battlefield the enemy were discovered stroogly 
posted dose to the village of Boorhya-ka-Chowkee, sitnated on the 
main road. Their righ t rested on the vdlage whore they had cstablhihed 
a battery, their left on a moiind about 400 yartb dUtaut which they 
had cut down into another battery mounting three guns. A ditch and 
breastwork lined with infantry connect«d the two batteries, and cavalry 
was massed on their left flank. Havelock's plan of battle was aeon 
formed. Ho sent the 78th, the FusiJieT8,nnd four guns off to tho right 
to attack the left of the eueiuy e position, he directed the heavy guns 
on the left supported by the 84th to advance along the road Le 
encounter the enemy^s right battery, and his remaming troopi and guns 
he kept in the centre. The right soon canie into action with tho 
oDorny's left. The enemy had learnt to fear a Hank move men t and 
they ttimed on their gutis they could bring to bear, to check our 
advance on Lbe right and opened fire grandly. I ccrminly was oever," 
wrote a g^illant actor, " imder so hoavy q fire in my life. In five 
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^indtefr a.f^r we f^ame into actdoD, every man ih^ gun 1 wiis 
laying waa wounded with grape, ti:£oepE the aargeaub and mjaclf; and 
four of OEir gun cattle were knocked over bj round dhot. The other 
three gnne suffered nearly aa mneb, and we found aur fire had 
tittle effect on the battery tn our front—^thoir guns were too well 
protflcted — 30 wc limbered up and get ouL of that ns fast as we 
QQuld, taking ground mote to the rights and then found it was possible 
to move still more forward and take the lulvcr^e battery in flank. 
This was scoordingly done, and then we had our revaugo^ for they could 
only bring one gun to bear on us, while we, with our four, enffladed their 
whole position/^ A shmpaeJ silenced the one gun. The British fire 
grew hotter and in a few momenta a swarm nf men were seen rushltig 
back id confusion fToin tho trenches. A loud cheer rang along the ad¬ 
vancing Lines. The Highlanders " like one tnun with body bent 
forward atid steady tramp/* * hong themselves upon the battery. 
bayoneted theguunerej and turned tlie two captured guns on the enemy. 

Some artillerymen were into the batteiy directly after, and we 
ha<] the mteqae satisfaction of giving the flying foe three roimds.“ f 
The ITusiliers at the samo time drove the enemy's e:iLtreme kft before 
thorn and their whole line was speedily in retreat Finally Fusiliers 
and Highlandora vigorously pomned the rebels through Busherutgunge 
and over the causeway. Three hnndn^ of them perished that day, 

Havelock retraced his stcpis leisurely to his old i|uartGrs at Mungnb 
war. During the night the remainder of the aruLunnition and the 
heavy guns were seat across the river On the mormEg of the Xflth^ 
the skeleton of Havelocks force marched down to the feny^ The raio 
poured down in torrents^ the road had beoomo a swamp, and it was 
difliculfc to n^ovo the guns through the mire* The Madins Fusiliers, 
the Volunteer Cavalry, and fonrguus formed a rear^guanJ to cover the 
embarkation. But no rebel sepoy appeared to obstruct the passage. 
He had been taught too severe a lesson the proviotis day. In five

of the mOflt difficult and iktijfOTOiia of field oi>ern.ticni3 harl Tseen 
performed without a single accident.* On reaching Cawnpore the 

General issued tbo fellowing Order of the day; — 

" The eiertians of the trofjpa in the coinhat of yesterday dcserTca 
the highest praise the Brigadier can bestow. In this, onr eighth fight, 
the candact of the artillery was adiiurable. The Fusiliers and the 
llighlandcrs were. :i3 usual, distingniahed. The Highlamlers, without 
firing a shot, mahed with a cheer npnn the cneiny's redoubt, carried it, 
and captured two of the three gtma ivith which it was armed. If 
Colonel Hamiltcn can ascertain the oflUeer, noii-cornmisaioncd officer, 
or soldier, who first entered this work, the Brigndier will recominemi 
him for the Victoria Cmsa." t 

On the 14th of August Neill wrote to the Commissioner at 
Benares" Geneml Havelock re^eroBsed all his men yesterday ; they 
are much worn out by fatigue and exposure, and urgently require 
rest and care of ihoic health. I^s has been great from sickoeaf, 
the force is much too weak to attempt any advance on Lucknow, 
which must pot be thought of on til reinforeements arrive." The 
following day the General reported to the Commander^m-Chief tho 
fearful inroads cholera was mfUciug in his small foreo. *' The total 
sick and wounded is 335. The total British strength is 1,415. I do 
not despond- I must march to-moirow agaiu-st Blthwr, but it seems 
advisable to look the evil in the face, for there is iSo chance but 
between reinforcementa nod gradual absorptiou bj disease. ^ 

Oc Sunday morning, the lOlh of Anguat, the miserabla remnant of 
Havelock's force, florae 150 Europeana and 2o0 Sikhs, advancod towards

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Bithoor.^ Tha ui^atch waa tong aud tfidioui? imd the sliiiitjQg mjs of 
the morning Biin struck down many a wearied soldier. After a tramp 
of eight hours the colunm reached a wide pliiin covered with thick 
aitgar^-'Mie aud tall caHtor nil rising high nbovc the head. It wae 
daoktfd by vilLigee aod Imd two Btreains flowing ihrough it not fordabla 
by troops of any arm, and only to bn encased by two narrow bridges, the 
further of which wae protected by an ontreochmEnt armed with 
artillery. After piwing the second bridge the roaci took a tnim 
w hich pnjtected the defenderB from dirent firo and behind lay the town 
of Bithoor with brick houses rising one above another surrounded by 
walls and buried in trees. " One of the fltrongest positions I have 
ever seen*" wrote Havelock^ and the streams prevented him frem 
attempting his Gwourite tnmiug movoment. 

A a the Cdlunin advanced a strong body of the enemy's horse 
appeared in front to reenunoitre and was saluted by a few rcunda of 
artillery. "* At the sound of the discharge, the wearied soldiers seemed 
inspired with renewed energy which bE^came keener still aa they 
discovered the position taken up by the enemy, its centre resting ou 
the bridge flanked by the entrenched battOTj which commanded the 
coptre of oar Imo of advtmce.*** No pause ensued. Tho Madras 
Fusiliers folio wchI by the artillery uEider Captain Crump took up 
position ou tho plain and tho 78tb Highlanders oomplotcd the right 
centre on one tide of the road. Their original strength hail 
been 284 rftik and tile: it was now mkerabtj reduced* Still it 
wng animated by tho sama fine flpirit as had always charaoteriiied 
it." Our left wing* 04th, h4th, and Sikh Eegimeut of Ferozepore, 
prolonged the line on the left to the other mda of the road. 
As the Ftisiliera advanced on the right they were guddonly assailed 
by a sharp fire friim the high empa and a village masked by trees. 
Major StephenaoD at once throw back two of his right companiei^L 
They encountered the gopnys of the ISnd,^ and the hght was go close 
and desperate that thehayonots cresffetL The rebels were driven back 
w ith terrible slaughter. The Fusilmrs rejoined the right wing which 
kept pressing forward with the gaUant Maepberaon of the 78tti 
ever cheering on his men hi front of the line.f The enemy stop 
by step entcrosl within their defences^ Fourteen pieces played on

two guna- Keeping piuee with the ba I locks thnt drew the Inttezy 
the coinmu slowly ndramced till the coaibatants were ecnreely fire 
hundred yards npart Then tom behind their breastwork the rebels 
sent forth & tempest of bullets which swept through the Bntisfa ranks. 
To return the firo was nselesa. The work hud to be done with the 
cold steel. The 78th and Fusiliers moved off to the right when they 
got under coTer of some sngar-oane and passing through it ™it>o 
at the left of the breastwork which they stormed and entered. Thun 
turning they went along insido and after about ten minutea' hard 
fighting they captured the batteiy and drove the enemy out aeroee the 
bridge into the town. But our toil-worn soldiona were too exhausted 
to pursue and they threw themselTes down to rest beneath the welcome 
shade of some mango treea But short was the respite. The reiuaining 
portion of the force having driven the enemy out of gome sugar'cane 
fields on the left, the order was given for the whole force to " go on ** 
aa the town must bo cleared. Intricate aa most oriental cities are 
It was no enoy tfiek to drive them from it. And the work was not done 
without aevere fighting in the barricaded honsea. But it waa done.* 
Hard fighting distinguished the battle of Bitboor and proved 
not only the gallantly of the British soldier but of the old Bengal 
sepoy. " 1 must do the mutinoors,'' writes the General in his despatch 
** the justice to pronounce that they fought ohetinately; otherwise they 
could not for a whole hour have held their own, oven witlFauch advan¬ 
tages of ground, against my powerful artillery fire ” After the combat 
aa the Oenetnl rode down the line the soldiau though worn with 
fighting and stricken with disease set up a loud huzKa. "Don'tcheer 
me, my men,*’ he udauned, *'you did it all yoursclvea” Havelock 
always regarded hia own skill and courage as aiaall compared with 
theiiB. Bia congratulatory orders were conspicuoua for the ahsoiiceof 
himself; they may have been written in too florid a style but they 
wwo written not to glorify the commander but to recaguise the 
worth of the rank and file. The day after the acriou at Biihuor the 
Qoncral issued the following Order to the Command :— 

I '‘The Brigadier-Gcacral congratulates the troops ou the result of 
their exertions in the combat of yesterday. The eaemy were driven,

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with the loss of 250 killed and wounded, from one of the strong^ 
podtiotH in India, which they ubdumtely defcadetL They wera tb« 
{lower of the matuioua aoldiery, fiuahed with the aaccesful defection 
at Satigur oad Fyzabiid ; yet they stood only one short hour agaiost a 
handfal of soldiers of the State, whose tanks had been thinned by 
eickneas and the sword. May the bopeo of treachery and rebellion 
be ever thus blasted I And if oonquest can now be ochiei'ed under 
the most trying circumalancas, what will be the triumph and retrihu- 
tion of the time whop the armioa &onj China, ftom the Chpe, and from 
England shall sweep through the land ? Soldiers I in that Qiatncnb, 
your Labours, your privatioiiH, your sufferings, and your valour will not 
be forgotten by a grateful eoiiijtiy. Yon will be acknowledged to 
havfl been the stay and prop of British India in the time of her 
LriaL^" 

It was the last order that Havelock addressed to bis comrodos 
of many a hard fight and wtiary march. On his return to Cawnpore 
he found awaitlag him the Gazette eontAining the announcement that 
Major-General Sir James Oiitranj was to cummaud the Dinapore and 
Cawnpore DiTisioiis which were to bo combined in one mminnn /j 

" Write to Sir James Outram that I wish him to return to India 
immediately and the aome to General Jacob. We want all our best 
men here," Such was the telegram that Lord Canning sent to Lord 
h.lphinsbone. The Oovornor of Bombay ferwanded it to the Con]- 
inandcr of the Persian Erpcditionaiy Force with a letter and Outram 
lost no time in obeying the summons. On the asth of Juno he arrived 
at Bombay. On the 9th of July as no iustructiona had reached liiiu * 
he set sail for Qalle intending to avail himself of the fiiat opportnaity 
to ttmtinue his voyage to the Hugli pn the 3lat of July he renobod 

Calcntta. On Friday, August 1st, Lady Canning wrote; _ “The 

steamer arrived, and bronglit Sir J, Outrsm, whom wo have squeezed 
iuto the house. He is a very dork-looking Jewisb-bearded little man 
with ft desponding, slow, hesitating manner, %*eiy unlike deacriptiuim,' 
or rather the idea raised in one's mind by his old Bombay name of 
the ' Bayard of tbo Elost,* and this year’s Bombay saying of * A foi 
is a fool and a lion a coward by the aids of Sir J, Outtacn.* He never 
can have done the things Sir C. ^'^apier acouaes him of. but he is not

On the 2iid of Augnet Lord Canniiig (lirculated the toHowing 
minute ftinong hm wlltsagiiea The Dintiaj of three regimenia ^of 
Native Inlkntiy at Dinapore on the S4th ultLino, and the diaAetmnhh 
rogulfe which has followed the attempt to relieve Armh, against whieh 
the inutineera directed their first movementH, haii very Berioasly 
diminiahed the hope of preserving the peace of the Lower Bmv* 
iucQtfl iiloog the valley of the Oangea from Berbamporo to Benares, 
and hi the neighbourhoad of the Trunk Eoad south of Benaroa.

Uii the 4tb of August was issiiod the Following General Order — 

**The Bight Hunourablo the Govemor-GetiEral of India in CuuucU

Major-General Sir James Ontnyiip K. C* B-, of the Bombay Artny, 
to command the Dinapore and Clawnpore Diviaionff which are to be 
conibined in one edmojand/^ 

The antion of Lord Canning and his colleaguoa hos been severely 
ciitiGised niiil a good deal of tawdry rhetoric has been poured forth on 
the subject. It has been urged that Haveluck was eupereeded by a 
feeble Government wben their hopes had not been fulfilled “ and that 
the authorities were guilty of a gross br&iieh of courtesy in allowing him 
to hear the first news of On tram'a appointment thxdiigh the rncdinni of a 
csopy of the General Ordera There was no auperge^ioiL* Bavetock did 
not hold and never had heldthe command of the Cawnparc Division/' 
Ho was a BTigodier-Geneml* oomruiinding a field force. His rank did 
not entitle him to command a division. And if his rank had entitled 
him* it would have btsen most unwise for the Government to have 
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rcniflved him from the command of the field fbitfe which had creased the 
G^gos and was on its way to Lneknow, Outram was appointed to the 
Dinnpore Division to restore order in Bengal and Behor and Becurc 
the base of ear operatjgiw. Hk authority was extended to the 
CawnporeDiviBiau^bccBUfle Albhahtwiin that division was the important 
Btrat^cal point to which all supplies of ammunition and stores were 
to be forwarded and nn it all rein rumem ants were to he ooncentmted. 
Lord Canning wanted no break of authority fimm Calcutta to Lucknow. 
He had learnt from bitter experienoa that it woa neceasaiy in order 
to orereome the reluctance, fcare and selfishne® of the local powers to 
tofuf the reinforoenieats from their gmsp and to push them on 
without delay to the support of Havetock'e force to appoint a etroog 
man with full power and without break of authority: With regard tn 
IfLtvelock his hopes at the tiiue had been amply fulfilled. Havelock hod 
ftmglit hia way to Cawnpore and had eroased the Ganges, and won two 
victories. The samo day that Conumg proposed to hk colleagues the 
appointment of Outtam, l^dy Conning wrote in her journal letter:— 
“Sunday, Angtist 2nd. General On tram goes up to Dinapore on 
Thursday,and cumnmoda that and the Gownpore Division." At the nUine 
of the letter Lady Canning remarks1 was forgetting to say how 
brilliantly good old General Havelock goes on. He ha? fought tiio 
Lucknow force twice if not three times and has taken three guns, In one 
battle bis two thotifland men (less I believe) drove thirteen thousand 
before them I and took twelve guna. Theu he walked straight into a 
walled town. Hera I grieve to say he had some loss, but nothing to 
that of the enemy. Wo cannot spore these real herees." The foregoing 
testifies that on the day Lord Canning proposed the exteusiqn of 
Outram's authority over the Cawnpora Divkion, there was no lack of 
confidence in Havelock at Government Hoiise. Three days after tho 
appointment bad appeared in the GaietEe Sir Patrick Grant the 
Commaiider*in-Chief, wrote to Havelock:—- 1 leave you to’ the 
nnfbttered exerciae of your own judgment, a^ired that you will do 
whatever is best for the public service! and God grant that you iniiy 
able to avert from Lucknow the frightful atrecitiee committed at 
^wnpore" When that letter was written Haveiock’s rctum to 
Ciwnpore was never anticipated. No mention k made of Outram'a 
appointment. The simple explanation of this silenoe seems to he that 
wither the Govemor^eneral nor the Caminander m-Chief had any

at thfl firat lotimatioa of tho appointment should hare been conveyed 
o re oc y a printed copy of the General Orders, But the painful 
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incident TViU due to a dmunut&nco which could not have been foreseen 
— ^Havelock'e retum to Ciiwnporo.* 

On the oig'ht of the 0th of Atij^st Oiitmtn cmbnrked on 
board a river steamer bound for Annhabad He took with him 
J* Money, C.a.j ns hia Private Secretary, LicuCenanta Sitwell 
and Cliamier aa Aidca^de-Camp, and Kobert Napier of the Enginecia 
as his Military Secretary nnd Chief of tha Staff. Napier's experienco 
of war began with the eventful and iDomeiitoua struggle called the 
first Sutlej eampaigi]. He commanded the Ergiueera at the battle 
of Mocdkcc where he had a horse killed under him. He was preseut 
at the ^eat battle of Feruzeshah {21at December 1845), where he 
also had a horae shot under him, and having joined the 81at 
Regiment of Foot he wa® eeveroly wounded when atanning the en¬ 
trenched Sikh camp. But this did not prevent hira irom being present 
a few weeks later at the crowning victory of Sobmou (10th February 
1840). Ha was with firigadier^eneml Wheeler aa Comtaandiug 
Engineer in the force sent to reduce the hill fort of Kotie Eungra, 
and it was due to his eKtraordinaiy skill and energy that thirty-three 
guns and mortars dragged by elephants were taken over tnountain paths 
and the eurrender of the fort secured. In recognition of his splendid 
Sert'iceB in that campaign Napier received besides the medal and two 
clasps the special thanks of Goveramont and was promoted Brevet* 
Major (3rd April 1840). At the earnest request of Herbert Edwaidcshe 
was sent to aid in the siege of Multnu (1348), where ho for some time 
acted fls Commanding Engineer and was wounded ut the storming of 
the entrenobed position. Ho whs at the action of Sarjkend and the 
final storm and surrender of the rabetfinus fortress (iSrd January I840J. 
He was with Lord Qough at the battle of Qujmt and accompanied Sir 
Walter Raleigh Gilbert in bis pursuit of the defeated Sikhs, and 
wos present at the passage of the Jhelum, the autrender of the Sikh 
army and the surprise at Afctock. Ho was again mentioned in 
despatches, received the war medal and two clasps and was promoted 
Brevet-Lieutenant-Colonel (17th Jnue 1849). The next three years 
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Napier wag occupied iti ciu^yin^ out magnificent works uf mciteml 
imprcvemeut in the newlj-a€f|Hired proifiocc. It wcm under bk 
direcdon that the great highway from Liibore ki Peshawar wfid con* 
Ktructed^ and canals which traimfurmed desorta into cultivated iiekls 
wars begun and completed. New cautontiients were pitumed and 
out: tho frontier defences were Btrengthcned, anil to take part in 
Frontier warforo Napier quitted for a shoit periLwl hk civil wotk^ He 
communded in December 1852 the light colnnin in the first Black 
Mouuiiiia Ha&ua eipcdition, and in the rnlLowiiig year ho was alsiJ 
engaged in a siciLilar expedition njijaiiwt the Bori oIevh of the Jawaiii 
Afridk m tho Peahawar diatrict, Ha receLved the B|> 0 cial E-hanka of 
Govermneut for hk ecrvices and the medal and cloqjp and waa 
pTomoted Brovet^olonel in the Army (2fith November 1854). Two 
Voata after be wiv^ appointed at John Lawrenee’s eorucHb request 
Chief Engiiieor of the Punjab. ** 1 am very gkd," said John Lciwrence 
un May 0tb 1854, that the Govemor-Gcneml haa giveu "Napier 
the Chief Engineerahip^ He k a fine follow^ and there cuuijot be 
a quostloii that ho k the mat! who should get it* The work ho has 
dune iduce otii^exabion k enonnoue and would have killed many 
moo."'* In April 1856 Napier became regiliaeiital Lieptcuaut-Colonoi 
find the suiue autumu want on turlough to EhglauiL Sailing fr^kiii 
England in May IS57 before news of the great revolt hail re^oched 
home he arrived at Calcutbi^ at the end rj the month and wim 
oMdaUng Chief Eugineer of Bengal when ho was noriiliiateci by Outraui 
to be hk Military Secretary and Chief of the Stafl' A mure gifted 
and Bsvfer ad vker could not have been chosen. IWiiig and resolute ho 
was also endowed with two quiet attributes which won him the wartii 
eonfidentio and unaffected attachment of uieu. He had singular 
modesty a“ well as simplicity of character, HU personal tastos were 
those father of a student than of a soldier. He had a great love of 
art and of bwjki3-^p^2cklJy of poetry—but hk vigorous mind hail 
been early drawn away from the ideal to tho pnncLii;^ aud bo mivde 
himself tt mastisr of the science of the civil and milit^u^ engineer, 
and acquired a sound knowledge ot the business of war which had 
been improved by the pmcticnl skill only to be gained in the field. In 
oftttr yearH when Outmm was asked who was the b^t soldiur he had 
comE: ill contact with, he replied without hesitfition ♦^Robert Napier"

desire^"’ He left shortly ufter daybreak en the iGth and arrived at 
Djiiupore on the 10 th ’where ho found a pimic prevaiJing—he learnt that 
the 00th Hegiuieut^ which hud pofiscd up tho river four day a before* had 
been recalled, ! ionucdlatoty dtapatched an espresfl to prohihit the 
return of the regiiiiGnt but uoFortnnatoly it did not reach in time to 
aUip the rotijm veasela which came beck yesterday Evening and I 
regret to flay with cholcm on board^' Uaving made arrangeraenta for 
the protection of the atatJun and having ordered a dEtachment of 100 
men of the 90th Itegimeat which htid boen kept back hero to rejoin 
Lhe regiment f be proceeded on hU voyage. From Diuupore OuLnim 
wrote a long letter, dated the l9Lh of Angust, to tlie Goveriiur* 
QoziEruL in whieb he atated 

“ I propofic Uhijig on two guns of the buttery hero [leaving the 
rnountain train for aervieo in Bi-liar, if neot^sflury hereafter* fur which I 
intended it)i and also Major Eyro^u batieiy to Bonarea, which I intend, 
if practieahlO;, to orgaiiizo a column to advance to Lucknow through 
Jaunpore^ between the Sya and Coomtoe iiverfl, Lhe only toujHe now 
left by which we cun hope to relievo on r garrison in Lucknow ^ Gene¬ 
ral Hu’velnck having again retirad from the attempt, and renrosaed tho 
Ganges to Gawtipore, unable, I izuagiiiE, to enx^ the Sye in the face af 
the enemy, tho bridge having been destroyeiL In addition to the 
artillery above menlionciJ, I am only have tho 5th Fusilicra ami DOLli 
Hegiiuijiitp m weakened by detachmonta 02 ^ Ui amount together ttn h as 
than 1,CMJ0 inon^ some of the Goorkhaa, perhaps^ and tho Bluditia Eegi- 
ment now on ita way up tho rivor; but 1 hopa to arrange with General 
Havotock to EffeHCt a j line Lion with fluch txpi^ps ho con forward from 
Gawnportv to crn«a the Gangea about Fnttehpore^ and pass the Sye near 
Ityo lianhlly. My column having effecBed its way so far* would there 
prejjdre rafe (on inllated skina) by which theao reinforceinontfl w^uild 
ciosd the Sye, We should then bo in auBicIenI strougthj, I trust, to 
fLUoe our way to Lucknow/" 

On tho next day* the l£Qth of August, Outram atmt tho following 
message to Sir CuLin Campbell who hod aosuiaefl the olhce of Uuin^ 
lusnder-in^biof in India:—Beg to refer to letter I yesterday mldrea- 
lied to Covernop-Geiieral, jsUiUng marmer in which 1 purpose relioving 
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Lucknow, [not prudent to entrust to telegraph} which would necessitate 
clLsetnbarking Sth and BDth Regimeqtg nt Benaros iosteiid of Albbalmd. 
If not approved, Yonr Excel lenc/a orders by telegraph may roach 
me at Benarefl by the time these rogunonta can get there/' On 
B^irinck’* the same day Havelock telegraphed (rcun Cawnpore:— My force, 
to tC” which loot men in action, and has been aftaailcd in the most awful way 
hy cholera, is reduced to 706 in the field, esdnaive of detacbmedb) 
Clifif which guard in entrenchmenta here, and keep open cornmnnication 
with Allahabad. I am threatened by a force uf 5,000 men from 
Gwalior, with somn twenty or thirty gnna. I am ready to light any¬ 
thing; blit the above are great odds, and a battle lost here would do 
the inteTuat of the State much damage. I aolicit Your ElxceUency to 
Hcud me reinforcements. I can then asgume the initiative, bdiI mareh 
to Agra and Delhi wherever my services may be required. With 2000 
British soldiers nothing could stand before me and mv powerful 
artillery. I shall soon have equipped eighteen gun*, six of siege 
calibre; hut I want (utillerymcn and ofiUcera, and iujiintiy Boldisru," 
This despatch had haidlj gone forth when Havelock received a raesBage 
from the Commaodordn-Chief which brought him consolation iu the 
darkest Moaon (tf hia career. Sir Colin Campbell teJegniphed 

sustained energy, promptitude, and vigorous action by which 
2L'?'eo Pleadings have been marked during the late difficuft 

H.idtok operations, deserve the highest pnuse, and it will ho a moat agreeable 
duty to mo to make known to hia Lordahip, the Govemor-Genem], the 
sense I enrertain of tbo able nnmnof in which you have carriod out the 
instructions of General Sir Patrick Grant. I beg you to es press to the 
officcre and men of the different corps under yonr command, the prido 
and Batiflfectiou 1 have experieuced in reading yuia reports of the 
intrepid valour they have displayed upon every occasion they havo 
encountered the vastly superior numbers of the enemy, and how nobly 
they have maintained those qualities for which the British soldierj have 
ever been distinguished—high courage and endiirance. I entirely 
concur in the soundness of the view you have L-iken of your position in 
your telegraph of the 6th instant from Mungulwar, anrl of oil chc 
twjna which mduonoed you to defer for the present acriveoperationa."* 
The next morning Havelock sent the following answer;—

Tear Excellency's telegram of the 9th instant, which ha* juat reached 
inn ^e approbation of my opemtiona and view* convoyed to me by

I may 
be attacked from Gwalior by the mutinous oontingent, with ^ipOOO tnou 
and 30 guns, or by the Guorkha^ which are nssemhiing at Furrockabad 
under rebellious Nabobs, which have also a formidable artillery ; but an 
they can partly unite, I can defeat cither or ho\h in figbfe; but if rein* 
forcementa cannot be eent mep 1 see no alternative but abandoning for a 
tima trho advanlEigea I have gained in this part of India and retiring 
ufH3n Allahabad, where everything will be organised for a triumph,mt 
advance in the cold seBSOJi," 

Hnvelotk tuily stntcil wbat nnder certaiq coDtingeneicB mnat b* 
iDovitable. He tonid defeat the rebeia io fight Bqt he could not 
supply the waste of a force which cholem was (lcs>troying. If prompt 
reiDforcements were not sent he saw no other alternative but withdmwnl 
from Cawnpors to AllahAbud. He had no inclinatidn to retire, ha niatro 
no auggeatian. «I have endeavour ad," he added,fuiJj to elate my 
case and must lonvc the decision of the imporlaDt question involved in 
it Id Your Eicellency. I do oamesLly hope that yon will be able to 
decide for prompt raioforoement.” And Colin Campbell acted with 
prompt celerity. That night, August the 23rd, he sent the following 
moasage to OutramThe force under General Havelock is rod need, 
by casualtioB oa service, and by cholera, which haa been and still mge^ 
in his camp, to 700 men in the field exclusive of detachments which 
guard the eatrenchment, and keep opon the commtmication wiJi 
Allahabail. He is threatened by a force of soma 5,000 men, with some 
twenty or thiriy guns, from Gwalior, besides the Oiidh Foreo, He 
Buys, he * is ready to fight anything, but the above are groat odds, and 
a battle lost would do the interest of the State infiuite damage- I 
soHcit reinforcement' His applications for aeeistonce have been 
Coquentj and, doemiog his aituation to demand immediate aid, I 
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ordered the 90tt Regiment tQ be mat to him with all possible «peE<l 
aa also the detachment of the 5th Begiraetit which was on board the 
Benarca steamer* * if it could be spared, Pmy s^nd the &Oth Regiment 
at mm to his aid, I will write to you to-morrow.** 

Early ncjt tuoming the Comraander-ia-Chief informed Ilairclodk 
that he had on the Ifttb entreated Ontram to send him withont 
delay the &Oth and also a detoehment of tho Fusilion? if the latter 
could be BpiireiL He added:—I deapatohed an other telegram at 
11-45 P.M, on the ie2nd instant (laatnight]p repeating my entreaty 
to send yon tho 90th. 1 sent this telogrjmi to Benares, as well as 

Dinaporo/" With tho views expressed in Havelock's appeal for rein¬ 
forcements Sir Colin expressed his entire concurredce. " I agree tn 
oil that jou eay about your position^ imd from the moment of my 
arrival have fell] your being made strong at Cawnpore to be of 
the importzkooe^ The detention of this regimont^ and other 
detaebroents^ by the local aathoritios at differont points, while oo 
their way to Allah abadp I deeply regret, I have no artillery * * # » 

Captmn Peel, Royal Navy* with 500 Bailom and ton 8-inch guna 
with ammunitioni loft this on the 20th for Allahabad.” 

The same day Sir Colin commutLlcated to Outram a tologram he 
had jiiBt received from HavelockMr. Tuckerj Civil Commismanor at 
Benares, informs me that it is the intention of Sir James Outram 
to ascend the Gogra and relievo Lucknow by Fyzabad* and that 
Sir Janiiefl desiros my oo-opetntion by making a demonstratioo of 
re-cro 3 sing the Ganges; even to do moro by striving to regain 
my stropg position of Alungulwarj or more nearly approaching 
Lticknow. But I must have Fresh troops to enable me to do either 
of these," The Commandor^in-Chief went on to say Hope of 
co-operation from General Havelock is therefore not to b# entertained. 
The march from Beuares by the most direct road to Lachaow b a long 
one, Bomo 15t) in lies, and the popaktion through which you would parss 
hostile. Its great recomaicndation I presmne to be that you would 
tufu or rather como in rear of the many nullahs which, i am told, 
interpose between Cawnporo and Lucknow^ This would be tm

plncc to Lucknow ? By this route alt encivinbrancas, such ns aiak, etc-, 
would be left at the difTerent fitationa or posts along the rond. nnd the 
troops in being ocuiveyed by Btemu would suffer leas than if obliged 
to inorch and reach Cawnpore many days earlier, besides relieving 
Havelock's anxiety about his post. In offering these reituirks or 
auggestions to yon, who are adjusted with the country, the people 
and the diffienlties attending the movements you propose, it ia not with 
any view to fetter your judgment or perfect freedom of action/’ 

On reaching Benares, August the S9th. Outmm found Sir Colin's 
promisoil letter. It bogau with these words 1 am extremely happy 
and dee to myself most fortunate to find myself associated with you on 
service, and to have the advantage of your able assistance in canying 
on the duty in which we are now engaged." * After informiiig him 
that Hiivolock had stated that his force had been reduced to 700 men 
in the fialtT ciclmive of the deUchments required to guard hla 
enti'auehmeats and keep open his communication with Allahabad he 
proceeded to state, word for word, the remarks and suggestions he had 
in bis telegram regarding the relief of Lucknow by Jannpote. 
Ontmm also received a telegram from the Governor-General endorsing 
the views of the Chiet Lord Canning, like Sir Colin, allowed Outrani 
a free huuA '■ But the road by Juuupora may have advantages of 
which I am not aware; and I am eoufiddiit that your dolibcmte 
judgmeut will decinle for the best. It is not probable that the relief 
of the Lucknow garrison will bo facilitated by the abandonment uf 
CSawmpore; bnt if this be the case do not hesitate to uhanden it. 
The political importance of it, and the cost of recovering it, are not to 
be weighed against tha relief of Lucknow." Outnmi had howaver 
already abandoned the project. At Ghazeeporo ho had received the 
Commauder-in-Chiera telcgnun first ioforming him of the critical 
state of Hnvcloct'a foice, and u few hours after the receipt of tha 
message he sent late at night the fallowing answor:—Bcceived yuur 
massage of the 22nd inataub this evening. In accordance with Ehesc 
unleis, the OOth Bcgmient complete luoatiA three com panics cv^ming from 
Calcutta, and such poi'tiou of the 5th as 1 have collected, will be sent

practicable. This prevents luy carrying out any intended advance to the 
relief of Lucknow from Jaunpora or Eye Bareilly, aa proposed in my 
letter to the GovorDor-Ooncml from Dinaporo, dated 20th inatont, 
no other Enroiwou troop* being available; hut the necessity for rein¬ 
forcing Geueml navelock aoems imperative." When Omram put fornard 
the proposal to ndvauce by Janopore he had been wrongly informed that 
tbe bridge over the Syo had been destroyed and he conaidered that its 
dostnietioii rendered the Cawnpore route physically impracticable os 
a atuall force could not force the passage of the river egoinst the rebel 
boat. When be beard of Havelock's critical condition being dne to 
want of men he at once aboudouod the ncbonie. 

From Benares Outram desptchod a telegram to Havelock to tbo 
effect that be intandod to push on at ones with reinforcenionta to 
Alhibabad aud that on September the 5th hu hoped to join him at 
Cawnpora During the voyage Outram had becngreatly diatresaednnnl 
annoyed at the idea of euperaeding Havelock and one day on board te 
said to hia MLlitoiy Secnelaty“I know what I will do. I will go in 
my political capacity,'' This decision ho oommunicated to Havelock in 
words befitting a goodly and gallant gentleman-1 shall join you 
with the ttLoforcements, but to you shaU be left the gbiy of relieving 
Liickuow, for which you have already so nobly struggled. I .NhalJ 
accompany you only in my dvil capacity as CotniuiBStoner placing my 
military servicea at yoor diapoail, should you pleaae to make i«e of mo, 
serving under you as a volunteer. Encourage tbo Lucknow garrison 
to hold on. Spare no cost in effecting comm onication with Colonel 
luglis."» Outram made known the proposed nrraagement to the 
CoiJimander-in-Chief who communicated the matter to the Govemor- 
GoncraL Lord Canning expressed * himself in the warmest terma of 
a<lutmttian ’ of ' the truly haudsome and generous propoaab reported/ 
and Colin Campbell addod * God grant you may succeed.' 

On the Ist of September Outram reached AJIahaboil On the 
Sni of September arrived the steamer and flat conveying Major 
Eyre's batteiy and a portion of tba 5tb Fuailieis, and on the nest day 
the steamer cuntaining tbo hoad-quartens of the SOth, The 4th was 
occupied in landing and putting together the guns, with the morning 
the battery went forth with tbe first detachmenb towards Cawmpore 

f orce anmuntin g in all to about 053 men and 20 officer f consisted 
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bf^itlea EyiG* *B arrilleiy and two Scinch howitzers of Her &lAjesty'e 
5tli and a few mo a of tbo 64tih and 84 tb Eegiiiieiiti 3 ^ The 

samo night Outmru left Allahabad with tho 90th ItegimcTit coniilHtLng 
of 23 oQSceig nod meUi^ At the second stage bo was joiatkl 
by a camp^ay of 87 rank and Bte from Eebares. On tbo fourth day 
dojinito infomiation reached Outram tha^ a party of 400 rebels mtendej 
only to be the ad vanned guard of a larger force had crossed over to 
tho right bank with four gtiiia with tha intentiem of cuttlug oi* bk 
QomiDUDicatiDii with Allababad and ravaging tho country. He 
at once directed Major Eyre to proceed against tbera^ taking 
ItK) Europeans from tho 5th aad 50 &om tho 64-th Regimeut^ all 
mounted on elephants^ with two gnus. They were to be joined at a 
neighbouring vLllago by a Si^uadron of the 12th Irregulara under 
Captain Johnsou.f As Major Eym eomniands the party/" wrote 
OuLrom to Havelockp ** he will succeed if any one can in discomfiting 
the scDundrelE."' And Eyre did succeed in dkeonifiling tho rebcla 
After marching forty miles became up at daybreak with the euemy 
who lied precipitately to their boats about half a mile off, ^ I ordered 
tha cavalry uuder Gaptaia Johnson and Lieutenant Havelock to 
pursue thom^ and followed up myself, with all practicable speedy with 
the infantry and guns* We found the cavaliy bad driven the 
enemy into their boats which were fastened to the shore and were 
uiaintaining a biist firo on them from the honk Bboyo4 On the arri val 
of the detachments of Her Majesty's 5tb FusiLieis imd 64th Foot 
under Csptains Johnson § and Turner* the fire of our musketry into the

Havelock w elcomed 
hia former commander and old comrade in camp nitd field- It waa 
natural that these men should be friendaL Both wen? brave, reaolnte^ 
energetic Boldiers and their higher natures were of a kind which envy 
could not dim nor joalousy tambb* Life with Haveloclc had been 
a tong battle with poverty and with fnea, and the wages of hia lubonr 
had often been denied him. By the appointment of Outmm it seemed 
as if ho was to be once mores deprived of his legitrimatc reward, but he 
made no complaint and he did not allow it to afibet the energetic 
diflchaige of his doty, Outmm, however^ had relieved the bitterness by 
informing him that he w ould not deprive him of the honour and glory 
of the r<^ef for which ho had so vigorposly strived, and the ttioming 
after his arrival the General Commanding tho Division issued tho 
following order* It has often been printed but it cLiniiot be Loo often 
read for there we find our nationality, onr poetry:— 

“ Tho important duty of relieving the gurrisoD of Lucknow hud 
been first entrosted to Major'^Ooncral Havelock, c.b., and Major-General 
Outram feeb that it is due to this distingniahed officer^ and the 
atrennooa and noble e^^rtions which he has already made to edeot 
that object, that to him should accrue the honour of the uebievement. 

“ Major-General Outram is confident that tho great end far which 
General Havelock and hie brave troops have so long and so gloriously 
fonghtt will now, under tho blessing of Providence, be accompliBhed^ 

** The Majori^Gencnil, therofore, in gratitude for, and admiration of 
the briUiant deeds of nrjue achieved by General Havelock and hie 
gallant troops, will cheerfully waive his rank on the occasion, and wilt 
nccompaDy iho force ta Lucknow in Ms dviJ capacity—as Chief Cuin- 
miamaner of Oudh — tendering bis milita^ services to Genera! Havelock 
os a velunteer/^ 

Havelock responded graciotifily:—Brigadier-Geocral Havelock* 
in making known to the column the kind rmd generous determination 
of Majf>r*Geaeml Sir James Outrain, iK.O.D,, to leave to it the task of 
relieving Lucknow* and nf rescuing its gallant and enduring gamsan, 
has only to expr^ hia hope that the troops will strive, by their 
eiEcinplacy and gallant conduct in tho field, to Justify tho confidence 
ibus repcised in theun" 
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To tonfirru Outram^a t’Cajporflry reltnquishioerit of coaimanfl is the 
fonoal purport of tho following order, dated SoptemlMir 28th, hut 
through it nina the fine spiri t of Colin Caiupbeli

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Od the bight of the 18th the floating hriiigie aao«iB the Onnges 
wag laid and the neit day Havelock’s funio again cioased to the Oudh 
bank of the Ganges. On the SOth of September Eyre’s heavy gnna 
which had been covering the croedng and the rcar-gunKl pasaed ovet 
At daybreak the Slat Soptember, in a deluge of rain, Hhvelook'a coEmnn 
again began ita advance for the relief of Lucknow. A ahort distance 
from Mungalwor they found the enemy posted on the plain comraanding 
the lino of route. His right rested on a villaga and walled enclosure, 
which afToided good cover from the Inxarion? growth of standing com 
that rose before it as a ecreen, while the drizzling nun enveloped it in 
haze. His centre and lefls was covered by a line of bremttworks behind 
whichfiiz guns ware posted. They immediately opened on our guns ns 
they came up the road dmwn by elcphante. Many of the detach menl 
guarding thorn fell. One of the elephants liad the lower part of its 
trunk carried away and swinging round rashed fariously through the 
battery.* His sogaoloua companions realiiting their danger refoBod to 
drag the guns any furthor, and all attempts to goad them forward were 
in vain, Bnllocka had to take their place. After much confusion and 
much delay, the guns, supported by the 5 th Fuailicra^ were doploycil on 
and across the road and engaged the enemy in front. Havelock deter¬ 
mined again to adopt Frederick's fitvoorite movoment. He sent bis 
main fbreo to the 1 sfti and the 90th Light Xnfantiy in dashing style soon 
cleared the village and plantation. A well-timed advance in front, 
and the rebel line was in min. Barrow'H homcmen who bad 
Accompanied the turning cohinm furiously charged the retreating 
mass and broke it again and again. Outram himself on his huge 
Anatolian home waa forward in the thick of the tumultr-no aword 
in hia hand, but a stout gold-topped Maloeoa known to one forofatbem 
ns ‘The Penang Lawyer/ with which he whacked the fugitives 
Oulram and Barrow with his squadron behind in loose order pressed 
forward in a whirl. A turn in tho road disclosed right ahead a 
dense body of rallied rebels. " Close up and take older," ahou ted 
Barrow, and in a word they plunged forwnni and rode into the nmss 
sabring right and left; Ontram’s malnoca in full play. Punmed and 
piirsuera rolled pcli'mell along the road to Bush era tgnngn, 7^^ 
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bekiiid ill! tiitrenchsueiit barred the way* Barrow, Isis men roUowiiig 
ruiiheil at the cArthwork and ovigT itj cut dowB the gmicters 
and capturml the ^idh. The rebehi were pui'siiod aud sabred through 
tbe tb%vsi till the gneat wreii beyond Wft3 readied, A hiiiidred and 
twonty killed, two gu ns, and the rogimoutai cole nr of tho IsL BoEiga! 
NativE^ Infantry captured^ atte^teil the rigaur at the pursuit. 

The trchopa biroiiiitrkeii for the night at iho ijerai. On the morning 
of the £2ud ^September ihe weather Blitl being rainy the column 
again advanced, Abaub ^ pm. the Sye was reoehed, and great w:ia the 
delight at discovering that the rebels in their procipitema flight had 
neglected to dcatmy the bridge over the wide stream. A mile in front 
of tlie bridgo the force waa halted along the road, and a royal aaJute was 
lir.d in tho hope that its wdoame sound would reach the beleagnered 
gurriwjn. But the wind waa in the wmug direction. Hera tho Itroopa 
rested for the nightp as much rest aa hungry men could get in a swamp 
with ndn ponrijig dawn on thenu 

At B A.KE. of the 23rJ SopteiubcT Havelocks force continued its 
march towanla Luoknuw. The road lay through a wide sheet of water. 
For tcu mile^ no rebel wua seen. Then about £ pM-^ the cavalry dis- 
oovered the enoiuy three milea in front, bis centre and right posted 
on Home mounds^ and his loft resting on the AInmbaghj a garden houBe 
built by one of the princei of Oudh for hie favourite wife. Like ad the 
garden hoineg erected by the Moslem nobioOp it was admirabty ariaptod 
for defence, as a strong lofty wall with turrets ati each angle enclosed a 
garden about five hundred j^ards squoret rich in flower and ahrubj with a 
fine house carved with the DUinfieroiis quaint devices of oriontnl taste in 
the centre, a mosque adjoining, nnd nuiueroiia o^Ticcs for folJoW:?rB, 

The enemy^ whuae line extended nearly twu luileSj bad ten thomiaud 
trained troops and a great superiority in cnvuhy and artillery. No 
Hooner had the head of our column come within range thim two of thoir 
gnna fired straight down the road. The first shot knccked over throe 
officers of the 00th, The ground was favdumble to the enomy ; he on 
3 k slightly elevated dry plateau, while the British troops were crowded on 
a road through a mar^h, and owing to the depth of the wator it was im¬ 
possible to leave it, A short delay occurred owing to the 1st Brigade 
having to he haUed in order to let the 2ud Brigade paaa it^ and " the 
shot of the onemy'a guna told a good deal in our ranka.'* The move¬ 
ment having been executed, the colunin again wont forward, case she I 
raining all the tiraOj till a bit of dry groimd was discovered on the left 
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of the f^. Tu eench h a deep ditch full of wnter had to be crossed, 
aad as Neill's horse plunged down he nearly felL* " Whilst he did so." 
writes Neillj *' n Ttniud shot giti 2 ed the horse's qiiartore passing a few 
laches behind me " On reaching the dry spot the brigades were deployed 
in frout of the enomy. Neill'a forming the centre and loft, whilst 
Hamiltoo’a was oitended further to the left so os to overbp the enemy's 
line, Olphcrto’ hattory and the volunteer caTalry sent to cover the move¬ 
ment of the bttsr brigade dashed up the road at fqjl speed. Into the deep 
ditch they plunged down withont a check, homos and drivers splashed 
and Blmgglcfl in the water | yet the guns wore landed on the other side. 
* forward at a gallop "shouted Olpherta—Neill waved his helmet, and a 

loud cheer was raised aa the cannon swept by tha first brigado_Eyra'ii 

heavy battery haring come up, soon silenced the enemy's guns and 
dispersed their cavaliy-. Than tho 6rst brigade advanced, and at the rems 
time the 2nd turning attacked tho rebels on tho danh and their rout 
was complete. Oae of their gtiiw, howe ver, continued to bowl" 0-poniirbn 
at tis for the last half hour down tho road.'' “ So at it I went," wrote 
Lieutenant Johnson,with five and twenty men. Greatly to my re list 
they never fired n shot ns we enmo on; and we took the gnu without 
much difficolij. We chopped up a few of the men, and the rest 
ran away * * . I lost one man kiJIcd and a few men and 

boTBea wounded: my own mare got n shot through the luick.''t Thus 
teiwdy a Brittsh Bubalterfi describes one of the finest acts of gnllantrv 
performed in a campaign famuiia for its breve deeda^ Tlie enemy 
atiU held the Alumbngh, and two guns withdrawn from the field

the gallnjifc way. On enterlog they however found tlisit Captain 

Barton oftho 78th» one of the fianking brigade, had aliuoat aliiikiltDJia' 
ouely witli hia cotupany found hie way throagh themfuu gate. In about 
ten minntefi every Bopoy waft thinst oiit of the Alnnibagh; Bwrow and 
Outnniijajcooinptanied by their few horseiueu aud OJpherta' guna, pursued 
vigorously and chased the routed rebela aicnoat to the Yellow House, 
close to the Char Bridge^ Here they found the enemy ebmngly 
entronchod and fed with fresh troops from the city, and as night had 
aet in Outraiu determined to withdraw the squadron. As ho rode buck 
a messenger brought him a deapateb. When the pickets bad been 
posted and the troops preparing to bivouac for tho night were drawn 
np in line Oatram told ibeui the glad tidings—DeLhi had boon takeu. 
And there was a peal of sound from the hearts and throats of the 
eoldiers. That night ag they lay in the wet fields there came through 
the volle^dng rain tha boom of the heavy guns at Lucknow and thk^y 
longed for the glorieua day to follow. 

The morn broke fine after the stonuy night, and sere w'aa the 
di^iippiintnient of the man to find that no advanca wins to be made till 
iLj-njLrrro'w. The trnop^f had been luarchlog for three daySp under n 
perfect deluge of ndn^ irregularly fed and badly housed In mud huts^ and 
it thooght necessary to pitch the tonta m order that they Hhoiild 
have an upporbuiiity of drying their garments and enjoying a day^s 
rest. The tents were pitched and the baggage metased in the rear. 
TJio niHn unsuspicions of danger Lad strolled away, w'hen the enemy 
creeping r^iuiid undercover of the trees aod tall crops suddenly dashed 
forth sbeutiog vociferously, “Thift so terrified the drivers and other 
eamii folio were, that they hastily fled^ ahandoniug ibe baggage, Ho 
eimoltauBOUs was their liight, and so rapid, that it resembled bhe^ound 
of a rushing storm sweeping over the plain» which was scattered with 
niiTncrooa uiiclud dusky forms, like figeras of Hjihnatcd bronze.” * The 
suldicra of the 90tli fonulug the baggage guaid received tiio rebels with 
great gallantry, but lost some brave 0 dicers and men ; shooting down, 
however, 25 of the troojiers and putting tbe whole body to liight. They 
were finally driven to a duiUmue by two guuB of Captain Olpherts^ 
battery. But over six heavy guns w'ero unable to silonce two of thts 
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enemj'^ &-pouDdei^ f^GiieeaiIt34j in h wood nt^nr the Cbaif Eriilg^, 
“ Fiitd wish dflnble ehargqi iit a great ek^AtioB the balli ricochot^eti 
thi'ougb the CAiiaiog uiftDj cauujdtiie^.'^''^ 

The day wag pasKcd bj Uavolock and OuEnim in iDHlnring plana 
for the luoiTOW* They Iiad a t-hoke of four routes bj wbkh to advance 
upon the Residency. The firab by the Cawnpore Road to the Char 
Bridge, and thenee direct through the heart of the city for a mile- 
tind-a-half> tio the Bailey Guard Gate. But the road woa known to 
have been out by trenchea and croeged by pnlisodes at short inter- 
valsj the bouses also being all loopholed^ " Progress in this direction/' 
ng ELavelook stated^ was impogribk/' 

The second route was to force the Char Bridge, and then t-o turn to 
the right and ad^noce by a circnifcaas lane along the left bank of the 
canal rill open ground was reached, then tom to the leR and adv'once 
to the Residedcy by the ptain between the Kaiser Bagh and the river. 

The third route was to avoid the direct rond altogether, proceed at 
once Eroio the Alumbagh to the right and continue advancing outgide 
the caiiJiI till the Dilkoosha (Joy of the heart) Palace wng imched^ 
then tarn to the left and crossing the canal by the bridge, strike the 
plain between the Kaiser Bjigh and the river. 

The fourth route wag to proceed as in roufca three to the Dilki>osha 
Palace and Park, &e^^e it, and under cover of that strong position bridge 
the Gooiuteo. Thep, after cros-ring the river, gain the Fj^zabad and 
Lucknow road at the Kokrail bridge and proceeding diwn it, goize the 
iron bridge and the Badshah Bagh, an enclagcd palace and gFkrden 
which offered on adiuirahle defensive poBirion^f 

The fourth route along the nor them Iwnik of the Gooiutee was 
the one which best CDdimended iLsolf to Urtveloek “ I had bntughl up 
canal boats from Cawnpore/' he wrote, ^ intending to hridge the 
CoQiotee, and coming roiiDd by its left iKink the north-west of the 
city to have seked the iron and stone bridges, thus placing invself oa 
the enemyV coDiuinnicariona* I should have hoped from this |Ji4n great 
results* But it was doomed never to be triecL^^| It was not tried, 
because after a reconnaisBance made on the 24 th September Colonel 
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Nnpier that the lucessrHii raia had reddered th^ country 

jnipmcticftbtc for artillery. And Ea^eludk irag de^inciti^ of taki^g 
not only the light fioid pfooea hut the h&Lvj gnna mih him.* 
It wEka therefore re^dWed to advance by the fiecodil rniito, that meant 
to force the Char Bridge* tarn to the right| half circle round the 
city and eatablish themselvea in the Ifniiaeii Buki^h* a palace adjacent 
to the lEeaidonoj^ It wna arranged that the flick and wounded 
with the hospital, the b^ggage^ and the fo£>d and ammunition 
reserves wore to be left at the ALuialmgh under the charge of Colonel 
M'Intyrc of the 7Sth Ilighlanders, with aii officoru, forty-two non- 
com [oieioaed officei^, and two hundred and fifty tnetL The soldiera 
vrero directed to take sixty retmd^ of ammunition in their poTioh€ 2 a ; 
an equal reaen^e por man was to be carried on cameb* Havelock 
also succeeded in OYetcoming Ou tram’s objectioiiii bo take Eyre's 
2-4-poundereHt The Parole of tho day was ^Patience/ 

Tbn morning broke doil and gloomy The raiu had ceased, but 
the sky was covered with low haugiug clouds aiul the country had 
been transformed into a verLtablo Hea of mud. At 8 a.m. the column 
of attack w'lis formed iu front of the Alumbagh. “Toil, privation^ 
and exposure hod left traces on the forrufl of our men, nnd yet daring, 
hope and energj' seenied depicted on their coimteuancefl."^ Soon after 
Outmm accompanied by his staff galloped up* Bud mfomiod Uavelook 
thnt he thought it adviHablc to modify the plan resolved on the 
praWouft day. A map of the city was flpread out on a table nnd m the 
two Gencnblfl were intoribly studying it a rouud shot hit the earth 
wiildn a few yanis of them and bounded over their heads. Then a 
loud thud wa-i heard diatinotly : a rocud shot htid atruck one of the 
gnu bullocks fairly on the left riba. *rA large dork stump swelled 
out on the poor beast's white Bank and in two or three seconds it 
quietly sank down and died/' Anotlaer boast took its place. To the 
aoldiors eager to go struight against the rebels and fight by the

ftbiri* At leit^fth iho wolcaimc word “Ffirward" wait ^vcq, Neill's 
brigwle liestlod by two conjpoiiies of tho 5th FuaUIera in cobniD 
of sections and Mande’jj Wteiy led the way. Qutratu rode hy Maude's 
aide with the leading gun, followed by two of his start', Chnnaier 
and SitwelL No soouct bad the brigade paasod our advanced plcqueta 
thrm a munkrotis fire was poured on it from a doublO'^atoriod house full 
of Uiuaqueteers lUid from the Joopholed walls of the large enrmiiudipg 
ganlens, from a battery on each flunk, and from two giina " which were 
loaded in the lane behmd the Yellow House and then nm out on the 
maiu road, carefully laid, and admimbly served," At this raotnent 
there came tho order to halt. Ths Fuailiurs lay in the ditch on 
each aide of the road to escape the Btonu, and Maude’s guns were 
deployed and engiigcd the enemy. Round shot, grape and huMote went 
crashing through the trees which lined the mad and struck many down. 
Shot fclluwed ahot, and buUat after bullet was poured into thu udraac- 
ing column. Outmm’s arm w-aa shot through by a musket ball; *“ but he 
only smiled, and naked one of us to tie his hnridkerchief tightlv above 
the woniid,"* Then hia AidQ,deCftmp, Sitwell, received a aituilar woutid. 
Almost at tho snme luomeBt thp Sergeant-Major of Maude's latLeiy hud 
the whole of bis stoumefa cam&l away by a round shot. “ He looked up 
to TOO for a uiDUicut with a piteous e^pressiim. but had only strength to 
utter two words ’Oh God' whoa he sank on the read.” Just ihen 
another round sbnt took off the leg high np the thigh of the neat wnior 
Sergt'ant, John Kieruau, a Hplondid Hpeciinen of tho Irish soldier. "He 
was no true aa stooh" Fast aa the luoi] of the ]ea>:Uug gun detachoieuta 
foil, their places were taken hy volunteeio from other guns. But soon 
there would be no men to fill the gaps. In this desperato situatjon 
Maude asked Oatram "calm, cool and grave " if they might again 
advance. But the order to halt hud come from Havelock, luid Oqtraiu 
did not cure to alter it. Happily at this moment Major Battine, of 
the 2ua Dragoon Gaonls, Havelock's galloper, once more made his 
appcanuicc and gave the welcome order to advance.f ''Steadily and 
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ch&erity Mntidti pushed on with hfahmce men * and tho infantrj' drove 
the enemy on tho atUToutiding gardens and tha Yellow House f Oa 
wont the eolunm till it was checked half a mile beyond the YtilJow 
Ifijusc by a sharp bend in the road. Two hundred yards in fixmt flowed 
tho canaL Straight befom them was the Char Bridge* A hiittory of 
abc gnna, including a twenty-four pounder with u breaatwofk in fronts 
defended it on the Lncknow side. To the right and left of ib WBte bfty 
houses loopholed and held by miiskoteera. Lieutenant Arnold with the 
skimnahers of the JUafJnm Fusiliers was sent forward to hold tho canal 
hanfc on the left of tho roaii and check thn fire that streamed from 
the houses. Oatrnin with the 5th Fnsiliciig wont to the right to clear 
the walled ganiena from which the bridge derives ita namo^ and to 
proceed on till he gained the high banka of the canal, whence he 
could bring a flanking tiro to bear on tho bridge. Two of Maude's 
guna [there was no raotn for more) unlimbercd at the bend of the 
rmd aud replied to the rebel ortilleiy, "The first dbehargn from 
one of the enemy's guna di&ftbled ono of Maude's guns, the groater 
portion of the detachment sserving it being killed or woundod/' Volim^ 
teers vrero ctilJcd for from the iafaatiy and Private Jack Holmea of the 
S4th wan the first man to respond^ and his example was followed % 
oLhera4 Tlie formidable fire of the enemy increased every momonti 
and their musketry and artiJlety mowod down the men ns fast as they 
took their places at-the giraa. For half on hour tho utiec|uai contest 
was maintained^ The skirmishers were unable to keep down the 
enemy's nni I? kot.ry_ No sign of Outratn. "In this crisis, Lientcnant- 
Colonel Froser-Tytler, Deputy Assbtant Quarter[mi3tcr-0eneral to 
the Forccp. rode up and immediutely proceeded to reconnoitre the 
pos^ition under a most heavy fire. Forming the opimon that the 
bridge might ho carried by a bayonet charge^ while as tho enemy's fire 
VTas evidently Bnincrior and further delay would not Only bo useless hot 
would difij-Kirsc the t^oopg^ he repruseiitod his views to BriginlicT-Goncral 
Kvill and prevailed an that officer to allow tho attempt tn bo mado.

On receiving penniB^ioii he carried the order fo Advanc^e to the Ist 
Mndraa Fiiailieni and a^si^ted in collecting the tnca t^bo hnd been 
disperBcd nndor cover of Bome hntA for pholter/"'* At the weloonie 
Bigual to AdvAOce Arnold, before the Faeifiers had time to collEct, 
dashed on to the bridge ^ith hia akirmiahm and a kw men of the Slth. 
Havelock imd Tjtler apnrred their horsfia and !n a moment were by hie 
Bide. Torrenta of gntpe shot and ttnteket shot bimtiTig out swept thotn 
away. Arnold fell hit thmagh both thighs; Ty tier came down with hm 
hor^e killed under him. Havelock nnd Corporal Jacqtiei idone rcmAined, 
*"Tlteywere the target for many in oskete."Well soon have tha 
beggnm out of that. Sir/’ said the Corporal ^ aa he stood by Havelock s 
Bide, loading and bring OB fABt as be could. Have look waved hia sword 
and eaUed on the rest to advance. Before tho rebels had time to 
reload, they leapt fonvard with a terrible shout, daahed aernsa tho 
bridgej cleared the breastwork, stormed the batteiy and bayoiiGted the 
giinnors. The Char Bridge was won. 

At that tdomenb Outmin etnergad from the Cbarbagh gurdcu on 
the margin of the canal in time to see Lho capture of the guns.t The 
loopholed fanitdings near Lho briiigo were atonned autl held, and the 
rond made elesr for the rest of the columni 
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On Tytler regaitiing hh feet he became aware that two of 
the enemj'fl guru behind the Yellow ETouse were opening dpon 
the bridgo frocn our right rear. Ho promptly raade hia way through 
the brigade to Geneial Havelock emd reported to him on the adm- 
ability of Lheir being immediately craptnred by mhuitryj "aa from 
their aitoation^ no artillefy con Id be brought to bear upon theiD! and 
therr Ere was telLLpg with fearful effect on the rear of our Goiumn and 
traiti of baggage, crowded in a iiairow road between walls/'* The 
Oenentl directed him to ordor the nearest available regiment to tako 
the gnns. The 00th were at hand and he guided them to the spot. 
The rebels were strongly putted, but headed by their gallant eom- 
mander^ Campbelht with Tj'tier holding on by the manipj of hia horse, 
the 90th mode a nish and took the gnna in tho of a heavy fire 
of grape. Olpberts who with conspicuoiiij gallantry had assisted in thehr 
capture carried them ofiT in triumph attached to hia spare limbers 
thrcjugh fl moflb galling crose-hre of musketry from the loopholes of 
neighbouring hougee and walled gnrdene.t For this act of gallantry

The miiin eolqmi) with Outnun 
and Havdoch at choir head turned aharplj to the right and advanced 
along the naiiow iane skirting the coml Ankle deep in alush they slowly 
proceeded and great woii the difficulty in dragging the heavy guns over 
the soft groondL The wheels often sank deep in tho ruts and Olpherts 
kept alive tba apiritfl of the men oi they did the ledioua work of 
extricating them by teUlng them ** The Bound of your guns is muBic 
the ladiei at Lraukaow.''j' The column fbllowod the sandy litnes 
by the canal nntil it debonohed on the DtlkoDaha mod near the '42nd 
hospital Leaving the 32nd barrackji on the lefl they Allowed the 
rood aciioHi the open country to the Socundra Bagh and thonco, still

The force halted and 
intelligence arrived that the 78 th with the rear^gnard were strosgly 
pressed, A party was sent back to meet and gmdc them^ but tho 
day woro away and no evidence of their presence ootild be founds 
Then^ about three, the Highkndcra wore eeen moving along the rtmd 
I in front of the paicucca on the left flank, and an order went forth that 
the forces without the wounded* baggnge, and heavy gons wtis to start 
I again. Leaving the Motl Mahal they went^ concealed from the view 
' of the cticmyi along a narrow lane, and then through the grounda of 
Mr. Monoy'^ bouse till they atmek ono of the main readai Ah they 
emerged they wore greeted by a lively artillery and musketry salute. 
A large mEi^ive gate Dear the King^s stable mirred their advanov- 
Far a time it rcsiHUul the efforts of Captain Olphertii, who waa foramust 
with the men of hia battciyi to blow it open. ** At length it yielded 
to his endeavours and the insurgents who had been concealed within 
it wore dcapatobfidx*' The oolumn pushed on under tbe rush of shell b, 
shrapuel aud bullets; officers, men and hor&es fell faster and festerT but 
I they boro ouwarda till a narrow passage leading to the Chuttur Mumdl § 
brought them out of the jaws of rfeuth. Here they halted, sheltered

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by the brick walls which llaed the kne^ and waited for the TSfch 
toJoiD them. 

Air lon^ as the Tuain isoliiiim were in aight the 76th had been 
tinmol^ted at the Char Bridge, and they emplojed theaiaclvea in 
throwing into the canal the guns which they had captured. They were 
&o occupied whed the rebels suddenly came down the Cawnpore Read in 
force and attacked thcni. For three hours they were engagetl in a 
dcatnictivo contest^ for the enemy were posted in a little teniplc from 
which they pemred a hoary mp^ketry^ fire. Then the Higblandersi could 
no lunger stand long on the defensive and they wont forth with an 
irresifitible mah and carried the ahrine by storm. But the rebelSj not 
to be beatent brought up their field pieces and CGUtmued the fight for 
another hour- While tbia combat was in progreas, all the roar with 
the companidu of the flOtb that formed its guard had crossed the bridge 
and marched on. 

The Highlanders had right well done the duty assigned to tbenn 
But, atill eager fur the fray* they again became the a^milantB and 
dofihing forward they captured the guna^ and running them to the 
canal hurled them also into tbo water. Then they set forth to join 
the csolamu. But the bat hour of fighting had caused them to lose the 
touch of the tnnin body, and wheu they cmerged from the narrow lane by 
the canal all trace was lost Here they found two roads. Instead oi 
taking the one to the Secundra Bagh as the main body had done, they 
turned sharp to the left and entered the narrows tree t called Hnzemt gunge. 
All at once the tall houses seemed a flame and a hail of bullets fell on 
them. Emiign Kerbey carrying the Queen a colonra waa shot down^ 
As he fell the colour was grasped by a bandsTnan named Olcn, froni 
whom it was taken by Sergeant Reid, A fow paces further, and 
SergEUknt Reid was struck. Asaistant Surgeon Valontine SJ ^Master seized 
tbo colours Eiud rushing forward joined his commuies os they pressed on 
netumiug the fim,*^ Above the ring of the musket and the rifle could be 
heard the roar of guns to the front and right, l/juder grew the booming 
as the Highlauders advanced up the street. Then suddenly they burst 
into a wide open space and through the smoke they saw on their flunk 
an entrenched buttery in front of lha great gateway of the Kaiser Bagh, 
It was hard at work firing on the mwn column m they emerged from 
the narrow track between the Moti Mahal and the Mess-House, 
Forward the Highkudera swept and stormed the battcuy* After spiking 


bf AnJuhald FgfbaB, pa|t 19Ai 
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the largest gun they pres^d on’to the right till they joined Otitram 
and Havelock opposite the eagine hou^e near where Bruce*9 bridge 
now Stands. 

The auo had set and the dark hoor of night was coming swiftly 
upon them. Five hundred yards in front was the Bailey Guordp the 
goal of long toil and grievatis labouri and Havelcrck and his men were 
anxious to win it at gneo.'*' Outram more than fearlesa in battle, being 
fniTiTliflr with the ground foresaw the awful sacrifice of life the fiDrcmg 
of the narrow street would entuJU He therefore suggested a halt of a 
few botirs^ dunttiou in order to enable the rear-guard with which were 
all the heavy guns, baggage, and wounded to coma up. By that time 
he reasoned the Chultur Munzil’Would be in their pofl&esaion nnd from 
that post the light artillery w'ould have kept dowm the tire from the 
Kaiser Bagh, and the force ooiild have worked their way to tho Resi¬ 
dency by opening couimunication through the interTeaing palaces^ ** in 
a less brilliant maiinar, it la true* but with comparatively little loss."^ f 
At the same time he offered to show the way through fcho street, if 
Havelock preferred it. Havelock preferred it, and with the " ultimate 
sanction of Qutram ho ordered the main body of the 73th Highlanders

couftjrard aiirroimded hy fiat-rtiofed heueca with a lofiy archway at 
the oentio of the far encL As the troops entered the odtiriyard a 
heavy nauiskctiy was opened fmm the taps of the houseSp and through 
loopholeu in the pampot that ran along the top of the arch way» 

" This fire knocked down niimbera of onr poor flotdleris l and the fire timt 

we gave in return was aaelesa, as the sepoys were protected by the parapet 

that ran nJong the whole front of the flat'TOofed houses | and the 

hoasi^ themselves had all the doorways on the other side, so could not j| 

be entered from where wo were." * General Heill sat hta horse near the 

archway giving ordeTB^ with oonsummato coolne39* meant to prevent too 

hasty a rash thiough the archway. One of the guns had not been got 

oat nf the lane. He sent an officer biick to see what wias the reason 

of the delay. As be turned bis bead to watch for its appearance a 

mutineer took a steady aim at him through a loophole in the arch w^ay, 

fired, and the bullet itmdt Neill on the bead Ifehind and a little above 

the left ear. Then, tike an ash that on the creat of a lar-scen hill ia 

smitten with the oie of bronze, even &q he fell, and his body was brought 

to the gTOEUid, OS his frightened horse galloped towards the lime^ 

On going through the archway Olpherta poeted his gtin, and the * 

Highlander? and Sikhs led by On tram and Havelock poshed forward 
towards the Residency. The guns of the enemy at the Kaiser Bagh 
smote them from the rear. Olpherts boldly answer^, but bis one gnn 
oenld not keep down their tiTe,t Many oiBoers and men went down. On 
reaching the Khas Bazar the head of the column waa met in front by 
a emshioq fire. Then the Highlandera drove forward through tha 
narrow street, heedless of the bullets poured upon them from every 
window and the mUailes hurled on them from the fiat roafe of the 
hnosea They rushed in all their eagerness beyond the taming that 
led to the Rosideney. Outram quickly bailed the leading companies ^ 

and ordered them to fiill back. Then, placing himself at the head of 
the centTE companies, be led them, Mb wed by the rear companies and 
Brofiycr'i Sikhs, down the right path and they pressed straight onw^ords, 
slaying and being slain as they went, till they reached the Bailey Unan;! 
and the goal was won.

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While the QighhvQdcn and Sikhs were romiing the fiery g&untlet, 
the reuiainder of the CDtumu with the gana whoee adrATico hod been 
stopped by deep troaches out acmes the street wura biding guided by 
Lieutenm^t by a oumpamtively Weltered street pamlle! to 

Outmui'a roiitie^ After cmaakig the Fueen Bagh or Lower GardcOp they 
went past the palaces till they reached the enemy's battery ntdar the 
Cluck Tewer^ The rebels taken in reverse alung the guns round. At 
that moment^ from the right hand oorneri 1 saw the unmistakeoble 
light of a port-fire and the aemioircle it described aa it was lowered to 
the vent of a gun : so I wne nob surprised whan a ahower of Ciiae-ahot 
came whistling fa our faces, and I tried my best to got together a dozen 
men to eharge the gnn befere they could re-li^ad it But the man 
who hred it, and I believe be was alone^ diaappeiifed In the darkneea" 
Through the abandoned Clock Tower the qulumn marched straight to 
the Bailey Guard gate* Faint with heat and exeeasive toih and many 
staggering ooder wounds^ the soldieis threw themselves on the ground 
to rcdt while a portion of the barricade was being removed—the 
mijon nsing calm and bright above us, and looking down coldly on our 
entry when at length nil obstacles were removed."

Hardinge's aowom. “Captain Olphcrts," Napier writes, "^strongly 
objectod to his guns being taken and on considering the reason that he 
offered I took it upon myself to di^nae with thorn, ttiml}" taking spare 
bullocks.** Olpherts acoorapanied the party m a volunteer Guided by 
Kavanagfa, a rivulian well ac([iiJiLiited with the locality^ Napier led 
the party by one of the side outlets of the Palaces along the river 
bank to Major Siminou^’ position nnder a amort fire of the eneaiy A 
further reinforccTucob of sumo men of the a2nd under Captain Lowe, 
some Sikhs and 50 of the 73th aba reached theiEL " We had an 
uncouimonly unpIcoHont day of It,^ wrpto Captain Lowe.

What rendered ib 
mate mortifiang wae that the bnitoi^ fired at na out of oor old mess-hoiiae 
and my <jiiflrtena/^ * Owing to the Htrong lousketrj fire ib was 
irnpossjible to niOTC tho guita during the day» One of the 24-pou.ndeis 
whinh had been fised agnimt the enemy the prerions day was Jefb lo a 
most ojl posed po^itioij. When it grew dark Private Diifljj acting under 
the directioLei of Qipherts, crept out unobserved by the enemy atid 
succeeded io attaching two drag ropes to the trail of the gun. They 
were fastened to the liuiborSy thn bullocks were yuked^ and the guu 
wiis fortnnntcly drawn in_ Whilst aiding in the operatiou Captain 
Crump, a quick and daritig tidier of great mteJIect^al power, was 
killod. To Private Duffy was awarded tho Victoria Cross. 

Under Cdver of the night the hucspitnl and reserve anuiiujiition 
were quickly and safely transported along the rivar bonk to the entrench* 
uicnt by a path practicable far camels anddaolks^ hut quite impracticable 
far guns,t At 3 A_1L the w'holc force proceeded undifu^overed through 
the eiiemv^S poat-s, until the loading division had reached the outskirts 
nf the grounds of the Chnttiir ifuiral; the heavy guns and wagons were 
safely parked in a garden* which fiapicr hud recoiinnitred the previouB 
day. But this had hardly been done when a body of sepoys were 
discovered in an adjaceui garden within tb^ ChuLtur Mouzil uuclasures 
by some men of the 90th, 5th Fusiliers, and 32ud^ ” who gtdJanlly 
charged in/led by Colon ei Purnell, 90tb, and Captain hleCabc, 
and almosL annihilated themr Boenring the garden itself a* the tSiir of 
unr position/ A continnous position along the rear was secuied. In 
the morning X5(> msn of the 32nd under Captain Low^e had been sent 
to clear tho Captain's Bazaoi^ and adjoining past-a occupied by the 
euemy. The party was in three divioious—the firsts under Captam 
Baseano* on the right* tba second, in rcflcrve, under Captwu Hughes, 
57th Natiye Infantry, attached to tho regiment i and the third under

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LicuteDODl lAwredc^ The finat two advanced und^ cover of the 
thick bushes betwceu out treodhea and the rond^ while the third came 
out through Innea^ post. The e^oeroj beiug taken quite by surprise 
fled precipitately to the river and were nearly all shot, or drowqod in 
eudcRvouring to swim across the stream. I^iwroocs then led his inarty 
towards the bon bridge, and owing to the distiDgukhed bravery 
of Corporal Samuel Cole and Private Michael Power succeeded in 
capturing a 9-poiiDder gnn just as a secuod mund of grape wa^ about 
to be fired at them.* Kettirning with the gun Lawrenofe joined Lowo 
and tbcfi proceeded to the Captam^ Bazaar and while doing so CAptiiretl 
an Ib-ppundejf gun. Lowe then proceeded to the Tohree Kothce 
with part of hia men and hading it unoccupied pushed on to the 
Farhut Buksh palace where ho found Ait ken's detuchment^ Therefore, 
when Napiers men established theuiBelvctt in the enclosure of the 
Chatter Mumdl the communication between ihai palace and the 
Eesidency on the river face was virtually complete and measure were 
immediately taken to open a road for the guns tlirough the Chuttur 
MuDziL 

Unhappily a mngle grave luiaadvcnture marred the complete 
succesu of the operatiouj! of the day, Mr. Bensby Thumhill of the 
Civil Semce had in the tdoming volunteered to go out and bring io hie 
coujdn. Lieutenant Havelock, and the tmt of the wounderL As h& was 
well aeqaointed with Lucknow, bis oder was accepted He proccu^ed 
safely along the riv^r bank to the Moti MunziL On his rctnm he 
misled bis way and guided the beorerB of the doohea oontaming 
the wounded, with the escort, into the square where Neill fell.f 
The moment they entered a murderoiiB fire of musketiy was poured 
upon them from the hoiiBea* Through tho archway they rushed 
into the street. They w^ere met by a more murderous firo. Fri^m 
a lofty building opposite the rebeb plied them with feoch volleys of 
musketry that soldiers and bearers were awiftly mowed down, "'They 
then tired upon un withm a fetv paces so that their bullets would tear 
through several men."^ Staggered by this double tire in front and

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rear tho besrcra tlirew down their Inads and fled. The insurgents 
dashed forward theo and speedily out the wounded to pieces. One 
duoley coDtoinuig Lientenant Havelock and a woLiuded eoldier of the 
T8th w'ent on. Private Heniy Ward in ids ted on it. He remained 
b? its side and vowed he would shoot the first man who abandoned 
the litter. The brave deed did nob go nnrewanlad and tho Yictoria 
Cross waa bestowed tm FriTate Henry 

Ko sooner did Thornhill discover his grave error than he rushed 
buck through the archway to try ruid turn the rear doolies. A ball 
broko iu pieces his arm. another grazed his temple, The doolies which 
happily had not entered the nourtyard turned back and reached the 
Rcsideucy. But about thirty or forty were left in the street and in the 
Equare. A body of nine sound men, two wounded officers, and throe 
wounded soldiers rushing in the tumult through an open door found 
themselvea in a small house and were swiftly cut ufl' by the eaemy who 
kept a brisk fire on the doorway. It was returned by Private MoManua 
of the 6tb Fusiliers. The steps outside the doorway being partially shel¬ 
tered by a pillar, he for balf-an-hcmr briskly retiiruad their fire. '' He 
killed numbers of them; and the fear of his intrepidity was flo great, 
that be had at Isat often only to rniao hia piece to cause all the enemy 
to stoop and leap their loopholes." Their number grew greator and 
greater and closer and otoaer they advanced, pouring forth torrents of 
abuse and taunts. " Why do you not come out into the street f" they 
cried. Their leader called on bis men to rush forward, os there wore only 
throe men in the house. To undeceive them, we gave a loud cheer, 
wounded and all joining. We barricaded tho doorway partly with 
lumber, which wo found ifi the house, portly with sand-bogs, to obtain 
which we stripped the dead natives elosa about tho door of their waist- 
ebtha. The bodies of these uatives about the doorway AtSO offered an 
impedimeut to their making a rush ou us. From their position at this 
time the umtiueers could fire freely on our doolies in the square.” In 
one of the doolies lay Captain Arnold of the Madias F lisiliers. Private 
Byan was sorely distressed at the cruel futo that awaited oue of hia 
olficero and he called for a volunteer to assist bim in removing him, 
McManus hod boon wouudud but ha iuBtantly catua forward. The 
barricade was removed. The two rushed across the gateway through 
the deadly die into the square. They tried to lift the ilooley but found

iJi beyond tlitiir strength. They tben took Arnold out of litter aod 
tilled him to the hotaare, The groaod wisj$ torn by mu^kot-balta about 
theiDj but thoy ejected their return ia sckfety^ though Oaptmn Arnold 
received a second wouud through the tlngh while in their arms^ A 
rtounded soldier was also brought in, in this way, and he alao, poor 
fellow, received two mortal wounda while being «»med in ; the men 
who carried them mrraculotiBly escaping." 

An hour passed and three out of the tiino bad received wounds 
which disnhled them. Private Hnllowell of tha 78th was unshaken lie 
besought his comrades not to lose heurt as ho cootinuod firing nn the 
foe. The moment the rebels left their shelter to make a nieh, ha with 
unerring aim hronght down one of them and they scuttled baok. 
Again they carae nut and be laid low their leader. " ETa was quite an 
old man dressed in white, with a red * cummerhuiid ^ (waisthaDd) and 
armed with sword and shield." Then the uoiw in tha street ceased. 
A qiiarter of nn hour passed, not a shot^hroke the etillness. Th en a dn 11 
rolling noise in the street was beard. It soupded as if the enemy wera 
bnoging down a gun. It turned out to be a acre«i on wheeb "against 
which at the distance of ii few yards a Minie rifie had no effect." They 
rolled It against tha door, and then proceeded to mount the roof, scrape 
through the plaster, and throw quantities of lighted straw Into the 
room. It was quickly filled with volumes of stifling smoke and set 
ablme. " Thus sitnaM we knew not what to do. Numetoae plans were 
suggested and abandoned. At last we raised the three most ha Ip lens 
among the wounded and dragging them after ua rushed from the 
back-door which led into the square." They reached a shed on the 
north aide of the s(]uare. During the rush Lieuteuant Swanson of the 
7Sth received a second wound of which ho died. The party now consisted 
of Dr. A. C. Home, of Her Majesty’s 90th Begimcnt, and si* men 
capable of using arms; four of the wounded were "capable of standing 
sentry." The first house in which they took shelter commanded the - 
archway and they wore able to prevent the rebels from entering the 
square and murdering the wounded. But now they were no longer 
able to protect them and the rebels rushing into the square butchered 
bloody work was over the enemy apiin opened fire on 
em through the doorways and numerona loopholes 5n the walb. 
ey ug holes in the roof of tho shed and fired down on them. To 
^ape matanl death the few survivors broke through a mud wall 
-to a courtyard on the north ride, " where we proridenLlly 
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pots of water." Thoy were soon discovered by the enemy anti drivett 
back iuto the abed, Darkaesa had now fallen. The ertediy ceased 
bring buL th^ tbotateps could ba beard aa they paced backwards and 
forwards on the roof over their heads. The dead bodies of sopoys 
lay mingled among the Uring and wonndod. “ sotne of them delirioqa." 
Brief waa tho respite allowed them for repose, a repose brokoji 
by the fifeqnent alarm that “the enemy was approaching," And then 
they again sank " b> sleep from exhaustion." About 2 A.JI, they 
were roused by the sonnd of heavy firing near them and the rush 
of the enemy over their beacLs. Relief bful come at lost. In-ttautly 
the cry aiope '■Europeans," ■' EuropeansT They then gave one loud 
cheer and shouted '* Charge them 3" " Charge them 1" " Keep on 

your right." The firing suddenly ceased. The last gleam of hope 
vanished away. To attempt to tarry away the wounded was hopeless. 
They resigned themselves to their fate. Dawn broke. Soon after 
they heard firing iu the distance. “ Thia lime it had no effect upon 
ns." N'earer and nearer ityipprooehed. Then Ryan suddenly jumping 

upj shouted: "Odi buys! them’s our owu chaps!" ** Wo thuti all 
juitiped up and united iq a cheer, and kept shouting to keep on their 
right. At the same time we tired at the loopholes from which 
the enemy were firiog, In abutit three minutes we saw Captain 
Meursom appear at the entrance hole of the shed and beckoning tu 
him he entered, and then by his adniimbto arrangejnenta wo were a|] 
brought off safely, and soon after reached the [uilace with the rear¬ 
guard of the 90th Regiment." * 

This was the last event in what is known in hiatoiy ua the Finit 
Relief of Lucknow. The bringing in of the wounded aorl the heavy 
guns greatly increased the severitj- of the losses. In his despatch, 
dated the 30th of i^eptember, Havelock wnite:—■' The killotl, wounded 
and nmaing, the latter being wounded suldiera who, I much fear—some, 
or nil have fallen into the hands of a merciless foe f— amounted up to 
the evening of the 2fith to 535 cfilcera and men." Of this nqmber 31 
officers and 504 men had been killed or wounded m the advance from 
Alumbagh and 20T had been killed outright during the six day,

loss in otficenii kllL€!il and woundwi wctia specially 6i?riou8, Colonel 
Tytler and Laeutemiut Havelock wcfe severely wounded: Colonel 
Campbell, Lneonunand of the 90 th, wtis shot in the leg and died after 
Hiiff’ering amputation of ihe limb, ” For promptitude ami vigour of 
actionj cool judgineut and impetnotia bravery ho was pre-eminent." 
Major Cc^oper, Brigadier Commanding Artiilery* and Liciitoiiant-Colonol 
Bazoley, a volnntccr with the force, were killed. Captain Pakenham of 
the 84th, an able officer and devoted soldier^ was shot dead, os ho was 
cheering hia men on, when ontoring the ciby* Of him it might with 
truth be siiifl that lie ^ foromoat fighting fell/ Miuiy noble tuldieiB fell 
that day. But the bravest, of the brave wm Neill- lie had dnriog his 
short but active career in Bongal, " made himself," as Lord Canning 
wrote, conspicuous as an intelligent, prompt and gallant soldier, 
ready of resource and stout of heart/* But a far finer testimoDy than 
any a Oovcrnor-Geneml could pen remaiufi of his worth and bcartf 
witness the devotion of the men to thei#faviinrito CQOimsjiden A 
soldier nf the 78th Highland^ra wroto on SeptembeT 28th to his 
brother T " And here, when success had crowned onr effbrtap fihocking to 
relate, our brave Geaeral Naill fell. He was an Ii>iioiir to the conntryj 
and the idol of the Briti&h Army." 

Saccesa was bought at a heavy sacriheo of ItftL But Haveloct'a 
veterans enjoyed fioincthing even greater them the glory of victDry. 
They had the proud cunscionaness of hsvuug by their mdomitable 
spirit biiffied the strength of a highly disciplined array, and uf 
having delivered from death a host of women and chlldron* ‘^Rarely 
has a commander/* wrote Lord Canning, ^ boon so fortunate as to 
relieve by his success so many aching heartSj or to reap so rich a 
reward of gratitude ay wilt desen'edly be offered to BrigEMlior4lenerai 
Havelock and hb gallant band, wherever their triumph shall become 
knawu*" The story of their triumph is well known wherever our 
English is spoken, and the more its history be oxamined the more will 
it be seen to be one of the most sublime episodes in oor national 
history. The nature of the British soldier wag then aeoti at itg very 
best. 

The wasted garrison in the Residency eutreuchraent bud now been 
rcinfcirced by more than two thousand men, but neither their dangers

the paiacea eiLanding along the tinea of the river from the Residency 
to near the Kaiser Bagh, were occupied by oinr troopa. These palftceSt 
SIM mere shelter, gave ejccellent accoinniodntiaii, fta a military position 
they had great disadvantages. The north cm foee ivaa well protected 
by the River Gcomtee, but the east and the fionth-eaai faccfl were 
snrrcmnded by buildings and in contacb with the city. "^Tho podtinn 
ivas too extensive for our forcej nearly aU of which was occupied in 
guarding it; but it was susceptible of no reduction, so that most 
desirable as it was that we should have oecupied some of the inlierior 
buildings us liaukiog deFenc^^s, we were unable to do so, but wx^rc 
□bilged to coofine ouraelvee to the palaces and gardens and to erect 
precautionary defences against any means of annoyance the enemy 
could devise.'* 

At 2 on September 27 iht the Madras FusiJlera were ordcrci:! 
to parade for u sortie under eominaiid of Major SlephonBotr of the 
same regiment, for the piirpusu of capturing the Gardcti Battery 
opposite to our Caw u pore iKiblcty, A few men of Her Majesty 22 ud, 
under LieuteiianL WamCj 7 th Bengal Cavalry, Captain Kemble, 41 sL 
Bengul Infantry, Lieutenant Anderaont Beugul EngiiieerSj and Lieuten¬ 
ant Mccbaui, 27 th MoilroB Native Infautiry, accompanied the party. 
Some artillery men under the eaiiifiiand of Captain Evans, to explode the 
guns, and two sapoya of the l 3 th Native Infantry under the order of 
Lieutenant McLeod Innes with picks to help ia kuocting down obstacles 
should it be jimcmiKrj u 1 (=kj oocemponied ibeun The party proceeded 
through the Tchrea Kubee acroso the road in rear of the Clock Tower 
and then t<>pk ground to the right 1 mined Lately they had crossed the 
road they became exposed to the enemy fire from a large housc» It 
was attacked, but instead nf being taken poase&sion of, it was merely 
jkussed through. On debouobing from the hooBc tho party found 
themselves on the road in froot of an embrasure with a gnu io it 
which poured forth grape. Headed by Major Stephenson, the soldiem 
rushod in and the enemy abandoned the gtin. As the bursting party 
hud not come up. Captain Evane wua compelled merely to spike it. 
Meanwhile a j^jjiri.y under Cap lain Fnii^er proceeded to reconnoitre a 
little ftirthor, when they came on another battery of the enemy 
conai^dLiug of a 24 -ponndor and an iS-pounder gnu. These two were 
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ubaiidoaed iind Sergeant LiJater. Miidnw Fusiliers, the tmiiL-r 

and Coqwral Dowling the latter, “ being at the same time yndtr a iijoflt 
hea^ fire from the enemy." * From rU nrannd the enemy poured upon 
them their missiles, tuid Gaptaio Fraser wnt bank to iinjor Stephenaon 
to say he required* reinforceioenk On this Captain Galway proceeded 
with n few men to the spot. He found that owing to the number of the 
enemy it was impossible to hold the position. He retumed and reportetJ 
this to Major Stephenson, who ordered the parly to retire ou the main 
body. « One of the Umlnm Fusiliers surgeants being badly wounded, 
Captain Galway, Lieutenant Mocham. 2Ttb Mfldrae Native IiifauLty’ 
Private Smith, Her Majesty's 3aud. and myaelf.’- writes Lieutenant 
UVner, « with great difficulty managed to get him back to the main 
body. ThU private was, I regret to say. billed in the rotreat,'’ f Major 
Stephenson then ordered ns to retreat, " which was done bv the iame 
route by which we had advanced. During the retreat, we we*re expeaed 
to a heavy fire from the houeea. The conduct of CorpomI Cooney and 
Private Smith of the 3tnd, who wore both killed, was most noble/* The 
(iret sortie was a eomiianitive failure and " withont a much larger body 
of men the oumplete conquest and destruction of the whole Garden 
Battery could not have bcjon accomplished 

On the 28th, the Palace buPdiiigs extending in the direction of the 
Khar Bamar, were explored by Captain Morriflou who, with a party of 
50 men of the 80th, aud 5th Fnsiliera, enllautly drove the enemy out 
at the point gf the bayonet, killing a considgrable number of thoiu. 
Captain Morrison thon placed « picket in a house coininauding the 
Chcena and Khar Baraaru.

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On the rolbwing day three aartieB were made aiiuuItaneouBly, one 
from the Jeft Square Brigaito Meaa, the other from the Sikh ^iiare 
to the right of the Brigade Mcas, and a third ffetn the Redari, 
tijwerdif the irtm bridgea. At da^hreaV the party iotendiug to take 
the guns to the froot and right of tho Brigade Mesa and Sikh 
Square fell iij and filed out gf the Tliird Sikh Square. The ndvauce 
consiHted of 20 men gf Uor Majeaty^a fl2ud Regiment under Lieutenant, 
Cooke, the main body of 1-10 men of Her Mnjetty'a 78th Highlandera 
under Captain Lockhart and the reeer>'e of ninety men of the 1st 
Madras Fuailiers, under Captain Galway. Lieutenant lones eommandec! 
the EitgiueeifT and Lieutenant- J. Alexander the Artillery. Major 
Apthorjij Captain Forbes and Lieutenant Ousely. knowing the ground, 
acrompanied the force. The men of the 32nd, creeping forward under 
cover of some broken ground, suddenly hnrst forth with a cheer and, 
led by Lieutenant Cook and Ptivate Kelly, captured the first gun, a 
brass l2-ponnder, and the 32nd, by occupying a Eioiiao in tlie rear, 
enabled the artllleiy to burst ib unmolested. The enemy then rallied 
ronnd a gnn to the right, but the T8th Highlanders led by Captoin 
Lookliart, who woa slightly wounded, swept forward and, before thg 
rebels could reload it. Sergeant James Young bayoneted one of the 
gunuere and the gun was taker.* The leading Highlanders rushed 
on to the right, but their progress was again barred by a small gun and. 
snme wall pieces at the cod of a narrow lane. After a diflloult detour 
Lieutenant Ouaely, 4Sth Native In&ntry, and Lieutenant Aitken, ISth 
Native lafantiy, took these pieces in fiartk by' getting into a houHe 
above them, and with a cheer and volley routed the enemy." '• This 
monceuvre was moat skilfully and gallantly oxocuted. Sergeant Higgins, 
with four men of the Madras PnBilietB, and Private Brown, 32nd, ore 
Hteted to have been the first nion at the gun. Mr, Lucas, s volunteer 
well known for his bravery, was mortally wounded here.'^ f Major 
Aplborp and Captajo Forbes, with tbo Fusiliers under Captain Galway, 
occupied the houses commanding the gune. which were diFoiiiiitled from 
their oarriagea and sent into the garrison. The batteri as an d barricades 
were dcatrryed, the houses blown up, and under cover of the felling

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tho parly vatiuniGd inaiuolebted ''haviug exauiined laid clc^n^l 
the guns from the whijic of the froot of Hu Gubbins* hooae," 

MejiiiwhiJe the party, oonsistiag of 200 metip with aresorve of 150 
men, under the commatid of Captain McCabe, had crept forth from 
the left Square Brigade Mess Tvith the object of ilcstroying the ciienij's 
giiod in front of the Cawnpore Battery, imd on the left of the Cawnpure 
Ri>ac|, The advance was made in tile over the debris of a hoiiHe which 
had been blown up daring the aiege. There before them lay hehiud 
a breastwork an Ih-pounder gun. No sooner did the rebels catch sight 
of their foe than they seut two rounds at them. Before they coidil 
Brc again the soldiers had sscalod the battery aud pushed them out at 
the point of the bayonet A large building lay to their left, McCabe, 
** the gallant leader of many sorties^” drove the enetay out of the 
lower storey, but w^aa mortally woumJed kp tbs operation. Several 
others were killed and w'oandod before the house was completely 
taken. Leaving a picket of 25 men to gnard it. Major BimiiJOiiSr Her 
Majesty 'b 5tk FuidLiera, with the main body, proceeded abiig a narrow 
lane with the object of occupying two large huiltllpgB 70 or SO yards in 
front of Lbfl house. Leading hi* men into the more ud\^c^il btiildings, 
Simmons was killt.Hl by a luuaket whot. The party had now rofiched 
£L position frtiiQi which they had a view of the enemy'a IS-pounder gnu 
in front of the Cawupore batteries. It lay in a lane running towarda 
the Cawnparc Road, the end of which waa barricaded and loophokd ; 
and directly in line with it on the opposite dde of the roacb the enemy 
occupied a hoLisc from which they kept tip a hot niusketry iire on our 
position^ Lieutenant Anderoon^ the Garrison Engineer^ eent for the 
re$!erve and desired that an officer of rank to command the whole parly 
should accompany it. CJtitmmj who had become acquainted with the 
pre^greBS of the partyp aent waid that unless further advance could be 
made without danger of considerable losii, the design of proceeding 
against the enemygun in viuw» should be abandoned and that the 
pnrty should retire after destroying in succession the houses tboy haii 
seized,'* This was done. Two of the enemy's guns were destiroyedr 
three large honses demolished, and the party gradimJly withdrawing Uy 
the rcJWj reached the garrison about 9 AM. The tw^o sorties from the 
Brigade Me^ had cleared a nuige of about 300 yards, which was of 
great feervice Iq the front of the cntrenchnieut.*

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Tlie third Eortie from loDt^^ did not prove us ^^uccesaful cu Sortl* 
Outram wbihed Its principal object waato secure the iron bridge atid 
to open coDimunicatlaDa with well-wishers in the ciLj^ The ppirty P*** 
etartod about daybreak fronr the Kedaii battery^ along the road to the 
iron bridges^ and as it advanced, it took and spiked two mortars and 
four gnuH of small calibre. The party then quitted tbo road and t^vanced 
ttgainnt the 24-pouudar gun opposite Innes^ post, which had so long 
battered that building^ the Ecsidency, the churches and OiibbLu$" bouse, 
rmd dona tmmeuse iujory during the siege. It was captured and thn 
houses near, bavmg beeu occupied, it was deatruyed successfully. The 
houses to tha rear of the party leadiug from the iron bridgo wurCi 
however* owing to an order not being carried out, now occupied and a 
very hoavy fire being opened from them the party was compelled to 
withdraw after sustaiidug a very heavy loss. 

It was the urgent desire of the Government that tha gumson 
should be retieved, the women and ohiidren amountiug to upwards of 
ITQ souls should be withdrawn. But Dutrain, taking into conaideratiou 
the heavy lose at which the troops forced their way through the enemy, 
rightly concludefl that it would be impossible to carry off the sick, 
wound ad, wduieu and chiidien aTnouutmg to 1,50Q souls. Want of 
carriages/" as he wrote, “alone rendered the transport through five 
roilea of ds^spoiled suburb an impos^ibiJity." * 

There remainad but two alternative?. Tho first wea to rciaPum 
the Lucknow garriBon with 300 men and* leaving everything babitid 
him^ to cut his way with tha rmnaina of the Lufantiy to Alum Eagb. 

Tho roasous nguinst this course wera grave and cogent- Outmni 
would have loft the garrison in a wL?rsc plight than when he arrived by 
the addition of a lojger Dumber of wounded to feed* as well as 300 
suldicie. These 300 would be sufficient to afford the additional 
protection rei]uired, but they would not havo added such strength an 
Would have enabled the gartisoti to make an active defence* to repel 
attack by sorties or to prevent the enemy Irom occupying the whole of 
their own positions. It waa impuSMble for Outram to leave behind 
more men, for with a Bmallor force he had little hope of making good 
his w'oy back* even with severe Iq$;s. lie, thereforCp accepted the second 
altomativD which wna to retnoiu iu the Residency till succour tihould 
come^ enforce supplies of provbiaiis if they could not be obtained

ITie failure to the iron bridges deprived On train of the 

hope of receiving a volunlary Bupply of food from Lbn citj^ and at the 
sanie tiiua he n mcsj^go frotn the AJum Eagh detochmcnt, eayjog 
they were m uigenL need of pruvisional He, therefonii determined 

to open unt comnninir^itiou wilh ibeiu and ordered the cavalry bj make 
their \>tny to Alum Thej^ however^ found the invest men L so 

strong and dose that atf thoir attempts failed and they had to return to 
the entrenehmeuts. Outram then determined to work his way from 
house to bouse along the Cawnpore Roeui To accomplish this it way 
first iodhfpensabie to capture fhillip^B bouse and garden with its 
powerful hatbery which faced oiir Cawn|Hjrc battoTj on the aouLh and 
flunked the Canupore road. 

In the afternoon of the LStb October tho column for this object, 
under the command of Colonel Napier, formed in the road leading tu 
the Pueu B^h Ai^d advanced tbrnugh the buitdiuga near the jail% 
occupying the main houses on the left and front of the garden. 
Meanwhile tho cnciny weTc dn vca from twine housea and a barricade on 
the left of our advance by 50 men of tho hladma Fusilien *^]cd by 
Lieutenant Oroomt under a sharp fire of iimsketirjv in a very apiritad 
manner/' * The hoiisea in front wtne fonnd to be j^mngty baniceded 
and in many cases the door? were bricked up. It waj^ therefore^ late 
before tho attockiiig force had worked a waj to a point ftoin which thoy 
00aid command the eu^uny'fl fNisitbn. A party of the cneiny was driven 
out, and a tow of loopholes was cotnmeuced immediatol/j and the 
ground examined right and left. Attempts to penetrate the gardeu to 
the leA wore ineffectual; to Lhe right an opening was ebtaiued which 
dUctoficd that the enemy's bditterieB ware iieparatcd from the column by 
a narrow hnie^ some 12 or 15 fect below the gartlen ; Lha latter wa^ 
surrounded by a deep mud wall with bukidiogis attached. The fa&t of 
the batter}' was scarped and quite inaccessible without Uddera A

heavy fire was kept up firem the fiice of the battery and the hrae wive 
blocked by a strong barricade/' As it wn^ dork^ aud a direct attack 
would be certain to coat laany Jivea, Colonel Kapier detenuiued to 
wait tiJI daylight before assaultibg the battery, Tho poaition w^ duly 
aecured, aud the men occupied the bailding^ for the night.* 

In the morDiJig, after arranging with the artillery to open fire from 
the eutrenchtiientij the imops advanced. From the barricade fiankiig the 
Lane on the left tho enemy opened a teniblo firo, but a companj^ under 
Liontonant Creagh^ Madma Fnailier^p turned it by the Cawnpore EoarL 
The troops then doubled through the lane and, led by Capt&iu Thule, 
Her hrnje&ty'fl 64th^ aud Lientenaitt Brown^ Sth FTtsilierSp found a way 
Lhroagh a stockade into the euemy^s battery and druii'n the rebels out 
of it. Pbillip'e houaa was occupied without fiirther oppositiotn Leaving 
a picket in possession, the troops advanced on the giina which had been 
withdrawn to the end of the garden and to the street adjoining. The 
rebuts defended them with musketry and grape, but onr men Under 
Private McHall of the Sth Fusiliers charged, for a mrnuto or two they 
fought. And the guns wore onrs. They were iJnmediatcly dragged to 
the garden and burst, their cajriagQS completely destroyed and their 
ammunitiou sent to the entrenchmeuL ** Phillip'^s house was hlowu up 
by a party under Lieu tenon L Inne'i, Engineom, and at dart the troops 
withdrew to their position of the previous tiighi^' t The capture and 
dcfltruction of Phillip's honse was efleebed with the oompamtively 
Iriflitig loss of ten killed aud eleven wounded, a resutt whichp^^ as 
On tram wrote, ** was due to the careful and Bcleutific disposition of 
Colunel Kapier^ under whose personal guidAdco the opemrion was 
condocted.^^ I It was impossible to estimate the loss of the enemy* 

On the following raurniiig Major Haliburton, 7Bth Highlanders, 
commenced lo work from house to house with the erowbara and

The rficondoitrLcig party, tlierefure^ after blowing sip 
all the principal houses on the Ciiwriporo road, from which the gorrisH^u 
hod been auuoyed bj mnaketTy, gradtuilly withdrew to the position in 
front of Fhiliip'^s Garden which was retained aa a pemmneni outptist. 
It not otdy aSbrded comfortable accommodation to Her Majessty^s Tftth 
Highlanders, but protected a considerable portioo of the cntriinchiiienb 
from molestatioa besides connecting it with the palaces occupied by 
General Havelock, 

During the foregoing opemLionSj^ the caeniy recovering fironi their 
hist snrprisep commenced to threaten our position in the Palaces and 
outpodiB by tniniug and assaults. On the 3rd October they sprang 
a mine near the walls of the advanced garden, which mcroly shook it 
without bringing it down. On the 5fch, they exploded a second mine 
which effected a emn^idcmblc breach and appeared in some force with 
the intcntioij of luahlug an a&8au[t, but on tho head of the column 
showing itself in the breachp a woll directed lire from Her Majesty*H 
90Lh, caused it to retreat precip!lately and with considemble loss.’"" * 
They mode s second practicable breach by burning doivu one of the 
gateway's at wbieh they occasionally appeared to bre a shut or two. 
" [ientenani'Colouel Purnell had re-trenched both these breacb$si| w^hich 
it became evident that the enemy had mo real inteutioa of ossauUiflg. 
but they exposed the garden tq so severe a masketty fire from 
Commanding buildings uu the right called Hem Khana (Deer House 
that it became necessary to open trenches of communicadoo, 
which were oonumenccd by Lien tenon t-Colonel Purnell and hia officers 
On the fith, the enemy blew up the picket overlooking the Choena and 
Khar Bazaars, caiiring ua a loss of three men and, in the eonfusiDn that 
enaued, penetrated in oonsiderable Dumbers into tho Palaces where 
many of them were destrojeii. They are said to have lo^t 45^0 men.

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Tlie reiuiiiadeT driven tack, but contipued to occupy a. part of 
the Ff^bcr^ buildings vfVuch. had been m our posflession. Of those the 
nenr^t to ua was a mosque commanded by our bnihlmgs, but giving 
several easy moans of accoss to our position^ On the Bth,. the enemy 
Attneked from the mosque our nearest pickets ; but were repulsed Mfith 
loss/* la order to jireveab a repetition of the annojaneC} Colonel 
Napier examined carefully, in company mlh Lieutenant-Colonel Purnell 
and Captain Srloorsom^ other buildmga eonnactiJig them with those of 
the enemy and they succeeded in penetrating to a vault uuder their 
pjaitioEL Where screened by the obscurity, we could me the enemy 
cloaelysuiTQundLUg the cntninoe^and hear them in considcmble numhera 
overhead- A charge of two barrels of powder was lodged in the vaults 
and w™ fired by Lieutenan t Russel 1 of the Bengal Engiueera Tho effect 
WHS complete; many of the enemy w&re blown up and their po»ltimi 
greatly injured, while we obtained a command of the streets leading 
to the Khar and Cheena Bazaars, bolter and more secure from 
moleHtatiou than our previous * The post was liumed lately and 
securely barricaded by Captain CrommeliiL It was absolutely necessary 
to our security to re*capture the mosque^ Colonel Napier accompanied 
by Colonel Furuell and a small party of the iJOth, and Madras Fus+ilkrfl, 
surjiritTed the enemy and drove them out of it with very triHing loss on 
our aide. It was aluo immediately barricaded and secured by Captain 
Ctonimelin, 

The ODtpost of Her Majesty^s TStb Fusiliers unUor Captain 
Lockhart waa a\m vigorously aitsaiJed by the enemy's, miners. Six days 
after our occtipyiag that poet the enemy began their operations at the 
left of our position and the men of the TSth, under the guidance of 
liieutenants Hutchinson and Tullocbj wem conataiitly at work day and 
night conntemiinjng agoioBt them and several gaUericsr on the average 
about Eve hundred feet in length were eonstructed^ Numerous attackf 
of the enemy on the miners were repelled and on more than one 
occasion the success of the defeudera was more than usuaL In the 
night of the lOlh October they broke into this gallery eome twelve feet 
from our walls. Sergeant Day, the superintending ongincerji assisted 
by a few men, held the entrance till Captain Lockhart urrivod. Accom* 
ponied by Coq>oml Thompson of the 7dth Highlandei^, he entered the

Wj pistol miasel fire and 
before Ci>rporal Thompson could haud me hia pistoh the sepoy had 
jretreatetL" As Lockhart's services were requirL-d to see the charge 
kid* Lieutenant Hay. of the 7Sth Highlanders, who coenmauded tho 
picket^ volunteered to take his post of observation whilst Lieiitonont 
Tuiliich and Sergeant Day quickly got the powdEu- down, A charge 
of SOlbs. was laid 82 fcet up the enemy's gallery* Liontonimt Hay 
withdrew within a partial bimieade. and whilst hore still watching with 
Corporal Thompson, ho got two shots at another man who attempted to 
come down the mine, and apparently wounded him/' The chmgo was 
soon tamped and Lieutenant Tulloch fired the mine, " a somewhat 
difficult task, as uur bore being short, ho hail to retreat some sixty feet 
through tbe enemy's gallery and oura and then up the shafL*" * 

The effiirts of the enensy's miaers were foiled at all poitita and 
those efforts were neither few in nuniher nor lacking in vigour, ** 1 am 
aware/' wrote Outmm. ‘^^of no parallel to our series of min eg in modern 
war: 21 shafts, aggregating 200 feet iu depth and 3.291 foot uf gallery, 
have been oiecnted. The enemy advanced twenty mines against the 
piikcefl and outpofita; of these they exploded three which causetl ns 
Joss of life and two which did no injury : aevgn have been blown in, and 
out of seven others tho enemy have bcoQ drivon, and their giitlerios 
ttdtea possession of by our minors, results of which the Engineer 
DeparLment may well be proud" The defence of tho Palaoos was a 
trying and noble defence to wbich full Justice has not been done. A line of

the enemy's miners^ but in spite of the close end coDstunt miiftketry 
fire &DID luopholed wnlb and windows, often within thirty jurdsi and 
n frequent thoiigli desultory fire of round shot and gmpe from guns 
p«>Sted &t vftjdotift iMetftncej froEn seventy to five himdred yards, 
"This resultp” as Outram statedp '^wae obtained by the skill imd 
courage of the Eugineex and Quartermaster-General^s Department, 
afienloualy aided by the hmve uSScerfl and aoldiera, who have displayed 
Che name cool dctormmatioii and cheerful alacrity in the toils of the 
trench and amidst the concealed dangers of the mine, that they hod 
previaLisly exhibited when foming their way into Lucknow at the point 
of the bayoneb and amidst a murderous ^ 

The oecu^iatiQu of the palace relieved the garrison of the entrench¬ 
ment ftom all nnolestation on oue-balf of its tfwetTtfCp that is firotn the 
Cawnpore read to the commancement of the river fronti Owing to 
this relief and an additional force composed of dptachmenta of the 
Artillery, Volunteer Cavalr^^lst Madras Fdsiliera and 78i.h HighianderSp 
but placeil at tho disposal of Colonel Inglis who commaaded the 
entrench me D tp he was c uabled to hold at the poste Lhree strong 
podtions cam maud Liig the road leading to the iron bridge, ''which 
have proved of great odvantagOp musiDg much annoyance U> the 
enemy and keeping their musketry fire at a distance from tho body of 
the puJace," 

The enemy after the capture of their batteries and the constmetion 
of our Buw habteries to mount additional guns, adopted a new system 
of tajctics, Their guns were withdrawn to a greater distance and 
disposed so os to act nut against the defences^ hot against tho mterkir 
uf the entirencLuiieut nnd the moment they were searched out luid 
Bilcuced by our gnus, their position was changed so that their shot

nmgcd through the old Kesideocf. Agoib, ns 'before; rutmt] shot and 
balleta did their work. A lady records in her diary — " Ao J 8-pounder 
fiamc through our unfortunate room, it broke the paoeU of the door 
and knooked the tv hole of the barticade down, iipBetting everything. 
My dresaing table was aeoli flying throagh the door, and if the shot had 
tsfrtne a little earlier my head wonld have gone with it. The hor where 
I usually ai t to nurse baby was smashed flat." On the south aide uf the 
enttenehment the fire eoutinued to be most severe and the casnolties 
were uumeroua At night the die used often to be so heavy that every 
man had to be under arms to repel no attack. Bui now, owing to the 
iucrense of the number of the fighting men and the dofeiices which 
were barely teimble havit® been repaired,* there was no longer any 
immediate danger of the place being taken by assault. Life, however, 
GODiinued to be bitter and death was ever near. Scanty and uusavoury 
rations produced foul and mortal sickness. The stores of provisions 
that had been diacovered had destroyed the gaunt spectre of famiae. 
but two scanty meats a day borety sufficieut to support ejtistonce 
without allaying hanger "were all thnt oould be allowed. They were 
denied all the Uttle luxuries fenoh oa tea, sugar, rum and tobacco) 
which hy ctmaMiit i^ae hod becQoje ni^ce^sarie^ of life* Or the 20th of 
October the scanty scale of rations was further reduced to malio them 
last a month. On the Sfith of October, a month after Eavelock and 
Outmm had forced their way into the lUsideuoy, a galfeqt member of 
the foree wrote: " Moat truly can each individoally exclaim with tho 
psalmist: ‘ My bones look oat and stare upon me.’ We have becoma 
as gaunt aud Jean ae possible! but the wretched horsae and cattle are 
even in worse plight. I never see the poor creatures without com- 
misemtioD." For the dumb cattle there was pity, Ejt of his own 
suffenugs the Bntisb soldier made light. His spirits, oheorfulnoas aeal 
and discipline rose with tho occasion, *- Never/’ wrote Ookam, ’■ couid 
there have been a foreo more free from grumblers, more cheerful 
more wiUii^ or more eareert." Amongst tho sick and wounded 
this glmions spirit was. if possible, still more conspicuous than amongst 
those fit for duty. It was a painful sight to see so many fetlowa 
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mnlmed and ffaSenng denied the^ cnmforti of whii^!! they stood 
m niiLiDh in nood. But it was truly delightful and made me proud of 
oountTymea to observe the heroic fortitude and hearty cheerfulncse 
with which all TTUfi borne/* * Of the women a bmvc soldier wrote; 

Hack indi^idu^l aeems a heroine.*' The Relief had removed the 
fenr of luatant death, but it bad not taken away the winter of their 
desolation or made the buda unfold and the leaves grow within. They 
saw their children eontinue to pine* waste and die for want of good 
food and fresh air. But they did not complain. Theirs was the spirit 
of their Master and the same bitter Ciap had been given them to drinks 

Thnfl October crept slowly otk The detachment at Alum Bagh Mam 
under the command of Major McIntyre couttnued to bold ita own. On ^*** 
the 7th of October it was atrengtbened by B50 men and two guns from 
Cawnpore under the command of Major Biogham^ Her M&jesty'a 04th 
Regioient. It brought coiombsormb storos but by aome strange mis¬ 
chance no supplies for natives, On the 17th of October Colonel Wilson 
commanding at Cawnpore telegraphed to the Chief of the Staff at 
Caleatta that the Delhi fugitives had reached Bithoor. '^Tbey had 
been obliged to divide in coneequence of scarcity of food. Each 
division matched one ahead of the other. The first would probably 
reach Bheorajporo to-morrow and ao on. The Nona is in communica^ 
tion and is trying to indnee them to join him at Sithoor where 
his valuables are bnriecL Sticb being the case I move out with 
600 infantry and ms guns (five 0-pouudero^ one 24-pouDder howitzer) 
ab 1 a;h. to-morrow morning, the ISth. Ko olephanta. Will cany 
merely the party, so that I hope to give a good acoonnt of nnr 
onDnuea." The neib evening Captain Bruce sent the following mea^e 
from Sbeorajporo: — We reached at threg-thirly; drove the enemy 
right out of the place which wna strong, with hardly any resistance, 
and followed them up two mites and continned for a mile-and-tk-half 
further with a few sowars, but they could not bo overtaken, I suspect 
their a] moat oommal opposition was to cover their flight Out casual ties* 
Bev€n or eight No guns taken but some ordnance atorea,^* The road 
having been cleared, a new convoy left for the Alnm Bagh on October 
22nd, cansiiting of 500 mCintTyp 50 cavalry mid two guns. The BAxne

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day, a mesaage wn* reoaived from the Coromaader-in-Cbief that ho 
was ubont to start for C^wupore and reqHeatiog that hk “bqet regards 
hy Co6»id " he seat to General Ootiana, who was to be iufoiiued that 
the Chief had never ceased from hia eiertione, " to preaa every aiaikble 
Boldiar up to hia support." News also reached Outram that Colonel 
Gtenthcd’s coliinm, which had been ordered to march from Agra at 
onct to Cttwnpore for aervioe in Ondh, was now but a few murehea from 
its destination under the eommand of Sir Hope Omnt. 

Directly Delhi fell Sir Arehdalc Wilson determioed to send 
a column under the rommand of ColoDel Greathod. Her Majesty’s Slh 
Foot, to clear the gigantic Doah of rebels and to restore autho¬ 
rity in a vast province where our rule had diaappeBred like a dream 
and left behind only the isolated garrisons at Meornt and Agra. The 
troops eelected to restore onr power from Delhi to Cawnpore were as 
follows:—

On the morning of the 24th of September the column marehed 
forth from the «city of the dead," Our read from the Ajmere Gate to 
the bridge lay through the I^ore Gate and passing along the 
Chandny Choko. Not a souud was heard save the deep ramble of our 
gun wheels or the hoarse challeoge of a sentry on the ramparts. Here 
might ^ 05,11 a house gutted of its contents, there a jackal feeding on 
tU half^demchshed body of a sep^y; arms, carts, shot, dead bodies lay 
tbout n tbs wildest manner. Outstretehed and exposed to the publto 
g«e. lay the bodies of the two sons and grandson of the wretched 
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King I bad been captured acd ^xccnt^d the day before a ear 

Hycnajoiiii^fl tomb," That night the eoLamn camped at Gazeeuddia 
Nogger, where the miitLOous sepoy had first learot that ho was no match 
for the British soldier.^ 

On the S7th of September Seoiiddra was reached. **Tbe town and 
flnrroimdmg rillageH were in a terrible plight. The inhabitants^ quiet 
cnUivatoni of the Ian dp and a race opposed to the Goojaha (or handits) 
tiocked out to meet ng and implore our proteotion* Eveiy house had 
been gutted and destroyed; their property of eveiy kind taken, and 
their bnllockg^ the only means of drawing water for irrigation pnrpoaegp 
driven away.*^^ Throngh a land laid waste by a savage tribe and 
desertfod villages the column pressed on to Bulaudshahr^ a civil 
station forty-two mDes from Meemt and about five fri>m the fort of 
Malagarh. Before dawiii September 2^thp the advanced guard arrived 
at four cross roads.f about a mile-and-fl*half from Bulandahahr^ One 
of them led to Malagarh and one straight ahead to the town and civil 
station. At sight of our approach a pinquet of the enemy fell back 
and the scouts brought the news that they intended to give battle at 
the statioa+ The rebels^ position waa undoubtedly strong. Theif gims 
in battery commanded the eutrancep the gardens jiltu! afBeea were 
occupied by thoir infantry, around which bcidies of horse hovered* 
At the junction of the fotlr roada a reserve was immediately 
formed under Major Turner to protect the baggage. It was at once 
atiocked in flank by cavalry and gnns, but they were quickly driven off

The remamficiT of tho infiifitiy and the artillery were drawn 
up on the left of bke mcbd. The advanced ^aard waa fftrengtbenc^d by 
two of Captaia Bcmingtoji’a Horse Artilleiy gtum and sogd were in 
action^n^ the enemy opened at once down the mod. ftejnington'E gui^ 
swiftly rctnmed the fire and he was reinforced by the remainder of hh 
troops. Boorchicr witli biji battery took up his podtion mora to the 
right snpportiyi by a squedron of Punjab Oav^aliy and a portion of Her 
Majesty's TSth. The enemyguaa awaken on them, while from 
the high crops and suirouTidiiig gardens the rebels sand a stream of 
rnusketry. But the emsa fire was fatal to their battery and it was 
silenced A few salvos of gmpe clearod the fitjiit and the artillery 
waa ordered to ad™ico. lienteimiit Hoherts of the mtilleiy^ who 
seemed nbiquitouSi brought tho order at a gallop. The gnus charged 
and took the battery, the enemy ecampering befsrro us as we came op 
to it. Lieu tenant Roberts wma first at the gnna, A second bo rot, nfeer 
ctearing our front with grape, brought ns to the goal, the enemy flying 
before us like sheep.'' * 

Alcan while » second calumTi cemaisting of the greater portion of 
tho cavaliy with two guns under Lieu tenant Oracklpw had ad^'o-uced 
into the town wid wore for a time exposed to a most aevore fire in tho 
street. Pour men out of one gun crew were wounded and the guit 
was worked with difBcuity, Tho cavalry eharged and routod several 
loige bodies of the enemy. In pursuing them they became eutanglod 
in the narrow streets and at a gateway loading out of the town a 
hard fight ensned." "‘Sorol was wounded in the act of ninning a a^poy 
through the body, the forefinger of his right hand being taken off by 
a hullot, which then parsed through big left atm i Aubou. was surrounded 
by mutineers and perfonnod prodigies cf valour for which ho was 
rewarded with the Victoria Croaa'' f Lieutenant Roberts had a usmw 
escape. In the midst, of the he observed a sepoy taking deliberate 
aim at him and tried to get at him. He fired j my frightened animal 
reared and reccivod in hio head the bollot which was intended for

captured. The engagement had begnn about 7 AH.^ondat 11 A.M. 
camp was pitched on the banks of the Kala KnddL In the afternoon 
the fort of MaJagurh was Tecodnoitred and found to be deserted^ 
PrepnmtiotkB were at once made for rendering it incapnble of defence 
bj destrajing one of its bastions by firing. On the Ist of October 
this operation was aucceasMly carried o\j% but in snperintending it 
Lieutenant Home who waa one of the brave band who had blown up 
the Knahinir gate on the morning Delhi was stormed* was killed by 
accident. To him had been promised the Cross of Valour, but he lived 
not to wear it. But his name Jives tu the bead rol! of England's heroes. 
Of him a brother officer writes j—The losa of poor Heme has thrown 
a cloud over all our snecasses. He waa brave among brave men and an 
honour to our service" 

On the 3rd of October the column marched from Bnlnndshabr and 
adv'nnced dnj by day, visiting and burning viUnges which had harboured 
rebela On the Stb of October Aligarh waa reached. The enemy at 
our approach had abandoned the city, but they were pursued by the 
cavalry and many were killed The column then marched down tha 
Tnmk Road, surprisod and killed two rebel Rajput chiefs at Akbmha<l, 
fourteen miles from Aligarh on the Cawufwro road* Horn Greathcd 
had to alter hk plana* He hod intended to march straight dowu the Doidi 
to relieve Havelock and Outmm, but now from Agra, which o^jiccted 
an attack, came pouring into hia camp “ ephitloa imploring aid lu every 
langimge. both dead and living, and in Gypher."* Unable to resist these 
nppeak he turned across country hy Byjgarh to Hatras whore fur a 
few houra the cattle were tested The European infantry were tarried 
on elepliantej carta and cnmela aud all wore pushed on tdl the cavalry 
and artillery which had boon sent in advance were overtakoa. At 
Himrifie on the morning of the 10th of Octeber tha column crossed the 
Jumna by the bridge of boats and as the men marched beneath the 
walla of the old fort at Agra they were cheered henrtDy by Lbeir 
comrades munnted on the bastioDS^ They had done forty*fotir miles In 
twenty-eight hours. The long march h^tl given the British soldiera 
the livery of the sum ** These dreEidfnI looking men must bo Afghans/* 
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remarked a Lady as she saw tha men of the Sth Qaeen'B march slowly 
and wearily by the Delhi gate of the fort.* 

A sore disappomtiziant awaited the force. They were informed 
that tbo enemy they had come to fight had retired beyond the Kala 
Naddi, a stream about n ine miles diatantf Colonel Great bed gave 
orders that the camp should be pitched oa the brigade greiiodt o grassy 
open level spot, a mile-and-a-hall from the fortp bordered on the left and 
tear by the ruined lines of tho Native In£uitTy regiment and the 
ehorred remains of the houses of their British officers. Right and 
front spreads out a wide plain bare of hedges, pbughablep studded with 
brioip all of it now covered with huge eropa. No sight of on enemyp 
and the Brigadier accepting the statomenta of the responsible author¬ 
ities that they were on their way to Gwalior, neglected to post pieq uota J 
and accompanied by someofficerH went to the fort to braah&igt.^ 

The camp was marked out, the hDrses wore pict^netted, and a few 
tenta pitcheil. EuropcanB flocked forth from the fort to hear news of 
the outside worldp crowds of natives to see the white soldiora who had 
taken Dtdhi. The men were tired after their long march of fi% miles

and Tell asleep. Their slumber roughly broken. A round shot 
ciiinfl crashing through the lueas tent. "All were Inattmtly on the 
alert ; the conduct of otir troopa was beyond piuise; that stem 
discipline, which war alone teaches, stood ua in good stead " A shower 
of round shot from a battery of twelve guns, howorcr, sent the visitors 
and camp followers fijing towards the fort in one wild aissa. The heavy 
tjftggage of the ootuina on its way to the camp met this big stampede. 
.Seldom was there seen such a confusion. Instantly elephants, camelsj 
led horEes.dpolic-beaters carrying the sick and wounded, btillocka yoked 
to heavily-laden carts were swept Into that inunenae torront.* Offloera 
hurrying from the fort plunged wildly into it, but could not stem it. 
By dint of shouts and blows they pressed their way through the surging 
multitude and issued on the fight Hand to hand contests were going 
on. " Hera a couple of cavalry soldiers were chargbg each other.- 
There the game of bayonet versus sword w'Ds being carried on in real 
eamoat,"f The 75th in shirt sleeves were forming square to withstand 
a charge of the rebel horaea. The artillerymen without their 
accoutrements had ruahed to the guns and from the park opened fire, 
but the diatnnee waa too great to silence the enemy^s guns whiuh were 
of heavy metal When Qroathed galloped to the front he found the 
artillery already in action and the Sth Lancers in their saddles formed 
up in squadrons. " I moved,’’ wrote Greathed, " with Her Majesty’s 
8th, * * # gjid jjjp piinjj|_jj Ixifanlty (taking with me on the 

way the three squadmus of the Ist, 2'Qd nod 5lh Punjab Cavalry] to 
the right with the view of otitflanking and capturing the guns 
on that flank" He also extended the ibfantiy along the road 
loading from the parade ground to thoinfanty barracks in skirmlahing 
order with supports, with directions to advance to their front and clear 
the compounds of the encm/s jufiintry*. "By this time," Greathed 
odds, '* the Agra 9-pouiidcr battery came up, and I advanced it In 
support of the right flank of the infantry, on the road leading from 
the ATt-illeiy potndc gronad, and the cncloenres were speedily cleared. 
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In doing this the Panjiib Infantry distingniaied iteell" * Shortly 
aftof the enetn^B fire had opened V^R^n, Frobyn and YoonghuBhood 

with their three Bqna^lrons moved off towaidg the EnToi>can harracka. 

Colonel Greathed informing them that beyond the barrack^i^they 
should find open ground. “ 1 perceived a favoamble opportunity aaya 
Wftteonin hi 3 report," ami ew^pt down at a gallop on their flant 
Two giina and aome sbindaids wore captured in the charge.t 

that the enemy made no stand. ^ 

On the left a large body of cavalry made a dash into camp, and 
were on the point of carrying off one of B1 ant’s gnne. when a troop of 
the 9tb Lnncere under Captain French broke in upon them and sout 
them flying. The gallant French was slain and Jones, his subaltern, 
with twenty sabre cnti on hia face was left for dead oti the ^upd. 
The enatny'fl hnrsa were driven from the camp or destroyed in it At 
the time when Watson smote them on the right flank Hugh Gough 
with hU squadron did the Hime on the left. The enemy were now 
in fiiU retreat and a pureoit by the artillery and cavalry was imme^tely 
ordered. At this time Colmol Cotton arrived from the fort with the 
3rd Europeans and as senior officer asaoraed the oommimd. He endorsed 
Greathed'a order and our treopa followed the retreatrog foe. 

" About four miles on the Gwalior road, sheltered by the village, 
was the camp of the enemy Apparently both divisions of our foree. 
came within eight of it at the same time, and arrived at tho same 
moment. Forming line, we together flew through its street*, driving 
the enemy before uaj 
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Once agiiin the rebela EDivde a A few rounds nf gmpe ^nt 

them flying in all cilrcDtions 'aad out caii'Alry dashed in atnong Lhem 
nod Sfibrefl them right and left. For seven miles the road was one 
continued line uf earts^ canjels without their drivers, guue, ammunition 
WAggona^ and baj^nge of every description, all of which fell into the 
Jijuids of the vietonk Much that was uaeleaa was dGatroyed, and the 
enemy'a camp with the villages on which it abutted were burnt. 
Seldom was a vietorj m ure com pie te- 

Darkneas had fallen before our Heldiera returned to their tenta 
^ having marched mtj-ais mi lea and fought a general action in thirtj- 
Tjinc hoTira: nine milea of the route had been done bj the cavalry and 
artillery in a trot through high oropa and ploughed fielda/^* 

The men and cattle being much in want of rest the column halted 
at Agra the three daji? following the battle. The ammunition woa 
filled np from the Fort and the woundad wore uont into the hospital 
which had been established at the Mod Muajid^ the beautifnl Pearl 
Mo«£^uo. Here they were attended not only by the medical officers 
but by the bdica ■ many of whom visited the wards daily^ admimstering 
Utile comforts to the aick and dying. '*It was indeed a touching oighfi 
to see onr fiiir coDntTywomen^ many of whom were themselves bowed 
dowTi by alHiction^ seated by the bedside of the wounded soldiers.^'' 

On the morning of the I4th of October the column marched out 
of Agm and encamped at a garden called the fiambagh where it wad 
reinforced by two isiogB-guus and detachments of Her ilajesty's Sth 
and J6th Eegimenta, The full owing day brought it to a ruined tomb 
called the old woman's tank {Bocrya-krt-Talao)^ and on the I6tb it 
reacbod Fcrcaabad where Hope Grant, Colonel of the &th LsneerB^ 
joined it and took over the command.f On tho 19th the civil station 
of Jilynpuree was reached. The Rajah of the placcj who had thrown 
off the British allegiance^ fled at the approach of our troops^ leaving the 
official treasure amonutiug to abont two law io full tale in the Fort, 
On the 2let October Bewaij the junction of the Foada from Meemt, 
Agra, Fatehgarh and Cawnpore, was reached. Here Hope Grant received

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H tiny EDiadve from Sir James Oiitmm written in Greek character, 
^EET^S that aid mighii be eent as soon oa {xiaaible os provbians were 
rnnnitig short. The next day the eolutna made a nmreh of twenty- 
tight miles, nod on the mantitig of tbo 23rfl mrived dueo to the rtiiued 
Hindu city of Enuonj. While the Quartermnster-Geoefnl \tith his 
staff were reconnoitring elose to the town sitiiatad on tho banka of a 
atreaiq, they were fired upon &om a battery upon the opposite side, 
supported by about 500 inftuitny,* all hard at vioik trying to get the 
guns across the river.f Ou bearing the report of the firing the 
Brigadier at oueo sent down two horse artillery gnus and a aqiiadrou 
of dragoons to the eceoc of action LieutgjiaQt Murray, who coinmandBd, 
galloped down to the banks of the river, form ad battoty at the water's 
edge, and soon silenced the enemy on the opposite bank. The iulantry 
lied, pursued by the dragoons and some Punjab ciiTaliy.^ *' On we 
fled,” writes Lord Boberta, ** Probyn's and Watson’s squadruns leading 
the way in parallel lines about a nrile apart. I was with the latter, 
and wo had a ninning fight till wo reached the Ganges, into which 
plunged those of the wicars whom we had not been able to overtake; 
we reined up, and saw the uuincky fugitives stragglixjg in the water' 
men and horses rolling over each other; they were graduaJly carried 
down by the swiftly running stream, and a vciy few reached the 
opposi tc bank.” g 

On the 26th of October the column reached Cawnpore and furnished 
to the iufautry force which the Commander-in-Cbief was bnriying 
up from Calcutta, not only two British battalions and two Punjab

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infantry regiments who haf] proved their pluck and endiirance on the 
ridg? at Delhi, but a regitneat of British Lancers {9th Lancers) who 
had stiowii their worth in many a gallant chaise, and four squadrons 
of native cavalry of five difTerent regiments, each led by a yotmg officer, 
whose □ nine even then was becoroiiig well known aa a s^^6r<ltr of 
di^tinoliorL* Sixteen horsed guns complete and manneil by the famous 
Bengal Artilleiy'ninii and an effective tnuisport made the column the 
nucleus of a small but efficient army capable not only of winning 
battlee but of fallowing them upf The day after the arrival af the 
column at Camipors news reached Hope Grant that the Counmander- 
in-Chief was to leave CaLlciitta that oveniDg to take command of the 
forcea hy which he intended to attempt the deliverance of Lucknow, 
He wFia also ordered to get into commaaication with the Aliimbagh 
to reJievo them of their sick and wounded and eend them hack to 
Cawnpore. 

On the 30tli of Oclober Hope Grant reinforced by four companies 
of the 9.3rd Highlanders and some infantry detachments crossed the 
GaDges into Oiidh. On tfio aiat of October Bunnee briiige. more 
than half way to the Alumbagh* was reacliedj where a telegram was 
received tliat Ckilin Campbell bad arrived at Cawnpore. On the 2nd 
November changing ground from Bunneo bridge to Buntem, a village 
about sis milea from Alumbagh, an advanced party of the enemy 
was m©t> and after a running fight of some hours they were defeated 
and a brosii gun captured The casualties of Sir Hqie Grant’s fomcn 
amounted about thirty. On the fith of November a force of aU arms 
was ffcnL to the Alnnibugh and branght away the sick and wounded 
who were sent under a ebiong escort w Cawn]K>re, As Sir Hope Grant 
was strictly enforced not to commit hiiiuwlf to any i^eHoug operation 
till the arrival of the Communder-iTi-Chief, he remained in pursuance 
of those ordoTfl at Bnntera for the advent of the Chief 

Colin Camphell, the Cemman derail-Chiefp who had hastened from 
Calcutta to commond the force formed for tho i^licf of Havelock and 
Okitram, ivsa the son of a working carpenter in Glasgow, Hm patronymic 
WAS Macliver, but his iiiothor waa Agnea Campbell, a daughter of a 
family of better estate, and by an accident ho came to asaume bis 
mothers sumaiuc. At the age of fifteen his maternal tincle^ Colonel 
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Jolib CiinipbaU^ obliiinod for hiin 4fi CJimtolssion in th* fnii EtittcLlion, 

9tti Rn^meiit, When the Cblouel Ixiok hiti nej^ew to wnit on tlie Duke 
of York, ttien Cotuiniuidor'tn'CJiifir, the Duke eappoied the hoj wm 
e Cerapbell, “nnothcr of the clan." and as a Campbell he wae ^fazettwi 
and eTer afterwanls known. Five weeks from the date of his Arnt 
coNitiiisaion (2f!th of May 180SJ he was gtmetted tq n lieutonaney, iukI 
in throe months ho had taken part in hi« firat battle, the battle of 
Vimiera. This battle reanltod in Uarshul Ji mot's retreat and the 
famous coDventioo of Cintra. In the following winter OoUn Campbell 
WBsa transferred to the Ist Battalion of his regiment, and took p^l^L in 
air John Moore's operatinns ending in the retreat of Corunna. A few 
monthB after ite return to England ha went with his battalion on the 
Walcheren expedition and after sen'ing a short time in Holland he 
rotumed to the Peninsula, was present at the eevore engage incut of 
Barosa, and received ibe commendatjon of his chie£ The year 18Id 
was passed in the performaoce of regimental duty at Oibraltiir. but to 
January 1813 he was sent with a draft of thq 2itd Battnlbu to join 
the 1st Battalion in Portugal under the ouiumand of hia original chief, 
Lientenaot-CoWl Cameron. He was present at Yittoria and every 
student of Kapler's ■'History of the War in the Penlujala" know* 
how Colin Campbell distinguished bimsolf at San Sebastian. The 
first and iinencccssful assault upon this fortress was delivered oa the 
night of the 21th July 1813. It was a grave orror and a violation of the 
orders of Lord Wellington to make the attack by eight Tbo foroo 
employed iu the assault was composed of the 3id Battalion of the Royals, 
the 38th and the 9th Eegimeuta. The darkness the narrowneas'aurj 
the difficulty of the ground to be travemed before the bratch wna 
reached, the insufficient destruction of the defunces, alt contributed to 
the Mlare of the attack. The troops reached the breaching straggling 
and without order, and were there met with so destroctive a fire thjit 
they recoiled, and notwithstanding the heroic conrage of tunny officers 
who eudEUToured to rally them they failed to effect a lodgment, Napier 
writes; " It was in vain that Lieutenant Campbell breaking through 
the tumultuous crowd with the survivors of his chosen detachment 
mounted ths ruins; twice he ascended, twice he was iroended, and all 
around liim died." The three regiments got iuLerniixed and after shells 
and musketry had tbinuetl their nuuibem the trenches were regained in 
cunfosioiL The terrible night’s work is represented in Colin Compbell'a 
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jowmnl by the siDgle word "atorm" On hia diTidoja umrchmg 
awRj Colm Campbell. whMe wounds were still an healed, was left behind 
at Sun Sebastimi* However, on hearing of the likelihood of an engage¬ 
ment with the eoemyi he left San Sebastian acoonipanied hy a hrothcr 
, officer who had also been wounded, and, like biinself, not discharged 
from hospital By dint of (srawling and an occasional lift in a cjisiial 
waggon, he reached the 5th Division and was with hU tegtmeot ^vheii it 
plriynd a leading part in the passage of the Bidiusosi and the attack npnn 
the heights beyond it At a critical menientof thatday Colonel Came- 
ran arrived with the 9th Regiment and led it to the summit of the first 
bright. The French retired to a second ridge. Napier writes that: 

Catoeiun threw his men into a ainglo cjolitmn and bore against this 
new position, which curving inward^t enehled the French to poiir a 
concentre. ted fire upon his regiment; nor did hia violent counts seem 
to dismay them until ho was within tco yards, when appalled by the 
fiirious shot and charge of the 9th. they gave way and the ridge* were 
worn” fn this memorable operation Colin Campbell received his third 
aevere wound ; and also a severe reprimand from Colonel Cameron for 
the breach of dweiplioe he had committed in leaving hospital before 
bring discharged. 

On the 9tb November 1813. Colin Campbril was promoted to a 
company without pomhose in the 60th Regiment, and in Decemher he 
returned to England. In Idli he found his battalion in America, but 
had to return to England iu a few months on account of the anffering 
caused by hia wonnda. Oa reaching home he twok rick leave apd 
visited Paris which was then occupied by the allies. On the expira¬ 
tion of hia leave ho rejoiiiGd his regiment at Gibraltar where he 
remained three yesars. The reduction of bis battalion of the fifith 
cauRMi him to ho trunsferrod to thEi Slst, and in 1819 he joined them 
at the Barhodoou. The nost seven years were passed by him in 
West India. The climate tried bis constituti^in severely. In 1826 
he howevor managed by the gonerous aBsiistiiooe of a friend to purchase 
hia majority, and returned home to the depot. The nest aix years 
were spent in England and Ireland performing the ordinEuy duties of 
his profession. In 1833 ho was promoted to an uu attached Lieu ten unt- 
Coloiiricy by purehase. " Thus,^" to use his own words^ " making a 
full period of nearly twenty-five ycare cm full pay, upwards of 
five years aa a subaltern, nearly thirl-een as a Captain, and seven a* a 
Major/' For the next four years there was little for him to do, but 
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hfi wais of fftr too oiie?^ctic a tempcrntoeat to be idle. ETe wna pres^ul: 
at the ftkge of Antwerp and aeiit homo an iEiter&iiiiij^ report r be 
resided in Germany for somo time and studied the l&u^age and all 
the leading works relating to the art of war. 

Op the iith of May 1336,. Colonel Campbell rettitned to the 
actiTo work of hia prof(£»iori haying been gitzetsted to the Lieutenant- 
Coloneley of'* the gallant and good old 0th Regiment "^ far whieh he had 
received his drat eotntnLssioiu He was/howeyer^ imineil lately Afterwarda 
tranefeired to the 98tlL Having altaicjefl the comm and of a rcgirnent 
he quiokly showed how good an officer he He had a fellow feeling 

with his Boldiers and they with him. He set great store by dracipline, 
and that he brought hia regiment into the highest state of dbeipUne 
and efficiency we have the toatimony of one of England^ greatest 
saldiers. When new colours were presented to the 08th* Sir Charles 
Napier said i " Of the abilities for command which yenr chief possesses 
yoiiT own magnifteont regiment ii a proof Of his gallantry in action 
bear what history eayaj for I like to read to yon of such deeds nnd such 
men. It BtimnlatcB young aoldicra to deeds of similar daring.'" Takltig 
his brother's history Sir Charles Napier read the account of Colin 
Campbeirs attempt to mount the breach of Han SebaetiarL In 1S41* 
the gallant 08Ih embarked for Chmi^ and its commandiag ufficerp then 
fifty jearft of age, had the first opportunity of showing his great c^nalitieB 
03 a commander of men in the field of octiom The oampafgn in 
China won him a fall Goloealcy and the insignia of a MiliLaiy Companion 
of the Bath. He was appointed Brigadier in command of the Cha^n 
garrison, and the next four years were spent in profeaeiDnal work, in 
attidying profeaeional literature, Shakspere aEsd the Scotch poeta The 
reterau who for more than fifty years served against England's enemies 
in every clime was a man of eousldcrabb culturo, and applied a strong 
and highly cultivated intellect to the bdsinoss of war. 

In the year 18^46 Cobmel Cainpbell'H rogimant landed in the coiintiy 
with wh™^ history he will be best remoinberod and he w'as given the 
coiumond of the garrison at Lahore. The reputation he won at Chinn 
WAS enhanced in the Eikh war. He played a proEninoot part in tlie 
doubtful victory of Chilli an walla and received a eword cot Ecoeu on 
artillerynuiu of the enemy iu charging some of thoir guiua. Ho wrote 
to his Bister on the 30th of JanuDiry lS49 r — '* The fighting on the 13th 
waa Very severe. The enemy were strong in numbers snd in guns aheI 
in a favourable position. The troopa I conducted myself were in a

very criticftt poaitiou durjDg the greater part of the battle; bat they 
mimaged. bj Jwldaeag and determiDed gallantiy^j to overthroTT every- 
thiug Opposed to tbem s 1 ehould say Her Maje&ly*a Slst Regiaient, 
which 1 led my&elf, for it wad that corps which carried aod overcame 
everv difficulty. I had maiiy minuculous e^capea for which I am duly 
thankfaL The handle of my watch was broken by a ball* I had a pocket 
piAtol in my right waifltcoat-pockot which was broken to pieces by a 
bali+ and my hone was wounded in the monthh I got the a word cut 
from an artilleryman of the enemy in charging some of their gone; 
but here 1 sm^ thank Godp. safe and gonnd and quite wcU/' * Colin 
Campbell wa^ presfont at the crowning victory of Gujiat, and by a 
fikilftil u«a of the artillery eaved the unueceaflary alaiighier which 
unfortunately marked the previoua battle. For his serviDea in the Sikh 
campaign he was promoted to be a Kiiight CbiumaDder ot the Batiij 
and after the war was over he was appointed to command the Feahnwar 
Division. In the yearn 1851-52 ho wna ongaged against the hiU 
tribes beyond the Indue and when he bad beaten them in fighti be 
proved that ho canid be merciful as well as bravo. He objected to %ing 
waste fertile lands and burning villagsa for the crimee of one or two. 
As a auldler he also object^ lio4;^he intorfercDce of civiliani in military 
matbers. This led to a diaagraemont with Ltord DalhouBio abd BrigaiUffr 
Campbell resigned The great Viceroy attributed to him ^tovor-catittous 
reliictanecj" hut ffubdoqtient years have proved how sound his judgment 
was^ with regard to tbo danger of operating agauiBt brave tribes in 
the mountaiuB with a badly ot^nipped and inaiiffioient force. Ho 
relumed to England in 1853 and went uu half pajjK but was not long 
nnemployed, for in 1S54 when the Crimean war broke out he was 
nppoititod to the command of the Highland Brigade couflisting of the 
42nd, 79th and 93fd Kegimento On the 10th of July he was gazetted 
a Major-General after a service of forty-ais years and one month- In 
the last days of Angnst the Highland Brigade embarked at Vania. 
On tha 29tb of September they fought the battle of Alma, To Colin 
Campbeirs advice the historian of the Crimean war ascribes the 
decisive advance of the first division at Alnm, “ It was a fight of the 
Highland Brigade,” wrote Colin Campbell to an old coTnmde. I never 
saw troops march to battle with greater and order than 

those three Highland regiments,"* When the combat was over LfOtti 
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Raglan rode up and sent fuf Colin CaTnpbelL “ Wken I approached 
him 1 observed hii eyes to fill and hk tipa and Gonnteimiiee to quiver. 
He gave me a cordial ishake of the hand, but he could not sfioak. 
The men cheered very much. 1 told them I was going to ask the 
Commander-in-Cbief a great favour, that he would permit me to have 
the hononr of wearing the Highland bonnet during the rest of the 
campaign which pleased them very mneh.^" After the battle of Alma 
SiiidiiA Sir Colin was placed in charge of the paction at Balaclava. It waa 
there with the "’thin red streak topped with a line of steel" that be 
gallantly repulsed a memorable ehaige of Russian cavalry. Tbs fate 
of the day hung upon the stcadineM of hie metL Eemembert" said 
Colin Campbellj ** there ia no retreat from here, men. You must die 
where yon BtancL" “ Ay, Sir Colin, we^ll do that," was tbo spontaoeoufl 
reply. The Bquadron bore down upon them, they became eager far 
the fray and showed a disposition to burst forth and to meet them 
with the bayonet. Thisii Colin Catnpbeira voice rang out fiercely i 
^Kinety-thirdp Ninety-third^ damn all that cagemeae." In a moment the 
line became steady and at the right moment poured upon thu ndvoncing 
colnmn a deadly volley. 

On the death of Lord Raglan it was genenitly ejcpected that the 
command of the army would bo given to the man whose ability os a 
soldier WPS conspicuous and who hod gained experience and roputatiDn 
in woTi but it w^ bestowed on one who had the meri ts of mediocrity 
and seniority. Colin Campbell hoped that his division would play a 
prominent port at the final assault of Sebostapol; but to hk bitter 
disappointment it only acted as a reserve to the troops employed. 
On the eve of the uaaauk Oeneml Simpson oSered him the eoiuinoml 
at Malta, whkh he rightly rogonlEd as an insult and an attempt to 
romove him from the service. After the resigooticn of General 
Simpson the command of the army was giv^n. to Sir William Codrington, 
who was Sir CoUn% joninr, and who hod seen no oervios proviouB 
to the battle of Alma. Sir Colin who was in England called on tho 
Commander-in-Chief and told him thnti ho had come to resign on 
account of the proposal that hod been made that ho should go from 
duty with a divkion in the field to become echool master to the rocniits 
at Malta. An interview with the Queen however dkpplled all angry 
feelings from hia mind, and he expressed to Her Qrooioua Majesty 
hk T^adiiiesa to return to the Crimea and ^ to serve under a Corporal 
if she wished.*' He returned but hk stay was of short duration; for

peace wajj pioclairaed, and he took fcrewell of the Highland Brigade 
in a short manly speech. “ A long &towb 1L I am now old, and shall 
not Iw cjalled to serve any more, and nothing will remain to me but 
the memoTy of my campaigns, and of the enduring, hardy, ganeroaa 
Boldiem with whom I have been bag asaociated, whose namw and 
gloiy will long be kept alive iu the hearta of our countrymen." He 
little thought that before two years would elapse these same Highland 
regimentd would form part of an army with which he was to reconquer 
England’s great empire. 

Sir Colin Campbell was aiity-fivo years of ago when ho left 
England to oflauroe command of the troops which had been gathered 
together to suppress the mutiny, but in force and energy ho was a 
young man. Ho received the offer of the command on the 11th July 
ISST, started the next day, and reached Calcutta on the I3th of jdI^ ias7 
Aogilsk " IJ^at Monday (August lath)," writes Lady Cauuing, " we had 
a very great aurprUe when the mail steamer telegraphed that Sir st 

Qun pbell WHS on board as Coaimander-m-Chief * * ^^v^*** 

Wo found him very amiable and cheerful, an ondleaa talker and 
rceonbuv'.* Ho will be sure to fight well, hut when will he have the 
opportunity. The 14,000 men from England will not an*e for long, 
und there is no sufficient force here for him to take the field. Only 
detachments and rcinforcemcnta go up now." On the I7th of Angust 
Sir Colin asstimod command of the Indian Army. He did not proceed sip 
up-country at once and this action of his was severely criticised 
»t the time. But the delay was due to cawea beyond hia contrel. 

Before his arrival no preparation hod been mode for the equipment iniua 
of the troops which were oipectcd or for their tmnaport to the scat 
of war. His presence at Calcutta was necessary in order to oigauise 
the adminiatrative departments on whose efficiency the success of a 
campaign ao greatly depends He caused horses to be purchased for the 
cavalry and artiUeiy, ordered guns to be cast, hullats to be moulded, and

■nd in Octobec whan remforoemonts arriTed ho was able to desjatch 
them ab onoe to tbc seat of war, be fol lowing immediately afterwards. 

On the night of the 27 th of October Sir Colin loft Calcutta 
accompanied by his baad-qnartera fltaff.f Below Benares he namowly 
escaped eaptnre by a body of mutineers “ As he and hU pwty were 
posting along in their dak eareiagas, they saw them crwa the road 
about five hundred yards distant. We counted twenty elephants with 
the miitiueeiB. It was the narrowest escaps for Sir Colin possible." 
On the let of November Allahabad was reached. Here news reached 
him that Ontram was prepared, if absolutely ncaesfiary, to hold out 
on further reduced retiona till near the end of SoTember, The 
following morning Sir Colin arrived at Futtehporc. On hia way there 
he got a d^patoh from Captain Peel informing the Governor-General 
thab a body consisting of 162 men of Her Majesty's 53rd Regiment 
, under Major Clarke, 08 of the Royal Engineers under Captoia Clarke, 
70 of a depot detachment under Lieutenant Fanning of Her Majesty's 
filth Begimont, a company of the 93nl HighlanderB 100 in number

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under Captmn Corn wall, two D-poander gnn* under Lieuten&nt 
Audersou, Bengal Artillery^ and 103 of the N»™1 EH^e under 
Cuptaiu Peel had defeated at Ktiujwa, twenty mUea ho the left, a 
cocifliderable rebel fome who were threatening to cut our Jinea. Our 
loss in the actiou waa very aeForOi ainounting to 95 kHLed and wounded. 
Among the killed wna the gallant Colouel Powell who eonunaudod the 
force and fell dead wirh a bullet through hia forehead ae he preesed 
DU the attoek and had jast secur^ two giini of the enemy. Sir CoUn 
ill forwarding the despatch to the Governor-Oenerat remarked : 

'* Succesa era wued the desperate e&rts of the asaailanta, hull ib is evident 
from the very ludd report of Captain Peelp c.u, K N.* that the attack 
waa nLQBt hazardous and that at one time the force was in the greatest 
danger" Aftereiitielsing the dispodtiou. of the force Excellent 
gladly bore toatimoiiy to the brQliaut oouTBge and the untidhg enet^ 
displayed by all ranks in ccTLSicfc with the enemy, and in the great 
efforts nuide to come up with him. This fight aftorda one more mstanoe 
of wha^ the British soldier wilt perform in spito of every disadvantage 
and extraordioaxy fatigue* This was a aoldier^s fight if cfot there was 
one.” * 

On the morning of the 3rd of Ifovemher Sir Colin arrived at 
Cawnpore, He found the position full of danger. Oudh was filled with 
rebels, and the trained AoldisTS of the Owafior Contingent, only fifty-five 
miles away, threntened his cornmnnicatTona, Even Qntnim oonsidered 
that these rebels should first be destrojed* Ho wrote j—*'* We can 
manage to bctcw on till near the end of November on further reduced 
rations * * * iis is obviously to the advantage of the 

State that the Gwalior rebels should be first effectnalty destroyed that 
onr relief ghould be a secondary cousidemtion." But Sir Colin 
considered the re lief of t he Beside ncy to be all important . There lay 
before him a ohoice of evik On the 8th of November he wrote to the 
Duke of CamhridgE: — All occonnta from Lucknow ahow that Sir 
James On tram ia in groat? atrnitg* The whole oonntiy haa arisen around 
him, and the most trrifliDg eiupplies cannot be obtained from t he eoimtiy 
for Brigadier Graqt^s force which is encamped about ten miles from the 
Alumbagb* 1 mention the latter fikot to show more exactly how the case 
atunda^ I move myself with a month's supply for of] handaj fighting 
man and followers. On the other ride^ oar communications ore threatened 
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by the Gwalioir foroSi nutaberiiig 6,000 mesj with sixteen hcXTy gnna, 
twenty-foor field gana, and an immecBe store of ammunition. The 
Nana Saheb crossed the Ganges yesterday; his rollowcis. together with 
the debris of regiments which have gathered from variDna parte, are, 
os it appeals, hound for Calpee,Biid will sweU the Gwalior body to about 
10,000 men.’' • Lucknow was fifty-three miles from Cawnpore on one 
aide, Calpee waa forty miles from it on the other. At Calpee tho moat 
highly otgaaised and heat drilled force in India had the broad Jumna 
between them and Lord Clyde, They also hiwl possereioit of the boats. 
They could avoid coming to action for an indefinite time, Meanwhile as 
Colin Campbell thought "the deserted garrison'’ might fell from want 
of food. According to the principles which regulate all ordinary 
military operations Sir Colin should have secured his baao and line of 
deration previous to his advance on Lucknow. But as the Duke of 
Wellington has observed: " If the world was to be gevereed by principles, 
nothing would be more easy thou to conduct even the greatest of sHoira; 
hut in all eifcumstances, the duty of a wise man is to choose the 
leaser of any two difficulties which beset him," Sir Colin chose what 
he considered the lesser evil. Having -as fiir as it lay in his power 
provided for the communications and the safety of the scattered 
parties he datormined to leave Windham with a detachment to defend 
the enirenohment at Cawnpore, and trusting to the valour of tus small 
but devoted band to make a dash at Lucknow, rcaoue the gairiaon and 
swiftly returning save Windham from any danger that threatened 
him- He who has been blamed for over-cautiea proved that when it 
was necesuiry he waa capable of undertaking a considerable risk sod 
pcrfnnmog s brilliant feat of arma 

On the 6th and 8th of November memoranda were issued t by 
the Chief of the Staff for the guidance of General Windham. " He is 
ordered," wrote Sir Colm to the Duke of Cambridge, *' in case of an 
advance upon Cawnpore to show the best front he can, but not 
to move out to attack nalesa he is compelled by the threat of 
bombaidment. His garrison will oonsiat of 500 British soldiers, 650 
Madras infentiy and gunners, and if ho is severely threatened—of 
which of coureo I shall have instruction—he will be further atrength- 
eaed by some of the detachmonte which will be In the coarse of 
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amval during the week-'* During his stay at Cavmpore Sir Coiiii 
pressed ferward the variouB dctaehmeDts and Btoreu ns they arrived 
to the camp at Buntem. By the most strenuous eacrlions a 
amall siege-train, principally manned by the saikm of Peel's Naval 
Brigade, hskd been got up and a diminutive engineer park collected. 
Having arranged for the despatch onwards of ordnance and engineer 
parkst commifisariat and medical stores, the Commander-iD-Chief 
early on the morning of the Olh left Cawnporo, esaorted by a detach¬ 
ment of cavalry and hoiso artillery left behind by Hope Grant, and 
reached the camp at Bunteca that evening after a forced marah of 
thirty-five miles. The following morning l£r. Kavanagh dressed and 
disguised as a Native arrived in camp. He had left the Residency 
the previous night to act as guide to Colin Campbell. 

Thomas Henry Kavanagh was the son of a British soldier, and 
bis great physical strength and iron nerve well adapted him for his 
father a noble profeaaion. The Fates desigued that at an early age he 
should become a elork in a Government office. The hour of battle 
however brought forth his hereditary militant spirit and he proved his 
courage in Beveral sortie* which be accompanied in bis capacity as 
Assistant Field Engineer. Ho ncoompaaied Colonel Napier when he 
went out to bring in the wounded and proved of great service to him 
tn guiding him through the Palaces which lined the river. Ah an 
Engineer he saw the plana which vrero being made by direction of 
Sir James Oatmm to guide the Coraniander-in»Cbief in his attempt 
to reach the Residency. Kavanagh felt a Hving guide would be 
better. He determined to make his way to His Excellonoy’s camp. 
About 10 o’clock A.K. on the 9 th inatant he learnt that a spy htvl 
come in from Cawnpore and that he was returning in the night 
as for as Alumbagh with despatches to Sir Colin Campbell Ho 
sought out the man and told him his desire to accompany him in 
dii^uisc. “ He hesitated n great deal at acting as my guide, but 
made no attempt to einggerate the dangers of the road. He merely 
urged that there was more chance of detectiou by out going together 
and proposed that we should take difierent roads and meet outside 
of the city, to which 1 objected.” Kavanagh was not to be deterred. 
That afternoon ho volunteered his services through his immediate chief, 
Colonel Napier Napier pronounced the attempt impracticable, but 
being impressed by his eamestneaa took him to Outram. Outram 
fnmkly coafeeeed that bo thought it of the utmoat importance that a 
European officer acquainted with the ground should guide the relieving 
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force, bnt that the imposaibility of any European being able to p^B 
tbroagb the city andetected deterred him from ordering any officer to go 
or even Keking volunteers for sucb a duty.* He moroover coiuidered 
the enterprise so hazardous that he did not coueider hiinself jnstifled in 
accepting Kavanagh'a brave ofier, bat the brave volunteer was so 
* earnest in his entreaties that Ootram consented to let him go. 
Kavaoagh retnmed to fam (jnartem " I lay down on my bed ivith nay 
back towards my wife, who was giving her children the poor dinner to 
which they were reduced, and endeavoaring to sileuce tfaeir repeated 
rcqnestB for more. I dared not face her; for her keen eye and fond 
heart would have Immadiately detected that 1 was in deep thought 
and agitated. She called mo to partake of a coarse cake, but, 
as I could no more have eaten it than have eaten herself I pi ended 
fatigue and sleepmesa, and begged to be let alono. Of all tiie 
trials I ever endured this woa the woiet. At six o*clock I kiased 
the fomily and left, pretending that I was for duty at the mines, 
and that I might be detained till late in the rnDming." He proceeded 
to a small room in the slaughter'yard where he disguised him- 
eelf as a hudmoak or swashbuckler, with sword and shield, native- 
made shoes, tight trousers, a yellow silk keortab (or jacket} over 
a taght-iittiiig white muslin shirli, "a yellow^louxed chintz sheet 
thrown round my shoulden, a cream-coloDred turban, snH n, white 
waiathond or kumtu-bund. My face down to the shoalders, and my 
bands to the wriatis were coloured with lamp black, the cork osed 
being dipped in oil to cause the colour to odhero a littlo.“ Thns 
attired he entered Kapicr’a room who did not recognise him. Outram 
himself daubed him once more and he and Kapler warmly preraed hia 
hand as they wished him Qod-speed. Then at half-past eight accoDipooied 
by Eananji Lnl, the soont, Kavauagh passed throngb the British 
lines and reached the right bonk of the Goomteei “I descended 
naked to the stream, with the clothes on my head rolled into a bundle. 
The first plnnge into the lines of the enemy, and the cold water, 
chilled my courage immensely and if the guide had been within my 
reach I should, perhaps, have pulled him baek, and given np the 
enterprise." f On the other side in a grave of low trees they re-dmssed 
and wont up the left bank until they reached the iron bridge. Hero

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they wore a topped unti called over by a tiRtiTO officer who whs 
soRtod ill All upper storied house. "JUy guide odvauced to the Jight 
imd 1 stRjed a little in the ahjide." After hearing that they had 
eoioe fiom the old cantoauieuL and were going into the city to their 
homee he let them proceedn And they went on again rill they rcaohed 
the stone bridge by which they crossed the Ooomtee and entered the 
[principal atreet of LticknuWp which fortunAtoTy wan net so brightly 
lighted Rfl before the siege^ nor was it &o orowded. "I Jeatled a^rinst 
auv-enil armed men in the street without being apokea top end oaly 
met one guard of aeveu liepuya who were am using themnelves with 
women of plenflure.'* They threaded their way through the heart 
of the city to the open fxmntry on the further mde^ *'l was ia grout 
ai>irits when we reached thn green fields iuto which 1 bod not been 
for five months, everything around us suielt sweetj and a carrot I took 
from the ro&daido w'rs the moat dulicLoua I had over The next 

five miln^' tramp waa pleasant. Then they diacovered that they bod 
lost their way and were in the Dllhoosha Park which waa occupied 
by the eneray. “I went within twenty yards of two guns to sm what 
stringih they were mid retuiiied to the guide who was tn great 
alarm, and begged I would not distrust him because of the mistake as 
it was ctiuBcd by bis anxiety to take me Rway frum the pieqaets of the 
enemy/* Kuvanagh reassured the man hy informing him sneh accidents 
were frequent even when there wrs no danger to be r voided* It was 
now about midnight They endeavoured to penaunde a flultivator 
who was watching hig crop to show the way for a short distance, but 
he urged old age and luraene^a. Kaviaiagh poremptoray commanded 
him to accompany them. He mu off screaming and alarmed the dogs 
of the whole village, and the dogs made them beat a quick retreat 
to the canal " in which 1 fell severpd times owing to my flboea being wot 
and slippery and my feet Eiorc- TJic shoes were bard and tight and 
hud rubbed the skin oH iiiy toes, and cut into the fii^h above the heda." 
Two hours aftemurds they were again on the right trucks two women 
in a village having kindly helped them to find it They reached an 
advanced picquet of sepoya who also told them the way after having 
asked them where they hud cotne from and where they were going. 
By three a'dock they reached a grove and heard a man singing. 
"I thought ha was a viUager; but he got alurmod on hearing ua 
upprcach and astonishol ue by coiUng out a ^uard of sepoys all of 
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whom aflkeii qiieaLioni." Hero wft^ a terriblo TnomeDt. "* iijiiiAnji Liil 
lest heart for tho first time and threw away the letter entrusted to hint 
for Sir Colin Caniphell 1 kept mine safe in luj turban. Wo Fadfffied 
the giian] that we were poor men travelling to Umoenhii a vilJage two 
tulles this aide of the Chiefs catupp to inform a friend uf iho death uf 
hia brother by a abot from the Britbah en trench meat at LucknoWp and 
they told us the road." After tramping for half an hour in the 
direcdou indicarted they suddenly found theEHHelvee in a swamp It 
wfts eerie work wading threngh it for two hours up to their waista 
in water and thremgh weeds. “I waa nearly exhausted on getting 
out of the water having made great exertions to force our way through 
the weeds and to preveub the culour being w^ashetl off iny ikca_ It was 
nearly gone from my hands."* Kavanagb thorouglily worn out by cold 
and latigue rested for fifteen minutes despite of the remanstmncee of 
the guide. Then they again trudged forward and came on two ptequebs 
about three hundred yards asunder seated with their heels to the fin^, 
I did fiQt core to face them^ and ijossed betw'een the two tfames 
nnnoLiced for they bad no sentries thrown out,*^ A littlo later they 
met sevemt villagers with their laiiiitiea and chattels mounted on 
buffaloes. They said they were flyipg for their lives from the English. 
As the nmonlight wm growing loss they stopped at a corner of a mango 
grovfi* and Kavaniigh wertried in bedy and spirit by tho nigliLs 
work lay down in spite of ILinanji Lai’s cntreaties, U> eleep for ati 
hour. Ho biulc his c^impamun to go into the grove bo siiarch font 
guide. No sooner was Kav.'inagh left fay the scout when he wa.s 
startled by the cihalknge “Who comes there"* in a native accent. 
** We Imd reached a British cavalry uutiHisb. My eyes filled with Joyful 
tears and 1 shook the Sikh officer in eharge of the picqiiet heartily by 
the hand." The old soldier aent two of his troopent to guide Kavnnagh 
to the advanced gtiard. The day was oomidg swiitly brighter w^hejj a 
strange looking creature presented hinuielf before the tei;it of the 
Commander-iQ-Cbief " As I approached the door an elderly gentle man 
with a stem face came oufcp amt, ^ him, I asked for Sir Colin

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Ticfcorift Ctow> iintJ non-mil itfiry niim who ever 

ohtftiiictl tbfit honour.* 

With the iofarinatloD brought by Mr, KavAiiagh and the 
and plan Bent by Oatraro tlie Caminawler^in-Chief wn.s enabled to 
li„„% determine hia plan of oi*emtbd!L He bud already watketl it 
fuiL with great care at Caknlta. He knew what a heavy loaa of life 
Haveloek's advance through the Damw and tortuona atrectg of Lncknow 
had entailed and he therefoco dctertiiined to give the city a wide berth. 

He would make a flank march across country to his own right upon the 
Dilkoesha Park. Then he would advance upon the Martini^ro and 
the line of the canal and from that point advance by the right aa 
close as posfihle to the river, thereby securing that Hank against on- 
sLviight though not against fire.t He would seise the bamicks and 
the "’Secutider Bagh from the open ground, then under cover of 
batteries to bo opened on the Kaiser Bagh, the key of the enem/a 
iHkaitinn, carry the inter mediate buildinga, and after effecting a jiinetioa 
with the Residency withdraw the garriHOti. The route which Oobtaru 
advised Sir CoUu to fallow agreed with his own as regards the diree- 
t,ion of the advance by the Dilkooslia ami the Martiniore taut it differed 
in tho method of approaching the Sounder Bagh. Outram recom- 
nieinlcd the ctuial bridge or the canal a little below it to he croased. 
and a way made through the schurb to tho rood leading to the barracks 
and the Secunder Bagh. whereas Sir Oolin preferred to keep the more 
ciwn ground near the river and thus avoid the contingency of cooimit- 
ting his troupe to a struggle in the streets of the auburbs-,

With a force of 4.B(J0 tuen of all arms ha hod to rewno 
Ourtam from the gmap of 00.000 tmined soldiers occupying strong 
poeitious. He had to cany and hdd these positions .mtil ho reached 
the poat held by Outram's force. He hod to do it on account of 
the srant of provisiona withio a limited period. Ho hod also to hohl 
a RUMessioo of posts on the left so as to k--ep a clear road from the 
Resideuey to the oi^n country. Ho hml to bring away the sick 
arid wounded women and children, eviwuato the Residency and 
s^ithdraw hia troops fimt to the Marti.iit^re and Dilkooaha and then to 
tho Alnmbagh. He had to leave here a small body of men to threaten 
the enemy anti then proceed with all haato to Cawnpore to snvo 
Windham find hisgamson. The chances wore against him the risk 
was inimonse. Bnt the risk had to be run to save women and children 
to rfecu£] AO Empire. 


Oil theafterDDon of the llth Colin Campbell reviewed hia small 
band which was dmwn up in qmiftcr-distaijw oolnmns in the centre of 
a vast brown plain surrounded hy trcoi The old Chief spake to each 
regiment with kindly words os ho rode through the rnnka of warriors. 
When ho came to the 9th L.-mcers he o,tolled their gallant conduct 
throughout tho war, and their splendid appearam^, for with their blue 
nniforme and white turbans twisted round their forage caps, their flaglesii 
lances, lean but hardy hcriies. and galknt bearing they looked the 
perfection of a cavalry regiment. Next to them were tho horacmen 
recruited from the wild tribes that dwell on the northera marshes of 
the Empire. Mounted on every variety of horse with every variety of 
bit, bndio and saddle th«y seemed “a rabble,” but tLey could not be 
encelled os light navalry by any troops in the world. Colin Campbell 
made harangue to them and said “ he had hoard what good service wo 
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hftd dotia ftt Delhi and in ihe march down cdUQtiy and complimented 
the nntivo offioorB and men." He thanked the 8th and 75th who had 
home thorns?I bo aturdilf on tho ridge at Delhi and bad stormed 
that olty. He also spake words of pmisc to the 4th, 2ud and 4 th 
Punjab Itifantry, who too bad Woe thcmselveB nobly at Dolhi. Ho 
rejoiced to aec the Bengal Artillary, lor he had commanded them of 
yore in battla and knew licw well akilled they were. Then came be to 
the 93ra Highloiidere, “ A waving aea of plumee and tartana they 
[uokod aa they walked up; with loud and raptoroufl cheers, which 
rolled over the field, they wclcomwi their veteran ComiMunder, the Chief 
of their Clan." Ho stirred in them yearning to fight by pointing to 
T.ncfcnow and tolling them that men and women and children ware to 
ha saved. Thus tho old Chi of charged his little force. Orders were 
issued that eveuing for the advance on tho following morning. 

At the break of day the force set ont Theadrancod guard hud 
not proceeded for, when it waa attacked by two guns and a hotly of 
about 2,000 infantry in position on our right, near the old fort of 
Jallnlabad. After a smart ahirnilsh Sourehler'a battery silenced their 
guns. Lieuteuant Cough/commanding Hodaon's Irregular TlDrao. had 
in the meantime miule a long detour and managed under caver of some 
fields of cane to arrive on tho enemy’s loft flunk unseen. An extensive 
swamp protoctad it, Through the long, reedy gr^a the cavalry went 
at a trot. When clear of it, Oongh gave tho word “Form line" and 
“ Charge." My men gave a ringing cheer and were into the moases. 
The surpriae was comploto and owing to Its siiddetiness they hail no 
conception of our numbers, and so the shock to them and victory to us 
was as if it had been a whole brigade. It seemed like cutting one’s 
way through a field of corn, and I bod to make a lane far myself as I 
rode along. The men followed me splendidly and in a veiy short time 
the aEair was over, — the gans were captured, the enemy scattered and 
the fight became a pamuit.*' f It was a hne exploit and Uagh Ooiigh 
was awarded the Victoria Cross.

*n«s pig-ked in the Atnm Bagb and the garrison changed. Theeffective 
men gf the British regiments with Sir James Ontram were remgveil 
and formed into two stiialt provisional dotaeimients and thgir place 
waa tnken by Her Majesty's T 5 th/ - which had been sg much hnr«.s«d 
by ^ lute exertions." They with GO mon of the Sikh Regim.nt 
gf l-er^pore and a dotachmoiit of Artillery Jonned the entire garri- 
Rom In the afternoon Sir Colin pnabed forward a strong recoti- 
missaneg towards the Charhugh bridge and the Igft front in order to 
deceive the enemy ns to his real lino of advance. That] gvenin- 
remfon^einen.. having reached him daring the day.and anidpiaio: 
of „ few more amvmg m,*t morning, ho took the lost steps for the 
organization of his force a.d he issued his last ordem. Div^,d into 
three nmnmat brigades of infantry and one Df cavalry, with artillery 
sudor* and eepneers. the force hardly nntnbered one airong brigade not 
more tha,i 4,200 sabros and bayonets. The British Infantry, the pith 
and strength of battle, did not eseeed three thousand. ^ ^

under Captain Travels and Captain Longden, equipped with 18. 
pounder guna and toortafs; Captoitis Bcmlugton and Bhint'a troopa of 
tho famous Bengal Honie Artillery; tiro voiy efficient guna of Madras 
Xative Horse Artillery under Captain Bridge; Captain Slidiiletim's 
Horse Battery of Royal Artillery, the Brat horsed guns of the Royal 
Regiment that ever engaged an ouerny in India, and Captain Bourchicr a 
Bengal Field Battery. The artillery of the Army was augmented 
by the Naval Brigade comsiating of 250 scam on and marinea of Her 
Majesty's Ship SkaintQn who manned six 24-puunder8 and two howitaeM 
with bullock draft and two rocket tubes mounted on light caits: not 
only did ihoy tnan tlieae pieces hut Iheir marines and a body of seamen 
nmiMl with rifles formed a forniidablu escort of iufauLry.| 

The cavalry brigade commanded by Brigadier Little y™ composed CsiilTy 
of two &.piadfODB, Blh Lancers, oommandod by Major Audry, detoch. 
meiits of the let, 2nd, and 5th Punjab Cavalry and Hodttou's Iforsp, 
coiiiuuvndudreflpcctively by Lieuteiumta Watson, Probyn, Yoonghusband 
and Gough. The cavalry was siipplemeubed by a detachiuent of the 
military traici coracnauded by Major Robertson, organiasid tvs tw.> 
squadrons of cavalry. 

Thu small brigade of Elngineets commanded by Lieutenant Lennoi, phs*)* »t 
Royal EngineeTH, comprised a sjilendid corntMuiy of Royal Engineers, 
a company of Madras sappers, a few faithful Bengal sappers fresh from 
Delhi, and two eompanics of newly-raiaed pioneers.

■bnt it waa to closo up and form the rear when the main body came 
■in touch with the enemy. For threo iniles no enemy wm seen. They 
■had oipectod that the advance would agciin he rondii hy the Cborbagh 
■and were taken hy surprise. It was hard work getting the heavy guns 
Voeross the fields and rivuleta, but the saiJora and sappeiB nveicaniB all 
^difficulties. At length the leading tcoopa approached the park wall: 
*^and were met by a tong line of mnsketry fire. The advaaoe guard was 
'quickly reinforced by Captain Beraingten’s troop and No, 17 batteiy 
'> and more infantry composed of companies of the 5 th Fuailtors, 64th Foot 
f and 78th Highlandera under Lieutenant-Colonel Hamilton, with the 8th 
1 Foot in support. The cavalry andartiltoiy pushing through an opening 
1 in the piirk wail and the infentry ndvanelng, the enemy were quickly 
I driven out of the Dilktniahu and ovisr the crest of the plateau down to the 
I Martinis re below. On the cavalry and artillery reaching the brow 
I of the slopa, they wore saluted with a heavy fire of artillery and 
I inTiflketry. Hardy of the Ihijal Artilleiy having quickly brought 
I up a heavy howitzer, Beraington'e Horse Artillery and Bourefator's 
I battery vigorously replied. Under cover of their fire the infantry 
I advaaced and boundidg over the wall drove the lehck from the 
I Martiniere at the point of the bayonet. The cavalry went into them 
JU! they fiew and chased them till they plunged into tha cutud. Watton * 
with the hot blood of youlh thundered entirely alone into thgir cavalry. 
A band to band contest ensued. Ho slew their leader, a fine native 
offieer of the 15th IrregulRrs. Dreadfully beset by sire troopers ho 
fonght, until Prohyaseeing his nomiiient danger galloped forward with 
the two squadrons and rescued him from his assailants. Fur this “ and 
gallantry on many other occaaiooa," Watson roceived the Victoria Cross, 

I By nooii the Dilkhushu and Mortkiierc wore both occupied. Bri' 
gudier Hope's brigade was then brought up and arrsjiged in positiou 
in the wood of the Martin tore at the cud opposite the canal, being 
I fiaiikcd to the left by Captain Bourchior's field battery aud two of 
I| Captain Peel's heavy gnus. Brigadier Little with the cavalry aud No.

undwIientenaat-Colonel Ewart of HeriLyeaty'a 03rd ffigblandera,being 
cut off. HusbcU with the conception of « dnring soldier pushed forward 
several companies of infantry and sobod two Tillages on the bant 
of tho canal of the utmost stragetio impurtanoo. They had not been 
long held when the enemy drew out and attacked enr position betwwn 
Banks’ House and the villages and from mma groves on the opposite 
bank opened a heavy fire on tbem. Brigadier Little ordered on 
immediate -advanee of the centra A few rounds from hia guns 
Bont the rebels laok into the city, 'The cavalry having cloarod 
the bed of tho canal aod the groves, the column returoed to 
tho Martbidre where they were ordered to bivouau danng tho night, 

No eooner however were the horses uatmeed than another and more 

vigorous attack was made on one position in front. " The force turned 
cut like magic. Remington vraa first upon the road and went well to 
the front, nearly up to the canal bridge, followed by tho remainder of 
the artillery and cavalry. The icJantiy as each succeasive column 
arrived on the plain deployed along the banka of the caual. while the 
sard, sard, and 4th Pnojah Infantry, attacked with vigour tho main 
body of the enemy and drove them back with slaughter, pursuing them 

beyond the canal.” ^ 

Two very promising young officers lost their lives. lactitcBant 
Mayac, Bengal Horae Artillery, who was shot through the breo«. and 
Capt^ Wheatcroft, Carabineers, doing duty with Her Majesty'a 0th 
Lancers t whose chest was tom open by the caraaflfl of a shell._

the barracks* Meanwhik Sir Colin satisfied himeelf that the ground 
on the right or near bank of the river was open and favourable for 
the advanee of the column. In the evening he signallod from the 
Mnrtiniere where be had cauacd_a semaphore to be crectedi to OuUmn 
and Havelock—Advance to-morrow.” When dai^kneas fell a huge 
bonfire was lighted on the top of tbs plateau, salvoe of balLc>on ehelk

The column moving from out Eitreme right crrased without delay 
the caiml. for it was almost diy, and the banks not being steep presented 
little difficulty tu the paBsnge even of heavy guns,* Then, cUnging to 
the river bank, the force marched through narrow torttioiia iatios, or low 
thick plantations enclosed by mud walls, till it struck a cart tnick. which 
bending sharply to the left led through soino gardens into a village. 
As the Advance guard made the sharp turn, it wag received by a heavy 
fire of musketry. Through an upeniDg in the etraet could be seen oa 
the right, within musketry range, the Secnnderbagh or Alexandet'e 
Garden — a high walled endosure about one hundred yards square, with 
bastions t at the angles, and carefully iMpholcd. Froui tho front, from 
BOtno enclosures on tho right, from botub houses on tho left, the enemy 
plied the advanced guard with musketry. The cavalry could not advvinoo 
ou account of abaltis and barricades. They could not retire, for the 
narrow tano with high banks was blocked with infantry and artillery. 
Groat was tho confusion. Sir Colin rode forward into the thick of the - 
tumult, gtomied, animated, and ordered. A gun from the advanced 
guard was run on a bapk and opened on the Secunderbagh, the 
cam]jany of the 53rd, also an odvanoo guard, was sent to line tho enclo¬ 
sures on the right, and the cavahy by a clever move were got into some

The Sikhs, shooting uud laj ouet- 
ing, mouuted the narraw Btairciue step by step—a final stfuggla and tlio 
bodies wiiTO burled into the flower beds below. In the courtyard waxed 
the mighty fray, A dark mass of sepoys fiercely wrestling wtiro alowly 
and with horrid caninge pushed buek by tho bayonet into a pavilion 
in the wnlre of the garden. Here they rotlenly and obstinately niam- 
taineil tlie struggle, but gradually they were driven to tbe northern 
wall The earth was wet with dark blood; dead and woimdod. 
some Of them with their clothes m a blase, lay in » horrid pile, 
a yard or more in height. Above the muss stood on a narrow 
Jetlge the stirvivura flloshiiig with sabres the British soldier us he 
charged hotne with the bayonet Every raao ptriahed fighting. But

Now the tumnlt gradually 
ceased nnd the night's dend eiloDce held the gardem Next morning 
two thousand eepojs dressed in their old nnifonns lay in heaps abaiit 
the garden. The icnall bayonet wound and the deep gash of the Sikh 
tulwar boro witness how fiercely fbaght nud how tembly won was the 
combat at the Secunderbagh. Sir Colin Campbell did not use the 
language of exaggeration when he wpoto — "There novcr was a bolder 
feat of arms.'^ 

Iti wfts long past noon when Adrian Hope drew off bLs brigade 
from the Sectmtlerbagb ami advanced towards the Residency ^ong 
the road W'hich after pacing between the Secundorbagb and the bonu 
inns ocitjss nn open plain for about twelvo hnudred yards. He had 
not gone throe hnndred yards when he came across on the loft of the 
road a snuitl viltage with garden enclosures ratind it, which was ekarad 
by him noilXeieulonarit-Cfolonel Gordon, Captain Peels Hoyal Na^al 
sicgo^bttiLii, ti^gothor with the battery and aoino m srtara, then went to 
the front and advanced towards the Shah NQjjeof^ a domed moaque 
with II garden, about two btmdred and fifty yartls fiirthar on and one 
hundred yards to the right of the read. The mosque had been con¬ 
verted into a siroiig poat by the enOTny: the high strong af|iifl4'e walls 
hail Ireen loophaled with great mrm: the eutnince had been covered by a 
regular work in p^asonry: and the top of the building had been crowned 
with n jiampet t Botweeti tho S^hmh Nujjeef and the plain lay u thick 
fringe of jungle, with mud cottages ucattored aboni and oastom garden 
ciiohisiircfi with Uill trees, which concealed the liuge low dome of the 
mosqiiG till you were on tt. To our right between tho mosque and the 
Secunderbagh waa a inosque called the Ejnium Rasul J This rebel

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position was veiy Btnoiigp but it Euust be attacked atraight^wa; and 
taken. It barred the road to the Residency. The mertara aad Peers 
gUM being placed in battery, with their left resting on the village, 
opeuad fim, Fram the Shah Naii^ 3 efaIld the garden enclGsiiree catne 
a deadly fire wasting the gunners. Martin Abbot Daniel, a midship 
nmn in command of an 8-moh howifczar, was killed by a round shot 
which taro away the right side of his bead. Peel had just asked him 
if his gim was readyj '*ho repliod 'All ready. Sir/ when I said 
* firo the howitzer,'' and he waa atiBwermg ^ Aye, Aye, * when a roaiid 
shot in less than a moment deprived him of his life.^' * Bamstan^s 
battalion was now oidered to drive the enemy tbo fringe of 

the jungle and the enclosures. They advanced in Bkirtniabing order 
under cover of our guns. But Barnatan fell wounded by the prema¬ 
ture burstiAg uf one uf our own aholISp The fall of their leader 
and the sharp musketry caused the men to waver and rctriro^ 
Norman put spEirs to his horse and galloping into their midst asked 
them if British Boldiom were going to retire bafora sepoys.f Straight¬ 
way they were back into the fringe of jungle. More infaotty were 
brought to support them. The enclosures were taken and the buihl- 
iugs in front burnt. Bub the battle made no way,. From the Shah 
Nnjjeef the rebels kept up aq miintormitting fire of grape aud mus* 
ketiy: from the guns in the (kuiaer Bsgh and !L1 ees-Honue they dealt 
their bbwB one after another^ At 4 o*cIock they o]>ened a converging 
fire from a heavy grin on tho opposite hank of the river whose first 
shot blew up one of Peel's tumbrils, Already owing to the deadly 
miLskctiy one of blB guns Qould nob be worked and the fire from the 
remainder had diminishedK Peels usually bright face beeamo grave 
and anxious. Sir Colin sat on his white horoe, exp need to the whole

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storm of shott loofeing ml>eatly on the Shah Najjeefp which was wtcathed 
in columnn of moke from hnrnirig bnUtiuigi to itg fronli bat sparkled 
all over with the bright flush of arnis,^^ For three hourn had thg 
honibardcuent letted and no impro^on been made on the Btnnfa wnJle- 
For thiEo hdtire had the Shah Nujjeef aent forth a perennial stream 
of fire not to be checked by our heai^y gum. To remain wiwi aheer 
death* To retreat by the nArrow defile falocked with troopa was out 
of the question. The tnotnent waa deciHive i Cblin Campbell collecting 
the 93M around him said un to thorn: '' £ had ao intention of employing 
you Dgnin to-day^ hot the Shah Sfujjeef must he taken. The ortiUeTy 
cannot drive iho enemy out, so yon must with tho bayonet/* Thna 
fpoko the old chief and he stirred the spirit and sobI of eveiy man by 
telling them that he wonld load them himself. 

Sir Colin Campbell forthwith gave orders that Middleton^a bat* 
tery of the BoyaJ Artillery should pass PeeFa guns on tho right and getting 
05 close as pcmible to the Shah Nnjjecf open lire. liiECantly and magni¬ 
ficently was the comniand obeyed* With load oheensj, the drivera 
waving their whips, the gunners their caps, they galloped forward 
through the deadly fire, unlimbered, and poured round alter round of 
grape upon the parapets of tho oocloflure. Peel nmaaing again all hia 
guns redoubled his fire. Under cover of this heavy cannauado the 93rd 
commanded by LieutHnant.Ooloiial Leith Hay advanced, supported 
by Barnaton^s battalion of detachmeuia^ ** The grey-baired veteran of 
many figUta rode with hiB sword drawn at their head ; keen was bis eye, 
as when, in the pride of youth, ho led the stomicra at St, SebaHtian. 
Hb Ptaff crowded round him. Hope, too, with his towering form, and 
gentle amlle, was there leadiDg, as evar waa his wont,, tho men by whom 
he was loved so wolL'^ ^ As they approached the angle of the enolDsnro 
the flhella and inuaketry thirmad tboir ranks. Two of Sir Colin^e 
personal aLafif were struck down, Ropo, his Aidonio-Camp, and hia 
Brigade-Major had their horses ehot under them.t The men went on

They worked bho gnnsp though every 
momeuL many were killed and more were wounded. But while their 
own losses were terrible they could inHicL but littlo in rGtum.* They 
werebfiiug deatroyedby buHota, and thnt was alL Day was fast tumnig 
into night when the strife must be obundonod.

Meanwhile the garriBon had not been idle. On Ihe evening of the

Ab^mt 11 J,M, the boom of heavy guns atmotiTicfed that the ChH.T 
nviis fudvaiicing^ and soon sifter the heavy rattle of munkotry procfaimeid 
lliat ho was approaching the Secunrlti bagb.

shnkeo.* No sooa^ had tfi« breaches nppeorsd than tho eaemf 
covered them with a heavy fira of maskctry aoil shot from the 
puacrbagh. Onr heavy guns replied. But die bag strip of wall 
in heot impeded their fire. *' The guns are‘turned upon itj and round 
shot after round shot posaea through it. as St would through n sheet of 
paper, leaving only a round hole behind/’ + At last, however, largo 
luassea crumbled and broke away, affording a clear space for the batteries 
of Earl and Olpherta to batter tho buildings, while Maude shclied them 
from Bii mortars in a quadrangle of the palace. In the palace squoio 
the troops were formed and brought up in successbn through the 
approaches. At a quarter-past three two of the mines at the Hiran Khana 
exploded with good effect. At a quarter-past three the advance sounded. 

It is inapossible, wrote Havelock, " to describe the enthusiasm with 
w hich this signal was received by the troopa. Pent up in inaction for 
upwards of six weeks, and subjected to constant attacks, they frit that 
the hour of retribution and glorious oxwtion bad retqmetL Their 
cheers echoed through the courts of the palace, responsive to the bngle 
sooud. and on they rushed to assured victory. The enemy could no¬ 
where withstand them, Jn a few mioutes the whole of the building^ 
were in our possession. They were held against all athmks, and during 
the night the artillfliy pushed forward their heavy gnus, and soma 
batteries were rapidly copstruohed from which to open oa tho Kaiaer- 
bagh now within easy breaching dialance. The Mess-HouBe and tho 
Moti Mahat alouD intervened between the two fcreea, but, after tho 
Mod Wahid was taken, communicdtion with tho RtjgiJericy would 
still be expose d to a dunking Hre from tho Kaiserbngh.

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While it wa$ siill rlarki Sir CDliix^a troops wore roiu^ed by the oinng 
of giiDS, LLlg blowing of btiglcSp and tho hejitiog uf dTiims. They promptly 
nod silently fell into tboir ranks prepnned to moot the foe. hut no attack 
was made. The eiieniy contented Lhemselvoa with 0 ]>eiiuig a firo of 
roond shDl on the Serai near the Secutidcrhagh^ where the wounded 
had been carried for gtieuter protection and safety^ At the first streak 
of day UeutenLiub mul Arjjnlani MoBean, assisted by Sergeant 
Hutchmsarij a^oendec] the n>ofof lim Shah Nujjeef and under a brisk fire 
hoisted the regimental eolonr of the 03ni on its highest pinimele, jda a 
flignul to the gfljTOon how fiir the Chief hud advanced. It waa answered 
by a colour on tho Chuttcr !iJuimL Then Sir Colin with charm:!t^ristie 
cniitiun odd delibcmtion arranged the pliuts of tho day. HLi first care 
wiia the protootion of his loft rear which, though partiftlly secured by the 
occiijiation of the biirTEicbSp was atill liable to be turned by tho enemy at 
ut MOOT the hofipiUil and tho four bungalows south of it situutod by tho 
side of [he rood which ran from the city to the Martinidre, juift beyond 
w'hcro it bilbrcQitcd to the Dll kh us ha. In order thereibre to neenro his 
rear in that direction Sir Coliq sect Brigadier Russell with detachments 
of Her Majesty H SScidp 23rd and 93nl Highkndera to cuptiire tho bungi'k* 
Iowa and Banks* Houi^c near the bridge over which tho road to tho 
Oilkhusha crosses tbe Canal. After eonsideruble difficulty tbe eoclosures 
of the buDgalowa were occupied, and a detachment of the 2ad Punjab 
Infontiy^ led by LTeiiteuaut Keen, piiabing forward, occupied Bonks^ 
tTouso-* 

^leanwhile the Xaval Brigade and Mortiir Batteri^ were bombarding 
tho Mess*House, a building of eousidorablo size^ dofondod by a ditch 
twvivo foot brood otid scarped with masonry, beyond that a loopnoled 
walLt Sir Colin in order k> save his infautry hod. determined to use his 
guns os much m possible, ami it wjia after the building hiKl been 
buttered for about three bourn and tho muskatry fire uf the enemy had 
begun ta dacken, that the Chief thinking it might be stormed without 
much risk " gave the order to advance. The storming party uousdsted 
ol a eoMpany uf the 90th Fuel under Captain Wolsoley and a picquot 
of Her Majesty's 53rd under Captain OopkiiLS, supported by Major 
Bamston'^ battalion of detachments under Captain Guise, Her Majoaty^a 
93fd Foot, and some of the Punjab lufantry under Lieutenant Powhil. 
The Mess-House was carried immediately wdth a rush and by order of

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the Chief. Lieu tenant Roberta, asaiftted by Sir David Baird and Captain 
Hcipkins, planted under a shower of bnlleta a regimental colour on one 
of its turrets to show Outram and Havelock how fin- they had advanced. 
Twice wan it shot down- *' Notwitbalajuling I managed,** wrote Lord 
Roberts, " to prop it up a third time on the turret, and it was not again 
hit, though the enemy coutiuued to fire at it for some time,* The troops 
then pressed forward with groat ^dgoiir and lined the wall aeporating the 
Mess-Hotise from the Moti Mahal. Here the enemy made their last 
stolid. Captain Woloeley aont for aome sappecaj who coming up made 
cipeniugs in the wall through which the troops poured imd attacked the 
network of buildings within The rubels fought stubbornly, but they 
were driven at the iK-int of tho bayonet from room to room, nud after 
the lapse of BOTne time throat forth from the vast OBclosure, 

The relieving force and the garrison were now aepiimted only by 
the open space between the engine-house and the Moti Mahal. It 
was'not more than four hundred and fifty yards across, but it woa ex¬ 
posed to a hot fire of musketry from the Kaiserbagh and a heavy eati- 
iDDode from thcBudshah Bagh across the river. Lieutenant Mooraeui, 
Her Majesty'i 52nd Foot, a soldier of great ability and uncommon 
bravery, was the first to attempt thedaugeroua ptwsaga oerofis, Creeping 
tmutioualy along the road he reached Sir Colin's post unhurt am) 
returned with two officers. Then Outram mid ilnvekck with their rea- 
pective sPiiS went forth to greet the Comniander-in-Cliief. The enemy's 
fire had slackened, and Havelock accompanied by Lieu tone nt falliser 
and hia bugler, Dick Pearson of the 78tL. reached the Moti Mahal in 
safety, Hope Grant, on old comiioniDii iu arnia, wm the first to con¬ 
gratulate him ott being relieved. ** He went up to the men, who iiumo* 
tliately flocked around him and gave him three cheers. This wm too 
much for the fine old Gfiicral: bis breast heaved with sniotion, and his 
eyes filled with tears. He turned to tho men and said: SotdiorB, I am 
happy to see you ; aoldiers, I am happy to think you have got into this 
place with a smaller loss than f had. '* Hope Grant asked him what he 
sapposed the loss amouutcd to. Ha answered that he had heard it 
estimated at eighty, old was much surprised and grieved when 1 told 
hitD we had lost about forty •three efficera and four hundred aid fifty 
men killed and wounded.j* The party then proceeded to meet Sir 
Colin at the Mess-fiouae, Whilst threading the paaaagea and courta of

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the Muti Mflbal, they Dc^rlj' Iosl their lives, A shall fell near HaveIcKsk 
and boundjQg againsL a wall burnt at his ftfcL He prostratefl by 
the eoneiission but nastained ua other injury. The distance fratu the 
Moti Jfahal to the iiess-Hounc waa only twenty*five yards, but an iron 
tempest swept across the open road. Colonel papier and l^ieut-enant 
Sitwell well? wounded in running the gauntlet of firej but Outram and 
Havelock crossed over unhurt to the outside wall of the Jfess-Houso 
enclosure, Au openiog was quickly made by the Sappers thro-i^gh 
which they entered. On the sward sloping down from the Mcs^Eouei 
stood Colin Campbell ami a blaze of thofc and mnFketiy from the Kaiser- 
bagh rose upon them as the three veterans mel " This was a very 
happy toe ebingr'' wrote Hope Grant, "ami a cordial shaking of hands 
took place,"'* On Outnuu privatiou had not told so heavily* but the 
hand of death waa on Havelock, though he lighted up a little on being 
told for the first time that ho was Sir Henry," t Lond rang the checra 
as tho uewa sped along Irom p^^at to post that the three Generals 
had tnet, ** The relief of tho bcsicgLHl garrison had been aecompliahed/* 
In these few terse words the Comuiatider-in-Chkd announced tho 
accomplishment of a briliiiint achioveiueat* guideil by a luasLer hand, 
and brought to a snoeesafid close by the pluck of the EritL^h soldier. 

“ Every mau m the force/' wrote Sir Colin, had esterted iiimaelf to 
the utmost and uow met with his reward/' 

A few of the officej:sof the Relieving Force ran the gauntlet of fire 
and entered the Residency. Not only tho old gamsou but the men 
belougiug to the First Relieving Force bore manifest tokops of wbat 
tbey had gone through,—bad food, foul air, and noiaoiiie nxhalatious 
had left their mark. ''In the ragged aummer clothing in which they 
had entered^ ihese men looked worn and hungiy^ and in one comer was 
seen the curious ripecLade—1 suppose eommon enough in the garris^au^ —* 
of a British soldier making clmppaties (unleavened cakes) for himself 
out of hi=s scanty allowance of iluiir. Entering a battery which was 
trying to silouce some of the eaemy'a guns across tho rivcFi those 
offieera saw a few men grimed wUh smoke aud without coat or 
waistcoat, all so alike in costume and appoarancCi that it was oulj 
by ankiog which wns the officer, that thej aacerLtiiDorl thej were 
standing close to one they well knew,—one of the bmrest ofiicera

nearly five months^. There were plenty of evidences on all the 
sorronndiijg huildinga of the dangemufl nature nf the Eenice 
whieh they md theii gallant Native eomnidcs had so admirahly per- 
fanoed. Although wo were prestMjd for liifiu, wc eoidd miL resist stop 
ping to speak to some of tho Native officers and whose luagnl- 

hceut loyalty thronghouL the siege was one of the nio&t gratilying 
reulures of the nin tiny .^'f 

That night Sir Colin and his men again lay by their arms. They 
hml joined h^D^ls with the Roi^iduncy but a nio^t difficult and dangor- 
nUB taak remained to be done. They had to cover nnd protect the 
witbdmwal of all the woineUp ohUdren, sick, wonnded, animiinitifint 
t-reasnre^p and atoreSp and they had tc effect this in the face of a vagt 
force fd the enemy* Whr-ii Sir Colin met Outram and Havelock he 
promptly informed ihem of his intention to coiriy out his original plan 
fur which he JiaJ prepared thein {—Lho withdrawal of the gmimtij and 
he made his arrangemeute with them for the proseeiition of bis design. 
The neKt day Outram waited on the Commander-in-Ohief iind 
pressed hia opinion that the Kaiserbagh should bo taken and that 
wfi should then continue to hold the tow^Op for which ho considered 
that “ two JTtrong hrigados of 000 men w onld Hiiffico after the 
Kaiscrhflgh had been takeu. Sir Coiin waa '* of npipion LhiLtat] lca$t the 
same force would be neceEsary to pregorve the oommuiiicatiQD now

to the Oovernor-Ceueral, *' that to comuiit another gnnieou in this 
itnmensc Ls to repeat a miiiLihry errorj and 1 monot CDnscnt 

to it/' He coDsidered that a alroug raovefiblo divieiou outside the 
town with field and heavy artillery in a gmjd military' position is the 
real manner of huldiug the city of Liirkiiow in cheek, aceording to the 
practice with the other great cities of LniHa. Such a division w-ou]il 
aid in ^subduing the country' hereafter, and its posiLioii w^onld be qnite 
Aiiflieiojit eviilence of our iotetitioii not to [ibiindon the proviriGe of 
CUidh/' These were the general gronndH for his opinion.

Though the left rear of Sir Golin*g position bad been.secured on 
the nigbti of the ITth iostanL by the occupatiou of Bankf^' Houfie and 
the faiir bungalowa^ uur hold on them was most preeJu’iousL The enemy 
appreciating the value of the position kept up an unceasing di e on all 
the buildiDgs occupied by Brigadier KiiE;seUand on the bornickg oceupiKl 
by Lhc Highbnderw. To silence that fire was of Ihe ntmost iinportance. 
For not only did the buildings protect our left miiv hut Sir Colin, nuL 
wifibing to bo dependent on the narrow tortuous sandy lano by which 
he had advanced waa iJesiroiis of withdrawing the gani^^on by the 
metalled wide road which ran from the SecEmderbagh between tbe 
bungalowrs and iho han'noks to t-ho Dilkhusha Bridge over the cauat 
guarded by Biuiks' House. On tbo evening of the ITlh Erig^adier 
Knssell sent word he could nut silence the hre of the enemy wilbout 
heavy guns. On the moming of the ISth Sir Colin ordered Colonel 
Eiddul(rh| tho Deputy Quartcrmafitct-GcneraL to proceed to the 
barracks to discover whether giios could be laketi down in safety Lo 
RuascU's iLsaistance and report to the Commander-in-Chief on the whole 
si tuaiiom Ideutenaat Koberte wna sent with him to bring back the 
required information.* On arriving at the barracks Colonel Biddutph 
in company with Colonel Boni^hinr proceeded to rcecuooitre the whulo 
of the roads which formed a network among the \iMages lying between 
the bftiTE^cks and ihc canal. A bui table one having been found, a 
9~pounder and a 24-pounder huW'iL^er, with four 5j-inch morlarii w^tq 
at once got into posiLion in the encloauru of the second haDgnloWp the 
□lortora being placed liKrhiiid the house iEself to shell the neighbourhood-

Ad iroD IS-poiinder of tho onemy^s not above 120 yttrcb dbtanti 
"and to avoid giving notice to the enemy of our mtentioDS by 
opening an embnieiire> the niuzs^Ie of the y-puiinder wad emmined 
ihmugb a bole tliaL a uhol had just made. As ive dred so did 
they. A cloud of dust ia all I remembor: Brigadier Riiaeolb Cajftain 
Ogilvici and 1 were on qut backs. Poor Rus^ll bad just been groKod 
on tho baii;k of the neck * the clods bnjketi from the wall had knocked 
iis oven Again and again we plied oiir gun with ronnd shot, behind 
a charge of grape; they nevor again iired and withdrew their gun/" 

On Brigadier Russell being disabled Colonel Biddulph "whu 
hitherto had wsmilcted abouti In a shower of hnUets as tf they had no 
power over hiin'^ aesumed comcoandi He organised a column to storm 
the hospital, and aa ho was e^piaiiiiag his plans to Colonel Hnk at the 
gate of the enclosure of’ the thinJ bungalow a bnlleti gtruck him dead; 
passing through hia brain, but previously going through Hale's hat" f 
CuEoncl Hale then a^umed eommnud. ** At 4 o^cleck p.M. covered by 
a (^uick fire from the 24-pounder howitj^er at the gate, and a fiight oi 
sbellfi from the mortars, ho led his column from tlio euolosuxe of the 
third bungalow into the gardens oppasite, cind so into the hcopital; 
which was atormc^i and carried after n stubborn i'esistanofip"' It 
was unfortunately thatched and was ooon act on dro by the mbales 
poured uii it by the enemy. “ From the beat ubnc it was impos¬ 
sible to remain there; Colonel Hale therefore foTmed up hia men 
and withdrew thepi in perfect onler, to his origLnat pOiriLion.'' Then 
was done a brave act. A man of tho sconning column bad been womidcd 
and left hi a garden for au hour-and-a-half. A drummer atnek by him. 
When the coluiun retimicd hedashod into thui picejiict and reportoil the 
fact. Lientcnant ETaTringtoiip Bengal ArtillcTy^, an officer of Her 
Afajesty^s service whose name has not been recorded^ a gunner and the 
drummer pushed out under a very hot tire and brought in the wounded 
man. As they left the pierjuet a round shot struck the ground nudet 
their feet/’ Lieutenant Harrington was awarded the Victor La Croaa.

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TJia cncinj^ ODCoumgocj bu doubt by the rotirom^ut fit tho 6:KLruixi^ 
leffc^ made a smart attack od the picqueta coveriiig the centre of the 
UnOr Sir Colin supported them mlh a company of Her Majesty's 23riJ 
and another of Hor Blaje&Ly^a 53['dr Xofc having any tunre iniantry 
at my dUpostiJ, Captain EamiDgton'a troop of Hosnse Artillery 
was brought npp and dtuiliLHl right into the Jungle wUh the leading

^'The enemy were boaton oft^ the tire was heavy, and the sight of the

The operations on tho ISbh dkclod^ed to Sir Colin that hia 
force could do uo luoro than hold thek BcaLLered postTi and that 
proposed line of cetirement by tho road which ran from the Seewnder* 
bagh to tha Dilkhnsha was imptaeticrable. It entailed not only the 
re^taking of the hoApitals but abu the capture of the Emambarn and a 
moaquo whkh were eomnijinded by the gum o( tho Kakert^gh, Ha 
therefore ordered on the morning of the 10th a fresh rocounalasiLnco to 
bo made of the villages from the hack of the biingudowa down to the 
bauk of the canals It was found that they contained a nornber of 
country rough it is true but suEBciently good for the transit 

even of heavy artillery- Be determined to remove hia g^ins along them 
and to withdraw the gnirboa by the route olong which he had advanced. 
Ho therefore eniumanded Colonel Ewart merely to hold the barracks 
and Colonels Hale and WelEa the bungalows—positions which covered 
his left rear. He had constirucred a fiying sap between the Engine

on it. Then Sir Colin seut a note to Outrain informing him that his 
arrangementfl for the withdrawal of the women and children, eiek and 
wounded, bad been completed and convoyanaes would be sent for them.

It seoinecJ in tbem who had so Long defended 
Its crumbimg woll^ au mtolerablo shnnie, Th^j had done all men 
coutd do- They had kept at hay a vmt boat | they bad gufFerod pitifiillj; 
they had boou their wives and childnsa perish around them ; and to 
leave the spot where they had died was a eore dbtr^sg. ■* And now we 
mufit leave our little room the scene of so mnch sorrow and suffering," 
wrabe a widoWp ""and before night I shall pass the spot where iny hiia- 
band was killed and where perhaps he found bis grave/" The men of 
tho garrison wore a ragged roDonautt shadows of themselves siaking 
under bad food^ fever^ and cholera^ but they wore willing to fight snd to 
endure till they brought the defence to a tun re triumphant issue. 
Thoir gallant commander went to Outraui oud boggod that tbe Banner 
of Elnglaud whioh ** shot through the staff and halyard they had ever 
raised anew'' should not now be furled, ^move tha women and 
children, the aiek and wounded, but leave him one regimont and he 
would hold tho old Bcaidoney and from its tnpuioat roof the Banner of 
England ehonld Ay. Outram tnentioned the offer to the Chief who 
sternly refused it, and it required a bolder heart to refoae it than to 
atorm the broach at San Sebastian. The oommand hod gone forth and 
it must be obeyed. 

On the 18 th of November tho women were huay packings but ifc 
wao not an arduous task. My worldly effect/'wrote one of thern^ 
can be put into a very small compass, since they i:^onslst moreiy of a 
few old niothee/’ The next day at noon the women and children left 
the entrenchiiieat where for five months they had endured the most 
poignant sufferings. Some of them were conveyed Ln carriages, closely 
packed, many wore seated on native cartsj not a few walked. Passing 
through the Bailey Onard Gate, the Furhut Baksh, and Chutar M unsiJ 
palocca they came to the advanced battery The line of fire from the 
Kaiserbagh to .VEartiu'a Houae had to be crossed. The horses had 
been bo long on siege fare *- that they had forgotten the use of their 
legs and had no strength Jind so came to a standstill every five mmutes, 
invariably choosing the most dangerous parts of the road for their halt. 
At one place we were under so hot a fire that we got out and ren for 
our lives, leaving the vehicles to fate ; and two natives who were 
helping to push behind were shot.'* From ^lIa^tin"a House they passed 
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through Court 4jf the Moti Maadl op the ede of which they 

gnined the high road leading to the Secppdstbagh. Here they 
wore exposed to the euemy^g gun* pe the other side of the river i 
and leAViPg the oarriagea they crept olotig bhe scarp past the expo&ed 
placGR. ** In one spot we wore passing a S4^potiQdeT taanned by some 
aaHurs of the na^al brigade; they all caUed out to us to bend low and 
niu as fbsL oa we could; wb had hardily done so when a volley of grape 
whizzed over our heads and afcruok a wall beyond/' Alter np hour's 
tmnip they reached the Senupderhagh unhurt where they were wel¬ 
comed by the old Chiet He detutmined to keep them there till night 
fell and then send them on in doolies for the homes could not drag the 
Tohiclos bbroiigh the aaudy lanes- At 11 a long prooession of 

litters started loj the BUkhushaT the women and children were home 
along ''in tho mQ«t solemn siknco£ the only souuds were the tramps 
txamp of the dooUc bearera and the screamiog of the jackals. It W4a 
an awful time, one felt as if one'a life hung in a balance, with the 
fate we had so lopg dreaded; but onr merciful Fathorj who had 
projected US through so many aod great dangers, brought us iu 
safety to Bilkhusha, where we arrived about two iu the morning." 
They found o shelter iu a large tenc^and boing thoroughly worn out they 
auon foil asleep on the ground. They were coma out of captirity and 
tho wefljy months of imprisemment were past, but many of them would 
awake to have Eo bear up alone without a husband, without a child^ In 
their toiled and tattered garments Peers coxswain said he thought they 
'Mocked a rough lot." The yeore roU away, but the golden tints of 
their coprage and heroic devotion remain on the pages of hiatoryv 

On the morning of the 20th FeePs heavy guns which were 
established in batteiy near Martin’s houBe uponed on the Kaiserbagh- 
Undef cover of their fire which gmilpallj assumed- the character 
of a regular breaching and bombardment^ the treasure, the food, and 
all the gims that were not destroyed were removed out of the 
Residency without the enemy*a kuowkdge, hia whole attention being 
cqncentmted on the defence of the Kaiserbagh* On the 22nd three 
wide breaches yawned in its walla, snd Sir Colin having thm led 
the eneipy to believe that immediate assault was contemplated aent to 
On tram filial directions ailentiy to evacuate the Heaidoncy at midnight.

A little after eleven the fourtecD garriaoriB were silently Trithdrawti 
from the outpostfl. The name of each man was called ouf*^ toBCe if all 
were present. Throagh the d&rkneas came a low answer- Theti a 
bright llame BhoDting upwards displayed the shattered Resideaoy and 
the men leaning on their innskets The hot metals from smna of the 
gnus which bad been bum had set fire te the heap of wood used aa a 
rampart. A critical moment, the enemy only continued their 

desultory musketry &re. Ths clock stmek twelve. The order waa 
given. And the illustrians garrison mwahed past Ontrmm hod loglis 
who stood at the Bailoj Guard Gate, All hare jHieaed, Sir/' reported 
the Aide-de-Camp. On tram waved his hand to luglia to precede hiEL 
But Inglis at once saidi You will allow mOj Sir Jnniea, to be the 
last, and to shut the gates of my old garrison." Outram at once 
yielded p and Inglia cloeod the gatesK So ended the defence of the 
Seridency at Lucknow, 

The gairifton after passing the Clock Tower turned sharp to tho 
left and entered the Tehri Kote enclosure and passed in succesBion 
the palaces held by us. '* All along we see files of ranks ready to join 
ufl, and here the Artillery Staff, there the Engineers fall in. We have 
left OQT defences and glonne up to the right towards the Raiderbagh 
bo see if the enemy is visible. No, ’all is atill, not a shot is fireci" f 
The high road bi reached and amidst the deepest silence On tramps 
column passed through Sir Colin's advanced posts to the Scoander- 
bagh and down the sandy tartuoua lane through which the Chief had 
advanced. Then each exterior line gradually retired through its 
supports till all the ground as far as the Seoimderbagh was abandoned. 
There Hope's brigade with fifteen gnus were drawn up and Sir Colin was 
with them ready ** to crush the enemy if he had dared to follow up the 
picqueta/' When Outram bad reported that his force had withdrawn 
and a faw minutes had been given for the narrow lanes to be clear,

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Hope's brigade fell b?y?k passed through the line. At that moiaent 
the enemy opeDed an artillery and maaketry fire All thought the 
retiremeDt wac discovered; and the enemy would come forth from the 
KiifiBfhftgh and attack the retiring force. But Peel promptly sent a 
fire of rcFokete Lcito the KLaiBerbagh and their fire ceased. Then the 
fifteen guns filed off and Sir CoUu sent erdefo hy staff cfficoTB tliat the 
extreme posts on thB loft ehould make their way hy a road which had 
been explored for them. He alone remained with a handful of infan tiy. 
Then when Bufficient time had been given for the gnus to get elear of 
the lanes and village the Infantry who had been lying downi aod 
gating wilh anxiouB ojeS;, and oars on the atretoh, in the direction of 
the enemy, quietly arose and filed off throngh the vilbgu with the 
Command er-in-GlaiefJ* ^ 

" Shortly heforE dawn every soldier was in the paskion allotted 
to him, either at the Dilkhnsha, in front of it facing the canals or at 
the ilartiniire, at which latter pla(je Sir CoHn and the 93 rd were 
eetabilshedj and wnrming themselves round fires eoou lighted, in rear 

of that building" t 

Thns was aocompUshed the removal of the ganiaon frcin the Beai- 
dency. a skilful movEniEnt which merits eyeiy pmise. The sound judg¬ 
ment of Sir Gulin Campbell wee manifested in the fareEighb with w^hich 
be examined and provided for every contingency. But not unto himself 
btit his trcopci he gave the praise. He isaued a General Older on the 
£ 3 rd of November thaakLng them for what they had dona. He com* 
mended their patience and endnmnce. "" Hastily asacmbledi fatigued 
by foKted marches but anunaled by a comman fcciing of detetmiiin- 
tioD U> occouiplfah the doty before them, all ranks of the force 
have compeusated for their email number by increasing exertion/^ 
Bcminding them how for six days the whole loroe had beeu 
** one outlying picquet never out of fire and covering au immense 
extent of ground " he praised their valour* That ground was won 
by fighting a 3 it ever fell to the lot of tbs Commander to witnesst it 
being necessary to bring up the same men over aud over again to 
fh'fih attacks, and it la with the greatest gratificatioo that His Excel¬ 
lency declares he never eaw men behave better,^' And Sir Colin had

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seen the Britigli soldier fight at San Seboatjian and Vittoria. AlJuding 
to the moTemEnfe by fvhioh finat rescue of the garriaoD wag ejected, 
he declared it to ha¥e beeD a mndel of diacipline and exactness, the 
conaeqneooe of which waa, that the enemy wag completely deoeived, 
and the force retired by a narrow tortaoiiB lane, the only Ime of 
retreat open, and in the face of 50,000 etiemiea withont molestation.^^ * 
In the hour of their guocead there fell on the aoLdiem a deep Borrow, 
On the lOth of NoTember Havelock wrote to hia wife:—''Sir Colin haa 
coma np with some &,000 men and much altered the state of affairs^ 
The papers of the £i6th September came np with him anuDimcing nay 
elevatioD to the Coroinanderflhip of the Bath for my tirat three battleg. 
1 have fought nine ainca/* It was hia last letter. Fatigue, exposure, 
cruel anxiety, and hard fare had impaired hia etrongth, and the next 
day illnesB overtook him. As it rapidly iucreased they carried him on 
the night of the 20tib to the Dilkhusha where a aoldier‘a tent waa pitched 
for him. The next day the enemy made a vigorous attack on the posi¬ 
tion ; the bulletH feU around his tent and he wag removed to a more 
sheltered fiositiom He was greatly cheered by reoaiviug the letbera 
froTu Elngland which had been aecumu ladng at Cawnpore during the 
blockade at Lucknow, and he spake of the loved oueg at homo. He 
knew that he would never see them again, and with the true calmnesa 
born of courage and strength he told thir»3o around him that his life 
wag over. Friends came about him* On, the morning of the 23rd 
Mr* Gubhins went to enquire about him, “ I was directed / he gays, 
to a common soldier s tenL which was pitched near the one in which 
wo hud found ehaltor. Enteritig it, I found the Qeneral'a Aide de- 
Camp, Lion tenant Hargood, and hia medical attendant* Dr, Qolliugan, 
lying down. They whispered to me in monmful acceuta the gnevouB 
news that Sir Henry^e case waa worse, and pointed to wkere ho lej" 
It was in a dooliOp whidi had been brought inside the teot, and served 
as a bed^ The cunaiu on mj aide was dowtL I approached and 
found young Havelock seated ou the further ride, upon the ground

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by bia dying faljber. Hip ■wounded arm still buag m a stingy but with 
hifl other be ^applied all bis futber^a wants. Thoj^ told me that tbe 
Oeneral would allow no one to render bim any ntteudauee but liia aou. 
T aaw that to speak was impossible^ and sorrowfully withdrew.” 

In the evening Outrain went to see biiUp " ^ His tendemesa wna 
that of a brother'‘—and be said * I have for forty ye-trs go mled my life, 
that when death came I might face it without fear/ On the maming 
of the 24rh of November death came and nobler life biwi never 
happier close. Never was a mao more widely mourDed over or more 
honoured io his deaths On ChristmaiBay 1857, news reached England 
of the Relief of LucknoWinnd on January the Tth the joy of a natioti 
was turned into mooming by the tidings of Havelock's death, 

** Bold Havelock diedp 
Tender and great and good, 

And every man in Britain 

Says ' I am of Havalock*B blood/ *'* 

But Barelock belonged to a race that is not nonfined to a small island, 
and wbftiever our English is spoken the nows of his death brought 
Borrow, and men said " I am of Havelock's blood” Let us never forget 
that the dags iu New York were hung at half mast high when 
Havelock died. Such men as he are the true buildeins of our nation's 
greatness. 

Soon after the death of their great Captain the march Imck to 
Cawnpore began and the soldiem be hod so eften led to victory bore 
hia body to the Alumbagh. Neat mommg they interred him in the 
enclosure under the mango tree which still apreods its branches over 
his tomb, and the cross carve^i oa it by the hand of Outram wai* a fow 
years ago still disn^emiblfcf "" As long as the memoiy of great deeds, 
and high courage and spotless devotion is cheriahed amongst hia country* 
men, so long will Havelock^s lonely tomb in the grave beneath the 
Bcorchlng eastern sky, bard by the vast cityp thn scene alike of hia toilp 
his triumph and his Heath, be regarded as one of the moat holy of the 
many spota where the patriot soldicia lie/*

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When Sir Colin Camptwll on with Generftl Qmtit's division 

ti} Alumbagh on ih^ fiflrornrioQ of Lbe ^4t;h he left Sir Jumea OuirEiin'^a 
division in poaitinn rd Dilkhnsha to prevt^iit molestation of the imti:ien9>& 
convoy of tho wniTien nad wounded which he hnd to tnuiEport. Sir 
JiiEoos Ontnim closed up tho next day withouti annoyance from tho 
one my. On the 20th the force halted in order that tho n&o^wy 
armdgements might be made for tho equipruent of a strong column 
which was to remuin under his command. His instructions wore to 
remain at the Alutnbagh imtil oiiciimstances shoqlci admit of the 
recapture of Lnoknow and to *' bold the city" in cheek in accordonec 
with the desire of the OoTomor-OenemS.* 

On tho morning of the 27tb of November Sir Coliu Campbell with 
the women and children rescued frocn Lucknow^ the wounded of hie own 
and OiilniTn'a farce^ together with the treasure and artillerv and engineer 
parks started! Irom. the Alumbagh. Tho convoy extended along at least 
ten miles of road. To guard it Sir Colin had only three thousand ineo, 
amongst whom were the remnant of the gallant 32nd who had so 
stoutly defended the Residency, the sepoys whose fidelity and courage 
can never too highly appraii^ed, and the few Native penaioners who 
had loyally recjwndcd to the call of Sir Henry Lawrence to come to our 
aid in the darkest hour. Slowly did the long tmin wend ita way and 
it was Bunset before Sir Colin passed Huunoe bridge and eucnuiped two 
miles beyond* During the day hud been heard the hw tremulous 
sound which denotes heavy firing at a distance^ and on reaching Bunnoo 
the olficer commanding that outpost reported that he had not only heard 
a cannonade during the day^biit it bad bean audible during the greater 
piirt of the previoiia day. No na^vs had reached Sir CdHti from Cawn- 
pore for soma timo and now the cau.^e of the silence became eridaut: 
the Gwalior Contingent were attacking Wind ham. The contingency of 
which he had uevor lost sight and which had inHueneed him in limiLing

Sir Colin also knew how slender was the farcsa at ’VVindhatQ^a liUpoeali 
lipw atrong tlie enomj wore, and the grave conaequeticea of Wiuilbani^fl 
not being able to hold hie own. Gawnpore and the bridgOHif-boats in 
the handaof the enemy^ tha Bitaation of hia force in Oudh would indeed 
be guiTO, To abandon the oharge of the convoy woa impoaaibJe. All 
mmt be preaseci forward without do lay ^ Orders were ksiied for a 
ujarah on Cawnpore the following momiiig, and Cawnpor^ was thirty 
tuilea away. 

Ab 9 A-U. oa ibe fiSth of Ngrembertha column preceded by the 
cavalry and artillery resumed ice march At every step the sound of a 
heavy but distant cmmonade becomo more diatinct, but mile after milfi was 
passed over aud uo news oauld be obboined. The anxiety and impatience 
of all became evident, " Louder and loader grew the roar; fimtof and 
faster became the march ; lung and weary was the way ; tired and footsore 
grew the infantry; death fell on the exhausted wounded nith a terrible 
rapidity; the tmvcl-worn bearers could hardly stagger along under iheir 
loads; the aiek men groaned and died—^bnt still on, on, on was the cry ” 
They had tramped on till noon without uaws. when a Natfre Buddouly 
jumped out of cover in a field and handed a letter in Qreekeharaober to 
the staff at the head of the advance guard. It was addressed—Most 
urgent, to General Sir Colin Campboll or any officer commanding troops 
on the Lucknow Sood. ** 1 he letter was dated two days previously, 
and said that, uidess affaini ahortly took a favaurable bum the troopo 
would have to retire into the entreacbment ; that the Sghting had been 
hard and moat severe; and that the enemy was very powerful, especially 
in artiilary. It concluded by oipretuaing a hope that the Gommauder- 
iO'Chief would therefore Hce tha necessity of pushing to their assistanco 
with the utmost speed.'** Soon ho received two other notes in s\iccea-> 
aiun, aimouacing that “ Windham was hard pressed/’ “ That he had 
bwm obliged to fall back from outside the city to his entrenchment." t 
Three salvos were fired from the battery of the advanced guard to in¬ 
timate the approach of coming aid, but it is duubtful whether they were 
ever heard, or, if heard, underabood. Sir Colin leaving the infantry and 
convoy to follow pushed forward with the cavalry and hoTse artillery. 

• ** 4 Wiun M thv lipjlrf id bj Cokipel U. W, Ni>niiiH, 
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Ou reaching Mangalwar he left there behiod with orders to Sir Hope 
Grant to pitch hia camp thercj and galloped on escorted only by aome of pmjj 
his staff Tour milts Jay between him and tbo river bank. On they sped 
tiU they eaw lieing above the flat plain the City of CawnpOF8| and the 
forks of flames wbioh flashed across tho sky told it was in the hauda of 
the enemy : the roar of guns proclaimed that a battle was r^ing. Tho 
Ganges gilded with the rays of the setting sun lay before them anda 
Bcrosa its wide oipnimo they could trace a dark thread. The hridge- 
of-boata was safe, Haider they went till they reached the bank of 
tho river where they found a gniird of British aoldiem nndcr aaubalteru. 

He expressed his joy at seeing them and stammered out *' wo ore at 
our lost gasp.” Uafortunato man! Sir Ck)lwi flow at him as only Colin 
Campbell could when roused, and asked him how ho dared to say of 
Her Majesty s troops that they were *'at their last gasp.'* Then 
spurring bis horecSir Colin Ibllowod by his staff galloped over the bridge 
and down the road till they rode into some infantry defending the 
ontworks of the entrench ment. As Sir Colin entered th* gate of the sir c<illii 
fort the men of the Biflo Brigade recogoiacd tho well-known bee and 
wiry figure they had so often seen in tho Crimea, and sent forth choer iriiui* 
after cheer. They know that Cownpora was saved. Sir Colin now 
learnt the tree state of affiiiiSi and shortly aaer bus arrival it was 
reported to him that Brigadier Carthow hod rotreated from a very 
important outpoat. The fighting for the night reaijed, and Sir Colin 
having remained with Windham for some time settling the operations 
for the morrow, rode serosa the river to his camp " into which aU 
night the guns, stores, women and eink continued to strsam.'^ * Peel 
and his sailors, with the alow-paced bullocks required to drag the heavy 
24-poonder, arrived only an hour before sumisa. 

Wbeu Six Colin was about to leave Cawnpore to rdieve the Eeai- 
dency at Lucknow he sent General Windham three memoranda con- pir Cnira'i 
toiamg minute end predse instructioDS for his guidance. In the 
memorandum dated the flth November 1857, Windham was told that Wiadtua 
“ lua atteutiou was to be immediately directed towonis tho impiroYe- 
ment of the dofcnces and of tho entrenchment. ” He was directed to 
maintain a careful watch over tho movementa of the Gwalior Ibrco, 

“ which, it ia snppcfiad, will arrive at Colpee on Monday, the flth instant." 

If this foTue should “ show a real disposition to cross the Juaiua, the 

A Lactm on the EiiUerol Lndilluw,'' b; Colond H. W. Nutwu, r.e., 
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garrison at Fattebpore should be withdrawn to Caw npore," In aaeli 
case a post was to be formed at Lohnnds, the tarminas of the railway 
from Allahabad, to consist of not less than five companies of infaatrj 
and four guns furnished fi-oni Allfthabad, Parties proceeding from 
Lohneda to Cawnpore wore to be of the strength of a battalion. But 
the buUoek train post was not to be discontinued, ■' till positive infor- 
•ination respecting the movement of the Gwalior Cootiogent rendered 
such precaution absolutely necessary/’ Then General Windham was 
to make as great show os ho could of the troops he might have at 
Cawnpore, " lenring o sufficient ground in the entrenchmcnt, by 
encamping them conspieuonsly and in somewhat extended order, looking, 
however, well to bis line of retreat.Oeneral Wiudbam was specially 
directed ** not tu movo out to attack unless compelled to do so by the 
force of ciremnstan cea, to save the bombardment of the ontreDchment,*^ 
For the pregent the garrison at Cawnpore was to consist of about SOD 
men. The detachments of British iofontiy as they arrived were to 
be sent into Oudh by wings of detachment unless the General should 
be eenonsty threateued. " But of course in auch case ho will have 
been able to take the orders of the Comniander.ia-Cbief.^' Windham 
was to be allowed to retain the MEujras Brigade on its arrival on the IGth 
of Noveniber, for a fow days until the inteub'ons of the Gwalior Con* 
tjpgc^nt becani43 deTeioped,* 

W indham at once proceeded to carry out the intentions of ttie 
Commander*in.Chief with regard to placing the entrenchraent in as 
complete a stoto of defence as possible. But it was imposaiblo lo 
remedy its cbief defects. It never could in a militafj sense bo mode 
defensible. It wns Burronndfld with numerous houses,gardens,and walla. 
Moreover, the old native city of Cawnpore with its narrow streets waa 
only n few imndred yards distant; " ooiiBequeatty an enemy might 
(if the city waa not defended) approach even with arbillery, under 
cover, to within easy musket range of the works.” Windham alao with 
commendable promptitude sent forward according to his instructions 
the several detachmenta as they reached Cawnpore. On the 13th of 
Kovember the Chief of the Staff wrote to him: *' He (the Chief) dealrea 
me to thank you warmly for all you are doing to support him, The 
impulse you have given to ovciythiag is immense and hia eitpreaeion 
to me IS, ■ I c annot be too thankful for having him at Cawnpore juat

Wiadham's spiet^^ however^ from day to d^y informed hita that thn 
Owalltiir CoQtiDgent wore gratlualiy cixsBamg the Jiurma and be bad 
sound rcEisoo to think that the enemy would attack Cawnpore when 
Sir Golin was engaged in the difficult operation of rescuing the 
Lucknow gorrisoQ fifty milefl awaji He thei*efore represented the in- ^ 
sufficiency of hia force to protect the city if attacked, and on the loth of 
November ho received the following momorandiinT by the Chief of the 
Staff: ilajor'Oenertd Windham will cuuee all detachments coming 

along the Cnmd Trunk Kood to halt atCnwDpore until furthcrorderev"' * 
The previoufl day the Madras brigade commanded by Erigudior 
Outhew marched inta Cawnpore^ It cousleted of a wing of the 27th^ 
four 9-paundciis manned by natives and two maimed by Eurepeana. 
One of the regiments of whieb it had been corapcuscd^ the |7th Native 
Infantry, had been lefl at Futtehpore to tnoiataiii the csommnnication 
between Allahabad and Cawnpore^ Day by day Windham^a force began 
now to be increased by euccoosive companies ot drafts of the 34th, 
S2nd, fifitih Regiments» of the Bifie Brigade and by the Femainiug wing 
of the £7lh Madras Nativo Infantry. By the 25l:h of November it had 
been brought np to a strength of 1,700 effective meru 

Three days after the arrival of Corthow's brigade Wiodham, follow¬ 
ing the instructionfl of the Memorandum to encamp hia troops eon* 
Bpicuotiiilyj took np a position beyond and to the west of the town near 
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the juncticiii of the Delhi and Calpec rooda The foroOj under the 
coniEDond of Brigadier Corthew* consisted of detaehnients brom the 34th, 
82ndj 8Slh,aiid Eiflc Brigade^ and of the right wing of tho 27th Madma 
Native Infantry with sis guna Wind ham now knew that tho enemy 
bad occupied two villages Shewlio and Shirajpur^ fifteen miles from 
Cawnpure* and that the main body waa more than twenty-fiFe milos o11,f 
Between the two villages Sowed the Oanges canal. Windham wn- 
eeived the plan of transportiug 1,200 men ono night up the caunl by 
boats, taking hifl field guns along the towing paths and landing at day- 
light. He would fall on the village which his latest mtdligence 
revealed to bo most open to attack. Having overwbelmod it bo would 


return to Cawnporc boforo the main body of the eneiny could attack it. 
Windham collected the boats for tbe purpose and the tow path was

fore flent the plan to the Commander-m-Cbiof iind reqaegt^^ permiesion 
to carry it ont» The letters he sent annouiicing the approach of the 
Gwalior Foroe^ howoTcrp never reached the CoTnmaader-iii- Chie£* Oa 
• (ihB 13th of Nov^taber nil tioiiiQiuiuEKitioa with Lncimofr Buddenly ceafled. 
Three daja after WiadhAm learot that the rebels had surprised aud 
defeated a polioe foroe at fiuonee. Withoqt heaitation he determined 
to weaken his small force in order to protect the Chiefs comtqanicatioo. 
and on the moming of the 23rt] of November he soot a wing of the 
i7th Madma Native Inlantry with two guns manned by Europeans to 
ie*tnjciipy the bridge. That day a native arrived from Lucknow with 
a small note rolled in a qnilL It was from a Commifls&riat officer 
with the OarnTnander^in-Chiefs column requesting that ten days' 
provisidna for tho whole body shonld be sent at once to Luckaow, 
The request for tan days* provision snggeated the fear that Colin 
Campbell was sarToundad, and force was lent to the suggestion by the 
foct that no letter or despatch hud been received from him. Qoneni] 
Windham now concluded that ha could nob return for some time, and 
he eipectedan attack by the enemy in force. Ha determined to 
strike the Erst blow. He considered ths entrenchment and bridge 
©auld « ba better defended by holding the town and its ontakirts ihan 
in any other way. But I desired not only to use the town as a cover 
to the enteenchmentj but also to prevent the town itself from being 
pillaged.’’'t On the 24th Windham, leaving four companies of the 
64th Regiment and a small force of artilleiy to guard the ontrenchnient, 
advanced his comp close to the bridge by whinh the Calpoe rood 
crosses the canal. He considered it a good position for carrying out 
his canid scheme, for he was in hope that every moment a message 
from Lucknow would come semetioutog its eificntion.^ His aim ns 
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tells us was to attaclt in unconnected bodies the Gwalior Contingeat. 
But the wily Miihratta commander who opjiosed him was no mean 
master ofstmteg;. The moment he heard that Windhain had advanced 
his camp he pushed forward his main body, and their leading 
division took up their position on the Panda rivulet about three 
to the south-west of Windham’s camp. Oa the news reaching 
\Vindhain of this movements he, having neglected the opportunity of anr^ 
prising the enemy without his Chiefs orders, now with aingular incou- 
sisteni^ resolved to fight when they were prepared and etroogly 
posted. His intention was to strike the leading division s hard blow 
and then at once lutum, stand upon the defensiv’e, and cover his bus^. 
On the tnorOing of the 26th of Ifovember having sent his camp 
equipage and baggage to the rear Windham advanced to tho attack. 
Fonr companioa of the Rifle Brigade under Colonel R. Wnlpolo went 
forward in skirmishing order on the right of the road. They were 
followed by four companies of the SSth Connaught Rangeiu under 
linutenaut-Cblouel E. H, Maxwell and four light 6-pounder Madras 
guns under Lieutenant Chamier. Tho extreme right was covered by 
about 100 Native troopers. The 34th Regiment advanced at the same 
time on tho left of the road^ one wmg in skirmishing order—the 
other in support with four 9-pounder guns. The 82nd was held in 
reserve in eolamn. * The enemy strongly posted on the other aide of 
the dry bed of tho rivulet, upeued a heavy fire of artillery 
ai^e and held guns, and a body of their cavalry charged the extreme 
left of the skirmisherH. But a party of the 34Lh Regiment forming 
square smote theta with a crashing volley and sent them flying back. 
The troops continued their advance, charging ns they went; the bed of 
the rivulet was crossed, the positiou carried with n rush, and a village 
more than half a mile in its rear was rapidly cleared. The mutineers 
in their quick retreat left two S-iuch iron howitzers and one 6-pounder 
gun on the ground. At this point Windham apparently for the 6rBt 
time became aware that the main force of the enemy was near at baud. 
He writes in his despatch;—'* Observing from a height on the other 
aide of the village that the enemy’s main body was at hand, and that 
the one just defeated was their loading division, I at once decided on 
retiring to protect Cawopore, my entrenchments, and the bridge over

Windbiun eneamped for the night oa the open gTownd across the 
Calpeo road immediately in front of eome brick-kilns,* Betwoon him 
and the entrenchmeat lay the eity^t A shart no to hod reached him from 
the Chief of the Staff informing him that aU woa well imd that Sir 
Colin*a force was returning at once to Cawnpare. Windham now 
hoped that the blow he had mflictod on the leading division would 
check the advance of the main bcMiy of the enemy till the Coinmander- 
in-Chief arrived. But Tantia Topee also knew from the mutincore who 
had left Lucknow that Colin Campbell wag rotuming- He conBidered 
that Windham would not have lallcii back after a eticcesa unleea he was 
weak, and he detfrroined to cni&h him before aesigtonce reached Klui, 
His force amoxinted to about fourteen thousand dlgclplined aoldiera 
and eleven thongand irregulars: his opponents to about ecvontcen 
hundred, Tantia had sixty or Bcvcnty guns: Windham oply ton, 
Windham also Laboured under the digorlvantage of being able to get no 
aecumte informatioa, " The Bpica feared to venture out: sevornl during 
the previous dayg had rotunied horribly maimed, with their annsi care 
and noses cut off. There woa no cavalry to perfonn oatpoot duty and 
bring in iotellJgence/* 

At daybreak on the ^Tth, Wiudham's small force were under amis. 
But there was no sign of the enemy. The nativefi brought intelligence 
that they had not crossed the csaual in force and that their artillery was 
QTi the other aide of iL Windham, hqwevcTt though far from suspecting 
liis real peril, took the additional preeaiitiou of ordering up two 24- 
poiindem drawn by bullocks and manned by seatneu commonidcd by 
Lieutenant Hay, R.N« 

About 10 AJMip when reconnoitring from the top of a hon^p a 
heavy cannonade on hig right flank and the roar of guns on his front 
revealed to him the gravity of his situation. The enemy bad attacked 
him in both quorterg. He sent at once Brigadier Carthew with the 
34th, two companies of the 82adp and four 6-poniider guns to protect 
hiss right and defend hia approaches to the town by the Bithoor road. 
Concluding that the flank attack would bo the one tuMb vigormisly

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pressed, for, if auceeafnl, it opened the easiest access ta the entrench- 
mont, he himself galloped there to watch the operatioas, leaving 
Colonel Walpole who commanded the Kiflo Brigade to hold the enemy 
iu front. Besides tho two battalions of the Rifle Brigade Colonel 
Wsipolc had the SStli Eegimcnt^ two 9-potmder guns, two 2i-pounder 
howitzers nnder Captain D. S. Oresne. Royal Artillciy.and the two 24- 
pounder guns luanned by seamen of the Shownon. To the right of liim 
in a wood midway between hia position and that occupied by Citrthow 
was posted the main body of the SSnd. 

The flank attack was well met and resisted by the 34th Regiment 
under Lieutenant-Colonal Kelly and the Madras Battoiy under Lieu¬ 
tenant Chamier, together with ii amatl portion of the 82nd under Lion- 
tenant-CoIonelTVataoD. The enemy's fire having been silenced Windham 
after the lapse of an hour returned to the front where he found Walpole 
was eastaining a hard conflict. The 24-pounder guns had advanced to 
meet the enemy and after a short time came in sight of them. The 
enemy fired the first shot from a gun on the road, but as soon as our 
guns replied thay opened a hot fire with grape and canister from 
batteries on either side of it- When Windham arrived he found not 
only was the cnemy'^a fire incessant, but there were indications that his 
left as well as his right was threatened. To check the movement be 
turned one of the naval guna in that direction. But the contest was 
hopeless. Their guns were superior in numberiB and calibre. Then 
our ammimiLiDn began to fail and the bullock drivers to desert. 
Windham lasued orders for the brigade to lall hack on the brick-kilna 
and at the same time he sent fijr the 34th to reinforce him. He also 
directed Carthow to fall back on the brick-kilns.* * No sooner hod the

tente of the encampment bad b£.ea utruck, the heavy baggage was lying 
ia disorder on the ground, and the beoets to carry them nwaj had boon 
driven ofTf At that time an order rooched Ooueral Dupuis to retire 
on the entrenchment- 

Windham after tolling Oenond Dnpuls to hold the hriok-kilna had 
galloped bock to see how mattem were going at the entrench meat and 
DU the right dank. He had not proceeded far when he met a 
officer who told him that the mutincors were in po^saioii of the lower 
parb of the city and were attacking the entrenchiDoiit. They had taken 
advantage of hia having weakened his rights Fortunately at that 
critical rnonie»ii there airived by foitied marches from Put Leh pore u 
detachment of the 2nd Battalion of the Rifle Brigade. Windham, 
fiondiag orders to General Dupuis to retire to the Fort, put himself at 
their head and drove the enemy from the lower part of the towiL He 
then riding to the main body ordered Carthew to retuni to the right 
with two companies of the ftSth and foar fl^pouiidcra and occupy the

They were quickly ailencetl by Chamier'e fi-potindcrB. Do then fell 
hack unmolested on the theatre, and after harricadiog a Ijridgg which 
epauiK'il n ilwp and narrow ravine in hia front he biTouacked on o road 
iliiar It for tho night. 

Meanwhile the retreat of the main body had become a rout. Men, 
horses, camels, elephanta and bnlloch wagons made a niah for the 
gate of the en trench men t. " Doolie after doolieobsoryea an officer 
who was present, ■‘with its red ertaina down, concealing semo poor 
victim, passed on to the hospitals, The poor fellows wore brought 
in, shot, cat. shattered, and wounded in every imaginable way; and as 
they went by row stumps might be seen hanging ovor the sidJi of the 
doolies, liteially liie tom Imtcber meat" A Urge store of camp 
mpiipage, saddlery and harness had to bo abandoned in the r»jtHJat 
from the camp to the outronehmejit. Five hundred of our tents fisl 
tli€* eneiuy-g boiifir^ that Dight^ 

During the rctiromoiit one of the heavy naval 2+-j>oundero 
hud been overturned in a narrow street The enemy pressed too 
close for the soldiers Vt remove it At night Windham sent 100 men 
of the 6-lth under the comnmud of Lieutenant-ChJonel John Adye, 
RA., accompanied by a few adJorH to bring it bock. It was a 
dnngerons and diffionlt ttmk to perPjrm ia a city crowded with the 
enemy. Hnw it wns done is well told iii the words of the officor of the 
Naval Brigade who was present Wo marched off under the guidance 
of A native who said ho would take us to the spot where the gun lay. 
We told him he should be well rewarded if ho brought us to the gun - 
but if he brought us into a tmp, we had a soldier by him ‘ at full cock ' 
retidy to blow lim brains out. W^e passed om- outside picked and 
entered the town through very narrow streets without a sbigle uigger 
being seen, or a shot Hrod on either side. We crept along; not a soul 
spoke a word, all was still os death; and after marebiog in this way 
Ultri the very heart of the towo. oiir guide brought Ud to tht? very a pot 
into which tho goo wus capsized. Thi.* soldiers were posted on e«Ih 
Bide, and then we went to work. Not a man apoka above his breath 
nnJ each atone was laid down quietly. When we thooglu we had 
cleared onougb, I ordered the men to put Lhdr shouldera to the wlied 
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ftdd gtin, aud whcb aU wim ready, nnd every man had hig ponikd before 
hincig 1 said “HeaveI" and up she righted. We then limbered] up, 
call€Mj the Boldiera to folloWp aiid we marched into the eatrenchdienta 
with oar gtin witbont a shot being fired When wc got in* the Colonel 
returnecl U9 hiS be^t thanks, and gave na till an cstra ration of grog; 
we then retuined to our grnis in the batter}','^ 

Doling the eveniTtg General Windham held a coneultafcion with 
the senior officers with a view to a night attack on the enemy, hut in 
- nbaonoc of trustworthy infonnatiou ua to the position of their artillery 
the idea was abandoned It was, however, decided that on tlm followiEig 
day, Ojfonel VVolpolo and his Rifle Brigade with five enmpamci of the 
Kifle Brigade under LiEutenFint-Colonol Q Woofifoid, tw^o catnpaiiies of 
the 82iid Regimont under Lieutenant-Colonel Watson, and five guns, 
two ^-pounders manned by Idndmg gunners oncl two 24-pouncIer how¬ 
itzer manner] by Sikhs under Lieutenant Greene, should flereml the 
advanced portion of the town which hiy to the left rear of tlie brick¬ 
kilns and was sepaiiated from them and the retuainderof the city by the 
oaimL The HSth Regiment under Lieiitenaiit-Coione] MAjcwell wn±i 
defend the portion of the nearest the Ganges on the left of the 

canal and support Colonel Walpole if required. Brigadier N. WlIsoq 
with the 64th Regiment was k> held tho eutrenchment and establish 
a strong pioquet at the Baptifit chapel on the cxtrEmn right. Brigadier 
Cartbew, with the a4th Regiment under Lieu tenants Colon el Kelly and 
four Madras guns, was to hold the? Bithoor road in advance of 
the liaptist chapel, receiving support from the picquet there if wanted, 
wi DJhiita'it Ou the morning of the ^^th of November the enemy renewed simuL 

Oa the left Colonel 
WuJpole, after a welheodtested fightp drove brick the mutineers and 
captured two l^J^pouuder guns. On the right tho troops were not 
so fortufiiite and the action continued all day. Car the w had at day¬ 
light procoodfMi according to instructions with Her Majesty a 34th 
Begtiuent, two companies of Her Majesty's 82ud Regiment and four 
gnuR to take up n portion at the Backet Court, some Uttlo dbtauce 
beyond the bridge,, which he had held the previous evening. When 
within a few hundred yiuds of his do^itination he received instruct on a 
through tho Asaistont Qnartcrmustor-GcTicnil, Captain MaeCroa, to 
fall back on the bridge and defetid the Bitboor toad. IIo conseqnentiy 
retired, leaving a company of Her hlajeflty*s 34th Regiment to occupy 
the front linool broken-down Native infantry huts and another company 
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ill thoir sup[J4jrt ifi a brick building abuu4; IGO ytmJa thdr rear. 

th^^n detiKihed a ooiujmny pf Her Majpi^tys ^^t-h under Captain 
Stewart to the right to occupy a vacant hoofio^ to man the garden 
walifl and the upstair verandah. With ths remainder of the 34th and 
four ftun^ he halted at the bridge^ placed two gtina on it and Ixirriaaded 
it. Ele then sent two companies of the 34th under Lieutenatit^CcloDel 
Simpson to defend the road from Allahabad and prevent the egrosA of 
the enemy from the town towards the entrenchment. ^ This picqiiet 
I aiihaecjneatly streugthened with two of my gupa which could not l>e 
worketl on the bridge.^* 

3i1eanwhile the enemy commenced a warm canDonade against the 
front line and the bridge ; the 34th and K2nd in return plied thoir 
iNuaketd with cooeiderable effect and Chamier'a small guns replied, but 
the €initfiisy^a Ift-ponndere overmatched Lbem^ For two hour? the rebels 
sent their shot and she]] sweepiug through our position. It was about 
ncH)i3 when Captain MocCrca arrived with orders from Windham for 
J^rigadier Car thaw to advajice and attack the enemj^s infiiiilry and 
guns. He was to eonvay the some instructiona to Her Majesty^s G4th, 
iiiid both parties were to advance at the same time. 

On reeeiviug hm ordere Carthew pushed on with Chamier'a two guua 
and a cum|HU]j of the 34th from the bridge, taking as he went forward 
the company atatioued on his right in the nptair hqu^ and bho 
com^iany occupy mg the broken huts (with its support) on hia left^ 
I'hu road after crossing the bridge mn ihrctigh a line of hiita into a 
wider pliun traversed by a waterei^uraen Garthow niter clearing the 
front line of huta pushed his fares auro^iRif the plain with the intention 
of charging the guus |}Outed At the othpr end, from which the enemy 
sent forth a shower of grajie. Wheo the men of the 34th had got 
altuoflt within a hundred yaitls of the guns, Captuiu StewArt, who was 
gal lout ty leading, fell wounded through the thigh. Leesoo, the adjutant, 
took his place. Hut hia task woa au bu^jossible one. The one my swept 
the road with their gimst and his inlhntry iioni broken ground And hnta 
6+rnt a ithower of mirnkst bdlB. To gam cover from gmpe and nins* 
ketry the men lay down in the watercourge. Garthew himeolf kept 
bis saddle aed remained in the middle of the pamde a cnnspiciioiiH 
mark to the eueniy. But to charge the enemy's guns without support; 
could not be done, flc swiftly brought up Chainieris two guns, and 
they imlimbering replied to the enemy s fire, aod apleudidiy served by 
the Madras gunnera they i^uickly silenced it and uonujolkJ ihu eneuiy 
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to withdmtr tliuir guns fiLT to tte rear. Bat CarLhenr had no cnviilr^ 
to follow ihein, and hie afcimishertii' SBjipcni and right picfjuet having 
rcoufued thrir original preitiotus, he returned with the guns to the hridgiL 
Captain MacOren taliing with him forty men of A Coaiiiany 
of Her Majesty's SSud to strengthen the 64th hiul goiM! to 
Brigadier Wilson and directed him to nd'^niicc pamllei with 
Carthew* Ae anon as the orders reached him Wilnm gave 
the cnnimaDd. and the 64th moved forward up a ravine com- 
inanded by high gruutid in front aa well as on the right and IcJt. 
From their coin of vantage the enemy poured opim them a mnrfiemiis 
fire of inuBketiy,Bnd from the ridge in front four g-pomniem played 
dpon thoin. But the 64th pushed on sloivly, driving back by their 
steady fire the front line of the enemy who disputed every-inch of 
ground. The errst of tho ridge w«a reached. Thou led with the 
(milinching cimiI and holdnesa which the Britiab officer displays in 
bsLttle, the men chargcH;] the gima Major Stirltiig felt gloriously, in 
front of tho battoiy, fighting hand to hand with the enemy of whom he 
killed sevend. Captain Murphy wnsahut through titc hoarl, and soeTiied 
to bound from his enddle, falling heavily on his head. CaptaTu MacCivsv 
also fell dead. Captain yaundera, who after the death of Major Stir¬ 
ling became the senior officer prc8eut,t dashed forward fallowed by 
Lieutenants Parsons and 0‘Gnidy. ParsoDS instantly received a sevore 
wound in his sword ana, O'Omdy cheered the men oti, waving hiseip 
in ihe air, until he roBclied one of the guua and he laid his hand on iv 
aa a token of its capiorc. lu a second he and Saundeni were onguged 
in a hand-to-hand eumhat with a host of the enemy. The luea taking 
up the cheer rushed forward to their support The ohj Brigadier who 
had bogged that niuming to ba-nllowcd to lead the moti of hU old 
regiment pushed on his horse wounded in two plae^s to the front 
flhuulidg “ Now, boye, you havo them.-” They wtro liis Iasi wonJe, 
A bullet passed timmgh his body penetrating his left lung. Some of 
the eolditiTB carried him to the rear, but Lhougli inortaJJy woumkd he

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rontluiitiJ to urge h)H men to mtiiotnin the honour of the coqs. But 
thej’ could uot hold their groDod. The enemy’s cdvalij, together with 
on overvrbclniitig force of in Ton try, coiuo down upon them and they 
woro compel ler] to retire to the eolreoehincnt. 

Ueon while the enemy wore prcaaing Carl hew hard. They bnd 
occupied in large Qtitnbera the houses, garden*walls and the church on 
hia left. A company of the (;4th was sent threngh the gnrrlena to 
dislodge the enemy and drive them from the chiirtli. They succeeded, 
blit they were too few to hold tho position won by the bayonet. 
Carthew then concentrated all his force on both iJatiks of the bridge, 
and with his two guns kept up a heavy fire. About sis o’dock a large 
body of tho enemy made a rush at the bridge, "Then came a fight between 
tired Einglishiiicn and 5,000 or more of fresh aepoys, for these 
were the reserve. There are some 30,000 of them here. Please good¬ 
ness, 1 hope never to sqd such a hailstomr of buhots agnin. I saw 
men fall on oveiy side of me; split!tern hit mo. pieoes of earth ftoiPi 
bullets, and there we woro obliged lo stay. Our ordcru were to keep the 
bridge as long as fnsaible; the keeping consifited in standing still 
whilti ft hurricauu of bullets posiied through us.’’ The rebels now 
brought up a gun into the chnrchyAnl which enlihtded tho bridge 
ut a distance not eicccdiug 150 yards, while our guns coiiJil i.ut 
bear on their positron, Carthew was therefore compelled to fall back 
about loo yards so as to commnnil the hridga and llie road leading to 
the town. The eticmy continued to increfue and work round his rear 
by the left tlank- OfiitmB and men were tailing fast, Carthew applied 
lor a rein force men t, "but by tho time they arrived night had set in, 
and I ijow considered it prudent to retire with tha remainder of my 
force into tho e ti trench men t which was done with perfect regularity, 
the rcinforeemeut of the rilles pmteeting the rear,'’ 


" AUhongb fur some lime earnestly advised to retire, I refinined 
from doing ao until felt convinced that from the facteasiug numbem 
of the onciny, the fatigue of Lho men after three days' himl fighting 
and my own troop., firing in Llie dark into each other, the ,«.sition 
was no longer tenable, and that couacquenlly it became my painful 
duty to retire.^^ * Oarthew’s relrt-at was moat unhappy. It gave the

A meiooranclum by 
the Chief of tho Stal^ dated tho &tii of Dooembor, states VVith 
respect to theae occurrcncosj Hiii Excelk^noy feela It Deceosorj tp duike 
two remarks. !□ the firot place, no aubanlioata oBicrcrp whcTi posse^dg 
easy meano of commiinlcatioD with his immodiate superior^ is pernvit- 
tod^ o^urdiiig to the principles and UEsages of war, to give op a post 
which baa been entrusted to his charge, without a previoua rec|«e8t P>r 
orders^ after represeatatioii might have been uiaJo that Lbe post had 
become no tongur tenable. 

“ It might have eeeurred to Brigadier Carthew that when Sfajor- 
Oenefal Windbatn proceeded to reinforce the post according tq his 
first PCTjucat, inatead of ordering the garri&op to retire, it was the 
opinion of the llajor-Getifiral that to hold it Wim an absolute noceesity. 

**Hia Excellency refraioa from remarking on the very gcriooo 
coDseqncncoa which ciiMicd on tho abandunmeat of the post m 
question, 

Tho night wbicrh had arrived was more favoumbte to the Brigadier 
for the purpose of atrengthoning hb position than it was to an coetiiy 
advancing on him in the dark; at all events there were many boum 
during which a deebion could have been iideen by the highest authority 
in the entrenchment, wbeUier the post should be abnndonc^l nr not, 
without much other lueonvcnicnGe than the mcFO fatigue 0-f thti

His Ejceellency does not aea how fchls 
cotild itocnr if the men were properly posted aud the ofBoers in com* 
nmnd of them duly instructed an to their reflpetrtiTfl jkositions.^^ 

At the time the memumndiiiii was written^ the Commauder'iii*Chief 
wos under the impreaiiion I hat BrigBdier CEirthew had retired from hia 
post without orders and that no discretioTiary powoTB had heeti given 
hiin. Windham in his despatch describing the operations of the '27Lh 
and 2‘Sth tnerety stated " Brigadier Cart hew of the lladras Native 
Infantry had a most severe and strong oemtHest with the enemy from 
tiiuruing till night; but I regret to add that he felt himself obliged Lo 
retire,^ Garthew hiirn^elf had givem no hint iu his report that he had 
due authority from the Major-General to rctiro when tho post no 
longer became tenable. however, pointed out this fact in a letter 

addressed to the Chief of the Staff, dated the 15th of December.* He 
wrote: "I received a verbAt mespugo dirring that day^ either from 
the laid Captain MacCrea or Lieutenant Budgeon (I CAnnot recollect 
which} that when I could hold nut no longer^ I was to retire to tho 
cutrenchment, where Her Majest/H 64th Regiment was located. 

I cannot call to mind receiving any cipress instruction b to that 
effect from Major-General Wiiidhaia himself, hut I nni under the 
impression that the Major-Getierel, on the previous evening, mado some 
Btich remark aa * well, gentleiueTi, when we can hold out no longer wa 
must retire to the entrenchment.' 

“Under that itupredion I acted during the day and made my 
relrograrlo movement into the entrenchment in tho eveniiig, and I 
tnist His Excellency will be able on this cxplfmatian to axonerate me 
from blame and ceuHure in that particular respect.** 

Sir Colin Cami»be|| promptly and haniLinnioly exonerated Brigadier 
Carthew from blame. A letter to the Government of India, Hated the 
22iid of Decernber,. states ** Sir Colin Campbell oonceived it to be an 
imperative duty tri mEirk what he cumndcrod to bo a vinlatiun of one 
of the firFi: priuciples of war,

I'hc difeastera wbkh overtcwk Windham nilde<] grenlly to tJio 
dlfbcnlLiee of the Comm anderdn-Chief and aoverelj tried his patience 
and temper. In bis first despatch to the GDvernu>enL of India, dated 
the 2nd of December* Sir Colin cartly remarks Major^Otmeral 

Windham’s dc^pAtcb relating to the operations conducted under his com- 
iiiiuid is enclosed/" and he makes no comment on it ejcccpL Lhat he hod 
not received Windham"* letters aauouiicuig the approach of the Gwalior 
force. Three weeks latei-| however^ ho forwiinJcd another despatch 
e-^pressiiig R. regret at an '^amission *' in Ida former de*patcb| and 
adding *' i desire to make my acknowledgment of the great diffienltiea 
in which Miijor-Oeneml Wiedham* o.»,, was plfice^j during tho op&ra- 
tiooa he descrihea in his despatch, and to recommend him aiul the 
ofheors whmn he noticea as having rendered him asRisEiince to Your 
Lordrihip*s protection and good offices,"^ Lord Camiing shortly 
wards iiisued a Qcnenil Order* eontidniiig an echo of Sir CJolitfa dfH^patetL 
General Windham having continued for a time with the Gammonder- 
iti-Chiefs assumed command of tho Umballa District and waa removed 
from the operations of the war. 

Sir Colin Campheira first enre was to proceed with the utmost 
cautioD to secure the bridge. At dawn on tho 20th of November all 
the heavy guns attached to GenemVs Grant's Division nmlor Captain

‘ at very close range.. Through a w^ave of shot^ shell and bullets it 
pushed OP towards tbs eptreniihaienfcp passed round its froptj crossed thn 
CAPal, and turnlDg to the right emerged on an open plain where it 
took up a position facing the eitj, its right resting on a point near the 
cptrencbmtuit, ite left stretching away towards the Grand Trunk Road 
The Comm under "in* Chief theu Lmtasferred his head^juarters serosa 
the river, leaving Brigadier Inglis to protect tbo convoy till all had 
passed At 5*30 r.M. the oflkera In the entrenebmentj, as they looked 
over the earth works, saw a strange and wondrous sight. ** A procession 
of human beings, cattle aud vehicles, siK miles long, Is coming up to tbu 
bridge-of-boata below the outmiiebed fort* It is about suniiet^ The 
variety of colour in the sky and on the plains tbe bright costumes and 
black faces of tbn native sen^antB, the long tmip of mvaby, inrimtry, 
womenj, cLililreUj sick, wounded, bearers, camp followers, horses, oxen, 
camels, olephauts, wagonSj carts, palanquins, doolies, advancing along 
tho road ; and here, within the cntrcnchmont, the crowd of camels 
and horuc^, the rows of can nowj heaps of shot, piles of fumituro, &e^, 
iu tlie foreground, all seen between two pillars of this verandah, 
which is raised eight or tan feet from the gronud, produce a very 
picturesque effbcL But the groans of the poor feltowfl* on charpoys •

the coatiaued. About tDidoight tho women and cbildren 

reached the DmgooQ barracks and were located in a innall F^iacc 
beLween two buildiogB not far from the moulderiDg ronmine and riddled 
walls of the position which Wheeler had held bo long. Mj feelingit 
on entering Cawnpore,'^ writea a woman, " were indeed most painful. 
The moon wag bright^ and re^caleil to ua the sod spectacle of ruined 
houses, trees cut dowup or brnnehes stripped offp everything reminding na 
of the horrore that bad been enaoted in the pll!^ce^ and tnaking ua feel 
tborougbly miserable.'* The next day^ owing to the tiro of the eneinj, 
the women and children wem moved to the infantry b[irracks ** where 
there was plenty apare ground and ^ the little ones were rotnplng and 
laughing in tha shade as merrily aa if they >vere in Merry England/* 

By the oenupation of the plain beyond the canal Sir Colin m- 
opeaed our coaimnnicntinn with AUahahrui. The cnemyp however, still 
held the city and lino of canalj and they could not be attoeked until the 
large convoy froai Lucknow' had been mat under a suitable escort to 
Allahabad^ “ It was/* as Sir Gulin writea, " proeLsoly one nf those cases 
in which no risk must be nin_*^ His enforced inactivity toiided to give 
the enemy cocddencPd mid on the moming of the lab of December ha 
opened fire on the camp with ahrapne! by which Captain Cora wall p 
Sergeant McIntyre auiJ hve privatea of the 03rd Righbndcrs wpre 
all severely wounded. On this day Brevct-Ljauteottnt^ColLJucI Ewurt 
huii his left arm ahuttarod by u small round shot On the Mb wing 
diiy the rebela again caanonuded the camp very smartlyp but they hxvd to 
withdrcLiy their guns to a distance, as the Gianera] Gnnjp fui oM bazar of 
very consiEbrable extent along the canal in front of the line of our camp^ 
was occupied by Brigadier Oroathed^s brigade and he was supported by 
Peels heavy guna and Bourebierg field battery. The enemyp huw- 
ever, ooutiuued to lire mcessantly every day un the camp. They 
opened with a field battery upon the CJommander-in-Chiefs tent whose 
position they had diaeoveredi though it was a common bell one and iu no 
ways calculated to at bract attention. Shot and ghell constantly fell 
arouxid him wounding big orderly's horgo and two bullockSp und 
passing throngb the tunt of one of his aides-de-camp; he would 
not JUUviG an inch.'' Late on the night of the 2rd the convoy which 
had given Sir Colin so iiuich anxiety, including tha fsinilics nnd half the

that the Gmher Contiagent when beaten might follow the convoy. 
On the 4th the robcb mode an unaucoesarul attempt to bum the 
bridge hy tneana of Ere mfcaj and on the following day they attacked 
Our left piiXjiiet with artillery and shoved infantry round oar left Hank 
But after two hours^ cannonading they were compelled to retire byoiir 
artillery. Sir Colin now knew that the v^omaii and cbildren were 
approaching the place where they were to take the r&il to Allahabad^ and 
be made his armngainontd for a genuml attack on the enemy next day. 

The petition which they held waa ono of groat BtrengLb^ Their 
left occupied the whole cantoiLineiit from whioh General Wyndham^s 
posts had been principally aeaalled. The ground is high, studded with 
trees and much interpreted with ravines ; it wag also then ooverpd with 
ruined bungalows and public buddings wbich afiForded udmirabli^ 
eheUer^ Tbeir i:;entre was in the city itself, and they lined the houses 
and bazars overhangiog the canal which separated it from Brigadier 
Groathetrfl position. The narrow winding streeta were Bingularly 
auBceptiblc of defence and the principal thorongh&res were afterwards 
discovered to be harricadod. Their right stretched away behind the 
canal sc me distance bpyoad where the Grand Trunk Rond emsgeg it. 
The bridge over it and fiotne lino kilufl and mouMis of brick in its front 
were held by them. Two tuiles in rear of the right, whom the Cal pee 
road crossed the plaiuj was pitched the camp of ihe Gw^ahor CuuLingent. 
The pogitiou of tho enemy was strong on the lefb on account of tho 
uatnro of the ground and the rutned bniidings; they were almeati 
impregnable in the centre; not eo on the right because ib was an open 
pliiiti with only the cunal—no serioua impediment intcrvenitig. That 
was his viilneTahle point. Thither therefore Sir Colin determined to 
throw^ hitnssif with all tus weight. No asBistanec could come to it on 
account of the town walla which were an ofibetive obstaclo to the 
movoment of any troops Erom the lefb and centre to the right They 
also afforded cover to our aLiackiag columna. Hadng defeated 
the enemy'a nghb Sir Colm^s design wag to goizo the camp of the 
Gwalior Contingent, establiah bluisclf upon its line of retreat and 
Bcparabe it from the Bithoor foroe and defeat the two bodies in detail, 
ITis force amounted to ofiW inlaiiLfy, 600 cavaUy and S5 guns. Agaiaat 
him was up army of 25,000 men mainly canipo.^ei] of well-disciplined 
and well-emnipped soldiers with aboiit 45 gung. On Lbc 16th of 
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l>ecember at 5 o'clock in the mornbg the cacap wais awakened by the 
bagpipes playing ^ Hey^ Johnny Cope, are you wankeb, yetf" and 
the tnjmpete Bounding rev&itU^ At seven the tenti were Btrijck;^ the 
aniiaab loaded and driven under a giiEu-d to the deep nivines 
IcarlfDg down to the river. Sir Colin then explained hb views to 
commauding oflicerB^ as usual from a memomndum cmrarully propared^ 
with a clearnese none could mbtake> Brigadier Oreathed^B Brigade, 
consisting of Her Mojeaty'a Bth Foot and the 2fld Pnujah Infantry 
reinforced, was do tailed to hold tho same ground opposite tbo enemy's 
centre which he had been occupying since the 2nd* Walpolg^a BrlgaufJe, 
conaiatiug of the 2nd and 3rd Battalions^ Kifle Brigade, and a detach¬ 
ment of Her Majesty's 3fitb Foot, apfltsted by Gaptaiii Sinitb''a field 
battery, Royal ArtilUry. was directed to pass the bridge immedbiely to 
the left of Brigadier Oreathed'^a position» advance ekiTting tho walla 
of the town and prevent any of the enemy issuing from its gutea in 
aid of tho right—whilflL from their left Hope's Brigade, ooti printing 
of the 53rd Foot, 42nd anil B3rd Highlanders and 4th Punjab 
Infantry, and tnglb's Brigade, comnHting of the 23rd FnsilierB^ 32ad 
at»d S2nd Foot^ were to attack tho brick mounds fronting the anemy^e 
bridge and, carrying them and the bridge, were to push on to tho Kalpi 
road. In order to induce the belief that tho attack was to be made 
from hia po&itioHj Windham waa ordered to open n heavy botubardmeut 
on the euemy'a loft and centre. 

At 9 AtSff. ’W'indham opened his battoHes and was promptly an* 
swGTcd by the enemy* For two hours the artillery duel cDntmued and 
a constant shower of misaites was poured into tho town, slaying many 
in its crowded, narrow streets. At llA.ir. the whole force, except 
Greathed's Briga^lo, waa drawn tip in contsguoiiB columns iu rear of our 
old cavatry lines and oSbctualty miisked from tho observation of tho 
enemy* The tremendona caungnade from the on trench meut having 
alockcned^ the order lor the attack wna given. Gresthsd advancing in 
tho lino of the canal attacked the enemy on hia front with a sharp firo 
ofmqaketry. Walpole with his ritiemen and the 33th Regiment rushed 
by the bridge immediately on Greathed's left, and took the direction 
of the ei(y wall. At the saine time PeeFs 24<potindera, I«ongdea*a 
niorbajs and BcurchiDf^ and MiddJeton^B field batlieries opened a heavy 
fire upon the brick-kilns and groat mounds. Under Cover of their Hrcp 
Hope's and Inglb's Brigades, taking ground to the left, wheeled into 
liiree pnraUel lines frantiug the canal. Tlie cavalry and horse artillery 
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wtiCiJ sfitiL to miiko ^ dotour on Lh-e loft norOiiS tlie cnufil by n bridge [i 
nn!« tinfl-n-linlf np md threaten the enemy’s rear, 

Atisoono^ the ferfuation id line hfwl bcGBeQiiipleted Hojw?, folio whkI 
by Inglla lUid preeotied by tho Slkha and B3rd in flkirmiabing ordor^ 
Advanced against the high briek Dionnda eovering the bridge, " The spec¬ 
tacle ui>w was an animated one; grouped in uaBses behind tho monnda 
the rebelH fired sharply* while their gniia, worked with great precision 
and energy, sent a storm of shot and shell oveir the plain, over whicli^ 
like a dnfting stoniip eamo the stout skirmishers of the Sikhs aud 
53rd. covering their front with tho flashes of a bickering musketry 
behind IVhorn rolled in a long and serried line the 0Srd and 42uil, 
flombre with thoir gloomy pliimea and dark tar tan ^ followed soma 
bundred jurds in rear by the thin ranks of Inglis^s Brigade/' And 
once more aa at Alma, CJotin Campbell rode in front of the etatcly 
" Black Thatch ^ and the hot 93ni When the skirmtsbErs appmached 
the brick-kilnSj the enemy opened on them a steady and destructive 
hrci but Sikhs and Irishmen ^ rushed on at the double and drove the 
rebels from the mounda on to the bridge. The assailants paused 
btihiud tho shelter. An fudc-da-cam[S rode up^ briefly repeated a few 
words, And the Sikhs and 53rd quitting the cover made a spring for 
the bridge. Bat the enemy were ranked again in many liuea anil 
they swept it with musketry and grape* The skimiishers were bellied: 
they coiiUl advance no further* The moments were running out and 
on less help came quickly they must fall back. Then a rumbling soui^d 
woe heard. Peel and his sailors, dragging their heavy 24-pouuder oa if 
it ware a light field piece, came up; passing through the skirmishem 
and through the murderous lire they ran it across the bridge. Feel 
nccompanied by a Boldior of Her ilajcsty^a 53rd, naincd Mannafordj 
leadiug the way, and quickly brought it into actiom The two brigade?! 
fltirrtd by the sight of this gallant feat of orms^ pressed forward and 
crossed the canal by the britigE or fording it. Swiftly resEiming on the 
other aide thoir line of formatiun they advanced. "On thifl occasion 
there was the sight beheld of 2Apounder guns advancing vthh 
tho first line of skirmi&heru*”t The enemy were drivan back at

seeing them flooiag rode back to Boiircliiar and eaid!—“ Gtnoe 
along, they fim bolting like the de^il" Away the battei^' went along 
the Trunk Road at a gallop. " Tha infantry mado way for us, and a 
tnile-and-a-hair ahead we come upon tho enemy's camp; und at 400 yardu 
poured round shot into the flying manses before oa/' ' Oo to grape 
distance' was Major Turner's order; wo limberod up. and from a distance 
of not more than 200 yards poured a sbnwer of gmpe into their 
position. The men were yelling with delight; they actually atowi 
upon the gnn carrijigas as we advanced ; the drivera cheered, and meb 
a scene of excitement wan never taowij. Then the Sikhs and the 
63jd passed the guns and di^vo the rabela from the osmp. " So 
cutuplete was the surprise, so unexpected was the otislnughfc, that the 
c/iupaftttis were found heating upon the fifes, the bidlwka stood tied 
beside tho hockoricB, the sick aad woutidej were found lying in the 
huitpital, tho smith left his forga, and the surgeoD his ward, to fly 
from tha avenging bayonota'* 

On {Joasing tho enemy's camp Sir Ooliu dirooted Ooneml Mansfiold 
with the Rifles, &3rd and Ljngden'a Hoavy uml UiiMlelon's Field 
Battery to move round the back of the town and attack tha enemy on 
tho left at the Subadnr's Tank, a (losition on hjs lino of retrenL Tie 
ordared tha 23rd and SSth Ragimauts to guard the captured camp' 
and sent luglie's Brigailo olong the Kjilpi rijod to siiitport the cavalry 
and borso artillery who hud not appeared. It wag now neatly 2 o'clock, 
nfld fearing that the enemy might escape with their guns. Sir 
Colin ordered Bourchior'a Battery to pnj« the pursuit. On it wfut, 

“ Hurrah, hurrah 1 wo ora on their (rack; guia after gun is passed und 
spiked, cartloads of ammunition lay strewed along the road ; Fondies 
*aro bolting in all directiniis. For two miles without a check, tho 
pursuit was carried on by the battaiy alone, accotnpanied by Sir Hope 
Grant and bis stofE Four limes in that distance did we come into 
action, to clear our fronts and flanks; until Geilcml Grant, thinking 
wisely that we were too far from supports, detertninod to wait until tho 
cavalry amved," ^ A halt was called. A small cloud coming ne-arer

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miJ nearer wob soon on Iho left and the head of the caviilry columii 
debauched frcuu n groYO. Thej hfid been delayed by a mistake of their 
g^uide and tha didiciilt nattii^ of the ground. Sir Callu now rode tip 
and gave the order to aoutinne the pkiratiiL ** The cavjitiy apread like 
lightning over the plain in Bkioiikhing order. Sir 0>liii tokcB the 
]ead« The pursuic ie oontinued to the 14th milestouOp asstiming ail 
the charnctor of a fost-buoL Strruige to flay*, not many milea beyond 
the enemy'a eamp^ n foi bruke righti in fnint of the column ; and a view 
halloa told Re^Tiurd that the heavy cropa would be his safest refuge/^-* 
AL the 14th miiestouoj on the banka of the Pandoo RivoTi the pursuit 
ccoEed. The column then retrocod its atepa and at midnight reached 
the juQciion of the Katpi and Grand Trunk Ronds and bivouackedl 
on the groiiDti where the battle had been fought.f "The night 
waa cold/ writes Sir Hope Gnuitp " we hud no and little to ea.t. 
Sir Gulin waa the most thorongh Boldior of us all. When his force waa 
roquired to sloop in the open oir^ a vety common occurrence, he made u 
point of stopping with the man. His courage and judgment were un* 
surpassed Cool and good humoured in action^ always iuhis place when 
moat wanted^ ho could uot fail to win the confidence of thoie under him/* 
Meanwhile General Mansfield had moved with the force under his 
comnmnJ towards the Subadaf a Tank. The heavy field battery under 
Captain Longdenj RA.p were sent along the road InterHectiiig the 
Grand Trunk Road and leading directly to the old cantonment. The rifli^ 
ware extended iu skiraiahing order, eoma 300 yerds on each side of the 
roaii slighLly m advaaoe of the heavy guns, the High Ian deiw being 
kept in reserve. ** The enemy began to give way immediately, suocet- 
&iv 0 poaitions being taken up and a rapid fire maintained by Captain

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LoDgdL'Q and Oaptam Middl«£onof tfie R^>yii,l Artillefy, tho passing 
thmngh tbo c^adaflnra to tbe right of tbe broken ground to the left of 
the mad with tonob spirit under the able directioa of Brig^ier 
Walpole.''^ On Fenchlng a village close to Lhe Subader'a Tank Middle- 
Ion's Battery gallantly galloped through it before it waa cloarcd by tho 
infantry, and taking position on tho plain opened lire open the 
enemy's guns and mag^es of infantry in fiill retcoat along the Bithoor 
rc>ad« The rifies^nvn np to his support and tho petition wa$ then fairly 
occupied, Brigadier Hope coming np with the reserve of Highlandt'i'y 
and taking charge of tho piof|uets which were thrown out on the line 
of the enem/a retreat. Tho eneiny finding his retreat compromised 
brought up artillejy from the old oantonmeut and opened fire on the 
positioiL "Those ginw might have been taken,^ writes General 
Mansfield, “ hot Irefifsined from giving the uccessaiy order, being aware 
that it was contrary to your EKcelieuoyB wish to involve the troops 
among the enclosures and houses of the old canton moot; and tliafe 
if the sbgbtest odvance had hecn made in that ijuattcr, it would have 
been necessary, at whatever loss, to make no atop tilt tho entrenchment 
ehould have been reached.^ Wbcti Longden's and Middleton's tlat- 
tetiea hud almost succeeded in silencing the ooemy's fire our jidsition 
was attacked by some guns of tho enemy from the broken ground of the 
plain on e:^aotly the opposite aide. They were tjuickly anawerod. At 
dusk large bodies of tho enemy^fl infkatry and cavalry wore aeon moving 
round to the we^t of tho poaition about a mile diatjmt In full retreat 
along the Bithoor toad. As it was not pmcticnhlo to oomiounicate 
vd%h Sir Colin after suneet, the ppsition being almost isolated^ and 
corittidemblc numbers of the enemy being still m portions of the tawn 
and Lho old cantoumont. General Mansfield strengthened picqneta round 
his position and bivouacked on tho ground. 

General Manafiald^a conduct in not pushing through a mile of 
niLned buildings at dust and allowing the enemy to got off with their 
gong has been sharply criticiaed. He, however* eiplicitly states io hig 
despHteh that ^he refrained from giving the neeeiisajy order, being 
aware that it woe contrary to your Excelleney's wish to involve the 
trni>pg among the cnelosurea and houses of the old cantonmont^' That 
Geneml MauafiK Id's action met with the approval of the Commander- 
m-Chief is indicated by Sir Colin having called “ attention to the

to ayaemte the strong oity nod eaviroi^e of Cawnpore. And this 
exactly occurrod* The rebel oeotre iindii^ itself witheat stipport, its 
camp lost and its army dostroyedi broke up during the night aui) Sed 
from the town. Early on tho momiag of the 7th of December the city 
of Cflwnporc was patrolled by two squadrons of caydiy and fr^und 
bo quite clear ef the enemy. 

The right wiDg of the enemy bad been so hotly prised that they 
had dispersed in all dirootiDps nod Sir Colin took [jrempt steps to 
pursue the centre and left who had retreated by the Bithoor road. On 
the Bth of December he seut e oolumn under General tlope Grant to 
Bithoor after them. The farce consisted of Captaiu Middleton^s Field 
Biattery^ Captain Eemmgton'a Troop Horse Artillery^ the 4lih Brigade 
of liifantr}', 2„0o4 stroag and 551 cavalry :f lOO sapper* also accom* 
panied the force,^ Hops Graat was to march to Bithoor, but if he thought 
it advisable or heard of the rebel guns beLug at Semi Ghat, a ferry 
about twenby-hve mil^ above Cawnpore on the Ganges, he was to pro¬ 
ceed there. Hope Grant started with the force about one o'clock 
in the aftemooup and owing to information received on the rood 
exercised bis dUcretion, chang^ th'C direcbioD of his rnarch and

full mg aniongTiL the artillery like hail/* the only casualty on our side 
wm the General himself, who was bit in the foot by a apent grape 
shot Without being much hurt.* 

With Hope Oraut'a gma^essful little expcKlifcion the two days" 
operatioDS ceased. And never did Colin Campbell diMplay to greatea" 
perfection his attention to the detaila, his broad grasp of the whole 
and hia nuistery of the Heience of war, Inepiroil by a fine etmtegicol 
conception he fiied the enEpiy’s attention upon their centre^ while he 
isolated their left and centre, and with a swift driving stroke broke 
their right. Owing to this gnind'design vigorously executed, he was 
able with a force of five thousand men to totally defeat an army of 
twenty-live thousand roeu, numberitig in its ranks the moat perfectly 
e^piipped and organised force iu India, oeoupyiug a strong position with 
forty pieces of artillery. Thirty-four of these guns fell into the hands 
of the vLctora whoso ea«iiallieH nmomlted only to ninety mine of all 
rrinks. 

The relief and withdrawal of the gallant garrison at Lucknow 
having been accompliBhed and the enemy on hLs front Touted, Sir 
Colin wm free to pcKiue the plan of eanipaign determined on in 
□alcuttEL. The canlinal feature of that wdl-eonceived schoiae waa the 
reatoraLii>u of the ooTnmunieatioas with Delhi and the f unjabp This 
eonld only bo dime by the re-conquest and pacification of the country 
lying bctwoeii the Jiituna and the Ganges, kuown m the Ditab, 
(jreaLlioil*s cfliumu had passed through the piravincse, but a military 
gTOi^p nf the oDuiitry—not a mere invasion—was required to keep the 
ground line of communication thoroughly safe and to make it help to 
HUBtain by transport and supplies his future opsmtions. Delhi ab the 
north-western entreuiity of the great plaiiv Allahabad at its sou them 
extremity, Agra in the Jumna between the two, were held by our troopSy 
but to completely command the Duab it was necessary also to have in 
our possession Futtehghur on the Ganges nearly opposite to Agra- 
Situated wear the point where the Oudh and Eohilcnnd territcuy 
113ot and possessing a floating bridge over the river, it wag of great

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Btintefgic importsDCe. An Army reeraited from thcae territories could 
iroin thence operate by either bank of the Ganges and inteiriipt our 
eras line of coraraunication both with Agra and Delhi with Bomljay 
and the Punjab. Sir Colin therefore dotermiaed a great concentiric 
movement on Futtehghyr'. A strong column^ be knew, wag about to 
leave Delhi and moicb down the Upper Duab to him. He determinod 
toaend A force to the Lower Dtmb and meet it at Mytspooreo, near 
the junction of the Agra and Delhi roods with that of Cawnpore. The 
united calumno were to move straight on to Futtehghurj. while he 
hitnaelf advanced from Cawnpore to the aame point. He thus dt^gned 
to sweep the rebel masses from all oidea of the Duab upon Piittebghur 
and to drive them from thence across the Ganges into Bohikund and 
Oudh, where he hoped to crush them at a later period. 

Three days after Sir Colin's arrival at Cawnpore, Colonel Seaton 
kit Delhi with a column formed of a squadron of Cambineeie^ Hodson^e 
IiTTgular Horse, a wing of the lat Bengal Fnailierst tho 7 th Punjab 
lufknttyi a troop of horse artillery and two companies of sapperR and 
miuoTSp uumberiug in all some 1,900 sabres and bayonets. He had to 
guard aq immense convoy of grain oiid stores required far the hi=B.d- 
quartere. Hearing that a couRiderable body of rebels were in the Abgarh 
district he pfocCeded to that town by Farcod marches^ and kaviug his 
convoy under the cover of the guns of the fort, he advanced in a south¬ 
easterly direction^ and ou the 14tb -of December came upon the enemy 
near Chandeyree, not far from the town of KaRgnnj, A smart fight ensued. 
The eiHimj's tsavalry with tbi'ce guns and some inrautry advanced on 
both flanks. " Our guns soon stopped tbeir progresSp"' writes HoJson, 
*' and then the Carabineers and Lancers charged straight down tm them 
in the most innguificeat style, capturing all three of their gtitis at a dash I 
I grieve to say, however, that they jmid moat dearly for their splendid 
courage.” All their ofEcGra went down. Captain Wardlow, Mr. Hudson, 
and Mr* Vyse, all killed, and St^ad of the Lancers badly wounded* The 
infantry were not engaged at Bodson charged their Hying cavalry 

and footmen on ibe left and ooiupkted the rout. Seaton followed up 
the enemy along the road to Futtehghur* and on the 17th of December

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found them m fmnt of tho town of Patiule in great fon^e and partly 
entrenched. After a warm art-iilerj duel Jafiting about half an hour^ 
Seaton orfered the infantry to advance, and. placing hini&elf at the head 
of the eavalry^ chai^ged tho enemy. They did not wait to receive the 
shock, hut broke and fled. I then daatied into their camp with my 
regiment/' writes Hodifopi " Bishop's troop of homo artillery actually 
chai^ng with IIS like cavalry fairly intotheii cajniJ, We drove thetn 
through camp and town, and through gardens, ficlda and lanes, captnr* 
ing every guti and all their ammunition and baggage. We pushed on 
for six. or seven and read thetn a terrible leaeoti.'* 8catoa now 

retraced his steps to Aligoi’hj and taking the convoy with him proceeded 
in MynpooreOj where he gained another victory over the rebel!:i. 

On the iSth of December Sir Colin Campbell despatched Walpole 
with a column oonBisting of the 2nd and Srd Battalious, Rifle Brigade, 
fl detachment of 3fith Foot, Bourchier'a Battery, Blunt's troop of Uorso 
Artillery, and one company of sappem to sweep the Lower Diiab, On 
the 3rd of January! having enoonntcred hut Utile apposition, he joined 
Sealon at Be war, fifteen mile* distant from Mynpoorco on the road to 
Fnttehghur^ 

Sir Colins own advance wm delayed from the want of the means 
of tmnaport. He had denuded himself of an encrmoiis quantity of 
carriage to eonvey the women, children and wouiMJed to AJIababad: 
and what was left he utilised for the deBpatch of Wnlpok^s coliimm 
Aa Walpole had to make a wide sweep and traverse a greater extent 
than himself, he wished him to have n gooil start, so that having joined 
Seat-on the three columns might advance on Futtehghur aimtiltnne- 
oiisly. On the of Decornber tho carriage sent to AElababad 

roturnod,aud on the following morning Sir Colin set out with the head- 
f|uarters cohimn. He proceedod by easy marches, clearing the country 
on his flanks aa he advanced. On X^ium Day^ Hope Grant, who had 
been Beni to Bithoor to burn the Kanaka palace, Joined heitd-quortcrB 
with his guna and cavalry, leaving Hope's Brigade to search the neigh¬ 
bouring ferriea aoroos tho Oangos and to destroy oa umny hoata us 
possible^ On the 28th ioBtant Sit Colin sent Windham ?rith a brigade 
to destroy a rebel fort and halted the two foJlowing Hays in order to 
enahlfl llope^fl Brigade to reach him. On the morning of the 30th 
HoiLon arrived in camp with despatches from Brigadier Soatoti, having 
ridden from ilyupooree right through the enemy's outposts Knowing

how important it was to opon cominiiiiicatioiifl with Lho Canimanrler-in- 
Chief lie had voluiitcered to canj despatohoB to hiTii, Tt nvm a difflciilt 
and periluii^ taak. But no tnak wm too perilous Tor Hnd^iQn. On 
the raorning^ of the 30th he started ajceotnpaniefl by Maf^lowefli bU 
second-m-commriud/* game to tha kickhone,^ and 75 of bk own 
troopers. They rode straight to Bewnr^ fourteen miles distfint Here 
we halted iind ate sandwiches^ and then leaving 50 men tAy stay till 
our roturn, pushed on to CbibbermnWp fourteen miles further on, Here 
we tnade another hjiltij and thenj leaTing the remaining 25 men 
behind, we pmshed on bj ourselrea, unaccorapanieil^ for Goorsabaigringe, 
where we hoped to find the Comraander^in-Chief On aniviDg there 
{a fonrteea miles" stage b we foimd the Comxuaiider-in-Chief was at 
Meemn-ke-Soraip fiftieen miles further ou. This wag very annoying i 
but there was no help for it, so we struck ont as fast as we oouidp the 
more eo as wa heard that, the enemy^ 700 strong, with rour guns, wsa 
within two miles of ns. Wu arrived at Meerun-ke-Sorai ut 4 A.a> 
and found the cjimp thei*e all dght. We were received most cordial ly 
by alb ™d not a little Burprisod were they to hear where we had coif]G 
fronu" HotIesoh * wos most warmly revived by Sir Colin Campbol], and 
was cloaeted with him till din tierAt ft r.M,, they started 
on their long ride {54 miles) bade. When they arrived akuit ti ve 
miles from Chibberruow they were met by a native to whom lluikaii 
had given alms in the morning* “Tie told us that a juirty of the 
enemy hud utte^ked our 25 spwors at Chibbermow, out up BOiim 
and beaten back the rest, and I hat there was a great probability 
mmc of thorn (the enemy) w«re lurking about the msui to niir frofjt. 
This wna pEoasant news, was it not ? Twenty miles fnitu the Commund- 
er-in-Chiers camp, 30 from our own; timcij midnight, scene an 
open rnad j dminhulis jierimiir, two ofiic&is armed with swordiJ and 
revolvers, and a howling enemy supposed bo chtse at hand/^ Hiey 
deliberated what they should do, and Hudson decided they should ride 
OD at all tiaks. *At the worst,* he said, ^we enn galbp back ; bub 
well try and push through.' The native came with ns, and we 
started* I have seen u few adventures in my time, bob miigt confess 
this W &5 the roost trying one 1 ever eiigog&d in. It wasa piereing cold 
bight, with a bright moan and wintry sky,, and a nuhl wind eveiy 
now and then sweeping by and DhilJitig us to the voiy marrow* Taking 
our honfs off the bard road on to the side where it wj^ soft, so 
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tlint tba noise of our fttotfnlla couM 'bo less dtstlneLly heeirl, wo 
wenl ailoutTy on out wny, nniiopsly lietemn^ for eveiy aonnJ tiint 
fell upon our eara, and atraining our flight to sen if. behind Lbo trees 
dotted along tbe road, wo could discern the fonus of the enemy wailing 
ill ambuah to aeiJEe ua. lb was indeed an anxious biiuo. We pmceeded 
till close to Cbibbermow. “They are there." said our guide in u 
whisper, poiotiug to a garden in a clnmp of trees to our right front. 
Distinctly wa hear the faint hum in the distance, whether it was the 
eueiuy. or whether our iraeginatioti conjured up the sound, 1 know not. 
We slowly and silently passed through the village, in the moiti street 
of which we saw tho dead body of one of our men lying stark and slifl 
and ghastly in tho moonlight; and on emerging fmtii tho other aido, 
dismissed our fiuthfiil guide, rrith directiqmf to ia>mc to our Lamp nnd 
then, piilting ajiutb to our hqT>;es, we galloped for our dear life to Bewar, 
breathing more freely as every stride bore us away from the danger 
now post. Wo roached^Bewar at about two o'clock, AJI,, and found n 
party of our men sent out to look fqr ub.'’ Hodifiou and Macdowoirs 
gallant exploit was nemarkahle in that remarkable time for coal and 
dAniig cuumge. 

On tho lat January 1858 Windham's brigade returned to head^ 
quarters. Eutly in the forenoon Hope Grant was Hoiit forwaid with bis 
brigade reinforced by aaqnndronuf cavalry.four light field bnttety guns 
ond a eompnuy of engiusenj to the Knla Nuddoe at tho point when] 
the BUSpQusiun bridge croeaes it. Hope found that the enemy hiul 
remuvcil the planks and aeveroJy damaged the structure; but ihny had 
not had time to iajUK! the pier and main choina The rcbois dia- 
appeared on his appr™ch. aiifl the Corps of Royal Engineem and Bengal 
Sappers, with a party of sailors under Major Nicholson, R.E., set 
to work with great vigour to repiir tho bridge. All day and night 
they worked. " The suilorB were specially useful to Major Nichiilsorrin 
the management of the ropes which rcplacad the btokon part ef tho 
iron work of the suspeuaion bridge.'" On the morning of the 2nd of 
January Sir Colin accompaaied by the Chief of the Staff rode over to 
we if the bridge was ready for the advance of the colrmiu. On the 
other aide of it the ground rises in a gentle slope, anti about half a mile 
to the right front of it in situated the large village of Khudagnng built 
cm each side of the main road os it awemk the aclivity. While Sir 
Colin was inspecting the work, which was nearly complete, he saw u 
number of men clod m white descending from tho crest of ihe hill to 
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the vilJage. Ho tbought thoj wero villagcra and doairod seme one 
go and tell them pot tef olimEil oh they wapTd not be hnrt, whoa all 
of a sqddep ud* came a ropnd shot from cUPoiLg^t them which klLlifd 
four men of the 53fd/' * 

The sailora who were washing theif garmeotfi by the river side, 
^ leaving their soap Buds ood clotheB never to mo them ugaip,’^ rushed 
to their gups. Udder cuver of a heavy muBhotry fit-a the enemy 
brought two more guns into oeLion and simote with shot and bullets the 
remainder of the 53rd aa they passed the bridge io Bupporfc of the 
picqiiet which had been placed on the enemy 'h aido of the river to cever 
the working party. The heavy gunu were advanced and a reeking Hre 
was quickly opened by Lieutenant Vaiighao of the Hoyal Navy and 
Major Smith, commandiDg a field hatUsiy', Boyal Artillery, The 
troops from hend-quortoTB four mileB diBiant were at oira ordered up, 
nod Sir Colio did not oonridor it expedient to press the enemy till they 
airivecL ^ The jiosition now ioketi up by the 5Srd was secured and tho 
fire of the enemy kept do wo hy out guns, but ao advance was not 
permitted,” f At 11 the main column begao to arrive. Brigadier 
Greaihed^s brigado leading. The 64th and 8th wore promptly sent 
pcrDsa the bridge, and Lieu tenant Vaugbim with three of Peelk guns 
followed tbom« Taking up hia porition at the head of the bridge ondcr 
shelter of the yellow bopgatoiv he returned their fire op the village. 
Between two and three oVlock the enetoy brought up a heavy gun ami 
placing it under the cover of the Toll house opened fire : the hugo 
ran ad shot ploughed down sii men of the 8th .f Peel having gone across 
the bridge advanced oue of the 24-^pciundem np to the front Line of 
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TaugliaD, ciapitaL shot and aJ9 qoqI whnn and^r nabower 
of buUeU QB if there waa no anoh bbing og geinpowder nnd lend^"^ * Inid 
it*and it. “ His first shot etrack the roof of the booso ; bis Becond 
fitrrick the anglB of the wall about half way down j and a third dia- 
iDDunied the gtm and destimjed the carriage.'* Peel, who was standing 
by, said Thank you, Mr, Vaughan; perhaps you will now be so good as 
to blow up the tnijibril/* Lientenaut Vaughan fired a fourth shot 
which passed n^ar It, and a fifth whiab blew up and killed several of 
the eneiuy^ Thank you,*^ said Captain Peel in his blandosti and mosti 
courteous toueSj I will go now and report to Sir CoUu." 

He found the ComuiEmder-iii-Chief at the bridge hoad vf^here he 
and hia etaff had been walehing tbe fight, " The bulle&a ware Eying 
about very pleutifnllyp and both Sir Colin and General Grant were 
struck^ though fortunately the bullets were spent and neither the one 
nor the other was seriously hiirt/^ f Owing to the bridge oat having been 
fully repaired^ getting the cavalry and horse artilloTy aerDss proved a 
long and tedious affair^ At length it was accomplished* The 93rd, who 
had been ordered to return to head-c|URrter3 and dine before they 
relieved the 53rd, aJouo remained to cross. About four o'clock, having 
loaded up their baggage and bents, they began the paasagaof the bridgo.

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The IriBhiueti, ho^eveTp hearing th^j were to bo relieved, determined 
they should not be deprived of the honutit of deliTeriisg the aBsamlt. 
Ka Booner had the Highlanders stepped od the bridge when the ud- 
vanoe was aounded, then the double, and the meti of the 53r(l springing 
to their feot and cheering made a doah at the Toll hooae and drove the 
encmj before them into the Tillage. The advance had been iounded 
bj a little druiPtneT-boy of the SSrd, who had stuck himself up in a 
mound and too-to&ed away the Eidvance and double with all the breath 
in hie lungs. ** When asked afterwarde what he nieanti by souiidijig it 
without orderSj be m\d ‘Pleaj^, Sir* I wbb afraid the men would Liok 
me if I didn^t/ Sir Colin furious at this daring broach of 
discipline rode np to the regiment and ^pitched into it well/ But 
these wild Irishmen were incorrigible \ whenever he began to speak, 
a lot of them exclaimed as loud as they could * Three choors for the 
Commander-iji4!^hief, boysl * until at last he himself waij obliged to go 
away laughing." * 

The whole force now advanced, the iSfd on the right with the S3rd 
in support', Greatbed^s Brigade forming the centre and left of the linea 
of infaptry, on the Dutwork honk of which moved the cavalry under 
Hope Granth The rebels did not wait to receive the attack. Covered 
by their light guns in rear they b^gaa to rotiro in good order along the 
road to Futtehgbur, Hope Grout then shewed how skilfully he could 
handle cavalry'. He took hb borso a wide detc^nr to the left, and driv¬ 
ing before him the rebel horBemen, he trotted them parallel to the 
enemy's line of retreat bidden from them by groveg of trees and high 
growing cropf?. Then suddenly, as the dbtnacc between them narrowed 
to about tbree hundred yards, he wheelod to the right. The tnimpets 
sounded the ohotge. The 19th with their hmces lowered followed by 
the squadron of the Sikhs with their glittering sabres burst forth ftoni 
the tall ciupi and charged down on the rebel flank. They dashed into 
their midsti, A short tnesie aud the rebels breaking their ranks dod in 
wild confusion. Forming his cavalry into a long lino, Hope Giant at [he 
head of hia own regiment, the 9th Lnnccm, pursued the flying fo0.f They 
rode past, overturned carriages, exploded tumbrilsi abandoned cannons,

Orotipa of fugitives who preserved their resulutioa end courage knelt 
with fijccd bayonets and poured a volley into their jissailajits before 
they wore cut down. For five aiiles the stem chase eon tinned^ A6 
lost the light began to fail and the older was given to wheel to the 
right and form upon the road* Before the tnovemeat could be carried 
out a handful of mutineers turned round and fired qpon their relentless 
putuuet^ The gallant Yoonghnsband fell shot through the Innga, 
Lieutenant KoberlSp who had been riding by his side, aaw him Ml, but 
he could not go to his assistance, for at that moment he spied a Sikh 
$owar and a rebel sepoy atanding at bay with musket and bayonetL The 
horseman with his sword waa no tn^teh for the foot soldier with the 

queen of weapons " Roberta rode straight at the ^poy, and with ono 
stroke of his sword kilted him on the spob. Then he saw two sepoys 
inahiog off with a standard. Hg galloped after tbemp overtook them, 

^ and while wrenching the staff out of the hande of ona of them, whom 
I cut dowup the other put big musket close to my body and filed; 
fortunately for me ib tuisicd fire, and I carried off the standard*” * For 
these two acts of valour Lieutenant Roberta was awarded the Yictorja 
Cross. 

With the captured standards at ibeir head the 9th Lao ears rode 
bock followed by the Sikh squadrona M they passed the Commander- 
in-Chiaf, he took off his hat to them, with some words of praise and 
thanks. The Laucers shook their lances lu the air* and ohegred ; the 
Sikhs took up the cry. waving their eabres above their heada The men 
carrying the standards gave them to tha windi tha Highland brigade^ 
who were encampitig close by, ran down und cheered both the victori¬ 
ous cavalry and tho veteran chief, waving their bonnets in the air. It 
was a fair sight, and reminded ono of the old days of cMvaliy, When 
Sir Colin rode back through the camp of the HighJandei^, the enthn* 
siasm of the men exceeded deaeription.'' 

The nest morning the column marched to Futtehghur and found 
lb and the adjomiug native town of Fnrrakhab^wi deaerted by the enemy.

The bridge waa aecnrod and Furrakhabad and Futtehgbiir 
occnpujd* On the 6th of Junuaiy Seaton's and Walpoln's col noma joined 
the camp of the Coniiiiflnder*m'Ctief^ w bob ad aent orders bj Hodjon for 
the in to advEicce aimtiltraeonaly with himself. But the attack of the 
enemy at Kala Nnddee and their utter rout had precipitated matters 
and changed in a slight degroo Sir Colm^s strategical scheme. But the 
result waa eminently succsssfuL The Doab had been renaanqueted, 
direct communicfttiaiiB with Delhi and Agra restored, and the 
rebels driTOn acroas the Ganges into Robitcuad, Sir Colin 
anxioua to follow up the capture of Futtehghur by tho invasion 
and conquest of Bohiloundf but the Oovemor-Goneral^ moved by pdlitic&l 
Considerations, very properly thought that the subjugation of Oudb was 
of paramount iinportnoce. In a letter, dated the 20th of December, 
I^rd Cannmg writes : ** So lohg as Ondb is not dealt with, there will 
be no real quiet on tbia side of India. Every sepoy who has not 
alreaily mu tin led will have a standing temptation to do and ovety 
native Chief will grow to think less and 1^ of our powers, l am 
therefore, as things now stand, strongly in favour of taking Oudh in 
hand after Futtchghur, Mynpoorco. &c., and the Great Tnmk Road 
comiaunicaticiis are made safe. What do you think of this? There may 
be reasons aguket it in favour of some other cotme which are not 
known to me but obvious to you. I am auro you will write to mo 
unreservedly all you have to mj on it." * Before the letter reached the 
Commander-in-Chief he had desi»tchod to the Ticercy a metnoraodnm 
drawn up after very oireful (Musideratiom" "The subject" write* 
Sir Colin, im been for acme da;j’3 one of auxious consultation between 
Mansfield and my self. It ia very posaible that many of the points may 
have occurred to your Lordship ; but some of them are so purely pro- 
fcssiocal, that it la likely they would escape one not fcred in the army* 
The paper is sent, not^l beg your Lordship to believe# for the purpose of 
hampering you in any infumer, hut simply ia the eaineat hope of 
rendenng you some alight aa^^atonot in oonsideriug a very difficult and 
knotty question^ and I entreat you to use it or put it aside as it may 
b&flt suit jonr c onvenience.'^ Tho memonmdum stated that in the 
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opidioa of the Cominunder-m-Ghief, nftei* tho experience lately gained 
ef the tittibbom epitifc of the people of Oudh^ the reducticni of that 
proyincc oonid not to attempted with m army of leas than 30,000 men, 
“Colonel Xapior^ of the Beo^l Engineers, ima given the deliberate 
opinionf in wbieh 1 coinoidoj as regards aatdbertj that 20*000 men are 
neoessar}' for the first operation ofaubdaing the city* That haring boon 
performed it will be neceBsary to leave a garrison in oooupatioHj consist¬ 
ing of at least 10^000 men^ — vij.y in the Gity^ aod 4,000 in aebain 

of posts to the Ca™pQro Eb>£kd—until the whole province shall have 
been oenquered and the rebels driven out of their last strongholtL" It waa 
'' for the (Jovemment to decide wbether it be possible, with regard to the 
ciroumstanoes of the Presidency, to effect the necessary ooncentration of 
troopa for this pijrposc+'^ The memorandnm furtber mentioned thatj 
^ If through exposure during the hot weather of 1858* the strength of 
the British foroea in India be seriously redijcsad^ by one-third, mid 

less than that number could not be reckoned on were the campaign to 
be prolonged throughout the year* it will not be in the power of tbo 
Government at home to replace them- A great effort baa been made 
this year nnder national excitoment to meet a great crisis, but the 
moons of recruitment do not admit of its repetition. As an urgent 
matter of poUcy therefore, as well aa bnnmnityp it is absolutely necdsaary 
to economise the forces of which we are now £}Q^essed." On the dOth 
of December Lord Canoiug wrote that he hud given the most ansiodH 
attenrion to the memorandum^ but be atUl held the opinion that the 
eommunications beiog made safe, Oudh should be taken m baud with 
the least delay possiblen He however added—^ that it should not bo 
considered us a necessary consequence of onr entering Oudh that the 
whole province should be subjugated. If it wero possible to collect a 
force equal to tpuldng Lucknow and holding it without attempting more 
for the present, it should be doucK Farndoxical as it may appear, I 
tihink it of more importance to re-establish dtir power in the centre 
and capital of Ondh, which has searuelj been in our possessioa two year?* 
than to recover our older possessions. Every eye in India ia upon 
Oudh as it was upon Dfllbi Ondh h not only the rallying place of the 
aepojs, — the place to which they all look, and by the doinga in which 
their own hopes and prospects rUo or fall^—but it represents a dynasty: 
there is a Kmg of Oudh seeking his own. Ondh and our dealings with 
it have been in every native's mind for the last two years. The atten¬ 
tion of all native Chiefa ia drawn to see whether or not we can retain 
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hold of what wie haye tateiL^’ Meanwhile: Sir Colip had addressed a 
clear and full note to the Viceroy in which he stated that, taking into 
coufiidcnitioa the permaneDt importance of preserving the roads, it 
appeared to him "^oa iho whole advisable to follow up the movement 
now made by this force by adronee late and oecupatiOD of Rohileund — 
to root out the load era of the large gatherings of insurgents which we 
know to eaiat there^ to seize their gunsj and To-establish authorityt aa 
ii now I hope being effectually done in the Daab. It seetna to me 
that if we halt in thb course to diroct the one force at our command in 
these party to another object, wo mum slight riak of seeing the results 
of our late laboms wasted, and of an antumUp perhaps a aunimer* cam¬ 
paign on the same ground, to reycne the gamsoos which would have to 
be left in Futtehghur and Myupoore©. Our late experience of the siege of 
Cawnpore might in such case be dbagreeably repeated^ The very ^li 
of the retreat of the Insurgents without a good beating renders thia 
contingeiicy so much the more probablc^if they be not followed up with a 
will thronghont the province of RobllcniEidp where they are falling back 
on the rebel forc^ reported to be maased at Shahjehanpore and 
Bareilly/^ * Sir Colin added —I come thereforo unwilUngly to the 
oonclnaion that Oudh ought to wait till the autnmu of ISSS. whoa with 
the conntriea oecupied in strength alj around it, the proper subjuga* 
tion of Rajahs and people might bo expected without risk and much 
loss,'^ Lord Canning, after having carefully eonsidered all he had 
thought and tmtten on the subject" with a keen senBc of tho importance 
of the decision/^ adhered to his original opinion. On the fith of January 
be writes — ** Bnt I am obliged to say that 1 still t hink these operations 
should he directed against Lucknow at no long interval'* And the 
political conolderudons which iuduoaced his decLaioa were of the gravest 
nature. The Nana was meditating an attack upon the Saugor terri¬ 
tories. He is also intngnmg with the Mahrattes of Western Indiop 
If he can point to Lneknow as wrested &om ns^ his appeal will have a 
dangerous force, and one which would not be couuterbalaacdd by any 
Te-oiisertion of our power in Bohilcund^' The teports from Pegn of 
things iti distant Ava were that nows of Lucknow was anxiously 
loftked for^ ^Then there is that most formidahlo of all lurking places of 
danger and revolt, Hyderabad — especially Mahometan and deeply sym- 
pathMng with Uudh because feariegr hn^vever unreasonably, tbe same 
fate. The recovery of Oudh would be of the greatest value to us 
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there; whil^ the penetrating into Rdliilcund^ letaviDg Ondh untonohedp 
would bo little thought of. It will become a question for early consi- 
deration in the event of our not acting against Locknew^ and of 
Getietal Ontram having to withdraw from it^ whether a part of Brigadier 
Whitlock'e Jlarfrafl Coluom should not he halted at Secunderabad^ to 
giiELrd against all contingencies in the dominions. I should not 

like to ask Madras for another man out of her proper territories/' Sir 
Colin Campbell bowed to the deciaion of the Govemor-Gbenerol nnd 
began at once to give loyal ofTect to them by the adoption of octivo 
measures for the reduction of Lucknow, 

Lord Canning Ln his letter to Sir Colin Campbell^ dated the 29ih 
of December, wrote—The auxiliary force from Nepaul ia more readily 
available against Oudh than in any other quarters; and I should be etorry 
to make it dear to Jung Bahadur that we are obliged for a time to pass 
by anarchy and insiirrectioD, where they ora meat formidable and 
raging immediately under his own hills and take him off to other 
distent parts, where no such serious struggle awaits ns/* Jung Bahadur^ 
the al!*powerful Minister in Nepaul, on hearing of the outbreak of the 
Mu tiny p had placed the whuie millbary rcaourees of his country at the 
disposal of tho British Government. Lord Canning aRer some hesita¬ 
tion accepted a contingent of 3,000 men, and in iftily it waa sent down 
from Khatmanduj the capital of the State. The Gurkhas entered 
British territoiy nothwaid of Gofuckpore, where a Mahomedau Chief 
had declared himself ruler m the name and on behalf of the King of 
Oodh, had organised a species of government, collected re%"enaee and 
exercised anthoritj. At the end of July they occupied the civil station 
which givea ita name to the district. On the 13th of July they reached 
Aziiiigarh, and two days ktor they were at Jamoporc in the heart 
of the disaffected districts. Hero the Nepaulese troops were formed 
hy a few Britijth officers who were nppointed to act with tbeci. They 
were busy ioBtruotuig our allies in European methods of drill, when 
news reached them that a atroag body of rebels threatened Azimgarh, 
Colonel Wrenghton, who commanded at Jaunpore, at once sent a regiTnont 
of Jong Bahadur’s force under Colonel Shum shore Sbg (a Nepauleso 
officer) to its aisisbance. They tuarched some fifty miles in a day-and-a< 
half, and on the evening of the 19lb of September they reajched Azimgarh. 
The nejtt morning they learnt that a large body of rebels had 
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aB 30 iDbl«d Be^ the neighljcitiruig vilbgie of Mundorw, A fDrt^of 1^200 
men und^r the mmmand of Captain Boll&au wofi sea t to dkper«e them. 
It chiefly conaiatjEd of the Gurkha regiment imder the command of 
Colonel Shn Habere Sing. YeimbleSp a gallant itidigo plan ter* waa 
prresent with a small IkhI) of ho™ which he had nused and organised 
to keep order in the difltricE. They found the rebels posted in a clump 
of trees and in a awamp behind the viUago. and as they jidmnced the 
enemy opened on thotn a hea^ oaunonade^ .Boileau ordered Shutn* 
sbere Siiig to push bis men forward at doable pace. Promptly the 
Gurkhas responded to their leader^s comm and, and mshing forward 
they drove the enemy from their position and f^ptiired three guns. 
Yenables was always where fighting waa hardest j he was first up at 
the first gun taken, and killed three men with his own hancC* 

The gallant conduct of tbo Gurkhas dispelled from the minds of 
the English officers the prejudice that had existed agamst the little 
mounlameers. They were not ho smart as the Eengal sepoy, but they 
could march and fight. At Chanda on the filst of October they again 
proved their stubborn courage. Kews having reached Colooe! 
Wroughton that a rebel leader was collectmg a large force at Chanda 
to BcizG the district of JaunporBi he at once eent against them a colnmn 
consisting of about eleven hundred Gurkhas. After in arching about 
ten miles they foiind the rebels in a wcll-choson and excessively Etroog 
positiom They numbered at lea^it five Lhousond with five gnus umnned 
by experienced gnonera. The fight was hot and stubbomp But the 
enemy was dislodged from his position with the loss of nearly all his 
gima and his ammunition, Many gallant deeds were performed by the 
Gurkhas that day. Xiieutenant Oumbheer Singh of tho Sherc 
Bcginient/^ wrote Colouel Wtoughton in hifl official di^spatches, " now' 
lies covered with wounds. Thrs officer I beg prominently to bring to 
the notice of Oovemmentj for his great gallantrjp such os would in our 
Bcr^oe entitle a persou to the bigheet honours being conferred on him^ 
The Lieutenant rushed on eeven men defending a gun, cut down five 
and wounded the ethcti?, who made off He himself receivtfd eight 
eword cuts ” * * 

A short time after the action of Chaiida, Colonel Xxingden of the 
lOth FcMjt, who had been fient from Benares with a small lurec consisting 

* Fraa liinit&iLuit-CDbnvl F. WrcU^btt^iii m miitAri dUTfD Gorkbi Farcei, Id 
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of thiee hundred aud twenty men of the 10th Foot, two 9-{]outi(ler guns, 
a small detachment of Enropean artillciy and a htmdrod and aerenty 
of the Madras Ifativa infantry, reached Jannpore. Two days after their 
arrival (4th November) a body of rebels again croaeed the Oudh frontier. 
Colonel I^ngdcn uniting his force to tho Nepaulese contingent ad vanced 
jigniDSf; them and drove them across tho border. To protect it from 
ftlturc raids, the Jatmpore force was greatly strengthened and iniide a 
brigade command under Brigadjer-Ceneml Franks, a man of fiery 
violent nature and a martinet of the old school. He knew how to 
command men and how to lead them. Hr had nevor studied the art of 
war, but he hod an instinct for winning battles. Ho was more feared 
than loved by hia niem In the Sntlej Campaign as he was abont to 
lead them against a strong Sikh battery be said " I know yon intend 
to shoot me. But boys do let me get in first.” Hia horse was blown 
to pieces, but his boys earned him in triumph out of the battery. 
Another force consisting of Britieh and Nepaulese troops was organised 
in Westom Behor under Colonel Koweruft. It was to move from 
Tirhoot along the river Gandak to Goruckpore. The good service 
rendered by the Onrkha Contingent also led Lord Canuing to make a 
further arrangement with Jung Bahadur by which he himself was to 
lend a Ibice to the disaffected districts, and having cleared them nf 
rebels he waa to march into Dudhatid co-operate with Colin Campbell 
in bis attjick on Lucknow. 

Op the £lsfc of December Juug Babndur^s compact little force of 
1,0Dt) Gurkhas eompoaed of fourteen regiments of infantiy and four 
batteries of artillery of sir gnus reached the ftontier. Here he was 
met by Brigadier-Genond Q, H. Maegregor, and the oflicem who 
hod been attached to hie force.* They wei'c received by the Maharaja in 
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fiilldiirbar. Hia drefla was most tnaguificent. "The first day he wore 
the skh) of a wild aiuinal for a conti liohJy tr imm ed with head^bonda of 
pure gold; his girdle was of the same, atedded with precioua etopea j 
his trousers of fine cloth of gold. As fiir hia turban, it was really 
magnificent; first there was a row of rubies all roand it, then emeralds, 
and a broad plate of pure targe diamonds io front with a large waving 
pluma Bis two yoanger brothers were with him, of coarse dressed as 
superbly, befitting tfaeii high rank in Nepaul/' After the durbar the 
English efficera went out to see the koopa " They were drawn up in 
lines of regiment one behind the other, the best of comae in front, but 
we were very agreeably snrpriaed, both as to theu* discipline, pAystgue 
and equipment. They marched as steadily as any troops I ever saw. 
The double march was singularly steady *, and they formed column, 
square, and deployed—passed in review in a moat soldierlike and steady 
manner. Par from realising otir pre<eonceived notions of Qurkha dlmi- 
nutivenesa, they, at any rate in the crack corps, were giants i and even 
those in the non'Seleeted regiments were very mtich larger than in onr 
Qurkha battaliont I enquired about their oomiioflitioE ; and General 
Rumheer Sing, the seconddn-command, informed me that with the 
exception of seTonteen they wore all pare Gorkhas. The Jung in most 
anxious to got at the enemyHis wish was gratified on the I3tb of 
January. A few miles from Go ruck pore, the Garkhas came 
suddenly upon the rebel force stiungly posted in a jungle. Their guns 
at once opened fire and the rebels vigorously replied with ortilleiT and 
musketry. But the duel was of abort duration- The Gurkhas swift os 
bloodhounds rushed forward and the enemy turned and fled. For two 
miles through the jungle it was a race for life. Nor were these sturdy 
mountaineera then exhausted Through the town the Gurkhas chased 
the rebels to the ghaut on the river, “ At one place a number of 
rebels tried to rush up the banks and effect an escape into the fields, but 
were iuteraapted by the Gurkhas and cut to pieces. The great majo' 
lity however jumped into the river where they were shot down iu great 
numbera. Three or four hnndred must have been killed there, the 
river being at one time literally covered with floating bodies." 

The station of Goruckpore was again occupied and the district 
cleared of rebels. On the Iflth of February Jung Bahadur reached the 
left bank of the river Qogm which separated Oudh from our districts. 
There he vns joined by Colonel Roweroft, who bad moved up early in 
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December id Uie direetioii Gprackpore^ On Lha 25 th of December 
he received from Jung^ Boliadur a reinforcement nf 5(K) Gnrkhaa Hii 
whole force now only amoanted to 1,100 men, of whom 130 of the Fmrl 
Naval Brigade were the only EnropeaneL Thi^ next day he attoekod 
five thousand rebek with a large train of ortiJIeiy etrongly ported m 
the viJlage of Sohodpore covered in front by a tank with high banka 
and two or three large topes (woods) on the right. On arriving 
within half a mile of the enemyk poBition Boweroft formed 
line and took ground on the right to tom their left Bonk and act more 
easily on the tank. The operation was performed with conspienous 
meces. The rebeb were driven from the village and after a puranit 
of six mites across the river OandalL " The trgopa btrhnvedT os British 
marines and seamen ever do, most excellently and gallantly : Captain 
Sotheby ever rewly and present with the guns and to afiTord me 
evGiy ossisttmee in the field.The Gurkhas proved themselveB 
worthy comrades, ^ All the offieera of the two Gurkha regiments 
were anxioos and ready to render good oerrice; and the men of both 
regiments were steady and willing in the field and kept well to the 
with the European forces. One Gurkha officer spodially distinguished 
himself that dayn Lieutenaut Burl ton reports that Subadar Himknmal 
Bushnea, <)th Company, Randull Gurkhas, behaved very gallantly, con- 
atontly encouraging his menp and in riding at one of the rebels who waa 
attacking Lieutenant Burl ton, inflicting fortunately only a cut through 
his turban and helmeti the Snbadar was very severely wounded by a 
tulwar round the left hip, a Sikh then rushing np, cutting down and 
killing the rebeL"* t On the following morning Roweroft crossed the 
river and punished those who had been forward *^ia marauding and 
giving aid to the rebels " by destroying their homesleads. Then in 
pursuance of orders received frcim Brigadier-Genoral JfclEiogriegoT he 
marched to Burkai OHatou the Gogra, the chief river of Oudh» Hero 
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he feceived cirdere to embark tira fore# in bouts and osoend the rive?. 
On the eveatiig^ of the l^tb of February ho arrived within four laileg 
of the Nepanl Column and landing on the righl bank ^aa Joined by a 
brigade of that force. lAdvimcing np4]he atreatn be defeated a body of 
rebels at Pherepore and bringing up his boats he made of them a bridge 
over which bbo NepaaLetifi troopa crowed Jung Bsihadur pnnmed his 
march to Lucknow^ and to RowcrLift. was OEsignrd the iodk of holdiag 
Gorakbporo and keeping opon the eommunicatiena 

On the day that Colonel Eowcroffc and the Nepanlese force come in 
touch General Franks was ordered to enter Oudh. Hie field fcirce 
coEkSLStred of three Eiiti&h regiments, the IQth, 20 th^ end OTthp oix 
hattaiioua of Nepaulcee under OetienLl Puliv^un Sing^ two field 
battfeiiee^ and some ether gtms^ hul hia cavalry comisted only of thirty* 
eight mounted poHcemoTi known os the Beoare^ Hgrae commanded by 
Caplaiti Hntheson,* To make up for hLi deficiency in that arm ho 
had moiinLed twenty-five men of Lhe lOLh Foot and placed them 
under the command of Ueutenaut Tucker of the Bengal Ariillery. 
The force oppoaed to him consisted of IQ,000 men under the rebel 
chief hlchndee Husaon and S,OQO men under one of his sub- 
Ueuteoanta Bundu HuBsau. At 8 a.M, on the morning of the 1 Otb* 
Frank® found the oneniy tmder the Hub-Ueutenont at Chanda. “ a large 
rillage at the south-eastern angle of which arc a considerable mud 
fort and a seraij both of great height and Joopholed for musketiy.” 
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Franka^s force sood drove tbe Ciiemy before it^ carried the jpo^ition^ and 
captured six gnus^ following the rebeia through uud pnst tho village* 

After a long eha^ Frauha reated huj meti. Near aunaeE while the 
gTQTind for encaimpment being taken up» the enemy under ^tehndee 
HtLSfiftn api>eared on his left front. His forco inimedintely changed 
froDtp attacked the enemy^ and rented them. He then bivouacked for 
the night. The next day he halted to ctinblo tbe baggage which had 
been delayed by diffienlt ground to arrive. New?! reached General 
Flunks that the rebel leader intended to bar his progress by making 
u wide circuit to the left and occupying the strong juugEe pjiss 
position and Fort of Budhayan^ nina tnHes m front of him. But 
Franks's sagacity was as wnspicuoua as iLs energy. At daybreak on 
the 2lGt, having drawn up bis force in order of battle as if be were 
going to attack the enemy in front, ho allowed his whole baggage to 
hie away past his right rear towards a village Entuated half way to the 
Fort, where it had been given out that he intended tCN halt. But he 
pushed the baggage rapidiy through it, and withdrew withouti being 
noticed: his advance guard, who overtook the baggage, creased tbe Vi^ahj. 
ravincj and seized the fort just befope the enemy. The rebel leader Jhfl'pJrtttF 
forostaJIcd m tbo posseasiou of the fort* proceeded by a long detour for 
tho town of Sultanpur where he dotc^rmined to dispute Franks's further 
progress- The rebel force numbering 25pOQtl men, of wbom 5,(10(} 
were sepoj^ and 1,100 cavalry* with 25 guns, was under MIrza Gaffocuf 
Bey, a General of ArbUIery uuder the ex-King of Oudh, w'ho hod been 
aent from Lucknow speoially to take the command. Tba positioii 
which he occupied waa formidable. Behind a deep and winding 
ravine which runs into the river Goomtee his line, extending 
a mile and a half in length, was posted on a plain. His left 

rested on the Sultanpur bazaar, the centre wns placed behind tho 
ruined lines of the police battalions, and hia right waiii covered by 
n range of low hillocks in advance of the village and strong mBsenTy 
coravansemi of Badahahgunge. Near the point where the direct road 
loading to Lucknow crosses the rtiviae the enemy placed their principal 
battery. Three of their guns wore placed on the e.\treiue left, and six 
wens jiosted on the serai on the right, The ravine whosti whole front 
was lined fay groves of trees was deep and easy uf defence where 
the rood cros£QH it; it was also very deep on the enemy's left where it 
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ran into the riFer, but to the left it waa mucb (uaitDWQr and slmllowerp 
At flii q^clock in the morniog^ Franks marohed horn hb coiupg aod three 
bonia later his cavalry eaught sight q( the enemy*a nutpriata near a 
rilinge on the high FCtfuJ. Immediately foftning his mea in battle array 
he marched through the hamlet^ and the encrnys picquote concluded 
that his advance would be as they wished directly down the high road, 
Then advancing with his few trooperg and the mounted doiochraent he 
drove the outpoL^ta beyond the ravine^ A thlek belt of treea now con¬ 
cealed his force from the enemyV Taking advantage of the screen, 
Franks galloped with a few horeo to the kft to examine the head of the 
ravine which I felt oonvinced disappeared in the plain. and this 
proved to be the caas, for my search found a point where the road from 
Allahabad crosaes it^ whero the troops and heavy guiu oonld poos the 
ravine out of reach of the enemy^e fire. Seme rialog grotmd here gave 
me a good view of the rebel position^ and ascertaining that it might be 
turned by its right, 1 ordered the whole force to take ground obliquely 
to the leffc^^ Concealed by the mango grovea the force proceeded round 
the eneray s right coinplotcly out of fire. When they debouched from 
tbe wood the rebota opened on them from their heavieet guns, but the 
shot fell for short. Franks inaLcmtly deployed his lino and sent the 
skirmishers with the hgtit guns well ahead to close on the enemy^s pi>8i- 
tioun But far in advance of the leading skirmishers rode Lieutenant 
McLeod Innes who during the defence of the Reaidency hod ahown hew 
great profesEional skill and calm judgment can be combined with 
valour of no ordinary orden ^ He was the first to secure a gun which 
the enemy were abandomug. Retiring (tom this they mtUed roimd 
another gun farther back, from which the shot would in another in¬ 
stant have ploughed through our advancing columna, when Xiieutenant 
Inne^s rode up unsupported, shot the gunuer about to apply the matoh^ 
and remaining undaunted at his post the mark for a hundred match- 
lockroeu, sheltered in seine adjoining hnts^ kept the artilloTynicn at 
bay uadi assistance reached him.'"* The gnu being captured the 
British lines circling gradually forward drove the enemy from the 
different points of his iKisitiojn to tho deep ravine which here swept

round his rear, was cot ofT. The central battery with 

five grins still skipped ooi' advance. Then Franks himself cap in hand 
led the skirmishers and eight of the IDth Foot up to the guns and thej 
were captured after an obstinate resistance, the gunners standing by 
their pieces and serving them to the last" Tho battle was at an end- 
The enemy fled in all directions, escaping across the deep ravine which 
prevected the further advance of Frankses guns. His want of cavalry 
also precluded a vigorous pursuit. Twouty-otie of the onemy^e gtms, 
nine of them of siege calibre^ bis comp and bia ammunition fell into the 
hands of the victors- 

The force halted after the action for the men to rest and that same 
evening it was joined by the Lahore Light Horse and Pathan Horso 
under Captain Balmain. The next afternoon the 3rd Sikhs under 
lieutenant Aiokmon reached the camp, having ridden forty miles that 
day.* On the 25th in compliance with a telegrrim from the Chief of 
the Staff the foncs resumed its tn/irch. On the mpming of the lit 
of March juBt as the column was about to leave its camp, Aiokman, 
who was in command of the atlvaneed pigquets, heard that a body 
of SOO rebel infantry and 200 cavalry, with two gnne, nndera noted 
rebel chiefs were encamped three miles off the high road on the banks 
of the Goomtee. He had only lOO meUp but sending a troopBrat 
full gatlnp to Franks asking that the cavalry and the guns might be 
eent to hla snpport, he led them to the spot, and finding the enemy 
charged into their midsL A tough fight ensued. Aickuiau himself 
wna engaged in a hand-to-hand eonteeti with several of the rebels and 
receivijd a Hcvere cut ocrosa the face. But his troopers boat theni 
off, nnd vigorously preaalng the foe drove them acroea the river and 
captured their two guns^ For big dash and dotimgc Aicknioii was 
awarded the Victoria Cro^s, 

Franks continued hia advance and en the 4th of March he arrived 
within eight milea of Lucknow. Here he learnt that a large body of

tuimolssted they might eat off bis long tmin of baggage, Franks deter- 
romed to drive them from their oitadef. Sending the main column uu- 
der Brigadier Evelelgh, G,B., a mile further on the road he proceeded 
with two Hoj^ Artillery guns under Licntenant- Arbuthuot, a squad¬ 
ron of 9th Lanccrsi and aomoSikh and Fatban Hoi^ under CaptJ^ 
Colea, 9tb LnnccTS^ to the Fort. No sooner did he approach it than the 
enemy opened fire from two sraall guns. The ETorse Artillery gons were 
hrought into action at yards, but they bad no effect. They were 
moved up succesaiYeiy to 400, 3U0 and 200 yards^ bat they were too 
light to make ony improasiou on the walls and to put down the Hre of 
the malchlockmeu securely ported behind the parapet. Franks there- 
fore ordered up a company of marksmen from each British regiment 
under LieuLensnt*C<>loaol Longden, IDth Foot, and two 24-pounder 
howitzers of Major Matter's Madras Battery; A few rounds from them 
drove the enetny frora the outer enclosure," but a sharp matchlock fire 
was Btyi kept np from the loopholes which everywhere pierce the keep 
into which the greater pan of the defeodem hod retired." * The com* 
panics of the SOth and 97th gallantly headed by Capfciuu Middleton, 
29th Regiment, and Ensign Elton, 3Tth Native Infantry, attached to the 
lOth Foot, attacked it from the south-east^ effected an entrauioc, and 
captured the gun& The rebels driven to bay, banioaded themselves in 
a house gnorded by a huge heavy gate. Repeated attempta to break it 
down laileA " The ahot from one of their own guns which we turned 
against it, making no impresaion on the massive gatOjf a firs kindled 
against it having no effecti, and my only Engineer officer, Ueutenant 
InnoBr having been severely wounded, while trying to harst open the 
eutroDGe, I deterrained," wrote General Friuiksp “to withdraw from the 
place,” His dcoision was abo infltiottced by n report brought to him 
that bb preacnce was required with the main body around which consid¬ 
erable bodies of the enemy were hovering. They however fell back 
towards the city, and Frauka'a force resuming its march reached Sir 
Colin^s camp the eamc evening. It hud in thirteen days marched a 
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hundred and thirty Eoiles, had beaten an iiumeaBel}^ auperiar enemy in. 
fotir actions and bad eupttired thirty*five plecee of cwdnsncft* 

Willie Franks's oolnmn and the Nepautese army under Jnng 
Bahadur were niBrehiug fmoi the eofitem frontier of Oudh to the 
enpital^ Gutram was holding his own in Alutnbagh agnlnft a pertinacious 
foe. As the AJumhagh was capable of accommodating enJj a small 
garrison ho had, after establishing a strong picquet there, encamped bio 
main force a mile in rear of the building itself in the open plain across 
the Cawnpore road, and he protected his camp by batteries abattis 
nud by judiciously turning two or three swamps into account, which 
however were very nearly dry in February. These defeuEive worksj 
not couuecbed by a coadniaotis trench, occupied a circuit of about 
eleven milea which extended from a village to the lefb of the main 
pmd to the old and tumbled fort of Jcllalabad on the extreme right, 
in which was placed a Sapper piequet and p&rt of the park, the 
rat being iu rear of uur camp. The advanced posts were within 
gunahoL range of the outworks of a vast city. Such was the position 
which for three months Gutram held against 120,000 organised troops 
with more than 130 gnus, besides the armed and turhuleut scum of a 
population of 700.000 eouls^'f^ His force amounted to cutBEiderably

and thnB after deducting rick and wounded there romoined of all artns 
and ranks (European and Native) little more than 2,000 available 
for action during the absence of the convoys (averaging 450 men) 
which we had foitmghtly to send to Cawnpore.^^ * 

Outram acting nnder orders took up bis poeition on the plain 
of Alumbogb to hold the ornied hosts of Lneknow in check tmtil 
the Commaiider-in-<7bief was ready to undertake the capture of that 
dtyp which be hoped would be in a very few months. Bub for 
strategic reasons ho dmliked*the portion: its close proxiintty to the 
city enabled the enemy to attack him when they thonght fit, and to 
make good their retreat when defeated. It was also cramped and Dfmn 
to BUTpriseSv When Outram therefore heaid that CoUil QampbeU 
proposed to defer the capture of Lucknow till the nest winterp a 
period of ten or twelve monthsp he considered it his duty, uot ac a 
General of a Diviaioii but as Chief Commissioner of Oudh, lo re¬ 
commend a withdrawal of hia forces to some poet near Gawnporc. 
He argued it ui immaterial what pEitticular spot in Ondh is held as 
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a proiijf that we Imv^ not deSrerUxi m long as a footing la retained 
in th& pTOvince; for an dvH govt^rDineiit nan b? cxcrei^d ao ioug 
BS we are not in poa&ession of the capital Tn contlaan 

to hold s position in tho immedlute neigh bo Lirhaod of Lochnow to 
eonsiiiered " wotild reodejr necesssarj the employment of a mueli larger 
body of troopa to maintain their poet and keep np theLr comiiiuiii- 
i^tlona with Cawnporej and alaOp remaining in the vicinity of the 
city, without making any effort to take itp would be a dechuratiou 
of weaknesSp which under the proaent ciroumBtauceB is m every way 
to be deprecated.** Outram, however, begged the Oavernor^Oenenl 
dijscmctly to undeT^tand that he only advocates the withdrawal of 
this force from Ita present pofiltioHj. in the event of the re-conqueati 
of the capital and of Oudh during the present Beoson being definitely 
abandoned If. on the other hand, it be contemplat<ed to undertjiko 
these opcrationsi he is of opinion that political conaiderutians im¬ 
peratively demand that our present position be maintained at any 
cost,'* It was maiiitauied and at little cost, by the energyi skill and 
conroge of conceptiDn and execution of Oatram, 

Sir Colin Campbell, however^ refused to realise the dimgcrs and 
difficulties of Ontraiu's poaritioiL Aftrar the defeat of the Gwalior 
contingeiit at Cawnpore a tnemoFauduni by the Chief of the Staff 
was sent to Outmiu stating that the Cominatideivin-Chicf was of 
opinion that he shonld take immediate steps in pursuance of the 
advantage gained to put hia Dommuaic^tiiitis with Cawapore in a 
thoroughly effective condition. '' You will therefore ou the receipt 
of this meuiomndum, detach to the rear 400 European soldicrSp 
hlodnus Infantryp Captain Olpherts^H Light Field Battery and half your 
cavalryi with all your camels.*' To thia large demand upon his 
resources Ontnun felt bound to demur. He reminded the Commander-* 
in-Chief that in a letter to the Governor-Ocncral in Council which 
was forviorded under a Hying seal fer the Commander-m-Chiet'a 
iufomiatioa he hod statod:—""We have barely CMrkge for a weak 
brigade, which, howeveri w^ould not be detached with prudenoe to a 
distance invohnng an absence of more than a day, without exposing 
the camp to cooiaiderabfe risk, meuaced ns it is by many thousnuds 
of the enemy, supported by several guns posted in the ganjeps and

to this pasaage in hia letter to thn Govemor-GeneraJ, farther informed 
the Commander-in-Chiof that the euemy wore bueily employed in 
erecting a battery on bis left flank which might become otfensirc 
at any moment* that they had brought out two horee artillery guna 
"'which might do much harm by moving on our flanks if we had 
no guns of a BimiJiir doacripticn to oppose thorn/* that the cavalry 
force was mosl- in efficient^ that detaching 200 Madius Infant^ from 
Bunnee would weaken t<m much that moat important post which was 
already threatened by tho enemy. Finally, On tram pointed out the 
extenaive nature of bis poaitiom* In reply to hia letter her re¬ 
ceived a second Mcmctnndum from the Chief of the Staff informing 
him that ** It ia a subject of the deepeat regret to Hk Excellency 
that he cannot concede to the reasoning of Sir James On tram* " H ia 
Excellency latreatfl Sir James Outmm to believe that ha ia fully 
alive to the circumstAncoa of hia position, and he doa* not think it 
pusslble for him to be tJiEeatened by any real danger. 

Including the post of Alumbagh and Eunnee Sir James Ontram 
has at hia dieposai 4^400 fighting men, of which tlio hulk is cumpesed 
of European infantry* heaideB a veiy powerfiil infantry artilleiy. 

‘‘The effect of the late success on the righB bank of the Ganges 
cannot but be felt throiighout the Province of Oudh as elsewhere. 

'*lf the left be threateuKd by a battery Hia Excellency would 
ggggest tihe adviaability of attacking and destroying it before it can 
become a cauee of mmoyaneo, 

"'iron the cocosion of n detachment going out. Sir James hiis 
fears for his position, Hia Excellency would further venture to suggest 
that the front of the camp should be contnictad, or that it should be 
converted into a bivouac in case of really imminent danger/^ 

Tbc bone of tho memorandum reveals the fault which marrsd 
the groat ability of tho Chief of the Staff It wm hardly necessary to 
inforoi a man of Ontrom^s Eton ding and brilliant eervice that if a 
batlery annoyed him he sboutd deatroy it* and the Chief of the Staff 
Ldo hiiatily supposed that the effect of the late success on the

It certainly 
was not felt in Oudli to any appreciable degree^ As bo the obvious 
suggestions thati he Bhonld deEtmy the battery and dontmcc bis 
front On tram replied! " It would be entiroly out of my power to 

destroy the batteries alluded to — that h to say, 1 could not take 
the guna^ for my apiBB infarEn me that tiie horses are always kept 
harnessed in readinesa for iiumediate fiightL All that I could do, 
therefore,^ ivould be to destroy the work itself^ which would inrohe 
loHs of men to no purpose, from the enemy's musketry in the 
neighbouring covcr^ as the ins argents have unlimited coni maud of 
labourp and ia the conrso of a very few days would erect nuother 
battery in the same or in an adjaceot position^ Neither could I 
contract my front ia proportion to the diminutiDn cf my force- 1 
cannot retire from either dank position withont abaiidoDing strong 
poets which the enemy would immediately oocupy, and thus acquire 
the power of doing us miteh mischief; nor could they be dislodged 
without more loss than I should care to Iitive to report for your Ehscal" 
lenoy*B information.^ ^ The arrangements for the convoys were hence' 
forth left to the discretion of Sir James Outratn. Be catculaled m 
oach case the strength of the escort according to the eicigendes of the 
time and altuatioUj and not one was ever molested. 

At firat the rebals of Lneknow were no doubt depreased by the 
ftevere blows which Colio Campbell had dealt them, but when they 
received latgs accessioDs frutn the sepoys disperaod in other parts by 
the Comnuinder-in-Cbiet and when our victoriea were not followed up 
by any dooisive action, thoir coinage and hopes revived. Exaggerated 
accounts cf the minor successes gamed by rebel bands al^o reached 
them. Skirmishes between our advanced pickets aud those of the 
enemy grew more frequout, and on the 21st of December Sir James 
Outnun leomt from his spies that the enemy contemplated sarrouod- 
ipg his position in order to cut off aiipplios, etop all foraging oxpedi- 
Ctons, and to intercept hJs eommunication with Euuuee. With this 
object they despatched a. force to GuileCi a village three miles from the 
camp, Oitnuted a little to the right of the rood to Dilkusha, On 
the evenitig of the 21st he wa^ mfornied that the reb^lg had been

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reinforced and that their etrength aiuounted to about 4,000 infantry, 400 
cavAliy, and eight field gnus.* Having alao aeeertained that n space of 
about Emir a mila intervened between their position and the gardens 
akirting the canal and the Dilkooaba, Ontrom mdved out at 5 a.1l. on 
the 22Dd of December in the hope of eurpriBing them at dajbreaks and 
intercepting their retreat to the cdty, Hia forces coasfsted of 1,227 
infantry under Brigadier Stokesj lyo cavalry under Majur Eobcrtaou, 
and six B-paundcr guns under Cap lain Olpherts, The right column 
under commaud of Ldeubenaat^Cotone] Pamelh Her Majesty'a 00 th 
Eegimedt, conaistiog of detach moDts of the 73tb and OOch Regiments 
aud of the Ferozeparc Begiment of Sikhs, with a cheer dashed at a 
strong position held by the rebels. ^'They were met by a heavy fire. 
Regardless of the overwhelniing numbers, and of the ais guos reported 
to be posted there, the suddenness of the attack and the spirited way 
iu which it woa executed, resulted in the immedialie flight of the enemy 
with hardly a casualty on our side/'t Colonel Grey in command of the 
left cdluuin cuuMistieg of 400 men of Her J^lajeaiy's 5th Fusiliers made 
a umulLoneoiiE attack on the adjacent village of OuilWj drove the enemy 
from it, and captured two giina The flying foe wem puraued acrosda 
the plain by the volunteer cavalry under Captain Barrow until they 
found refuge in a village from 'which they opened a fire of grape and 
musketry. They were, howeverr speedily disJodged by the a^^istAnce uf 
two of CaptaiD 01pherts% guiis under the ODinmand of lieutenant 
Smithett, and changing their line uf retreat they cndoavQured to reach 
the city by the way of the Dilkooohar The military train under Major 
Rohertaon having been however despatched to make a flank movefuent 
followed them up so rapidly that they dispersed their cavalry, and 
drove their guns into a m™e where they were captured. Being far 
ahead of the m&ntry iho military train w^ere however unable to 
toinnve them. A largo body of fresh traaps from the city menaced their 
fronts The main body of the onomj of about 2,000 infantiy who^ on 
haring their rear assailed^ hud begun txO withdraw to the city^ seeing 
their guns in possesaion of so small a force menaced their right flunk, 

" But by the bald £h>nt shown by the military train, and the gaHant 
advance of the skirmiahersj they were held at bay until the arrival

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of R party of the 6th Fu&illers and two S-pounder guns undor Captam 
Olpherts wmplcstely aecured the captare of the guai, and enabled a 
working party of the Madraa Sappers under the commaiid of 
Lieutenant Ogilvie to extricate them from the ravine into which 
they had been driven-'" ♦ In Division Orders Sir James expreaaea his 
wnmi acknon^ledgments to the officers aod men and recorda hia 
approval of the eonduet of Staff Sergeant Boddy '^who wa^ in 
commntid of the two gans attached to Colonel Grej^a ooluinn and 
whom hia commanding oEEcer, Captain Olpberts^ has mentioned for the 
able way in which he brought hb guns into nctioo and the gcKid 
service he rendered in csoveiing the rapid advance of the column.^ t 
In forwarding Ontmm^e report of the action to the Government 
the Comm&nder-m-Chief states that he "^considers the whole affair 
to have been extremely well oonducled and to redect much cinediti on 
the troops engaged-'^ f 

The enemy defeated but tindismayed made another attack three 
weeks later. Early in January reports reached Outram that Manaoob 
Alit one df the rebel leaderSp was collecting men and receiving 
reinforcements from Lucknow to intercept his communicationg. He 
therefore sent a stronger escort than usual with hia convoy on its way 
from Cnwnporep conaisting of 450 infantry, 4 guns, and EO cavalry. 
The rcbeb knowing of this reduction of hia force determined to attack 
him. At snnnso on the 12th of January they came forth 30«000 
strong and gradually Hpreod raoud the whole front and flanks of his 
position^ But OutTam had made such dispositions of his small forces 
and outpost as were necessary and was ready to receive them. 

Boon os their movements were decidedly in advance, thebiigodee—the 
right moatefing 713^ and the left 733 Earopcana and IQO men of the 
regiment of Ferozepote—were formed in front of their lines. The 
enemy fimt advanced apon the left front and flank, hut os gomt as 
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thojr were Ikirty witJiin rangu th#jr were met by such a fire of 

artilJeiy from Aliimbagh and from the advaacod battoriea of the 
outposta on the left front (Uid centre that they fled with the utmofit 
precipitation. On the left ronr Major OJpherts moved out hie gun* 
at a gallop, and advancing well to hla front eotnplotely drove off and 
dispersed a very large body of mfantiy and cavMry which was 
endeavouring to penetrate to our rear, turning them back to wards the 
city, and doing much exaeution by the fire of his guns on their masses 
at 500 yards. At this time Outtnin received a report that Alnmhogh 
and hie eight advanced outposts of Jellalahad were threatened. On 
proceeding to the right he found that the cncniy had brought three 
horse artillery guns supported by an immense mass of infentry against 
the pictfuet which connected his right with Jellaiahad. It hod 
fcrtuaatflly been strangthened to 100 men with two guns. Outram 
moved the regiment of Ferozepore and the 5th Fusiliers, with two 
guns of Moirs Sulloek Battery, from the right brigade to the front, 
taking the enemy in flank and driving them Imck. ‘‘They were 
then exposed to the fire of Maude's guns from Alnmbagh which 
played upon them with great effect.*’ About the eamo time the 
enemy again advanced on the left and the right and were agnin 
rope feed. Simnltanennsly thay advanced on the Ainmbiitgh, but the 
fire of Maude's guna and of tho riflemen soon scattered them. By 
five D’dock in the afternoon the whole of the enemy had disappeared. 

Four days later they made another attack, and though they did 
not show in such general strength, it wsa more bold than before. In 
the morning led by a Hindu devotee dressed us Hanuman, the monkey 
gol. a largo body made a sudden nish on the Jellslahad picqnet, hut 
they ware received with a tearing fire which premptly drove them 
back leaving on the ground their leader. Threnghout the day they 
continued to advance ekinaiahing and threatening on attack on the 
left, but they suffered earerely wbeaover they ventured within nutge. 
When darkness fell they attacked in great extent the villages oa 
the extreme left. Major Gordon, TSth Regiment, allowed them to 
approach within 80 yards of the front when he met them with a 
withering fire of grope and musketry. A vast number were awept 
down at once and tho remainder fled. “Some BheUs from im g^ineb 
mortar expedited their retreat," Meanwhile a large body of cavafry had 
showed on the left rear and were safely left to the vigilance of 
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Captitm OlphRTts, who watched and k«pfc lihetn m cheek with hin. 
four horm artillerj pTuosj aapportcd by a debischrEicat of tlie luUitaiy 
train under Captain Clark a. The logs af the eueiDy was severe:. 

The rebels though beaten off coutmued day by day to gain u better Attiui nt 
knowledge of the gronad around Otitram's podtiou, uod tokiiig adran- 
tnge of every cover they diligcntty entrenehed tbomsclvca and harassed 
hia troops by demonstrations of atLacks^ On the 15th. Februoiy a 
strong body of horsemen supported by infantiy wore spied moving to 
Duf loft n?ar^ A convoy was approuebing, and as a violent dust storm 
was blowing at the time they oaJculatod they would get near it 
nnabserved. But Outrani straightway ordered out two of Captain 
Olpherts'fl burBod gnna and a troop of the military train to obaeri'e their 
luoveEients. A further report of the enemy's increajiidg strength being 
made he supported them with the rest of the battery, the remainder of 
tho military train, a detachment of horse, and Her Majesty^s 9Uth 
Light Infantryi 

In the menELwhile a portion of the enemy's cavalry escorting a 
person in a palankeen having adranoed well into the open, Captain 
Olpherta's two guue and the troop of the military train gu[loped to the 
front and opened un them with grape, klllmg and wounding eevaral und 
dispersing the remaiader. I have sinco been informed that it was Ehe 
Moulvi himself who headtsd this party and that ha was soTorely 
wounded/* * 

Tbo tieict day the enemy again filled their tranches with men and 
assatnbled in vast numbers under the groves of fine moLDgo trees in their 
rear. At the eame time a body of cavalry and infantry wag detached 
tlireaten our left flanJe, During the morning they mode several 
demonstrations of attack, but after much show they retired. About 
entisct their buglers iigain sounded and they suddenly issued in eloudg 
of skiTTuishora from tbe trenches, advancing for gome digUnoe toivmda 
our batteries on the left and centre of our line. Under cover of a 
smart musketry fire a muss of them with loud shouts of Chain, bhoi 
f” Come on» brother*^) made a rash at the eutpoils of the left frimt 
village. But ** ih&y were repulsed by the picqiiet coiiaijitiDg of 20U 
mm of the 90th Light lubntry under command of Lieiitenaiit-Colonel

miiBketiy fire on the north Bud east fanes of the Alomb^h, which 
they continaed for about two hoars, but which fortopntely didno hunn i 
they did not finally retire until 8*30 f.k. Their loss must have hren 
flerere, u their floshee gave an oxoelleDl: line for our gnns which 

op^Dicdi pb thda with abnipn^ fih&ll and ^apo. 

The rebefa, ndriscJ of the approach of the two columns from the 
eaatero frontier of Ondh and of the great preparatioDS being made in 
Cawnpore by Sir Colin for an immediate advance, saw that nn time wna to 
be lost if they were to drive Outrutn from hia positioo. There bad been 
for some weeks dissensionB in their ranks, but in the face of a great im¬ 
pending danger they forgot for & moment their old animosities, and the 
Hindus swore on tha Gangea and tha ilabomedans on the Koran that they 
would slay tha BritiEih at the Alumbagh or perish in the attempt. 
The time was opportune. A targe convoy they knew was on the ma^ 
from Cawnpore and the escort for this had taken away most of Outram s 
cavaliy. Sunday, the Slst of Februoiy. was a lavoutahlo day to strika 
the decisive blow. Thair spies told them that Outram, hia officers, and 
the majority of hia men attsnded church parade on the Sabbath, But 
Outran! also had spies. Late on Saturday evening ho was informed of 
the proposed operations of the enemy. At the first streak ol duy 
twenty thousand robel troops with a large train of artiUeiy silently 
emerged from their shelter in the city and adjacent villages, and having 
filled their trenches with as many men as they could hold they massed 
their infantry in the groves in support of them. Then they commenced, 
ft aimultanfious movement round both our flanks at the samo time, 
threatening the whole length of our position and attacking 
east corner of the Alumbagh and also the picquet and fort of Jellalafaid 
against which they brought four guns." Ootmm on ptsreeiving their 
intention immediately reinforeed these posts. The enemy nnder cover 
of long grass and underwood CBine on to deliver the assauK But no 
sooner had they advanoed within grope ehot when our guna sent m^y 
a blast of grape tearing through them. Meanwhile Ontrom detached 
about 250 cavalry and two gu ne to the rear of the fort o f ^Ift^d 
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where they 'ffuddenly aurprisod abaat two thotiaand of the enemy a 
Cdvalry. " Our gUDB imTiifldifttoly opened on them killing several which 
eaueed them to withdraw to the immediftta vieinity of the infantry 
attacking the fori " * They reroained there till the attack was aban¬ 
doned when all withdrew towardB the city. About ten thousand 

infiin try and five hundred cavalry also attackad oOr left flank, but five 

field guns and a iquadron of the mlUtary train quickly aant them 
back. Before the day vraa half spent the aaaailapts broken aod 
diapirited retired to the city. 

Ponr days after this mortifying repulse they however again 
renewed the assault. The Queen Itegent and her eon, the Frime 
Minister, and the principal nobles mounted on state olcphauta came F^ibrust* 
out of the city to encourage the aaaailanta and witness their triuniph. 

About a A.Jt, large bodies of infantry and cavalry with foqr guna 
arlvaneeii from their tranches which wore filled with men and manacod 
onr lefL At the eame moment thirty Togiments of rnfantry, one 
thousand cavalry, and oight guns also moved out against out right 
accompanied by the Royal procession. A strong body bold the village 
and topes in front of their nutworks while the renminder with two 
guns swung round the right reari nccupied the groves immediately to 
tho east of Jellalabad, and poured a shower of shells into the eiUidel. 

On tram at ohm sent Barrow’s Vulunteera and Wall's Horsa to sweep 
round and take them iu the rear. After having given them sufficient 
time to make the movement, he himself soon after Ifi A-M. moved out 
with the 1st Brigade under Brigadier RuMell, Olpherta’a Fiold Buttery, 
Remington's Troop of Bangnl Horse Artillary, tha military train, a 
squadron of the 7th Hussar s, Hod.son'B Horae f Graham’s Horae to

As O n tram ikdvikticQd a poFtiun of th e 
inem/fi reseira nmde a decaonatratioa againat hii leffrp but Olpherta 
at on^a wheeled bia four guns to the left and adrancmg a little diatanco 
inilimberai and opened fire. The Rojal pomp swiftly left the field. 
Then Eetnington taking up a position about four hundred yards to the 
left and iu advonoo of Olpherte's opened fire on tha foe as they fell back, 
and supported by a squadron of the Tth Uussars and hy Brusycr^a 
Sikhs held thenj in check. The colutnu then moved forward* finnked 
on the left by Major CampbeU of the BajT3 with the Native Cavalry. 
The enemy on hearing the firs of Remingtonguns had, begun a 
retreat. It was quickly oonverted into a rout. The two bodies of 
cavalry swept down on their fianks. HodsouB troopers for a second 
hesitated^ but their gallant 000:1 mander supported by the Native 
ofijccTB and Ocughi the Adjutant^ led the way and charged the guns. A 
rebel trooper ran his a pear into Gonghp who would have been a dead 
man, if Hodson had not at that moment cut down bis opponents 
One gnn was captu red and the en emy were driven n way from the other. 
But they ewiftly rallied and poureil a steady fire on the suiall band 
who kept them nt bayn, The militaTy train rushed up, sejcuretl the 
guna. and the enemy fled. At 1 p*m. they had vanish ‘^ Judging 
from the corpses which strewed the field where the cavalry hod charged * 
and from the dense masses ui^n which our guns repoatedly openeih 
the enemy *8 casual tioe must have been heavy," * 

About 4 ^P.il they however again moved out against Outmm. 
" On this oceasjou they directed their principal eftorta against our loft* 
and evinced more spirit and determination than they had hitherto 
done. Hepeatedly tht^- advanced within grape and muslcet radge^ and 
aa they ever met with a wnrui roceptian from mir guns and Enfields^ 
fifipecially from those of the left front pioquet, commanded hy Major 
Muster of the 5 lJi Fusiliers^ they must have buS ored severely/' f

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Thd^ ondeil the last, attempt of lha enemy to take by fisaaqit 
Outrum^a position. For more than twelve weeks he bad with a amall 
body of British Boldiora gallantlj hold the extended poaition which he 
wa^ fay clrcumstadcee compelled to take up sgnlnst a hiiDdrod 
and twenty thou^nd rohoSe mainly disciplined fioldieri, and had rs* 
pul&ed their fioreiist attacks. The sepoya proved by their heavy loagea 
that it was not CQurage in which they were lacklng/butpas at Delhi, 
leudorahip. If they had been led by men who w^ere acquainted with 
the operjitioufi of war the English Commander would have found it 
ixapDsaible to hold hbi extended position aud keep open his communica¬ 
tion with Cawnpore. Ontram^s euccees wag due not only to hia quality 
03 an able and daring commandor but his all-enduting^ fartitnde, his 
unflagging cheerfiili^OBS and alUenihracing aympathy as a man. He 
kindled the catuQ entbusiosin among the Boldiom as he had done among 
the wild and savage Bhits. They knew his deep trustj hia earnest 
anxiety to promote ihair comfort and provide for their Amusement. 
Why his men loved him is shown by an account cf his dally rido 
round the pickets by one who paid his camp a flying viait and accom¬ 
panied him. Aa wo rode*'' be writes, ^ at what ieenietl a studiously alow 
pace across the 0 |>ei:i plain hatween the Centro pickets and Alnmba.gh* the 
Qcuoral received his customary salute of Toiiud shot from a heavy gun 
in the enemy's front battery, which the soldiers had nickuamed * Nancy 
Dawson/ Several whizzed by, noticed only by a parigli dog, which had 
i. narrow shave. At the Alumbagh the site of Havelock's grave was 
pointed out| and from one of tho bBstiona I saw onca more extended 
before me the gardens and suburhs of Luaknowj a lair scone in which 
lurked much lulschiar, Bigns of the enemy were dieccmibla within 
e 04 ^ range, but Nancy'a noisy greeting is all I recollect of them^ 
Jellalabad leaves tlie impresdDU of a peaceful and picturesque Indiau 
landscape, with its crumbling fort* jh^d and tempting topes of trees. 
As to the other defeDees* it seemetd to a nnu-milltary eye, that there 
were fow anywhere and that for long stretches there was nothing at all 
to prevent the a warms of Lucknow from coming in where they pleased, 
fiir James had a cheery word for officers and men at each yjost, geaer- 
atly some small compliment—^suchaa a regret the enemy would not come 
on. because you're always so well prepared—and hk visit seemeil a wel¬ 
come ont-p everywhere. As you know, be ecu Id b& uneomniorily irate 
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OD pfovocationII but thfiffi waa nothing to find fjiiilE with on that day* 

I waa told that when he did * let out * at oDj^one, especiallja yonijgater. 
he WM not comfoitable till he had mnile it np hj wime kind word or 
deed, aad that as often as not a ' wig * ended by the offer of a cheroot— 
a valuable gift at the Alambagh. His hoUter was atiiffed with these 
Iniaries, instead of a revolver, and ho dispoDBed them right liberally." 

By infusing his own ardour and aerene confidence into the whole 
force Ontmiii was able to hold nn almost untenable position. Full 
justice was not done by Sir Colin Comphell or the Chief of the Staff 
to Outram's defence of Alntnbagh, which must be viewed as a fine 
example of courage and good conduct, and will always stand out as a 
glorious episode in the annals of the Indian Mutiny. 

The enemy saw that the crisis was near, Sir Cotin^S army was 
approaching the city, and they stremiously strove to extend and perfect 
the works on which many thou sands of workmen haJ been nncens! ugly 
employed for the post throe months. The primaiy object of the earth* 
works was to bar our approach tp the Knifler Bagh. or Koytd Pairtes, 
about 400 yards square, containing several tombs and range of buildingsv 
It bad not been originally fortified but had been Etreugthened since the 
last occupation of the Besideucy by British troops, and was now regarded 
by the rebels as a citadel and the key of their poffition. The line 
of the was the first or cater one. They had strengthened its 
lower shallow end. where Colin Campbell bad titosacd when be relieved 
the garriison, by a deep and straight cut made to the river. They broke 
down bridges, they scarped the banks of the canal which served them os 
a wet ditch, and they built on the inner bank from ila junction with 
the river to the Cbarbagb a fonaidnble rampart of earth with bastions, 

A strong battery for three guns, reatiog against a mass of buildings 
called the Harratguuge, supported the outer bases at the junction of ' 
three main mada. The aecond line starting from the river and passing 
in frimt of the Mobi Mohol and eficircUng the Mess-House stretched 
to the HazralguDge main atreet of the city, which it joined at the 
amsU Imambaro. The third line at right augka to the firat two defended 
the Kaiser Bagh, whose rear was cloaed in by a mass of buildiagn 
through which approach would have been dangeroua to the assoilaot. 
About 131 guns and mortare of various calibrea were mounted on 
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Ihew works. But formidable aa these lieea were tie enemy did not 
eatirety rely on them ; they had loopholetl aud fortified almost every 
house and eiiclosure, coustnicied strong counter-guarda in firont of the 
gateways, and placed stockadea and travereea across each of the pniicipal 
streetB and constructed ifiolated batteriefi to sweep down tlioim* The 
enemy'a works were vast and strong, hut there was a cardinal fault in 
design, and of that Sir Colin took prompt advantage in his attack. The 
works rested on a river which could he easily crowed and then they 
could hts enribded and taken in reverfic by our botteriea. 

During the moalh of January Sir Colin Campbell laboured strenu- 
otLsIy ia arranging the ineoBuras neoesaary for the rednctioa of joMiyrM 
Lucknow. No time had bean lost m issuing the lequiaite orders. On 
the llth of Januaty Sir Colin wrote to Urd Canning " We are all LaeJ-aow 
hanl at work and have been ever since the receipt of your first letter. 

Indent and caniagea to a largo extent have been sent to Agra for the 
Bceessary eiego-treiu." f An army large cuough to operate with sucoeas 
had to be concontriited at Cawnpore. Two fiS-pounders had to be I rans- 
ported there from Allahabad, and at that spot hod to be collected 
the provisionB, carringefl, and munitioos of war required for a great 
riegc. The fliege-train from Agra bad to travel one hundred and 
seventy miles and could not reach Cawnpore before tho first week in 
February at the eorlioat. A pause in tho main operations becaino 
inovitahle. But a& the pfopoeed advance on LnekiiDW was kept a 
secret, neither tho public nor the troops could undorstond the cause 
of the delay, and Ha Oolia did not oscupa the wrath of ignorMOO. 

He WEU3 violently assailed for the delay and aceused Eif indeoiaiou, 
dilatorincss, and w asting the best of the cold weather, Keeping his 

trcoi tt« Clilal EagiuHTtu tt- Chwfof tSe Lm Slat Mweb 
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awn counsel, the Commiitider-in-Cliiof deireloped hia plana indifleranti In 
the abuac poured on him. He r^tuabtid afc Fatehgarh a& the beet 
atrat'Sgic centre for protecting; the transpart of the siege-train ffom 
A^ra to Cawnpore^ and for despatchiDg troops to any quarter tevcrely 
threatened by the enemy from Oudh, Rohilcnnd, or the trona-Jiimna 
territorieH. On the high road to Baroillyi. soYenty'Seven miles diBbaot, 
and on a direct country road to Lucknow, one hnndm) and eleven miles 
distant, Fatchgiaj-h was equally conveiiieatly iitoated for an advance 
either into Bohilcund pr upon Lucknow, and the rebels were long kept 
in a state of uncerLornty as to which wits hli Immediate object. In 
fact Sir Colia did hia best: to create a belief that an immediate ad v anco 
into Eohilcund was to ho undertaken. On the 18tb of January ho 
wrote to Lrotd CkoniDg-—" It has appeared fo me necessary owing to 
the very disturbed state of the conn try to keep up as lung as possible 
the delusion that I atn about to operate on fiohilcuud/^ ^ For this 
purpose he sent on the 12Lh of January Walpole and bis brigade, guns^ 
some Emvaliy and sappers^ along the Bohilcund road to take position on 
the Bamgunga river^ a deep tributary of the Oangea. The day hefore 
the eneiny had destroyod the bridgo of boats acroas it^ Mutcriats were 
DoUected and Walpole made a great Bhow of repairing it. The Gom- 
mauder-in-Cbief with hia Staff rode out to examine the spofe. The 
enemy was deceived For twelve days lie remained in force on the 
bonks of the Ramgunga ready to oppose our advance into Kohilcund 
Then a column 5,0€0 strong with dve guna crosamg the Rattigunga 
above the broken bridge, marched to the Ganges which they also 
crossed and occupied the village of Shnmshabad^ On the night of 
Aciraa of thc 26th of February Brigadier Hope with two troops of 
Bengal Artillery I two equadronSp iUhLoncera; Hor Majesty 42ail 
Highlanders ; Her Majeal^'a 93rd HighkndeiB; the 4tb Punjab Rides ; 
and the head-quartcra of Hodson's Horse, which had returned to camp

About 
three-qnarterB of a mils bejoiid it, the rebcia, TVho trere in cooaidenbte 
force, had taken post in a good natural position nod had strengthened 
it with treoebea and batterica. It wag on n gentle liaing ground 
teiminnLing abruptly in a knoll aoma thirty or forty foot high which 
looked upon a plain of great estent. " On the knoll was a brick 
building, the shrine of a Jluosnlmaa saint, and the place wae surrounded 
by the remains of on old oDtrouchinent upon which they had 
raised a aoud-'bag battery. Their front was defended by a deep 
rtivino fimposaable for cavalry or guns) which runs at right angles 
across the road to Mhow along which the column moveiL"* Their 
right had n slope down the plain which afforded them an oa^ esoApe. 
No sooner bad our troops come within range when the enemy opened 
a Well directed fiie of round shot. Jtacdowall, Hodsonis gallant Becoml” 
in-cam maud, received a mortal wounA Rataington then siijijwrted 
by Horlson's Horse led hia troop of horse artillery at a gallop across 
the bridge, and wheeling to the right opened fire on the flank of the 
enemy’s coiep. The rebel cavalry made a daring attempt to outflank 
and cut off these gxiiiH, but were boldly met by Hodaon, *' We had 
a very stiff fight of it, se wea-aro far in advance of the rest of^ the 
troop-a, and had to ctargo a very superior body of the mntmeer 
covalry, but there was nothing for it but fighting, as had we not 
attacked them, they would have got in nmoiigat our gun a Wo were 
only three officcre and abodt 180 horsemen. It was a terrible m^l^o 
for some tim«, end we wore most wonderfully preserved " t Hodson, 
however, got two sabre cuts on hia right arm. The 9 th Lancora nnder 
Captain Stools quickly coming to his anppoit drove the euetny 
over a steep bank into the pMn below, Adrian Hope then advancing 
with his infantry carried the rebel camp with a rush. 

Sir Colin Campbell felt that the time had come when be might 
with safety diaelose hia plan and withdraw bb force to Cawnpore, the 
base of bis fntnre movcmenl?, in t ha hope of immediately nndertaltipg

aecompankd by a troop of Bengal Hor$o Artifleiy, the 0th Lancers and 
a squadron of Bengal Cavalry, set nut for Cawnpore, which by forced 
marches he reached in four days, having done Eighty*fcwo miles* 
Biigfdioi^Oeneml Hope Grant started n few hours oiler the Com- 
mander^in-Chief with the iiead*quiirtera of the cavalry and artillery 
fttiil Hope^s Brigade, leaving at Fatehgarh* a troop of Bongol Horse 
Artillery to join Brigadier Wulpole^a force which had been reeallod 
from the Hamgnnga. Mope Grant was ordered to reach Cawnporc by 
the usoul marehea. Walpole was directed to re mam at Faiehgarh 
for three dajB» when, if not followed by the enemyp ho was to move 
towards Cawnporo, leaving a garnson consiating of the SSnd Foofcj a 
light field battery of Royal Artilleryv a few sappers, and a body of 
police cavalry under the coinniand uf Colonel Halo of the 82iid to 
hold Fat^hgarh. 

On the morning of Sir Colin's arrival at Cawuporo the 7 th 
Hussar^r Anderson^ troop Royal Horae Artilltfryi and tho 79th High¬ 
landers ciosaod the Ganges and eneamiiod at Unoo, whoso blfkckonecl 
pamjiet^ bore traces of Havelock's hard won victory» " Where the 
dpfld were buried no one knew. " A brief time hod pseed idnco they 
follp At midnight na tho 20 th of July Havelock saw h^ HighliuiderB 
formed acrosB the Ganges— the first of a small band, twelve himdned 
Enropcana all told, -who were going forth on the despemto cptoiprisc 
of relieving their countrymen at Luckuow* Tct a few manlha, 
and England was prcimred to put forth her strength, and Cawnpore 
witnessed a different scene. Acroaa two good bridges of bouts about 
Itolf a mile apart there flowed day after day a continnons stream of 
dense baLuUions of infantry* glittering aqnadrons of cavalry» well horsed 
hatterieSj long linei of camels and elephants carrying the muixitloiis of 
war. On the 9th of Febmary Hope Grant, who hud roacliod Cawn- 
poro the previoufl day, went across with a troop of Bengal Horse 
AriUkry, the 9th Lrmcera and the 1st Bengal Ftisiliors and tnarerhed 
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to UtiAa, the forces at thnU piMO being puahorl on to Bitsaerntgiinge 
The nrtilkty park and Peers heavy hnttery followed in a few days 
cflcorled by fiitthor dctaohmetitB. Od thfil2t.h and 13tb the siege- 
tralo which extended over a diatBBce of at leant twelve tnilca reached 
Umo, oacDitqd by Hope's Brigade. By the lath uf Febrnary the 
inain portioQ of Sir Colin’s army had crossed and were stationed on iho 
Lucknow rood at Unao. Bussera^ngo. Nawuhgonge and Ehinnee to 
pridect the parks and huge convoys of stores, as they made tlieir way 
to the pliuu of Banthcira whero the whoin army was to icssemble. 

On the 8ih of Fehmaiy Sir Colin loft; Cnwnporo for Alkhaboff 
whero Lord Cunning had arrived, and after having consulted with 
the (lovemor-Oeneral he returned the fellowing day, and on the 
Ihlh of Fehraary a General Order was issned annuimcing the 
ronuation of the army of Oiidh into brigades and diviBlona hliijor- 
Oencral Archdale WilKon, who commanded the amij before Delhi when 
tin- Moghul capiml fell, was ncuninated to the comTimnd of the artillery 
division; Brigadier Kohert 'Nnpicr to the coromnnd of the engineer 
brigade; and Brigadier-General Hope Grant to that of the cavalry divi¬ 
sion. The infftatry was distribtited in three divisionH; the first nnder 
Major-General Sir Janiea Outraro, the second ander Brigadier-Oenend 
Sir E. Lugard. the third under Brigadicr-Genernl Wnlixile.* 

Two days after the General Order annonnoing iho formation of hhn 
army of Ondh into divisions and brigades had been publiahed. Sir CoHn 
wrote to Lord Canning : " \Va shall be ready to commonce apcmtlons 
from Biintcra, which is ais tniltss fironi the Alum Bagh. about thq ISth 
mstattt. It ia a question, however, whether wo sludl begin so aocm. 
JuTig Biihadur and General Franks cannot, under the most fivvoumblo 
cireuntstancea, ho at Lucknow and nblo to take part in the fray 
before the 27th instant. Together they muster 12,<Jt)0 infontry. Thus

I beg to asaure Yonr LoriLihip that we are able to take the strongest 
of the city without him, and that I am perfectly ready to 
follow Yniiif Lonhihip'a wiflb with the greatest iviKLingtiesa, whatever 
may be the eounie yon prefor*" 

J^rd Canning's roply was prompt and decisive* On the 15th of 
Februaiy ho wrote; '* I wish the piuse in the opemtinns ngainst 
Lucknow could have been avoidei;] ;but I am euro that, as Tiiatier8 stand, 
we do better t£> accept the necessity and wait for Jong Uahadur, It 

would drive hitn wild to End himself jockeyed out of all share in the 

great catupaigu » * * 1 nm convinced that he would break with ng atnl 
go bock to bis hills within a weeki The loss of this help would bo 
very ittconvOldent, but to find ourselves on biui terms with him would 
be much moro so* I am therefore quite reconciled to a little delay | 
but 1 shall let General MacGregor know' that wo can not wait an 
unlimited time, and now that all the Jung's wants Jtave bi-cn supplied 
he must make the best of his way. It will bo agcod thing if the 
intervenieg time can be turned to account against the Nana.^ 

Sir Colin chafed at the delay and he telegraphed to General 
MacGregor to inform him positively when Jung BiilnMlur would cross 
over into Oudh- He, howeve r, look advantage of the uimvohbblo pa Else 
to press on the compktiyu of the works which had been st.vted to 
improve the position at Cawnpore in view of the possible contingency 
of an attack by the remnant of the Gwalior Contingent which yvm 
again showing signs of activity* The operation of sending fentard nil 
that was requisite for a campaign went on iuoessmitlv. From the 
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Coiutmiiidf?r-m-Chiff to tho yoong^fit fubQLlt€Hrs, nil took p^irt m the 
great toil and o^'Ciy man waa laboEiriDg with an tiring zeal and energy 
to achieve the work,* Sir Colin wan in tho saddle at break of day and 
spent the morning gnjloping from, po&t to pMt inspecting the worksi 
and Tiaiting the troopa goieg to the front. During the hot hours uf 
the day he ivas employed in transacting miiltirarious public biisiness, 
Keports hud io he examined^ despatches read and answerech mape and 
plans of Lucknow studied^ and the moinGnLudnin on the siege opera- 
tEoiifl prepared by Napior at his requesti to hn conflideted.f Njipier 
reeornmended that the attack cn Lucknow should he made from the 
Licit side and ho was guided by the following reasons. 

''The west side presents a great breadth of dense and almcst 
Lnpenolrabto city, reeling on the strong buildings on the river bonk. 
After overcoming thcfro obst^cleSj there would have reimiined the 
Kaiserbsgh with the enemy's principal defences atilt to be reduced." 

The east side offered—first tha smallest frcmti and wag therefore 
tlm more eiisily enveloped by our attack; secondly, ground for planting 
oLir artillery which weis wanting on the west sidi^; and thirdly, it gave 
fllso Ihe shortest approach to the Knificrbagh, a place to which the 
rebels attached the greatest importance ; tauro than idl, we know the 
east side and were little aoquaintad with the woat.^" J: 

Napier CDiisidercd that ^ the side of attack being hxed the two 
next steps of primary imporUnce wore^ after taking up a poiiitioQ in 
the Dilkooiihn Park to bring a direct fire on those points in the 
enemy^a fgrtifi<^tiona in roar of the canal, the fire from which woiilil 
affect the line by which we shouk! cross them, and tn cufilode theso 
rurtitications from the left biuik of tha Ooomtoe/^

On the 25ttL of February Hope Cnmt'a oolnmn marcbed ta Mahani 
situated oq the bank of the Sai Naddi. a pietiireaque stream^ and the 
neat day, having cToaead it by a boaqtiful old bridge, encamped on a 
wide plain. On the ISth of Mareb Hope Orant received inelruetiona 
from the Commaodor-in'Chiaf to march to Eimtera^ the centre of hifl 
annj. The onier, owing to some mistake of the messeoger, had been 
delayed. It waa therefore late in the day before the force started, 
and ag the march was long and a deep nnirow river to be ero^d the 
moon had risen over the aandy-soLled plain covered for miles wilfi 
white tenta before Hope Onmt and hia eolumn reached their encamp- 
ii>g ground. ITie prnvioua morning Sir Colin having gaen the last 
detachment of the army put in movement bad ridden from Cawnpore 
to Aliimbagb and back to Buntera (upward of fifty miles) where be 
had moved his head^iiartem. What, a vigorouB old hero he must 
be/* a chaplain enters in his diary* 

At last tha time for an advance on Lncknow had come. Tery 
early in the morning of the 2nrJ March the bugle sounded. It 
was followed by the shrill pipe of the Boatswain's mate. Many a 
smouldering tamp fire cast its fitful glare open the regiments as they 
fell in. A few lances glimmered in the firelight and iSir Colin 
aocotnpanied by his small cavalry escort rE>de up and inspected the 
Highlanders, iistha grey dawn began to break, they marched off with 
the pipers playing *"The Campbcllfi are cfoming." The siege of 
Lucknow which all had an anxiously longed for had opened. 

Sir Ckilin'sadvance force cousistod of three traop!i of home artillen% 
four guns of the Shiinnun brigade under Peel himseiff thirteen hundred 
cavalry under Hope Grant, and the 2nd Division of in bin try under 
Brigadier-General Sir E. Lugard. Through n sandy plain spamely 
covered with wiry grass ran in a Btrnight line the Lticknow road.

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Along it were dragged tbs hesivy gnnf^ on oith<aF aide of tbsm ware the 
iufftatiy, the caTaliy and horse artillery outside dAl, aod the luaggage iu 
the renr^ Frotu one horaon to the etbejr the force extended. After 
a weary tramp of nine miles through the sand the force passed the 
Alumbegh on the loft and 0 a tram came out to meet the Chief. After 
advancing through a camp outside the waLla Sir Colin Hal tod his men 
about a mile from the fort of Jellalahad. “A heavy shower of rain 
fell which had the happy effect of Iftjnng the dust." During the 
thnnderatorm the men ate the food which each soidier carried with 
him. They were soon again set in motion and after pasaing Jetlalabad 
they went through a stretch of land eovered with high crups. Then 
thev suddenly dehouched into a grassy plain ” on which were scattered 
many black skinny mnmmjdike skeletuiiB of rnhela killed sotne time 
ago.** In front of them was im ulmndoned villngc on a slight elevation. 
As they croisied the open space where the unbaried corpses lay a 
large gun opened on them frotu a grove on their left opposite to the 
village. ** What followed was cxeitiog^ The Ijiuccra dashed forwanl. 
Then came the horse artillery bounding over low dykes and ditches, 
m if the heavy iFcld pieces and carriages were baby-coxta. One 
ortlfteiy horso was struck and left behind dying or dead. Each gun 
hod four horses. They hod next to he dragged through a narrow lanCj 
traversed by pics and chasms, all but impasaable. There one of tho 
horses got into di^eulty and cotild not be induced to go a step further^ 
Tills blocked up the passagOp and prevented the possibility of poshing 
on the carriages immediately behind. There wae uo ruoui to turn^und 
no other available read. In a twinkling one of the gunnera cut ur 
unbuckled the traces, releasing the uniuiah the road was cleared ; and 
cavalry aud artillery hastened on. There was only one gun in tha 
grove, but the rebel a served it rapidly, and a good maaj shots were 
fired before onr field-pieces could be got into poeltlob. Presentty a 
poor Lancer waa hraughfe to the rear in a dooUe with hih lower jaw 
horribly shattered.” ^ Tho gun waa captured and the udvance guard 
proccseded lowanlii the Dilkoosha whiGli was reached without Turthor 
opposition. But when the brigadea of iulkutry began to dose 
on the advance guard, the cnercy opened sevcrBl gims which were in 
position in sirroug bastions along the lino of uanaL The fire was heavy

The Cttnnoiiflde and moaketry fire of the oneioj was unceasing during 
the afternoon. Two of the naval brigade were mortally wonnded 
by a round shot^ Brigadier littlo was strack by a masket hall on 
the left elbow § and three bulled etrnck a treo close to Sir Colin- To 
keep his men out of range of the enemy's fire the Chief waa compelled 
to retire his Ejatnp as far back as poMible^ bat not as Ur aa he wished 
owing to the ravines in the rear* That night tha troops bivouacked 
DO the ground, the mCantry with their arma by their side, and the 
artillery homed in readinnsa to repel ony attack A good day's work 
had been done. Sir Colin had obtained a secore base for further 
operations, with hia right resting in a wfiod a abort distance from the 
Goooitee whose fords were carefully watched- 

The followiag mondiig the CDgineor brigade aod throe infantry 
regimenU joined tho Commonder-in-Chief the Alumbagb- Tho 

engineer brigade and pork wore established below the DiEkoosha on the 
right bank of the river in a park called Beebiaporo. During the

By the 4Lh of March the letnalDcler of the siege-train, together 
with Brignditir WoJpoIe'a diTisioiip had closed np on the Dilkooeha 
position end the Chief moved his head-quartern to the hne French 
chateau in BeebLapore park« The right of hi^ line resting on Bcebia- 
pore and the Goomtee^ the lef^ boLng towards Alnmbagh, Sir Gohn^a 
position embmeed *11 the open ground on the Bouth-eastem margin of 
thecity^ Between, his left and Jellalabad, the right of the Aliimbagh 
position, there was on interval of two miles,. This interral was occupied 
by Hodaon's Horse. Brigadier Campbell with a strong brigade of 
cavalry and hor^o artillery secured the extreme Icfh and swept the 
country toward* the north-west. 

On the night of the 4th of March two bridges of casks * were 
commenced serosa the Goomtee on the left of the Dilkooaha near the 
spot where the river makes a great bend. By the morning our com* 
munication woa effected and a strong picket being thrown over, a smaJI 
earthwork wo* eonstmetsd on the opposite side to assist them in 
defendiDg the bridgei The enemy had not dnnng the night discovered 
our openktions at the riverj but as soon as dawn broke they saw what 
wne being done and attempted to atop them. A large body of their 
horsemen appeared on the loft bank and approached the picket when 
a volley at close quarters sent them galloping bock. Then a column 
of smoke rushed out of a grove and three held pieces began to play on 
the working piLrtjp A gun placed at the angle of the Mortinidre also 
opened on the bridge^ Hound shot tnmbletl into the ComDiander^in- 
Chiefs camp. The two guns with the covering party, howeverp soon 
compelled the enemy to withdraw their horse battery. Peel brought 
two of his big guns from our pork to stop the hre of the gun at Lho 
Mortini^re. He posted them on the river bcink and a smart catmonade 
ensued “ But the obstinate brawler would not be silenced^* A troop 
of Lancers and another of Bays were sent down to the bridge to cc- 
operate with Peel if necessary. But the enemy made no real attack,

All daring the 5 th working parties were engaged ooDstrnetiog the 
bridges and the eiiibonkmanta that were to connect Ibem with the 
shores on both Bides.l- On that day General Fionlsa joined the Cam' 
maoder'id'Chier with his column which became the foarth divinioD of 
the Army of Oudb. Sir Colin hiui now under him the hugest and 
most eSeotire army that had ever assembled in Indio, It equalled 
nearly tweuty-fiTe thousand si* hundred and sixty-four men with a 
hundred and siity-fonr pieces of artillery exelasiTO of Jung Bahadur's 
force of eight thousand men which was expected to atrire in a few 
daya^

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The coDatruction of the bridges w&b ptiehed an with vigour and bj 
12 o'clock that night they wera rend?. An hour later, withotit aotind 
of tmnapeb or bugle, regiment after regimant moved up before the 
comp. When all had assembled the column advanced, A thick miet 
from the marshea 1^ the Hirer hung over the Itind and thednrknean 
waa intenfie. The rumble of the artillery gum and the light jingle 
of the ateel Beabbards ns they fell against the stirrup irons alone be* 
trayod the movement of the troopa The Mildlera marched on in pro- 
fan nd silence^ now milking tbeir way throngh the groves, now toiling 
acre^ broken gmund, now wsdiog through deep water-couraea which 
eroded the ground. It was almoet 4 o'clock when a troop of the 2nd 
Punjab Cavaliy, the advance guard, reached one of the bridges and be¬ 
gan to cross. Outram^* who was to guide the operations on the lefb 
bank, had comedown earl ter and having Inoknd at the bridge and ea- 
preaaed bia approval, sat down on the ground and emoked while he 
anxiously awaited the approach of the column. Later on Sir Colin 
himself being anxious to get hia menacro^ before the enemj could 
dificover our inteatiou and open upon nSi rode down to the rivej^'Mde 
and pitched Into everybody moat handsomely/" But this/ Hope Orjinb 
adds, ^ hod a good effect and battened the passage materially^ Every¬ 
thing was got over in safety just ob daylight appeared/' 

The fiuu swiftly dispelled the mist and sparkled on the broad waters 
of the Goomtee and the gleaming points of the lances and the 
bajoneta of Ocitram's force f drawn up m three linee^ It was a 
magnificent sight, the Biflos in grnonp the gallant S3rdt FuMiliers in 
their admirable dress looking so ready for work, the old 1st in their 
blue caps and tunica and clean white billsj the 79th with waving 
plumes and tartans, the well-tried Sikhs, the gorgeous Bays, and the

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Lancorip the gloriouB 9th, who m glad to see the old dirty shirts."* 
Outmm marched in a northerly direction and after proceeding a 
short distance the enemy appeared on his left flanh. On being 
approached by the cavalry they wore discDvered to 1)0 tn force* chieHy 
troopers ‘*Tho 2nd Ptinjab Cavitliy then attacked on the rights 
while Major Smith of the Queen'a Bays with two squadrons of his 
regiment, one squadron of the 9th Lancers^ and Lieutonanti^CoLouel 
D'Agtiilar's troop of horse artillery^ advanegej from our left." The 
enemy fled bdtef-skelter. The E^ys and Lancers pursued cutting down 
all they passed with their long dashing swords^ The Bays who led were 
young soldiers who had never known the excitemeiLL of battle and in^ 
toxica ted with falood rode at break-neck speed la small groups of 
twos and threes, their ranks broken by the mgged nature of the groundp 
they reached the infantry poets of the caemy^ Percy Smithy their gaU 
lant leader, and two troopers were shot dead, sevoml were ivounded 
Corporal Good of the Lancers took the body of Major Smith on hia 
bock and atK>mpted to carry it away under a shower of bullets. Eut 
he waa unable to succeed. Then Cornet Sueyd made the same attempt. 
Ho also fuiled. The body had to he left on the field. Sad wore the 
faces of hia regiment aa they rode back exhausted and with breathless 
horses to join the rest of the eolnnip. The neic day the body woa found 
with the head and legs severed from it and the trunk otherwise horribly 
mutilated. They buried the mangled remaiDfi in a gmvo. "The whole 
regiment attended the fnneni], which took place m late that it waa 
noccEHary^ t-o have a lamp at the grave. 

After the enemy had been dbpensed Outram pitched his camp on 
the Fjrxabad nrad^ about four miles from the city in front of the village of 
Ishmalgiinao^ the Don-occiipation of which had mainly tended to pro- 
ducc the disiiatcr at Chiuhut.f ** Early in the following morning (Tth 
March) the enemy made n smart attack on our advanced picqnotia and 
hroTight out several guni under imver of mviucfs and clumps of trees In 
our front. They were, however, speedily withdrawn on our skirmisherti 
and Horse Artillery and Captain Middleton's field baLtery protected by 
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tho cavalry, coming to the front aod opening their fire. The artillery 
practice oo thia occasion, aa on the preceding day, wai fldoilmblii/' * 

In the course af the day the lower bridge, which had been diemaii- 
tled during the night, was moved down etream to a point near fieebia^ 
pore, where it could not be Been by the enemy ocoiipjicg the Martini^re, 
It waa quickly again fbrmedp and ui the evening the aiege-tmin for the 
operations on the left bank erofised the river by it. The nest momiijg 
they reached Ou tramps camp, who, acting under the iuBtructiooB of the 
CommaDder-iq-Chief, aonb back to head-quartera Colonel D^Aguilar'a 
tr(H?p of Horse Artillery and the 9th Lancers. 

On the Bth a party of Native sappere constructed a battery on the 
left fjuut of the Bilkooaha for els guns to bear on the Martini4re. Pool 
had to take his guns to it He might have gone round thn Dilkoosha 
and come out on the left of it, but he. with characteristic coolness, 
manrhed round from the right and in full view of the eneray^ It 
would have been a pretty sight, had it not been a matter of life and 
death, to eee how aolidly the blue-jacketa marched with Peel and their 
ofticeta among them, and how the Repoy artillery men plumped shot after 
shot right across the line of their march, always contriviog, howeveTi to 
strike the spot over which a gun hnd just pa^d, or that to which a gtin 
was just coming. It wm a tertiblo game of cricket, and we were ail 
relieved when we saw the inea anti the guns safe behind their battery 
parapet/^ f 

A battery for four guns was also thrown up cm the right front of 
the Moliamed Eagh to fire on the Maitinl^re ^ imother batteir of four 
gnna was thrown up on the right frunt of the Dilkoosba. The same 
morning Sir Colin had ridden across the river* and after a rcconnaisaance 
it was decided that Outram should make an attack on tha enemy's posi* 
tion next day* 

During the night Outrara caused an catronchment for eight f4- 
pounder guns and three 8-inch howitzers to be ?nade.§ The olephantR

plnccd in positioiL and opened fire. The word waa given and the rifle 
brigade threw out a cloud of akiroiiahei^. the ahnrp erack of whose rifles 
ore long toiii that the work had eotntneiicecL They ad vanned towards a 
thick woewi overaoiDO open broken ground^ and vory pretty right it waa 
—thegreea-eoatod tifleaien niDniog qniekly fom-ardp loadiog and firing 
si3 they go,” After ndvaneing alxint three-quarters of a mile they found 
themselves at the entmoce of a dense occupied by the enemy. 

The &kirmishci^ were checked for a roomeot* But guns 
brought into action and the shells shrieked through the forest and long 
high grass. Again the little riflemen dashed into the high vegcLa- 
tioD followed by the mt of the right ooluma. High land era, Eiileiiien 
and Sikhs drove the enemy through the jungles and vilirtgea, which 
afforded them an exi;^cllent cover, aqd+ bri aging their right shonldera 
forward^ debouched on the Fyjsabad road^ in rear of the cnemy^s 
batteiy, which hod been so fruitful a source of annoyaace during 
the two preceding daysL The gnus, however^ had been removed^ 

la the meantime the Icflh eotnmn of the attackj composed of the 
lat Bengal Fusil iers^ Biipportw! by two companios of the TOth Iligh- 
landcn?* which had been hcUl in readiness on the left of the bntteryi 
together with the Horse Artillery under Brigiidier Wood^ which had been 
formed in roar of the bridge across thoKukral^ advanced, and, in concert 
with the right cotunm attacked the Chukkur Kotee (or Ydlow HonscK 
the key of the rebel position," * The reboUj however, fled from it before 
Iho go ns could be brought itito action. Some appoys, however, remamed 
Id the dark rooms on the ground floor and three oiScers and nine men 
wore killed m the vain attempt to expel them. Secure behind door- 
wtiys they shot every mun who croa^d the threshold* Oatrara^ not 
wishing to sacrifice any more lives of his soldiers^ had artHlery broughti 
up and the popo}'^ w^erc driven out by salvoes of shells. He then 
directed the colours of the Bengal Fusiliers to be fixed on ths top of a 
sniAlt summer room which hod been conatructed on the oecond storey 
of the buildiiig. This had been much shattered by our shot; ne verthe* 
less youDg Battye mounled and fixed tbe colours there, XhiB was the

Lb^h“. through bb lield-gUsBea the progress of Ontram'a operationa His ejtcs 
looted over tho Goomlieo gliding and twiatuig between itii monotonoiis 
bants to a plain of sand inteniperBed with broad fields which stretcheil 
as far as the horizon On tha edgs of nn open space covered with 
brown bent grass stood a glaring shell of brick and stucco : it was the 
Yellnw House, the gmnd stand of the King of Ondh a raoo-course. 
Nearer the rirer was an Italian villa, bejond and behind which 
stretched dense dark grovea More towards the city lay an enclosed ex¬ 
tensive park, above whose noble trees a mass of buildings raised their 
tvirreta and rastellated gables. This was the Badsbah Bagh, or Carden 
of tho King. Near it ^vas a graceful mosque with two slender nunaroln 
trembling in the heat inlat. Beyond tho Biulsfaah Bagh was a saburb 
of poor low houaes. through which the road Jay to the iron and stone 
bridges. That wfia Outrams Hue of iDarch. It was arranged that on 
tha first day ha should push (rum the bridge over the Kukral rivulet 
down to the Yellow Houue. the key of the enemy's position. The whirl¬ 
ing dust clouds raised by the cavalry, the Raahing of bayotiete appear- 
ing and disappeariug among the trees and the musketry fim enabled 
the oyea of tfao apectatore on the roof of the Dilkooaha to trace his pro¬ 
gress, But hia advance was slow. Sir Colin himself waa engaged in a 
wurm artillery duel with the enemy. Early in the moniing batteries I 
and 2-L to batter the Martini^re and 3-L to aiteoce the enemy’s right 
batteries opened fire. The shot and shell made great holes in tho walla 
and dashed down tho parapets of Claude Martin's fantastic building, 
The Naval Brigade Lad also some eight or ton rocket tubes, and tbcao 
rocketa Dwept the treaches and eaolosnrc.* Not long after the cannonad¬ 
ing had begun Colonel Nnpier pointed ont a itaU he wished broaohed,

tnan. One could sec the follows lay their mueketa along the top of the 
rifie-pit, then puff, a little white smoke; then bang and whew-ew-ii, 
then apiit ngainst some stone as the biillct fell flattened close to our 
feet. At Inst one bullet more true than the others, struck him, and he 
foU saying, " Oh I they have hit me !“< Ic passed almost through the 
Ihigh olosa to tbo bone. He was taken to the Dilkoosha and the 
hullet was eitractoA » His sole annoyance rognrdlag the wound waa 
that it kept him from the guns and the fluid.'’f Day by Aay, slretcbed 
on his cot. he heard with feverish excitement the progress of our arms, 
and the news of the gallaut eouduot of the sailors gave him great 
delight. When Lucknow had been captnred and the time came for 
the Naviil Brigade to rejoin the ^Attitnon, ono af the King of Qudh’s 
carriages wia prepared for him. -Our carpenters padded it, lined it 
wrth bhsQ cotton, made a rest for his foot, and painted H. M. S, Shan* 
«on over the royal arms of Luekuow.: When, however, ho saw i[ to^y, 
bo duclined making use of It, sayinK that he would prefer to travel in 
a doolm like one of his blue-jackeU" The litter Li which he w(« 
pincad had hcon used by a amnlhpox patient. At Cawnporo he was 
attacked ^th the diseose and on the 27th April his gnllantsoul fled, 
Brave i» he was, he is distinguished by a simple Joyous nature which * 
seems to havo affected every oue with whom he came in oontact in a 
remarkable degree. With n jest he won hts sailors' hearts, and hia

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compoDies of the BoDgalFo^iliors under the command of Captain Snlrw 
bqiy were aont to the left Ut protect the guns meant to enfilade the 
enemy’s works. When they were unlimhered and Major Nicholeon of the 
Eoyal Engineers opened fire, ho remarked that the linos aeemod deaerted. 
Captain Salnsfaiiiy proposed getting boats and sending a party oeioes. 
But Major Ti^icbotson considered it would be hnaardous to duninhih the 
force protecting the guns. Then Lieutenant Butler of the Ist Fusihois 
and four men rokntccrQd to go down to the ri¥er and call to the 
Highlanders, who were about GOO yards on to the other sidq. They 
reached the bonk, but in Tain they shouted to the High landers. 
UuiTr™' Bntlcr took off his coat and plunged into the river, there GO 

•wini'ii iwda widu and running swiftly. After much buffeting ho reached the 
other side and entered the works from the rear. Mounting the parapet 
^ ho attracted the attention of Sir Colin and bis staff in the balcony 
of the iliirtinlerc. A staff officer rode douti to Butler, who told him 
that the enemy had loft the works, and strongly urged tiuit men 
should bo sunt at once to oociipy the deserted batteries. But 
the staff officer cantered off for iestmetions. Butler stood on the para¬ 
pet wet and cold, without anus, a target for th© mutineors, who twice 
fired at Uim. He again begun to signal. A Highland officer advanced, 
and, understanding the irnpMirianco of seeurmg the hoslioa, ordered 
his company to advadee and sacurod it without delay, the rest of the 
n^”“* Highlanclcra and Sikhs following. Having banded over tha bastion, 
aiurdrj Butler again entered the streirm and swam back to his own side. For 

Vi^iro™ daring Lieutonant Butler was awarded the Victoria 

i-rm* Cims. 

The Sikhs .\nd Highlanders, having secured tho bastion, advanced 
along the line of defences, sweeping stray rebels before them till they 
reached the Tieinity of Banks’ bouse. It might have hcen taken, but 
*w no heavy guns were up, it would have cost ns many lives, Though 
vehement and fiery by nature on the battlefield, Sir Colin always 
manifested perfect self ccintrol. As a commander he was nlwavs 
willing to run a legitimate risk nt»d was prepared to 9.aGrific6 meo to 
gain an sdequate object, hut he never threw away the life of a ainglo 
soldier. His Fabian tactics not unfreqqently exposed him to the 
reproaches of his own meo; some of the hot-headed wished him to 
storm Banks' house that evening; hut what Williniu the Silent said 
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of fiiinecir was true of Sir Colio: he heeded ttot '* the bubh]e ofaDldJcra "_ 

a gtesLb and raie virtue in a general. 

Early ill the morning of the 10th, a battciy’ (No. 4-L) for four 
gnus, ono howitiscr and three Scinch luortats, wna estahllshed under 
UB til nil cover at a corner of the hi Eirtini^m Park to breach und shell 
Banks' honse. The breach was soon humIb, and the pItimeB of the 
Scotch bonnets were seen waring along the ratn|jtirt8 na they advanced 
in sklneishiiig order. When they approached the building the Bring 
ecosed and. rushing through the building, they soon took poEsessioa 
of it without much opposition. Thus the first part of Sir Colin’s 
plan of attack had been completely accompILihcd! with little loss of life. 

The scjcond pjirt of the plan now came into operatiou. The 
first stop w«3 to convert Bonks' bouso into a strong military peat 
and to construct a batteiy (Ko. 5-L) for four guns and eight mortars 
near It to breach ami bombard tho Begum's Palace, a large pile * of 
buildings and enclosures immediately in front and covering the Kaiser 
Biigh. In addition to this two guns (one 8-inch gun and one S-ineh 
howitzer) of the Naval Brigade and six 5|-inch mortara wera placed in 
position near to the bungalows to the right of Banks’ house. Their fire 
was also directed agamst the Begum's Palace and the bastion in front 
of Hezrut Giing. Those batteries were erected and the guns brought 
up With anch eneigy that they opened fire very soon after Banka' house 
was in our poBjcaalon. CommuaifaitioM were also made between the 
bungalows and Bonks' house. 

Beyond the river Outram was occitpied in fllreDgthening his position. 
Boadways for guns were roado through the Badshah Bagh, and tho 
Dilomni (Heart'a Beat) House situated nnsar the river was seized and 
fortified under a heavy fire from the Chnttur Munzil on the oppodte 
bank. Hojie Grant occupied Iiimself the while for patrolling the 
vidnity. One patrol under Brigadier Hagart putroed a body of rebel 
troops to a village which was set on fire. On their retqrn they reported 
that Major Sandfoid.f of the 5th Punjab I rregular Cavalry, having entered

his body could not be aeoiL, While they Trere BoarnMjig foj* it, the 
enemy opened on th^TO a amort fire from a aomtl loopholcd fort« Two 
bullets struck ooo of the Sikhs In the arm and thigh. He called out to 
his officer to ^ve him, and Campbell carried him away omidat a shower 
of bnlleta. On his return CompbeU reported what had occurred and tho 
Brigadier having dismounted a party of the 2nd Dragoon Guorda to 
keep down the fire from the fort. Lien lea ant Probyn volunteered to tnkc 
some of bifl men into the village and search afresh for Sandford. 

Campbell accompanied him, and amongst the party vroa a Native 
officer, a splendid type of a Sikh- At the wall where the holmet had 
bcon discovered they fnand a bolo^ threngh which they caiiwleil^ and then 
on the top of the house they saw poor Sandlord'a body. But how were 
they to get to it without inemriug Ircsh lo^ from the Bre of the etiemy^ 
The Sikhs understood the buainesa. Punjab Singh (the Native officer) 
and some other? threw themaclvos flat on the roof* crept up to the body\ 
let it drop from the wall, and then scrambled over ihemaelvee^ It waa 
gallantly done.” * 

All night the guns near Banks' houso mnoto the Bcguni'a Palace, 
and the mortars seat their Bight of shells^ - ■ which shot like showers of 
Hi ling stats into the city.“ ^ At daybreak Pool's enormuua guns wem 
brought to bear on the palace, and they battered away at it hnnr after 
hotjr^ while from acrcee the river Outram oniiladed the enemy's works and^ 
with two additional 24-poundei?, played on the mese^houee and the 
Kaiser Bagh from Banks' houso^ Sir Colin with Bold glosj^es watched 
the effect of evaiy shot and ahcH, A puff of blue siiiokc at the Naval 
Brigade Batitery ■ then a cloud of dust at the Eegum Kothi; a cloud of 
blue smoko beyond Banks* bungalow;; than another cloud of dost at 
Bogum Kothi; a cloud of bine smoke in the King's Gaideu; a shell de¬ 
scribing a parabola through the air; another doud of smoke at the Begum 
Kothi; then crack-crack ii$ the ahclls burst among the rebels/'f When 
the heavy volumes of dust and smoke rolled away from the Begum'a

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PalacOp high aboTe its walla were seen its riehiy drimnieDted gables and 
eatablatares with miawTJta and gilt apires and i-oof? of the adjacent 
buildings awarming with rebola. Their guns boldly bolbwed forth a 
rcply^ and the fire on both eides wajrod hotter and hotter. The day waa 
far advanced p and no breach was reported na practicable, Eelnctnntly 
Sir Colin Campbell left Banks^ house in order to receive the Maharajah 
Jong Babadoor, who had arrived the day before and was about to pay 
him a State visit 

That morning the head-quartern camp had been moved to tho 
Dllkooaha. Before the Ghief mess tent had been erected a large 
canc^y for the formal reoeptiom A battery of gnna and a sqnadroa 
of the 9th LancerB were drawn np on the flank, and a strong 
guard of honour of the 42 nd Highlandera, their band and pipers 
at the entrance. Doffing his working dress—^blue patrol janket^ brown 
corduroy breeches, high boots and a pith hat—for the ecarlct and gold 
lace and a cocked hat of a geneml^a uniform. Sir Colia arrived punetiiial 
to the moment. " Fonr o*clock came; no rignB of Jnng Bahadoor* A 
quarter of an hour passed by; tho Chief walked up and down with one 
liand behind hia hack and the other working nmouflly like one who is 
impatient or expectanlL At half-past four tho regular cannonading 
oloee at hand ceftsed and up i™e a a(krbliiig, heavy, rolling fire of 
musketry. We all knew what it meant. The assault on the Begum 
Rothi was being delivered*" * Louder and londer rang the mnsketiy. 
Then was heard tho boom of the aoluting gun** the baud began to play,^ 
the word of command rang out ■* Stand Lo yonr arms!" and at the end 
of the lane the Mifharajah wag descried vdlh his dazzling company. 
He wore a jacket of red cloth oovered with jewcli^ and the splendour of 
his brother who nccompanied him ivus hardly tees glorious or couBpiou- 
oua thEm his owe. Hb well knit figure and the dignity of hia carriage 
and maid nor struck the eyes of the spectators. Closely attended by his 
snitCp he filowly walked up between the stalwart lino of soldieiB. 
The Gommander-in-Cliicf stepped out to meet him* Jung Bubodoor, 
with white kid gloved hand raised to hie glittering crest, above which 
nodded a plume of paradise feathers, delicsatelj beaded with ememlda 
and diamonds, advanced towards him and took his outstretched hand.

AH int?^rpreter^ formal oompUments. Juag Bahadaoi^a face hrighteaQil 
wkea Sir Colin allnded to their bctli being Higblandora As they 
were convcreing n tall figure clad in a gray tunic covered with the dust 
tmd dirt of battle walked np the aiale of men, hie long sword clanMng 
oii the gronnil “ I am directed by the Chief of the Staff, Sir, to tell 
yon that wo have taken the Begum^a Palace with little and we are 
now in pDsaeeaion of it tmd the adjoining bnydings," The speaker a^as 
Hope Johnstone, the Deputy Adjutant-General to the Chief of the 
Staff Sir Colin told with much vivaeity the news to his itliistrioiiB 
^tor. Than, much to the delight of the Ncpaulese Prmco, ek 
fine Highlanders na ever trod on heather " walked past him playing a 
hearth-stirring pibroch. The Chief rose, Sir Colia introdnced hie oflicerB 
and the historic oeremoni^ came to on end. 

Napier reported two breaches practicable, and Sir Edward Liigard 
ntflde his diapofLitbna for the wttfmk. The storming brigade under the 
command of Adrian Mope eonsigted of the fiSni HighUndem, the 4th 
Punjab Rifiofl, with some Gurkha troops in support-. To the 93rd was 
aBsigned the honour of leading the nssanlt. and Brigudier Hope divided 
thorn into two divisions; fcho»right wing, uudGr Lieutonant-Colonel 
Leith Hay, was to aafiault and enter by the front breach; fcho loft 
wing was to attack the brehch on the dank of the position by the 
battery at Banks' houses At 4 r.M. the large gnns became eilent 
and the enemy's muBketiy fire Blackened The 93rd emerged from the 
enclosures and. odvandng op the rond^ got tinder cover of some niiued 
buildings. Then Hope gave the signal Both wings dashed from their 
cover, and over the field rose the Ehghlnnd slogan oh n wave of Tartans 
swept forward, unruffled by the atonn of musketry sent (tom wall and 
loophole. The right wing, on reaching the high wall fomiitig the outer 
barrier of the palace, found in front of them a huge parapet of earth 
with a steep scarp and ditch nearly eighteen feet wide and bcu feet 
deep* Instantly Captam Middleton and four Grenadiers leapt into it 
and were quickly followed Hay, Middleton and WmA got shoved up 
the ditch on to the berm and. having obtained a footing, proceeded to 
pull up the men. Then one by one they pushed through the breach^ 
for the enemy, being taken by aurprise. had left it undefended. At the 
Hame moment the left wing, bended by the gallant Clerk vro-ying his 
claymore ami shouting, "Come on 93td," reached the right breach. 
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No aooncT were thf? right mog within th^ wotto thaa they found 
themselvQ? in front of imother high wail, aad a clo&e and deatnictivij 
fire was poured into them from it. Ji>tn Macbod, the Pipe-Major, who 
bad been the firet man to push hia way through the breach, at oruse 
began to pby the bag|>ipa9^ heedlo^ of the bullets that flew arotind 
him. Having no means of protecting themselvea against the fire or of 
rotutnitig it with oSeot against men who were under cover of their 
battlementd, the Highlanders made a dash at a small narrow hok which 
had been made by our S-peundef in the wallsp But they were held in 
check by the enetnj^fl mnsketry until some of them broke opeu the 
blocked np windows and were ahoved Ehrough.^ Eveiy room door, 
gallery or gateway was harrioaded. At every window or coign of 
vantage was a rebel marksmen p In thrEading their way through the 
dcurk narrow passages many a man fcU shot down by an unseen foa. 
Barrier after barrier was forced and in small parties, hoaded hy their 
ofHcori> the soldiers pushed on till tho great inner square WAg reached, 
Elere a host of aepoya stood ready to receive them. The easaiknta 
were few in numbers^ but the Highlanders Bbood nnappallod. The 
command was given *^kcsp together and use tho bayonet^'* mad a firmer 
graap of his weapon told of the stem spirit which wrought within. 
Then \yiih piercing steel they forced their way into the dense niasa^ 
being well supported by the Sikhs» whu kept pace and stroke in the 
tremendous conflict No quarter waa given, no quarter expected 
The Highlanders and Sikhs drore the insurgenla from court to court. 
They fought them in the oloi^tm and they bayoneted them in the 
small dark rooms. Bands of rebels^ maddened with fear at the hs^ of 
gunpowder with lighted alow matches throwa into their lairsj rushed 
out and perished on the bayonets of their fcca For two hours the 
blind and bloody conteat raged, 

Meanwhile the loft wing^ after entering the right breach^ drove 
a body of the robob with great slaughter thraugb some of the 
buildings of the huge pilOi and followed them towards the Inramborah

His orderly, a large 
powerful Sikh, carried him in his arms out of danger Forbcfl^HitchoIl 
helped m lift him into a litter, and they took him to Banks’ bouse, 
where his wound was examined and dreseod. It was iiiortaI.t 

During the day two Engineers, Medley and Lang, with four natives 0«flpMfo« 
crept up to tho Kuddmn Rusaool and found tho little building deserted, *.*1" 
Looking down into the garden of the Shah Nnji}eef it also appeared to 
be abandoned. Medley went back to aak for men tg go and take the 
Shah Nujjeef and having procured 100 men and 50 sappm, he 
returned, and on reaching it he found the placa evacuated, " But al we 
were only £00 ^urds from the enemy's second line of intrench meats a 
sharp musketry fire was opened upon us from them, and we had an 
officer and one or two men wounded. Wo set the sappers to work to 

moke the place dcfooaible, and at my suggeation 100 more men were 
thrown into t he

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WhilgE Sir Colin Cftiapbell hnd bepn pashing forward oa the south of 
the GoomteOp Ootram had boon operating with equal succcsa on the 
left bank. Daring' the night of the 10th a battciy 4-B) of four 24- 
ponndem and two 8-mch bowitajot^ and five mortiira was ereoted in 
front of tbe garden of the Badfihah Bagh, and it opened fire at daybreak 
oa tha Kaiser Bagh. At the flame time Oufcratu began hb attack on the 
eubiirba ia the vicinity of the iron and stone bridgei. His right 
fwit iimn * formed oti the Fyzabad road an dor the Im'niediabe command 
of Brigadier-General Walpole, and worked its way, covered by its 
BkirmbheJBp Lhroagh bashes and trees, Hidden in tho jangle or in 
the Bmall cottages^ which snugly enclosed among the trees formed 
excellent t cm penny fortresses, were parties of the eaemjp who opciiKl 
a ssQDErt fire on iis aa we advanced. Skirtniahers were pushed forward 
and two guns brought into untion abreast on the road to riddle the 
wood with case shot and to drive out mir hidden foes, ^ Slowly driving 
the enemy before them the right wing went forwardi till they took 
possession of a large mosque with an eitenaive walled garden attached, 
which coirunanded tho approach to the tron bridge^ The left ooluma f 
under the command of Oobnel Fratt^ proceeded along the lovrer rood 
skirting the river, " The enemy opened threo guns on them from the 
oppe^ito side of the rivafi and also bold the ground in great strength 
in front of the rifle flkirmialiers, commanded by Brevob-Major Warren, 
Onptains Wilmot and Thyne, and Lieutenant Grey, who all bohuvci! 
moat gallantly/' Fighting their way through a aories of intricate 
streota the column occupied tho hoaaK down to the rivor b bank and 
seized the head of the iron bridge, to the right of which Outram placed 
in batterj^ hia two M-pounder guns, Lteutenaufr Uooraoora, who had 
boon deputed to guide the oolumn, wiia atrock whilsc njoonaoitring in

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front of it on tho bone! by a h]i\lBh find died inatfiDtlj. I deplore 
fiincerely/^ wrote Outnnn* the Io3a of this most gBlIant and promising 
young officer, whoaa aoldier-liko zofil imd aoqnireinenta rendered him nn 
omaTncnt to his? prafeaaion.^"^ * Tho Rifles aW deploTcd the Iona of a 
j-Dimg oomrade who&e bright and bra^e natEire caueed him to be loved 
by officers and men. Captain Thyne was lying down in the heat of 
the day on a native ooL in one of the hon&eB captured by his company, 
when a rpund shot coming through the wall abruoik him on the arms 
imd thigh and Bnjaahed the bones into many pieces. The limbs were 
amputated, but the shock was too greats and in about an hoor he died 

OutreiDp having leFb the Bengal FuaiUeiB posted in the lOD^que, 
proceeded with the reifiEunder of the right column in the direction of 
the FjTabad road. He soon met Hope Grant^s cavaliy and artilleryp 
who bad been opombing on the extreme rightj nud then burned towaide 
the stone bridge, Hope Grant oovering his advanco on the rightf As 
his men moved through a wood, they snr|rtised the camp of the I6th 
Irregular Horae, whose standards and two guns were captured by the 
Rifles, the enomy Eying in all directions over the plain, many being cut 
up by our cavalry/' Thou through the strong suburbs Outram forced 
hifl way witihout much opposition till he reached the stone bridge, 
But as the enemy wore able Lo command it with guns as well as with 
musketry from the tops of several high aud strong stone houses from 
the opposite side of the river, and the posirion was, moreovpr, toodwtont 
and the approaches too intricate to warmut his holding it pomuinently 
with the force at his disposal, Outram withdrew to tho moeqne held by 
the Bengal Fusiliers. 

On the 11th of March Sir Cdin had achieved a giTat step in hia 
project. He had on the right bank of the river captured the Begum^s 
Palace and secured the Secundm Bagh and the Shah Nujjeef Outram

lo the night Hodsoo lay at Benka* hou^c enfTeriog grtat pain. Se 
talked pf bia woun4l, whlcb be himself thought was mortal. He was 
veiy weak but by means of stimulAnts be milled and slept for a few 
bonm. Early next morning bia old and tried friend Nnpier came to 
see him. He waa quite sensible lutd eompoaecL Tie spoke of his 
wife, whom he so doarly loW, and the hrathera and sisters at borne. 
Xapier had to leave him for a time, and when be returned be found 
him in aevere pain. He said, “ I think I am dying. The doctor gave 
me hopes, but I do not believe in them. I should like to have scon the 
end of the campaign, and to have returued to England to see my friends, 
but it has not been permitted. I trust I have done my dnty. " I could 
have no difficulty,’' says Ifapier, " in answering this qnostion ae every 
one in the country proolaims it." The stem -exigeucy of the hour 
demanded Kapier'a presence at hia post, and before he had time to 
return to him, Hodeon hail died, calm and composed at bis last hour 
as he waa in the fcont ofdangcr and battle." * Ho was in hia thirty- 
soventh year. Late in the same oveniug bo waa carried to hia rest. 
Sir Colin Campbell and tho offioora of the garrison followed the coffin 
to the garden at the back of the Martini^re. After the words " Man 
that is bom of a woman hath but a short time to live " had been said 
and the body was lieing lowered into the grava then, “all the old 
warriors' courage and self-possesaiou," 883 *® an officer who waa presont, 
“could no longer control the teara," The day after the funeral Sir 
Colin wrote to the widow: "The whole army, which admiros his taleots, 
his bravery and his military skill, deplores his loss and Byoipathisea 
with you in your irrepan|ble bereavement.“ 

During the I2tb and 13th Napier avoiding the main road, which 
was well defended by the enemy's baalioBS. pushed his approach with the

and the soppoira, supported by the inCuitiy, pressed atowly but steadily 
on, breaking apeo cotUMuniEnitJon^, so as to allow ample snpport being 
furuLdhecI from the rear when requirecL A hot fire of ranj^ketiy was 
kept II pp m the bosiegets slowly worked their way forward from the 
neighbiTiriog houses, to which the coveting party brUkly replied. 

Oo the 12tb Jnug IJohodoor^ with a force of aboot i^.OOQ men and 
wiih 25 held gnoa drawn by njoot had arrivod and taken his pjsitioti 
in ottr iioea On the IJJthp at the reqtieat of the Commander-in-Chief ho 
moved close to the canaL On the afternoon of that day the troops 
at the BeguTTi Rothi wore reUevodj and Oeueml Liigard'^ place was 
taken by Qcimral Franks* 

Duriag the night of the Ifth Sir James On tram was reinforced with 
a oil ns her of heiivy guiis and morlare, nod all the time they were throw¬ 
ing shells into the city, the heavy guns were knocking at the Inmmbftra. 

At daylight (14th March] two breachefl were cos^idered so far 
advoiiceii that arrangements were, made for the aasault. The storm- 
ijig party, consisting of two compaDies of tbo 10th FiM>t and one hundred 
of Brisyer a Sikbs were posted behind a wall with only the breadth of a 
Tcjari between them and the wall of the Imambara ancii>aur«. A strong 
wurklng imrty of flappers with BOaling laddera, pftwdor bags and 
tnols were drawn up in raor of them. The whole of Krigfidier Ruaacirs 
brigiido of General Franks’ division was to sapport the assault The 
enfuiiy lined the tnp of the walla and all the tieighb-iuring houses and 
kept up a brisk lire. After an aoiious but not long interval a hurrah 
burst forth from the men of Hus^celi^a brigJiile. They mw first 
a Sikh nod thao Brssyer himpclf find another Sikh lujdce their 
appearance on that part of the Imambara wrbich had been played 
upon by tho as^-p^^imder."' t The Imambara had bean putered. Whila 
the sturmitig parties were baing fumed up Lientenant BoauinoQt, K, E 
worked from the left of the advanced post tbnjiigh a fow earth cd walla 
to a house on our side of the iwt between our front and the 

nnill Imiim bftw tiol tw milk tlii 
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Sjkh*^ flLtjd succeeded in blowing Ln the wall nod dridng the enemy out 
of the hou^^ which proved to be In coDnection with the trench intended 
Co flank the outer wnlb of the Imnnibarfl" Me next blew in the outer 
wdl of the Xninmbnm^ and Bmflyer and bb Sikhs mahed in at the moment 
ihnt the atorming purtj had been ordered to arms.* Their unexpected 
entry throtigh the opening made by Beaumont checked rcsistnooe, and 
the assaulting colnmns passed the breaches fsithout difficulty and seked, 
ns rapidly as openings conM be iimde for themp the eneloeure of the 
King's conebman's house and the King^s brother's house.t The 
roo6 of both hooaea overlooked the KaiBcr Bagfa, and the King's 
brother's house adjoined and overlooked the eastern extremity of the 
third line of the enemy's works running along the immediate front of 
the Kaiser Eagb. The second line of the enemy's fortifiKUitions had 
now been turned ^ and Colonel Ham ess, Commatiding Royal 
Engineersj was recommended by Brigadier Russell to stop the further 
advance and obtain secure possession of tho gronnd that they had 
ptis^^ed over. But the Sikhs could not be rostraioed* Some of thorn 
had followed on the heels of the fljiug foe, and mado their way into 
an outlying conrt of the Kaiser Eagh on the left.. From the roofs of 
the houses a party of them, under the personal oommaud of Bmsyer 
and some men of theflOtb whom young Havelock Franks, Adjutant- 
General. had led to the spotp plied with such doetmetive musketry 
the three nearest boat ions of the entrencbMcnt below that the 
oremy abandoned their guns, and Bmsjer, leading his Sikhs by a de- 
serlL'd boBtioti, proceeded to dear the uucloanrcs on the right of the 
Kaiser Bagh. Blttvelock called up the lOth to support Brusyer, and ha 
mado hb way from house to house. 

The walls and the enclosures were pierced with loopholca through 
which the inBurgenta commeueed a wall fiustained fusillade. They were

try putihed oti, Thoir rniika gn?ff thinner and thinner. Men had to be 
left to keep possossmti of the places as faat aa thoj took theia. At 
\cngih about fifty of ih^m reached the Cheenee Bas^uir which akirted the 
Kiiiaer Bagh and ky inside the third lino of defenceB. The enemy, 
seeing their amall numbers, began to gather around both flanka, when 
Havelock with aome Sikha charged along the line of etitreiiehment, 
drove out tJie rebek^ seiae^J two adjoining bastioBB, and with their gnna 
checked and scattered off a large body of rebels who, finding that the 
second line of dcfeocea had been turned, were making for the Kaiser 
Bagh. General Franks and Brigadier Napier iif>w came np with 
strong aupportSp and a eom^nttation was held m a gateway as to what 
waa to be done. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock an orderly rode np to head-quartorg with 
a piece of folded paper in hia hand and delivered it at one of the tents. 
Tho CfluiiDandHr-iu^Chief with all the heai^juarters afeafF quickly 
mounted their horsos and galloped off to tho city. '*Aawor»ile thi 
nows Sew from mouth to mouth, wo are in the Kaiser Bagh/^ Land 
were the cheera from the men as Sir Colin passed them marching past, 
toward^ the citadel of the enemy. He dismountedp andp amidst the 
shouts of the troopi walked np the steps of the Imamham. Sir Colin 
had planneil that the nperations of the day should end by ita capture. 
He had been led to expect a deaporate resigtanoQ at the KaijcT Bughp 
and had determined that after due siege bad been laid it should be 
atormed next day by the Highlanders, But after a bnef consulta* 
tion at the gateway, Napier and Franks cmne to the concltision that 
they were perfoetly able to take it. More troops were sent for froru 
the rear. Ortlers were despatched for the troi>p!3 holding the Seoundm 
Bagh and other posts in front of the second line of defence to ad vance 
and attack the Motec Mahal, the M^-House and the other interven* 
ing puinta. Soon "all the well knowm ground of former defence and 
attack—the Meas^Hunge, the Tarn Kntee, tho Motee Mahal, and the 
Chut ter Mouzil—were rapidly occu pied by the troops,^' * Some of them 
pushed forward and entered the third line of the enemy s fonificntioTi&

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W hen Fmnlts hud been rdnfarced he lent furivn^J his troopa, nDdm 
KJOn m an openifi^ had been made frpm the Cheenee Bzizanr, they entet- 
ed the Knirtrnrd of Saidut Ali'i Mosque at the back of the Kaiier Bagh* 
The Sikha* 150 in number, led by Braiyer and aome fifty men of the 07 th, 
drove the enemy from their guns in the courtyard of the rao&qtie, and 
full owed them ao cli^elj that they found iheniBelTcs in the principal 
&qtinre of the Xelser Baghn Here a large body of the enemy wore 
ready to oppose ihoin. They wore vastly outnumbered, but Brasyer 
plunged hia handful of men into them with thehayonebp and they bore 
theiabnwmd till they foreed them to the Badahnh Manzih the apceiai 
residence of the King. The robok now began to collect in their rear, 
while from the windows of the palace came gueta of bulteta^ Slowly 
the small band fell hack till they reached the bronze gate on the norths 
west side of the Kakcr Bagh. Hero they took i^fug^ But outside 
the gateway in their rear was a aecond gotewajp and in front of it the 
enemy had a gtia protected by a loopholed w^alL The gun opened tire 
and was followed by a peal of musketry from the gateway. From the 
p&laoo buildings on their finnt the enemy plied them with musketry, 
A supreme momoiit. Then BraBjer and Lien tenant Cmyt 37 th Native 
Infantry, burst open a window In from of the gun. and jumpitig down 
were sewn followed by several Sikhs, The gnu wns captured and the 
enemy driven to the second gateway. They wore kept Lherc in check 
till reinforcoznenta arrived- Then the etorming regimente getting 
mixed, soldiers and sailors, Sikhs and Qurkhas, fighting hard, drove 
hodieB of r&bcls through courlo^' ua large as the Tomple Gardens, filled 
with marble statues and marble fountains." The ma?sea were broken. but 
multitudes of armed men found refuge in the buildings and every palaco 
became a fortress. From the green jalousies and Venetian blinds clodng 
the Apertures w hich pierce the walls in double rows a stroam of buIJeta 
was poured into the sqnarci and the marblo pavemeot was stained with 
the blood of many a Sikh and soldier.^ Budding after building was 
taken blood thirst, reveDge> and greed for gold drove the assailants 
mod. The strong boxes of the Princes of Ondh were burnt open, and

tre^ or queen; the moDUidenle of we&fceru and eastern oi^t were broken 
til pitKses, ail d fr^giiionta of rare China and of crystal vc^ls strewfertl 
the floors. Wheci night put an end to the pillage, tho palace of the 
KAiser luiLd become a ruiiied chamebbouse^ 

Next day fighting waa renewed, and bodies of the enemy who held 
the tower stories on the north side were driven ouL The sappers were 
occupied in cheeking the fires then buniing in three parts of the squaren 
and in destroying gunpowden Guards were pieced over the pdaccs 
and plnudering stopped by order.^ 

On the morning of tho I2th OuLram eenfe a strong party to oc¬ 
cupy the wide street wluch mn down to the iron bridge^ Up it there 
ew^ept a polling fire of case shot and bulletM, which rendered it nnsafe. 
The English and Slkha, who occupied the houses on both sides, replied 
by a steady fin? at every ohjeet visible on the houso-tops and in tho 
windowa of tho mansions and mosques along the other bant of the river^ 
which was here only thirty or forty yards wide. Tbo insurgents, how¬ 
ever, di reeled their principal fire upon the batteries of heavy g^m to 
the right and left of tho bridge. A detachment of infantry, picked 
abets, told off for the pnrpoeo had been: sent down to them \ but it 
requhed all their exertiuo and all their skUl to keep down the rebel 
. fire, so that the gubnem might work the gune without griovouH loss. 

On the moming of the 14th the increased thimdcr of the heavy 
gun^ across the river told the picket at the bridge that the Chief waa 
near the little ImambanL In the afternoon they heard that not only 
the little Iifnarubara but also the Kaiser Bagb had fallen, AIJ was got 
ready for a move across. The horses were houked on to the gnnsL The 
infantry, in obedieoco to orders, opened a heavy fire on the opposito 
bonk ; the enemy refipoaded by a heavy cannoiiade of round shot, sholL

It waa a work nf 
sciprome danger.* They adrnneed under cover of the p(irn|]eE. of tha 
bridge, till they reaohcfd the Ijarnoiido, They then begoa to remove 
the eaudhags one at a time, and passed them to a line of men ok tended 
to receive thetiu After one or two had bean removed, the caemy^ dif- 
covering nhat was going on, opened a hot fire on tbem^ Bat, heed* 
less of the buUelifl whistling uroimd them^ Wynne and Paul icantimiod 
ot the work. Bag after bag was removed. Lower and lower they 
crouched os tbo shelter diminished. Then they lay on the ground "and 
ronjoved the second lowest tier. The last offered no serious obstuclo to 
the advance of the troo^is, amd they msbed back unharmed through a 
ebowor of bullets. All was now ready for crossing ibe bridge when 
Oatremi and staff arrived on the eceno. They ascended one of the houses 
to reeunaoitre^ and after a short time Outmm descended niid said.* 1 am 
afraid, gentlemen, you will be disappointed when I tell yon that I 
am not going to attack to-day/' eipkluiug to us at the same time that 
Sir CoUn Campbell had ordered him not to cross if he saw a nhance of 
toffhtga singU wian, a contingeucj which we canid hardly eipect to 
avoid, os the enemy had a &-ponnder gun sweeping the hridgn, a dia- 
charge or two of grape from which muf^t have made sfome havoc among 
our advancing troopa-f ^Thns a grand opportunity was lost/' writes Ljrd 
Euherts. *'The bridge, no doubt, was strcmgly held, hut with the 
numerous guns which Oiitmm could have brought to bear'on its defen¬ 
ders its i^ssoge could have been forced without serioije loEa- the 
enemy's retreat would bive been cut off and Franks' viotojy would 
htive been reudered complete, which it certainly waa not, owing to 
Oil tram's hands having boen so effecLiialfy tied.'^ *

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On the fallowing clay Erjgiujier-Q^a'eml Sir J, Hope Gmnt^ 
wag seat out with cavalry on one sido towards Sitapur to intercept 
rugitive^i while Brigadier Campbell iDarcbetl with like ordena in the T™ 
direction of Sundeela ort a aimifar duty« Bui it was too late* The 
enemy had gcatfcered themaelves over the counfcty aed entirely db- 
appeared^ *" an J uiany of the rehola who still remiiined in the city aeis^ed ilmcnjiair 
the opportunity of the cavalry being absent to goE’away/’ * 

On the Ifith Sir JamcH Ontrani with the 5th Brigade under the 
coiumand of Brigadier Russell, eoinprising the 23nJ Fnsdliers, the 70th outrAm 
HjghlanilerBj and the Ist Bengal Fijgilinr^j crossed the Goomtee by a 
bridge of casks opi>osite the Secundra Bagh. He left Walpole's diviBion 
to watch I ho iron and the stone hridgas. On reaching the H f^BB^rioEiae 
On tram was joined by Her 5Iajef«ty'a 20th and Bnisyer's Sikhs* They 
then passed through the Kaiser Bagh by an ImprDniptu road madfs by 
the sappers and miaers and, pushing to the right, made towards the 
Rcaidency* They were shortly tinder a smart fire of mnskotry, Tlio 
word Charge was given by Sir Jiimes, who was in frontp and the 3-in I 

FugilioT^i rushing throngh the gate way ^ drove the enemy before them at 
the point of the bayonet, the remaindor of the brigruJe following them 
in reserve. The Residency was once more in our possession. 

When the enemy bad been disloilged frum tba Residency two CAfiiiirffof 
companies of the 23 teJ under Lieutetiant-Cotonol Belt, nccompaoleiJ by 
Captain Gould Weston, who pointed out the road^ preisaed rapidly ^ 
forward. No sooucr did they appear, whoa a scattered firo of mEiskcLry GT»t 
wm opened on them. Then from above a barricade of wcmmI there 
came a curl of amoko and i% sLorm of gmjKs swept over tbom. Borore 
the sejKsys could hwij again the Fuaitleia were at tho mnisle, and, with 
a bud cheer^ rushed into the work and c^vptnred the brass gun which 
was in position to sweep the Iron bridge, In the meanwhile the 
Eosirkney height was crowned by a Field Battery of Madras Artillery 
under tho commtuid of Major Cotter, which kept up a heavy fire on the

On tbeir amval the Bengal Fuailier? movod to tbe iron bridge, 
aed shortly afterwards advanced with Bnuijcr'a Sikhs. Id all 
directioDs the mbtling of muBketiy waa boards and the bulk la Grtd 
all a great elevation from diatonli honsos wklstled overhead^ right rind 
left” The 23rd nmde their way through a labyTiEiLh of lanes and 
streets, and as the gallant Brosycr was leading an his Bikha, lie fell 
deeply wounded. The advance contiiitied under musketry till they 
reached the kigb and buttressed wall of the Mucheo Bhawan. The old 
stronghold wag precipitately abandobed by the enemy, and tho soJdiera 
pursued them to the outer cuartyard of tbo great Imaiukim. They 
dashed Qomgfl the gaurt se beautifully decoralred with rich tessellated 
pavemciitg, rushed up a noble lligbt ofgtepa, ftrifl seised thegreat ceutml 
ball, whose niirfors and chandeliers were gaid to have cost one of tho 
must inagnifiicojit Nawabs of Oudh nearly a tnillJoo of poimds sterlings 
A company of the Bengal Fuailien under Captain Sallusbury was 
puahcKi on to the Gonstfiutinaple Gale of Lucknow (the Eeom^i- 
durwazaj^a gate bnilt on the model of that which gave to the Court of 
the Sultan the titlo uf the Stiblimfi Porte+ Hera another giin waa 
coptiireih The TOth were then brough t np to rjccnpy the linatnbanip 
and the remAindcr of the Bengal Fusiliers wore placed in the Aluoheo 
B ha wan. Five S-jnch mortars were immedtutoly placed in position an the 
former: two naval guns aud five IQ-iuch mortam were also pigted in 
the Residency^ and the whole kept up ft steudy firo on the oitjy during 
the night 

Some of the etiemy which Outram had driven before him cresaed 
the river by the stone bridge and engaged Walpole^s division, but wore 
heavily ropulsecL A large masg of the fugitives, howovoTj crossed higher 
up. and, Circling rouikd the ill vision, escaped by the Fyiaibad road into 
the open countryp '^und wo," writes Hope Qmnt, "were too hy to 
overliiko them." 

On the 16th, kr the last time, the enemy showed in strength before 
Ahimbagh, whose gariisoD hud been reduced to about four hnadred 
iiLfantrjjthe military trainp a small detachment of the ?th ffuflsarsj and 
fiurne artillery. Directing a large body against the front of the pof^itiion^ 
the inaurgsuta made mi eflott to turn the kft flank with their cavalry 
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and iirti(lery, Their horaes came on boJdiy, but the vipjrirag aetion of 
Olpherta'a guns stopped them and sent them back, Meantrbib Vinceot 
Eyre's guns so warmly raked the whole line of their main body of in¬ 
fantry that they too had to retire. Jong Behodoor woa now req,mated 
to move to hia loft up the canal and take the position in revorae from 
which onr position at Ahimbagh had been bo Jong annoyed * 

On the morning of the 17fch of March the Goorkha foree occupied 

& Ch^i^ Bagh and Cawijpoto road- In the aftemoon the enetny iti 
great forco attacked their position in tho city. " Their flank wnsj how¬ 
ever, tu^ed hj the direction of the Maharaja in person, and they were 
wmplctely defeated with tho Joss of ten guns and all the wagona of n 
light field battery/’ f The same day Outratn, eontinuing his advance, 
occupied tho Dirolntkliana and the Hogeinabnd Moaqne. and took posses, 
aion of the block of buildings known ns Shurfood Dowlah's Mouse, which 
was occupied without any casualty, the enemy precipitately retreating, 
although they had made every preparation for a vigorous defence. 

During the operations, however, a grievous casualty occurred. On 
Outmm’a force arriving at the Jumma Musjid, a largo quantity of 
powder in tin oases and leather bags wag found in a courtyard in 
the rear Outram directed that it should be destroyed under the 
suporvisioD of the Engineers. It was taken under guard of a party of 
sappers and miners, cnmioanded by Captain Clerkc, R.E.. and Lientou- 
aufc Brownbw. B.E., to a large and deep well A line of men wna formed 
and the cases passed from himd to hand as rapidly as poBsible. When 
one of them was being thrown down it Btnick the side of the well ,ind 
exploded. A flame of fire flashed up, ignited enso after case, caught the 
^wder m the carts, and the two officora, and about 40 men were blown up 
Some of the party wore killed by the explosion, and the rest, including 
OJerke and Brownlow, wore left in a hcmblo condition. They were 
removed to the hospital, where the surgeone, with the ntmoat kindness 
applied the usual remedteg; but during the night the sufTerere. mnd with

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painj iKedp and the next morning they were buried in ona of the gardena 
of the Ejdeer Bagh. ^ During the faneral serere cannon and musketry 
reaoundcd incessantly from the city," 

Though the rebols bad bean eteadliy driven out of their ^trongboldj^ 
uuo or two ninre bouta of fighting had to be done before thoj were 
expelled fr^tu the vast city. Seven or eight thooBand of them bad 
collected in the Mooaa Bagh, a large building with numorono eonrta fmd 
cncloffurcs ritnated on the right bank of the rivet about five milee 
north-west of Lucknow. Sir Colin determined to expei them from 
their last stronghold, and by a vigorous porBuit of hia atiundiint horse, 
to make the stroke prove final* He therefore ordered Outram with a 
strong force * to press forward along the main road up the right bank of 
the river and attfick the Moosa Bmgh in front. Brigudier Campbell 
with a brigade of infiintry, aome gunSp and IpMO cavalrj^ he posted on 
the left front and strictly charged him to fall oo the eaemy when they 
attempted to retreat. He commanded Hope Grant on the left bank of 
the river to asBist in dislodging the enemy from the Mooia Bagh and to 
attack those who attempted to croaa the streami He directed the 
Tfepaleae troopa to enter the city from the Churbagh line of road. 

At about balf-past 6 A.M. Outran proceeded to the Oao QhaL on 
the river and found the house belonging to the last Prime Minister of 
Qudh occupied by the enemyp who opened a sharp fire of muHketjy uu 
the head of the eolumn. '^Two companma of the 79th, Led by lieuten^ 
ant Evoretti being ordered to advance^ soon drove the enemy out and 
took posseacsion of it" f Conaiderable delay here took place In consequonce

had been aecompliahed, the tmopa advanced through tha Eiihurbs 
without opposition towards the Uooaa Bagh. On rcaehiag open 
gioniid two gnns began to play on the column, atid the enemy appeared 
in great strength on the road* Ontmni imtnediately nniered out skir- 
mishert from the 70t h and aSrd and Captain Middletou*& Batteiy to 
the frotit, ** whiienfire soon Hilencedthat of the enemy, during which time 
the Lntioers mad& a flank movement to the enemy's left ; and on ad¬ 
vance their whole force took to flight, abandoning their gnus The 
two aquadrona of the 9th Lancci^, led by Captain Cole, " ayoimg officer 
of great pramiBe/' followed up the pursuit for about fou r rodna, when they 
overtook the enemy, captured fix guns, and killed about a hundred of 
thorn„ the reat dispcTsing over the country and eaeaping by the aid 
of the nullahs and broken features of the cduntiy* The conduct of the 
officers and ttiou of the 9th was must gallant, as they undauntedly 
ohaiged niaaaes of the euoraj.*' t A amall body of them reached a 
deep ravine, through which they could not rido. The onomy which 
lined it opened fire, mid Captain Hutchinson fell mortally wounded,} 
The Field Artillery and Infantry followed in support a-* rapidly as 
possible and captured four more guna. Outram then occupied the 
Moosa Bagh with thu iod Punjab Infantry under Major Gre#Dj and 
withdrew the rest of the troops to their quarters iu the city* 

Sir Golin^s combinations for groatar aucceas had, however, been 
thwarted hy acme misconcoptiou on the part of Brigadier Campbell 
and the difficulties of the gruund he had to traverse. He left hia 
encampment- near the AluinEagh about 2 and had a little skirmish* 
ing here and tbene as be passed by villages and wooded and brokou 
ground. A videttoi approoeliing too near a smaU mud fort apparently 
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unoccupied, wm fired on. Cblonel Jamca Hagart, Comaiajidmg the 7th 
UusEELTs, with a troop " in point of Dumbgre uot more thaa half n troop '' 
of the 7th Hdasars, aorae of Hodaon'a Hora^-, a fcw men of the 7Sth 
Highlandera, and two of Major Tomba' guns, waa aont to dislodge them. 
Alter a couple of ahells, about 50 men, led by the Daroga or headman 
of the village, mahed out of the fort and came dow*a upon the gumi. 
Hagart ordered the 7th to charge. Bnt the reheb reached them before 
they could got wall in motioo. CaptoiQ Slade and Ckimet Bunks 
were at once cut down, and Lieutenant Wilkins had hia foot cot 
ulmost through. Efagart, followed by the wounded Wilkins and some 
of the men, rode in at once to where a lot were hacking at poor Banks 
on the ground and saved him for the time at least. He was dreodfhlly 
mutilated, and died fifteen or sixteen days after. We then set to work 
and killed overy one of our opponents They seemed to have no idea 
of giving way but fought desperately. I w-us told they were fanatics 
maddened with bhang.*’ * 

can while Brigadier Campbell continued his march, but he reached 
his gicund too late to intenept the heavy retreating masses of the 
enemy. He did net even then make a prompt attempt to pureao them, 
[t was net till many thousands of the enemy fiad streamed out and 
already crossed milfes of country that be was persuaded to allow some 
of bis Lreops to follcw them. The first to get under way were two 
troops of the Iflt Sikh Irreguln™ under Captain the Honourable 
Hugh Chichester, with whom Lieutenant Sandeman f and Lieutenapt 
MackeniKe;{ were sent. After a gallop of several miles they overtook 
large bodies of the enemy on foot. 

Their cavalry hod disappeared. A scries of scrimmages and single 
combats ensued. The remsinder of the Ist Sikhs, the 7th Hussars, 
and the military train came up, and the pursuit grew fieroer. The roain 
read, the lanes and the fields were covered with bands offogitives running 
for their life. Some stalked along with their muskets on their ebouldcis, 
anlieuly disdiuoing to run, and when caBnilcd by then- foes died fighting

pursuit, Wale gave tho order to halt. " Then from the far side of a 
ravine a solitary figure fired his musket at a group of officers. He 
must have aimed at the oqe who, from his full bru^vu beard and ap* 
parent age, seemed to him to be the most important and most likely to 
bo the commander. Ibat shot cost os the life of our bravo coni' 
inanding officer. The gallant Captain Wale fell, mortally ivgnnded 
by two slugs, one of which passed through his beaid into hlsj*^ throat, 
the other into his mouth. He was instantly avenged ffir <te 
the rebel sepoy turned to fry, ha also fell dead, hit in the spinfl 
by a bullet from the revolver of CapUin Chichester.'’• ‘‘Sandeman, 
who was by his aide, carried him in his arms to a place of shelter. 
In & few mintites, to the deep grief of bis officers and men, by whom ho 
was loved as few command ing officen are ever loved, poor Wale 
breathed his last,” They buried him in the Monsa Bagh. In that 
Royal GardeD, now a wildernoas of ahrnbs, stands under the spread- 
iflg arms of an old mango tree a solitary tomb, and the inscription in¬ 
forms us it was erected by a comrade to the memoiy of Captain F. 
Wale ■' who lived and died a Christian soldier/*f 

Sir Colin's plans hod thus been thwarted by an error of exeeation 
and one more fight hod to be fought before ho achieved hia project 
The Moulvio of F}‘ 2 abad, one of tho moat daring and resolute of tbe 
rebel leaders, returned to Lucknow, and with two guns and a large 
body of fanatics occupied a fortified building in the heart of the 
city. On the Elsi of March Sir Eldwmd Lugard with the fl3rd 
Highlanders and the 4th Punjab Riilea was sent to take the 
stronghold. The resistance was wonderfully fierce and violent, several 
of our men were killed, and the commandant J and aecond-in-command g 
of the 4th Punjab Rifles, on whom the brunt of the fighting fell, were 
desperately wounded. Brigadier Campbell with hia cavalry attacked 
the ineurgenla ivhen retreating from the city, inflicting heavy loaa, and 
pursued th^m for six miles.

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So anded tbe toemorable Siege of Luckuew, Tlie capture of 
the Mooai Bagh end the cxpabiott of the Moiitrio fititn hif Btronghold 
miu-ked the victorious close of a series of signal oporatioEB which had 
extended over twenty days* ^ By patienoo atid sound judgment at all 
times^ by a wise boldufsaa at the right moinent, Sir Colin seixod a long 
range of mamive palaces and walled courts of vast extent- which had 
been fortified with much akill and labonr* Ho woa nobly supported in 
hiA well laid plans by the professioiiftl skill of Napier^ the determination 
and dash and vigour of OntnuUr and the indomitable bravery and reso¬ 
lution of the officers and men of all amiB. A gallant Boldier himselfi 
who was at best in the thick of battle, Sir CoUn Campbell would 
nev'er aacrifico his army in vain conflict with hopeless ohstaclea In the 
siege and capture of Loeknow out low was Bmalh The oBHualties 
amount to only 16 British officem, 3 Native officers, and 108 men 
kille<l; 51 British offiem, 4 Native officer and 540 men wounded, 
while 13 iii*a were raifising. •' That this great success/' wrifcee Lord 
Gonniug, ** aboald have been accompliahed at so little cMt of valuable 
lives enhances the honour duo to the leader who haa achieved it''*

£7lh just aud am gkd to find timt what I wrote o£ the 4Sth 

Bej^intiUt yostenlay^ quite meets yodr viewa. I fear to increa^ alarm 
anil suspicion, and therefore do nothing not absolutely uecesaaiy. Tha 
oflicei^ of Her Majesty's 32iid now «kop tionr iheir Udos aa they 
ought always to have done. Two guns of a Native battery and thirty 
horMjncD are also in their lines, so that they are a little army in 
themselves* ami have the meanfi of comm tmicatmg with their neigh' 
bouiu 

1 have no reason to doubt tho fidelity of tha artllloTy, though 
Tnueh has heon done to disgust iniiiiy of the Nativo o^eor^* becauw 
they don't nudersLand onr meimtotl driUp All the European ofifi^eera ara 
very young men, and therefore look to mem smortnesf** Lieutenant 
Ashe, n mere boy. wants to invulid two jemadars, both of them fine 
fioldierly-looking fellows who know their duty gunners and are good 
riders, but donT imdenitaiid English words of command. One of them 
is only fl trifle above forty years of age, and neither of them wish to 
be itiTjilidod. I returned the roll and after a few days afterwards, being 
struck by the appearance of the men at mounted exemiss, I told Mr. 
Ashe we should be lucky to Imve such men as Native officers in 
our regulcir battcriesL His reply wna, prot^^t Sir Henry agiunat 
being eompared with a regular one*** or words to that eSech Aiiothof 
day 1 saw tho Tuserve company of artillery* a splendid set of fellows in 
appearance^ at esteiigion motions, that is, poking about their armfl 
and feet as TeHmiila have to do, though the majority ore old sohliers and 
many were in our own rankiL Th us it is that pipe-clay and over-drill 
tends to diisgust them. Two hours ago, Captoiii Carnegie came to tell mo 
that tlicre ha.s been a strong dsmoustration against cartridges in the f th

Captain Carnegie is an old inter¬ 
preter and quartermaster of a Native corps and had no hint froiu mo 
of my opinion; yet I am not sure that he is not rightu The police havo 
had more duty^ but lesi^ pipe-clay and botherii The pay is tbo saiue+ 

I hare had Euoknoodowla at my house and father like l\h 
appeamnee, but his sons ure not pleaaant-Iooting fclIo^T^ 1 . These 
people, however, can only iy po^thility ba fiangoToiia in connection with 
our own treops, I have struck up a friesdahip with two of the best 
and wealthiest of the Chiefs and am on goad tcmis witlialL We ooglit 
therefore to have informa I Ion of whnt occure, 

I hope that the Mih Native lafautTy will be disbanded, and that 
Your LonJship will miso a miicd Gurkha and Hill Rajput Corps and 
Sikh one in heu of the 34Lh and 10th' Gurkhas are not cwrily oh^ 
toined, hut seven Tears ago I got a LhausaTid volunteers at Khatmandu 
in a week to supply one company of the Guides. I did it lliroiigh tlio 
Resident, or rather by hiH permiesion, through the mediEsd officer 
whom 1 asked to speak to Jung Eahadoor and remind him of our old 
acquaintance. 

As far as I have yet ascertained^ the bad feeling os yet is 
chiefly annmg the Hindu isepom Doubtlefis, it is their fesu: for taste 
that has been worked on. Major Banks teUa me that three years ago 
when the education stir prevailed in Bohar, a aubadar of the Body¬ 
guard seriously consulted him aa to the truth of tho report that aii 
servants of the State wore to bo Christiana* Thus the oldest and best 
Hindus are easily moved, but if bad feeling extended to open mutiny, 
the Mahomedans would soon become the most energetic and virulent 
miitloeerB. I wdUaa Tour Lordship directs, watch for difference of 
feeling between the two creeds. Whaiever may bo the danger from 
the Native presa, I look on it that the papers published in our 
language are much the most dangeraua. Dksiffected Native editora 
need only translate as they do* with or without note or words of ad^ 
miration or retlamaliofi editorials from the Fri^Mf o/ /"nditt (ou the 
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daty of fumexiiig^ every Native StiLte^ on the imbeeilitj, if not vpickedaeaSj 
of allowing a ^agle jaghir, and of preaching the Ocwspal eron by 
cotninandmg officerti) to raise alarm and hatred in the mind^ of all 
religiQTiiffta and aJI connected with UntiYe principalities and jaghtra; 
and^ among the above^ will he found the large majority of tte danger^ 
0118 chwsD^, TVe measure ton mijch hy Englh^h rules* and expectj 
contrary to all experioncoi that the energetic and aspiring among im* 
menee mditaiy masses should like our dead level and our arrogation to 
oineelveai (even where we are notoriom imhedlea) of nil acthority and 
all emoluTnent. Tliese senriincnts of mitie freely eipresaed during the 
Inat fifteen years have done roe injury* but I am not the less convinced 
of their sound and that until wc treat ^Sativea* and especially 
Kativo 6oldierap as having much tho same fcelinga, the same ambition, 
the same perception of ebili^ and irobeciLity as ourselves, we shall 
never be safe. 1 do not advocate altogether disregarding SQniority; 
but 1 do not wonder that <]enerals, Coloucls, and Subadara should onlyj 
as a rule, be men past work who have never in their voulh and energy 
been eatrusted with power or resimpsibility, Aho that we should expect 
tho siibailor and jemadar to be content with Es. fi? and Es, £ j* a montlii 
respectively, while in the Civil Department their ClUows, ten and 
twenty years youngcr/cnjoy Ea. 500 j Eb. 600^ and oven Es. 1*000; and whilo 
they themselves, if uuder a Native ruler, would be GeneralB, if not Ilajaha 
or Nawftbs, I have not seen original arLleles on the cartridge quest ion ; 
but almost every Jotter and article in the Engliah papera regarding 
Barrackpore, Umballa, Meerut, Berhampore, and Dinapore havo been 
trauekted. Tha original articles cbiefiy refer to local grievances and 
personalities The politics of the editor are to be chiefly gathc^red from 
pithy eiclanintlonB, itn, heading an article, m " how good, wqpderfulj 
mutiny, “ mote fines/^ with plentiful atipply of the ward routiny," 
“diuobudieuco," ^vlktiirhrmces." I would not trouble any of them, but* with 
Tour Lorde^hip's pcrmiseion, I think we might squash half the number by 
helping one or two of the cleverest with inlbrmation and even with cciito* 
riab and illustrations. Da OgLlrie tdk me that moro than one of the 
English illustrated papers would, for a good piirposej eoU cheap their 
half-worn plates; an illustrated vornac&lar paper cleverly edited would 
tell well and do good politically and mamlly^ I will be gliud of Tout 
Lordship's sanction to a trial, not involving above Es. 5,000, £500. 
Of coumgi I would not appear, and I would use the present edilorSi at 
any rate try to do so. 
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I ^hnll ba quite ta hold Oudb entirely with Irregular* 

aided by oeq or half leginient of EtiKspeans and a cotiple of 
batteriiL^ of European ortillory, but I Bhotild a^k, as Tour LordAip 
eoDteinptatcs, that the corps be of throo dassas, one-third mixed 
at present, ons-third ivith the Pathan and other Mahomotlan tribes 
prevailing, and a third of Sikh»i indeed, I should Uke to add a fourth 
of the Pafdiidi or local outcjiate tribe, who are fine hardy fellows and get 
service in the Bombay Army. 1 ahouM like to have a eorp of regu¬ 
lar cavatry# hut I would not stand npon that, specially if Your LoriMup 
will give a Curpa of Guideg for Oudh. The infantry of the Guido 
Corp^j though only sis com panics, do, and have always done, the work 
of a full corps, and the three troop of oavalry have similarly done the 
duty of double their number; no one cognmant of the Punjab for the 
last eleven years will controvert my assertion. It was I who suggested 
raising the Guides m IS+O, and induced Lord Lalhoosio to treble them 
in 1S4&, and I am conviuced that if Your LortJsbip will allow 50 or 100 
men to be tnuiafarred as a nucleus from the old corps, that another, 
second to none in India, inny be raised here by procuring recmltj 
from all quarteiB. The one rupo iiicrea3cd paj^ which after all is 
almost nominal as no marching batta is given, eiitices the hardiest 
ffotdicrs Lnto the tunks. Similarly, the Es- 4 extru to sowars and 
proportionatBly to Kativo oeScers providei better horses and obtains the 
best class of sfowara 

I hope the Oudh and Rajputana and Gwalior Irregulars will bo 
put exactly on a footing with those of the Punjab* Yotir Lordship 
will then be able to move and mix all. The increased expenses will be 
more than covered by reducing the regular Native mfantiy from 1,000 
to SOO sepoys, which in the opLaLon of their best ofBcers wid render 
them more effident and imfe. 

Brigadier Gray eipccta, and seems to wish, to get a regular bri¬ 
gade by the end of the yean I hear of many men in tho field to suc¬ 
ceed him. The efficiency of the force will much depend on its briga¬ 
dier. I beg to recommend to Your Lordship Major Coke of tho Punjab 
Irregular? and Major tLIeutenant-Colonel I believe now) Anderson of 
the Jodhpore Legiom Both ore excellent officers^ and cither would do 
credit to Your Lordship s selection*

It WPS ordered to parade on the 4tb, Ou fcbe 3rd sieveral 
symptoms of disaflectioD appeared. At 4 P.M. the Brigarlier reported 
it m a veiy rnntinona Etate. liistontty a field battery. a wing of Her 
Majesty's S2nd^OELO of the 43th and Tlst Katiro InfLUitry and of the 7tb 
Cavalryp the 2nd Oedh Cavalry and 4th Oudh Infantiy^Tiiarcbcd against 
it* The regiment waa found perfectly quiet; formed lino from eolainn 
at the order^ and expreiiaed eontrition. But when the men saw guns 
drawn up against them^ half tbeir body broke and fled, throwing down 
their arma. Tho eavalry pursued and broaghfc tip Eome of them. Tho 
arms were eollected and brought away, and the Begulars were with- 
drawn» The dUanued 7th were directed to return to their lines* and 
recall the runuwaTa. They were mformed by Sir Henry Lawrence that 
Government would bo aaked tu disbaud the corps; but that those found 
guiltless might be re-enlisted. The corps had, befijro the arrival of the 
troopa, given up two priftonera to Captrdn Boikaii and Lieutenant 
Hordinge, and had offered to give up forty more. During the day a 
treasonable letter had been brought by a stibudur of the 4Sth Native 
rnflintry to the authorities from these two prisonoTs and others of the 
Tth, instigating the 4atb to mutiny. All the corpu displayed tho beet 
apirit* and in three botirs the troops from three qoHi1ieT3& were roncen- 
irated opposite the niuhneers. During the night everything was per¬ 
fectly quiet in the city, through port of which the troops marched* 
They roturued at 1 A.M. on the 4tb»

Hta report of 
the first part of tho tmnsaction is meagro; but I have no doubt 
whatever ibab his measures of precaution and coercion^ taken in 
coocert with Brigadier Omy^ were fully noceasoiy; und I see no 
reason in the tardy contfitioii of tho reginifiiit fbr hesitating to con-r 
firm the punishment of all who ate guilty* 1 would, thenefore, aopporfe 
the Chief CommiBsiooer at oace^ 1 think it better, boweverj that the 
disbandment, to wbatevur length it may be tarried* should be real i 
and th0 the men whose mnocenco can be ehown* and whoee general 
cbaractcT is irreprpachable, or those by whom ofTcndem have been

They are not 
officere of the 7th. la it to be iaferred from this that the officers of the 
7 th have no mdpence on their own corps t 

My theeiy k that no corps mutinies that k well ooHunandad. If 
it sbotild torn out that the officers of the 7th have been negligent in 
their duty, I would remand every one of them to their own regiments. 

Tho biting of the cartridge can only have been an excuse for 
mutiny, Binee I presume it k certain that no new rifles nr greased 
cartridges have been aerved out to this local corps,

Su Also I flgreo with my honourable colleague General Low in 
thinking it probable* that tho main body of these men may have rofused 
to bits cartridgeSj not fruin any fcoSing of diaafiectiobj but frcun an 
unfeigned droad of loaing cuHtE, engo adored by tho gtorioa tegardiug 
cartridges, whkh have been running like wildOre through the country 
lately. Sepoys ore^ in tiiany respecta, very much liko children^ and actSj 
which on the part of European a^ldiers would be proof of the bln^kest 
didoyalty, may have a very dllforcnt aignifieanco. when done by th^ 
credulous and inconsideiratoi but generally not ill-Hdisposfid beings^ 
These men, taken from the lata Oudh Army, can have learned as yet 
little of tho vigour of British diBCipUno; and although there can bo no 
doubt that the cartridgea which they refused to bite were not the new 
cartridges for the Enfield rouaket which, by reason of the very culpable 
CKjnduct of the Ordnaoco DopartTnant, have caused all thiB excitement; 
jet it may he presumed, that they wero the first cartridges that these 
men were over required to bite in their lives. Abo there la no saying 
what nitre me mismanage menfc there may have been ou tho port of tho 
Commandant and Oflicera in iho origin of the afibiTj the mere fact of 
makiog cartridge-biting a point* after it had been purposely dropped 
from the authorised system of drill* merely for rifle practice, is a pro- 
sumption for Miy imaginable degree of perverse management.

S. We ATO told that on the 2ad instnut the regment refused to 
bite the cartridge, when ordered by ite own officarBi and again bj the 
Brigadier.

Was 
it that every tnikn when on drill individually refused f or waa it that 
the whole regiraout. when on parade, refused to obey the word of oom- 
maud I or was it, that, uotwilhstanding the orderg of the Comniandnot 
and Brigadier* the determiuation of the whole regiment to refuse was 
declared through Native oSicera or others I or m what one of an ininito 
number of cdticeivablo ways was the refusal manifested ? Whab 
had passed previously on the aubjoct, and what were tbe attendaub 
gLrgnrngtn.ncQB of the rofusal ? 

7. We are told that on the 3rd several symptojns of diaaffeotion 
appeared* Whnt were these symptoms ?

even sbonld the roceipt of complete infommtion hereafter prove that 
more or leas was required ; under all the cfrciunstanees, I doubt that 
there is any such objeotiN 

In each of the cases of 19tb and 34th Native Infantry, in whkfi 
the Governor^General himself initiated directly the measurea taken^ a 
Court of Inquiry eat and reported, and all the facts were carefully 
OBcertoined and conaidcred* before aoy deciaive step was token* This 
calm* jmat* considerate^ and dignified course* neither too hasty nor too 
dilatory, appoam to me to have had the best effects and tu have been 
generally approved by sensible mem It is a question, and a fiur ques¬ 
tion, whether in the case of the S4th, the Jemadar should have boon 
the only man selected for condign punishment by Court-Martial, and it 
ia Indeed my own opinion, that if the regiment had not been command¬ 
ed by an incapable man, other chief cnfimimils in that bad corps would 
not have escaped positivo punishment* But the time occupied in 
inquiry Ihcilitated any selection of the greatest orCminalfl, whoso gnilt 
was proveablE that it might have been desired to make. I am strougly

that none should be dismissod upon condition, that if fbund guittlesSj 
they shall bo re-enlisted. The ringleaderu, and some of those who 
have taken the most active part in the mutiny, should bo tried and 
puniHhcd. I do not understand that it is proposed to dismifis the ring¬ 
leaders without punishment. I am iodined to think that it will bn 
belter to obtain a further and more complete report before passing final 
orders. Indeed, ns Sir H. Lawreueo docs not ask for the sanctiop of 
Government to the disbandment of tlie regimetit, 1 expect he lutenda 
to send a further report. 

Mr Conper's letter was written on the^ 4thK tho day on which the 
tiwps returned to Lucknow, after the diaarmmg of the 7th Begitneut on 
the evening of the 3rd. It aeems to have been written merely for in- 
fomiatioD. and not for orders. Perhapea it may be advisable to a.sk Sir

The eomTiiJiisd devolvEHl on 
Cnptjiin Steveiia, who also receiveil n death-wound shortly afterwards 
The ct^mand then frll to Captnin ^[ansGeld who haa Rinee dlF.d 
of cholera, A of the casualtioa on thia ocemiion iioeqni|ianica tho 
despatch.

It will \ye ]i> the recollection of His Lonlsihip in Conneil that 
it was tho original intention of Sir Ilenry Lvwreueo to occupy not 
onlv the Re^idBney/hnt also the Fort called Mqehhee Dhowim — an old 
diljipIdrLted edifice, which hail been hnsrily rcp[iiired for the oeCaRian, 
thmtgh the dcfoncca were evnn at the In^t moiaoLt veiy fnr from com¬ 
plete* and wore moreover cornmaiiiii.HJ by many hi?iifwyi in the city. 
Tlio Pitiiarifin of tlio Mnchhee Bhowtiti w ith rcganl to the He&idedcy 
Las nlreanty been ileaGriboil to the Govcmaiont of India. 

The untoward event of the 3Dth June so far ditninlKhed the whnle 
avnilablo fHrce, that we had not a sufficient number of men remaining 
to ocenpy both positions. Tiie Eiigudier Geiiornh thortfure^ on lha 
evening of the lat July^ sigaalltHl to the garrison of the iruchliee 
Bhowun to evacuate and blow up that fortress in the course of Lbo 
night, Tho orders were ably carried ONt, ami at 12 PM iho 
numdieil into the Rci^ideiicy with their guns ond treasure w'iLhmit the 
loss of a man ; and slmrEly afierwanls the ea:pla<yii<in of 24D baireb of 
guTipnwder nnd G.OOOOftO bnll cartridges, which were l}dng in the 
niagnzinep anuonncffli to Sir Hotiry Ltivroaee arid his officem—who 
were anjrionsly wailing iho rcpnrt—tlie complete destmetioa of that 
prist atid all that it cotitaincd. If it hruJ not been for this wise and 
strategic m’^osiire, no member of the Lock now gani^pnj in all pro¬ 
bability, WOT]hi have surriveil to toll the tale ; furi HH has already bean 
stated, tbe Jlischhai? Ehowmi was commanded from other parts of the 
town, and waa moreover inillfibrently pmrMoi] tilth hea^w artillery 
ammufiition. while tho difflculty, snftcringp and loss whii li the llesi- 
dency garrison, even with tbo rcraforcpinoiit thiifl obtaiued from the

hiiraL ifi tho room in the R^sicfoncy in which Sir H. lawmiico wai 
sitting- The mispile burst betwpon him and Sir. Co^i[>er, elope to both ; 
but without injury to cither, Thfr whol®^ of hm nfcijff iin]^lnrciil Sir 
Henry to Luke up other qufirtera, ns the Ke^iLleney hn4 then becomo 
the speeiftl tnrget for the round shot and sh<^l! of the enrmy. This, how¬ 
ever, ho jestingly dedinGd to do, observing that naoLher shell would 
certftinly never be pitchcri into that fimuil room^ But Pro^iiionco hjid 
ordoLued otherwise, for on tbo very next day ho was niortftllj woiiiide*! 
by the fragment of another Bhell whierh burst in the same room^ ex¬ 
actly at the same spot. Captain Wilson^ Deputy A^^tant Adjutant- 
General, received a coutugioa at the same tiinfr. 

Tbe late lamented Sir II- Lawrence, knowing that his last hour 
was Kipldly approaeluag^ rlirected mo to assume command of tha 
troops, and appointed Major Banka to succeed him in the office of 
Chief Ckimmiaaioner ITc lliigored in great lagony till the mafuing 
of the ‘tLh July^ when he expired, and the GovemeuBUt was Lhereliy 
deprived, if I may venture to Bay ao, of the aervLcoa of a distinguLshed 
Btnlesman and a most gallant soldier. Few men have aver iMus-ies&edp 
to the extant, the power which he onjnye^l uf witiniiig the hearts 

of ail thoss with whom ho came in contacb, and thus ousunng the 
warmast and most zealous devotion for himsolf and for the Govertiment 
which he E^erved. Tho snccessful defence of the positiuti his been, 
under Providence, solely attributable to the forasight which he eviueefl 
in the timely cnmnienccineTit of the necossnry apemtions, and the great 
Ekltl and untiring pen^uial activity which he txhibtLcrl in carryLiig 
them into ofleofc. All ranks poaaesised »itch caufrdeuce in hh Jufigmont 
and bia fertility of resource, that the news of hh fjd1 was received 
throughout tho garrison with feeltnga of conaEcmutifUi only aeeoud 
to the grief which was inspLre<l in the hearts of all by tho Ijisa of a 
Public: Benelhctor aud a warm Perjionjd FiietiJ^ Feeling as keenly 
and os gratefully as. i do the ohligntioiia that tho whole of us are under 
te this great and gnoii maci, I trust tha Government of India will 
parJun me far having attemptetb however iinperfectly+ to pourtmy 
them. In him every gciod and deserving soldier hjst a friend and a 
Chief capable of discrimiuetiug, and ever on the alert to reword merit, 
no matter how humble the sphere iu which it eibibiteil. 

Tlie g:iirisen had ficorct'ly rccoveird tho sbork which it had sustained 
in the lora of its revered and beloved Gene ml p when it had to mourn 
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the death of that able and respected officer, Major Bank^^ tbe Officiat¬ 
ing Chief Comnmiaioiier, 'whu received a bullet through hie bead while 
examining a eriticftl outpost on the IJ&t July, and died without a grocui. 

The desmptioii of etir position, miJ the etate of our defeucea 
when the s:iegio began, are so fully ecL forth in the accomponjing memo- 
mndum* furnished hy tho Garrison Engineer, that I fthalJ content my- 
self with bringing to the notice of HiiJ Ifarilship in Council Llie fucb 
that wbea the blockade was commenced, only two of onr batteries wero 
completed, port of the defences were yet in an unfinLihed condition and 
the bulldiugs m the immediate vicinity, which gave cover to the enemy, 
were only very partially cleared away. Indeed, onr heaviest losses have 
been caue^ by the fire from the enemy's aharpshootens stationed in 
the adjoIniDg niosi|UL>s and houses of the Native Nobility, the necessity 
of destroying which had been repeatedfy drawn to the attention of Sir 
Henry by'the SiafI of Engineers. But bia invariable reply was:— 
tho holy pljices atid private property too m far ns pD^iblo"; and wa 
have conscqccntJy eu Shred acvcrolj from our very tendemesa to tho 
religieiua prejudices and respect to the right of our tebelliQq^ cilizena 
and fiolffiery. As soon as the enemy had thoTonghlj completed the in¬ 
vestment of tho Residency, they occtipied those houjHjsH Bome of which 
were wit bln msy pistol filiot of onr barricades, in immense force, and ra¬ 
pidly made loopholes on tho^e sidos which bore on our posj, from which 
they kept np n terrific and iucousant firo day and night, which eatiscd 
many doily camialtics, as there could not Eive been less than S.OOO men, 
firing at one tiDne into our positfon^ Moreover, there was no place in 
the wholo of our works that could bo considered SEdb, far several of the 
aick and wounded who were Ipng in the Bant]netting Hall, which had 
been turned into an hoapital, were- killed in the reiy contre of the 
bniMing^ aud the widow of Lieutenant Dorin and other women and 
children were shot deed in rooms into which it had not been previously 
deemed ponaible that a bullet could penetrate. Neither were the enemy 
idle in erecting batteries. They Boon had from 20 to 25 guns in posi¬ 
tion, some of them of vciy large calibre^ These were planted all round 
our post at small distaneea^ Bome being octuallj within fifty yards of our 
defences, but in places where our own heavy guns could not reply to 
them, whUo the |>ersevorance and ingsiiuity of the enemy iu erecting 
bamcndLia in front of and around their gnna iu a veiy short time, 
rendered all attempts to silence them by musketr}* entirely uimvaiEng^ 
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Neither could they he effectually ellcnced by sholla, by reAKiii of their 
eitreme proximity to oiir |HJidlbii, nad because, moteover, tba enemy 
had recom% %o digging very narrow trenches, about eight feet in depth 
in rear of each gnn, in which the men lay while our shells were fly hag, 
and wlmrli m effectnally conceale?! them, cTen while working the gnn, 
that out hafficij sharpshooters could only sec their hauds while iu the 
flct of loadiug, 

The enemy contented themselves with keeping up this incessant 
Arc of cannon and muiikctry uutO the 20Lb July, on which dnT, at 
10 they aasombied in very groit farce all ornimd our jwaition* and 
exploded a heavy mine inside cur outer line of defence? at the Water 
Oate« The minCp however* wbkb wa? close to the Hedan and appar^ 
cnily sprung with the intention ofdosLrojjng that batter)** did no harm^ 
But a? Pin on as the smoke hud clcJired away^ the enemy boldly advanced 
Under cover of a tmiuEndoas fire of e^annon and musketry* with the 
object of storming the R^dam But they were received with such a 
heavy fire that after a short Btrnggle they fell back with much loss, 
A strong column advaacod at the sEime time to attack Iimes'^fl post, and 
catno on to within ton yanls of the palusades* affonling to liicatcnant 
LoLighnim, 13th Native Infiipiitry* who commanded tho positiou^ and htfl 
brayo garrisoa, composed ef gentlemen of tho Uncovonaat^ Survice, ji 
foiy of Her Majesty's 32nd Foot and of the 13th Native InfaiitTypUn op^ 
portunity of distinguishing themgelvcs, which they wore imt stow to avail 
ihcmsehes of, and tho enemy were driven back with great Hlaughter* 
The iusurgODts made minor attacks atulmofefr evciy outpost, but. wetoiu^ 
variably fkfeatell, and at 2 they ceased tboil-attempts to storm the 

place^ althongii their mugkbtiy fire and mnnouiiding continued to harass 
us unceasingly as uauai Matters proceeded iu thh manner until the 
10th AugTEst, when tie enemy omdo another assault, having previously 
spruEg a mine close to the Brigade Mess, which entirely destrujeej 
ourdfifcoccs for the space of twenty fact, and blew in a great portion of 
the outside wall of the house occupied by Mr. Scbilliogh gamson. On 
the dust cloaiing away, a breach appcarcdp thmugh which a rtgimunt 
couid have advanced in perfect order, and a few of tho enemy eauiu on 
with the utmost detcrniinatiDji, but wore met wlLh such a withering 
fiauk fire of rouBkotiy from the officers and mea holding th^ lop of the 
Brigade Mess, that they bent a speedy retreat, leaving tho more adven¬ 
turous of their Dumber^ lying on tho crest of the breach, l^hilo this 
dpoTariaa was going on, another large body advanced uti the Uaivnjiore 
Battery^ and succeeded in locating chom^cLves fur a few minutOB in the 
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ditch. They wen?, however^ dislodged by hand grencides. At Captaia 
Anderaou^s post thqy also came boldly forward with scaling luclikra 
^hich they plutitcd agiuust the wall “ but here^ as cLjcwhere^ they were 
mot with the most indomitabb resoliitionp and tlie lenders being slain 
the rest fled, leaTing the laddorFj and retreated to their batteries and 
loophofod deftinct^Sp from whence they kept up, for the rest of tho da 5 % 
an unnenaUj heavy cannonade and musketry fire. On the ISth 
August, the enemy epmng another miDe in front of the Sikh lines with 
very fatal effect. CaptJUo Oir (unattached). Lieutenants ilcchani and 
SoppiLtp who commanded the smnU body of dmmniors composing tha 
garrison, were blown into tho air; but providentmlJy rctnnied Lo earth 
with no furthef injury than a severe shaking. The gairmoup how^everp 
were not iso fortunate* Ko less than eleven men were buried alii'e 
under the rnmSp from whence it was impossTblo to eiftricat'O them, 
owing to the tnmienduDH fire kept up by the enemy froni hoiiseg 
situated not ten yards in front of the breach. The exploaian was fol¬ 
lowed by n gencrat a.^S]Lult of o legs determined nature than the two 
former efforts, and tho enemy were eonacrjuently ropukad without 
much difficulty. But they succeedo^I, under coTer of the breach* in 
efltabliahing themfielves in one of the houses in otjt position, from 
which they were driven in the ovening by tho bayonets of Her 
ILyesty's 3iiid and 84th Foot On tho oth September the enemy macin 
their last BCtions Ofigault. Having eitpluded a large mino, a few feet 
short of the bastion of the 13-|jounder gnn, in Major Apthorp''B 
they ndvanml with large heavy Bcnling kddem, which they plant-eJ 
agnmut the wall and mounted* thoroby gaining for an inetmit the 
embrastire of a gtin. They wero, how-ever, ?Tpocdily driven back with 
loiSS by hand grenadefl and inuaketry, A few minutes sob&equently 
they sprung another rnmn do«o to the Brigade Megg, and adviinced 
boldly; but soon the corpses strewed in tho gardi?n in frent of the pogb 
Ih^re testimony to the faUl nccumcy of tho rifle and musketrY ffm of 
the gallant members of that garrisjm, and tho enemy fled igcinmiaioug- 
ly* leaving tlieir kmlcr—a fine-lonkitig old Native nfficer^among the 
slain. At other posts they mndc similar attaclca* but with Iqgg re¬ 
solution. and overywhere with the same want of suceosa. Thttir losa 
upon this day must bave been vciy heavy, aa they came on with much 
detcnmnatioTi, and at night they were seen bearing large numbers of 
their killed and wounded over the bridges La the direction of can- 
tonments. The above is a foiat atlotnpt at a description of ibc fgur 
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great struggJca which havu occurred during this pn^tractcd semon of 
exertioDj exposure, ^d suffering His Lordship in ConncQ will per¬ 
ceive that the enemy tuvariably comiueneed his attiircka by the explij* 
Sian of a tnlae, a speolea of offeuaive warikre, for the cxercbo of which 
our posidoa was unfortuimtoly peculmrly aituated, and Iwl it not 
been for the most uuriring vigUance on our part, in watch Lag 
and blowing up their mines before they wera completed^ the 
ssaaiiIts would probably havo been much more numerous^ and might, 
perhaps, have ended m the enptura of the pkce. But by oniiuter* 
mining in all directians, we HoeccEded in detecting aod destroy¬ 
ing no less thnn four of the enemy'a snhteimricotiH advances towards 
important positions^ two of which operatiocks were cminentiy Hueceaflfiilp 
aa on one nceasion not less than nighty of them were blown Into the 
niTj and twenty suffered n similar fate on the second explcHsion. The 
labour, however, which devolved upon ue lu making Ihese cotmter-imnesp 
in the abscnco of a hotly of lulled miners, wivs very heavy. The Eight 
Uonlile the Govcmor-Oeneral in Cotincil w^iU feel that it would be 
LEiipoesible to crowd, within the ILmita of a de.Hpateh, even the prin¬ 
cipal events, much more the Lqdividuat acta of gnlLintry which have 
marked thia protracted struggle^ But 1 can conscicntioiisly declare my 
eonviction that few troops havo ever mudergone greater hardships, 
exposed ais they have been to a never ceaaing niasketiy fire and 
cannonade. They have also experienced tho alternate vicissitudes of 
extreme wet and of intense heat, and that too with very Lii£ufErient 
shelter from eitherg and io many plocea without any ahdtor at all. In 
addition to having had to repel real attacks, they have been exposed 
night and day to the hardly less haraaamg false alarms which the enemy 
have been constantly miriog. The insnrgcnta have frequeuLiy fired very 
heavily, sounded the advance, and shauted for scveml hours together, 
though not a man could be seeuj with tho view, of course, of liarassmg 
our email and exlmustcd force, in which object thoy Buececdcd, for 
no part has been strong enough to allow of a portion oulj of tho 
garriiaOD being prepared in the event of a false attack being turned 
into a ri?al one, All therefore hivd tp stand to their arms, and to 
reamm at their posts until the demonstration had ceased j and such 
attacks were qf almost nightly occtirTtoee. Tho whole of the oOicers 
oud men havo h<j<ji on duty nighb and day, during the eighty-seven 
daya which the aiege had lasted up to the arrival of Sir J. Outram, 
O.CJi^ 111 addition to thi s inccsaaitt military iluty^ the force hiia 
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WtJ nightly employi>d in repairing defences, in moving g^jm^ in 
burying dead anlnmla, in conveying ammunltiOEi nnd cornmibisimat 
stores from one place to another^ and in other fntiguq duties too niim- 
enms and too trivial ta nuqmenitc here. I feel, hownver^ that any wonJi 
of mine will fail to convey any adequate idea of what our fatigue atnJ 
bboura have been—bbonra in which all rauka and all classes, ci^nlians, 
officers, and suldiere, have all borne cm equally noble part. All have 
together descendt-J into the niinOp all have together handled the ahovel 
for the intennent of the puitid bullock, and all aecoiitrcd with musket 
and bayonet have relieved each other on eentjy, without regard to 
the distinction B of rank, civil or military. NotwithstaBding all theso 
hardships, tho garrison has made no lesa thau five sorties^, in which 
they spiked two of the enemy^s heavieist gnnsj and blew up weveral 
of the houses from, which they had kept up their most harassiug fire* 
Owing to the extreme paucity of onr numbers^ each man was taught 
to feel that on his own individujil efforts slone dependi^ in no small 
mcTLsure the safety of the entire portion. This coDscluusness incited 
every officer* soldier and man, lo defend the poet us^fiigned to him with, 
such desperate tenacity* and to fight for the lives which Provldonce 
had entrusted to bis caie with such dauntless deternunation* that tho 
enemy, despil# their cob stunt attacks^ their heavy mineti, their o ver- 
Vfhelmiug numberB, and their Duzessunt fire could never succeed in 
gaiuiBg one single inch of ground within the hmimb of this Ftragglmg 
positioui which was so feebly fortified, that had they nueo obtained n 
ftKitiTig in fluj of I he outposts^ the whole place must inevitably huvo 
fcjlcn. 

If further proof be wanting of the desporat-c nature of the stmgglo 
which w'e have, uudBr Qcd^s blesfing^ so long and so successfully waged* 
I would poiut to the roofieiisS und ruined houses, to the cruinblcd walls, 
to ike exploded mines, to tho open brenchea, to the shattered and db- 
ftbled guna and defences, and lastly, to the long and rntdaucholy list 
of the bravo and devoted officers and men who havo Mtcn, Those 
silent witnesses bear sad and sole mu testimony Lo the way in which 
thia feeble position has been defended. During tho early port of these 
vicissitudeSj we were loft without any mlbniiiition whatever regiirding 
the posture of alhiira outside. An occasional spy did indeed come in 
with the object of inducing our sepojBand servants to desert; but the 
intelligence derived Crom such aouices was, of comae* entirely untrust-^ 
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Trortfiy. W* seat otu? fuessenger^ dailj calling for aM anr] nuking for 
iDformation^ none t)£ 'whom erer returned until the SStU day of tbo 
Hiege, Tvhon a pensioner named Ungtid comO back with a letter from 
CcneroJ Havelock's Gmp, informing us that they wora ndvandag ivith 
a force suETicIeiit to bear down all opposition* and would he with us in 
fivo or six days. A messenger was immediately despatched, r^Hioostiag 
that on the cv^ening of their arrival on the ontskirts of the city, two 
rockets might be sent np m order ibab might take the neco^sary 
measum for asdstiag them while forcing their way im The sixth day 
however^ expired^ and they came not; but for many evenings after ofHcers 
and men watched for the ascension of the ezpe?etcil rockota with hopes 
finch as moke the heart sick, Wc knew not then* nor did we Icnm 
until the 29th Aogrist — or thirty-fire days later — that the relieving 
force after having futight mo.^b nobly to effijct onr dolivcmoce, had been 
obliged to hdl back for ceinforEcments^ and this wa-s the lost eonununi^ 
cation we received tmtil two dap before the arrival of Sir James On tram 
on the 25tb September. 

Besides benvy viEutationa of cholera and smallpox* we have also 
bad to contend agmnst a sicknetss which bos a I most tloiveraally pervaded 
the gamson. Commencing with a verj' painful emptian it lias inorged 
into a low fever, Himbined with dkTTha?a; and alt hough few or no 
men have aclually died Irom its effectSj it leaves behind a weakness 
and lasMElide which in thg abseficc of all nuitcrial sustenance, isavo 
coai^e beef and still co^krser flour, none have been able entirely to get 
over. The mortality among the women and children* and especially 
among the latter, from these diseases and from other causes, has been 
j>erhnps the most painful cbomcteriiftic of tbo siege. The want i>f 
native servants has also been a source of much privation. Owing to 
Iheeaddenue^ with which we were besieged, many of these people who 
might perhaps have otherwise proved faithful to their employers, bot 
who were outside the defences at the time, were aJtogether excluded^ 
Yihry many more deserted, and several f4miilEea were conseqiieotly left 
without the pemcca of a Bingle domestic. Several ladies have had 
to lend their children* and evim to wash their awia clothes, ob well i« 
to cock their sflmty meals entirely nnoided Combined with the 
ahsence of fiGivants^ ibo ivanl of proper accorntnodatiou Loh prchbably 
been the cause of much of the dlsea.*ia w'ith which we Lave been 
alflictcd. I canjiot refrain from bringing to the prQmjnent notice of 
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His LonJi^hip id Council the pntiont enduraticid add tho Chriation 
re&igmtiDD trliicli have heed eviiiiXKi by t be women of this gnniaoa- 
They have animated iia by tlieir example. ildDy atas I have been ninde 
wiJowif imd tbeir trlilldren fathorloBfi in tins cruel fltmggle. But all 
6Lieh eecm i^signc+i to the will of Providence, and iiiany^ among whom 
may be mentikJiKKi tbo hudunred names of Birchs of PnlehampfcoHj of 
Barbor^ and of Gall, have, after the example of Miss Nightingiile, eoasl^ 
toted tliemsolvcH the tender and soIicitouM nurses of the wounded and 
dymg satdiem in tho bospitaJ. 

It only rernains ibr me to bring to the favourable notice of His Lonl- 
ship in ConneiJ the names of those oEcers who have most distlagnished 
ihtmselves, andnflbrded me the mckst vahiable ossiutaddo in these opera- 
tiods. MjiTiy of the best and bnivcst of these now rest froro their labours^ 
Among them are Lieu tenant-Cotonel Casa and Captain Raddiffe, wboso 
jBendees have already been narrated; Captam Francb* 13 th Nativn In- 
fantry—who was killed by a round shot—had particularly attracted tlio 
attention of Sir EL Lawrence for his conduct while in conimaiid of tho 
M uchhee Bhowim \ Captain FuUoPj of the Euginoerg, who also was struck 
by a round shot, hach up to the time of his early and lamentol death, 
alTortled mo the most invaluable aid; ho was indeeil indefatigable{ 
Major Aiiiknson, the Chief Engiueor, though from the commencemeub 
o£ the siege, incapablo of plijEical exertion imm tbo eflecta of the 
disease iiuder which ho eventually sank, merited my warm acknowledg¬ 
ments for bis able cou uael; Cup tarn Simons* Commandant of Aitillerv, 
distinguighiod himself at Chluhnt, where ho received the two wo an da, 
which euded in his death * Liontcoaikts Shepherd and Arthur^ Tth 
Light Cavalry, who were killed at thek pasta* Captain nngheg, 57th 
Nativo Infantry, who was mortally wounded at the capture of a hotiao 
which formed one of the enemy's outposts; Captain lIcGahe, of the 32n<l 
Foot, who waa hilled at the head of bin mca while leading his fourth 
sortie, as well as Captain Mansfield, of the same coqis, who died of 
ehokm—wuro all oEficem who had distinguished tlmtiLHelves highly. 
Mr, Lucas, too, a gentleman volunteer, ntsd Mr. Boysoa, of the Un* 
covcnantiHl Senrke—who fell when on the lookout at one of the mosts 

perilous nutposts—had oarned themselvoa rep utationa for coolness and 

gallantry.

No further 
pruof of tbifi IB neceflaiF)^ than the faiJt which I have lwforo*Tncntioiiod 
that throughout the whole duration of the filoge the enoioj were 
not only iipable to take, but they could not even succeed in gaiDing 
one inch of the posts e^jmmanded by Lheao gaUant gentlemen. CoEonel 
Master commanded the criLic^tl and important post of the Brigade 
MesSj on either aide of which was an open broach, only Hanked by 
bis handful of rldemen and miistebeor^ Lieutenant Aitken, wkh the 
whole of Iho I3th Native Infantryp which remaiiiad to ns with the 
eiception of their Sikhs, coinmundod the Baillco Guard—porhnps tha 
most important poa?Jtion in the wholo of the defences; and Lieutmaut 
Lrmgrnore, with the remnant of his regiment (the 71at)i held a vary 
erposed position between tho hoErpiial and the Water Onto. Thia 
galituit and de&ervmg young aoldler and his men were entirely without 
fihoUer fkjcn the weathur, both by night and by day. 

My thants aro also duo to Lieutenants Andjerson^ Hutch maon and 
Inues, of the Engineer?, ns well as to LiciUennnt Tnlloch, hSth Native 
Infantn^ and Lieutenant Hay 43th Native Infhntryi who were placed 
under them to aid in the arduuns duties devolving upon that departmont- 
Lieutenant Thomrts, Madras Artillery, who cotiimanded that arm of tho 
scirioc foraoms weeks, and Lion tenants l^laefarlane audfiLitihiLiii render¬ 
ed me the most eSectna! asslstaiice.

Major Lowe, Comtnnijtling Her Majeaty’s 32 nd Uogimont i Captain 
Basenno, Lioutonante LawTcnca, Eduiondstonne, Foster, Harmcr, Cooke, 
Clery, Browne, and Charlton of that corps, have all nobly performed 
their duty. Everyone of these officers, with the oieoptioa of Lien te¬ 
nants Lawrence and Clery, have reitetved ono or more wounds of 
more or leas severity* Quartonnastcr Stribliug, of the Btuno corps, 
ahw eond acted himaelf to uiy satiafiiction. 

Captain O'Brian, Her Majesty's 6+iJi Foot; Cnptain Kemble, 41at 
Native Infantry; Captain Edgall.oSrd Native Infantry; Captain Diuning, 
lieutenant Sewell and Lieu tenant IPorsIey, of the 7 1st Native Infantry ; 
Lieutenant Warner, 7th Light Cavalry; Euaigu Ward, 4Sth Native 
Infantry (who, when most of our artillery officers were killed or disabled, 
worked the raortara with oioellent effect); Lieutenant Graham, 11th 
Native lufiintry ;Lieutcnimt Mechjiin, -tth Oudh Limilajand Lieutenant 
Kelr, 41 St Native Infiiutry, have all done good and willing service 
throughout the siege, and I trust that they will receive the fuvouiable 
tmtioe of Elis LordBliip in Council. 

J beg particularly to call the attention of the Government of India 
to the uctiriag industiy, the extreme devotion luul tbo great skill 
^¥hicb havK been evinced by Sargeon Scott (Siipefin tending Sur- 
genn), imd Assistant Surgeon Boyd, of Her Mojesty'a 32nd Foot; 
Afsistaut Surgeon Bird, of the Artillciy; Surgeon Campbell, 7th Light 
Cavalry; Surgeon Brydon, 71at Native lufantiy'; Surgeon Ogilvie, 
Sanitary Commiaaioner; Asuiatant Surgeon Fayrer, Civil Surgeon; 
AaaLatant Surgeon Partridge. Snd Ondh Iircgnlar Camlry ; AsEiiitaut 
Surgeon Gr con how; A'>»'iataiit Surgeon Darby; and by Mr. Apothecary 
Thump^on, in the disehargs of their onerous and most important 
duties. 

Messrs. Thombill and Capper, of ibe Civil Service, have been both 
wounded, and the way in which they, ns well as Mr. Martin, the 
Deputy Commissiciner of Lucknow, conducted themselves, entitles them 
to A place in this despatch. Captain Carnegie, the Speciul Assistant 
Commlsaioner, whose invaluable itervicefl previous to the comuicncemenC 
of the siege I have frequeutly heard warmly dilated tipon, both by 
Sir H. Lawrence and by Major Bunks, and whose erertlons will 
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probably be more amply brought to notice by the citil oulfinrititiB on 
some iiittire occoaioD, baa coaduotod the ofBoe of ProTOBt Morihal to 
my satisfhctioiL The BevorcDd Mr. ttirrU and the RoTureod Mr. 
PolelminpEoji, ABSietant Cbnpb.iiia, vied with each other in their 
tmUring care and attention to the sutCering men. The latter genlJe- 
man was wcmaded in the hospital, and anbscquently unhappDy died of 
choten. Mr. McCnie, of the CiTil Engineers, did excellent aerricc at 
the guns, nntil ho was flcvenely wounded. Mr. Cameron, also, a 
gentleman who had come to Oudh to enquire into the resources of the 
country, acquired the whole myatory of mortar practice, and was of the 
most Bjgnol Borviee until inoapacitotod by sickneaa. ilr. Maralud] of 
the Road Department, and other memberi of the UndoTenantod Service, 
whcwe names win, on a subacqueut occasion, be laid before the Govern- 
ment of India, conducted Ibemaelves bravely and steadily. Indeed, 
the ontiro body of these gentlemen hove bomc themselves well, and 
bave great cooIdcj^ under fire^ 

I have now only to bring to the notice of the Sight Eon'blo the 
Govemor-GeoenJ m Council the conduct of the aeveral olQccre who 
composed my stuffLieutenant James, Snb-Araistant Cotumiaflaty. 
General, was severely wounded by a shot Ihroogh the knee at Chinhut 
notwithstanding whieh herefuaed to go upon the sick list, nod carried 
on his meet tiying duties throughout the entire riego. It k not too 
much to say that thegameon owe their lives to the exertions tmd firm- 
ness of this oiEcer. Lefore the struggle coimnenced, he was ever in 
the saddle, getting in supplies, and hia untiring vigilance in their dia- 
trihulion after our difficulties had begun, prevented a waste which 
othciwiso, long before the expiration of the eighty-seven days, might 
have annihilated the force by the slow process of stEnvation. 

Captain ^\'ilaon, ISth Native Infantry, Officiating Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant-General, wnfl ever to be found where shot was Hying thickest, 
and I am at a Ids to decide whether his Eervives were most tnvni liable 
Dwing to the untiring pLystcol eudumnee and bravery which be display¬ 
ed, or to his ever-rcadj and pertinent counsel and advice in moments of 
difficulty and danger. 

Lieutenant Hordluge.—an officer whose achievementB and antece^ 
dents are well-known to the Guvcrnmcnt of ludia^hae earned fresh 
laurels by his conrluct througheut tho eiege. He wm, offiekling as 
Deputy Asaislaiit QuMtermaateT-Geaeral and also commanded the 
SikL portion of Lhc cavidiy of the garnEon, Id bgtli capacities his 
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9 on'ic <?3 hftvo Ikeeii espeeiallj m the latter^ for it iriia owiQg 

alone to Mtf tact* ^igilaneej aad bravery^ that the Sikh horseiiteii were 
itiduccd to perscvetiQ in Jiolsiipg a Teiy unprotected post under a heavy 

firo. 

Lieutenant Barwell, 71 at Native lafantryj the Fort Adj uUnt and 
Officiating Major of Brigado^ has proved biniaelf to bo an efficient officer, 
Lioutenant Bbch^ofthe Tlst Native InfAuLry^ haa been my Aido-de- 
Chrnp throughout the siege. I firmly believe there neTcr was a better 
Aide-dc-Camp. He has been indofatigablo^ and ever ready to lead 
a sortiCp or to convey an order to a threatened outpost nndor the 
heavmei firOi On one of these occasions ho received a alight wonnd on 
the head. 1 beg to hribg the geTvice:^ of this most promisiiig and 
intelligent young officer to the fkvorablo conaidcration of Hia Loidah^ 
in Counci! ^ 

I (nii dIbo much iDdchted to llr^ Conpor* S.| for the assiahmee he 
has on many occaaioua afforded mo By hia jiidicious advice. I have 
mcjteoveT ever found him most re^y and willing in the peifoimance of 
the military duties assigned to hlni^ however exposed the post or ardnona 
the unJertfliing, He commeoeod his earoer in Her Majesty^a ServicCp 
ntid cansequently had had sorae previooa experience of tnilitary matLoria. 
If the road to Cawnpore bad been mode clear by the advent of our 
troopAp it was my intention to have deputed this officer to Cidciitta 
to detail in person tho oeotifroncea which huva taken placcp for tho 
informatbn of the Goverament of India. I still hope that when our 
commnnicatioDS shall he once more utioppoaed, he may bo Humtnoned to 
Galentta for this pnrpoae. 

Lastly, I have the plettauro of hringiEig the splendid bohuvieur of 
the aoldier^p tris,* the men of Her Majeaty^s 32nd Foofc^ the small dctach-^ 
ment of Her Miijesty’s Bijth Foot^ the Europenn and Native Artillery, 
the 13 th, 4-9 th and 71a t Eegimeuts Native Infantry, and the SLklia of 
the roarpectivo corps, to the uotb^ of the Government of Indlfi. Tha 
losses suetrdned by Her Majesty a 32iid, which is now barely 300 strongp 
by Her Majcaty'a 84bh and by the European ArtilloTj, show at least 
that they knew how to dio in the cansa of thdr comitrymciip Their 
conduct onderthe lire, the exposure, and the piivatiocis which they hava 
had to nndargOp hoa been throughout most admirable and prabe- 
worthy. 

As ai]other instnuce; of the desperate charnycter of our defence aui| 
tho difficulties we havo hail to contEsnJ with, I may mention that the 
number of our artillery men was so reduced tbLit on the occasion of an 
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attack, the gimncre-aided as they were by men of Hec Majesty’s 32nd 
Foot ftud by voliiatoers of all cLiesea, had to mn from ona batttiy to 
Another wherever the fire of the memj tfaa bottst, tliero not being nearly 
enough men to serve half the Dumber of gni^at the same tiraa In idiort^ 
at last, Ihe number of Eurnpnan gunnem was only twenty-four, while 
wc had, inolnding mortarB^ no less I ban thirty guns in pc»ducm.

They 
were so near the enomy that conversatioa could b© eairied on between 
them ; anti every effort, permiisiQD, promise, acid throat was aftcroatcly 
resorted to, in vain, tOHcdnce them from theirahcgiaiieetQthohaadrulof 
EtiropeanB, who, ia all probability^ would have been eacriOced by their 
desertion. All the troops hehaYed nobly* and tbo miiDes of tboac men 
of the Native force who hate particularly tKatingui^ed thcmaolvos, 
have been laid before Major'{joneral Sir James OutmiUj O.CJl., who 
has promised to promote aiem. Thc-se of the European force will he 
tnuisinitted in duo course for the oidera of Hia Eoyol Highuestt llie 
GenenJ-Couiimtnding- in-Chie£

The inecasant and itrdiiona duties which have devolved on Brigadier 
Inglis and hia staff eince the arrival of Lha relieving force had hitherto 
pTCventpfl him from fimiUbing to the Major-Genoral ComeuauJing 
the ttfioal ofiicial dccuinenta relative to tho siege of the garrison. 
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In the abFFence of these, the Major>Qciieral toulJ not vrith pro- 
priety have indulged in any public declnnition of the admiration 
with vrhlch he regarda the heruiam displayed by Brigadier Xnglb and 
the gloriotis garrison he has so ably commanded during the last tiuxn 
months, and he boa boon relnctantly obliged to defer therefore so long 
the-espresalon of the aentimedta he wiia ilealnitis to offer. 

But the Uajor-Qeneml, having at length received Brigadier IngliM* 
reports, is relieved from the neoesaity of further silence and he 
hastens to tendor to the Brigadier, and to every’ individual memhor 
of the garrison, the assuiance of hia confideneo that thchr san-ioea 
will be regarded by the Government ander which they am immediately 
scrviiig, by the British nation, and by Her Gmdous Majes^, with 
equal admimtion to that with which ho is himsolf Impressed. 

The llajor-Gencral bdievea that the annals of warfare oontoin 
no brighter pago than that which w'ill record the bravery, fortitude, 
vigilance, and patient endurance of hordshipe, privation, and fatigue 
displayed by the garrison of Lucltuow, and be is very consdous that 
his unskilled pea most needs fail adequately to convey to the 
Right HoaTjb tho Governor-Gcneml of India, and His Eicellency tho 
Coaimander-in-Cbief, tho profound aonso of themeritB of that garrison 
which has been forecd on hui miad by a corcfal enusidemtion of tho 
almoet mcmdiblo difficulties with which they havo had focontend. 

The term “ dlustrious" was well and happily applied, by a former 
Govornor^General of India, f the garrison of Jollalabad ;but eome far 
more laudatory epithet, if such the Eoglish language contains, is due, 
tho Major-Gcnoral considcra, to tho brave men whom Brigadier Inglis 
has coHimandod, with undeviating auceeas and nntemisheJ honoar, 
Uirougb the bite memoniblfl siege; for wbUo tho devoted band of hemel 
who so nobly maiutoiood the honour of their country^ imns under Sir 
R Sale were seldom expoaed to actual attack, tho Lucknow garrisoa 
of mfetiur strength, hove, in addition to a series of fierce oBaaulla 
gallantly aud saccearfglly repulsed, beeu for three months exposed 
to a nearly mocsfmnt fire from sireng and commanding positiong, hold 
by on enemy of overwbelnimg force, possessing powerful artilleiT 
having at their comuiand the whole roaourees of what was but 
recently a kingdom, and animatcil by an insane and bloodthirutv 

It M a son™ of hcsrtfolt satisfaction to the Major-General to be 
able, to a certoin client, to confer on the Native portion of the garrison 
an mstolmeut of those rewards which their gallant and grateful com- 
mander has sought for them, and which he h very certain the Governor. 
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Gcn€M7il will bestow in full \ nod tboiigh th^ IMajar-Gonurd, a» regards 
the European portion of the gamaoUp cannot do mote thpui give hia 
most eanie&t and hearty support to the recommendations of the Brign- 
dlor^ he feels assured that the Govomer-Oeneral of India will fully aud 
pqbUely manifest his appredation of their distinguished services^ aud 
that oar beloved Sovereign will herself deign to convoy to them fioioo 
gracious expression of roynl approbatLon of their conduct. 

Brigadier Inglis has borne generous testimony to the bravely^ 
vigilance, devotednessj and good eonduct of all ranks j aud to all 
ranks, the local reproBentativci of the Britisb Indian Oovernment* 
the J^Injor-Geneml teudeis his warmest actnowledgmentB- He would 
fiun offer his spocia] cougmtnlatione and tbanka to the European and 
Eunusion portion of the garrison whom Brigadier laglis has porti-^ 
culorly noticed ^ but by doing so ho would forestall the Govemon* 
Denoral in the oxercise o£ what tho Majur-Genorol is assuxod will bo 
one of the must pleadng acts of his ofhdal life.

That defence has not only called forth all the onorgy iind dciring 
which belong to Englishmon in the hour of aotive conflict; but it has 
oxhibited, contiottoosly, and in the highest dfigree, that noble and sus¬ 
tained courage whioh against enormous odds and fearful disadvantages^ 
against hope deferred, and through uncensing toil and wear of body and 
mindj still holds on day af^er day and triumphs, 

The heavy gnus of the asaailanta, posted, almost in aecniity, within 
fifty yards of the antronchments,—so near indeed that the solicitationfl, 
and threats, and taunts which the rebels addressed to the Native 
defender of the garriaon wore easily heard by thoso true-hearted men;

A complete list of the brave men who have fallen boa act yet 
reached the Qoveraot-Goiieral in Connctl; bnttbe names mentioned in 
Bng^er Inglis’s report ore, in thtrasclves, a long and sad one. 

Amongst tboHc who have nobly perished in this protracted' struggle 
Sir eenry Lawreaca wiU occupy the Brat piano in the thoughts of hiJ 
fsllow-coutitiymen. The Govornor-Ooneral in Council has already girco 
e^Tcasiou to the dcop sorrow with which he mourns tha loss of that 
distinguished man. But the name of Sir Henryk Lawrence can never 

nse up without calling forth a tribute of honour and adminitioD ftotn all 
who knew him. 

The Oovernor-General in Council has also to deplore the loss of 
Major Banks, an officer high iu the confidence of the Government of 
India, and who, with the full apprevni of the Govarnor-Gonerel in 
Council, had succeeded to the charge of Chief Commiasioncr upon Sir 
ilenry Lawrenee’e death | of Lieutcnimt-Colouel Case, Her Majesty’s 
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33ntl Begimcotj Ts-ho was inflrtallj wQuodeJ while ieadlaj^ on h.h moii at 
Cfaiiiliut on the SOth of June; of Captain RadcUSe. whose eoDflpiciioiifi 
bravery attracted the attention of Sir Heaiy Lawreoeo on that oceaeion; 
of Captain FronciB, who wa& ateo e^jccially notieed bj Sir Tlonry 
Lawrence for his gallant conduct while in cotntiiond of the Muchhee 
Bbowna; of Captain Fulton, of the Engineare, whose indelhtigabla 
CLierdons are thankfully recorded by Brigadier InglUj of Major 
AnderaoB, the Chief Engineer, who, contondiag ogainet deoilly oickness, 
did not ccaae to give hia valuable aid to his Commander j tsf Captain 
SimooB^ Artillery, mortally wounded nt Cbinbutj of Lieutenonla 
Shepherd and Arthur, Tth ligUt. Cavalry, tilled at Lheii- poets; of Captain 
McCahCf Her Majesty eSSnd, who fell while leading his fourth sortie ■ of 
Captidn Mauaddd, of the aatne corps, who fell a victiin to cholera^ 

The Governor-General iu Oouneil laments also to find in thiia 
melancholy record the names of Mr. Lucas, a traveller in India, and of Mr. 
Bay son. These two gentleihen, acting os volnnteera, received charge of 
one of the moat dangoroim niiLpOBia^ and held it at the cost of their lives* 

The good Hervicca nf Her Majosty's 3Sjckd Regiment throughout 
tbia struggle have baeii remarkable. 

To the watchful courage and eound judgment of its commander, 
^rigadicr IngliSj the Bridab Govemmeut owes a heavy debt of gmtitadc; 
and Major Lowe, Captain BassaiiD, LieutenontB EdmnxiilataunOf Foster, 
nArmcr, Lawrence, Clary, Cooke. Browne, and Charlton, and Quarter- 
m^er Stribling of this corpaj and Captain O'Brimi, of Her Majogty's 
84th Re^raent, ore pmised by their superior as having severally disLiit- 
guished theraselvea. Of the 7th Light Cavalry Colonel Master, to 
wham WE 13 imtrusted the command of a most e^pc^od poatt Gantain 
Boilcau, and Lienteuant Warner, are entitled to Uio thanks of the 
Oovemor-Gencral in Council* 

The Governor-Oenend m Connoil rdcognizes, with pleasure, the dis- 
tinctlon accorded to Major Apthurp> Captains Kemble and Sandem, 
Lieutenonfe Harwell and Koir, of the 4ljjt Native Iniantry, n$ woU oa 
to Captain Qermon and Lieutenant Aitken, of the 13th Nativa 
InfEintry, the latter of whom commanded an important popitian m the 
defences with signal courage and succesa ^ to Captain Ajiderson, of 
the 2Gth, and to Lieutenant GraydaUt of the 44th Native Infantry.

Of the Native officers and laau of the 13th, 48th aud 71at Kegi- 
meuta of Native Infantry who have bean aniougat the defenders of 
the Residency, it is difficult to speak too higliEy, Their courageona 
ooDstaocy under the severest triata ia worthy of nil honour. 

The medicftl oQieora of the garrison are well entitled to the 
cordial thanks of tha Government of India, The attantioo, skill and 
energy evinced by Superintending Surgoon Scott; AasUtant Surgeon

Native In (jin try; Surgeon Ogtlvie, Sanitaiy Comniiaaioner; Assistant 
Surgeon Fayrer; Asaietanb Surgeon Partridge, 2nd Oudh Irregti-. 
lam; Assiatant Surgeons Oroenhow and Darby, and of Mr. Apothecary 
Thompson, arc spoken of in high tenua by Brigadier IngUa.

last few dajB of one of the first solders of IndioLp Mujor-Goneral Sic 
Heniy Havelock, 

The Governor-Genenil in Council deeply deplore the loss of this 
«hlo leader end truly brave man, who has been taken from the service 
of his country at a time when he can least be spared^ tboagh not 
before ho had won for himseilf lasting renowo^ and had received at the 
bands of his Sovoreign the gracious and prompt rncognitioo of hia racrits.

Tre otiLbreak at Meenitj and Dulhip and rejMji-ts of general dL^nffbo- 
tion among the sepoja caused Sir Hemy Lawrence to take iminediflUs 
tneasurc^t for the defence of the pljjoe* Some time previously he had 
Belected the Muchee Bhowua aa a ^te for our magazine and and 

judging it, from ita verj- eomnmnding position and the mend effect that 
the ocenpation of it would eierdse over the dtj^ he in the first Inataneo 
proceeded tn strengthen it. The wot^ra were cominenced on the 17 th 
llajj and earned forward with nureiiiittiiig eueigy by Liontemiit 
lanes, under tho general direction of Major Anderson, Chief Engiiicerj 
until the commaucemeDt of the aiego. 

The defence of the Beaitlency was also commenced^ though nt 
firat it roocivod a secondarj^ eltare of attention. It waa not till after 
the nmtiny in cjmtonmeDtSr (33 th Ua}'), and the subaequent mntiniea 
of corps in the dhtricts^ that it becamo apparent that we should bare 
probably to defend Qiirselves agam&fc si combined attack of mutiiieers 
and rebels from the countiy and city. Tha more clear this bccama, 
the more clearly the inadequacy of tho Muchec Bhowun as a fortified 
pstiition became apparent. It was also seen that, if the mulineam came 
cm in great forccj we had not GuScient. bauds to man both it and Lhe 
Residency ; and having aacertaioed, after fnll causidoration, the defecta 
of the Muchee Bhowun, both as regards defedsivc measures^ and shelter 
of troofM^ and the large Eurcipcan community, Sir Henry Lawrence made 
up his mind to obandDu it, on the ioveatincnt of the city by the Enemy. 

On this being decided (11th June), the defences of the Residency 
were proceeded with, with vigour. Prior tn this, the Chief Engineer 
was doiibtfiil as to the extent cf tho force he had to shelter within 
the line of defences, or to man tLe works ; but now ho could form a 
definite phin^ and he lost no time in futming a cunnected line of 
defensive works round the buildings he thought it necessary to occupy* 
The Residency compound was first- protected by a line of parapefc 
and ditidi across it; a strong batteryt aince named the “ Bedan/’ was 
coDfitructed iu a comer of the garden, M hich fumiahed a command 
over the ircrai bridge. 

A battery (called tbe ** Cawnpore/') web constructed at the opposite 
point of ear po^itioi). enfikding the Cawnpore road^ and was then 
designed ebkfiy oa a barrier to the approach of mutineem from 
Cawnpore* 
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Tifo othflr batterica wons purtially conatnicishl, ono beti/?eea 
Gubbibs* and OmiaaDnej'fl ccunpaundai tbe other between tbe alaugbiter^ 
house and sheep-pen i btit oeither were ready at the commeaeemeiat of 
the fiiegr^ and want of labour preronted their being completed after-^ 
ward?. 

Heavy and light guna and mortam, niDra or less protected by 
pars>pet?p were placed in various positions intermediatn to the above- 
menuoaed principal batteriea. Those positions are marked in the 
annexed sketch* though of course various changes oCGiirred during the 
aiege; a gnu or mortar having been frequently required to alienee an 
enemy 8 baltery, and withdrawn when the object was aecompUshed. 

Mr. GnbbiiiSp hy means of labourers procuretl by bis soboidinatCM^ 
carried on tbe defences of bis own componnJ; and the general lino 
round our position was continued from battery to battery, and house to 
bouse, by abattia {m lanes), and by parapeta and ditches or atoekadea, 

Ontslde our line of works also a groat amount of labour was reqiiired- 
Mosses uf buildings extended to within a few feet of us. in nearly every 
direction, and thongb some of them would act as traveraea Ld us from 
the enemy's batteries^ the majority were most undoubted sonren of 
nnnoyance to ub, it was necces^ary to proceed with their removal os 
vigorously oa our means perniitted. Several mosques, which occu¬ 
pied p 4 ifiitioiis commanding us, were left alone, much to our future 
injuiy ; but I believe the reason that prevented their removal was a 
good onc^ nameljj the danger of precipitating an outbreak biifere wo 
were prepared for it. But apart from thi^, the demolition of private 
buildings wna far from completOi The affair of Chmhut brought the 
enemy upon us earlier, I believe, than was anticipated by any individual 
of our force^atid our eummaad of labour having been limited, we had to 
close our gates with nothing in many pbicca separating us from the 
boyiegers but the width of the streets. The houses that remained 
become nests of rebels, and besides formimg secure starting points for 
their niinea, enabled them from under shelter to keep a deadly fire of 
musketry upon u& day and nighty and it is to it, and uot to round shot, 
that we have to attribute the greater part of our casual ties. The latter 
was mainly injurioua in destroyiug the buildings occupied by our 
troops and camp-followers; and, ihongli the loss of life^ canridering the 
amount of haltering they suatainedp was much less than was to bo 
expected^ it was a constant loiuce of danger and aimo^^aco to the 
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gajTisoQ^ nud the repair of damage eptailed heavy laboiir qu mea who 
were weakeaod by erpoaaro and wantof iMt. 

Theeoemy proceeded to ioveat tho place un madiately od thoretam 
of our force froni Ghiahul] on. the 30th Jiino^ The Unchee Bhomiu was 
fltill gorritiODed by dor troopi thotigh the treoaure anti greater portioim 
of the maaitioas aad ^toroa hod been praTigugly renioveti to the Heat- 
dency j and it aow became au object of primary importaaoe to withdraw 
the garhaoa ivithoat losa. A telegraphic message was comiauaicated to 
Lieutenant Innea, the edgineer officer, to the effect that the powder in 
the magas:me^ about 300 bamek, was to b& used inblowiog up the fort, 
and that the garriaon was to leave at midnight oq the l&t July, Thia 
order woa carried out with prefect success, and the garrkcui midThed 
iufca OUT gates nitlitiut tbs losa of a uma. 

The garden battery was one of the first establiahed by the enemy. 
It played oa the guard-house at the CawapDFe battery, the battery 
itself, firigado Meta, Andeison's, atid Judicial Coramisabtier's. The 
oombined fire of heavy guns and musket^ ou the Citwnpore battery 
became so deadly, that our gima canid not be served, and eventually it 
was thought necessary to withdraw them and to leave the position to 
be defended by musketry, and to repair the pampeCa aa fast as they 
were damaged by the enemy's round shot. 

At tbo boginulng of tlie siego, the S-inch howitaer which fell into 
iho enemy's bands at Chinhut wag phveed out of sight of our guns, 
oa the opposite bank of the rh'er, near the biidge-of-bemts, and kept up 
a dostructiva fire on the Reaidency. It was by one of the shalhi front 
it that Sir Henry Lawrence was killedi 

Batteries were also established by the enemy on the road leading 
from the iron bridge in front of Qiibhtne' house, the Brigade Mesu, 
and Post office, and at the Clock Tower, and alt the buildings were 
more or less damaged by them. A portion of the Eesidoney waa 
battered down, and six men were buried iu the ruins. Jlany of the 
buildings were reduced to such a state ns to appear to bo quite 
untenable, but the garrisoo continued to occupy nearly all; and though 
the defences of the posts have been very much weakened by the 
Gontjoued and heavy fire, not a single one has been abandoned; on 
the oontraiy, several buildings (Financial CommLfe-ioner’s, Sago's, and 
limes') have been occupied and strengthened since the conmencoment 
of the siege.

Wq had meanwhile flommenced conntenuiningp and on tho 5th 
August feileJ a mlno of the oiiomy*s against the guard-houss at tho 
Cawnpore battci^v and emoe then, up io the arrival oF ths reUeving 
force, wu hciTc beea mcessnntly employed in mining and countennifllng, 
"VVe have gouerally worked into their galleries, and after having 
fnghteued tho mm era away, have destroyed them, or, m some caaes, 
we have blown m their galleries by fihafging and driDg ettr owiir 1 need 
hardly iwid that thia wa 3 a servioe of danger^ 

Two of our iniikos, for direeOy offensive objects, require separata 
notice, tho one at S&go's to tho enemy's guard-room, which we blew 
down with a loss to thorn of—it m supposed—between twenty and thirty 
men. The fiocond, to duhnnnes* houso^ in which wo destroyed above

SevermL of tho 
enemy's gallieries have eince been discovered and destroyed* 

I helieTe I have now noted every measure of imporlanco^ with 
teferenee to the defence and attack of th^ place* on an engineering poinb 
of viewp and It remaias for me to add the mean^ at our disposal for 
carrying on work. 

Boring the early part of the siege wc had working parties of Her 
llajefifcy*fl 32nd On one work during the night I havo hatl 

forty-two men. The soldiei^, howover, had iheir other duties tn perfann, 
they were exposed to rain, and wero very often under onns, which prer- 
vented their baring a proper amount of rest. They could iherefore 
have little physical strength left to work in the trcDchca, and m the 
fiioge progressed, their numerical strength became so much reduced, that 
it woa necfessory to givo up European working parties almost en tiTEly^ 
and to depend on the sepoys. The bitter came foria^ard mc^t willingly 
and I cannot speak too highly of fcho w^ay m which they worked. They 
have also been of materhil OMistanca in our mining operations* and a 
|jarty uf the 13th Xativo Iniantry'—thank^i to the good mauagemont of 
Lieutenant Aitken—have constructed a hatteiy for an l8-ponnder, 
worked the gun, and dug a shaft and gallery' at their ow'U post- 

There has been butane squad of Eurepean mlneTS, eight men under 
Sergeant Day, all of whom have worked with the most unremitting zeal 
throughout. 

As regards general BuperintendeneOj the bite Major AnderHon^ Chief 
Engineer designed the defences of the Muchcc Bhownn and Kesidency^ 
and until shortly before his death directed the constnictkii of the various 
works and Eepaira. 

Lieutenant Fulton became the Senior Engineer officer on the demiae 
of Major Anderson, on the 11th August. He had constructed tho 
greater portion of the defences, powder magazines^ &Cr, and up to the 
day of his death displayed the most unremitting energy, in spite of bad 
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beiilth, in sdvnnciBg' our work Iti piuiictilftr be took a moat actiTO 
port m foiling tbe cnemy^s attGmpta to destroy our ad^^ced poat^ bj 
minoa, and tbo manner in which ho conducted the blnfiting oporadcnaa 
dnrixig Dttr sorties invariably oicitod the lulmication of all who were 
present, officers and men. 

In the porfoimADce of the abovemen tinned, and engineering oper¬ 
ations genordlyi he received the most able and nntiiing stipport irom 
lieutcoonte Hntchinaon, Inncs, and Tulloch, and the late liieoten&nk 
Birch ; and latterly, anice Lieutenant Fulton 0 deatht I have received 
mnch osBiatance bom Lieu ten ant Hay^ AaeLstant Field Fnginoer* The 
active part I myaelf have taken in the anperiatendeaco of works has 
been fimall, owing to my having suffered from cod tinned ill-health. 

Finally^ I beg to bring to tho notice of the Brigadier the excellent 
nervice performed by the late Mr^ Casey, head Accountant to the Chief 
FngiDeer, who had been Sergeant-Uajor of sappers, and who was re- 
comineDdcd by Major Anderson for the rank of Assistant Meld Engineer; 
of the late Mr. Supervisor BarretMr, Benlo, Overseer l and Sergeant 
Eydcr^ Asabtant Ovortee^all of whom have left families behind themi

probable tLut I can arrive so soon; if that stream is not defended 
I promise to march on the I0tb to within five milea of Cawnpore aud at-' 
tack it the nast diiy. We have tahon every gun from the rebels at Fut- 
tchpore, twelve in number. This lias enabled me to equip and taka into 
the field nine eatcelleut guns, instead of sii lighter, and with the fmlity 
of also bringing into action two light 6-poundeis, Genera] Neill ia 
urgent with me to send back a detachment of invalid artillery. I can¬ 
not do this without drippling my artillery foroe, which Captain Maude ao 
ably commands. My official report of the affair at Fnttthpore sunt to 
Major Maybew last nJglit. I have with me eleven light gtiiis and only 
seventy-two British artillarjTMcn, including twenty-four invalids ajul 
thirty-one troops iafantry. I shall not ioao a moment in advaocuig on 
Lucknow if successful at Cawnpore.

The enemy were strongly posted behind a saccession of Tillngefl^ 
and obstinately disputed fgr lid miautea every inch of the ground, but 
I wna ennbled by a flank mavenieiit to my right to turn his left, and 
this gave us the victoiy. The conduct of the troops was adminible. 

Nana Sahib had barbarously murdered all the captive womcirand 
children before the engagement. He has retired to Bithoor, and blow 
np this morning, on his retreat, the Cawnpore M,. j, 

be strongly fortified, 

I have not been yet able to get In the return of killed and wounded, 
but estimate my loss at about seventy, chiefly from the fire of grepe,

the recreant Irregnlnr 40 British Infantry. I treat they will do aa good 
sirvice us the Agm vnlunteere, who have juat recoived the guna of the 
Cotah Omtingent. I have ordered all the beer, wine, spirits, and evoiy 
drinkable thing at Ca-wnporo to be purchased by the CommisaariaC; it 
wiU be then guarded by a few men ^ if it remained at Cawnpore, it would 
TCijuire half my force to keep it from being drank up by the other half 
and I should not have a soldier in ewnp. While I was winning a victorJ 
on the 16tb, some of my men were pilling the Commissariat on tha 
lino of march. I have appointed Lieutenant Moomom, 52nd Light 
Infantry, to assist Colonel Tytier iu his arduous duties. I trnstyoq 
will approve. My casualties on tho 16th nmoimtod to one hundred 
exactly, but many ore at their duty again.

I have now tov announce the complete discomSttiie of his force 
tinder his persanol commimd, and the capture of his cimnon, followed bj 
the te-occnpation of this station, which fliace the 6th Juno he baa beoa 
devasLatiDg and cleeecmbing by ererj form of cnieUy and oppregaiDn* 

2* He filled up the measure of bis iniquities on the lath; for oit 
hearing that the bridge at the randoo Nuddeo was forced* ho orders 
the immediate massacre of fcho wi^es and ohildrcn of our Britisli 
mddiera still in hia possesaioii in this cant<mment* which wag carried oii(i 
bj hia foUowera with every circnmitanee of barbarous TnaUgnity, 

3. My information was in eveiy rcapoct good, and 1 nscertamed 
that he hog taken up a poaitloa at the viUngo of Aherwa* where tbs 
Grand Trunk Road anites wibb that which kada direot to tho Military 
Cantonment of Cawnpore. 

4. His entrenchmeiits cut and rendered impfissaible both roads, 
and hig gnns, seven in number* two light and five of siege calibre, were 
disposed along his position which coosista of a series of viliagc^ 
Behitid those hia infiatryt consisting of mutmons troops and his own 
armed followers was disposed far defeTice. It was evident that ait: 
attack in front would expchsa the EritiBh to 0 murderous firs from hia 
heavy guns Bheltercd in hia crttronchnaont. 1 resolved therefore to 
mancouvro to turn hia left. My camp and baggage were acscordiogly 
kept back, nruler proper caeort at the viljage of MahamJporCj, and I 
halted my troops there two or three hnurs in mango grovea to coot and 
gain shelter from a biimlEg guOp 

5. My column then moved off right m front] the Fusiliera led fol^ 
lowcrd by tw^o guns; then came the Highlander?, iti rear of whom waa 
the central battery of six giins, under Captain Maudo. The 04th and 
84th hcwl two grina more in their roar and the regiment of Ferozepora 
closed the column# 

d. My troops defiling at a steady pace soon changed direction 
and began to circle round tha enomy^s left; they were Gbrooded for 
ooine time by clmripB of mangD, but ns soon ns the enemy compiehend- 
ed the object of their mareh, an evident gensatkn was created in hit 
line^ IXe pu-!^hed furward on his left a large body of horse and opened 
a fire of shot and ghell from the whote of his guna. But he wm 
evidently dUconcerted by our advance on his flank, and anxious for hia 
eommunicatijii with Cawnpore. My troops continued their progress 
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nDtil bta left waa Trhqlly opened to our attack, anti then formed lino imd 
ulTA&cef] in direct echelon of legimouta and batteries frtmi the right, o 
wing of the Fusiliers again covered the advance eitonded as riflomeo, 

7. The opportnniby had unived for which 1 have long nnsiously 
waited of developing the prowess of the T8th Higblfludem, Threo 
guns of the enemy were strongly posted behind a lofty hamlet well 
eDtreuched. I directed this regiment to advance, and never have 1 
witnessed coiKliict more adiiiinible. Tbs^ were led by Coionel Hamiltoiir 
and followed him with snrposaing eteadineas and gallantry under a 
heavy fire; as they approached the village they cheered and cfaniged with 
the bayonet, the pipes sounding the pibroch; need I add that the enemy 
fled, tho village was taken, and the guns captured I 

9, On tha left Major Stirling with the fiitb w&s equally Buccesef- 
fiil against another village and took three guns. 

9. The eneroj’a infantry appeared to be eveiywhore in full retreat, 
and I ordered tho tire to cease, when a reserved 2:4-poundcr waa 
opened on the Cawnpore Road, which caused conaidenibla toss to my 
force, and under cover of its fire two largo bodies of cavalry at the same 
time ridiog iuBolently over tho plain, the mfautry once more rallied. 
The beating of their large drums and nnmeroua moTtnted officers m 
front announced the definitive struggle of the " Nairn “ for bia usurped 
donuniott, 

10. 1 had previously ordered my Volunteor Cavalry to adventure 
a charge on a more advanced party of the enemy’s ho*se, and I hava tho 
satia&ction to report that they conducted themselves most creditably; 
one of thoB' number, Mr. Carr, was killed in the charge. 

11. But the final cri^ approached. My artillery cattle wearied 
by tho length of the march could not bring up the guns to my aasis- 
tanco, and the 1st Madras Fnsilicrs, 64th, 84th and TSth Detachments; 
formed in line, were exposed to a heavy fire from tho ?impounder oq 
the rood. I was resolved this Btate of things should not lust, so calling 
npen my men. who wiere lying down in line, to leap on their feet, I 
directed another steady ndvanco. It was imsistible. The enemy 
Best round shot into our ranks, until we wore within three hundred 
yards, and then poured in grape with anch predsion and determination 
as I have seldom wiluesead. But the e4th led by Major Stirling and 
by my Aido-de-Cainp, who had placed bimsHslf intbeue front, were not to 
be denied. Their rear showed the ground strewed with wounded, but 
on they steadily and etleotly came, then with a cheer charged and 
captured the anwkldj' trophy of their valour. 
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12* The enemy lost all heeit, imd n hurried fire of Hinsketry 
gave way in total route. Four of my guaa carao up and completed 
their diflcomfitnro by a heavy caniiooaile, and as it grew dark, the 
roofless barracks of our artillery were dimly descried in advRDoe« and 
it was evident that Cawnpore was once more in out poaseesion, 

X3, The fruits of this victory I shaU have afterwards to describe. 
Our troops hod bccu thirteen houra in their bivouac, whena troraendoiis 
cxplosioa shook the earth. “Jiana Sahib in full retreat to Bithoer 
had blown up the Cawopore magazine. The first Tnovement of the 
Mahruttn indicated a determination to defend himself desperately. 
Reports from the front aasured us that he had saaembled 5.000 men, 
and placed 45 guns in position for the defence of his stronghold. But 
hie followers have sinco dispemed, and I have taken pOEoeadon of 
Sithoor without a shot. 

14 I was joined by the Btcamer Surrumpoofev* this morning, 
which ia now in easy communicatian with me. 

15. 1 most reiterate my obtigntious to tho Officers Commanding 

my detachnienta and batteries: to Major Stevenson. Madras Fiiailiers; 
Colonel Hamilton, the leader of my Hlghlandeis, who had hia hone 
shot; Major Stirliug, 64th, who la alightly wounded; Ceplain Currie, 
tS4tb, severely— 1 fear ihuigerously — wounded {alnce dead); Captain 
Maude, Artillery; Captain Bmrier, Comroatiding the Regimeut of 
Ferozapota ; anil Captain Barrow, Cbmranndiiig my small body of home, 
lieutennat-Colonol Tyller'a zeal and gallantry have been beyond alt 
praise. 

It was my desire to have offered my thanks in like terms to Cap- 
tain Befttwa, Deputy Assistant Adjutant-Goueral. But I cun now 
only record my opinion over hU grave. He was attacked by cholera 
on the morning of this fight, and though he did hia duty throughout It 
and bivouacked with the troops, he auiik in three days under the rio- 
lence of hia disorder. Lieutenant Mooraom, Her Majesty s 62n(l Light 
Infantry, asaiBted in canying my orders, and displayed great courage 
and much mteUigence, 

I hate already mentioned the conduct of my Aide.dc-Gainp in front 
of tbo 04th throughout the fight; he was scon wherever danger was 
most pressing, and 1 beg specially to commend him to the protection 
and favour of His Ekcellency the Commander-in-Chief,

The above is not a literal transktion* hut a rough one of extract 
from a lajgo PtirsiLm paper giren by the imthor, Tho writer remained 
at Cawnporop heaajTi^ until the 13th ; that Ocneml Wheeler waa then 
fighting; that ho heard firing up to tho evomng of the 20th; that on 
lOth on infantry and t^vo cavalry rcgiinentfi had joined from Lucknow, 
but that only two or three enmpouiea" streogth of tho robeliluus troops 
wore rerg riTTim g, the rest having deserted* That the Nana was angiy 
with the sopoySp and the latter bad dqelnred they vs^ould murder 
him when the Engliab were dsatroyed. Tho English camp was intact 
up te date of his leaving, and kept up a small fire from cannon; they 
were very haiily off for suppLiefi, but had sugnTp augar-ballSj and g^xwi 
supply of graini n few goatSp and sibeep* and buliucks^ but no means of 
cooking food. Country west of Futtehpore was quiet* Sowara of 2nd 
Cavalry on road east of Futtehpore. Eanck of piunderem ravaging 
country, plundering travtllerSj ice.

PreTioua to the outbreiik at Cnurnpoire, reports of diOereiit klnda 
wore ikHoat in the ^tatian, [rom all of wliiob it wrm aHcorLaineil that the 
Native soldiery, ivhcnever they should break oiit into open niuttny, 
wnuLi on BO neconnt tnuk^t or hurt tho European entumuBity at GuiiVTI- 
pore ■ iitid the inronners employed by OeuemI Sir Hugh AVlieeler on all 
occasioiiB cGiifirfned the saTae. They that the throo m&iijfry 

regiiueiita (l&t, 53ril, and 5Gth) appeared well di&posod towards emr Gn- 
veminonti with the eKceptioft of a few of really bud diaracter; 

bat that tbd 2nd Bogiment, Light Cavalry (wba wore discontented), were 
endeavouring to persundo thorn to rebeh when i\\\ should join and pro- 
Mcd in a body together to DlIIii, a tier po5S^j«sing themselvea of all the 
GoveminGnt money lotJgcrl in the Col tectar'a treasury, which they pro- 
pCMsed taking ou as a preseut to the newly-created king thorn, whom 
they acknowledged to be tlieir true sovereign 

Under tbo above Biippnsicion, the European mcrchaats and elh0ra 
of the aUtion, though they hod at finst pravid^d themsKdves with boat€ 
and other meaufl ofcaoapo from Cawnpire, abandoned thoidea ofdosort- 
iug this place ; ih^ only precaution that appeared to be necessary 
to avoid the fury' of the Eautmeem at the uiQfneiifc the outbreak might 
take platc^ 

For thia purposa aluioat the whole of the nou-nulltary residents 
wore promised abelter in the entroached camp ihyn under preparution 
under the Ocnemra direetioris; tEiis proiaiso appears to liaYceomplc!!tel_y 
BatLsned them, and all detenniued tu stay at Cawiipore* 

The General at tho sanio lime ti>ok the precaution to direct tho 
Cornmisuariat to lay in, in the entrcnclmicnt, a supply of alta^dall, ghee, 
salt, rice^ tea, sugar, mm aad malt-liL|uoT, caleulatud to for 
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thirty dajs for about 1.000 persons; this was accordin^Ty dobo, though 
not quite iti full of indents, in consequence of Eome luisbiaojigeDieiit on 
the part of the nowly-creatcii purchasing agent, Ghunoa Mull. 

The Aseistant Cammisaaiy (Mr. RciJy), in charge of the tnaguziDe. 
TTOa directed to blow up the ningazme the moment an outbreak should 
take pbce. 

The CoUectOT of Cawnpotn (Mr. HUIersdon) was also direetod to 
eoDYoy away all bis treasuro Erom tbo treasury into the entrenchment, 
but under certniu circumstODCca (which I have not been abb coccectly to 
sacertain) it was not done. 

About this time the N^ana of Bithoor oSfered bis services, and, pro^i 
tending to be a most faithful subject of QoTcmmcnt, uudertcok to protect 
tho tnjo.suty in oonjunction with our own uepoy guard with & coupta of 
bis guns aud abont 2,000 tueb in his employ; very great coufidence ap¬ 
pears to have boon placed in him, and his servicos were accepted; and 
in the maautimo about a lakh or upwards of rujiees were withdrawn cind 
placed in tho ontreachmeiit, under the plea cf meeting the of the 

troops, &c„ for May, baving about eight-aud-a-hnlf lakhs in tho treasuiy. 

Tho Executive Commissariat and pay officers with all their tecerds 
and treasure-chests were remnvod from tho west side of the canal into 
bungalows adjacent to tbo entrenchment. 

On the 3rd of June it was thought proper not to keep ary public 
money under the sepoy guard at the office, and accordingly tho 
Commissariat treosure-chest, oontaining about Ra. 34,000 in cash, and 
tbo G<jvemmQnt paper deposits of gomoabtas and others, togethor 
w'ith the tamh-book, flcourity deposit and other important books 
were taken into the cutreuchmoat, and planed iu the quortcr-guan] 
there. 

About Huu^t on that date, the 3rd Oudh Horso Battery which 
bad been sent for our ossiaUnco some few days ago from Lucknow (aud 
had been ordered to proceed towards Futtehgurh, to quell a dfeturhanco 
in that quarter, but since recalled}, joined the eutrcDchmcnt. 

About three days previously, reports becoming very stroag of tbo 
mutinous intentions of the Cavs^'.sH the non-military Cluistmu resi¬ 
dents rcraoTod into the ebureh and other buildings near to the oatrooeb- 
meat. 

On the 4th, many more important books, stock and cash kdgora, 
relief report {then nearly finiuhed}, books of regnlatiotis, Ac., were also 
taken by tbo Commissariat officer into the eutrenchment 

Ifl 
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Tlie 2nJ CrtTaliy^ findiog that they could not upon tho In- 

fiintry regiincTitfl to join them, determined to go off, and under the plea 
of having received some real or imnginnty slight fronn the officers of their 
coipg, OIL a Burldeni at ahont S o^clock in the morning of the 5th of June^ 
noae in a body wiih a great ahoiit, mounted their horsos, and on leaving 
their linesj set fire to the biingiilow of their quailiermnater fiorgcaiit. 
Thence proceeding to the Commissimati cattle-yard, they took paaseft- 
aion of the Government ekphtmti, thirty-six in numbor, at the same 
time seltiag fire to the ealtle-Ecrgoaut'a bimgalow. 

Whilst the Tnain body proceeded towards Nawahgnnge. a fa w of 
the ringleaders treat to the lines of the Ist Regiment Native Inhintry* 
nnd used their perstiarivc powers bo well as to succeed in gatting the 
men (who wero mostly young recniits^ the old Lmnds being away on leave 
or on eommnndsji to join them. 

It b to he spoken to the credit of the men of the 1st Native In- 
fnnlry, that when they agreed to go away with tho imitineers, they firBfc 
begged their officers (who had bEsen for some time m the habit of 
sleeping in the quarter-guard of the regiiuonfr to ensure confidence}, to 
leave thorn, and nltimatoly forced them to go away into the entrench¬ 
ment without burtlug them, 

This corps kft ita lines about half-aiidiout after the cavally^ As 
the latter left with a shouts an alarm-gun was fired from cur camp, and 
the non-iuilitaTy comoiunity all taken into the entrenchment from the 
church compound. Nearly all thn butigalowa on tlio west side of the 
cgjiEd were thiit day plundered and afterwards set fire to, m that there 
WHS nothing hut large blazes of Ere to be seen in that direction. 

At about 7 o'clock AJIm three or four nfficera went on horeeback 
towards the assaTobl^" rooms i and on their retnm, the Srd Oudh Horse 
Eattery was ordered to pursue the rcbob, accompanied by a company 
of European soldi era* These wont ae far as the cianab hut wero recalled, 
owing to an apprehenaian that the S^lrd and 50th Native Tufantrj', who 
were still m their lines in our rear, might attack us, when the remaining 
men would not be Fijfliciciit to defend the nntrcuchment. 

The two last-uaiued Native regiments showed signs, at 9 nclock, 
of their also joining in the rebellion ; and about half-nn-liour afler^ nearly 
the whole of the Nsitive commiomoned officers (about ihirty or thirty-fivo 
in Tiunibcr), emoe to the Gen crab and reported that their remonatrancea 
to the fiepi\vs were of no avail, wlv^ had also that morning been tam¬ 
pered wiih by the cavalry, and appeared ilctermincd to go off. While 
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they jet Bpeakiug thebtigle pounded; aad preaeatt/ aftier wq couM 
Eoe the regimenta dnvwn up in eoluEnua en their parade-giDuiid, 
fthewing a Jpfjiiig Ikiiit; hut a Bh<3t or t^o £tom our long gtm Limnedia- 
tely dbpei^ thenip and ^nt them nt n full gallop round their liurn on 
the outside rond londiog to Delhh mid branching uS* to Nawabguiigepi 
whore their rebellious brethren were then stationed. 

The Natiife comniiasduned officeri were then told to take their poat^ 
tion in the Arbillerj Uoepitcd Enrmckp opposite to us on th« oast ^idc. 
and to ttiake nn entroiicliitleat for them^lrce thore, 'and eudearour 
to draw beiek tboae of the aepoya and Native n on -t- mn m offieem, 

whop they said, were not inclined to go, but \vere relncrtantlj compelled 
to join. These olficera went awaj, with one or two ejcoptiona, and wa 
never hoard any moro about them; but I laamt afterwards, that feanng^ 
the reeentmeat of the aepojs they took the Hlraigbt wa/ to their 
homos and navor joinod in the FobelliuiL 

Carts were eent at noon to bring in from the sepoy lines tbn 
mnsket^ -See., of the men on leavo, and tho baggagOj of fhe Chns- 
tlan ilrsimmers, who with their fauiilies Iitid all coino to j-eeic prott^otion 
in the eutrenchtueut. The sick in hospital were also brought in, imJ 
the two borrackfi were tctj much crowded, so much so that the druuiinets 
and their fumilies and Natire servants Lad to remaiu iu the open air at 
night, and under cover of the cook-house and other huildingB during 
the boat of tho day. 

At 5 o'clock ID the evening, all the uncorenanted (mjaelf my 
brother included), were nnutterod, and directed to arm thetnaelTca with 
muBkota of which tliere was a great heap. This they did ; and, after 
recciviiig n suffidenb quantity of o tutu uni tion were told off in different 
oeclions under the conwpnnd, of Goverel aSicets who iiistmcted us as to 
wbnt wo should have to do when occaaion required, 

Itia reported that when the mutincors rcachod Nawakgun^a, 
the Nana came out to receive thom; and, taking them with him proco^- 
«l to the treasury, where ho Imd &ll the Oovornraeut olcphanm well 
laden with the public mouer; and while this was being done, word was 
brought that the other two regitneuto (Sard and S6Lh Native Infantry) 
were tdso coming to join. This so pleased the Nana, that ho gave up 
the remniiiiiig cash as a genernl plunder to the rebels; after which they 

set fire to the records and to the building, and dt^stroyod the Colloctor'a 
kutobery* 

Thu done, the whole mob moved on to the magnzlue (which, na. 
fortunately, had not beca pennitted, by the Beprf^y gtiard plactd iht-re, 
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to be blown upX wboro the)" biaJEed until carts aod other carnage coaid 
bt procured from tho city and neighbouring villagea j they iben loaded 
tbsir boggngCp and l:oak as touch fitniitl luumunitbo aa they coold, and 
moicbod off about 5 o'clock in tho afternoon to Kulloanporo (boing one 
itage on the nwtd to Dolhi)p IcUFing a mnall body gf caTnlry to complete 
the work of destine fxing the renmining bungiLlowB that bad 

been missed dariog the daj^ and which work they coacinued to perform 
nearly the whole nighk 

That sania oremng (5tb of June) the Golimdniisfea^ of the Snl 
Oudh Horse Battery showed signs of disoffeotianj and wens sent away 
from our eutrenchmeni after being diBanned, Had these not bft| I 
wiss told the General would haTe sent two gims to flawabgUDga to pre^ 
Font the mutincem Tciumingt as due inforDiation of their movements 
was brangbt to our camp; hut being wed assured tbat< according to the 
reports previously made by the mformers, the rebelB did not contemplate 
attacking us, no further precaution appear? to haFo been deemed neces¬ 
sary; otherwiae this would have been n good opportnnity to aet fire t& 
the large quantity of powder Btill rexuainiug in the magazine. 

The above Golundauzes^ ii Is reportedj then proceeded to the camp 
of tho mivtinocTft, and going to tho N aua who ofso was there set before 
him tho advantages likely to bo dorived by attackiiig the English in 
their enti^nchmentv Lhero wm bo large a quimtity of powder and 

gnus of different with other DjmnuuibioD, quite at hantl^ besidos 
the tbirty-livo or forty boutdciuda of shot and shetJ lying in tho canal 
{which, on account of tho nasettled state of the country, were unable 
to proceed to Boorfcoe, where they bad originally benu eonaigned from 
CftwnporSp and bad only just returned). It was tberefruu, it appeara* 
agreed upon to return next morning and attack us; for early on the 
Tuorrow^ the 6th of Jun^, infonnatioa woa bro light that tho Tuntineem 
were eomtng upon ne, and every preparation wua accordingly made for 
our defence. 

In the meantime the rebel? secured all our magazine work-poopfe^ 
dosaios;!' and made them asdifit in piitting up a few heavy g urus , in 
oerviccable order j and, employing Goi'erumeiit bullockfij of which they 
had also full pcBseBsiou^ brought out abcFOt half-a-dozen gnus (two of 
which were IS-poundera, and the other smaller) t and placing them in a 
longe under cover of the newly-built lines of the lat Native Infantiy^

Gveiy^ individuid, fhnn a druumier or writer, to the reginiantal offioerOj 
all spread themsetrea out under tha walla, or rather mounds of the en- 
tTenebnmnt^ which had been hnatily buiLt up about broast-bigh^ 
Here we Bat uearly all day, c^rposed to the hot winds and scorching sun 
df the mdath of June, every moment expectiug an dpen-handad nttack 
from the luiautiy and Cavalry. ThLg the enemy^ however* never attempt 
tedj though at times large bcnlLes of armed men could be seen colteot- 
ud in ciiHbreut places Our Artillery kept np a brisk fire* and returned 
nearly every shot of the mutineeFS^ In the meantime the bfcter com¬ 
menced setting fire to the bungnlawa on our* or the east^ side of the 
canid, and bringing round their guns closet up to ns* behind the riding- 
school and the compound walls of buildings most suited to theim 

The exact strength of our own people is not known to me* but 
from memory I give the detail below.* Those of the European 
soldiers I have since ascertained from daily indents in tho posacsalon of 
Thakoordoap ArtilJery Gomnahta, who had hid himself in the city. 

We had eight guns, ins., two brass ones of the 3rd Oudh Battery^ 
two 9-poandcT long guns, and four of smaller size. For these sufficienli 
am muni tlou had previously been taken, and buried underground. Tho 
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eDtrroachiTiciit wo^ made rL^uod Lhe ho^^pitAl barmd^s af the uid Eur^ 
pean Itifantry (between the jsotdiera* chnrch and the new iiniipi^ht^d 
European fines), and of the two bmldiog? thug inclosed, one had thatobed 
loofing, over which a eovering of tiles was has Lily thro wn Eo prei^ent 
easily catching lire, Nona of the Native writoro* Bengalees and others 
m GdYemmeDt o^cos or tnercrbaiiis' employ^ went into the entrench¬ 
ment; they remained in tho dtj, where they appear to have received 
much annoyauce from the mntineerB, and Bomo had to bide theunH-dves 
to save their hves. Tho ConirniBsariftt eontractora all clisconLiutied 
their supplies fronL the flth, or rather were ■anable to bring them in, 
from Lhe way the mutineer a onrotitided the entrenchnient on all sides^ 
permitting kq ingj^eaa or egress at ony time except under cover of the 
night. 

On the 7th, lhe enemy incre:a£ied Lhe nuEnbor of their giiti'ap fleiinE? 
of which were of the largest ske available. The 24 -pouodor guna^ of 
which they had three or four, proved vory destructive on account of 
their proximity to tta; the shots from them were fired with such furce 
m to bring duwm whole pillura of the vornndahsji and go through the 
pukka walk of the hoepital barracks. 

We had but one well in the tnklJln of the entrcaelinientj and the 
oncinj hepL up their fito mj iuceasantly, both day and night, that it 
Was as rmich as giving a mans “ Ufo-hloodto go and dmw a bucket of 
winter, and while thero w as any water reinaining in tho large jara, usually 
kept in the verandah for the soldiers'use, nobody ventured to the weU; 
but after thesccppd day,the demand became so great that n bbcestic bag 
of water Was with difScully got for five rupees, and a bucket for a rupcoj 
m fiiost of the servanta of officom and merchants bad deserLod^ and it 
therefore became n mat ter of necessity for every person to fetch hia own 
^vater, which was usually done during the night when the enemy 
notild not well diroct their sbota; in fket^ after the fir^t three days* 
incessant firing the rebels mEulo it a pr£ueEice* usually at about candl<3; 
light, to cease fur about two hours, and at that ti tho crowd round 
the well was voiy great. 

Theta wag no plnca to shelter the live cattle ^ horscB &f privata 
gentlemen, ns also tboBo of tho 3rd Ondh Battoiy, were obliged to be 
let 1 d05c» a few shoop and gaaL?t aa well as bullocks kept for Commis^ 
satiab purposes, were shot off* and iti the course of five or &ix da}’*, no 
iiioaL wag to bo got for the EuropeaujL They, howovor* now and again 
mouagdd to get hold of a stray bullock on cow near the entrcnchinenl 
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at aight. which served for a change; othewisa dal and qhnppatita 
W 3 W the cominOD food of di: severd of mm and malt liquor 

were also buTSfc by the emomj's cannon, but of thia there was a largo 
quaTititj% and the loaa was not felL 

On the eToningof the second daj of the finngp the ^th JunOp I 
received a ballot wound (fortunatdj a spent shot fired from the riding- 
fichool) in my back, whikt atotiding a senljy under the walk of the 
entrencbnietit, which kept me off duty fornearly a week; however, I 
could ohs^ne the movementa of the enemy, who hiid us well surround¬ 
ed in the eourse of fouv or Bvo days with cannocip and the nm^^ketiy of 
tho Idfiintry had no bounds, os they toot posseaaiou of all the bunga^ 
lows, compound walls, out-buildings. &c., that had been burnt down, 
and wore nearest to our camp i the eburehp- which was nJsoi hred, 
prevod to bo the most annoying to us^as also the newly built (untinkhed) 
European hnrracks. Their oncroachnieat, however, in the latter quartot 
was usually checked by Lha vigilance of a moat brave and energetic 
officer. Captain Moore, of Her Majesty's S2nd Foot, who, though 
severely hiirt in one of his arma, never gave himself the least rest; bnli 
wherever there appeared moat danger, be was aure to be foremoBt, with 
his arm in a sling and o revolver pistol in hLs belt, leading and direct¬ 
ing tUa men how to act* This ofikor placed scouts with ejo-g)aasea on 
the top of one of tho unfiniBhed barmcks (No. 6, ou/a eketeb), whonco 
every movemant of the enemy could be seen, and which helped our 
Artiilery to direct their shots. The rebel eepojs usually took possesaian 
of the fir^t three of these baiTaeka (Nos. 1 to 3), but whenever they 
annoyed us much, or attempted to advance nearer. Captain Moore 
would go ont with about a doren Europeans, in the midst of the most 
brisk firiugi and getting under cover of the other barracks, would 
pepper tho oueniy, so os to soon rout them out of their hidiiig-plaoe&, 
On such oceaeioiw the number of killed on the opposite aide was eonsi’ 
derable^ whorcas our meu generally ea^peil unhurt. It was very 
lunnsiug to soe the way Captain M&^re used to make hk men and him¬ 
self pass from the en[ranchment into the unRnkhrd barracks, for 
whenever he found tho enemy too Btrong for the mkM picket placed 
out to protect our scouts, and keep posee^ion of the naares^t barracks 
(Nos, 5|6, 7j, he would collect a number more volunteers from Lhe 
eutfenchmeat, and -sond them out one at a time: os each man ventured 
out, some scores of bullets would be directed towards him, and which 
would make him run oa fast as ever hn legs would allow ; bowevor. the 
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di3t4ince to run m one breath tvus not very great, for n lot of oonFey- 
anccs, bnllock-trains, wero placed at atort di^tancoa all tbe w^y to 
tho new barmeka. 

TbU brave olEcer went out Ofn two oeon^oofl, undcj' cover of tho 
night, with about tweuty-fivo biUiopeans at a tirne^ and aplkeil tbo 
nearest guiie of tbe enemy. But for the paucity of our soldiere it 
would have bcsn an easy matter to drive away the rebels, who proved 
themselves to be a niogt cowardly eet of mea. particularly the Cavalry, 
for Teiy often attempts were made to charge upoa um, and notwith- 
fitandiug the very large number of people collected on the eaemy a 
aide apparently with that mtentioq undercover of the buildings and 
compound walla nearest to our cainp, they seldein dai^d coiinigecnjely 
to came opt, for whenever they advanced, a few ohnrgea of canister 
would soon disperse and make them all ran away m last as ever they 
could. 

For the flf3t four or five daya of the outbreak our artillery kepi^ 
np ft busk £jing„ but after that it woa considered unod viable to ox- 
haust our magazine,, for the rebels took great care to always keep woU 
andor cover, and we could not do much eiectition among them. 

Tho heat was very great, and what with the fright, want of room, 
want of proper food and care, several ladies and soldiers' wiv^, os 
al^o children^ died with great distre^ ■ many o^cera and soldiers aka 
wero sun^truck from expoaum to the hot winds. The dead bodies of 
onr people had to be thrown into a well outside tho entrenchmout near 
the new unfinkhod bariEoks, and thia work was gansralJy done at the 
dose of each diLj\ os nobody could venture out during the day on 
account of the shot and shall fljHng in all diroetious like a haiktonn— 
our on trench fuent was strewed vdth t henL The distress was m great 
that none could offer a word of conaolation to hk friend or attempt to 
administer to the wants of each other. I have seen the dead bodies of 
officers, and tenderly brought up young ladies of Tank (ColomLs' and 
Captsius daughters) put ou tside the verandah amongst tho ruin, to await 
the time when the (htiguo party usually went round to cany the dead to 
the well as above; for there waa ecarcolj room to shelter the living; 
the bniJLiiijgs wore so sadly riddled that eveiy safe comer available 
was conridcrod a great object. 

The enemy now commenced firing lire Bholb well heated with 
the intent of setting tire to tho tents of officers iij the compound, aa 
nlao to the ibfttchod barrack^ whiehj though hastily covered over with 
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til^» wjia not proof agAinati fin?. Tha tentaj there fore, had all to be 
etmek, as seTond had ibue been barnt, aiid at last, on tha I3cb June, 
the bomick also took fire s it woa about 5 P, if-,, and that uvetiLtig was 
one of uiL^akable dbtrefis and trial, f^>r 0-11 mmnded ontj eick 
were in al^ the families of the eoltliera and ElrabamerB; the Ere 
tfwjk on lha sooth side of it, and the breeze being very gtroiig ihs 
fiames spread out so qaickly ikat it was a hnn] matter to remove the 
wDmen onil children^ who wero all in great courusion, so that the help¬ 
less wonndod and sick could not be remoTed, and wore all burnt dawn 
to mheA (about forty or upwards, in numbor). Tbe w’bolo of the medi¬ 
cines were also there and shared the saiuo fate; all that the dec tors 
could save was a boi or two of Burgical instniQientS;^ and n amall cheat 
of mndicinCfa, so that* after that ’waa nsEponded, the sick coald got no 
medicine^ It was perfectly iiiipmcticable to save any of the wounded 
or the medidnes, in eoascqnmce of the insurgents ooHeuting in very 
large bt>dica in the adjacent cauapounda and buildings, with their ixuLakctu 
and All'unis ready every moment to pounce down upon U 3 , and the men 
were compelled to keep their placed under the walls of the entrench* 
ULCUtij and could not tcDd a helping hand to those in tho harmcks. 

The enemy on this occoinon were upwards of 4,000 in number^ aa 
a reinforcement had only just been received by them from tho anigh- 
boiiring statiouB; and it appears that they had come with full dot or- 
minntioa to make a charge ou thnt eccmfioDj fur they mado ^cvemt 
attempts, but were suecessively repulsed byoor artilkry. Hud they 
come CTJr there ia no doubt they would hare defoat4xl ns; but it la 
quite certnin that wo should have Bljughtered more than half of their 
strength, for eveiy' man of us was determined to bcU hia life dearly* 
and our arrangement was a veiy good one, for ench iodividiml Lnd five 
or flii mnsketa ready charged at his cemmand, always standing ogninst 
tho wail, besides swords aiid bayoneta, 

SubscN-pient to this^ aimewt daily attempts wore made on the I'kart 
of the rcbek to take us by storm, but they could not stand our artil- 
loiy't and therefore all their caunoa was directed upon our guns* with 
the intection of dh^nbling thcDi* in this they m for succeeded that 
out of eight but two sound ones remained when the eatrenchinent wag 
vacatedi ua will appear heroaftor. 

One morning (T believe it wm the 21 st June) ,a very great mob 
was seen collecting all round our entronchtneat ■ their dresses wore of 
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divers pFitt.ern& tuid descrapticrTif (fat the regular corps of Infiviitry 
never Cfliiio out to fight U\ their full dress j soine few hnd oti their 
jAcket? and capsj. othoTa even ivithoqt the fetmesr, and the whole 

dressed like reiTruits}, forn number of Oudh eolditiy (o^^ath^TJ "tag* 
rag and bobtails'^) bad joined them. It was their inteutionj aa I 
A-fterwards letuiied from the city peoplei not to sj-iare us that day* 
even if they should all die in the attempt; and the neivly-cr«itod 
Sabadar-Major of the let Native Infentr^- had sworn upon the Gunga- 
jull either to take ns or die. 

The enemy brought Isiige bales of cotton with them, and, pkeing 
them ont, they lay under cover of the samo^ attempting to approach 
ns in that nianncT, by poshing the bales on^ at the same time keeping 
up a biisk fire with their mnaketa. 

While this sort of thing was being done towards the Bonlh-caJ^t 
side from the church compound, the three new barracks (N^m 1 to 3 
per fiketchj were filled with upwards of ^00 nien^ eiideavcniriug to 
drive away our picquet and take pot^se^ioii ci[ the reafcj when Captain 
Moore again appeared aa usual and previously arraugit^g with our 
battery to send grapa from the sonth-wofit comer, he took about 
tvreiLty-five more men from thg entrenchment^ and, advauciug under 
ex>ver of No^ 5 barrack, he aent a few volliea, then, going ahead 
behind No. 4 bfirrack* ho managed to drive them all into Xos. 1 
and % where a few mnndd of canister routed them out entirely* killing 
about thirty-five or forty of their number. 

In the raoantima abotit 100 of the wretches, under the ootiiou 
bales from the church componud, advanced in fJiat manner to within 
]oG yard^ of the entrenchment. This W'da intended os an advanced 
fotct\ for* shortly after^ the inaurgent^ in the rear gave a feaiful shout, 
and jutnpLng off the compound walls, udvonecd towards ns, led on 
by the above uieufcioticd Subadar-Major* who was a well-made, power¬ 
ful man. However, almost the veiy first shot^i from our musketry 
caught hiixip and iiuiaediately after, a fow rounds of cauistor direct 
tow^arda the eoeuiy did great c:recutioD* killing and wounding about 
SOO o! them* and thus causing a genera] disperE^ioii. 

About the same time as the alwjve, the entrenchment on the north- 
easi: (Noa 9 and 10 pei* sk-etch) cerrier of us caiiseil mucTi annoyimee*, 
for here ahont 200 men of the enumy kept up a dreadfu! firiiig* aud it 
look us about an tigyr-and-a-half (1 was attached to this corner imder 
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Captjvin KemplautJ; together Tilth lilesars. Scbortie, SheroD, J^ohi, 
coach-builder^, Puoiiaiij hoteUkeoper^ and □tbt?rs}> with oiu masketrjv to 
silenco them. 

Tliifi day I saw a very daring and bmva act dona in our oamp 
about midday: un& of our ammtinitioa wragona in tha north-ouat 
comer T^as bloi¥ii np by the atieiny a shot, and whilsL it wna b[azing tha 
batt^iica froiu tho arLillery barracks and the tsink directed all their gnna 
to Wards it; otir BDidiers bomg much exhaiistcd with the mornlng^s work^ 
and almosEj ereiy artillerymaa being eiLher killed or woundotJ^ic waafl 
difliciilt matter to put out the firci which cadaugarad the etber wagoaa 
near it; bowovoFT in the midst of all this cuuuotiadiDg^ a young ofticor 
of the o3rd Native Infantryp Lieutenaut Delafo^Op with uimsua! con- 
ragOi wont up, and laying himself down uudor the buruing wagotij 
pnlkd away from it Tvhat 1 tHise spl in tore, ho could got hold of, alt 

tile white throwing earth upon the damofi, Oa was aoun joined by two 
ooLdier^ who hTought with them a couple of buckets of water, which 
Wore very deitcroualy (.brown about by tbs Lieutonaiitp and while the 
buckets woro tatou to be replenished from the drinking-water of the 
men close by, the process of pitching earth was carried on amidst a 
fearlul eaniiouading of about eiic guns, nil tiring upon the buming 
om I’hua, at laatp the tiro Trag put out. aud the officer and men 
escaped unhurt* 

It may easily bo imagined that by this tirno cur barracks were 
perfectly riddled as to afford little or no sholtCFj. yet the greater poTtiou 
of the people preferred to remain in thena than to be exposed to the 
heat of the etm outside^ although a great many mad a themselves holes 
under the n^alb of the entrenchfiienfc. covered ever with bo 3 (eHp cotSp &e. 
in thesa^ wdth their wives end children* they were socurOp at least from 
the shot and shell of the enemy, though not so frem the effeeta of the 
heat, and the mortality frem apoplexy was conaidemble. At night, 
however, every person bud to sleep outp and take Lho watch in their 
turns, so that nc^irly the whole of the women and children also slept 
under the walls of the eutroucliineiit near their respective relativsaj 
here the kunb-shells kept them in perpetual dread* for nearly all nighb 
thpBo shelb wore saen coming in the air mid btirsting in different 
pUceSp often doing miscliiet: Thus tlie esistonce of those that romalued 
alive wdfl spent In perpetual dread and fear^ 

Tlie soldiers Iiod their foud prepared bj the fow roniaiiyng caskff. 
but all the rest had to ubift fur thetnisdves the best iiTHy they could, aad 
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it was aametimi^a a diSicull mutiiir fot many who had uncookod ruliutia 
Fsrved tci them to n mouthful of victuals fur Lhemselves and 

childtem The soldiers’ eooks and the drnmmera occiisioDiiily h-ut a 
helping hand that way, but not withont demanding and reoeivbg high 
prices for their labour: thus I have irpeatedly paid a nipee-aud-a-half, 
and tn'u riipces, far the caoking of one meal of cfoi ond ^nd 

that, too^ often not properly dono. 

It ia beyond description to atlompt to give n deiaif of tbemDumer- 
able tronbi^ and diBtressc& to which all in tho entronchmoTit were 
subjoctetL The jHJor waundod and sick were objects of real canimbera- 
tion, for their state was exceedingly wretched^ 

Tho steneb^ also, from the dead bodies of horses and other animala 
that had been shot iu the compound and could not be removed, as also 
the unusually great Induic of flies, rendered the place extremely dia- 
agreeable. 

Thus it w ill not be wondered at when I eay that many pemoae 
were oieaedingly onxioTLs to get out of the entrcndiiueut and go into 
the city, thinking, from want of better inforination, that th^y w ould be 
very flecnria there; in fact, several went out quietly in the night unler 
this inipressioDi and, as I atterwartjg Icamt, were mturdered by tho 
rebels. 

Amongst othem, my own family (can-listing of wife and a daughter^ 
my infant danghtcr having died ffom a musket-shot in the head, on the 
ISth), two nkcea, Missea Frotft and Batavia, both seventeen years of 
age, a sister and her infant son, a brother twcutj-twa yoaxa old, and 
two old ladies, wiahed verj" much to leaves but could not do go on account 
of out large nmnber; it was, thercforCp considered expedient that one 
Ebon Id go aud ascertain how maltera stood in the cityv 

AVith this view I opplkd to tho Gcnemb on the 24th Jiine^ for 
pemiissiuti to go, at the same liino offering to bring him all the cutrenb 
infonnation tliat I might collect m the city; oaking aa a condition that 
on my return, if I should wkli it. my family might be allowed to leave 
the cutreDcbnicut. Tills my reque^ was granted, as the General wished 
tor)’ miicb to got auch in formation. and for which purpose he bud pro- 
viouuly ecot out two or three Natdvos at diflerent timcH. under promises 
of high rewards^ but who never rcturoedr He at the same time ina truck¬ 
ed me to try and negotiate with cortniu ipflucntml |iiirLk-s in the city, 
60 OE to bring about a rupture ikmoug the rebels, and cause them to 
leave off annoyiiTg ijg^ authorising oie to offor a lakh of rupees us a reward* 
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with bandsomo pt^itsioiis for Ufc, ta any p’erson'wLo would briug about 
bui-h a thing. Thia, I have every reason to think,, conhl have been 
cavried tsuL successfnllyp had it pleased Ood to take me oub immoleBted; 
but it was nf>t so ondaineti (it waa mer&iy a moaTm, under CJod's pro-^ 
vidence, to favc me from ^baring tha fato of the rest)^ for ns I eamo out 
of tho entrenchment disguised as a native cook^ anti passing through 
the new uufitdshed barrcwiks^r bad not gone very faTj when I was tnken 
a priflOTicr^ nnd ucider custody of four aepojs and a eouple of sowara, 
nil well nnnod^ was escorted to the camp of the Nana, and was erderod 
to be placed under a guard: hero Heveral qnestions were put to me con- 
cemiiig our entrenchineiit (not by the Nana bioiself, hut by some of hia 
pec^ple), to all of which 1 replied as I \vm previoiisiy iBSlnicted by our 
Geoernh for I had taken the precaution of asking him wbifc I should 
finy in cafre I ivaa taken. My answera were not consiiloTcd flntUfhctory, 
and I was oonfronterl with two women tjervant^ who, three day a pre¬ 
viously, bad beeii caught m making their escape from the eutreDohmentt 
and who gave a version of their own* making it appear that the Engli^ih 
wore starving, and not able to bold ou t much longer, as their rnini her was 
greatly reduced. howevor^ stood firen to what 1 had first mentioned^ 

and they did not know whiLii pnrty to believe. However, they lot ns 
alone. I was kept under custody up to the 13th July, on wbich date 
tny trial took pinee, and I was Bcntonced to three ycas^' imprisontncut 
in ironaj with Imrd labour, from which I was released by the Eoropeim 
trpopa <ju the morniiig of the 17 th iilcrUp TJic trials and distresses I 
CKperioinrcdT and the nmny heltfow escapes from death I have had during 
the time I was in the hands of the epomy, will fonii a distinct part of 
this narnitiva ■ os, from its being of a personal oat cirej atid roaring it 
may not prove interesting to tho publicp I have omitted it here. 

Before ju'ocoediug further upon what took place in the entraneb- 
meut after Heft, I must not forgeb to mention thab our people dreadcil 
nothing more than the setting in of the which would have been a 
calamity exceedingly distressing ] for, in the lii'at place, the holes dug 
ill the gtoumi by tho soldiers and others to socuro themselves and 
children from the effects of the 9iin and the shot and shell of the enemy, 
w ould have been filled up ^ secondly, the walls of the barracks, which till 
then afforded some little shelter, were in danger of eonung down, having 
been well shaken m many places by the tl4^pounder and IS-potinder 
stiota, so itjcetisaotly fired for eighteen days ^ aud agnio, our miiskots 
would have been rendered uaaksB, for there were a great many of them, 
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and the men wer® quita unable to clemi them alJ. The muaketn ware 
fllwaya kept ready loadeih ao that, when occasion Bhctnld require it. 
each man could use upwards of haLr-a-Hoxea npiace. In n word, ono 
good shower of rain (hucH as generolly lakea place at the first fall) 
would hiiTd reoJerod the place perfectly uoinhabitabLe and cxtromcly 
iosecure. 

It is true there wore proviaiona yet left to keep the people alivo oa 
half ratioDS ftr the next fifteen or twenty days, Of grain we hrtd n 
large quantity, and it formed the principal fowl of all the Natires with 
UB, which they preferred to atta and dall, as it gave them no trouble as 
regard} cooking, for a little eoaking m water was snjfficient to make it 
fit to eat, and many Bcmpulous nindus lived the whole period entirely 
upon it f but, taking iubo considonttion all the distressing cirenm^ 
stances related above, oqr brave men repeatedly leqnested permission to 
ba allowed to sally out at night and take posaeseion of the sneiiiy'a 
guns, or, in case of fidlnre, die an honorable death, rather than be 
thus tormented by a aet of cowardly natives. Many officers also were 
of the same opinion, but from a false hope of receiving a relcfurcemcDb 
from Lucknow, and the exceeding great, though natural, attachment of 
the feTnnles to their respective husbands, fathers, and brothers, such a 
course was put off from day to day, which, if attempted, would withoab 
doubt have been attended with complete success, as I learn that 
latCerlj the cannons used to be almost entirely abandoned by the 
soldiery during the night, and only n few Golnndauzes kept loading and 
firing them; the muaketry waa kept up by a handful of sepoys placed 
hero find there, more for appearance sake than with any inteutian of 
doing us much injury, tbongh during ibe day it was not so, but, on 
the ooDtraiy, every exertiou appeared to be used by the wretches to 
torment us; and, ns I now find, it was a matter of very great ivonder 
and astouiahmant not only to the rebels, but to eveiy individual iu and 
near about Cawnpore, how it was possible for a more handful of people 
to esiet so long uoder such difficulties, without suing for peace or 
offoring terma However, such a course was in contemplation in the 
entronchmeut when 1 left (as above on the 24tb June). But imstead 
of a propoaal of this nature coming from our camp, that same after¬ 
noon a message was sent by the Nam to Gcnerel Wheeler, offering to 
let him and aU his people go re Allahabad unmolested, if he would 
consent to vacate the entrenchment and abandon Cawnpore, and at fche 
same time make over to him oil the public treasure, the guna and 
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magazines in tlie cacapi Thia meagage bronglifc by a very aged 
European ladji Mtb, Greenway, whOp with one of her three ^arviTing 
sons. Edward Green way (of the firm of Green way BroLliera>, and some 
others of her reJatives, had aought refuge in a village belonging to tho 
firm called I^njofgurh, abonti aixteeu miles from Cawtiporo, thinking 
that the msOTgetita would not proceed ao fiir away to molest them i in 
this, howevorp they were luiatakonp like all the rest in Cawupore^ for 
the Nana booh found thorn out, and would have killed them there and 
than I hutj, for a pmmiae on their part to givo a ranaem of a lakh of 
rnpeeSp they were kept alivej and taken care of. 

Thun this poor aged hiit teapectable lady made the mendinm 
of corniiiimlcatiDn hetwaon the rebel Chief and the British Genonil 
at Cawijpore, 

I would here beg to be understood that what I now write has been 
gathered from differonl eomrees; fur 1 was placed in gaoh aud had not 
tho opportunity to see for myself: however^ I have taken care to con¬ 
vince myself of tlie authenticity of tho information I herein insert. 

The foliowiitg day (25tih June) was fixed by the General for an. 
interview mth any per&on whom the J^aTla might appoint to ari^nge 
mutlera; and accordingly at about noon a man by the name of Asdmooliahj 
with a few of the ongleaderSp so wars of the 2nd Light Cavalry, came 
to the eamp^, and were received by the General in one of the unfinished 
barrackf! outside the entrenchment 6 aa per aketch), 

Azimoollahj who could read and write Engliahp attempted to open 
the conversation in that langnago, but was prevented fnnn doing so by 
the Eoware. It wae agreed, upon the part of our Ceneral, that all tho 
Government mencyj the magaziDO m the eutTenchmeDt, with the guna 
(two only of which were in eerviceahle order* the rest having been 
injured and rendered useless by the enemycannon)^ be made over to 
the Nana; and in return the Nnna should provido tqunago, and permit 
evc^ individual io the entrenchment to proceed to AlEaliahad nnmoleeted., 
This agreement was drawn up in writing, signedp sealed, and ratified by 
a Bolemu oath, by the Nana, 

All hostile priDeeedingfl were slopped on both sides from the CTening 
ot the 24th. The 2t)th was omplojod by tho English people in 
preparing for their journey ; and ii few o^ecT^ wore allowed to go on 
clephautH to see the boatSj provided as above. 

On t!i 0 morning of the 27th a number of earlg^ doolies, and 
elephants, were sent to the eutrenchmGnt by the Nana, to cnnble the 
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women aad dnldren and aick to p™e«di to the river side. 11 is reported 
that the persoDS that came oat tliat morning from the ent reach meat 
ikmoiinted to nhoqt 450; And a general plunder took place of what 
property the officers and others were obliged to abandon in the 
entrenchineiit. 

The meti and officers were allowed lo take thesr imiie aiidainniiiDi>« 
tion mth thom^ and were iscorted by nearly the whole of the rebel 
army. 

It was nboat 3 o'clock A^BT. when all reached the river side^ ^ 
diaiaikce of abont a milo-and-a-half; those tliafc embarked lirst managed 
to let their boats go ; thos three or four boats got off a short distanccp 
though deserted by tbeir crows; but tho rest found dtlflcnlty in pushing 
them off the bauks, as tlie rebels had previously hud them placed 
high in the mud os possible^ on purpoHc to cause delay. 

la the meantioiQ the report of three gnm was hoard from tho Xana's 
camp, which was the iignal {m pre^dmisly arranged) for Lhe mtibiiieere 
to firo upnn and kill all tho English; and jaeeordinglj the work of 
deBtructiDii commenced^ Tha boats' crews and others were ordered to 
get ft way ^ some of the boat^i were set on firc^ nod volley upon volley of 
musketry was fired upon the poor fugitives, numbem of whom were 
tilled on the spot; fell overboard, and abtempbed to escape by 

Hwiroming, but were picked off by tho bullets of the sepoys^ who 
followed them oti shora, and in breast-deep water. A few bnat^? crossed 
over to tha opposite bank, but thoro a regiment of Native lafantry 
(the 17th) just arrived from Arimgnrh, had placed itself In such a 
uiannoT aA to prevaTit thoir escape. The boats were thea seized upon 
on both banks, the riror not being very broudj and every man tbat 
flurvived was put to tha sword* The women and cLildred, moat of 
whom were wounded, some with throe or four bullet-shots iu thatn, were 
spared and brought to the Xana^s eampj and placed iu a pukka builds 
iiigfc called '^Subada KotheOp*' and for the first three daj~B no atteotidn 
was paid to them* beyond giving them a smsll rjuuntity of jiturched gmm 
each daily fur food, and water to rlrink, leaving them to lie on the Lard 
ground without any sort of beddiugp mats, kc. 

One young lady, however, was sobod upon [fcported to be General 
'Whcoler's daughter) and taken away by a trooper of the 2ud Light 
Cavalry to bb bomcj whero she at niLjht, finding a favorable oppor¬ 
tunity* sectired the troopers sword, and Tvith it^ after killing him and

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At suD^@t of tte aajiie day (27th of Jttoe) the Naiui hiid a gen^ml 
review of i^ll his troops, said to coasist of eoq)a, or portion^ of corp^, 
noted beltiWp^ and which had joined at Gawnpore, from timo to 
timop sincfl the 6Lh of June 1357, wbkli asjserabied an the plain of 
Subadap on tho north of our vacated eatreDehinent, Here three salutea 
were fired from the hea.\y gnoa, one of twenty-oiie gnna for the Natia 
as Sovoreign; nineteen for his brother, Balia Sahib, 03 Govemtir- 
OenemI; soveDteen gnus for Jo walla Parshand (a IJrahinm), 03 Corn- 
man der-in-Cbief: after which tlie so-callcd Governor-General gave a 
Ebort flpeecb to the army* praising them for their great courtiga and 
bravery in obtftiiimg a eompleto victory over the British at Cawnpore 
and promising them a lakh of rupeea as a rcwLtrd fur their labours which, 
however, was pnt off from daj to day, and the army never saw a pice of 
iL 

The Kona and bb etaff tbon returned to their tentoj under tbo 
Emuo salutes^ 

In the meantimep people fuUowod after the adiranoe boats, which 
had gone adrift at the first setting off, and which contained a good 
number of officers, soldiere, and thoir families; they went a few miles, 
hill returned without success. The boats did natp however, escape alto¬ 
gether, but were captured by the remindar of Dow reea Khcj-ni, named 
Babu Bambux, near Futtebpore; and tho fugitives, about 115, were all 
eent back ou carts to the Nana; t.bey reached on tha let of Jiity, and on 
tlm evening of the eanie day all men and officers, about fieventy-fivo or 
eighty* were killed in cold blood; an officer's lady with her child clung 
to her husband so that it was impossible to separate them, and they 
wore killed together. The women and children 00 this occasion amonot* 
ed to about tliirty-fivc in number, making a total of the prisoners, in-

membera of their family, about 150 in oU, These were thea removed 
from the Subeda Kothee into a small bnilding (near the Assembly 
iwjms), QT 1 t-buiIdinga of the medical depAt, lately uccupied bv Sir 
George Parker, where they lefiiaiacd in close custody, rMeiviag only a 
small quantity of rlali and ckupjtatiea daily for food for the first few 
day?, after which a little meat and milk for the children was allowed, as 
also clean clothes wefe issued from those forclbiy taken fram the washer^ 
men of the station, who had thoni for wasb, previous to the Dntbreok; a 
awccpcT woman and hheestic were also allowed: some few of the sufferers 
died in bondage from want of care and altcntioiL It is not easy to de- 
flcribe, but it may be imagined, the misery of so many helplesa pereons. 
some wounded, othcra sick, and all labouring under the greatest agony 
of heart for the loss of those, so dear to them, who had ao recently 
been killed (perhajn before their own eyes), cooped up night and day 
in a small low pukka-roofed house, with but four or sis very small 
rooms, and that in the hottest season of the year, without beds or 
punkhas, f;>r a whole fortnight, watcbwl most carefully on all aides, 
by a HEt of unmannerly, hrutiah, rebelUoiis sepoya. 

It IS reported that the lives of tho iKwr women were spared by 
the Nana from bad motives, and that ]io appointed a wicked old hag to 
persuade the Lolpleas creatures to yield to his wishes j this message, 

I ieATD, was conveyod to the womea with great art. accompanied by 
throats and hopes, but it is pleasiug to find that it was received with 
great mclignatioo, and a firm resolutton to die, or kill each other with 
their own teeth, If aoy foreibic means were employed to seduce them. 

All this while the Kona continued to receive ranny more troops, 
which, after mutinying, had left their respective atationa, anti poured 
m from all sides into Cawnpore. ao that about the 10th of July, there 
were near upon SO,000 armed fighting men of all classes at his 
command, and t he depredation thoy committed in the city waa os- 
resaive. Many rich Mahajuos were ptunderod and reduced to beggary 
and the poorer ctasacs of people sufferiul in prepurtion; every person 
who appeared respectable or well-to-do in the world was assailed, 
and his house searched, under the plea of haring E.impeons hid 
in It, hut really for no other purpose than to plunder whatever pro¬ 
perty he might have worth taking. It is hnyKissible to describe all 
the wickedness these wretches coniinittcd during ao sliurt a time. 
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Fresh eoqji were being mbsed, imd reeniita daily enterfcaiiaeA A 
new horse-battery WEISS forracd. The ^ecomdars all around wets di- 
rooted io briag in the revenue due by them. New offices were 
created, and beatowed daily npoa fayorites. The Ganges Canal 
(built with BO much trouble, and at so great a co^t to Governmeat) 
was bestowed upon the viilaia Admoollab, who, togother with about 
150 of tho ITufisulmaa troopers of the 2nd Regiment, Light Cavaliy^ 
and Tuka Sing, SubadaT of the same regiment, (created a Brigadier- 
Goneral of tho Cawnporo Division at the time), wero at the bottom 
of all mlacbieh It wa^ through their instigation that the Europeana 
were killed in cold bloody as described above* as also, the gentlemen 
and ladies wibh their families that Jiad arrived from Futtehgurh 
whilst our entrenchment was besieged, who were gIeo murdered in tha 
most inhiinian mannorby tho above wretches^ 

The Nana caused to be proclaimed by boat of tom-tom^ through¬ 
out Cawnpore and its districts, that he bad entirely conquered the 
British, whoso period of reign in India having been completed, they 
were defeated at Delhi, Bomhaj^Sre,, and dare uot put foot lii Cawnpore 
any more, as ho was well prepared to meet any numberj and to drive 
them away fran all India. He, however, soon found out hig mistake, 
for it was not long before intimatioD was roeoiv^d of the airival 
of the British force at or near FTittchpore; 10,000 troopa were sent 
to meet and beat it back to Allahabad, but the cowardly wetchca 
aeon found out, to their cost, how miserably inferior they were in 
courage to the European soldiers. The result of the fight is too w'eU 
knowii to require repetition here. Eoinforcement after reinforcemcnti 
was sent by the Nana^ but to no effect ; until, at last, ho himself 
headed a fresh r£?inibrcemeQfc and proceeded to tho seat of war, which 
had approached within twenty miles of Cawnpore, but, on arrival, he 
found hb own couragn no better thau the rest of the villainoufl 
rebels, and that there was nothing better for hiiu than to mu for his 
life; he did so, and with him the whole of bis boasting army. 

Ou arrival at Cawnpore, the entire population was &o pnnie-^trueb 
that, leaving hauac and property, every man that had a hand In the 
rebellion took to his heole; and it is stated that there never seen 
so great a flight as on that occasion. People deserted their fiimLlies 
on the way to escape with their own lives, From noon till oiidoight 
nothing hut ininmase raoba were seen rqsbiug away rw last as pos^iblo 
towards the we.^t; some crossed over to Lucknow from Bithoor CJhat, 
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otheiB went towards Delhi, and ibe most part of tbe city people 
hid themselvefi in the Delghbourio^ villagee, where they were nicely 
robbed by tha zeniinilar?, 

The aepoye nio eaid to have been possessed of nn immense deal of 
money, mostly in goldmohurs, wliieh they purchased at a great 
premium, having paid as far no 28 or 30 rupees for one (usually of the 
value of Rs. 20), These men paid a rupee a-hcad to the ferry to croa 
the river, on the banks of which they pitched awuy theirrauakets, coats, 
pantuloonB, &a, and dlspcrued iu dilTerent diieetiona into the district. 

Just after the defeat at Futtolipone of the rebob, a few spies 
(whether real or imaginary it is not known) were brought to the Nana 
as the bearers of lettera supposed to have been written to the 
Bntish by the helpless females in the prison; and with it some of tha 
MahfljuDs and the Bengalees of tho city wore believed to be impU^ 
cuted. It was therefore agreed that the said spies, together with all 
the woTuen and children, as also the few gentlemen whoee liv« had 
heen spared (said to ho sii in number out of IT officers who had been 
captured about tho 10th or llr,h July on their way, by water, from 
Futtahgurh to this, and whose deaths were also delayed under promiso 
of a ransom), should all be put to death, and that the Babus of tho 
city, and every indiridual who could read or write English, efaould 
hare their right hands and noses cut off, The Brat order was carried 
out immediately, i. s,, on tho evening of the 15th of July, and a decrea 
was issued to apprehend the Native Babus, &c., aftor tho Napa’s 
return from the field of battle, where he poeeoded, as described abore, 
on the 10th of July, after causing the murder, on the 15th, of the 
English pri^ncTd. 

The Native epies were first put to the awold.and after them the 
gentlemen, who wore brought oat from theout-bnildlngs in which con, 
fined, and shot with bullets f thereafter tho poor females were ordered 
to come out, but neither threats nor pereuusiona could induce them 
to do so. They laid hold of each other by dozens, and cluog so eJose 

that it waa impossible to separate or drag them out of the building. 

Ihc troepore therefore brought musketa, and after firing a great many 
abots from the doore, windows, &e,, rushed in with swords and 
ayonets. Some of the helpless creatures in their agony fell down ab 
c feet of their murderers, clasped their lege, and begged in the moai 
ptUffilnmuuer to spare their lives, but to no purpore. The fearful 
deed was done meat dclibemtely and complctdv, in the midst of the 
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most dimdful dbrieks and cries of the victims. There ^rere between 
14D and 150 gotikp iaeladiag obLIdrcn; and from a little before suiiset 
till candle-light was occupied m completing the dreadful deed The 
doors of the buildings were then locked for tho night, and the mur* 
dcrers went to their homefl* Next morning it was founds on opening 
the doors, that some 10 or 15 females, with a few of the ehildran* had 
managed to escape from death by falling and hiding under the mnr* 
dored bodies of their fellow prieonera. Fresh anier was there fore seat 
to murder these also; but the BuiwiToris not being able to bear tho 
idea of being out down, rushed out into the compound^ and seeing a 
well there, threw themselves into it wiLhout hesitation, thus putting a 
period to lives which it was imposBiblo for them to save. The dead 
bodies of those murdered on the preceding evening wore then ordered 
to be thrown into the same well, and juUuds^ were emplovcd, to drag 
them away like dogB, 

It is too horrible to recount further on this subject; on the night 
of the Ifith July, the station waa deserted by the rebels, ns etated 
abovop and early next morning the English troops took paAsession of 
it, but not before the wretches had set fire to and blown up the ma- 
gazinep wbkb was done by the lost guard loft by the NanUp at about 
fi AM -

If he merely relieves 
the beleAgnorod garriaon of Luck now, and, after accompliahing that 
object, Lnskmtlj re-crosacs^ the Gnngas into our own provinces, it ^Lll 
be thonght and believed throughnat India that he had signally failed 
to re-ci>uquar Oujh and that he was driven out of tho province by force 
of amiji, I'he im^urgonts, though beateci before Lucknow^ would 
assuredly collect again3 and follow up the retiring army, prevent sup- 
plies from coming into camp, and reduce onr troops to great stralia 
and hazard when rE^rosaing tho Ganges, the passage of which, when 
wholly unopposed, the Brigiulinr-Oeneral describes as having benn a 
very difiBcult and tedious operation; but, he adds, "Cnlonol Tvtieria

all obstacles."' If tho passage of the Ganges was so difficult and ledi- 
oiua when no opposition was offered, Lhore cjm bo no qiiestion that the

down to Batiinp Tirhoot, Chuprsh, and Purtieah, Surely nothing short 
of the most imperative necessity would justify our ruiiniog such riaka 
as I ha VO deacribod, aod I maiutaiu that no such neceagity exists, 
may lose—i>erhjips have lost—the conutiy around Agnt; but it 
would be hard to convince my that any number of inutineEj^i ami 
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imnirgentE tlmt qnn porasflily be eongregat^d before the pkce can evier me* 
iraed in q^ipturiug the fort of Agm, a strong a^nd regular rottiGeatiotij 
thorough I j nrrnod i^'ilh heavy gtina of siege caiibre, manned by an 
European garrison of at leiy^t 1,000 men, ttidoding the ToluntecTB. and 
niih a prineljml arsenal, thoroughly supplied ’ftith every munition of 
Tvar^ within tbo Trails, Jf the authorities have negloqt-od to collect and 
store proviaiona, the garrison may be starved into submis&iDn^ of course, 
but otherwise the fort of Agra is perfectly safe. 

We have authentic information that reiuforcenienta, to the eitent 
of 3,250 men of all arrnSf with a considerable number of addilionat giins. 
Were sura to reach Delhi diLring the first week of this inouth ; and Sir 
Henry Barnard hoa stated, in bia letter to the Lieu ten aiit-Guvemor 
of the ISth June, that with this adflition to Ilia strength the eompletn 
nvcithrow of Delhi would he Eecnred, and easily accomplished , and ia 
this opinioD of the Goneial I entirely concur. 

For all these reasons, therefore^ 1 am atrongly opposed to General 
Havel Qck^a force quitting Ondh, and I very urgcetly recommend that 
instnictions to coinplete the re-conquest of Lhat province may he 
forwaitltd to him^

have got into boats and started on the river

A traveller, who came to Cawnpore from Calcutta, had heaitl that 
first the Council met for the purpose of distributing cartridges to take 
away the religiou of the Hindustnois. The inteutioa of the Council 
was this, that when tho religioufl business cotnes on^ 7,000 or a,000 
Europeans wilt kill about 50,000 Hindustanis; then all will become 
Christians^ The Bonac of ihis proposal was sent to Queen Victoria, and 
she having approved of it i^vcml CounciU were hold, which were joined 
by the European merchants, This doterminntion was come to, that so 
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mmy Europ^aH soldiera should itgk&d for^ that na matter how maiiy 
Hioduatanifl there were in the day of battle, they ahould he defeated. 
When this request was known in England, Sa.OOQ soldiers set out m shipa 
for Hindustan ; anti when tho nowa of their departure reached Galeutta, 
orders were then issued to serve out the carlHdgca, with the fijted pur- 
poeo of making the army ChrLstijms l and then the christianizing of 
the rynta would be quickly accomplished. The cartridges were smeared 
with tho fat of pigs and bullDcke, the news of which waa recmTed from 
the Bcngaleea employed in making them. For saj^ing this one of these 
men was put to death, and all the othera put iu prison. While they 
were doing this the Vakeel of the Saltan eent him nawa from London 
that 35,00d soldiers had set out for Hiudiistao to christianizo the 
people there. The Sultan ordered tho King of Egypt thus i This ia no 
time for peace; do you deceive Queen Victoria^ becaniRe my Vakeel 
has writ tea that 35,000 men, for the purpose of christianizing the 
army and people of Hindustan, have set out for that countiy. Now 
the remedy for this is difficult for me' but i^ 1 neglect this how shall 
I show my fsice bofom God t and Bome day the like will happen to 
my?elf, for if the English ctnistianize India they will do the same to my 
country also.'' On receipt of this order the King of Egypt, before the 
assembly land ariadgeinent of the European force, sent his own army to 
AleEsnrlria, which is on the road to India. Immediately on the ar¬ 
rival of the European army, that of the King of Egj-pt bi?gan to fire 
on them from all sides with gnna, and having destroyed the ships, sunk 
them, and not one European escaped. The English in Calcutta* after 
having issued the order for biting the carfcritlges, and ezeiting this rebel- 
liou, were awaiting rcinforccmcDla from Loudon, for the great Ggd* 
from his complete oumipntonco, is first, and his decrees are accomplish¬ 
ed. When the news of Lha destruction of the London anny arriTed, 
the Governor-General wes much afflicted and grieved, and he lamented 
*^Iu the nightj murder and robbery; in the mcruiug neither head upon

I paraded the detachment, and s|>uko to them all, both 
British and Natives, I congratulated the former ou having come into 
a camp of heroic soldiers, who had six tiuiea met the enetiTv, and every 
time defeated him and captured Ida catinoa. The lascaraat tlib tnonienS 
were facing the detachment; I tunied to them, and told thorn what

I advanced npou it, turued tfie 
pQj^Uiou hy its led aod drove the mutipee]^ and rebels out of it with 
gri^at slaugUtcT, Tliey had eight or ten goiia beyond the causeway, 
two on tliia side of it ; two of those beyond wer^ a+-pouuders: the whole 
were kept at sach a distaiice and withdrawn so rapid]v that we never 
got a lair t^ight of them; none, therefore, foil into otir hands^ but two on 
I he walla which had been capt ured on the 20th ultimo and diainanUod 
by the ComniEiiidaTitof ArtilL^ry ; wj imperrectly* however* that the 
oneiuy again fired out of thom. The ensmy*^ dead strewed the towun 
I e$tlioate their loss at 300 killed and wounded, 1 returned to t Ida

I must prepare \ our Eicvllency for tny abandonment* with great 
grief and rolnetauce, of the hope of relieving Lucknow.

Leing re-oeeupiefl correct, The two heavy ggna (24-pounders) and two 
24-poDi»iJer howitzers were oidered to advance by the mad, SiJC gUQSj 
the TStli Hjghianders, and the Sikhs under Colonel Hamilton, ivcre to 
tnrij Lhelcffc of the viDage by our right; and the liiLMaJruii Fmsiliers 
and the h4Lh Foot were to coTor the turning column with the heavy 
guns, ^rbe liiovemoot espolla^i tho enemy early from the sonii, but 
they held olksbinately the villages imiaediately oil the other aide of 
the sh^et teyoinl tho serai. 

They were hirasd out of ihiH by the guns; on advancing we meti 
fourgimSi posted on, nis J to the right and k-ft of the ruad ; oiir heavy 
gnns oslcisced them, untl they w'ene wlthdmwD^ the enemy retiring 
bluwlyp forced back but not beaten. It was purely nn artillery liglit, 
the illFantry only occupying the villages when the eneuij were expell¬ 
ed, 'I'he villages oo our right and left were hold to the J&^tby tho 
ei-emy, who continued to lire at long distauces; some went to the rear, 
and we liad to send the Sikhs with two guos to hold lire serai and pro- 
t^ct oiir Lziggrige* 

We lost t wo killed and tw^enty-three wounded In this ekirmish. The 
enoiny lost heavily from the firnt (ireefonr 2 t-ponndcni The whole tmns- 
aetion was niDst, unsatj.sfactyry^ only two fiiiialL Lron gnnH, fonmerfy cap¬ 
tured by and destroyed in our idcfl^ being taken. It becatoe painful ly 
evident to all that we could never reach Lnekaow ; wo had three 
strong positions to force, defended by fifty guns and 30,000 mern One 
nigh t and a day had cost ii?, iu sick and wcundciJ, 104< Europeans and 
a fonrtb of ourgim ammmiition: this dues not inelude our kilted and 
dead, some ten men. We had 1,010 effective Europeaiis^ and could, 
cousequcntljT parade &00 or to; the nicn are cowled by the Bumbers op¬ 
posed to thnni^ and the endless Hghting. Every' village la held against 
n^, the zemnidars having risen to epixise us; all the men kiSktl yester¬ 
day were zemiudarB. We know them to be all around as iii bodies of 
500 or COO* iiidepeiidcnt of I he irgular levies,^ 1 tberefoie had no 
hesitation in giving it ns ftiy opniicm that the fone had no chance 
whatever of forcing iLa way Into Lucknow^ and that it was sacrtBcjug 
it Without a chance of beneliling the garri&on ; that Gawnpore, with 
500 men (cne-hulf aick)^ would be in groat danger, and liatl no 
chojice of being reinforced j according lo your telcgmm. All were of 
the EH me ojunionj and we retired to our position, five tniies from the

briek-honEesofBithoor. 1 must do tho mutineers the justice to pro¬ 
nounce that they fought obstinately; othcrwiM they could not for a 
whole hour have hold their own. even with much advantagoa of ground, 
against my powerful artillery firo; the streams prevented ray turning 

them, and my troops were received, in assaulticg the position, by a 
heavy rifle and musketry fir® from the rifle and battalion eorapames 
enERged; but, after a severe streggle. the enemy were driven hack, 
their guns captured, and infenlty chased off tho field, in full retreat 
towards Seorajporo. Had I poBsessed cavalry, not a rebel or motinecc 
could have reached that place alive; as it is, they shall not long 
rcmsdii there unmolebted. 

The loss of the enemy is estimated at 250 killed and wounded; 
tflinc is 49. and my numbera are further reduced by sunstroke and

the disease had taken a milder form, and I trust will hn^e etkLirely 
teased by this tima. At midnight Mr. Yulo came on board to mform 
me that the 5th Irregular Cavalry, stationed at Bhflgulporn, hud moun¬ 
ted their horses and ded (with their iinaB> three houm before, thoiigii 
oply just reported to him- It appear that as onr steamer aud llafc 
exhibited only about twenty soldiers, they imagined that aatrooger body 
was coiiceatedj with the pnrpoie of flurprbitJg and disarming them 
daring the nighty W'hich caused tbo panic under which they tied. Half 
of their Native officers reinaiaed. The troopem molested do one, and 
loft all their property behind them. Before our departure, shortly 
aEter daybreak on the 16th, Mr, Yule reported that he bad ascertained 
the Cavalry had taken the direction of Bowsee, thirty-six miles from 
Blmgiilpore, where the hcad-i|^uartera of the 32iid Native InlaDtTy 
nre stationed* 

To- this moment we have learnt nothing ftirthor of their proceed¬ 
ings, nor whether or not they induced the 32nd Regiment to follow 
their example ; but the flight of the sowamj having been report^^d by 
telegraph to Monghyr and Diriapore, hud created, we found on arrival 
at those places, a verj* uunecessaiy alarm, 

Mr^ Tucker (of Monghyr) had withtlmwn his detachment of. 
Euro|hiftns (fifty nien of the 5th Fuadiers) into the fort, some three 
miles in dmiiit, ML the gates of which, except one, he had closed up, 
and the . town was left without any protection. Certainly fifty 
European soldiors could be no real protection to ao extensive a place^ 
but their mere appearance in the town gave a sense of socurity to the 
people and taking them away to shut them up in tlis fort had, of 
course^ the very contrary effect. 1 therefore wrote to Mr. Tucker, 
reinonficrating against tbo measure, and cauHcd corresponding instruc- 
lions to be conveyed officially to the officer commandiug ; I also direct¬ 
ed the Coiumanding Officer at Baghpore to send up to ilonghyr thirty 
of hia party of Eiiropeans, the rctnainder of his dctochmeub being 
quite sofficicut for that placc^ in addition to the Hill ItaDgers^ aud 
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bott places hare now as nnicli ELLTopean jirotactloQ aa can poaathlj 
be afforded, aad quite as much aa la acedcd to give confidence. 

On arrival near Patna, the night before Inati I learnt that the 
pMiic had extended to Diaapor^, and that the 90th Regiment, which had 
passed up the rlrer four days before, had been recalled^ I imineiiLaktely 
despatched an ejcpress to prohibit tbo return of tho regiment^ but 
unfortnnfitelj it did not reach in time to stop the retum Teasels, which 
came baclt ye-stcr-CTeniJig^ afifl, t regret to say, with cholera on hoanl 
(a doctor and three mon had died); this has necessitated landing the 
men in order to cleanse and purify the vessels, which <®niiob be ready 
for their reception before to-momiw evenings The delay thus caused 
in the advance of this regiment, and the dUenfle likely to bo eugon* 
dered by prolonged confinement on board crowded boats dnring the 
present extreme beat;, is the more parlslcnlarly proToking as there is, in 
realitT, no cause whatever for alarm here. Sn satisfied am I on this 
subject (after the precautions I have ordered to ho carried out, tho 
mountmu-train guna being placed at the opinm godowns in such a 
position as to elEectiially protect them, and nt the same time overawe 
the town, See.), that I have ordered a detachment of 100 men of the 
90th Regiment, which had been kept back here, tn rejoin the regi¬ 
ment j and another lOO men of the fiti Fusiliers, who also had been 
retained here, I would likewise send away, wera it not they are re¬ 
quired for the town duties, which could not safely be eutmafced to tho 
10th Regiment, under the lax dlscipUno ami exasperated feelings it 
displays towards untivcs of all classes just now ; distressing evidence 
if not positivE proof, of which will be fumiahed to Government ag 
aeon 03 the Court of Inquiry* now sitting, closes its proeoedings as to 
the authors of the cold-blooded murder of aovorol of the sapop 
who bad not gone off with th ^3 mutinccra. and which there is too much 
reason to- believe was perpetrated by the Boldiora in reyengo for tho 
slaughter of their comiades at Arrah.

But I 
was unable for want of troops to mareh on Lucknow. 

Mj force, which lost men lu action, and bos been assailed in the most 
awful way by cholem, is reduced to 700 in the field, eateliiaivc of delaeh- 
inenU which guard the entrenchments here, and keep open corntnunicn- 
tion with AUahabixd. I am theatenod by a force of 5,000 men from 
C walioT, with somo twenty or ihirij' gima. I am ready to fight anything; 
but the above are great odds, and a battlo lost here would do the interest 
of the State much damage. I solicit Yonr Excellency to send mo reinforqo- 
ments. I can then assume the initiativa, and march to Agra and Delhi 
wherever my sorvioea may be required. With S,000 British soldiers 
nothing conld stand before me and my powerful artiSleiy. I shall soon 
have equipped eighteen guns, ais of siege calibre; hot I want artillery¬ 
men and officers, and infiintiy soldiers.

The approbation of my opcrotioiis and views convoyed to me by 
so diadnguiflhed a soldier, mope than repays nio for the laboTirn 
and responaibdities of two arduous cainpaigns, undertaken, of necesaity, 
at a most unpropitioua season; my soldiers will as highly and deeply 
value Tour Excellency’s commendation. I am for the present unable to 
give them shelter from the extreme inclemency of the weather, and the 
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repo&e of which they stand in need; biifcaicknESa cootinueg incur muka 
losse moD hy ctiolem m tho uuuilHir of sia: dnily. 1 wiil frankly 
make koown to Your Excellency my pro^rpeets for the foturc. If 1 can 
if^eive pronipt rcinfomemeots, ^ ils Lc make tip my fame to 2^U09 or to 
2,o00 men, I can hold this place with a high haad^ protect my com* 
municabioDS with abythiug that comes Against me; and be ready to take 
a part m active operations on the ceasatiim of the rains, T may be attack¬ 
ed fooni Gwalior by the tuiitiuctis coiitlngetib-r wdth 5,000 nien and 30 
guns, Of by the Goorkhas which are assembling at Furruckabad under 
rebellious nababa, which have also a fonnidiible artillery; bub aa they 
can partly uuitej. I emn defeivt either or both in fights ; but if regimenta 
cannub be sent me^ I see no alternative but abandoning for a time the 
advantages I have gained in this part of India and retiring u]K>n Al¬ 
lahabad, where evei^^ thing will be arganised for a triumphaut advance 
in the cold season. It is pamfol to report that, in the latter event, 
Cawnpore, and the sumjnjiding countries, m fact the whole Doab, would 
be abandoned to rapiuo and misery, and Agra will fall unsupported* I 
do not consider that our force would be compromised, for in trtitb tbo 
case* (base) of the operation is, strange to say, like the Punjab. 1 
have ondcavaurcid bricHy to state my ease, and muat leave the dedsloa 
of the important quei^bion involved in it to Your EiceLlency, 

1 do most earnestly hope that you will be abto to provide prompt 
remfoi'coments ; my csommunications with Allahabad will be quite safe 
as soon aa detachraent^ begin t<i pass upwards. I had sufficiently 
exphnacil the danger to which I am exposed should tha enemy at 
Gwalior Lakeiho initiative, and move on Calpeo with his impoaiiig farce; 
it ia to my left rear; and a forco would at the flame time endea¬ 
vour to cross from Oudh to Futtahpore; this would cut in my roar, and 
prevent oven the advance of my reinforce men Ls. I hav© sent a steamer 
to destroy bis boats, but have no news of its succot. The Fistruckrtbad 
force would also aasiul^me, nod this column, hiLherto triumphaut, would 
be destroyed. The Gwalior force on the Jutuoa is 5,000 strong, with 
thirteen guns. Tho foitie, thrcateoiiig Futtehpore and Dalmow Ghaut 
may at any momeut, by the foil of Lucknow, swell to 20,000, ivith a]] the 
disposable artillery of the province. The Fnrruckabafl force k 12,000 
tneu with twelve guns. If I do not get any promko of reinforcement 
from Your Excellency, by return of telegraph, I wull retire at oaco to¬ 
wards AllahabfuL I cim no longer bear a defencelees entrenehment;

brancea, such as sick. Sec., would be lea at the different stations or posts 
along the road, and the troops in being conveyed by steam would 
suffer loss than if obliged to march, and Havelock's anxiety about hia 
ptet wolijd bo ^uiove^s 

In offering these remarks or suggostiona to you, who arendquainted 
with the country, [mople, aud difficulties attending the moTementa you 
propose, it IS not with any view to fetter vour judgment and poifect 
freedom of action, but I luentioii these os they occur to me in writing 
to you, and I think I nvay vouture tosay that the tneasurea you may 
doom most advisable to pursue. wHJ receive the approval uf the 
Governor-General.

The road to Lucknow by Jaunpotc ia bad; it lies through a country 
in inaurroction; there would be great difficulty ia keeping communica- 
Uans open in your roar; there would be no safe places ot which to leave 
the aick and wounded; supplies must be uncertain; the march will ho 
160 miles, and wiU not be eased or expedited by carriage or water 
oonveynnec. 

The road by Allahabad and Cawnpore is much longer; but none 
of these objections apply to it. It will bring you into junction with 
tienecal Havelock’s force, which, considering the small strength of each 
force, teems very neceaeary; and if the Gwalior regiments advance, 
you will have them in front. But the road by Jatinpore msy have 
advantages of which 1 am not aware; and I nin confident that your 
delibemte judgment will decide for the best. 

It is not probable that tho rolief of the Locknow garrison will be 
facilitated by the ahandonraont of Cawnpore; bat, if this should be the 
case, do not hesitate to abandon it. The political importance of it, and 
the cost of recovering it, are not to be weighed against the relief of 
Lucknow. 

Accounts from Lucknow to the 16th woro received last night. 
There are 350 Europeans and 300 Katives; hot they have ISO rick, and 
460 women and children, and no carriage; they cannot therefore cut 
their way out. They are hard pressed; but a reduction to half rations 
will enable them to hold out till the 10th of next month. 

Endeavour to communicate with Colonel Inglis, and tell him 
that he ia not to Core for tho treasuro if it ehonlcl bo on cncurahranrc, 
but that ha may use it any way for the release of the gnmuoiL

I 
ordered the cavalry under Captain Johnson Mid Lieulenont Havelock to 
pursue them, and followed up myself^ with all pfacticaWe speed, with tbo 
infuntrii' and guna. We found the cavalry had driven the enemy into 
their boate, which were fastened to the shore, and were maintaining n. 
brink fire on them from the bank abovep On tho arrivnl of the detach- 
merits of Her Majesty's 5th Fusiliers and C4rth Foot under Captaiaa 
Johnson and Turner, the hre of our mii^kotTy into the densely crowded 
boats was most tellitig, but the enemy still defended themsalves to 
the ntmujit, until the guns under Lieutenant Gordon opened firo, when 
the rebels instantly threw' themsclvcsp panic-stricken* into the riverL

The hemi of mj coiLiiiin first suffered fiota 
the fire of hia aa it was cotnpellcMj to pass along the Trunk ilosid 
between niorasees: but aa soon ns my reginients could bedepIoji?d along 
bis front, artd his right enveloped by my left, victory dochired for us 
and we captured five guns. Blr J, On tram, with his aecnstDincd gal¬ 
lantry, prLssccl on in admoca close down to the caimJ i bnt fis the enemy 
fed* his artiller}^ with guns from the city^ it wna not possible to mam- 
tain thiSj or a less advancod pngition, for a tinao taken up ; but it 
hecjime neceesary to t1ir*w our right on the Alnmbnghp and rafuse our 
left; and even then we were incessaatly cannonaded throughodt 
the 2-ith, aud the enemy g cavnliy-j. 1^^500 strongp crept round through 
lofty cultivation^ and made a suflden iiTiiption upon the baggage 
massed in our rear^ The scildiertt of tho 90th, fiumiug tbo baggngg 
guards received them with great gallantryjbut last some brave oDicera 
ond men ; shooting dawn, however, 25 of the tpoofjers, and putting 
the wholo bully to flighty They were finulJy driven to ii distance by 
two guns of Capttiin OlpberE^fi battery. 

The troops had been marching for throe daj^ under a perfect 
deluge of rain. irregulEuly fed, and badly housed in viLhigcs. It waa 
thought ncceesary to pitch tents and permit them to halt on tho 
S kh. Tire a^waolt on the city was deferred until ihe 25th. That morning 
our baggage auJ Lents were deposited In tlie Alnmbngh under an 
escort, and we advanced The first brigaflo, under Sir Jamci! 
Outnim^fl personal leatiingp drove tho enemy from n succoasfion 
u[ gardens and walkd enclosTircBp supported by the 2nd Brigade 
which t accompanied. Both brigades were established on the camd at 
the bridge of Charbagh* 

From this point the direct mud to the Re&idcncy was something 
leas than two miles, hnt it was known Eo have been cut by trenches* 
titid crossed hy pnliflutleg at short intcrvnla, the bon«w, nJso, being „li 
Impholod. Progress in thLs direction was irajfOssibJe; so the nnitwl 
column pushed on, detounDg idtjng the nfurow rond which skirts tho 
left bunk of the canttL Its advauco was net seriously inteirupM 
imm it hnd coiue gppogito the Kbg^s pniace or the Kuiwrbagh where 
two guns nnd ci body of niereenaty troops were entrenched. From 
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tliia ^jQlreiictnietit a fire cfgmpij anti niii«^etry wreis opened tinder whicli 
nolhlDg could livn. The ai tilleiy und troops hnd to pasis a bridge par- 
tiallj under its inflifunee, but were then aliTtiiidud by Clie bulldiisga 
adjacent to the palace nf Funded Buk&h. 

Darkness waa tjdming and Sir Jatnes Ontmm at fust proposed* 
to halt T^ithin the courts of the Mehnl for the night, but I esteemed ib 
to be of such iiuportance to lot the beleaguered gnrnson know thati 
succour was at band, thnt^ with hhi nlLiiuat-n snnntion I directed Ibe main 
boily of the TSth Highlanders and the regiment of Forozepore to ndraDce. 
This column miihed on i.vith a desperate gnlbntry led by Sir Jaraea 
Outram and myself and Lieutenants Hudson and IlnTgood of my staff, 
thnnigh streets of iJnt-TOofod loopholed bous^,^ from which a perpetual 
fire was kept np, and overcoming cvoiy obstacle, eetabliahod itaolf 
within the enclosure of thu Besidency, The Joy of the garrifion may be 
more easily conceived than described ibnt it not trill the nest even* 
ing that the whole of my troep«, guns, tumbrils^ and sick and wounded* 
continually exposed to the attackA of the enemy, could bo brought 
step by stepi within this enceinte tmd the adjacent palace of thoFureeJ 
Bnksh. To form an adequate idea of the eba.taclcs overcome a reference 
must be made to tho ovents that arc known to h[bve occurred at Bnenou 
Aytes and Saragossa. Our advance was through sLreat 3 > of houses such 
aa 1 have described and thus each forming a separate forti^^s^i. I am 
filled with stirprise at the ffucccsii of the opemtien which dcmandtHl the 
efforts of 10,000 good troops ; the advantage gained ha« cost ub dear. 

The tilled, wounded and miseing, the bttor being wounded soldiam 
who, I much foftr — sotoc or all^—have fallen Into the hauda of a mercilcfla 
foe, amounted, up to the evening of the 20 th, to 535 oCBcera and meu, 
Brigndler-Gcnenil Nodi, Commanding Brigade; Major Cooper, 
BrigadierjConunrviiLliiig Artillery^ ■ LieiiteunDt-CnloaelEnzely^a volimtoer 
with the force, are kEkil Culonel Campbell, Commanding ffOtb Light 
Infjintry; Lieutouaut'^Coloiiel Tytler, my Deputy Aa^istaut Qnnrtor* 
master'Generul; and Lieutenant Havelock* my Deputy Assistant AdjU' 
taut-Gencral* are severely, but not dangeroLicdy, wounded. 

Sir James Outmiu received n flesh wound iu the arm m the early 
part of the action near Chaibagh, hut nothing would subdue bia spirit; 
and, though Taint from loss of blood, ho coutlnueJ, to the end of the 
fiction, to flit on his horse, which he only dismounted at the gate of the 
Eesidency* As ho has now a^rsumeil the command I leave to him the 
narrative of all events auhseqnent to the Itiib,

been receiTed nfler them^and that its pnhlicatiQii has not been delayei 
nii Lordship in Conucil moat fully appreciates the valour of th^ 
troopB whom that disimgui^hed ofiiecr, the late Sir llenry Havelock 
aided and gnpported hy Sir James On tram and by the lamented Unga-

General Havelock having effected his junctioa with tha gorriaoii 
holding the Eesidcncj of Lucknow on the evening of the 25th instanB. 
1, on the following day, resumed command of the troops, Issuing the

hod previously sent a note to the coniinaiidBLot of the garriBoaj wareuig 
him of our appnmch, and warning him not to be enticed into weaken¬

opportunify to assault his position* Tkia note I have ainco karut ho 
received—copy enclosed E. 

Sinco we have obtained acceaa to the exterior of the ontrenclinionta, 
we find that they had cotUpleted nix mines in the most artistic mnmier^— 
one of them from a distance of 2(10 feet under our principal dcroneive 
■worksj which were ready for loaiiog^ and the Erliig of which muat have 
plnced the garrisoTi eutirelj at their mercy. 'Ihe delay of another day, 
therefore, might have sealed their fote+ 

To force onr way through the city would have proved a very dea- 
perafQ operation, if indeed it could have been accpinplbhcd. 

After passing the bridge, therefore, which is at the oiitnuice;^ GettO" 
ml Havelock took hia force by detours to the right, where but littla 
tneans compamtivdy of opposition had been prepared, until he ap* 
pro&ohod the front of the “Kaiser Bagh " (Kings Pabco)^ from whenea 
n heavy fire was dpeued upon us, and from that point (through a limited 
extent of about n quarter mik of street then intervened bofom reaching 
the Beaideucy), tho tr<K>p3 were much exposed to the fire of the enemy 
occupj-iiig the houHcS on. both rides, os well na to some of the besiegtog 
guns which had been turned against us, besides being obstnifiled by 
ditches which had been cut acmaa the stroet—^11 which obstacles were 
ovefcome by the ueual gallantry and dnah of British troops, but at a 
heavy cost. The Reaidoncy was joined iu the evening; and tho cheers 
of OUT rescued curuvades overcame for the time our regrets for the many 
who bad fallen iu their cause* 

General Haveloclc^s reports will acquaint Your Excellency with 
detaik; my own reports oommeuciug from the following day, when, as 
the enemy during the night, continued to occupy bis offemiva 
peritiou and to maintain hia fire on the entrenchment, it became my 
first object to occupy nr destroy his works; for, independent of the 
damage caused by his firo to the now erowded gnirison, no comuiunica"- 
tion could be held with the city. I, therefore, on the morning of the 
26tbi ordered the Ciiptain Bazaar to bo cleared, which haa heretofore 
hurbouTcd the enemy in vexatious prosimity to the garrison* and it was 
occupied by Her Majesty's 32nd Regiment under Brigadier Inglis, 
cnptnriDg five guns, with a loss of odo officer (Captain Hiigheg, 57tb 
Kative infantry) apd two privates killed aad seven privates wounded* 
thus removing all obstTucthin fram the riverside of ottr poaition. 

On the 27th September, the palaces extending along ou the lins 
of the river, from the Ecaidcncy to near the " Kgiscr Bagh Tehroe 
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KotteCj • Mu DKul/'and “Furli 111 Buksh^'Jj occupied for tfiB 

ftcCommodatioD of our troops. On the B^ime daj, nt nDan^ n party con- 
lEistingof 150 meamntJe a sortie on another of the cnemy'i pnsitious and 
deatr-^yed fourguns.ata loss of eight killed and wounded- At daylight, 
on the 2Sth, three columns, aggregating 700 meoj attacked Ike enemy^a 
TTorks at three difierent pointap destroj'cd ten guna^ and demolished 
by powder explosions the houses which nHorded position to the enemy 
for mnsketij fire. Thia has effectunJIy desttnyod Jiis afctacka, excepting 
cn one point, wherphehas still three guns, which it is difficult to get at, 
but it is not likely the enemy will attempt to mainLain that Lmlated 
pcsitiou^ and as there has been no fire from thence thia morning, it ia 
prvbaWs he may abandotjed it. This soewaafui opemtioii waa 
attended by ibc serious logg of ono officer and fifteen men killed and 
tniMlng; one officer and thirty-aiMj men wonndod, the officer billoc] 
being ilftjor Siiumonfl, Comrnanding Her ^dnjesty's 5th Fusitieis, most 
deeply regretted by the whole army. 

Our present profipecta have now to be considered. It was the urgent 
desire of the Government that the garrison should be relieved, and the 
women and cbiltlreu, amounting to upwards of 470 aoals withdrawn.

difficulty. The resmtauce was more obstinate iu the suburbs, and at a 
peat BKrifico the troops forced their way to the garrison of Lucknow. 
The amk and wounded bad been left with the baggage in a Htrong onclo-

In considering the heavy loss at which wo forced our way tlmipgh 
the enemy, it was evident that there could be no possible hope of 
earning off the sick, wounded, and women and children (amounting 
to not less than 1,500 aouJa, iiieluding those of both forces).

There reraoined but two alternatives, ono to rein force the Lneknow

But I am mtiiified that even 
one brigade, with two batterjos of artillery, could make good its way 
to tho " Dilkoo-iha" (a position three miles from hence on theCawnporo 
side of the ennsi), the route to which, the reins now being over, will bo

\rith each a force established at “Dilkoosbn," we could withont 
difficulty open ont our communication, and withdraw the whole, or such 
portion of our forces as may U, desired after re-establiahing our 
aiitlioHtj at Lueknow. ^ 

Since my decision has been made, I have received a letter from 
the -'Alum Bagh," in which it is stated that they are in great want of 
provisions, but upon returns of what they have, it is dear that they 
are not aware of their resources, whicb were sufficient for some days 
I have, therefore, ordered back the caralry ho join them in the aijib 
by a Circuitous route, with conditional onJera to withdraw to Caann?«

The Major-General h*mrti1y oongratiilatc^ General Havelock and 
the troops whom that gallant and dwtingnlBhcd oEEcer has so glorionaly 
led io victory od biilliMit successes ever the hosts that have oppoaed 
them sIdco the army orossed the Gatigea on the lOlh iustant. He 
eiocerely helicres that, in the hiatory of warfare^ British valociT woa 
never more eonepicaously displnved thnii on the 21 st instant at " Mtingnl* 
war,'' on the 23rd at •'Alum Bagh/^ and on the 25th* when his heroic 
comrades forced the city bridge and other foimidablo obataclefl which 
interrupt^ thoir passage the po&ition held by the beleaguered 
ganisDn, The Major-General deeply larneuLs the heavy cost at which 
the relief of our countejmen hoa been pnrehnsed, but dm glorious 
deTotion with which the gallont dead and equally gallant snrvLvora 
ataked iheir lives to reicae the Lucknow garrison will be deeply appre¬ 
ciated by onr Queen and our cotiistry, and the fl^llfety of those whom 
we, iindor God's blessing* have been pornntted to redeem firom a dread- 
ful fate^ must be our consolation for the loss of so many of our iioMo 
comrades, Tlie Major-General begs to return his mast sincere and 
heartfelt thanks to the General and h!a gallant army for their glorious 
oxertionB, the only acknowledgment of their achievementa which it 
ia in his power to render. On General Havelock it wdl devolve, in 
his reports to the Cammander-ln-Chief* to do jiiBt ico to the ftTmy which 
has ao dEvotedly carried onfc his orders. But while fully awnre^ that 
every arm was stimulated by the same bnive spirit* the Major-General 
deems it right to bear his personal testimony to the admimble conduct 
of such of the troops as acted under hia immediate ohsorvatmu. Ho 
Would EBpecially imte the behaviour of the OOth RegJTnent, who led the

I would request His Eixcellency's commands regarding the way 
reinforcements are to be forwarded when they do arrive. I mn strongly 
against hazarding and jeopunlliig small detachments of 400 or 500 
men ; such dribblots, under eidsfiQg circumstances, would run the chance 
of being destroyed in detail, and, even if they cflfoct a Junction, would he 
of no nec for the Geneml's luahi object. I would oot myself forward a 
teiDrjrccment of less thau 1,500 Eurapenn bayoaeto; and sii guns, and 
then only if a ECcond reinfoTcement of sdniiJar sCreogth could follow 
them iuten days. I moat sincerely trust none of the mutinous brigadea, 
let loose by the full of Delhi, will retire through Bobilcuud, via Arnip- 
shuhr, Ramghat, and Join the Lucknow rebels. The Gwalior rebels 
threatoaed us with n vhdt, but I do not anticipate any likelihood 
of their doing ao. It appears to mo quite evident that in Oudh tho 
a.<pect of affairs has eitendod far beyond that of rautiijy with sepoya 
as revolt has plainly spread throtigb the wbole province.

Saj'a he never in tended to goto Lucknow at all, had not the Ranee 
of the late Bajah Buklwar Sing been seized there hy the rehela He 
went with Mr, Gabblns* (of BenaresJ eanction to rescue her; he could 
not get away until all the rebels opposed the British at Alumbngh. He 
Hared this opportunity of railing her, making every arraagomenli to 
move back twenty kwg frjin Lucknow. Ha swears on oath, up to this 
time, he did not connect himself with the rebels. It was willed his namo 
now Hhould be connected with the rebels, and himSBlf foil under dia- 
plcasuro of Government thus. He suddenly hoaid the rebels wore 
defeated, and the British attacking the placo were about to diiigraca HU 
Majesty's seiaglie. He at once marched to protect it, for ha hod eaton the 
King’s salt. If the General views with justice hU actions, he wUl see 
that ho did not join tho rebels. Ho protected the British authorities in 
hU dUtrict and oould not keep himself aloof from protecting the King’s 
honour. Now ho woa ready to obey all Government orders, and if hU 
Vakil's life be spared, ho will submit tho whole facto. Ho hopes the 
General will let him know hU design that he may carry it out. 

TothU letter I sent the following reply:—“I have received your 
letter and endoBure for General Oiitraiu. The British do no injuty to 
helpless women and children, however humble their rank, and you 
ought to hare known that those of the King would not have been dis¬ 
honoured. I have written to-day to General Outram, who is now in the 
Lucknow Tteaideocy, end in the meantime if you arc really friendly to 
the British Government, you ore desired at once to withdrew all yoin: 
men from Lucknow and conimuoicate with the Chief Commissioner. I 
have sent to tell your Vakil that if ho likes to come in and see mo, ha 
Will meet wiLh no injuty.**

be proud, 'riifl reports and plans forwarded by Sir Henry UaTolockj

jeal and diocrpline, aecined to me with the occaaioti. Tiever could there 
have been a force more fre® from gnimhlera, djote cHcserfuI, more will¬ 
ing or more fsamest. 

Amongat the sick and wounded this glorioua spirit was, if poaeible, 
still more conspicnotia than amongst those fit for duty. 

It was a painful sight to see so many noble fellows maimed and 
suffering, and denied those comfortB of which they stood so much in 
need. 

But it was truly delightful and made ono proud of his countrymen, 
to observe the heroic fortitude and hearty cbeerfulness with which alt 
was home. 

My cordial acknowletlgments arc due to Brigadiers ITatnilton and 
Stisted, and to thek Brigade Staff—Captains Sporgin and Bouverie— 
for the efficient disposititm of their troops under General Havelock a 
orders and direction, and tlio vigibnoe with which they have guarded 
their eitonded positinti*

and it di^(.{jnriificd tliat as sooti as ha ihould reraeh tha Sikunda^v 
Eflgb, about three miJes from tha R^idouej, the outor wall of thes 
Adtojioo garden of the Palace^ in which the enemy had before made 
Fererjl breachea, showld be blaWTi in by miues proviouslj prepared | 
that two powerfql batteries erected in the eneloanre shpuh] then open 
on tho insiirgcntV defcticea hi front, and after the desired efFect had 
been produced, that the troopg should storro two buildings known by 
the imnitB of the idem Kb ana or Docr-bonse* and the steam engine* 
house. Under these aho* three mines had been driven. 

It ivaa ascertained about 11 A.:w. that Sir Colin Campbell wag 
operating against tbo Sikiinder Dttghi Tlio explo&ioii of tho ininea in 
the gnrdcii iroa therefore ordered^ Their action weis^ boweier^ com* 
parativelj feeble* so the batterlea had the donblo task of comptetiug 
tho demchlition of tho wall and prostrating and breaebing the works 
and tbs buildings bfyoiid it. Brigadier Ejre commaiided in the Left 
Battery j Captaiii Olpherts in the right J Cnptaln hlauje abcSIcd from 
BIS mortars m a more retired qiiadmnglo of the Palace. The troops 
%vere formed in tho of the Chntter Munzil, and brought up in 

auciireaaion throngti the approaches, which in every direction intersaetetl 
the advance garden. At quarter^past 3 two of tho mines at the Hem 
Khaiia exp!o<bjd with gocol effect. At half^paat S tho advance BOiindedH 
It is impo.^ihle to describo the entbusLagm with which this signai was 
received by the troops. Ft:nt up io inaction for upwarda of sht weeks^ 
and subjoeted to canstant attacks* they folt that the hour of retribution 
and glorious oa^ertion had returned* 

Their cbccre echoed through the courtg of the Palace, rcsponsivo 
to tho buglt gound, and on they rushed to assured victory. The 
enemy could uowlicnj withstauJ them. In a few roiniitoa the whole 
of the buLlJbiga were in our pdssc^ion, and have since beon ermed with 
oiiinon and fitcadily held ugainat all attack. It will be scon by the 
OacloMd retnrn that tho loss has been small.

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L On tlie foliowlag niomfng I rec^ivecf instmctiona to pkce 
under tho orders of Major Halihurtqn, 7iiih Highfaudor^, as strong n 
dataehmcnt as I could B[iu3jre from the ganison, in order to Btreugthcn 
the rear-guard which had heen left ot Mr, Martin's house, in charge of 
the hoary gunstJuit had arrived with the force. I accorJiugly da tail¬ 
ed a party of 100 men of the 33ud Foot, imde!^ the Cofumand of 
Captain Lowo, who was ac^OEiipumod by Captain Bf^ano, Captain 
McCabe* and Lieutenant Cooke, of the same corps. This detacLincnt 
rainhiued idi day in position with the rear-guard, and no tho fullowiDg 
tuorniug it covered the extra me rear, on the march into the ** ^ureetl 
Buksh,” whence Captriin McCabe loii a party of vofunteorfl, eompoao<) 
of t!ie 5Lh, a^ud^ and EK)th Eegimentas, into a garden, sod routed tbe 
enemy with great RJaTighter. Eorly tho iicjtt day* this dotaefsment, 
baring porfurmetl the arduous dutiea ajssignoi] them, returaed to my 
ganisoiu lo these operatioDS the S2ud Eegiment had one sargeont 
and ooe private killed, and tw^o sergeants nod two privates wuimdcdp 
Captam Low'e also received a severe wound* 

2, The report of the saveral sorties mode under the direction of 
tho MjyotMjeoeral Conuuauding tUe Forces^ mid ill which detach meats 
from this garrisoD have bume (I would liiip hope] a dLstiiiguished port^ 
have been so fully detailed by the officei“^i who eomnimidod on these 
uccaoiotis, that I need not isnter further on the subject than to express 
my adniiratiQu of tho gallant aud devoted behaviour of both uJSoera 
and men. 

3* As soon ag these eperatipas were terminated, I turned my atten¬ 
tion to the state of the batteries and defences of this position, many of 
which were In a very diJapidategi state), as the Miijor4:5ciicrfil is awarn^ 
especially the part called the brigade mess, at either flank of which was 
an open breach, neither of which wo had ever been able to repair or 
fitmngthen* or ever adequately to defend. But the loigc number of 
dooHo-bcarers placed at my dLspi>sat by tho Chief of the Staff, and tho 
increased strength of tho gamsoa^ enabled me to carry on the works 
with vigour, and to materially strengtbeu all my critical poritiona* 

4, Smee the arrival of the forcOj a laige mound ancl a nausjid 
adjacent to Innes* post were takou possession of by tbe late Lieutenant 
Gcaydoo, and have been luade defensible, as tboy cotiipfotelj overlook 
and CQUinmnd the iron bridge, and approach therefrom.

5. Oaring to the eictremio paucity of nuDiibers attached to the 
garrisoii magnziiieT and the harassiBg duties which have devolved on 
this establkhment during thia veiy protnicted siege* it bus aeceesariJy 
always been in a somehat iinsa*ii3faetoiy state^ iind I gladly seized the 
opportauity to remodel it "Witb tlib end in view I directed lieute¬ 
nant Thomas, in charge of the magazine, to remove it to the Post Office 
compomid, ad afiording the most converaicnt idte for piling shot nnd 
collecting together the various matoriala upper taming to this depart*- 
meut* This duty hna been nbly performed by Mr. Conductor Bowaey, 
Officiating Sub-Coiidiictor^ under the directions of Lkutedunt I'liomes, 
and I have now the pleasure Lo report that all tho j?pare shot and shell 
has heen collected^ gauged and piled^ The fipitre muskets^nDd musket 
barrels bnve also been collected^ and a targe supply of cartridges^ wads, 
fuzes, quick and slow matcheat hfl.VQ been prepared. The establishment 
have besides been employed in repairing sponge atai&,, gnimmeiting 
shot and shelli and in collecting wood^ ironi lead, and other materials 
from the Furecd Buk^h and other places. The Ordnauee drivers have 
also rendered assistance in rcmoTing guns ami mortars, and in erectiug 
and repairing batteries and issuing stnrEs. 

6, The bnri^d treasiirej amounting to nearly iwenty-five laths of 
rupcea, ia being cshomed, and placed again under the charge of the 
civil authorities, 

7, The CDmmiasariat armfigements made in gorriaon* tinder tha 
directions of Sir Jami^ On tram ^ G, C, IS,* have involved a considerable 
reduction in rations, and this deprivation, cnruing as it did npou the 
garrison at the end of so loug a siege, in additiou to the want of malt- 
liquor and spirits, has borne somewhat heavily on every one ; but all 
Lave flnstained the licprivatiun cheerfully, and none more so thfin the 
women^ whose admimble conduct. I have alluded to in a former des^ 
patch. An appended memorauduni* furumhed by tho Garrison Commis- 
eariat Officer, enters fully into the CommisHariat arrougementg that 
have been made, 

8. The great number of wounded which accompanied the Major- 
GeneraVs force into this positian speedily increased the number of 
patients from 130 to 627 ; and as nearly all arrived without bedding, 
and as there ms bosidea but a small supply of modieme, it bec^o 
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necessai^^ ia make every armfigetntnt to meat tho?^ wants. In nx^er to 
praviJe the requisito shelter, two large doable-pole tenta have been 
pitched etdse to the boa pita! portico nnii a kigo room in the Begum 
Koteo made over for Lhe accommodation of wounded officers. The 
biiildingB in the Central Sikh Sqnaro wer^ also assigned to the remain- 
ing portion of the sick and wounded^ Old tents have been cat tip for 
beddingp and the patients have been made as coniforiabte as emiiiin* 
otanees wonM admit j and I am mm that Sir Jam idh Ou tram, a ca., will 
hive viewed, with the ajime ^tlsfoetion aBrnyaelfp the e^icel lent arninge- 
moata wlncli have been made W that Indefatig^blo officer* Superinten¬ 
ding Suiggon Scott, 

0, During tho perloJ whidi this report ambmees the proceodinga 
of the onoinj have been marked by much leafl activity than heretofore. 
Several of their guns* however^ have been moved across the river whenco 
they have kept up a desultory cannonade, which has bson silenced on 
most occoaiona l>y a few mnnds of oiir liea\’y ordnance. 

10. Their mujiketiy fire has* however, occnsionally been so heavy, 
capeoinlly by night, as to induce a belief that they Luteuded an attack; 
but tbesso deiiicmsiratioaa have mrolj lasted for any lengthened period, 
though they hayo reiideroJ it nocea^vry that every man should bo under 
arms for the time. Owing to the repairs made to onr defeaces and tho 
tucfoosed cover obtained thereby our ensuatLies on these qecasjoas have 
been but fow. 

] 1, Among the officers belonging to this garrison who have fallen 
^ncc the advent of the Mnjor-Cenerafs force, I deeply regret to have to 
record the loss of Oaptaiij Hiigheo, of the 57 th Regimentj Native Infaa- 
tr}^, doing duty with Her Majesty’s 3^nd Foot, who wan mortally wound¬ 
ed at the at lack of a hanso which formed oao of the enemv^H outpqsta. 
Captain McCabe, Her Majesty's J2ndFoot,n most d1dtbigi!iIshCH.1 oflieer, 
bos also fallen; he received hia deathyw^ound white loJvdiDg hia fourth 
oorrie, lieutenant Graydon, too, of the 44th Regiment, Native Infaufi 
tty, an ofDcer of groal merit, was mortally wounded while assisting in 
bonicadiug hia po^^t. 

12, Of the officers attached to this garrison who hare had 
oppartunities of distiagulshing themseUos, I would beg to bring to not tee 
the gallant conduct of Captain Lowq and Licutonant Lawrence, of ITer 
Majesty's 32iiil Foot, who have each led a sortie' Lienteuant Hardinge, 
taOj Officiating Depnty QusrEcrmaster-Ooneral, who beaded two sortiesj 
also Leu tenant Aitken aceomponied by Lion tenant Cubitt of the 13th 
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Regiment, Native Jofaijtry, who led a parly of InsregtnjGnfc to a success¬ 
ful attack OEi a barricaded gateway held bj the enemy; llajor Apthorp 
and Captaia Keniblei 41st Regi[ueiit, Native iDftvntry; Captain II, 
Forbos of the 1-^t Light Cavalry^; Lieutenauts Hnxham (wounded 
elightly m tivo places) and Oyselejp ^Stb Regimaiit* Native Infantry ;

The Cavalier Battery, alluded to at the coactoiHon of my previous 
report, was completed during the night of the 13th instant, and woa 

armed with the heavy guns on the rooming of the Uth. tria. the day 

onginally appointed for the utorming of the Mom Ehana, enirine. 
housc^ iitid king's st^Ucs. * 


amnS Ih. «!ght o( H. 13tb. 29 dmga of p„,rt=r («»h 2»ll» 
in ncagtit) wnre laid in cknnbom Ibnt bad bona previously preptinaj 
for them, under the foundation of the oast face of the advanced 
garden wall, and immediately In front of the Cavalier Battery. These 
charges were intended for the demolition of tliat part of the wnll that 
actocned the engino-hoiiao, etables, and the other adjacent biiildinga 
that were to be breached from the guns of the hattoiy. I would hcra 
remind you that onr attack was postponed from the morning of the 
14th to that of the 16th. The charges of powder wera thus exposed 
m common canvas bags, for mom than foity-oight lioqra, to the damage 
mg infinonce of a very damp sandy Boil;aothat whon they were 
exploded, their effect, owing to the deterioration pf the powder was 
only sufficient to shake and split the wall i„ several to 

farm a small branch. The wall, however, was so mueh injured that 
the Artillery had an easy task in battering down as much as was 
nccessoiy. The charges, I may mention, were half os large agnii, as 

hoso ^«»n-n=<^ndod by SfrW.PosIey (our beat practical on 

this u well as on most other points of ongineeringdetail)and were such 
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as hnd been succcssfiilly used by piysclf at Pesli&'wnr in pr&ciBciy 
similar cosoi 

During the night of the 12th and 13th. the trench (cW) tow 
iritlened for the passage of gnus \ screens were also constructed in the 
lidvnneed giirden; nnd other precautioDary taken to protoct 

our furee ago lost auy musketry firo thafc might be poured m through 
the breaches in our awn wMI. 

During thu ISth the threo mineg that had bc^^a propared fuf tho 
format ian of breachea in the Hern Khan a wore loatled and tamped. 
These mines were apning on tlie nrtemoon of the I6th. That at the 
north-west eoruer of the building effected the breaeh by which the right 
and centre ccdnmnfl of attack entered. Lieutenant Hall, in his report, 
eiTotieously states that this breach was made by the iS-poujaikr guu 
at tho biirricade. 

The centre mme failed to explode owingT I imagine^ to some wet 
Band having been didtodgeil from the roi)f of the mi no by the con* 
enssion of our artilleryp au J having fdicn upon the powder house, 

Ttie left chaTge^ which was the largest, exploded ; but it proved to 
be ten feL4 short of the hnilding;, end consefiiicntly effectec] no breach 
Of injury. Thie error in the poaition of the nliarge is nefc to be 
wonderud at, when it ifl considered—that we would could not, by the 
most careful survey, satisfy ourselves as to the exact position of the 
Hern Kh^Lna^ and that we could not survey the mine itself with 

the priamiitic compass, els no lights would burn owing to the foutne^ 
of the air near the end of a gallery that had been caiTie<l to the (I 
believe) uoprecedented length of 2SD feet without the Eiid of air-pipes. 

On the morning of the Hith every thing waa maniy for the attack 
upon the Hern Khan a, eugine-house, and stables. Copies of Instnio 
tious, the details of which had been pre|inT 0 d by myself, from meuiu-v 
mmia drawn out by Colonel Napier (Chief of the StafTj j were handed 
over to caizh of the five officers commnnding tho storming partieia, 
and to the oi^gineer officers accompanjiug them ; nnd these injutruc- 
tions were furtlier explained^ by the aid of plans^ Lo several of the com- 
iiiandii:Lg officcRU 

For nn account of tho operations of the storming parties I must 
refer to the enclcifled reports (in original) of LieutoDanl^ Hutchinson, 
Itusselb Limcmd, and Hall, with the remark that the diities of tlm 
officera under mj command appear to me to Uavc been raj idly and 
efficiently carried out. 
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I miifft also refer to a separate report by Lieutenant Hulchinson, 
DirecUng Engineer, upon the engineering npefatioiifl, (ram the 16tb 
November to the lionr of evacontioo of the BaitUe Guard Entreuehmeat 
and Chiitter Mwnzil Palace — confinement to my qnarteis o^wing to nn 
injury of the leg having prevented my HiiporiDtending them personally.

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ImnicdiAtcIv after tho csploeion of the bamcaJe mine, wo sallied 
out and made for the part of the building where it was intonded the 
light breauh should Lave been made.

According to ordeia, lieutenant Chelmcis, A^iatant Field Engineer, 
and inyBclf accompanied the detachment of the 90th Itogiincut, light 
lofuntry, on the attack upon the onginc-hoiiso. Keeping to the loft on 
passing that building wo tound the rebels evacnotiiig the same, and fol¬ 
lowed them up to the moat advaaecd building, tho '* Oversoor's House, ” 
which I at once directed to be barricaded The enemy opened on it 
with guns from the Kaiser Bagh, and the house was then abandoneil 
and burnt by Colonel Puraellb orders. The cost wall of tho Bamhdurco 
enclosure was at once loopholed, and the windows to the south blocked 
op with sand-bags. During the night & battery for three U-ht guns 
was constructed at tho southern eatremity of tho lane, betw-een the 
king’s stables and Barahdureo oncloaure.

I iiELve the honouT to report that iificonling feo order Captain 
Aflatji.tan fc ITifeld Engineer, atid mj’self nccompauied th^ detaclimotit 
under cqnmiatid at Captnin Lockhart, Hor Majesty's 78Lh| on the 
instant in attai^k upon tbe " king's stable^/* 
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The detMhment waa drawn up in line in the Irent trench of the 
ndvnnced garden, and on the o«ler for the advance being given, wo 
crowed the parapet of the fTcneh, and the breach in otir front, and 
doubled across the open to the " king's stahles. ' on roachiog which soran 
confusion occurred, for the lower part of the breach that had boon muds 
by OUT gnng was some four fret from the gronjid ; and not seeing any 
easy mode of ingress. Cnptuiii Lc^khart led tho way into the enclMure 
of the ateani engine-house on the left, and was followed hy tnaiij of hia 

pi^u. 

On his miauko being pointed out, however, he returned, and in 
coTopauy we entered tha eonrtynrd of the staLles, which wo found 
deserted. The men of tha detachment followed us na quickly as they

Our ordera were to mfiti the Tralla of tho stoblce an the sjilo af tbs 
enemy j but tbs latter were retreotiiig fast, pressed hy our troops

Captain Liwkhart's dotnehment wag withdrawn, and thopost left to the 
charge of ft detachment of Oer Uftjcsty’a 90th, under Colonel Purnell.

On the 1st instant I received your aiders to tote the enomy's bat¬ 
tery in the position called Phillips* Garden, near the Cawnpore road. 
For this object you placed at my di£pr>sa) the folio wing troops: — 

Detachments of Her Majesty’s 5th FufiiJicrs ; 3Snd, 6+th, 78th atid 
0Otli Kegimonts, and the Hoti’blo I^ngt India Company’s 1st lladma 
Fiiailiera, under Major iralihurton, Tier Majesty’s 78th; Captain Shute, 
Her Majesty’s 64th; and Captain Baikes, Madras FusilietS, amounting 
to 568 men; Lieutenaht Limnnd, Engineers, and Lieutenant Tiilbii, 
Acting Assistant Field Engineer, attended the column, with a pnrly 

U4 
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of five huiictb flf Her MaJestj's 32iid, and a party of artillery, under 
Bargeant Smith, with means of huiating guns. 

In the afternoon of the let the column formed in the Wtful leading 
to the Pacn Bagb, nad advanced through tho hnildinga near the jail, 
occupied the maSB of houses on the left and front of Phillips' Garden, 
wider gnidtince of Mr. Phillips, the former occupant, and the enemy 
were driven frotn some houses and a barricade on the left of our ad¬ 
vance hy 50 men of the Madras Fusiliore, led hy lueutcnont Groom, 
under a sharp fire of musketry in a vaiy spirited manner. 

The houses in front were strongly banicaded, and in many cases 
the doors wem bricked up; it waa, tbetefore, late before we had worked 
a way to a point from whence wc could command tho enemy’s position. 
A party of the enemy waa driven out, and a row of loopholes was 
commenced immedialBlj, and the ground examined right and left. 
Attempts to penetrate the garden to the loft were ineffectual; to the 
right an opening was obtmned, which diBclosed that the enemy's bat¬ 
teries were separated frotn ns by a deep narrow lane, some 12 or 15 feet 
below the garden; the latter was gurrounded by a doop mud wall, with 
buildings attached. The face of the battery was scarped and quite 
inncceeBBible without ladders, A heavy fire was kept up fifom the fiice 
of tho battery, and the lane w^as flanked by a atrong barricadfi. As it 
was dark, and a direct attack would be certain to cost many lives, 
I detenniued to wait till daylight before assaulting the battery. The 
poaitioa was dnly secured, and the men occupied the buildings for the 
tdght. 

Id the morning, aftt-r giving the men breakfast, and arnmgiog with 
tho aitillory to open fire from tho entrenchment, the troops advanced. 
A ievero Are was opened from the bsrricadie. flanking tho looe on the 
right; hut ifajor Haliburton detached Lieutenant Creagh, Mmiraa Fusi- 
liors, with a party to turn the barricade by the Cawnpore road, which 
woB cflfcctually done, Tho tnjepB then doubled out through the lane, 
and forced a way through a stockade into tho enemy’s batteries; the 5 th 
Fnailiers and Detachment 64th in advance, under Lieutenant Brown, 
Bopported by the Madras Fusiliers and Her Mnjessty’s 23rd. The enemy 
was immediately driven from the battery, and Phillips' house occupied 
without further oppoaitLon. A picqnct being left in possession, the troops 
advanced on the guns which had been withdrawn to the end of the 
garden and to the streets adjoining, and captured two U-poundera 
and one O-pounder gun, driving off the enemy who defended them 
with musketry and grape. The gnns were immediately dragged to the 
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garden und liurst, tbeir carriagda coiiipleliely destroyed, tmd tkeir am- 
in aaitio E aent to tlio PtiilipB boTi^e was blown up 

by a party utader Lietitemnt Innea, Engineers, and at dart tbe trospa 
witlidrew to tbeir position of the preriouH nJgbt. 

In all the arrangemeQts I was most fortTma-te in having tbe aid 
cf that very able and brave officer^ Major HaliburtoD, Her Majeaty*s 
78th Higblabdera, who deserves partioukr aotiee, 

I beg to recomnieod to your fovourable notice Captain Sbute, 
Majesty’s C4?tbp and Lieutenant Brown. Stb Fusitiars, who led tbo party 
into the Batteiy^ and were foremost in capturing tbe two S-poimdetSp 
I algo beg to recornmeud to your noti^ Private McHale^ Her Majest-y^a 
5 Lb FusiliorSj who was the first man at the capture of ono of tb* guns. 

Lieutenant Limond. of the Engineers, was very aotive in tbo 
duties of tbe Engineer Deparimentp and in rcconrmoitring tbe enemy's 
position. Captain Dawson and Lieutenant Hewett attended me ; 5 eaIous- 
ly ofl field orderly officers throughout the opemtioaaj and Mr. Cavanagb.^ 
Superuit-endentp Chief CoaumaaioneFB ofBcOi accotupanled the party aa 
a gtiide, and was always to he found at the lirunL 

The guns were destroyed by Sergeant Smith with the party of 
artillery. 

The position of this battery wi^ bd inaooefisible, and the locality 
GO little kno™. that the enterprise of taking it was considered by the 
experienced Chief Engineer cif the garrison as one of very serious 
difficulty* Owing to our laborious iovestigation of its poaition which 
enabled us tu obtain comntand of it frtun the adjacent mass of build¬ 
ings* T was able to Ufee it at the comparatively small loss of two killed 
and eloveu wouuded, 

I have only to add, that although I have mentioned the names 
of those officers who had the good fortune lo be at tho points of attack, 
yet the conduct of the whole of the officers and men was in oveiy way 
deserving of your commendation; they were most eager to assault the 
battery on tho right of the let. but I restrained them, aa I was con¬ 
vinced that 1 could effect the desired and without the serious losa that 
would have then boon incurred. 

Their attack wheu made Wi^ carried out with their unfailing 
gallantry. 

It is impossible to estimete tho loss of the enemy.

On tho morning of the 26tfi, a detachment of 250 men, tinder 
nammanii of Major Simmons, oth FusiUcre, and part of the Ferozeporo 
Regiment, under Captain Brafljer, were iCMt hj your orders to reinfurco 
Colonel CauipbeJU under the giiidanco of Captain Monrsoni. 

They had judicioufdy oocnpicd a house and garden between Colonel 
Campbeirs position and the Fahme; but aa Ihej were iinahle to more 
from their p> 9 ition, I reed red your orders to proceed to their aaaiatance 
with a further tdrtforcecacnt of 10D men of Her Majesty's 78th Hlgh- 
landm^ under Colonel Stisted^ and two guns of Captuiu Olpherts^ bat¬

Captain Olpherta 
necompanied me as a voluntocr. As I iind reason to belioTc that 
I could open a comtuunication through tho Pahicre, which would briug 
me near the position of the gunei, I toiik Mr. Cjjtvanngh,* an intelEigent 
civilian acquainted with tho locality^ ami examined tho Palace as fur os 
was ptflcticablo, and nbtain^ auHident knowledge of it to form my 
plan of npomtions. 

1 then lod the parly by oue of the aide ontlela of tho Palaco along 
the river bank to Major Simtnotis^ pcsiblou, under a Bmaxt £re from Lhe 
enemy, by which, hnwovor, wo received little damage. 

Under cover of tho night, nil the sick and woimded were quietly 
and safely transported along the river bank to the entrenchment, by a 
path practicable for camels and doolies Imt quite impracdcnblc for gtmSw 
Captain HarJiiige mada ioveral joumEys to bring up fresh dwties^ 
until every sick and wounded mtm wns reuioved- He aliwj took away 
tho cameb lodon with Enfield ammniLilmm One of our 24-pmiudra* 
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which hfld hetm nAetl on tho previoiia day agnmst the one 7 
but the working of wWeh had ceaaed owiup tn the- mnske ij ^ 
which Toured upon it, was loft in an eipo^ed pj^tmn; it ^ 
cated in a very daring and deiterous manner by Captain Olpherta, 
aided by Gaptain Crurap (killed,) and Private Dnfly, of the Madins 


p'uailieia. 

At 3 A.ll. the whole force proceedod undifieoTered thronga. the 

enemy’s posts, nntil the loading divirtion had reached the Fftbce; the 

heavy guns and wngons were stifely parked in the garden which 1 had 

Teconnoitred on the proeediog day. The enemy were oroused^too late 

to prerent the operation, but made an attack on the roar-guard which 
was ineffective. . . ■ j 

I remained with Colonel Puradl to socure the position thus gamed 
with trifling loss. A Uirga body of sepoys wasdiscovored in a waUed 
garden connocted with that which contained our heavy gnna by men 
of Her Majesty’s 90th, 6th Fuailiers, and 3iud, who gallantly chargod 
in, led by Colonel Purnell, 00th, and Cbptain McCabe, 32iid, and almost 
annihilated tbem, securing the garden Itsolf aa the rear of onr position. 
Measures were immediately taken to open a road for tho guns through 
the Falnco,and by the let mstont every gun and wagon was safely 
lodged in Iho entreuchment, 

• It BOW retnaina for me to bring to your favoamblonotiM theoffieere 
comroanding corps and detachments— Colonel Stiated, 78th; Cnpt^ 
Brasyer, Sikhs; Captain Lowe, 32ud. The late lamented Major Sim- 
iDons gave ms very valuable aid. 

To Colonel Purnell’s lot fell the more diflkult duty of command, 
iiig the rear-guard and of securing tha position when gained. 
Ill the whole of the operations his assistance and support were of 
ibe greatost yalne^ 

Lieutonont Fraser, of the Artillery, waa left on tho 26th by 
the fall of Brigadier Cooper In charge of the heavy guns, and 
though wounded his exortiona aasMtod greatly in estricating the 
unwieldy train. 1 must beg most particularly to bring to your notice 
Captain Olpherts, of tho Bengal Artillery. Without his tinhdiing deter* 
miiiation, skill, and fertUity of resource, we should never have been 
able to withdraw the 24-pounder, but at the cost of & very heavy loss 
of life, i'r^rn first to lost his assiatanca has been in valuable, and can¬ 
not bo too highly praised. 

To Captain llardinge’a continued eiortions is due the safe removal 
of the wouuded and camela with lUle ammunition. 
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Assistuot Adjut&nt-G^cionLl, CaptaiB Dodg^np gB^ine ma avtry 
assistance. Captain Monrsom was here, a 3 ev^erywhcre* a angocious 
aiifl daring guide. Captain SitwelJ attended me ^oalouily through the 
night. 

Captain Olpherts recommends Private Duffy for the Victoria Crosn 
for his gallantry in extricating the 2-4-poundflr gtin under n very heavy 
Ere of musketry, and 1 beg strongly to aecoud his recoTOinondatioiL 

I have dooptj to lament the loss of the gallant Captain Crnnip, 
Madras Aniiy, killed whilst eitricatbg the 2-^pouuder.

The Chief Engineer of the Oudh Field Force being wotmded at ihs 
time of our amTal at Lucknow, and further prerented, until the 8th 
ultimo^ from personal!j attending to his dutieSp bj an aooidental lame- 
nefl 3 produced bj hb arduous exertionB in eonstmeting the bridge at 
Cawnpore for the passage of the force across the Ganges^ there derol- 
veJ upon me many duties not pertaining to my ohicep which it b 
proper that I should report through yan* os I heiioTO no officer except 
myself b acquainted with dll that bds taken place, and the course of 
those duties gave me an opportunity of nDtichag the raluabio serricog 
of ofBeete which could not otherwise be brought to Major-General 
Havelock's knowledge. 

On the momiug of the £7th ulthno the escort with tho heavy 
train occupied the range of palaces called the Chutter Munzil and 
Furced Buksh, 

Major-General Kavoloch is aware that these palaces afford the 
only shelter that our troopa could have occupied^ and that as mero 
shelter they giro excellent accommodation ; as a military poBition they 
have very great disadvantages^ The nor them face b well proleoted 
by the Kiver Goomty [ hut the east and south-east am Burround* 
ed by buildings and in contact with the eity» 

Captain Crommelin's plan^ which he will submit with hi$ report 
of the eogineer operationH, illustrates the precedLng remarks. 

The position was too eitearivc for our Force, neatly all of which 
Tvos occupied in guardm^ it; but it was Eusceptiblo of no reduction^ bo 
that most desirable 03 it was that we should have occupied some of the 
exterior fanildings as ianking defences, we were unable to do so, but 
were obliged to confine oursolves to the palaces and gardens and to 
erect precautLomry defences against any means of annoyonco tho 
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enemy 00 tild duTise. LkuteBaDt-Colonel Fumell, of TTor llajostj^a DOth^ 
being ill camniaiid of the rearward on the 27 th, 1 requo^ted him to 
asistjoio command of tbe Palaeo (jurdoo ajid bultdingji adjnceiit to iL Oa 
the 2 SlJi the Palace buUdiDga extending in the direction of the Khaa 
Eajiiianrcre explored by Captjdn Mooraon:!, who, with a party of 50 men 
of the 00th and ath Fuailierfl^ ipvllantly droYO the enomy out at the 
point of the bayonet^ killing a (Donelderable niimbcr with the loaa of 
one mem of Her Hajcfity'e 00th^ Captain Moomotn then phiced a picqnet 
in a hon^ comroantlmg the Cheenn and Kiaa Bazaara, Oa the 3rd in¬ 
stant the cnoiny sprang a mine under the Garden wall, -whiGh merely 
shook it without bringing it do\m. On the Sth they eiplodcd a second 
mine which cfiFocterl a eoasiderable breach, and appoared in SvJino forco 
with the intoutioii of making an assault; but on the hmd of fcho coluinn 
showing iLaelfon the breach, a weU-dirscteil fire from Her llajeety'a SOth 
caused it to retreat proeipitately and with conEudombte loss. The 
cuetny also humeil down one of the gateways of the gar Jen, making 
a Bocond practicablG breach, at which they occa'^vonally appeared to 
lire a shot or two. Liontenaiit-ColDtiel Pure oil bad re trench ed liuth 
thesQ breaqho^, which it bocnnio ovidont that the enemy had no real 
intention of nssanltiug; but they exposed tho gnrdon to a severe 
mtisketry firo from cotnmandiog btiildings on tho right, cidiod the Hem 
Khiina j it, thereforoj bocrmio necessary to open trenches of com- 
muDicatLonp which were commoncod by Lient^nanthColonel Piimcll and 
hia ofljcera. On the Cth tho enemy blew up the picquot overlooking 
the Cheona and Khaa Eazaarz]^ eatiaing ub a loss of throe mon, and iii 
the coDfiiaion that ensuepenotmted in considembla ntimbers into tho 
Palace whore many of them woro destroyed* They nro said to have 
lost 4 j 0 me a. Tho remainder were driven back, hut continued to 
occupy a part of the Palace buildings which had beeu in our poBsoasion* 
Of thoao the nearest to us is a mq^uo commouded by our buildinga, but 
giving several easy means of access to our poflitiou. On tho Sth tho 
onemy attackorl from the mosque our nearest picquots; hut were 
repulsed with loss. In order to prevent a repetition, of this annoyance, 
1 examined carefully* in company with Lieutenant-Colooel Pturnell and 
Captain Moorsnin, the buildings ennneoting UB with those of the enmnyj 
and wo sucGocdcd in penetrating to a vault under their pod lion, where, 
screened by tho obsctniiyp we coiild see the enemy closely snrrounding 
the entnmcci and hoar them in considerablo numbers overhead, A 
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chnrga of two borreb of pgwdor -wfts lodged in tbe vault, and wfis fir&J by 
Lieutoiiiint Russell, of the Bengal EDgineora. I'ho effect wna complete; 
many of tLe enemy were bbwn up nmi their posltioa greatly injured, 
vFhilat wc obtuined a eomnmud over the streeta leading to the Khas and 
Cheeua Bazaars, bettor and more eeciita from molestation than our previ¬ 
ous one, Thbi post wm iTumedlately and MCtirely barricaded by Captain 
Cmiumeliu, of tbe Engineers, who this day resittned hia duties oh Chief 
Engineer, and the value of hia eemces was immediately apjiareiit. 
Though our posirion w'aa improved by this eiplosion. the posneasiou of 
the mosque wus nbaotutely uecesaaiy to out security. I accordingly 
determined to re-capture it ond on expressing my wishes to Licqtenauto 
Colonel Purnell, that officer himself sccotnpaniod me with a snmll party 
of the 90th and Madras Fuailiern, Tlie enemy, SO or 60 iu nambor, 
were inirpriacd and rapidly driven out with very trifling loss on our side, 
and tliD position immodiutely barrieaded and ficciued by Captain Crom- 
melin; it has over since formod a good connection between the picqnets 
of the adv'anced gordoo and the rjiiartera of Braayor's Sikhs, and all at¬ 
tempts of the gnomj to moloat it have been ineffective, It falls within 
Captain Gtommelin's provinea to report in detail the various operations 
by which our difllcult positioa, in close ronfaet with the citv, occupied 
by a aumerrma and perseveHag eneoiy. hna beau do fen Jed and protofted, 
I bog to bring to the natico of Major-CleDeraj Jiavelock the excel¬ 
lent aarvicea porfornied by Lieutouaat-Culnqel Purucll, who has corn- 
mnridod in the advance garden and its outposts since their occupation, 
Much of the trench work by which it was rendered unassailable 
has been executed by his men and under hia BuperiiiCeadeuee, 
directed by tlie Eugiueor Department. On all oocaaiong he lias given 
the cordial and able co-operation of a most brave and aooompli^bed 
officer. Captain Grant, of tho Madras Fuuilicrs, has comtnanded tlia 
post of the mosque, from tho llLh Octnbor to the 2nd November, when 
he wius severely wounded. Ho maintained tho post under a constant 
and close maskotry tire, and ropoateJ attacks by mining, with cout 
courage and judgment ; both tbeae qualities were required to avoid 
real and to disregard the iiunginary dangem of mines, and Capuiiu 
Grant has displayed thom in an eminent degren. 

The daring and intelligent Captain Moorsom has boon engaveil 
in moat of tho above operations, and has given vory valuable asfistance 
Captains Battray and Wade bavc shown ihflDiselvca CEcoIkat com. 
manders of outposts.

I hflTB the liononr to state, for the information of Brigadier Inglie, 
Cotninaiiding the Gturison, the proceeding!! of a party of the regiment 
under iny command on the night of the 95tli and morning of tlio 
20th September, which ended in the capture of the Tehree Kotee. 

On the cTauing of the 2oth after the first column of the 
ReUaviag Force arrired, I heard tho shouts of the second column in 
the city in the direotlon of the jail, and thinking they might get 
entangled in the lanes and might suffer from the guns under the Clock 
I’ower, I took twolre armed sepoys of the regiment, with pick-aies and 
fihayeh, for the piirposa of clearing away, if possible, the battery 
under the Clock Tower. Wo got over witliout opposition, os tha head 
of thfl second relieving coloma waa by this time in the lane and 
closa up to the guns. As I thought this a good opportunity to ocenpy 
nt least a portion of the Tohree Kotee, 1 took upon myself the respon¬ 
sibility to take the sepo)-s through u dr>or made in the wall by the insur¬ 
gents. We advanced some dUCance quietly without meeting any one. At 
lost in n courtr-yard we came upon a amalL body, eight in number, and 
took them prisonfiTS, without firiiig a shot, I left the aopoys ia chaigo 
(jf a Havildar in this court-yard for the night, and reporteii the cir¬ 
cumstance for the ill formation of Brigadier Itiglis, who ordered me to 
occupy the Tohrea Kotoe with a stronger body in the morniug. 

Early next morning, we advanced to the bank of the river, and 
shot a few of the inautgents who attempted to swim the river. At 
this time 1 ohserved a body of men on the top of a building with a gateway, 
'Wo attempted to get in by breaking in the principal gate, which was 
buricadud; but found this impossible. Havildar BauinaroJn rnude. 
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howeverj bw weeded in brealdiig down ono of the small d!>ors at the 
Eide of the and wad first man who made an entrance. We 

killed Boine five or Bis: me a in ibe gatewajp the others having got into 
the rooiua ahove^ and on tho tetraeea which >iin towards the Fnreed 
Bnkiih. A party of the S^od came \ip at this time under a Sergc^fc^ 
and Bomo 25 men altogether were shot and bayoneted. We had two 
eepoya wounded^ and om; man of the 32nd was killed. I ought to 
mention that Captain Lowej of Her Majesty e 32lidj arrived with some 
tneti after we had gat into the loomSp he having been employed in driving 
the iiisiirgonts out of the Captain's Baaaiir. All the sepoys hehaved wellp 
and 1 beg to bring tq the nubice of tho Brigadier tho gallant eonduoti 
of Lieutenant Cubittp wJio was most fonvard throughout Lho aifnir, 

Uiifortunately three of otir aepoys were wounded by the Europcana 
of the aecuud reliovitig colamn on the uiglit of the 25th after we got 
over the battery under tha Clock Tower^ they having been niistakca 
for instirgeats.

1 hrvye tho honour to ac^'^iialDt you that, agreeably to your instruc* 
tions, I proeoodod jestorday morning in oonimand of 150 men of tho 
32ikd Regiment for the piirp>Be of clearing the Captains Bazaar and 
ndjoiTiiiug posts occupied by the enemy. 

The p^^rty was iu tlixee divisiDDS—tba firstj uridor G^ptain 
Baj^ano, on the right \ the fEcqnd^ in reserve, under Qaptuiu Hughes^ 
57th Native Infautry, (attached to the rggiment) ; i^nd the thipdr undfrr 
Lioiitenant Lawrence,. The first and second advanced undercover of the 
thick bushes hetwoen our trciielica and the mad, whilst tbethirdp passing 
through I mica* Qntpoflip came out on the road through the houses La 
fmnt. taking two small gnus as they anterod It^ and which they dia- 
mouuteJ from their carringCA The enemy wore taken quite by 
KUrpriae, and fled precipitately to the river, leaving a fiqjoundor guo. 
in the road. They were pursued by our men, and were near'y all shot 
or drowned in cndeavouruig to hwim the river. Lieutenant LAwrenco 
then led his party towards the irun hiidge, and moat gallantFJ' succeeded 
in capturing a U'-pounder gLiu. just aa aflocotjd round of grape was about 
to be fired at thoni. This gnu having been brought away they returned 
and wo touk posscasioa of the ruined toosipie, and clearing the Captaiua 
Bazaar, killed some of the cnomy there, and capliired au lU-poLmdcr 
gun aud four small guii$ [two gf them without coiriagcaj. 
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I thtrn proceeded to tlia Telireo with part of tlie \ but 

foiTiid it tiDoeenpied A gate bj the river leiidiiig into the^Fumb*^ 
Unkdh FaliicQ was tlieii foEced^ AuJ aeveral of the enemy LuBide killed. 
We were here met by a party of the iSth Native LnbtulryT onder 
Ueuteimnt AUken, who hnxl eome in by another entranoe^ Having 
your orders not to proceed further m this direction 1 withdrew the 
men. 

Captain Hughes bad in the uteantime led a party ngain towards 
tha Iron BridgOr imd killing a great number of tbe enemy in thn 
houfiCB about apifcnd two large mortars whieh however he wfls unable to 
bring away. He woh I regret to say dangeroUily woiiiidod whilst fordng 
the door of a house. As the jjarty retired they blew up a large magu* 
of the eijemy"!i powder. 

The objects contemplated having heen obtained not without leas, 
as the adjoining rotom will show, 1 withdrew the party to tbe Reeidcuey 
leaving goanlfi at the ruined mosque and Tehree Kntee. 

In conclualDn^ I beg to bring prominently to your liolice the great 
zeal and gaUanliy dmplayed by all engaged—^both officers and mon 
Eo equally that it would be mvidiuus to particularise any one; but 
Lieutenaikl LiiWiieUL-e had however begged mo to rejjort the dislinguifih- 
ed bmvory of CoqKjnil Samuel Cole and Private Michael Power in 
charging and capturing the SJ-pouuder guu. 

Liootenant lanes of tlio Eugiooera accompanied the party tbruiigb- 
out and afTordedme eveiy~ asdidtaucc.

\vere ordered to parade fur a eorlie under cdoimand of Major Stopbonsoa 
com mantling tho snmo re^mant for the purpose of taking some guoa 
in the enem^'’u CatruporB Battery. 

The rogimeut was told off in three divisions, tlia strength of it not 
admUting of a larger minibcr. Captoia Fraser had command of No. 1, 
Captain Galwey of No. 2, and Captain Kaikes of No. 3 division; Lieute* 
naut and Adjutant Gosling, LLeuteannts Beaumont and Cleland, and 
Lieutenant theHunBlod. Fraser, 1st Bengal Nntire Infantry, tf.d. with 
the Fusiliers fell in with the regiment. A few men of Her Majesty a 
32tid Begimeut uadec Lieutenant Warner, 7 th Bengal Cavalry, Captain 
Kemble, 4lat Bengal NativeIiifkntiy j Lieutenant Huiham, 4Sth Bimgal 
NaiivoInfantry j Lieutenant Audeisoa,Bengal Engineers; and Lieutu- 
imnt Meoliam, 27th Madras Native luGiiitr}', uccompauitid the part}’. 
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The par^ proceoded ia strict silence out gf the Bailcj Gate* to the 
garden opposite, and possea thr..ngh a dwr to the right, about hiiir-war 
donn to the gurdon, which led through hye-patlia till it reached Lira 
rood, at which place there was a considerable street fire from loopholes 
aod from the top of bouses, and from the guns of tho cocoiy in posUioH. 

A chiirga was made at tho nearest gnu, Ilirough long gmas mins, small 
breachas in walls, and a broad ditch. Our mea entered by tho cmhni* 
wire, tmd the onemy immediately abandoned this gun. A considerablo 
delay occurred in mnkmg prcparwtioiia for bursting this gun, which, how¬ 
ever" ultimately proved n failure, as somo persan had spiked it previous¬ 
ly and in the hurry of tho moment. During this lime a patty of STo, I 
Division, underGapteiu Fraser, proceeded to Tceoanoitrn a little farther, 
when they came on nisother battery of the enemy, conaiating of a 
24.pouhJer and an l8-po«ndor gum These were abandon^ ^ but 
the enemy being all round, and keepiug Rich a fire on hia |>arty, 
Captaiu Fraser sent back to .Major Stephanson to sily be required a 
reinforcement. On tbb Captain Out way, of No. 3 Dlviaiou, F««edcd 
vUhafew liieD. Oil renchicigtlie he found ibwt from the tiumbiir of 
the Btiomy twhicU he calculated from their heavy fitH) the position 
could utJt bo held without a further reinforcoment, Tho balteiy was 
aunounded with high walls, mid apparently with no ontlela Captain 
Galwey returued, and reiwrted thb to Major Stephenson. It wnfl now 
diecovered that there were with ua no means by which we could deetroy 
or dlsmimtlo the guns, so Major Stephetison directs tho ndvanc^ 
partv to fall bock on biro, which, however, they did not then do. Captain 
Fraser spoke in the highest terms of the gallantry of Sergeant Lidstor, 
Madras FusUkra, who apiked the 24-poutider and of Corporal WUlmtH 
Dowling, Her Majesty’s S2nd Regilucut, who spiked the 18-poundor 
cun, hoitig at the aunt time under a most heavy fire from the enemy. 

’ Finding it impoaaiVilc lo buist the fiKt guti. Major Stephenson 
lefr a party to protect that gnn under a subaltern, and proceeded with 
Captain Eoikffi’ division. No. 8, which ho had kept with him to the 
vanced battery, which, as befure alfttcd. was snrronndcil with high w^ls. 
At this tlmo Sergeant Lidster, previously mentiopod a* having spiked a 
gun under heavy fire, was kiUed. Major Steplicnsou callad on some of 
the volunteen or gtiidoa to point ont tlio way to the ncirt battery i but 
no one knew the way, or stemed at* all aware of onr locality, and at this 
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time firiDg Iwing henid id out tear, llupr StFpbenfiOD wb 3 Rompelle^ to 
TOt[ni by the way we came, U being quite impossible to go fons-arrl with¬ 
out giiidefl. The three gUDS were left spiked, owing to want of means 
to destroy them. On the return of the prty. it wna exposed to a Tsiy 
dostructire fire from the onemy, from the tops of houses and loopholes; 
and from want of means it was moat difficult to take away onr killed 
and wounded. One sergeant, eererely wounded and since dead, must 
have been loft on the groand, had not a firivste of tho 32nd Kegimonis 
in the moat gallant manner, with the asaiastanee of Captain Galway, 
taken him np and carried him to a place of safety.

Agreeably to ipstroctions received, I have the bonour to report as 

follows 

In confieq^ience ofthcml>&tflg™avnila.bls ofBceT3 with IIt?r ilqjpstrs 
32ad RegimcDt, I was selected to cotomancl a party of that corps on tlie 
STtL September in a sortto for tbo piiqiose of capturing eioino of iho 
eaemy^s guns In a battery opposite to our Gawnpore Battery. 

We paraded about 2 p.sI. with tbe Matlrtu Fusiliers and inarcb(sl 
out ofthe fliiiley Guard Gate, my party in advance, the whole under 
commaodof Major Stephenson of the Madras Fudliere. We pro- 
ceedeti through the “ Tebree Kotee” acrosss tliB road in rear of the Clock 
Tower, find then took ground to our right. Immediately we had cross¬ 
ed the road, we became cjtposed to the enemy’s fire, and made a rush 
across a largo courtyard through a doorway to our right. After passing 
through a Buccession of narrow streets and holes in the walls, W'o arriv¬ 
ed at the CawnpoTC rend. Wo then came on one of the onoioy’s gima, 
which was firing grape dowti iho Cawnimre niod, I took my party to 

one side of the cmbRumrc. and on receiving the word of commaiid. we 
rushed in,headed by Major StepbenfiOB. The enemy abandoned their 
gnn,Bndanaick ofthelilth Regiment, "Kalka Tewafee’" spiked it. 
VVo then cntleavoiireil to burst it, but owing lo the absence of water 
and other material b faifeil. 

Wbiio we were attempting to buret this gnu, a putty of men under 
Captain Fratser of the Madras Fuaiticra wont on to anothEt battery of 
thfl €:Ti€Mny*fl which wnB furtln^^ in adiianco. 

Shortly after tbia, the parly under my command went with Ctiptalo 

Calwey and somo of his men to reinforce Captain Frwwr. On arriving 

near bis position, we found the enemy in groat force on all sides of ns. 
keeping np a Ydiy heavy (ire. Wo then retreated, by orfler of Major 
Stephcusoii. on tlm main body. One of tho Madras Fudlier Sergeanto 
being badly wounded. Captain Galway, Lieiitonant Moeham, 27th Madras 
Native Infantry. PrivaLo Smith, Ffer Jlajeaty's ft2nd, and myself, with 
great difficulty, inaimged to get him hnek to the main body. This pri 
Tale was, 1 ’regret to say, kHlod in the retreat. Major Stopbeny-n 
then ordered iis to retreat, which was by the some roote by which 
wo bad advanced. During the retroat, wo were eiposod to a heavy firs 
fitita the houses, Tlio conduct of Corporal Cotmey and Private bmith, 
of the who were both was mi>3t nobl^j.

Msmorandum, regarding the mrtieaf the 37tk Sepfembur, dated Chulter 
Mitnsil, StJi. Jfovcmiier 1SS7, 

On the 26 th September I was wamod bp Brigadier luglis to lead a 
party from the Brigade Meae, and having Lalccti the gntie in its front to 
drde leftwards, taking or destroying at] the guns on the way till wq 
should reach onr own portion at the jail er Tehree Kotee. The party, 
bowover, that was told off for this pqrx>oae on the 26th was required to 
help in the heavy gnus and rear-guard from the Motoe ilehal, and the 
sortio was therefore toinporonly defarrerL 

2. Having neat moming mentioned the proposed aortia to Lieu te¬ 
nant Anderson, Garriwn Engmocr at the Fiireed* lluksh. he stated hla 
opinion of the advisabitity of the sortie debouching from the jail and 
going in rear of the Square House and proceeding thence in a direction 
parallel to the rood, by which plan we would start fair from onr own 
greund, probably bit on thq enemy's naual route, and take the guns in 
Toax^

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J). Tlia Bortio having heen re-anangad for the ivftcmoon of the 
‘»7th [ieutenaiit Andersen propcwed to guitle it hiiUBolt The party 'waa

with picks, to help in knocking down obstadea, Ehonlil it he ncceasaiy* 

4. Lieutenant Anderson led the party out by the Terce Koteo 

and jail and rear of the Square House W the building now forming tho 
left of the llighlandena' positioEL The enemy being iopoaseaaion of iMt 
was BtlackiMl; but the party never appeared to enter the roomfland clear 
them : it only remained in or ruEhed through the courtyard and passages 
ehooting or bayoneting auch of the enemy as voluntarily came out. 

5. Tho correct place for debouching from the house was on the 
tame aide, only further twlvimced.as that at which we had entered it, and 
as I aftenvar^ found. Lientenant Andemon was waiting there to load 
the tneu out. as Boon as they should have taken poasessioa of tho house. 
But waiting for no gnldnncc, they left the house at the point which they 
reached on niahiag through it. and immediately found themselves on the 
road. Hearing a call for an Engineer Officer, 1 went forward, and found 
the party on the road in front of an embrasure, which was ahartly after¬ 
wards charged and the gun taken- Kot forty men were present for llio 
first ten minutes, and although Captain Eyaua and my two sepoya 
were there, the rest of the Mploaion party were among the absentcea. 
After waiting ten minotes, and Major Stephenson getting impatient. 
Captain Evans hopelesa of the arrival of the bursting party imd material 
spiked tho gun. This was no sooner done than they arrived, anil tha 
Bubisequent attempt to blow up the gun was a tdlure, fram the vent 
being filled up by iho spike. During iho attempt to burst tho gnu, an 
ofEcer (Captain Galway I beUnve) came to report the capture of two 
other guns, tha spiking of one of tbein, and the necessity for reinforcement. 
Major StephanBon having advanced townrds them, asked roe where we 
were, and what was to bo done. Ab to what was to be done, on enquiry 
from Captain Evans it appeared that the men bud drunk all the water 
reserved to moisten tho clay to tamp the guns, that in fact he could nnt 
burnt ihem, and there were no spikes present with which to splko them. 
1 therefore said that, wherever we might go, we conld destroy no more 
go HB, and that consequently to return to the entrenchment ssemed to roe 
advisable. Aa to the whore we were, I eoid I thought we were at tha 
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battei^^ on tho Icift of tho Cawnporo road;* i^'hich opinioa was nlao tx- 
pressed by Air. Cas^anngli.^ Mr» PhilLLpB, am rea3 guide, izould gi?o no 
opinion at nlL To make certain of tte locality* I told Major Stophonaoii 
I woutdcTc^ tbo road and reoonuoitroi wbieh 1 accordingly did and 
fonnd tijafc my conjecture had been earned. On my returning^ the par^ 
had commenced Ob retnm to the entrenchments* which it eSected by 
nearly tbe Siitne route aa that by which it had adv^anced. 

The party which remamed with Iiteutenant Anderson at the bouse 
first attacked proTcntcd the enemy still on it from doing us much injury 
on qur re turn ^ utherwhe our losa might lia^e been mo&t seHoim The 
aeporation of the wbolo party into the two bodias, which waa the 
previous Cause of the failure in defitroyiug tbo gnus, is eutirelvattribnta* 
hie to an udvniice Laving been made fioui that house without the direc¬ 
tion of the proper guide.

He placed his men iu a 
Sacikipig position, imd came to too for a ptufty to advance and tnko sorao 
hoiiHed iu the right and left of the lane, from -which there was a heavy 
Jire. 1 advanced shiaugh the breach iii tbo Sitb Square, with Livute^ 
muit Ouaelcy, 45tli Hoglmctil, Native luCiotry, Lieutenant the Hou^ble 
J, Frafipr, pisd 3u iiieHj mid led ibeui up the lane to the front of the 
enemyb fetockadc, I took tip a |TOskion with four or five men, and fired 
on sgTOTTil of iho oneniy who were trj'ijjgto escape.

Foiirlecn or fifteen of the enemy were kllledi inna of them in two buta to 
the rigiit and left of the loniK 1 left thia party of the reserve under com- 
imkTsd of the HonTjle J. l'Va 5 i.?r, and went back to the rcmaiiiJer of tbs 
reserve, %vhich 1 found had advanced from the Sikh Square^ under 
Captain Gidwey, and wa proceeded do™ tho lane and took up forward 
poRilions iu a bouf« wdiich Captain Forbes, 1st Light Cavalry, and hifl 
Sikh orderly had examined and reported empty. There was a 
Btfong party of the enemy to cur left front, who kept up a heavy 
fire, I pJrtced part of the men under Captoiu Galwcy in front of tho 
houee i another party, inifler Captain Furben, took poei^csEion of 
the upper story of the houE «2 ; and 1 detached a third party to toko 
pottsefiJiion of a barricade across I ho etreot a little to our right fronL 
Our loss here was one killed and one wounded. Five or six of the mon 
fre^rn tliia porition got iuEO a largo house still further in [idvanc&, imd I 
Went and examined the house, and found, after getting into the lower 
&torTp that the enemy hud begtin two mines the flbafta of which wore 
sunk tu a considemblo depth. I reported this to Lieutenant Iunii^», tha 
Execotivf Engineer, who# on exatnibation, dorided on blowing them up- 
lieing short of men, I onlered a party of tenimdeT Sergeant-Major 
Donovan, to come down our centre bastion and occupy the house wbero 
the mines wore. Ho remaiued in charge till the mines were blown 
Bp* During the time 1 mm thus occupied, LianteiiaDt On&eloy 
ruudered great Eervico by capturing a gun, which hod chocked tho 
oiivonce of tho [lorty to which he wa? nttanhod by being planted 
at the end of a very uottow btno, about GO or 70 yards long- Lieuto- 
Eant Ousdey# aecouipauied by Sergeant iliggios and four meQ of 
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tho 1st itadrag FusDi^rB, want through a uumbor of houRO? and 
Harmw pa^agKbS Iq the right of llie Ime, and finding their fnrthor' 
progress etoppod by a very high and ato^p baRtion, where ihey dietiactly 
heard the Vdlcea of the enemy, they nacetided it, led by the above- 
named oEScerj found it uuueetipied, and rushed acrosi it into a lioiisei 
from which they fired down upon and tilled two out of some forty men

A party of eight or ten Tuen from Captain Galw'Ey’'a 
positionf under Lieutenant Clevetaad, reinforced Lieutenant Ousokj, 
and after the gun had been removed they retired, and the bastion was 
blown up. Aft^-rwardfi two small gun^s wore found in a boo close to this 
battery and taken p4>sses8ioa of by Lieutenants Oiiseley and Aitken, 13th, 
Bogimotit Natl VO Infantry- The three were dlamantled frnm their earri- 
ages and were seat into the gameoa^ and the cairiages broken up and 
burikt. Our loaa at thb point wna one killed and two wounded^one of 
the latter, Mn Lucas, whose zeal and gallantry on cvciy occasion during 
tho Ejegq every one hjis IkL^ard of About 11 okluck we retiimedi 
into gatri&ou, hnung eTaminefl and cleared the giine from the whole 
of the fiont of Mr. Gubbins' house.

32nd Hegimoiit^ w ith a few of the men of Ida regimoiit^ who had during' 
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the sieg® h^n cm dnL^ cm thcj posts opposite the? posit ion to bo 
attacked. The whole atrongtb of the sorLioing party ^vas 200 moigij 
vith a reserve of 1§0 meiiL 

At daylight tho party iasnod from an opening in the Brigade l\l€ss 
wall and formed up liiider cover of a wall v^hich runs parallel to the 
ether at the dislonee of & few paces. The advance was then made in 
file, tlse men having tOi scramble over the tlobm of a house whnJj had 
boon blown down on a foTiner occaaioDi and a rush made dirpcb on tho 
eacjuy'a grm, IS-pounder^ which laj bchmd a breastwork, at tho dla- 
tance of SO yards from the Brigade MesiL The gnnnem fired two 
rounds at ns when wo n^ade our appeanmee* but before they could lire 
aguia WE had bcoJckI their battery anil driven them to flighL Wo 
then proceeded ta force a building imtnsriiatclj to tho left of the gun. 
The lower story was t^uickly occupiod. Coptain McCabe, the galiant 
leader of nianj farmer sorties, was mortally wmunded in the operation! 
and Some delay having in consequeace occuiredt a few of the enemy in 
the upper story hod lime to kill and woniid sevend of our men 
before they were attacked and bajonctetL Altier the liuiise had been 
taken pcWi&aasiDii ofj a picquet of men ttas left to hold it while the 
main body of our men proceeded along a narrow lade under coiniiijand 
of Major Simmons^ Hot Majesty's fith Fusiliers, to occupy two large build¬ 
ings about CO and 80 yardfi, rcspectivelj, in advance of the firsts with 
several other siunltcr buildings adjoining ; the loss to the enemy in all 
being probably above ibirty men. On our side we had the misfortune to 
lose Major Simmons, who was iillod by a musket shot while leading hk 
men into the most advanced builtlmg. We had now progressed to a 
position from which we had a view of the enemy'E IS-pouuder gnn in 
front of ibeCawnpore Battery. It lay in a lane running towards tho 
Cawupore road, tho end of w hich was Ijarricodod and loophoied, and 
directly in line with it i on the oppoeita aide of the road tho enemy 
occupied a hmiac from which they kept up a hot naiisketiy fire on our 
position. 

I then sent for the resen’c* and desired I bat an officer of rank 
might be Bent to commatid the whole parly. (Icnpral Sir domes Outreia 
having became acqnaiuLed with our progress sent word that unless 
fiirtbcr advance could be made without danger of considemble 
the design of proiiieedibg agaiust the enemy's gun now in our view 
should be abandoacd, and that the party should retire after destroy ing 
in Buccc^ion the houses wo bad taken pos^s^^ion ol After coustilting 
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with CaptsoD Evnns, (attoclietl to tho Aj'tiileF}^} wl&o had mean while 
deatfoyod the cnoinj^s gun which we bffc at the firet houBO and also a 
6-poiiudor gun in iU neighbourhood, I returned u reply to the General 
that further ad?anc 0 could not be made without considerable loa^, and 
I proceeded to demoliah the throe large hoosea wc heldj coTnniencmg 
with the one furthoBt iu advutice, and withdrawing the party gradually 
to the rear. This operalioD j in which thirteen barrelfs of powder were 
expended, destro^'ed the principal miisketiy cover of the enemy agoinat 
our defencea between the Brigade Mess and Onwnpore Battery, and 
the deatruction of the guns in front of the latter, togotber with that 
effected bj the sortieiog pai ties acting La conjuaetiou with us to tho 
right, haa rcliovcd a coiifiderablo portion of our work from serious 
annoyance. The party returned about A.af.

We fell in and filed out of the breaah in the Sikh Square at day¬ 
break of the 29th September lS37i 

Tbo adraaoo consisted of Her Majesty’s 3Sad, Main Body, Her 
Majesty's 7Sth Highlandera, Reserve of 1st Madras Fusiliera, the 
Hngineera under Licuteoimt limea, Artillery under Liouteuant J, 
Alorander, Major Apthorp (whose report I enclose). Captain Forbes, and 
Zieuienant Ouscley, knowing the ground, occompntiied the rcsorve. 

We femied silently under cover of soma broken grounii Tho first 
gun, a hrasa 12- pounder, was token by Her Majesty’s 32nd with a cheer. 
By keeping to the right of the embrasure, we avoided the diechargo. 
Lieutenant Cooke and Private ikoLily were first at the gun. 

The 32nd occupied a house in rear of the gun, and onabled tha 
Artillery to burnt it umnole?t^d% 

Tbo 1 8 th HighlaadoTB, led by Captain Lockhart, who was slightly 
wounded, then charged n gtm to the right. The covering party of the 
first gun, and a considerable body of the cnomy, raJlkd round thia 
gun. Sorgeaut James Young, 7eth Higblaudem, the firet mao at tha 
gun, bayoueted oua of the enemy’s gunoeH while re-looding, and 
was severely wounded by a sword-cut, 

I ordered up a party of the lat Fusiliera, under Lieu tenant the 
Hon’ble J. Fruser, to take the onemy io rear, and a number of them 
were killod here and in tha houses in the DEighbourhood. Hand 
grenades were used with good effect. 

Proceeding further to the right, opposite Mr. Qubbins’ house, onr 
further progress was stopped by a small gun and some wall-piccea at 
the end of a narrow lane. 

Lieutenant Ousolcy, iSth Native lofantiy, and Lieutenant Aitken, 
lath Ktttive Infantiy, took these pieces in flunk after a difiicult detour,

bj getting into a bon^ above the nip and with a ehoer and volley 
routed the enemy. This mnnci^tivTo was most ekilfdUy and gallantly 
o:£eeuted. Sergeant Higgins, with four men of the Mndrn^ Fueiliotap aiid 
Privalo Erownep 32iiilp are stated to have been th& first men at the 
gun- Mr. Lucas, a volunteer, well tnown for his bravery, was mortally 
wounded bore. 

Major Apthorp and Captain Forbes, with the Fusiliars nuder Cap* 
tain Galwey, ocenpkd the bouses commanding the pieces which were 
brought away. Two shalls of a mine wure here discovered and blown up. 

The hatierica and bamoodes were completely burnt auJ destroyod 
’Working parties of ibe Sikb Cavalry, under Lieuteniint Graham, and 
senoya of the 13th Native Infantry, under lieutenant Aitken, did good 
work. 

I enclose Lieutenant Innes^a reporL Under cover of the houaea 
blown up, the party fell back unmolested.

Tlie party for demolition eonaiatedof abt miners of Her Majesty 3Sud 
Eegiment, with a fatigue party of six men supplied from the troops 
under Gaptaiu Hardioge's guidance. It carried abt barrels of i>owder^ 
with the rotjulsite supply of hose^ port-lire, and slow-match, 

2. The bouse that covered the first guii taken wag the first select* 
ed for demolition. I accordingly laid in it a charge of two Ijanrcla. 
This done, Captain Hardinge poinLed out the two nejit pkcea whkb 
he propciaed to destroy. They were houses in which the enemy wcri^ 
said to be, and to eject whom would havo been attended with no bene- 
lit but probably with a considerablo loss of life. One house being in a 
ddfipidated condiLiou, 1 kid one barrel of powder againat ibe middle of 
its outer wall ■ the other waa atrengi and I therefora lodged two barrelfl 
ngaiiijDt ita wall in a similnr posltioin 

3. These chnrgea being kid, it was decided to defer the explo¬ 
sions till the time should arrive for retiring, when they aliOuLd be fired 
m a reveme order to that in which'the ehtirgog were kid. 
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4. On the capture of the gniaa by the rcscrrc, I lodgcJ a barrel 
of powder at the gtockade whore they bad beea» and fired The da- 
moluien wok Qucco^fiiL 

5. 1 had thus laid out all the eix barrelflj. when Major Apthorp, 
ia command of the reserve^ reported the diseovery of a home witli 
nines hi it^ leading probably to the bastion and out-houeeB at Mr. 
GnbbinB' compound. 1 meiitioned the want of powder [ but Lieu tenant 
Graham arriving and reporting that more powder bad been plooed at 
my dispoBul, 1 rer^nested to have four barrels sent ore. On pracneding 
to oiLamiue the house and mines, 1 fotiud that there were two Bhafia, 
but no galleries, Xo 7 ?iinea then had to bo destroyed, only the hooae» 
in which thereffjre, T lodged and fired two barreU of powder, bringing 
down the side of the house fhdng the entrenchments. 

6* The time for the party to retire haTiDg now arrived, T fired 
the mines mentioned m paragraph 2^111 a reverse order to that in which 
the charges bad been bii As the e^plorion did not occur lilt the 
rear-guanl was on the eiitreucbment side of the buildings successively 
deniolishedj the inspection of the results could uot be made on the site 
of the building destroyed ■ hut as well as observation from a tolerably 
abort distance catild enable a decision to be arrived at, all the deuioLl- 
tiDim were successful.

I regret 
to we lo«t one man in this shaft. By some fatalitiy^ though tho 
men on duty and at the mine saw tho oneiny^s train bumiug, anil 
volumes of emoke iiiaumg out of the houses, from which they knew 
tha enemy were mining/they did not move from the spot, but merely 
eent to report to their officer. We wore prepared for the explosion, 
and had the eticlosure all ready borricadiid ofl; so that tho eneijiy 
gained nothing by the mine. 

From this time np tn within the lagfc six days, we have been almost 
COnatautly at work day and night, cotitj ter mining against them, 

Ourgenem] success has been vary good, haviog held our gronnd 
wUh on expenditure of but SOOltjs, of powder, and resisted numerous 
attacks of the enetuy'o minors.

Wo broke into their gnlkiy twolvo feet from our wall about 

32 o'cldck at night/ and Sergeant Daj, our guperiutending miner, 
remained beloW/assasted by otbcis, holding the eotnmeo to their gullory 
until t arrived. 

On mitering the enemy *a gallery, I took Corporal Thompscii of 
the TBth Highlanders with me, and observing the apparently great 
length of the enemy's mine proceeded cautiously to extinguish tho 
lights, so os to keep OLirselvea in darkness aa’ne advaoced. At this 
time the eaemy were in the mine at or uoar their shafts which^ cootrary 
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to their uaofll practice, they evidently wished to hold uninjured. 
Thev acverally fill them in ut oace when we take their gallery. 

‘l proceeded, o^tingnishing the lights. untUI distbctly saw the 
enemy at the far end. at.d to advance further, would be to advance m a 
blase of light. 1 therefore laid down and waited, as our preparations 
above carried on under Lbutemnt TuUoch. were not yafc ready. 
Whilst Iring thoro. I Eaw a sepoy with musket at trail advance down 
the mine, and when witMn 40 feet of him fired at him. My pisto 
missed fire, and before Corporal Thompson could hand me his pistol 
tha sopoy bad retreated. After rciiiaining some tiina louger, I pl^d 
another man with Corporal Thomppon, and went up to got an oflicer 
down, aa 1 felt it reipiired a very steady man down there to support ua. 
While we were laying the charge, and making vjinoua arrangement^ 
which utterly precluded our watching against an enemy's advance at 
the same time. Lieutenant Hay of the 7Sth UiglJandeta then com. 
ninnding the picqnct, kindly volunteered and Look up my old post. 
Lieutenant Tulloeh and Sergeant Day quickly got tho powder down, 
and all amiiigementii ready, when we then withdrew Lieutenant Hay 
behind tho partial barricade we bad formed; and whilst here, etill 
watching with Corporal Thompson, he got two shots at another man 
who attempted to come down the mine, and apparently wounded him. 
The enemy made no more attempts to come down the mine, but went 
outside their huUding and came over our heads, nppareotiy with the 
inteutiou of breaking through. After some quarter-of-an.hour’s walk¬ 
ing overhead, they, I conclude, could not find the diroetion of the 
minep and retreated into tbe house.

regretted, as Captain Raikes' tempumry acccsaion to the command 
of his regiment, alone prevented hia ccmductiDg the opemtionE, for the 
Bdinirnble pcrformanco of which his junior. Captain Gniut, hts received 
his Brevet-Majority. The fact that two of bk juniors have teen 
promoted for apecinj services, coupled with (he omission of his name 
in my despatches, is calculated to luLsikad those who were not present 
at Lucknow, into the belief that Captain Raikeshad not merited my 
approbnlioiu The very reverse of this is the case. 

To Major Galwey and the Madras FnsdlieTa, it is due to rectify 
a still nioTB unpardonabla omiifflioE in my despatch detailing tfio 
operations which His Excellcney did me the honour to confide to my 
conduct duTmg tho siege and reduction of Lucknow in March last 
During those operations the gallant FueiUers, under their bravo and 
able commaiKier, acquitted themselves wilh their wonted courage and 
discipline. A wing of the regiment, nnder the personal command 
of Major Calwey, formed part of the column detailed for the elorm of 
Sheriff-ud-Dowloh'a mansion, and they it was that nctually took 
posset^ion of the house. 

I wfliild also beg to fmbtnit, for His Excellency's moat Javoutublo 
consideration, the merits and claims of Captaine Bonverie, Her Majesty's 
78tb Eegimeut, and Spiirgin, 1st Madras Fuailieis, who, na Majora 
of Brigude, rendered valtinblB assiatance to Sir Henry Havelock in our 
advance to Lucknow, aud to myself during tbo time wb were locked 
up in that citv. Their subsequent valuable services while under my 
command at Atnmbngb have already been acknowledged in my 
despatch. Bub tho zeal, gallantry, and mtelligcncB with which they 
had previoutiTy served the State in the advance to, end during our stay 
at. Lucknow, 1 Lad left lu be deaeribod by General Havelock, who I 
know Intended to render full joBLicu to those deserving officers. Them 
is reason to fear that the uckness which reaidted in the death of that 
ever'to-bo'huncnted officer, prevented tho fnlBIment of bm purpose l 
ond that they have in consequence aufficred in professional advance, 
Undor this belief, 1 venture to hope that, in consideration of their 
having been under my comuumd during the latter period of the siege 
of Lucknow, 1 umy be allowed to be the means of remedying on 
nnintentional omiasloa on the part o£ tny deceased and honoured 
friend.

The garriaoQ of Lucknow boa been i-emovcd, and I am now 
engaged in canTji-ing the women and wounded to the rear. I propose 
to more the whole force to an open position outaide the town without 
further loss of life* Sir James Otitnun on the contrary desires 
that an attack on the kloseiibagh* ahoiild be madcj and then to 
continue to hold the position in the town. He thinke that two 
strong brigadea of GOO men would suffice to hold the town after the 
KJsscnbngh had £dlen. But I am of opinioD that at least the same 
force would be necessary to preaerre the communicatiDn now Tnflir.t.niTi>^ 
by me to the Atumbagh, and constantly under the fire of the enemy, 
that is to say, four strong brigades would be required, unless it is 
wished that the garrlaao should be again besiegcfd, 

I Lave always been of opinioii that the position taken tip by the 
lamented Sir Henry Lawrenco was a false oneand after becoming 
acquainted with the ground, and worked my troops upon it to relieve 
the garrison, that opinion is confirmed, I therefore submit ibnt to 
commit another garrison iu this immense city b to repeat a military 
ermr, and I cauaot consent to it, I conceive that a strong moveable 
division outside the town with field and heavy artillery in a good 
militaty position is the real manner of holding the city of Lneknow 
iu eback, Hccordiug to our praciico with the other great cities of India. 
Such a division would aid in subduing the country hereafter, and its 
position would be quite sufficient evidence of our intention not to 
nbondon the province of OudL 

Such are the general grounds for my opinion. ITie tnors special 
ones are the want of moans, particularly infantry', field mod musket 
ammumtion for prolonged operations, owing to cirenmstaneefl beyond 
my control, and the state of our communicationa in the Korlh-’VFest 
Pro vincas. The first of these ia, of oonrsej unanswerable; the second 
appears to me an losnperable objection to tbs leaving of more troops 
in Oudb than such a division ns 1 have menlioned os evidence of the 
iutentions of Qovemment. 

In the meantime 1 await the instructions of Your Lordship tn the 
position I have token up. 

Owing to the exproasion of opinion by the pclitlca] authority in 
the coontiy, I have delayed further movement till I shall receivn 
Your Lordship^s reply.

I fouDd to be annoyed to a cej-taia oxteat by guos placed in dlHerenb 
positions in the noighbourhood. 

I caused the post to be cloiiTed of lumber and cattlet and placed all 
my tents in 

I made my orrangemente for marching without baggage when I 
should reach the park of Diltooahu, and the men were directed to have 
three days* food in their-hatiBsacks. I changed the garrison at Alum- 
bagb, taking fresh men from it, and leaving Her ilajaatv's 75tb Ke- 
gitnent there, which had been so much hanssed by its lata esertioiis.

As I approached the park of Dilkoosha, the leading troops were 
met by a long line of musketry fire. 

The advancC'guard was quickly reinforced by a field battery and 
more inikntry, composed of companies of Hov Majesty “a 5tii, 64 th and 
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73 th Foot, under the tommond of Lieulecuitit^Colonel HAmikoi], Her 
Mijeaty 70 th HigbUnderB^ support^ by the 8th Foot After a running 
£ght of about two houra^ ia whteh otir losi was vory iDconsiderabte^ the 
endhiy waa drirea down the Iiill to the Martini^re, serosa the garden aud 
park of the Martini^, and far bejood the canaL 

His loss was triflingi owing to the auddennees of the retimt. 

The Dilkooflha and Martin!^ re were both ocoupiod^ Brigadier 
Hope s brigade being then brought up and arranged in positioa in the 
wood of the hlartini^re at the end opposite the canah being flanked to 
the left by Captain BourehieFe field battery and two of Captiun Feel's 
heary gnnSr 

Shortly after these arrangement had boon taado, tho eaemy drew 
out a good tnany people and attacked our poaidoii in front. 

He was quickly driren ofi^ some of oar troops orcHisiDg tho canal 
in pursuit. 

On this occasion the 63rd, 93rd and a body of the 4th Punjab 
Sikhsp distinguished thcmselresL 

Two very promising young ofiiceia lost their ljve 3 ~Lieuteaint 
Mayne, Bengal Horse Artillery, Qnortennaster-GenerurB Department, 
and Captain ^VTieatcroft, CatabineerSp doing duty with Her hfajestya 
9th LaDcers. 

AJl the troope behaved very well. 

With the exception of my touts, all my heavy baggage^ Indudiug 
provisions for fourteen days for my own force and that in Lucknow, 
accompanied me ou tny march acrofis country to Dilkoosbap covered by a 
strong rear-guard under Lieu tenant-Colonel Ewart^ of Her Majesty*s 
03rd HighlandeiB. This offi^cer distinguished himself veiy much in this 
difficult command ; hk artillery, under Captain Blunt, Bengal Home 
Artillcrj', assisted by the Eoyal Artillery under Colonel Crawford, R,A. 
having been in action for the greator part of the day. 

The rear-'gimrd did not close op to the eolumn until late next 
day* tho enemy having hung on it until dark on the 14tb, 

Every deacriptioii of baggage haWngbecn left afe Dfikocwliap which 
was occupied by Her Majesty's hfch Regiment, I advanced dircet on Se^ 
conderbagh early on the 16th« 

This place ia a high walled enclosure of strong masonry, of 120 
yards square, and was carefully loopholed all round* It was held very 
strongly by the enemy. Opposite to it was a village at a distance 
of a hundred yard?, which was also loopholed and filled with mea. 
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On tba haad of tTia colqmn tu^vosamg Dp tfaa Una to the left of 
the SecDiiderbagh, £re was dpenett dn us. The iuljmtry of the advimce- 
guard was quickly thrown in fikiituhshiug' crder to line a bunk to the 
right. 

The gnus were pu&hed rapidly onwards, uta., Captain Bluut'a troop, 
Bengal Hurse Artillery, and Captaiu Travers’ Royal Artillery, Heavy 
Field Battery. 

The troop passed at a galldp through u cross-fire from the village 
and Secanderbagh, and opened fire within easy musketry range in a 
most daring manner. 

As soon as they could be pushed irp a stiff bunk, two IS-pounder 
guns, under Captain Travers, were also brought to bear on the building. 

Whilst this was being effected, the leading brigade of infantry, 
under Brigadier the Bon hie Adrian Hope, coming rapidly into ac^ou, 
caused the loopholed village to be abandoned ; the whole fire of the 
brigade being then directed on the Sectindcrbagh 

After a time a large body of the enemy, who were boldiag grunnd 
to the left of our advance, were driven by parties of the 53rd and 93i-d, 
two of Captain Blunt’s guns aiding the movement. 

The Highlanders pursued their advantage and seised the barracks 
and immediately converted it into a militaiy prat, tha 53rd stretching 
in a long line of ekiriuishers in the open plain and driving the enemy 
before them. 

The attack on the Secunderbagh had now boon proceediog for 
about on hour-and-a-half, when it was determined to take (Jio place by 
storm through a snaall opening which Lad been made. This was done 
in the most brilliant manner by the remainder of the Highlondora, and 
the 53rd aud the 4th Punjab Infianby, supported by a battuKon of de¬ 
tachments under Major Bamston. 

There never was a bolder feat of arms, and the loss inflicted on the 
enemy, after the ontrance of the Secunderbagh was effected, was im¬ 
mense more than 2,000 of the enemy were afterwards carrinff ouL 

The ofiicera who led these regiments were Lieqtenaat-Coloaol 
Leith Hay,Her Majesty's 93ni Highlandera^ Lieuteoant-Colouol Gordon, 
Her Majesty’s 93id Bighlanders; Captain Walton, Her Majesty's 53rti 
Foot; Lieutenant Paul, 4th Punjab Infantry (since dead); and Major 
Bornston, Her Majesty’s &0th Foot. 

Captain Peel's Royal Naval siege-train then went to the front 
and ad^-anced towards the Shah Ntijiccf, together with the field

and some iiiortstr!i| the village to the left 1mvbig been cleoi'ed 
by Brigadier Hope and Lieutenant-Coloiiel GordoiL* 

The Shah Nujjeef ia s domed moeque with a garden, of which 
the tnnist had boen made by the enoinj. The wall of the anclostite 
of the mosque waa loophokd with grtmt car^. The entrance to it 
had been covered by a regular work In maaoiiry, and the top of the 
building WES crowned witb a parapeL From this, and from the 
defancea in the garden, an uneeasitig fire of mueketry was kept up 
fniin the commencement of the attack. 

This position wna dofended with great resolntioo ogainiFt a heavy 
cannpnade of three hours. It was then stormed in the boldest manner 
by the SSrd Highlanders under Brigadier Hope, supported by a 
battalion of detachments umler Major BorMlon, who was, I regret to 
say, severely wounded ; Captain Peel leading up his heavy guns with 
extraordtnary gallantry within a few yards of the buildiiig^ to batter 
the mafiaive stone walla. The withering fire of the Highlanders 
effectually covered the Nava] Bfigtide from great loss; but it was an 
action almost nimiaiopled in won Captain Peel behaved very much 
us if ho had been laying the Shannon alongaide an enemy a 
frigato. 

Thi^ brought the day's operations to a dose- 

On the neit day, commiTnicationfl were opened to the left rear 
of the barracks to the caual, after ovorcoming conHidembie difficulty. 
Captain Feel kept up a steady caimonado on the buiidiag called tho 
laess'hoiiee. This building* of condderablo sbo, was defended fay a 
ditch about twelve feet broad and scarped with tnasonry, and beyond 
that a loopholed mud wall. I determined to use the guns as much as 
posmble in taking 

About 3 vM~:t when it was considered that men might be sent 
to atonn it without much riak, it was taken by a (^mpany of the DOtb 
Foot under Captain ’WoIseley,t and a Roquet of Her Majesty*a 53rd 
under Captain Hopkms, supported by Major Earuaton’s batlalLm of 
detachments under Captain Gniso, Her Majesty^s 90 th Foot, and some 
of the Punjab Infentry under lieutenant Fowlett. The moas-hoUie 
was earned immediately with a ruah. 

The troops then pressed forward with great vigour and lined tho 
wall sopanitmg the mesa-house from the Motee Mahal, whieh consista 

tl. 

f Field Lord Woliilrr, T,r., 
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of & wide endcsoro and tnuny buildings. The enemy lieme made a 
lost stnnd, which was ovencome after an heur,, opeoing^B haring b«^en 
broken in the walb threngh which the troops pourcid. with a body 
of sappers, and accomplished our eommunicatioDS with the Besidencj. 

I biul the merpresaible satierjutionp shortly afterwards, of greeting 
Eir Jamee Outnim and Sir Henry Havelock^ who eaine out to meet 
me before the action w^as at an end. 

The relief of the besieged garrison had been nccomplbbed. 

The troops, including all ranks of o:6Soers and tnen^ had worked 
atronuatualy and persevered boldly in following up the advantages gained 
in the vnrioiifl attacks* Everyman in the force had exerted himself 
to the utmost, and now met with his reword. 

It should not be forgotton Lbat these eiertions did not date merely 
from the day that I joined the camp; the various bodiea of whicJi 
the relieving force was composed^ baring made the longest forced 
marches, from various directions, to enable the Oovemment of India 
to eavo the garrison of Lucknow. Some from Agra^ some from 
Allahabadj all had alike undergone the same fatigues In pressing 
forward for the attainment of this great object. Of their conduct in 
the 6eld of battle the facts narrrated In this despatch are aufficionEj 
eWdence, which I will not weaken by any eulogy of mine, 

I desire now to direct the attention of Yonr Lordship to the 
mcriU of the officers who hare served undar my orders on this occasion^ 
I cflnnoi convey to Your Lordahipr in adequate terms, my deep 
sense of the obligaiions I am under to Miyor-OcnGml Maiis fields 
Chief of the Staff, for the very able and cardkt assistance be has 
afforded me and the service during these opemtioae, and how admira^ 
bly the vorj many and important dnties belonging to bis sitnation 
have been performed» for which hk high talents and oxperisnee of 
Borvice In this country so peeulioi'ty £t hlmw 

I have also lo ejipres^ my very particular aoknowledgments to 
Urigadier-General Hope Grant, CJ5., who was in itnmcdiate commiand 
of the division by which this service was effected. HU activity in 
canying out the detaik hag been admirablo^ and bU vigilance ia 
superintending the outpo^ft duties baa been unsurpassed* 

hfy thanks are peculiarly due to Brigadier the Hon^le Adrian 
Hope, who commanded the advance of the force; as also to Captain 
Peel c of the Royal Navy, who has distingnkhed himaelf a 
piost marked manner*

Lieutenant-Colonel EwarL 

Brigadier Bu^ll having been unfartnnafcely severely wounded on 
(he afternoon of the 10th instant, t placed (ho lAmeated Colonel Bi<t 
dulph in c'lmmiind of hia line of posts* He nas killed almoet immedi^ 
ately afterwards, when making bis dlspogitions for the attack of the 
hospital. 

Captain Bourchier, of the Bengal Artiller)^ difitingoiBbed bimaelf 
by the intelligent and able snpptirt be afforded Lieu tenant-Colonel 
flalcp Her Majeety's 82™! Foot, en that officer succeeding Colonel Bid- 
dulph- 

Ibeae very difficult and tedioua opemtions, conducted aa they were 
under a most gulling fire^ in eranipcd guhtirhs, rodcct niueh credit on all 
the officers and men concerned, and secured the posit ion. 

The same afternoon, the enemy made n ^niort attack on the 
picqueta covering the ceatre of the line^ 

I MjpfHjrted them with a company of Her Majesty a 23rd and another 
of Her Majesty'ii 5Srd Foot, neb having any more infantTy at my 
posaL 

Captain Rommingtoua trwp of Horse Artillery was brought up.

«tFaj zuueket-^hot. 

From the first, &11 the amingcinentfl haTo been ceuducied toward* 
this end. The whole of the force under my imnicdiiite com mend 
being one ontlying pii^quet, every man remained on duty, and wns cob- 
etantly snbjcct to annoyance from the cbgiiij's fire ; but such was the 
vigilance and intelligence of the force, and no beartily did nil raakn co¬ 
operate to support mCj that I was ennhlod to conduct ibia aSair to a 
happy ieane, exactly in the mauaer originally proposed, 

iTpoti the 20th fire was opened on the Kaifiiirbngh, which gradiiaJly 
^increased in importance^ till it usnumed the choiacEer of regular broach-* 
ing and bombaidtnent. 

The KawcHjftgh wm breached in three places by GaptainPeelv R, N , 
and I bare been told that the enemy suflered fmich loss within its 
precincts. Having thus led the enemy to beliero that immc^liate 
assault WM contemplated, orders were issued for the retreat of the 
garrison through the lines of our pLcqneta at tniJnight on the 22nd. 

The ladies and families^ the wounded, the treasure, the guna it 
waB thought worth while to keep, the ordnanco stores, the grain still 
poase^ed by the commissariat of the ganiaon, and the State priaonere, 
hod all bean previously removed. 

Sir James Outroin bad received orders to bnrat the guns which it 
wan thought undeaimble to take away; and he was finally directed 
silently to evacuate the Roriideiicy of Luckne^wat the hour indicated, 

Thedispoaitionfl to cover their retreat and to raiafc the enamy, 
should he pursue, were ijbly carried out by Brigadier Hon^le Adrian' 
Hope * but I am happy to say the enomy w aa cotnplatelj deceived,, and 
be did not attempt to follow. On the conlrary he began firing on our 
old poaitiops, many hours after we liad left them. The movement of 
retreat was ndmirably oiecuted and w^aa a perfect lesi^gn in such combi* 
nationa.

Dilhoosha was reached at 4 A, u. on the 23rd instaal by the whole 
force.

REPORT OF BfilOADrEE CABTHEW 
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At daylight or the 2Sth of November, I proceeded^ according to 
iRBtractioije, with Her Majesty's 34t.h Begimeat, two compimies of Her 
Mnjosty'a 32iLd BegtJiieiit, and four gitn^ of Mndnui Native Artilleryj 
to take tip a portion at the Backet Court, two companiea of Her 
Majesty^s 64th Regiment having been placed in the Baptist Chapel to 
keep qp commpnieation with me. When wiLhin a few hnndred yards 
of the Bucket Court, I recoiyed instnictions through the lata Captain 
McCrea that Oeneml Windham preferred the position of the previous 
evening being taken up on the bridge^ and the Eithoor road defended. 

I censeqiieutly retired, leaving n company of Her Majeaty's 34th 
Re^mcnt to occupy the front Hoe of broken down Native lufaRtry hutfl^ 
and another company in their support in a brick building about 100 
yorda to their rear- 1 then detached a coinpouj of Her Majesty's 
d4Lh to the opposite aide of the rood across the plain in a line with 
the above enpport to occupy a vacant bonao, to man the garden walls 
and the upstair verandahs These eompanieii formed a strong position, 
and r|uite commanded the whole road tow-aids the briilge. I halted at 
the bridge with the remainder of the 34th and four guns, and 
barricaded the road, and placed two guns on the bridge- I then sent 
two companies of the 34fch under Lieutenant-Colonel Simpson, to 
ciecupy the pogiiion he held the previouB evening, to prevent the 
egreos of the enemy from the town towards the eutreuehmcTit, as also ' 
to defend the road feoin AlluhaboiL Thia picquet I subsequently 
Btrengthencd with two of nij guns which could not be worked on the 
bridge. 

A brii^k fire w'oa kept up by the enemy from their portion amongst 
the Native lines on the advanced skirmishcTs and ploquet and upon 
the bridge by their gunB (l^poundeis) throughout the whole day. 
About midday Captdu hf eCrea eonvoyed instructions to me to pro¬ 
ceed to tbe front to attack the enemy's infantry and guns, that he was 
to convey the oamc instructions to Her Majesty's 64Lb Element, and 
both parties to advance at the same time+ 

Captain McCrea took with him to strengthen the 64tb, forty men of 
a company of Her Mojesfy's 82nd, which I had placed os a picqnet 
at tlic old Commissatiat compound, for the protection of the road 
Wing from that direction to the entrcnchnicnL I advanced with my 
two gun a and a company of the 34t1i from the bridge. taking, ^ I 
mlvancedp the company stationed to my right in the iipatnir 
mid the company occupyiiig tbe biokin huts (with support) on my 
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left. On advancing and cieariug the frcmt Hue of hiita^ I vfm defiireus 
and endeavoured to psish the whole of my party flcrossi the pluiD in 
front to charge the enemy'a gun«^ hut sm their inlaatry still oco npied 
broken ground of other huts, and my force without auppoti, it could 
not ba done^ The enemy's giina were driven far to the rear by tin 
fire of my two gun^ after which my skirmishers, support^ and right 
pic^juefc-, look up their original poflitiens, and I rotnrncd with the guns 
to the bridge. Shortly piter this* the enemy's infantry wore seen 
to bo skirting along the edge of the town, with the evident inten^ 
tion of tuming ©nr Bunk, and of pouring a fire upon us from the houses 
on OUT left- Both picqnet %ni skirmisIierH appHefl fw reinforcements 
w hicb I could not afford, but desired them to hold their positions fia long 
oa posaihle. Mid then fcll bark to the head of the bridge* whidi 
they did about 5 o^’clDck. 

The enemy were now increasing in large nuinbers on our left, 
occupying houses, garden-walls,"and the church. A company was sent 
through the goldens to dislodge the enemy and drive them from the 
church, but the enemy was strong enough to main tain, ormthcr to return 
to thi^lr position. I then concentrated nil my force oa bulb Banka of 
Iho bridge, and with the guns kept up a heavy fire. Tho enemy 
ijaw brought up a gnu into Iho churchy aid, which enfiladed the 
bridge at a difitance not exceeding 150 yards, my own guns not being 
jkblo to bear on iheir position* 

Tho enemy wore still merearing and working round to my rear hj 
my left fiank, I retired the guus about 100 yards so vts to commatid 
tho bridge and the rood leading from the town* Officers amt men 
were at ihifl time falling fast around me. I appUeil for u reinforce^ 
mont, but by the time they arriveti night hud set in, ond I now 
coHsiderod it prudent to retire with the re«ipviiider i>f tny force in^ 
to the entrouch meat, which was done with perfect regijlmtj^ the re- 
xnfi>rceuient of rillca protecting the rear. 

Although for some time eurncHtly ndvked to retire, I refraiiiefl from 
doing 60 Tin til I tdt convinced that from tho iiicireasiijg numbers of 
ihc enemyi tho ^tigue of the men after thr^ diiyu' harrl fighting, nrisl 
try owti troops Briug in the dark into eciuh other^ the position wrm uo> 
longer tenable, Aud that consequently it becamo uiy painful duty to 
retire, 

I beg to forward a re turn of the killed and wouoded during the 
day.

Although His Ejccelloncy fully admits the arduous uatura of the 
aervica oa which Hrigndier Cor the w had teen engaged dunug the S8tt 
November, he caimot record tia approval of that officer’s retreat on 
the eveaipg of that day* 
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Under tho msti^tions of Msyor-Corionil Winiibam, liia oorotnand- 
ii]g officeTp Brigadior Car the w hrwj been placed in poaitiOD. No dia- 
crotien of retiring vyels aJJavved to hiui. When he woa pressed hanl^ 
he sent for roinforeemeiit^, which, as the Commander-in-Cbief bap^ 
pened to be preaeot when the truest arrived, Hw Eicelleney la Aware 
wore iniDsedmtelj condocUid to bis relief by iJojor-Gencral Windham 
in poTBon. 

It- would appear froni Brigadier CarthewV letter of e^rplana^on 
that ho did not wait to aeo the effect of the reinforcemonU which 
bad boon brought to him; but to the great astonkhnienfc of Major- 
General Windham and His Excellency retired almost immediately 
after* 

With respect to these occorrencCfl, Ilk ExcelleDcy feels it nece&saiy 
to make two romarkB. In the first place^ no Buhordliiiite ofRiser, when 
j>aa5e5EiQg easy lueoDS of communiontion with hia iinmedLato au jioiior^ ie 
permitted, according to tho principles and nBagos of war, to give np a 
post which hoa been entniEtetl to hia chargOi, without a pravloiia re(|ueat 
for orders, after reprcBcntatioa might have been modo that tho post 
bad become no longer tenable. 

It might have oceurred to Brigadier Carthaw that w^hen Major- 
General Windham proceeded to reinforce the post according to his 
first request* instead of ordering the garrison to retire, it was the 
opioion of the Major-Oeneml! that to hold it w^as nn absolute noce^ty* 

llm Excellency refiains from rcamrkiiig on the very serious eonse- 
quenccs which ensued on tho abandoameut of the post in questioiL 

The night which had arrived was niore favourable to the Brigadier 
for the purpofle of strengthouing hk positioti than It was to an enemy 
advanciiig on him in the dork \ at all events thara were many hours 
during which a decision could liiive been taken by the highest autho¬ 
rity m the cntretichmeiiti wbetber the poat sboald he abaadoncd or 
not* without much other inconvenienee than tho mere Citigue of the 
garrison. 

The Commnndfir-in-Cliief niupt mnko one more remark. Brigadier 
Corthew in thu lost paragraph of bb letter talks aboiitr his men firing 
juto one uuother in the dark. Hib Excellency does not seo how this 
eould occur if the men were properly posted, and tho oESccra in com- 
mand of them duly uistnictcd as to their reapEctive positions*

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This position incIud^H the post of Alumbi^^b, his st^tndipg eampj 
of which the front la 1^500 yards in rear of that post, and the bridge 
of Bunnee, which lb held by 400 M[uln34 sepoys Mid two gtiiifl. 

On the 2Tth T mMchod with Bngadkr-GeDerol Qr&nt'a DiFisiofi 
all the ladies and Einiiliea who had been rescued from Lucknow^ anil 
the wounded of both forees^ making in all about 3,000 people^ whom it 
Tvaa neoefleaiy to carry, and encamped the evoaing of that day a little" 
beyond Bunnee bridge. 

The long tniin did not reach completely and hie into eamp nntil 
after middight. 

When wo smiTed at Bnunee^ we woro scirprisod to hear very h^iTy 
firing in the direction of Cawopore. No news had re^^hed me fitmi 
that place for sovoral dap^bntit appeared necesigmy^ whatever the 
iDConvemenco, to press forward as quickly as poasiblo. 

The march accordingly re-oommenced at 0 the next morning 
and ahortly aftorwnrda I rocniv^ed two or three notaa in sticcesriOD, — 
Jir^tf aQDouncing that Cawnpora had boon attacked ; sec&ndljft that 
Oeneral Windham hard pressed ; and third that he had been 
obliged to fall back from outside tho city into bis entrenchmenti 

The force was accordingly pressed forward, convoy and all, and 
was oncamped within three miles of the OangoB, about thr^e hours after 
dark, the rearguard coming In with the end of the train some twenty- 
four hours afterwards, 

1 precedo^l the polumn of march by two or three hour^^ and reached 
the enireuchnient at dusk, where I learnt the true state of aBairs. 

Tho retreat of the provione day had boen effected with the bsa of 
a certain amouat of camp equipage^, and shortly after tny arrival, it was 
reported Lo ma that Brigadier Cnrthcw had retreated from a very 
important outpost. 

All this appeared disastrous enough, and the next day the city 
was found to be m possesaion of tho enemy at nil points. 

It had now becomo aocesijary to proceed with the utmost cautim 
to aecuro tho bridge. 

All the heavy guns attached to QetiGral Gront^B Division, tinder 
Captain Peal, R and Captain TraverB^ R. A, were placofl in pciritioa 
on the left bank of the Ganges, and directed to open fire and keep down 
the fire of tho enemy on the bridge* 

This waa done Tory effectually, while Brigadier Hope's Brigftdo.with 
Bome field artillery and cnvaliy, was ordered to cross the bridge, and 
take position neat tho Old Oragnon lines^ 
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A ciwa fire wafl at ibe mtu® tUne kept up from the entrenchmeat 
to coTCF the m^jch of the troops. 

When darkness began to draw cm, the artillery parks, the woundci], 
and the fntnilinB were ordered to file over the bridge ; and it was not 
till 6 o'clock p. IL, the day of the 30th, that the last cart had doarod 
the bridge* 

The passage of the force, with its encumbrances, over the Ganges 
had occupied thirty hours. 

The camp now stretches from the Dragoon Lines in a half circle 
round the position occupied by the late General Sir Hugh Wheeler, the 
Foot Artillery lines being occupied by the wounded and the fomilioa. 

A desnltoiy fire has been kept up by the enemy on the entrenchmaut 
and the front uf the camp since this position was token up, nnd I am 
obliged to aubmit to the hoatik occupotion of Cawnpore, until the actual 
despatch of all my encumbrances towards Allahabad boa been effected- 
However diaagrecablothis may ha, and although it may tend to give 
confidence to the enemy, it is preeifiely one of those cases in which no 
risk must be run. 

I trust when the time has arrived for me to act with due regard 
to thete cODfilderatiDiis to see the speedy evacuation of his present 
poaition by the enemy. 

In the meantime, the poritiouL taken up by Brigadier-General 
Grant's Division under my immedhite ordcifi has restored the comm uni- 
oations with Futtchpore and Allahabad, as had been anticipated. The 
detochmcuts moving along the road from these two places have been 
ordered to continue their march iiccordingly. 

Major-General Windham^B despatch relating the operations con¬ 
ducted under his commaod is endoeed. 

In forwording that document 1 have only to remark that tho 
complaint made hy him in the second paragraph of not receiving inatnic- 
tious from me is cxplaioed by the fact of the letters he aeot ouiiouiiciog 
the appreach of the Gwalior Force not having come to hand. 

The first notice I had of hie cmbatroEaiuant was the distant sound 
of cauuonadc aa above described. 

All the previous reports had declared that there was but little 
cshEUice of the Gwalior Cuntingent approaching Cawnpore.

obliged to oet for mysolC 

1 thomfore resolved to oncacnp mj force on the canah ready to 
Btilke at any portion of tho advancing ennmy that came within my 
reach p keeping at the same time my communications fiafa ndth Cawnpore, 
Finding that the contingent were detonnined to ndvauce, T resolv* 
ed to meet their first division on tho Pandoo Niiddoe. My foreo 
conrictod of about 1^200 bayonets and eight gnus and 100 mountod 
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Having dent my camp aqiiipogo and baggiigB to ljb.& rear, I 
B.i]vancetl to tita attack in th^ falloiriiig onJgr t — 

Four companies of the Rifle BEignile. umlar Coloael R, Walpole, 
fgillowed by four companies of the SStb CouDaiight Ranges, under 
Licutetiaiitr'Coloiiol EL H. Maxwell, and fiiir light G-poundor Madnig 
guoa, under LieutenanL Ghnmior , the whole under the coni maud of 
Brigadier Garth:?w^ of the Madras Native Lifantry, 

Foil owing this force was the flith Regiirieafe^ under Lieutcnaiit^ 
Cdonol Rr Kellj, wijh four 0-pounder guns ; the S2fid Regiment in 
reserve, with Bpare lunmuiiTtioTi, Sre* 

I had giveo direclions^ in the event of the enemy being found 
directly in our front, and if the groiiad permitted, that Brigadier Cartbew 
should occupy the ground to the left of the read, aud that Lieutenant- 
Colonel Keljj^ with the fl4lh, divided into wingijp anil supported by hia 
artillery, should take the rigliN It so happened, however, that thia 
onicr on aur coming mto aetiou bocnino exactly fnverled hy my 
dirccdoos in coaseqiieDcc of a aLidden tsirn of the rood. No conrueion, 
however, was caused The advance was made with a complete iLoo of 
skiriuishars along the whole front, ^ith supports on cither aide and a 
reserve in the centre. 

The enemy, strongly poski] on the other side of the dry bed oE 
the pEindoo Nuddee, opened a heavy firo of nrtdlory from si ago and 
field guns ; but such waa the eagerness and courage of the Lrooptf, 
aod so well were tbfly led by their officers, that tvc can'ied the position 
with a raab,^ the men cheering ils they wont j and the village, moro 
than half a mile in its rear, was rapidly cleared. The miitideers hastily 
took to flight, leaving in our possession two 3-inch iron bowitzera and 
one G-pouadcr gun. 

In this fight my loss was not severe ; but I regret vety miieb thah 
a very promiBiiig young officer, Captain U. H. Day, aSUi Rcginieat, 
was killcti 

Obaerviug from a height on the olher aide of the village, that the 
enemyVt main hotly wosathanrl, and that thaoue just defeated waa tboir 
Jeading divieion, I at once decided on retiring to pro beet Cawnpore* my 
eiitronchments, and the bridge over the Ganges. We accordiJigly fell 
back, followed, however, by the enomy up to the bridge over the canal. 

On the moruiug of the 27th, the euemy conimeuced ibeir attack, 
with an overwhelming force of heavy artillery* ily position was in 
fcuut of the city. I wos tbrentened on all aidcv^ and verj' Bcriously

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attacked oo my (lont and right flaak* The heary fighting in frent* 
at the pfiint of jtukctioii of thg Calpeo and UeLkl r^tcid-Hi, fell uiDre 
cspcciafly upon the Hi H e Brigade, ably eoaimaudecl by Colonel Walpolo, 
i»iio was supported by the tfiSfch Regitueutaodfonr giina (two S-poundor*, 
21^pounder howil^erQ) under Caplain D. S, Grocne^ B ftad 
two 24-|K]Under gnns, manued by eeamea of ibo Shannon^ under 
liciiteiLiiut Hay^ R. who waa twice wounded, Lieuteuaut-Colonet 
John Adje, R. A., ahso afforded me marked assistaace with these gun^- 
In rpito of the lieavy bosubardment of the eaomy* tny troopii re^ 
sisted the attack for five hours, and still held the ground uutil* cm my 
proceeding pei^nally to make aure of the safety of the fort, I found 
from the number of men bayoneted by the SSth Eegiment that the 
mutmoctii bad fully penetrated the toAVn ^ and havung been told that they 
were then attacking the fort, I directed MaJur^Ganerid Diipuis^ R. 
(who aa my ^ond-in-command I had loft with the main body,) to full 
back the whale forca into the furtj with all our stores and guna, shortly 
before dark. 

Owing to the fiigbt of the camp followers at the conuuencemciit 
ef the actiDii, notwkhstandiirig th« long time we held the groiiiKl, 1 
regret to stats llmt in making this retrugmdo movemEnt, I was iinablo 
to carry oif all my camp equipage and some of tho baggage. Had not 
au error occurred in the eonveyanoe of an order issued by me, I am of 
opinion that I conld have held my git^und at alt events unti] dark. 

I must not omit in this stage of the procEcdingg to report that 
the flank attack was well met, and refsktcfl for a coDsiderahlu time by 
the 34Lh Regiment under Lieutenant^Colonel Kelly and tho Alculma 
Battery undor Lioutenaiil Chamler, together w^ith that part of the Sfiid 
Bcgiment which waa detached in tbia direction under LiculcnauL- 
Colonel D. Watson- 

In retiring within the cntrcnchmentp, I followed iha general in- 
atructiona issued to me by Your Excellency, conveyed through the Chief 
of tho Staff, oamelj, to preserve tho Eafety of the bridga over tho 
Qnngpg, and my canimunicationa with ymur fo^ce^ bo severely engaged 
in the Important operation of the Belief of Lucknow^ oa far as pcesible, 
1 strictly adhered to the dEfendvo, 

After falling hack to the fort* I assooibled the Boporior officers 
on the evening of the 2Tth and propofled n night attack, ehoalJ I be 
able to nscelvo reliable infofiualion na to where the enomy had 
nji^nibled hm artillery.

As, however* I cqtald obtain Rone^ (or, at all events, uodo tiint waa 
SOtUfttct^iry,) I dEcidcd— 

Firaily -—That on the followkig day Colonel Welple, Rifle Brignde^ 
should have the defenee of the advanced portioTi of the town on the left 
side of the eanal, shLadiiig with yoLtr buck to the Ganges. Tlio dutJiiLs 
of the force Upon this poLot were as follows :—

Secondly .—That BrigridieT K* Wilson, witb the G4th Regimcntr 
was to hold the fort and establish a atroDg pioquet at tho Baptist 
Chapel on the extreme right. 

TldTxity .—That Brigadier Carthew, with the 34thReginieTit tindor 
LieutenaDt-Coionel Kelly, and four Madras guns, should hold the Eithoor 
Road in ndroucs of tho Baptist Chapeh receiving support from the 
pict]uet thore if wanted. 

Fomihly^ —That, with. tho^Hith Regiment under Lien tenant-&»] one! 
Maswoll, I should defend the portion of the town ne^iresL tho Ganges on 
the left of the canal, and support Colonel Walpole if reK|iiirGd« 

The fighting on tho 2Sth waa veij^ sovero^ On the left advance^ 
Colonel Wxdpolo with the Bifien, supported bj Captain Greene's Bat¬ 
tery, and part of tho 82 nd Begiment;, achieved a complete vktoiy over 
the enemy and captured two IS-pounder gutm. 

The gloTj of this woll-contested fight helongfl entirely to tLe above- 
pamoc! companies and artHEoTy. 

It was owing to the gallantry of tho men and oflicari undor the 
able leading of Colon □! Walpole, and of my lamented relation, LiQiitenunt- 
Colduel Woodford of the Rifle Brigade (who 1 deeply regret to aav ■was 
killed,) and of Lieutenant-Colonel Watson, 82od, and of Captain Greene 
R. A., that this hard contested fight was won and brought to so profit¬ 
able an encL I had nothing to do with it beyond sending them 
support^?, and at the end of bringing acme up myself. 

I repeat that the oredit h enlirolj due to the abovementioced 
ofEcora and mecu 
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Brigadier Wibon thought proper, prompted hy zenT for the senice. 
to load hi# rogunOLt ngoinet four guns plticsti in front of Brigadier 
Cortheir, In this during exploit, I regret to say. he lust hb life, together 
with Bereral Talnable end nble ofBccrs. Major T. Stirling, G4th Regv~ 
ment, was killed in spiking one of tho guns, aa iivas also that fine gallant 
young toaD, Captain R.C.AIcCrea, 64tli Begimont, who acted os Deputy 
Assistaut QBartennflster-Oeneml to the force hern. Captain W. Morphey. 
64th Regiment (the Brigftde-MnjorJ also fell at the satne time. Our 
numbers were not sufficient to enable ns to carry off the guna. 

Captain A. P. Bowlby, now the senior officer of the G4t h Rcgimetit, 
dblingubhed himself; as did also Captain H, F. Saunders, of Iho 70th 
Bogiment, who was attached to the 64lh. and b aauLor to Captain Bowlby, 
whose conduct ho describes as most devoted and gallant ■, as wtkS obo 
that of the men of tho'regimont. 

Brigadier Carthew, ©f the Madras Native Infantry, had a moat 
ROverei and strong contest with tbo anetny from morning till night i but 
I regret to odd that he I'elt himself obliged to retire at dark. 

During iho night of the 28th instant, the ouemy occupicti the town, 
mid on the tiioroing of the 25)th commenced bombarding my ent ronch- 
incntH with a few guns, and struck the bridge-of-boata several timea. 

The guns mounted in the fort wore auperior in niimbor to ihoac of 
the enemy, and wore well mnuned throughout the day by the nfficers, 
unn-copimbsionod offiDera, and men of the Royal Artilleiy, seumcn of 
Ibo SAavmm, Madras and Bengal giiiinerB and Sikhs. 

The chief outwork was occupied by the Rifle Brigade, nnd in the 
course of the afternoon, by Your Excellency’s instructions, thoy wore ad¬ 
vanced, and gallantly drove the inutiosors out of that portion of the 
city nearest to our works, under the eonunnnd of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fycra who was supported by Colonel Walpole, 

Thronghont the short period I have had the terapornry ceninnand of 
divieion. I hove received both in the field and ebewbere. the most 
ImiTOrtant osistanc© from Captain H. Bruce, Sth Punjab Cavaiiy. With¬ 
out him 1 should have beou at a great loss for reliable information, and 
although I am aware that Tour ExceHopoy is not ignemnt nf hie abibtiea, 
courage, and assiduity, 1 think U my duty to make thb mentiOD of hla 
Borvice to the country. 

Pressed ns 1 nm by the operations now going forward. I am not 
able to specify the oervioes of eveiy individual who baa assisted me 
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wlMjfe *11 hti\e bgbaved so trtIL I bAve no staff of my own, except 
€*phiiiJ llo^or Swire, of tbe 17tb Foot, mj aid-de-camp, who boa beh*v* 
©d with bis usitol seal And courage. 

1 tbsrefore bope I may be oUowcd to tbank, tbrougb Tour Ficol- 
leucy, tbe uBdemieiitionod officers for tbe great serricea they b^re 
VoluiLtorily retidered me (luring this tiying timet —

Lieutenant Oliver, R A., who was in caimnnnd of a ba&tlly eqtLip|>ed 
buttery of two O-paundere and two 24-peutjder howitzers, manned by a 
few Rjyal ArhilleTy and Bengal gunnera and some SikhSp did Iii& be«it 
to bring his guns into action on the first day^s operationa on the Faiidqo 
River ; yot from his extreme mciperieuce 1 thongbt it hotter to place 
my aiJe-de-campp Captain Sarsfield Orecne. R. A.* iu corotnand, and I 
bog to bring to your notice the admirable manner in which he directed 
and fought the guna at the cloaa of the day. 

Oa the 27 Lh he pupportrfd the Bide Brigade and SSth Connaught 
BaugpTa, and as our force retired he aasiated to protect the retreatp 
Again on the ^th,he snpparted CJolonel Walpole and the BiBo Brigade 
on the ad mace on the leftp ami aeaisted material ty in the capture of two 
IS-poniKlcr gtiua- On the 29Lh he commanded four guna in the fort* 
Lieutenant Chamkrp of the Bladras Artillery, who ccimmauded she light 
guns, porformed hia duties entlrt-ly to my sutMuetioop partiDuIarTy on ttio 
28th ^ when he was attached to the force nndor Brigadier Corthow. 

1 beg also to bring to ymir cousiderflilon the ctiiidact of Lie u ton ant- 
Colonel John Adyc, my AssistauL Adjistant-Generalp who voliinteer- 
ed on the night of the 27th, and hmught from the eentre of the town 
a 24 pounder guQp which hod been left behind in the retreatj in eouse- 
quence of iL^i having been jammed in Ode of thn narrow streeta* This 
officer vrn^ assisted by Captains Austen and Bmdford, of the Bengal 
Artillery* On the 29th he again Volunteered and took command ui 
the Kitne gun, {manned by a few sailors and Madras gunneri^). and 
placed it m a pooition to protect the ci\md where it provtrd of good ser¬ 
vice during the dayv 1 beg also to testify to the ivilling exorLiuJia of 
Senior Surgeon B. C. BlUot on all occasions.

I have the honour (o reperL to yonr LoriLhip that late on 
the night of ilie 3id instantp llio convoy which bad given so tnach 
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aniiehr. induciltig the feitDiliM and half the wquaded, waa finally des¬ 
patched, ittid OD the iEh and 5th the bat airotigemeata were tnide for 
cquaigning the reraaiiLdeF of the wounded in phicea of aafetti while a 
pordon. of the troops wm withdrawn from the entrench men ta to join the 

catnp. 

On the afternoon of the Sth, about 3 p. M., the enemy nttnckei our 
left picqnet with artillery, and showed infantry round oiir left fiank. A 
dosnltory lire waa Bho begun on our piet^tieta in the Gemanil Gung, 
which ia an old bomjir of -rery ceiiBiderable extent idong the canah in. 
front of the lino occupied by tho camp. These advoneod p<®itiona had 
been held since our arrival by Brigadier Greathed^a brigade with great 
firmness, the Brigadier having dlspUycd hia usual judgment m their 
arrangemeTit and support. On two or three pccasiona he had been 
aup ported by Captain PeeFi boavy guns and Clip tain Boiirchie/a field 
battery I when the artillery of the enemy had annoyed him and the 
general front of the camp. 

After two houra of eaDnociading the enemy retired on the aftcruoou 
in qneatiou* 

ArrangemcntE wefo then made for a geneHii atcaek on hirn the 
aait day* 

Hia left occupied the old CEmtoumaut from which General tViodharn'a 
post had been principally assailed. His catitre was in the city of 
Cawnpore^fliid lined the honsesaod hazoara overhanging the canali w4ich 
separated it from Brigadier Greathed's poaitioiip the prindpal atrects 
baring boon afterwards discovered to be barricaded. 

Hia right fitretchtni some way boyond tho angle formed by the 
Gnmd Trunk Bcpnd and the canal, two milea iu rear of which the camp 
of the Gwalior CJontingent woa pitched, and bo covered tho Calpee Hoad. 
This wna the line of retreat of that body* 

In short the canal along which were placed hia centre and right 
was the main feature of hU posilioa and could only be passed in the 
latter direction by two bridgc«. 

It appeared to me, if hia right ware vigoroualy attacked that it 
would bo driven from iU poBitiofi without oasLsianco coming finm other 
parts of his Uuo^the wall of the town which gav» cover to our ottacking 
columns on oar right being an effective obatacle to the movcmenti of 
any portion of hifl troops from his left to right. 

Thus the posoibilitj became apparent of attacking hia diviaion 
in detail. 

From intelligence lecoived before and tU'Crer the aeticn, there seems 
j tu be Uttlc doubt that iti coEiserjuanca of the arrival of four roginioata 

I 
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frum Oiidli, and tha gathering of wiDua mutinous corps which had 
Buffered in previtjna aetioDa, as well as the naaetnbUge of all the Nana s 
followarw, the strength of the onemy now amoutited toaboat 25.000 rnau, 
with all the gnus belonging tc the Coritingeat, aome M iQ nmuher, 
togather with a few guns belonging to the Nana. 

Orders were given to General Wiiidbaiii,en the morning of the Bth, 
to open a heavy bomhardmeat at 9 A. M. Oroin the entrenchment in the 
old cantonment and so induce the belief in the enemy that the attack 
coming' from Lho positiojia 

The camp was struck early, and all the bnggage iiven to the 
rivertido utider a gitard. to avoid the slightest risk of accident. 

Brigadier Oreathed, Teinforced by tho 64li Begiment, was desired 

to bold tbfi aaufcfl ground oppoaita tba 
centre of the enemy* which he had 
boeu occupying for some daja past iia 
abovaiDentioiiedi and at 11 the 

rest of the force, as per cEtargin. woa 
drawn op in cooiiguoui columSpS ia 
rear of some old cavalry lines and 
effectually maeked from the obaerra- 
tion of the enemy. 

The Cannonade from the en- 
tteiiehmeut having become slack afa 
thw tiiuCp the moment had arrived 
for the attack ta cammence* 

The Cavalry and Hor^e Artillery 
haviBg been Bont to make a detour 
oti the kfr and croaa ihc canal by a 
bridge a mil e-and-half further up^ 
and threaten the enemy's rear, the 
Infantry deployed iti paralki Unsa 
fronting the conaU 
Brigadier Hope's Brigada was in advance in one line* Brigadier 
Inglift* Brigade being in rear of Brigadier Hope# 

At the aame time Brigadier Walpole, aeakted by Captain Smith's 
Field Battery. Royal Artillery, was directed to pass the bridge irnino- 
diatoly to the kft of Brigadier Gimtheda portion, and to drive the

The advmiee then continued with rapidity ftSong the wholn line, 
and T had the satisfacliQn of observing in tho distance that Brigiidier 
Walpole was making oci^unl progress on the rn^ht. 

The cami bridge WAS quickly paasMl, Captavin Peel kading aver 
it with a heavy gim, nocompanted by a soldier of Her Majesty's SSrd^ 
named Hannaford, 

The troops which hod gathered logethor rcaumlng their lino of 
formation with great rapidity on cither aide as soon as it vfm crossed, 
and continning to drive tho enemy at all pointe, hb camp being reached 
and taken at 1 r.3L,and his roiithoing complete along the Cal pee Rond. 

I must bore draw sttenLlou to the manner in w hich the heavy 24- 
pCiUodcr gum wem impel kd and managed by Cap tain Peel and his gailon t 
enllors. TIirough the oxtraordinary energy uiid goodwill with which the 
latter have workt'dj. their gum have been constantly in advauoo Ihrough- 
out oiir Ink opemttons, fimm the relief of Lucknow till now. m if they 
were light field pieces, and the sendee rcadBredhy thofu in clearing our 
fiont has been incalctiJabk^ On this nccciflion there wm the sight be¬ 
held of 24-poiiTider guns advancing with the first line of p^kirmishem, 

WitliO Lit losing any time the pdrsuit with cavalry,, infimtiy, and 
light artillery was pressed with the greaLest cagemesa to the four¬ 
teen tb milestone on the Calpee Road, and 1 havo reason to believe that 
every gun and cart of ommuDitioti which had been in that part of 
the enemy's position which had been attacked now fell iuto our pos^es^ 
fiion. 

I had the eatisfiiction of accompany mg the trnevpa engaged in the 
pursuit, and of huing able to hear wdtne&s in their strenuous endeavi^ura 
to tiiftko the most of the success which hm^ b&cn achieved. 

When I passed the camp and wont forward on the Galpee Eoud, 
Major-General jil ana field was desired h^" me to make arTangoments far 
the at lack of the position (ailed the Subadar^e Tank, which exteuil- 
ed round the kft rear of the enemyh position^ in the old ciuitoumciits^ 
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As ihiA opera.tian was a separate oncj I beg tfl enclose for yotir LorJ- 
sLip’s coiiflidcralion tha Major-Oonenil’s own uarmtiva. 

The troops having ratiimed from tbe pnranit at midnight on tha 
Gth, and their baggage having reached them on the nftemMn of the 
nett day, Brigadier-Gsnerat Grant was detached in purauit on the 8th 
with the cavalry, some light artillery, and a brigade of infantry, with 
orders to destroy public buildings belonging to the Nana Sahib ot 
BLthoor, and to pres* on to Semi Ghat, twenty-five miles from hence, 
if ha bad good tidings of the retreating enemy. This duty waa adroir- 
ablv performed by the Brigadier-Oenfiral, and ho caught the enemy 
when be was about to cross the river with his remaining guna. 

The Brigsdler-Genaml attacked him with great vigour, and by the 
eiwllcut diapositiun he made of his force succeeded in taking every 
gun tho enemy iwsscased, without losing a iinglc man. I have the 
pleasure to enclose tho Brigadier-Geaeral's report far your fjordship'a 
penud. 

It now remains for me to bring to your Lordship's notice tho

In obedience to your Excellency's instrwctiona, wben I left your side 
&fter the capture of the euemy'a camp on the aftomoon of the 6Lh 
Dcceiaberp 1 proceeded to make the armogetnents for takiag the position 
called tho SubadEir‘s Tutik, m rear of the enemy e left, and about a mile- 
ond-a-half in a direct lino fiom the entronchiueat throngh the old con^ 
tonmenta. 

Before advanciiigp measures were taken for the safeguard of tho 
captured comp. Colonel Kelly* with a wing of Sblk Footp being placed 
'm position for that purpo^, in addition to the 23 id EegUnent^ which 
hod aircaiiy been left there by your Excellency*

The Q3rd FfigblaniJei'^ who had been placed on th^ Grand Tnmk 
Road, beyond the €^inp to the left^ at tlie time that )'OEir Excellency 
gave the orders for pressing the puT^nii of the onemy along the Ciilpee 
Koadj were now, at 2 f, beginning to suSer &ofo the enemy's guns^ 
which were in position about 1,000 yards m febeir ironb^ in the cnelo* 
euTca between them and tbo tank. 

They wero advariced a short digtanco with Captain Middleton s 
Field Battery, B, A., which answered the enemy's gmiH until the Rifle 
Brigade under Brigadier Walpole anti the heavy field balteiy under 
Captain Loagilen, R, A., could be brought up. 

In the course of hatf-aa-honr this had taken place, and the hoavy 
field battery piishcil along the rood interBecting tho Grand Trunk 
Road about n mils to the leit of the enemy's cauipi and loading 
directly to tho old cantonmouL 

The Rifles were extended in ekirmisbing order some 300 yards uu 
each aide of tho nmd slightly in advance of the^ heavy guns, tho 
Highlander being kept in rcsefre. 

These eraugementa^ having been made, the advance took ptneOp 
and the encniy begaa to give way ioimediately^ aucces^ve positions 
being taken up and a rapid fire inaintaiuod by Captnin Longden and 
Captain Middleton^ of the R A-, the Rifles pnsaing through the cncio- * 
sureB to the right, Jiud the braked ground to the left of tho road, with 
much ?pirifcj iindor the able directions of Brigadier Walpole* 

(Jn tho entrance of the village being reached^ wEiicb may ba dbtin^ 
gnL^heJ as the soldiers' bdriabgronnd, although the enebaures still 
held to a certnin degree by the eneioj^ it appeared to me expedient to 
push the field battery through the village at a gallop, aud take 
positloD iu the platUf with the Tank du the right, the liifiintiy being 
deairtHi to pnias forward as fast aa they ccutd. 

This fffta dona very well by Captain Middleten, R. A„ and he had 
the aatisfaction of firing at the euemy'g guns as they dbiappeared along 
the Bltboor Road, whilst the Eifiea were atill niimliig up to kis 
support. 

The portion was then fiiirly occupiedj Brigadier Hope coming np 
with the reserve of Highlanders and taking ehaigo of the picqutts 
which w ore thrown out cm the Imc of the enemy'^a retreat,. 

About 4 F, af. the position which had been taken waa attacked by

the neccssaxy order, bemg that it wfl« contrary to ymir Excel¬ 

lency’s wbb to inrolrc the troops among the enclosures nod housce of 
the old cantonment; cmd that if the slightest advance had boon made 
in that quorter.it would have been ueeeisaTy. at vrhatover leas, to 
luako no stop till the cnlrenchinent should have been reached. 

When Captain Lougden's and Captain Middleton’s battene* had 
almost succeeded in silencing the enemy’s fim, the position was attacked 
bv some guns of the enemy from the broken ground of the plain on 
cLtly the oppmito sldo. They could not bo seen, es^pt by then 
amoko! They worn, however, answered quickly, and all the men and 
field hospital. Sec., havlitg been put under tolerahlo uovor. no hana was 
suffered by the troops in oonaequeuco of this attack. 

At dusk I had the saiififhctiou of sooing large bodies of the enemy s 
infantrj' and cavalry move round to the west of the position about a 


mile distant, in full reftroat. 

It not being poasihle to communicate with yonr Excellency aRer 
Bunaet, the position taken np being almost isoLilcd, and as reported to 
me, there being considerable nnuibers of the enemy still in oocup-atka 
of the town and old cantomnent, the picquots all roiiud the positjon 
were slightly strengthened, and the troops bivouacked by their arms. 

Everything having boon qniet during the night, the Highlnndere 
‘wero withdrawn the next nioruiug, and replaced by iho 38th Foot

*—— ghat. Towards evening I halted the 

ft>rce, and directed the men to have their dinners. 1 then proceeded 
on to Sheorajpore,—a village on the toad within thn's inilea of Serai 
Ghat, where I halted the force until daylight. I then collected the 
baggage, and had it placed in a Bafe flpot covered by a portion of 
artijlerv, cavalry and mfantry. 

I luoTcd the remidnder within ahout two miles of the Ghat, w'heu 
1 proceeded to rcoonnoitre with a party ef the 9th Lancers, and found 
on the blinks of the river a force aasombled, and horsuiuen and eepoya 
with biicgage moving down towards the epot. I inuoediately ordered 
up the 'covaliy and guns; hut the mad under the banks of the river 
wiia of such a dangcrouB oaturo from the quicksands, that the heavy 
S-poundere of Captain Middletcn-B Batteiy drawn by iircd horses, ran 
groat risks of being altogether stopped, and it was only througli the 
hard exortiotis and praiseworthy conduct of Captain Middleton, Lieutc* 
nant Millman, in uoDimnnd of the battory, atid tbo men, that the guns 


wem gut through. An 18-ponader of the enemy was hotc discovered 
fixed in the qulckaand. Two guns of the Field Battery having got over 
this difficulty, imd on to the dry bank of the river, soon got into posi¬ 
tion, and under a very severe fire from thiJ tocn of the rebels' gnus. 
Lieutenant Millman brought his guns into play. Soon after Captain 
Remmiugtou's troop galloped up, and took up a moat admirable position 
covered by tho bank of a ditch, opening on the enemy a dunking tire 
which, togothet with the remainder of the Field Battery, aow come up, 
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in balf-&fi-boHr'3 lisie mnijilElely silenced the SDcmy’s firs uid put

A force of the robelss" caivulry upon this eaniu up to try and tafco 
OUT guns; but the 0th Lancem, noder iUjotOnviy, the 5th Punjsib 
HiJfse.nudt^r Lioattiiiaut Youngho^hand* and HodsoVa Hois^p iintler 
LieutenttUL Gough, the whotc coumiinntl^sd % Brigadier Little, advaiioo^l 
upon theni, drore them nwsj» and LieuteniiDt YonngliiiHtond, who was 
sent out in pursuit with bis men^ out up soruo SO or 90 straggterSp ami 
took three standards. 

Thu movemeut of our earalry towunla the near of the enomy, nn 
donbt had Ihe effect of bitrfjing their retreat from thoirguns; but the 
grouud wm of such a nature m to prevent the pa^ibiUtj of gutting at 
them before they had got under eorer of trees and houses- 

The Infantry Brigade, tinder Brignditr thu Hynhlo Adrian HopUp 
wag of great use m aupporting the advance of the cavalry i but btiforo 
they reached the ground the enomy were in retreats 

As soon as possible I sent up the Bikh Infantry to secure the g^inSj 
and am happy to say fourteen hmas guns and one iS-pounder, with 
Umhcrfi^ wsgonSp Scc^i and a largo qniintity of ammunitioti^ were taken. 

The aueGeefl was ccuuplete, aud I am trufy gmteful toOudnnd happy 
to say, though the fire of grape from the enemy was most sovern and 
well- placed, falling amongst the artillery like hoi!, I bEkd not a si agio 
inan eren wounded, and only one horse of CaptuiQ Middleton's Battery 
killed. It was tmly loarvclbub and providential. Thirteen guns, motfc 
of them 9-pounders and ft poiinder howifcxeist, wore playing with grape 
on the gallant artllleiy, and with round shot upon the cavalry, the 
former wilhin about 500 ynida—aud His Eieelleiicy is well aware with 
what prccison these rebels* fire their guns—yet not one single umii 
was wounded.
